ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  January  15,  1923,  and  adjournment  to  March  20,  1923. 

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen,  under  date  of  January  2, 
1923,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  H.  Eugene 
Rice,  Walter  F.  Tilton  and  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the 
proper  service  of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  J.  Irving  Reid, 
Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  elec¬ 
tions  and  Town  Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order,  the  articles  contained  in  the  Warrant  and  the  action  there¬ 
under  being  as  follows:

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors  to  take  appropriate  action  as  provided  by  law  for  the  earlier  col¬ 
lection  of  poll  taxes,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  so  instruct  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  and  direct  the  Selectmen 
to  convey  by  a  proper  deed  to  Hugo  B.  C.  Riemer  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
lying  southerly  of  land  now  owned  by  said  Reimer,  easterly  of  land  of  one 
Williamson,  bounded  on  all  other  sides  by  land  of  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
containing  approximately  860  square  feet  and  being  a  part  of  land  taken 
by  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  park  purposes,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
the  matter.  (On  petition  of  Clara  Fiedler  and  others.) 

Voted:  Action  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  by-laws  relative  to 
billboards,  signs  and  other  advertising  devices  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  29  of  Chapter  93  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  to  said  matters. 

Voted:  That  the  following  by-law  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted, 
viz.: 
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BILLBOARD  BY-LAW 

Section  1.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  post,  erect, 
display  or  maintain  a  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  device,  except 
as  provided  in  Section  32  of  Chapter  93  of  the  General  Laws,  exceeding  5 
feet  in  height  or  8  feet  in  length,  within  300  feet  of  any  public  park,  reserva¬ 
tion,  playground  or  public  way,  if  within  public  view  from  any  portion  of 
such  park,  reservation,  playground  or  way;  and  no  billboard,  sign  or  device 
placed  within  300  feet  of  any  such  park,  reservation,  playground  or  public 
way  and  within  view  shall  be  nearer  than  50  feet  to  any  other  such  bill¬ 
board,  sign  or  device;  or  at  the  junction  of  any  public  ways,  and  within  a 
radius  of  150  feet  from  the  point  where  the  center  lines  of  such  ways  inter¬ 
sect;  or  in  any  location  unless  the  lowest  part  of  such  billboard,  sign  or 
device  is  at  least  3  feet  above  the  ground  and  the  entire  structure  including 
its  braces  and  supports  is  maintained  in  good  repair,  well  painted,  free 
from  accumulations  of  rubbish  and  filth,  and  from  the  pupae,  eggs  and 
caterpillars  of  insect  pests;  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
signs  or  devices  which  advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  occupying 
the  premises  in  question  or  the  business  transacted  thereon,  or  advertise 
the  property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  being  “For  Sale”  or  “To  Let.” 

Section  2.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.

SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  ON  NORWOOD’S 
PRESENT  SCHOOL  NEEDS.  PREPARED  FOR  THE  INFOR¬ 
MATION  OF  THE  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING  OF  NOVEM¬ 
BER  16,  1923 

The  Special  Meeting,  November  16,  1923,  being  to  consider  the  school 
needs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  the  School  Committee,  reporting,  desires 
to  call  attention  to  the  representations  made  in  their  last  Annual  Report. 
The  parts  of  their  report  to  which  attention  is  asked  are  those  bearing  on 
the  subjects  of: 
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1.  Seating  Requirements,  present  and  prospective. 

2.  Recommendations  for  meeting  these  requirements. 

3.  Estimated  cost  for  carrying  out  program  suggested. 

4.  Effect  in  the  debt  and  tax  rate  of  the  Town. 

SEATING  REQUIREMENTS 

In  the  last  annual  report,  the  School  Committee’s  estimates  of  probable 
seating  requirements  were  based  on  the  past  ten  years’  experience.  These 
estimates  have  been  borne  out  in  the  experience  of  the  present  year  and 
the  Committee  believes  they  may  be  taken  as  our  best  guide  for  making 
plans  in  the  years  to  come — assuming  that  the  population  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood  increases  at  the  same  rate  during  the  next  ten  years  as  it  has  - 
increased  during  the  last  ten  years.  In  Table  I  shown  below,  the  School 
membership  data  has  been  brought  up  to  the  present  week,  November  13.

From  the  foregoing,  it  seems  clear  that  the  estimate  for  December  1, 
1923,  which  appeared  in  the  Annual  Report  last  year  will  be  far  afield  and 
that  Norwood  must  look  forward  for  providing  about  160  additional  seats 
each  year  for  the  5  years  covered  by  this  forecast. 


AVERAGE  ATTENDANCE  BY  GRADES 

In  planning  for  school  buildings,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  know  the 
character  of  structures,  having  in  mind  the  different  grades  of  school 
work  to  be  carried  on.  The  basis  for  such  calculation  is  found  in  Table  II 
which  follows.  The  only  addition  made  to  the  table  shown  in  the  Annual 
Report  is  the  insertion  of  the  registration  by  grades  as  of  September  17, 
and  the  calculation  of  the  losses  by  classes  in  passing  from  one  year  to 
another.

The  method  used  in  making  this  calculation  is  to  take  the  registration 
as  of  September  17  and  to  deduct  from  the  numbers  of  registrants  accumu¬ 
lated  losses  in  passing  from  year  to  year  as  shown  by  table.  In  taking 
these  figures  as  our  base  these  facts  are  to  be  taken  into  account:  (1)  That 
the  registration  for  September  17  is  smaller  than  it  will  be  on  December  1. 
(2)  That  an  unusual  inducement  is  offered  to  high  school  boys  and  girls 
to  remain  in  industry  by  labor  demands  and  high  wages.  Therefore, 
the  estimate  shown  above  would  not  seem  to  be  an  overstatement  of  prob¬ 
abilities. 

URGENT  NEED  FOR  NEW  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Considering  the  fact  that  we  have  at  the  present  time  no  Junior  High 
School  Building,  that  the  7th  grade  is  temporarily  housed  in  the  old  Everett 
School  which  has  been  condemned,  that  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  are 
housed  in  the  Senior  High  School  which  was  designed  to  accommodate 
only  550  pupils,  the  urgency  which  gives  rise  to  this  special  report  is  appar¬ 
ent. 

Because  of  controversy  over  the  question  of  the  normal  capacity  of  the 
present  High  School  building,  the  following  figures  are  submitted:

From  the  foregoing  it  is  apparent  that  there  is  need  for  a  new*  Junior 
High  School  building  that  will  initially  accommodate  not  less  than  800 
pupils,  so  planned  and  located  that  it  may  be  added  to  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  new  seatings  and  other  requirements,  and  that  in  con- 


nection  therewith  there  should  be  adequate  playground,  auditorium, 
gymnasium  and  athletic  facilities. 

•  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  NEEDS 

Assuming  that  three  years  hence  the  Senior  High  School  building  may  be 
entirely  relieved  from  Junior  High  School  uses,  it  is  evident  that  it  will  be 
necessary  then  to  begin  construction  of  an  addition  for  increasing  registra¬ 
tion  which  by  1928  promises  to  rise  to  between  700  and  800.  Another 
complication  which  gives  rise  to  a  present  demand  is  this.  The  Senior 
High  School  building  as  planned  was  to  have  had  a  large  auditorium  and 
gymnasium.  During  the  war  this  part  of  the  project  was  abandoned. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

These  needs  being  so  obvious  and  coming  so  pointedly  before  the  Town 
in  the  present  congestion  in  school  building  facilities  and  the  consequent 
derangement  of  the  school  and  home  management,  the  School  Committee 
renews  its  recommendation  made  in  its  last  Annual  Report;  viz.,  that  the 
Town  enter  upon  a  building  program  which  will  have  for  its  end,  over¬ 
coming  the  present  deficiencies  as  well  as  taking  care  of  the  accumulating 
population  increase.  To  this  end,  it  was  recommended  by  the  School 
Committee  that  the  Town  should  arrange  to  spend  about  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  a  year  for  the  next  five  years — after  which  it  was  thought 
that  it  might  look  forward  to  building  requirements  of  about  $50,000  a 
year. 

It  now  seems  that  this  estimate  was  too  small  to  include  both  the  High 
School  and  the  Elementary  School  needs-^unless  the  development  of  the 
Parochial  Schools  in  Norwood  would  relieve  the  pressure  in  the  lower  grades 
to  such  an  extent  that  practically  the  whole  amount  indicated  ($500,000) 
may  be  devoted  to  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  purposes. 

COST  OF  JUNIOR  AND  SENIOR  HIGH  DEVELOPMENT 

Assuming  that  such  a  financial  program  is  agreed  to,  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  recommends: 

1.  That  not  less  than  $200,000  be  made  available  for  use  during  the 
year  1924  in  the  construction  of  additional  Junior  High  School  facilities. 

2.  That  $100,000  be  made  available  for  Junior  High  School  Construction 
use  in  1925. 

3.  That  $100,000  be  made  available  in  1925,  the  purpose  being  to  provide 
a  building  of  approximately  30  standard  units,  with  auditorium  and 
gymnasium  facilities  —  thereby  giving  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  a  Junior 
High  School  building  completely  equipped  by  September  1,  1926,  adapted 
to  indefinite  expansion. 
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4.  That  $100,000  be  made  available  in  1926  for  the  construction  of  an 
auditorium  on  the  Senior  High  School,  thereby  giving  to  the  Senior  High 
School  a  well-rounded  plan  which  would  be  adapted  to  indefinite  expansion. 


HOW  THE  PROPOSED  BORROWING  PROGRAM  WOULD  AFFECT 

THE  TAX  RATE 

This  leads  to  the  second  financial  question.  How  would  the  proposed 
building  program  affect  the  annual  tax?  The  only  way  this  can  be  an¬ 
swered  is  to  consider  the  amount  of  the  debt  increases,  the  added  interest 
and  retirement  charges  and  the  probable  assessed  valuation,  a  computa¬ 
tion  of  which  is  shown  below:

For  this  purpose  the  interest  is  figured  at  4|  %;  the  retirement  increases 
5%  on  the  new  issues;  the  annual  increased  valuation  $600,000,  this  being 
only  $100,000  more  than  the  value  of  new  buildings  constructed  last  year, 
which,  having  in  mind  the  shortage  in  dwellings  and  stores,  would  seem  to 
be  conservative.  In  other  words,  the  increase  in  taxes  for  a  person  who 
owns  a  residence  valued  at  $5,000  would  be  $2.00  the  first  year  and  at  the 
end  of  five  years  would  amount  to  $8.65  a  year — the  maximum  increase 
being  about  $10.00,  after  which  the  annual  charge  would  be  reduced. 

HOW  THIS  WOULD  AFFECT  THE  SCHOOL  DEBT 

Simply  for  the  purpose  of  getting  before  the  citizens  of  the  Town  what 
would  probably  be  the  effect  of  such  an  arrangement  of  the  school  debt  of 
the  Town — without  the  preparation  of  new  estimates  to  confirm  the  ad¬ 
vanced  aid  to  borrowing — the  1923  table  which  appeared  in  our  last  De¬ 
cember  Report  is  reproduced  here:

Thus  by  carrying  out  the  program  proposed  the  school  debt  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  rise  over  a  period  of  six  years,  when  it  would  reach  the  maximum 
of  $694,000;  and  on  the  eighth  year  it  would  begin  to  decrease,  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  automatic  retirements  would  exceed  the  borrowing. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  POLICY 

In  making  these  recommendations  the  School  Committee  has  avoided  the 
discussion  of  questions  of  school  policy  insofar  as  this  relates  to  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  High  School  buildings.  The  questions  involved  are  indicated 
in  the  Warrant  by  which  the  Town  Meeting  has  been  called,  and  are  offered 
for  consideration  of  the  citizens  in  that  form — it  being  considered  that  the 
financial  program  as  recommended  would  apply  to  any  solution  of  policy 
so  far  as  the  buildings  were  concerned.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  cost 
must  be  added  the  purchase  of  land  and  improvement  of  playgrounds. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  EXPANSION 

Without  going  into  the  question  of  providing  adequate  facilities  for 
elementary  schools  in  the  future,  except  to  foresee  that  added  facilities 
will  be  required,  the  School  Committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  addi¬ 
tions  to  grounds  of  the  Balch,  Winslow  and  Shattuck  Schools  as  indicated 
in  the  Warrant,  leaving  the  question  of  acquisition  of  grounds  for  a  new 
East  Norwood  School  to  be  considered  at  a  later  meeting.

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  December  20, 
1923,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Walter  F. 
Tilton,  H.  Eugene  Rice  and  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the 
proper  service  of  which  was  duly  attested  by  William  J.  Barrett,  Constable 
of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  having  been  com¬ 
plied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  James  A.

Article  5,  Section  2  of  their  By-Laws  as  amended  December  21,  1923.

Financial  Report — Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold  W. 
Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree 
with  the  Accountant’s  Books  and  Records  as  shown.  All  statements  of 
uncollected  accounts  have  been  verified  as  to  detail  items. 

I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand  December  31,  1923,  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as 
Treasurer  and  Collector  equals  an  amount  as  shown  in  the  Accountant’s 
statement  that  his  cash  balance  on  December  31,  1923  was  $116,257.99. 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  each  month  the 
accounts  of  Frederick  S.  Barton  as  to  sales  and  collections  have  been 
examined  and  I  find  that  he  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all 
collections  shown  in  the  sales  account  of  this  department. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  collections  of  Harry  M.  King  as 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  have  been  examined,  and  he  has  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  all  fees  which  appear  to  have  been  collected  by  his  de¬ 
partment. 

Morrill  Memorial  Library.  Alice  H.  Plimpton  Trust  Fund.  I  have 
examined  the  securities  in  the  possession  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  and  find  that  the  securities 
and  cash  on  hand  represent  the  amount  set  forth  in  this  report;  namely, 
$50,708.58.

GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Selectman, 
Norwood,  Massachusetts. 


January  1,  1924. 


Gentlemen : 

« 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  General 
Manager  for  the  year  1923,  enumerating  the  more  important  activities  of 
the  departments  under  my  direction  and  supervision. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  heads  of  departments  and  their 
subordinates  for  their  loyalty,  co-operation  and  industry,  without  which 
success  in  any  degree  would  have  been  impossible. 

A  brief  summary  by  departments  follows: 


PUBLIC  WORfcS  DEPARTMENT 
Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley,  Superintendent 

It  soon  became  apparent  when  work  opened  up  in  the  spring  that  it 
would  be  necessary  to  increase  our  scale  of  wages  if  we  were  to  compete 
with  contractors  for  available  labor  to  prosecute  the  work  for  which  ap¬ 
propriations  had  been  made.  Consequently,  on  June  1st  a  20%  increase 
was  granted  to  all  classes  of  labor.  Although  we  lost  some  of  our  best  men, 
we  were  successful  in  securing  others  to  take  their  places.  The  additional 
cost  to  the  Town  due  to  this  increase  was  approximately  $10,000.00,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  increase  was  not  anticipated  when  the  budget  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  additional 
appropriations  with  which  to  complete  all  of  the  work  contemplated. 

Highway  Division 

Nine  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  surfacing  with  bituminous 
macadam.  Under  this  item  four  short  stretches  of  streets  which  had  been 
the  cause  of  many  complaints  were  paved  to  the  gratification  of  those  who 
are  compelled  to  use  them.  The  streets  rebuilt  are  Florence  Avenue, 
Lenox  Street  between  Cross  Street  and  Allen  Road,  Walnut  Avenue  west, 
and  Beacon  Street.  The  average  cost  of  this  work  was  $1.35  per  square 
yard. 

The  gravel  roads  were  reshaped,  new  gravel  added  where  necessary,  and 
treated  with  tar,  and  are  in  a  generally  fair  condition  for  this  class  of  roads. 

About  1,300  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalks  were  laid,  the  abutters 
paying  one-half  of  the  cost.  It  was  disappointing  that  more  applications 
were  not  received  for  this  type  of  sidewalks. 
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A  new  cinder  sidewalk  was  constructed  on  Washington  Street  from  the 
Westwood  line  to  Prospect  Street  to  do  away  with  the  danger  to  pedestrians 
who  have  been  obliged  to  walk  in  the  street,  especially  during  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  concrete  roadway  when  traffic  was  diverted  over  this  section. 

Snow  Removal 

The  exceptionally  heavy  snowfall  during  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year  caught  us  without  adequate  plows  to  keep  ahead  of  the  storms  and 
caused  some  delay  in  getting  the  streets  opened  up  for  traffic.  The  general 
use  of  automobiles  on  practically  every  street  in  town  now  makes  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  plow  out  about  40  miles  of  streets  after  each  snow  storm,  and  with¬ 
out  delay.  To  meet  this  demand  we  purchased  two  plows  to  be  attached 
to  trucks,  and  one  for  our  tractor. .  These,  with  the  sidewalk  plows  we 
have,  .will  provide  the  means,  we  believe,  of  successfully  coping  with  this 
problem  in  the  future. 

A  regulation  compelling  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway 
Company  to  participate  in  the  removal  of  snow  from  streets  in  which  their 
tracks  are  located  was  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Utilities. 

Stone  Crusher 

About  2,000  tons  of  broken  stone  was  produced  at  the  town  crusher  at  a 
cost  of  $1.85  per  ton,  approximately  the  same  as  the  price  we  would  have 
had  to  pay  at  the  quarries  nearby,  but  we  had  the  advantage  in  cost  of 
trucking,  having  stone  when  we  needed  it,  and  of  furnishing  employment 
to  our  own  townsmen.  However,  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  enough  stone 
left  in  the  ledge  to  make  it  profitable  to  operate  the  quarry  for  more  than 
another  year,  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  seek  a  new  location. 

A  mechanical  loader  for  loading  sand,  gravel  or  broken  stone  on  to  trucks, 
and  a  new  concrete  mixer  were  added  to  the  equipment,  which  will  result 
in  a  saving  in  labor  costs. 

Sewer  Division 

The  construction  of  the  two  sand  filter  beds  authorized  by  the  Town 
Meeting  last  March  have  been  completed  and  will  be  put  into  operation 
within  a  few  days. 

The  new  filters  cover  slightly  more  than  two  acres  in  area  and  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  degree  will  relieve  the  overloading  of  the  present  beds,  but  not 
to  the  extent  recommended  by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Health. 

Beds  of  this  type  will  effectively  filter  about  75,000  gallons  of  sewage 
per  acre  per  day.  The  average  daily  amount  discharged  on  the  beds  in 
the  peripd  from  August  to  December  inclusive  was  897,000  gallons,  with  a 
maximum  of  2,223,000  gallons  in  one  day. 

The  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  recommends  that  additional 
filters  to  the  extent  of  four  acres  be  constructed  in  the  near  future  for  the 
proper  treatment  of  the  sewage  of  the  town. 
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Siphon  Extended 

The  18-inch  cast  iron  siphon  which  was  bpilt  in  1922  was  extended  to 
Dean  Street  and  connected  With  the  sewer  at  that  point  in  order  to  relieve 
the  excessive  pressure  in  the  Willow  Street  line,  which  caused  the  over¬ 
flowing  of  manholes  on  Hillside  Avenue  and  Allen  Road,  and  while  partially 
successful  it  may  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  extend  a  new  line  of 
pipe  to  connect  with  the  field  line  in  Willow  Street. 

New  Sewers 

Short  sections  of  main  sewers  were  constructed  in  Atwood  Avenue,  St. 
George  Avenue,  Oolah  Avenue,  Folan  Avenue,  St.  John  Avenue,  and  Silver 
Street,  relieving  unsanitary  conditions  in  those  sections. 

Particular  Sewers 

Ninety-five  new  house  connections  were  made  with  the  main  sewers  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

All  sewer  mains  and  filter  beds  were  thoroughly  gone  over  and  put  in 
first-class  condition. 

An  automatic  measuring  device  has  been  installed  at  the  filter  beds  to 
register  the  amount  of  sewage  treated; 

WATER  DIVISION 

Owing  to  the  unusually  dry  summer  and  fall,  we  were  compelled  to 
operate  the  Westwood  pumping  plant  for  200  days  during  the  year,  which 
fact,  together  with  extraordinary  machinery  repairs  at  the  Ellis  Station, 
accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  operating  expense  over  the  preceding  year. 

An  additional  vacuum  pump  and  motor  were  installed  at  the  Ellis  Sta¬ 
tion  so  that  we  now  have  two  separate  and  independent  pumping  units  at 
that  station. 

Four  miles  of  mains  were  cleaned  under  contract  with  the  National  Water 
Main  Cleaning  Company  at  a  cost  of  $3,300.00. 

Judging  from  the  amount  of  material  removed  from  the  mains,  the  clean¬ 
ing  was  much  needed  and  will  result  in  cleaner  water  and  greater  pressure 
in  the  districts  where  the  work  was  done. 

I  hope  we  can  continue  this  work  each  year  until  all  the  water  mains  have 
been  cleaned.

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Sixty-two  water  leaks  in  mains  and  service  connections  were  discovered 
and  repaired,  and  all  hydrants  were  carefully  inspected  and  repaired  when 
necessary. 

Eighty-one  new  services  were  added  during  the  year,  and  twenty-one 
renewals  made. 

Water  mains  were  extended  in  the  following  streets:

The  decrease  of  about  8  per  cent  in  volume  of  water  pumped  for  the  year 
was  due,  we  believe,  to  the  greater  number  of  meters  in  use,  and  to  the  care 
exercised  by  consumers  in  eliminating,  as  much  as  possible,  the  excessive 
use  of  water  and  waste  due  to  leaking  fixtures,  which  would  result  in  ad¬ 
ditional  charges  on  their  bills. 

PARKS 

Parks  have  been  maintained  and  cared  for  in  the  usual  manner. 

The  band  concerts  provided  have  been  largely  attended  and  enjoyed, 
attesting  to  the  popularity  of  this  form  of  recreation. 


FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

Although  general  conditions  in  regard  to  the  gipsy  and  brown-tail  moth 
infestations  were  much  better  than  in  1922,  about  the  same  amount  of 
spraying  was  done  to  hold  the  ground  we  had  gained  in  the  work  of  sup¬ 
pressing  these  pests.  A  small  number  of  brown-tail  moth  infestations  were 
discovered  in  new  localities  and  were  promptly  cleaned  out  so  that  no 
further  spread  is  anticipated. 

A  bad  infestation  of  tent  caterpillars  on  wild  cherry  trees  along  the  sides 
of  Neponset  Street  was  cleaned  out  by  cutting  and  burning  the  trees.  We 
hope  to  further  cope  with  this  caterpillar  by  spraying  as  soon  as  the  leaves 
begin  to  show  in  the  spring. 

The  spraying  apparatus  was  put  to  good  use  in  helping  combat  the 
meadows  fires  last  fall  by  pumping  water  from  a  spring  which  would  have 
been  impossible  to  reach  with  the  regular  fire  apparatus. 

Trees 

One  hundred  American  elms  were  set  out  on  Neponset  and  East 
Cross  Streets  in  accordance  with  the  policy  adopted  a  few  years  ago. 
About  fifteen  per  cent  of  these  died  because  of  the  long  drouth  last  summer, 
and  will  have  to  be  replaced  next  year. 

Two  thousand  pine  (White  and  Scotch)  seedlings  were  set  out  adjacent 
to  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station  and  on  land  purchased  for  the  new  wells  east 
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of  Purgatory  Brook,  but  many  of  these  were  destroyed  by  the  meadows 
fire. 

Considerable  work  was  done  in  the  removal  of  dead-trees  and  dead  limbs 
in  shade  trees  along  our  streets. 

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Superintendent 

New  development  in  Highland  Cemetery  was  confined  to  grading  a 
section  for  single  graves  in  the  Protestant  Section,  and  extending  avenues, 
walks,  drains,  and  water  mains. 

There  are  now  available  for  use  45  lots  and  92  single  graves  in  the 
Protestant  Section,  and  38  lots  and  189  single  graves  in  the  Catholic 
Section. 

One  hundred  thirty-two  interments  were  made  in  Highland  Cemetery 
and  four  in  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery  during  the  year. 

Flower  beds,  shrubbery,  and  grounds  were  maintained  in  keeping  with 
the  dignity  and  beauty  of  these  sacred  places. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer 

This  department  attends  to  all  the  details  in  connection  with  preparing 
estimates,  giving  street  lines  and  grades,  and  the  inspection  of  all  public 
works  in  process  of  construction;  keeps  the  Assessors’  maps  up  to  date, 
and  makes  a  survey  of  all  new  building  construction  for  the  Assessors; 
prepares  all  plans  for  street,  sewer  and  drain  takings  and  hearings.  Plans 
were  prepared  for  a  proposed  widening  of  Washington  Street.  Record 
plans  were  made  of  all  work  completed,  and  are  on  file  in  the  office  for 
future  reference  and  record. 

Studies  of  various  parcels  of  land  were  made  for  the  Finance  and 
School  Committees,  and  a  survey  has  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  develop¬ 
ing  the  land  given  by  Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird  for  a  park  and  playground. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  devoted  to  the  laying  out  and  building  of  the 
two  new  sewage  filter  beds.  An  estimated  saving  of  $1,000.00  was  made 
in  this  instance  alone  by  having  this  work  done  by  our  Engineering  De¬ 
partment  instead  of  seeking  outside  engineering  services  as  is  commonly 
done  by  towns  the  size  of  Norwood.

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

The  business  of  this  department  continues  to  show  a  substantial  and 
consistent  growth,  and  we  are  gradually  increasing  the  difference  between 
income  and  operating  expense. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the 
department. 

Accidents  to  the  motor  generator  and  rotary  converter  necessitated  ex¬ 
tensive  repairs  to  that  equipment.  When  the  machines  were  dismantled, 
an  examination  revealed  conditions  which  made  it  advisable  to  have  them 
completely  overhauled  and  put  in  first-class  condition. 

A  substantial  part  of  the  expense  involved  was  covered  by  insurance. 

New  and  more  powerful  street  lights  were  installed  on  Walpole  Street 
between  Guild  and  Wilson  Streets,  and  on  Guild  Street. 

We  lost  one  large  power  customer,  and  added  219  new  lighting  customers 
during  the  year. 

A  reduction  of  $.01  per  K.  W.  H.  was  made  in  the  rate  for  domestic 
lighting,  effective  last  July.  This  reduction  has  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  electricity  used  for  this  purpose,  as  indicated  by  receipts 
since  that  date. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  William  C.  Kindelan,  Chief 

There  were  sixty  fewer  arrests  than  in  1922,  but  that  does  not  mean  that 
the  police  have  been  less  vigilant,  or  that  there  has  been  any  letting-up  in 
the  enforcement  of  law,  but  that  there  has  been  a  stricter  observance  of  the 
laws  due  to  the  effective  work  of  the  department. 

There  were  twenty-four  fewer  arrests  for  drunkenness,  and  thirty-three 
fewer  for  auto  law  violations  than  last  year.

Two  noteworthy  arrests  calling  for  keen  judgment  and  courage  were 
made  during  the  year  by  officers  of  the  department.  The  first  by  Officer 
John  S.  Conroy  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  May  30th  of  the  three  men 
who  had  plotted  to  commit  murder  and  rob  and  burn  the  home  of  Mr. 
William  P.  Nickerson  on  Brook  Street.  The  other  by  Officer  Charles  R. 
Donnell  on  the  morning  of  October  21st  when  single  handed  Jie  arrested 
two  desperados  who  were  implicated  in  the  murder  of  a  patrolman  at  Read- 
ville  a  few  hours  prior. 

In  both  instances  attempts  were  made  on  the  lives  of  the  officers  with 
loaded  revolvers.  The  arrests  were  made  on  meagre  descriptions  given 
hurriedly  over  the  telephone. 

These  cases  furnish  evidence  of  the  dangers  to  which  the  officers  are  sub¬ 
jected,  and  merit  the  confidence  of  the  citizens  in  their  diligence,  resource¬ 
fulness,  and  realization  of  their  responsibilities. 
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WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

Mr.  Harry  M.  King,  Sealer 

Six  hundred  and  ninety-six  scales,  weights,  and  measures  were  tested  and 
sealed  last  year,  and  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five  inspections  of  package 
groceries,  confectionery,  gasoline,  kerosene,  and  coal  were  made. 

Four  scales  were  condemned  and  ten  per  cent  of  the  package  groceries 
were  found  underweight  and  nine  per  cent  overweight. 

These  inspections  indicate  that  the  people  of  Norwood  are  getting  what 
they  pay  for  as  far  as  weights  and  measures  are  concerned. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  sales  by  itinerant  vendors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1923 

January  19,  1924 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year  1923. 
There  were  held  forty-three  regular  meetings  and  two  special  meetings. 
At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  January  15,  1923,  Edmufid  G.  Dalton 
and  H.  Eugene  Rice  were  re-elected  Selectmen.  Organization  for  the  year 
was  perfected  by  the  re-election  of  Frank  G.  Allen  as  Chairman  and  of 
James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Fendergast  was  also  reappointed 
State  Aid  and  Soldiers’  Benefits  Agent.

There  were  also  appointed  from  time  to  time  special  police  officers, 
sworn  weighers,  measurers  of  leather,  measurers  of  wood  and  bark  and 
surveyors  of  lumber. 

Licenses  were  granted  after  due  consideration  to  various  perons  for  the 
conduct  of  certain  lines  of  business  as  provided  by  law  as  follows:  Second 
Hand  Motor  Vehicles,  Inn-Holders,  Common  Victuallers,  Pool  Room, 
Bowling  Alley,  Sunday  Sales,  Third  Class  Liquor  selling,  Junk  collecting, 
Public  Amusement,  Local  peddling  of  fruit  and  vegetables,  public  garage 
and  gasoline  stations  and  Sunday  concerts.  Action  was  taken  with  re¬ 
spect  to  State  licenses  to  peddle. 

Warrants  for  the  annual  and  for  special  town  meetings  were  prepared. 
Permits  for  Sunday  baseball,  street  business  signs,  guide  boards,  sidewalk 
obstruction  and  street  openings  were  granted. 

Numerous  hearings  were  held  as  required  by  law.  Approval  of  various 
note  issues  and  sales  of  same  was  given.  Cases  involving  soldiers’  relief 
and  military  aid  were  investigated  and  acted  upon.  Bonds  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  each  capacity  were  approved. 

Extensions  of  the  water  mains  in  various  streets  were  authorized.  Va¬ 
rious  conferences  were  held  with  the  coordinate  departments  of  the  Finance 
Commission  and  the  School  Committee  and  budget  requirements  were 
considered.  Action  as  the  Board  of  Survey  was  taken  as  occasion  required. 

Rentals  of  Washington  Street  tenement  and  store  properties  were  in¬ 
creased  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  monthly. 

Easements  or  rights  of  way  for  sewer  line  purposes  were  taken  under 
authority  of  Ch.  311  Acts  of  1901  as  follows: 

May  22,  1923.  Through  a  private  way  known  as  Baker  Avenue. 

September  18,  1923.  Through  a  private  way  known  as  St.  James  Avenue. 

November  20,  1923.  Through  lands  of  John  P.  Welch  and  others,  extend¬ 
ing  westerly  from  the  westerly  line  of  Washington  Street. 

An  easement  or  right  of  way  for  main  drain  purposes  was  taken  on  May 
22,  1923,  through  Cedar  Street,  a  private  way,  under  authority  of  said 
Ch.  311,  Acts  of  1901. 
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An  easement  or  right  of  way  for  a  water  main  extension  was  taken  on 
Oct.  30,  1923,  through  a  private  way  known  as  Oolah  Avenue. 

Several  claims  for  damages  were  presented  and  considered  and  acted 
upon  after  investigation  by  the  General  Manager  and  under  the  advice 
of  the  Town  Counsel. 

The  alteration  by  widening  of  Washington  Street  on  the  easterly  side 
in  the  business  district  was  completed  in  accordance  with  the  layout  re¬ 
ported  to  and  accepted  by  the  Town  at  the  special  meeting  held  Dec.  19, 
1922.  The  buildings  owned  by  Elihu  G.  Loomis,  Trustee  were  moved  back 
by  him  to  the  new  line  and  the  amount  awarded  to  him  as  damages  for  the 
taking  was  accepted  and  paid  and  a  release  and  quitclaim  deed  obtained 
from  him.  The  new  Dana  building  was  set  on  the  new  line  of  the  street 
and  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  this  improvement  has  already  demonstrated  its 
desirability  and  value. 

With  respect  to  the  apportionment  of  one-half  of  the  expense  of  the  work 
done  on  the  Neponset  River  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Ch. 
655,  Acts  of  1911,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  1921  conducted  actively  during  the  year  various  hearings 
at  which  evidence  was  heard  in  behalf  of  the  towns  of  Walpole,  Norwood 
and  Canton;  and  in  particular  evidence  from  land  owners  as  to  the  effect 
of  the  work  upon  their  respective  meadow  properties  in  Norwood  and  in 
Canton.  Many  of  these  hearings  were  held  for  the  convenience  of  local 
witnesses  in  Norwood,  and  were  substantially  attended  and  much  testi¬ 
mony  was  offered.  Views  of  the  river,  meadows  and  surrounding  territory 
were  also  taken  by  the  Commission  and  various  law  questions  raised  were 
considered.  A  more  detailed  statement  of  this  matter  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Town  Counsel.  The  Selectmen  were  represented  at  the  views 
and  hearings  by  some  of  the  members  and  General  Manager  Hammersley. 

The  Dept,  of  Public  Health  of  the  State  requested  the  Town  to  install 
additional  filter  beds  at  the  sewerage  disposal  plant.  In  compliance  with 
this  request  two  additional  filter  beds  were  constructed  under  the  direction 
of  the  General  Manager. 

The  Selectmen  were  represented  at  the  hearings  held  by  the  Div.  of 
Highways,  Dept,  of  Public  Works,  with  respect  to  granting  permits  for  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  certain  advertising  signs  within  view  of  certain 
highways  in  the  Town  and  the  objection  and  protest  of  the  Selectmen  to 
the  granting  of  such  permits  was  presented  and  recorded. 

The  Selectmen  through  the  General  Manager  recorded  themselves  as  in 
favor  of  the  proposed  new  Metropolitan  Roadway  through  the  Blue  Hill 
Reservation  at  the  hearing  at  the  State  House  relative  to  this  matter. 

Legislation  was  sought  and  obtained  authorizing  the  Town  to  borrow 
money  for  school  purposes  in  excess  of  the  statutory  limit,  in  accordance 
with  request  for  such  action  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  Finance 
Commission. 
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Charges  for  electric  light  service  were  revised  on  June  5,  1923,  making 
the  following  rates  effective  as  of  July  1,  namely,  9  c.  per  K.  W.  H.  for  light¬ 
ing  service,  with  a  discount  of  1  c.  for  each  K.  W.  H.  used  on  all  bills  paid 
within  twenty  days  upon  presentation  of  the  bill  to  the  consumer.  No 
such  .discount  to  be  allowed  on  any  accounts  where  there  are  remaining 
balances  unpaid  for  previous  service  or  on  charges  of  less  than  $1.00  per 
month. 

At  a  meeting  held  July  24,  1923,  it  was  voted  to  rescind  the  action  taken 
at  the  meeting  held  Aug.  20,  1917  wherein  it  was  voted  that  a  portion  of  the 
Everett  School  lot  near  the  junction  of  Guild  and  Washington  Streets  be 
designated  as  a  public  market  place  and  that  the  management  of  such 
market  be  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  Norwood  Civic  Association 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed.  It  was  further  voted  that 
notice  of  this  rescission  together  with  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Dept,  of  Agriculture  for  approval. 

Permission  was  granted  J.  Fred  Boyden,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department,  to  form  an  association  known  as  the  Norwood  Fireman’s 
Relief  Association. 

At  a  meeting  held  Aug.  7,  1923,  it  was  determined  that  Perley  B.  Evans 
of  Walpole  Street  was  the  oldest  living  citizen  and  the  Chairman  was 
requested  to  present  Mr.  Evans  with  the  Boston  Post  cane  together  with  the 
best  wishes  of  the  Selectmen. 

Certain  regulations  with  respect  to  the  removal  of  snow  from  the  streets 
by  the  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Ry.  Co.  were  adopted.  Subsequently  at  a 
meeting  held  Aug.  7,  1923,  notice  was  received  that  the  Street  Railway  Co. 
had  appealed  to  the  Dept,  of  Public  Utilities  for  a  modification  of  these 
regulations  and  following  a  hearing  thereafter,  viz.  on  Nov.  6th,  notice  was 
received  from  the  Dept,  of  Public  Utilities  that  these  regulations  were 
modified,  so  that  the  Street  Railway  Co.  was  required  to  level  the  snow 
which  it  might  remove  from  its  tracks  in  such  a  manner  as  to  leave  the  street 
reasonably  safe  and  convenient  for  travelers. 

At  a  meeting  held  Nov.  13th  it  was  voted  that  all  persons  who  were 
subject  to  the  transient  vendor’s  law,  should  be  required  to  take  out  li¬ 
censes  as  required  by  law. 

The  New  England  Telephone  Co.  was  permitted  to  place  three  manholes 
with  necessary  connections  at  certain  indicated  points  on  Guild  and  Lenox 
Streets  in  connection  with  the  service  of  that  company. 

The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Co.  of  Boston  was  permitted  to  rebuild 
and  enlarge  certain  manholes  on  Washington  Street  between  Everett  and 
Hill  Streets  in  connection  with  the  service  of  that  company. 

Upon  a  report  made  Nov.  27,  1923  by  the  General  Manager  as  to  dang¬ 
erous  conditions  of  certain  buildings  in  South  Norwood,  it  was  voted  that 
the  attention  of  the  building  inspector  be  directed  to  these  specific  buildings 
and  that  he  further  make  a  general  inspection  of  similar  buildings  and  that 
action  to  correct  such  dangerous  conditions  be  taken.  Thereafter,  namely 
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on  |Dec.  11th,  upon  it  appearing  that  the  specific  buildings  in  ques¬ 
tion  had  not  been  made  safe,  it  was  voted  that  a  careful  survey  and  report 
be  made  in  accordance  with  Sec.  8,  Chap.  143  of  the  General  Laws.  At  the 
meeting  held  Dec.  18,  1923,  a  committee  on  Survey  which  had  been  ap¬ 
pointed,  reported  confirming  the  conditions  found  by  the  building  inspector 
and  it  was  voted  that  steps  be  taken  to  give  proper  legal  notice  to  the 
owners  and  that  the  provisions  of  law  requiring  the  dangerous  conditions 
to  be  remedied,  be  carried  out. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  plans  for  a  sewerage  system  by  the  Town 
of  Walpole  with  respect  to  a  disposal  plant  in  Norwood,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Joseph  A.  Leach  of  Walpole,  representing  the  Sewerage  Committee  of 
that  town.  Action  as  to  approval  of  legislation  sought  by  Walpole  to 
establish  such  a  system  was  deferred  until  further  information  had  been 
obtained. 

A  plot  of  land  between  the  Wrentham  Branch,  Lenox  and  Dean  Streets, 
was  leased  from  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Co.  for  use  as  a  public  dump. 

Consideration  was  also  given  at  the  instance  of  the  Planning  Board  to 
the  matter  of  widening  Washington  Street  from  Railroad  Avenue  to  the 
First  High  Bridge,  so  called,  and  to  the  extension  of  Market  Street  as  pro¬ 
posed  and  to  the  layout  of  Town  Square  and  to  a  proposed  development  of 
land  east  of  Pleasant  Street  and  southerly  from  Neponset  Street  at  the 
junction  of  these  streets. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  matter  of  the  removal  from  Walpole  Street 
of  property  formerly  belonging  to  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway 
Co.  and  the  conditions  were  named  under  which  such  property  could  be 
removed  so  far  as  Norwood  was  concerned. 

Much  interest  was  taken  in  the  assignment  to  Norwood  and  in  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  military  unit  known  as  Company  G,  Mass.  National  Guard, 
of  which  Francis  E.  Bernier  is  the  commander.  It  was  with  great  satis¬ 
faction  that  the  Selectmen  cooperated  in  locating  the  Company  and  other¬ 
wise  providing  for  its  incidental  needs  and  assisted  in  stimulating  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  organization  and  its  value  to  the  community  as  a  whole  as 
well  as  to  the  young  men  who  were  eligible  for  membership.  We  con¬ 
gratulate  Capt.  Bernier  and  his  associates  in  the  success  which  has  attended 
their  recruiting  efforts  and  the  progress  made  in  military  science  by  the 
entire  company.  Already  the  company  reflects  great  credit  on  our  Town 
and  neighborhood.  It  should  have  the  enthusiastic  support  of  every 
citizen.  Thanks  are  due  and  heartily  tendered  to  Rev.  Fr.  James  F. 
Doherty,  permament  rector  of  St.  Catherine’s  Parish,  for  the  prompt  and 
generous  spirit  and  action  displayed  by  him  in  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the 
company,  without  rent,  Columbia  Hall  for  temporary  armory  purposes.  A 
copy  of  the  letter  addressed  to  Adjutant  General  Stevens  in  relation  to  this 
company  is  appended. 

A  certain  private  way  known  as  Mountain  Avenue  was  laid  out  as  a 
public  way  on  October  16,  1923,  subject  to  the  statutes  relative  to  assess- 
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ment  of  betterments.  The  layout  was  reported  to-  the  Town  and  duly 
accepted. 

The  list  of  citizens  chosen  for  jury  duty  is  appended. 

Certain  resolutions  were  adopted  and  same  are  set  forth  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

The  foregoing  report  deals  but  briefly  with  the  more  important  matters 
with  which  the  Selectmen  had  to  deal  and  shows  the  varied  character  and 
extent  of  the  duties  sought  to  be  performed.

RESOLUTIONS 

Whereas  Warren  G.  Harding,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
died  suddenly  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  on  August  2,  1923,  to  the  profound 
sorrow  not  only  of  our  own  country  but  also  of  the  whole  world,  now 
therefore  be  it  Resolved  by  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  that 
we  the  people  of  Norwood  are  today  united  in  more  than  official  and  formal 
mourning.  President  Harding  will  remain  in  the  memories  of  our  people 
because,  in  this  time  of  international  distrust  and  class  hatreds,  he  stood 
as  the  embodiment  of  human  gentleness,  honesty  and  sympathy. 

We  commend  to  the  leaders  of  the  whole  world  the  noble,  earnest,  faith¬ 
ful  and  devoted  spirit  which  he  brought  to  the  service  of  our  people  and  has 
contributed  as  an  example  of  true  Christianity  to  all  humanity. 

We  request  the  observance  by  all  Norwood  residents  of  Friday,  August 
10,  when  the  mortal  remains  of  the  late  Chief  Magistrate  are  laid  to  rest, 
as  a  day  of  mourning,  and  their  participation  in  ceremonies  befitting  the 
Nation’s  loss  and  respect. 


The  following  letter  of  appreciation,  signed  and  forwarded  to  Officer 
Charles  R.  Donnell,  Police  Department. 

December  11,  1923. 

“The  Selectmen  being  desirous  of  expressing  in  a  formal  way  the  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  citizens  of  Norwood  of  your  conduct  as  an  officer  on  the 
occasion  of  your  apprehension  of  two  of  the  men  involved  in  the  shooting 
of  Officer  Gonya  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  at  Hyde  Park  on  October 
21st  last,  have  passed  unanimously  the  following. resolutions,  viz.: 
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Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Officer  Charles  R.  Donnell  of  the  Norwood 
Police  Department  in  arresting,  single  handed  without  thought  of  the  great 
personal  danger  involved,  two  desperate  men  wrho  were  sought  as  partici¬ 
pants  in  the  shooting  to  death  at  Hyde  Park  on  October  21,  1923,  of  Officer 
Gonya  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  is  entitled  to  the  highest  commendation  which  the  Selectmen  gladly 
tender.  Such  brave  conduct  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Norwood  as  well  as  upon  Officer  Donnell  and  serves  to  maintain 
the  high  traditions  and  splendid  spirit  of  this  most  important  municipal 
service.  To  those  who  like  ourselves  know  Officer  Donnell,  his  action 
would  be  expected,  but  his  courage,  bravery  and  resourcefulness,  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  is  nevertheless  worthy  of  the  Town’s  sincerest 
gratitude  and  approval,  which  is  heartily  given.” 


Letter  to  Jesse  F.  Stevens,  Adjutant  General  of  the  Commonwealth,  un¬ 
der  date  of  May  1. 

“Dear  Sir:  We  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  at  a  meeting  held  on  April  18, 
1923,  passed  the  following  vote,  viz.: 

“That  the  appreciation  of  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood  be  expressed  to  the 
Adjutant-General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  his  action  in 
assigning  to  Norwood  a  unit  of  organized  Militia,  and  the  Selectmen  at  this 
time  tender  their  services  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  of  assistance  in  furthering 
the  formation  of  such  a  unit,  and  with  respect  to  all  matters  connected 
therewith.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To-the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  .herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  1923. 

Organization 

Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  Assesosr.  His 
appointment  was  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation.  The  present  Board  organized  as  follows: 

Patrick  J.  Lydon  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.

Under  authority  of  the  vote  of  Town  Meeting  the  Board  of  Assessors 
appointed  Charles  B.  Paddleford,  Albert  W.  Itafuse,  Thomas  L.  Darling, 
Oscar  F.  Thompson,  Walter  Scott,  Michael  J.  Flaherty,  William  Curran, 
William  Scanned,  Jr.,  Charles  Gallagher,  Joseph  Murphy,  John  J.  Tobin, 
James  S.  Sullivan  and  Edward  Duffy  as  assistant  assessors  for  the  period 
of  thirty  days  from  April  1st  or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors  may  determine. 

The  duties  of  the  Assistant  Assessors  were: 

To  secure  in  their  respective  districts  all  necessary  information  for  the 
Assessors  in  making  lists  of  persons  liable  to  be  assessed  for  poll  taxes  in  such 
districts,  and 

In  the  securing  of  the  information  required  under  Section  4  of  Chapter 
51,  General  Laws,  and 

To  make  return  of  the  amount  of  such  personal  property  in  the  Districts 
as  may  be  assigned  them,  and 

To  secure  information  with  respect  to  certain  children  below  the  school 
age  and  also  the  number  of  illiterate  persons  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  information  secured  with  respect  to  children  below  the  school  age 
and  the  number  of  illiterate  persons  in  the  Town  was  secured  for  the  use 
of  the  School  Committee.  The  duty  of  securing  this  information  is  not 
placed  by  law  upon  the  Board  of  Assessors,  but  it  was  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  this  work  could  properly  be  done  in  connection  with  other 
duties  of  the  Assistant  Assessors  and  at  a  saving  in  cost  to  the  Town. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1923 

The  d  own  Grant  for  the  year  1923  was  approximately  $67,500.00  greater 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  By  reason  of  the  fact  that  funds  in  the 
sum  of  $14,000.00  were  not  borrowed  prior  to  July  1,  1923,  the  Board  of 
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Assessors  as  required  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  59,  Section  23,  in¬ 
cluded  this  amount  in  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  1923.  The  amount  of  esti¬ 
mated  revenues  for  the  year  with  respect  to  income  and  corporation  taxes 
as  used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  estimated  receipts  were  those  certified 
to  it  by  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  it  is  apparent  that  the 
future  income  from  this  source  will  steadily  be  reduced,  that  the  income 
from  receipts  for  Corporation  Taxes  is  now  fairly  established  as  to  the 
future  under  the  existing  law  and  that  additional  or  surplus  revenues 
cannot  be  expected  from  either  of  these  sources.  This  being  so,  the 
Board  of  Assessors  desire  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  increased  appropria¬ 
tions  can  result  in  only  one  thing:  namely,  increased  local  taxes. 

Property  Values 

During  the  year  1923  revaluation  was  made  of  the  real  estate  of  the  ma- 
ufacturing  plants  in  the  Town  and  the  increase  from  this  revaluation, 
together  with  new  property  assessed,  equaled  $761,195.00.  During  the 
past  year  the  Board  of  Assessors  abated  on  certificates  of  the  Collector 
of  Taxes,  taxes  of  the  following  levies: 


1922 .  $1,746.16 

1921 .  2,444.63 

1920 .  776.81 

1919  .  168.20 


The  Board  desire  at  this  time  to  make  mention  of  the  lack  of  adequate 
and  convenient  quarters  for  its  use.  Repeatedly  at  meetings  it  is  necessary 
for  persons  having  business  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  submit  to  the  in¬ 
convenience  of  using  the  narrow  hall  and  entrance  way  to  the  upper  floor 
of  the  present  building  as  a  waiting  room.  The  work  room  and  storage 
room  available  is  very  inadequate  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  within  the  near 
future  some  provision  will  be  made  by  the  Town  which  will  be  an  improve¬ 
ment  upon  the  present  condition. 

The  Board  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  two  corrected  survey  plans  and 
one  new  survey  plan  from  the  Engineering  Department.

DIPHTHERIA 

Number  of  reported  cases  of  diphtheria  for  the  year  1923  exceed  by  two 
that  of  the  year  1922  and  was  within  four  of  the  highest  ever  reported. 
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The  greater  proportion  of  the  reported  cases  for  the  year  1923  were  a  part 
of  a  continuation  of  a  group  of  infections  having  their  beginning  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1922,  twenty-four  of  the  thirty-six  cases  shown  in  this  year’s  report 
being  prior  to  July  1,  1923.  The  majority  of  these  cases  were  localized  in 
a  particular  section  of  the  town.  It  is  expected  that  the  beneficial  effects 
of  the  Shick  Test  and  the  Toxin  Antitoxin  treatment  which  has  been  availed 
of  in  certain  districts  will  be  apparent  from  now  on.  The  policy  of  the 
Board  as  to  removing  cases  from  homes  of  two  or  more  families  is  still 
adhered  to  and,  though  it  must  be  admitted  entails  an  additional  expense, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  it  is  the  best  method  of  safeguarding  the  com¬ 
munity  as  a  whale  from  the  spread  of  this  infection. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  reported  cases  of  scarlet  fever  exceeded  those 
of  the  two  preceding  years.  These  cases,  however,  were  with  but  few 
exceptions  not  acute  cases.  The  expense  of  the  care  and  the  necessity 
of  precaution  with  respect  to  these  cases  is  not  lessened  by  this  effect.  We 
are  pleased  to  note  that  with  respect  to  both  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
there  have  been  no  deaths  within  the  past  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  tuberculosis  cases  reported  for  the  year  1923  are  below  the  average 
of  the  three  preceding  years.  The  Board  wish  at  this  time  to  again  make 
mention  of  the  opportunities  offered  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  at  the 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  building 
on  each  Thursday  afternoon  at  5  o’clock.  Dr.  Walter  A.  Griffin  is  in  charge 
of  the  Clinic.  The  Public  Health  nurse  is  in  attendance  and  the  resources 
of  the  Board  of  Health  are  available  at  any  and  all  times  to  persons  who 
may  desire  admission  to  hospital  or  sanatorium  for  treatment  of  this 
disease. 


DENTAL  AND  EYE  CLINIC 

The  report  of  the  Physicians  in  charge  of  each  of  these  clinics  is  sub¬ 
mitted  herewith  together  with  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk.  The 
receipts  from  the  Dental  Clinic  were  $355.45,  the  receipts  from  the  Eye 
Clinic  $55.20.  The  expense  of  the  clinics  was  for  salaries  $1,275.00,  for 
supplies  $194.38. 

The  Board  of  Health  desire  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  and  assistance  rendered  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse  and  District 
Nurse,  also  of  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Nurses.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 

218  samples  of  milk  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for  number  of 
bacteria  per  c.c. 

98  samples  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  alone. 

A  few  samples  were  found  to  be  a  little  under  the  Massachusetts  Standard, 
subsequent  samples  from  the  same  dairies,  however,  were  well  over  the 
standard. 

In  nine  cases  an  abnormally  high  bacteria  count  was  found.  On  notify¬ 
ing  the  dealer  or  producer  in  each  instance  satisfactory  improvement  was 
noted  on  subsequent  examinations. 

An  examination  for  bacteria  content  is  made  every  week  of  a  sample  of 
milk  supplied  to  the  schools. 

Seventy  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  examined  during  the 
year  and  improvement  of  conditions  ordered  in  six  barns.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  21,  1924,  Mr.  Fred  R. 
Ellis  was  elected  to  the  Finance  Commission  to  succeed  Mr.  Arthur  W. 
Coolidge  who  declined  re-election.  The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year 
1924  was  organized  with  Mr.  Charles  J.  Prescott,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Fred 
R.  Ellis,  Secretary. 

Mr.  Arthur  W.  Coolidge  retires  from  the  Finance  Commission  after  six 
years  of  faithful  and  conscientious  service  and  his  associates  wish  to  have 
placed  on  the  town  records  their  appreciation  of  all  he  has  done  to  make 
the  work  of  the  Finance  Commission  successful. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  inspected  various  town  prop¬ 
erty  and  met  in  consultation  with  State,  County  and  Town  officials.  While 
in  former  years  the  work  of  this  Commission  has  been  accomplished  largely 
by  weekly  meetings  between  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  January  and 
the  adjourned  Town  Meeting  in  March,  the  amount  of  work  now  is  so  large 
that  it  requires  almost  continuous  weekly  meetings  throughout  the  year. 
With  the  growth  of  the  town  there  has  been  forced  on  the  various  boards 
more  and  more  responsibility  for  its  policies  and  we  believe  it  is  becoming 
necessary  that  each  board  should  be  so  constituted  that  it  will  have  an 
executive  secretary  to  do  the  detail  work  because  unless  this  is  accomplished 
the  boards  will  be  so  over-loaded  that  public  spirited  citizens  willing  to 
serve  will  find  the  work  so  irksome  that  they  will  be  obliged  to  retire. 

This  Commission  has  continued  its  policy  of  being  not  so  much  a  critical 
board  as  one  to  whom  the  various  departments  can  turn  for  assistance  on 
their  financial  program,  not  only  for  the  immediate  present  but  for  the 
years  to  come.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
earnest  cooperation  we  have  received  from  every  department  in  the  town, 
which  has  helped  much  in  lightening  our  work. 

The  Finance  Commission  appreciates  the  very  serious  condition  of  our 
finances  due  to  the  gradual  increase  of  our  town  debt  and  with  the  growing 
demand  for  other  town  improvements,  such  as  more  schools,  town  hall, 
memorial,  better  and  more  streets,  highways  and  sewers.  We  must  face  the 
situation  squarely  and  be  prepared  to  wait  a  little  longer  for  those  improve¬ 
ments  which  we  all  desire  or  radically  increase  our  tax  rate.  A  further  in¬ 
crease  of  our  debt  is  out  of  the  question,  rather  we  must  work  toward  its 
reduction.  Following  out  this  principle,  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  1923 
included  some  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  for  constructive  work  which 
in  previous  years  had  not  been  included  in  the  tax  levy  but  was  financed 
by  borrowing.  It  is  to  be  very  definitely  our  policy  to  place  more  con¬ 
structive  and  improvement  work  in  the  budget  instead  of  borrowing  for 
same. 


This  Commission  outside  of  preparing  a  regular  budget  is  working  up  a 
detailed  statement  of  our  situation  in  the  various  departments  which  it 
hopes  to  be  able  to  submit  to  the  citizens  at  some  nearby  date.  The  state¬ 
ment  covering  reports  of  the  last  four  years  is  attached.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

January  19,  1923.

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  in  the  form  of  this  brief  summary  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as 
Counsel  for  the  Town  covering  the  year  1923.  The  activities  of  my 
Department  were  to  a  large  extent  directed  to  matters  as  to  which  the 
service  required,  called  for  conferences,  advice  and  preparation  of  various 
papers.  As  in  the  former  years  the  questions  raised  were  extensive  and 
varied  in  character  and  involved  a  considerable  amount  of  correspondence 
as  well  as  attendance  at  meetings  and  hearings  in  addition  to  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  opinions  and  papers  and  numerous  conferences  referred  to  above. 

Departments  to  which  advice  and  opinions  were  furnished  included  the 
following:  Selectmen,  Finance  Commission,  School  Committee,  Planning 
Board,  Board  of  Health,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Board  of 
Relief,  Library  Trustees,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  General  Manager, 
Building  Inspector  and  Town  Engineer. 

The  most  important  and  extensive  activity,  however,  was  that  relating 
to  the  Neponset  River  Expense  Apportionment  which  is  specifically  re¬ 
referred  to  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

LITIGATION 

No  suits  against  the  Town,  other  than  the  above  mentioned  Neponset 
River  Expense  Apportionment  case,  were  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year 
within  the  knowledge  of  this  Department. 

Various  claims  were  presented  during  the  year,  to  each  of  which  advice 
was  given,  after  investigation  of  the  facts  and  due  consideration  of  the 
same,  to  the  effect  that  the  Town  was  without  liability. 

As  far  as  known  no  litigation  with  respect  to  any  of  these  claims  is 
threatened.  Therefore,  the  record  as  to  litigation  continues  to  be  most 
favorable  and  it  is  probably  unequalled  by  any  other  Town  of  substantially 
like  size  and  activities  within  the  Commonwealth. 

NEPONSET  RIVER  EXPENSE  APPORTIONMENT 

Hearings  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  1921  to  apportion  one-half  the  cost  of  the  improvement 
so  called  in  and  along  the  Neponset  River  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Chapter  355,  Acts  of  1911  and  amendatory  acts,  held  in  1922, 
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as  was  set  forth  in  my  report  for  that  year,  certain  preliminary  hearings  and 
took  a  view  general  in  character  of  the  territory  involved. 

Formal  hearings  began  at  the  State  House  in  Boston  on  January  15, 
1923,  and  the  opening  argument  in  the  presentation  of  the  case  for  Nor¬ 
wood  was  made  on  January  22-.  Hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time 
thereafter  at  several  of  which  law  questions  and  matters  of  procedure 
and  formal  questions  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  prepared  and 
presented  by  the  communities  involved,  and  the  answers  thereto,  were 
considered  and  acted  upon.  At  other  hearings,  evidence  in  behalf  of 
Sharon,  Stoughton,  Walpole,  Canton  and  Norwood  was  presented. 

As  to  Norwood,  some  of  the  hearings  for  the  convenience  of  witnesses 
were  held  in  Norwood  and  were  attended  by  many  meadow  land  owners 
and  other  interested  citizens.  Evidence  was  introduced  through  physi¬ 
cians  as  the  the  health  situation  and  a  large  number  of  meadow  owners 
testified  as  to  the  condition  of  their  own  and  other  land  before  and  after 
the  work  was  done.  Mr.  Fred  L.  Fisher,  the  largest  owner  of  meadow  land 
affected,  testified  at  length  over  several  days  and  together  with  the  Hon. 
Frank  A.  Fales,  Mr.  George  A.  Plimpton  and  other  large  meadow  land 
owners  who  testified,  aided  materially  in  the  presentation  of  this  phase  of 
the  Norwood  case. 

In  all,  seventeen  hearings  have  been  held  and  the  presentation  of  the 
evidence  for  Norwood  is  not  yet  completed  but  will  be  completed  at  hear¬ 
ings  to  be  held  in  1924  when  the  evidence  of  the  other  communities  inter¬ 
ested  also  will  be  heard.  The  delay  has  been  due  largely  to  the  engagement 
of  counsel  in  other  cases. 

Much  evidence  was  offered  as  to  the  conditions  in  the  Purgatory  Brook 
section  and  the  Commissioners  at  my  request  took  a  thorough  view  on 
June  6,  1923,  of  the  Purgatory  meadows  and  were  accompanied  by  inter¬ 
ested  counsel  and  experts  as  well  as  by  Mr.  Fisher. 

On  another  occasion  the  Norwood  meadows  were  examined  by  experts 
and  others  who  were  to  testify.  This  view  was  attended  by  other  officials 
as  well  as  myself. 

Much  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  citizens  in  the  hearings  and  the 
preparation  for  same.  Questionnaires  to  all  known  Norwood  meadow 
owners  were  sent  out  and  quite  generally  were  returned  with  some  or  all 
the  information  sought.  All  the  available  data  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  which  is  quite  voluminous  and  all  expense  vouchers  in  the 
State  Comptroller’s  office  have  been  reviewed  in  the  study  of  the  questions 
involved  in  the  case.  Numerous  conferences  with  witnesses,  counsel  and 
officials  were  held  and  law  matters  were  examined  and  briefs  prepared  and 
arguments  made  as  well  as  all  evidence  in  behalf  of  Norwood  presented  by 
this  Department.  The  case  has  also  required  much  correspondence  and 
the  preparation  of  many  papers.  It  is  hoped  that  a  report  and  award  will 
be  made  by  the  Commissioners  during  1924. 

The  Selectmen  as  well  as  other  officials  of  the  Town  have  approved  the 
conduct  of  the  case  by  this  Department  and  have  cooperated  in  every  way 
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in  the  endeavor  to  furnish  the  Commissioners  with  all  facts  bearing  upon 
the  issues  involved  and  with  the  expectation  that  an  apportionment  of  the 
expense  will  result  which  will  be  fair  to  Norwood  as  well  as  the  other  com¬ 
munities  referred  to  in  the  Act. 

A  bill  was  filed  by  Mr.  William  H.  Hitchcock,  attorney  for  the  Town  of 
Dedham,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  of  1924  which  seeks  to 
relieve  all  communities  from  bearing  any  portion  of  the  expense.  If  this 
bill  is  favorably  acted  upon  it  will  bring  the  hearings  before  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  an  end  as  the  entire  expense  would  then  rest  upon  the  Common¬ 
wealth. 

GENERAL 

Washington  Street  Widening— The  alteration  of  Washington  Street  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen  and  accepted  by  the  Town  in  1922,  by  which  that 
portion  of  the  street  was  widened  to  a  depth  of  4.75  feet  on  the  easterly  side 
for  a  distance  of  about  242.29  feet  southerly  from  the  southerly  line  of  a 
proposed  extension  of  Cottage  Street  was  physically  completed  during  1923. 
The  only  structures  the  removal  of  which  were  involved  in  the  alteration 
were  those  located  on  the  property  of  Elihu  G.  Loomis,  Trustee.  Mr. 
Loomis  accepted  the  award  of  damages  after  some  negotiation  entirely 
friendly  in  character  and  upon  payment  of  it  delivered  to  the  Town  an 
instrument  of  release  and  quit  claim  of  rights  and  easements  for  highway 
purposes.  Negotiations  with  Mr.  Dana,  the  other  land  owner  to  whom 
damages  were  awarded,  have  progressed  to  a  point  where  it  is  apparently 
safe  to  state  that  the  award  will  be  accepted  and  paid  in  1924  and  an  in¬ 
strument  similar  to  that  obtained  from  Mr.  Loomis  will  be  given.  The 
fairness  with  which  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  dealt  with  the  land 
owners  and  the  general  situation  involved  seems  to  have  been  recognized 
and  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  this  important  matter  is  disposed  of 
without  litigation. 

School  Needs  and  Financial  Program. — The  important  matter  designated 
above  called  for  considerable  attention  from  this  Department,  including 
numerous  conferences  with  the  Selectmen,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Finance 
Commission  and  School  Committee,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Planning  Board  and  others,  the  preparation  of  articles 
for  special  meeting  warrants  and  all  motions  under  the  same  and  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  various  legal  questions  involved.  Early  in  the  year  this 
Department  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  a  petition  and  Bill  to  the  General 
Court  authorizing  the  Town  to  borrow  in  excess  of  the  statutory  debt  limit 
moneys  for  school  building  purposes. 

Billboard  By-Law. — The  billboard  by-law  prepared  by  General  Manager 
Hammersley  as  revised  and  approved  by  this  Department,  to  which  refer¬ 
ence  was  made  in  my  report  for  1922,  was  submitted  to  the  Town  and 
adopted  by  it  during  the  year  1923.  Thereafter  it  was  presented  to  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  for  its  approval,  which  was  refused. 
However,  state-wide  regulations  were  adopted  by  the  Department  of 
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Public  Works  later  which  are  very  comprehensive  and  restrictive  in  char¬ 
acter.  The  Town  thereby  has  considerable  protection  which  otherwise 
could  be  afforded  only  by  the  by-law  which  was  rejected  by  that  Depart¬ 
ment.  These  regulations,  however,  have  been  much  criticized  as  depriving 
municipalities  of  the  right  of  home  rule.

Sales  of  cigars  on  Sunday  and  opinion  to  General  Manager. 

It  was  necessary  for  this  Department  to  deal  extensively  with  Mr. 
Pendergast  as  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  in  other  official  capacities, 
and  his  unfailing  courtesy  and  cooperation  as  well  as  that  of  all  other  De¬ 
partments  with  which  business  was  conducted  are  gratefully  acknowledged.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

During  the  past  year  the  circulation  has  been  70,310  volumes,  exceeding 
the  1922  figure  by  5,562.  Such  an  increase  is  very  satisfactory  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  many  Massachusetts  libraries  are  losing  ground  or  at  best 
duplicating  last  year’s  figures. 

The  Children’s  Room  continues  to  justify  its  establishment.  Out  of 
2,258  children  eligible  to  use  it,  1,635  or  70  per  cent  are  registered  borrowers. 

Through  the  munificence  of  the  late  George  H.  Morrill  the  present 
Library  building  was  erected  and  presented  to  the  Town.  Dr.  Lewis  H. 
Plimpton,  his  son-in-law,  was  for  a  number  of  years  a  valued  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Evidencing  the  great  interest  which  this  family 
has  expressed  towards  the  Library,  it  was  with  feelings  of  deepest  appre¬ 
ciation  that  the  Trustees  learned  of  the  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Alice  H. 
Plimpton  in  the  sum  of  $50,000.  This  amount  has  been  received  and  de¬ 
posited  with  the  Town  Treasurer,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library,  pending  action  by  the  Trustees  as  to  its  later  use. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  put  on  record  their  appreciation  of  this  gift,  which 
will  be  of  material  assistance  in  years  to  come  in  helping  to  make  the 
Library  commensurate  with  the  growing  needs  of  the  Town. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Japan  Society  of  Boston,  an  exhibition 
of  drawings  by  Japanese  school  children  was  held  in  the  Library  for  two 
weeks,  which  attracted  considerable  attention.  1229  children  viewed  the 
pictures  and  fourteen  teachers  brought  their  classes  to  see  the  drawings. 

The  Library  has  continued  its  co-operation  with  the  School  Department 
by  furnishing  books  to  the  High  and  Batch  Schools. 

Much  favorable  comment  has  been  heard  on  the  repairing  of  the 
pedestal  lights,  the  use  of  which  has  added  greatly  to  the  appearance  of 
the  building  in  the  evening. 

As  the  life  of  the  Library  building  lengthens,  it  is  of  course  necessary  to 
make  more  repairs  and  this  is  reflected  in  our  budgets  from  year  to  year. 

It?  is  very  gratifying  to  the  Trustees  to  record  gifts  of  92  volumes  to  the 
Library  during  the  past  year,  which  exceeds  any  previous  record  and  shows 
an  increasing  interest  in  the  Library  by  its  friends  and  patrons.  We  desire 
to  encourage  this  spirit  of  giving  to  the  Library  and  make  this  suggestion 
to  our  citizens  for  their  thoughtful  consideration.

22.  Valuable  assistance  was  rendered  by  the  State  Department  of  Con¬ 
servation  in  the  furnishing  of  men,  pumps,  and  equipment,  without  which 
we  probably  should  have  been  unable  to  cope  with  the  situation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Norwood,  in  the  recent  past,  like  many  other  towns  the  country  over, 
has  had  three  serious  situations  to  face:  (1)  An  obvious  need  for  better 
coordination  and  team  work  in  defining  and  carrying  out  its  educational 
program;  (2)  A  serious  school  building  shortage;  (3)  A  marked  increase 
in  the  cost  of  public  education. 

These  situations  have  been  thought  to  be  due  in  part  to  the  upsetting 
circumstances  of  the  World  War;  in  part  to  a  more  friendly  attitude  towTard 
the  schools  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  thereby  adding  to  the  average  period 
of  attendance;  in  part  to  changes  in  educational  policy;  in  part  to  changed 
economic  and  social  conditions. 

I.  THE  UPSETTING  CIRCUMSTANCES  INCIDENT  TO  AND  FOL¬ 
LOWING  THE  WORLD  WAR 

From  1917  to  1920  the  losses  from  the  teaching  and  administrative  staffs 
were  unusually  large.  During  this  period  there  were  93  separations  from 
the  teaching  and  administrative  staffs, — an  average  each  year  of  more  than 
28%  of  the  total  number  in  the  system;  there  was  a  constant  shifting  of 
personnel,  some  of  the  positions  being  made  vacant  many  times,  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  being  vacated  twice — all  of  which  was 
disorganizing  and  detracting  from  the  esprit  de  corps.  The  dramatic  in¬ 
cidents  of  war  preparation  and  military  engagement  were  disturbing  to 
pupil  and  teacher  alike. 

At  the  same  time  there  has  been  a  marked  change  in  the  disposition  both 
of  parents  and  pupils  to  prolong  the  period  of  school  attendance — es¬ 
pecially  since  the  close  of  the  war  and  the  cessation  of  the  unusual  demands 
made  for  enlistment  and  industrial  employment  induced  by  military 
necessity. 

A  factor  of  considerable,  although  of  less  importance  has  been  a  corre¬ 
sponding  demand  on  school  authorities  to  give  increasing  breadth  to  the 
educational  opportunity  offered,  with  a  view  to  enlisting  the  interest  of  all 
classes — whether  inclined  toward  professional,  commercial,  or  industrial 
employment  or  simply  desiring  cultural  training  such  as  was  offered  in  the 
old-time  “finishing  school.”  This  demand  has  found  expression  in  the  four 
distinct  courses  offered  by  the  high  school  (“classical,”  “commercial,”  and 
‘'technical,”  as  well  as  the  “general”);  in  more  compelling  attendance 
laws;  and  in  the  adoption  of  what  is  known  as  the  6-3-3  plan  of  school 
organization.  Pursuant  to  this  plan  the  “elementary”  school  training 
has  been  limited  to  grades  1  to  6  inclusive;  a  “junior-high”  school  or¬ 
ganization  has  been  adopted  for  grades  7  to  9  inclusive;  and  the  “senior- 
high”  school  organization  has  been  limited  to  three  years,  including  grades 
10,  11,  and  12  only.  The  primary  reason  for  adopting  this  particular  plan 
has  been  to  adapt  the  school  curriculum  and  organization  to  three  recog-

nized  mental-age  periods — childhood,  adolescence,  and  youth — which 
together  with  corresponding  modifications  of  play  and  physical  training- 
programs  have  added  to  the  attractiveness  and  wholesomeness  of  school 
life.  A  further  change  in  educational  policy  relates  to  the  corresponding 
development  of  a  school  health  service  which  includes  periodical  physical 
examinations,  eye  and  dental  clinics,  attention  to  diet,  home  visiting,  etc. 
All  these  changes  by  way  of  enlargement  of  the  public  school  service  and 
the  "enrichment”  of  the  educational  program  have  contributed  somewhat 
to  the  unusual  burdens  of  school  management  and  instruction. 

Marked  Improvement  in  the  Work  of  Schools 

Such  is  our  immediate  historic  background.  That  Norwood  has  been 
especially  fortunate  in  its  progress  made  toward  overcoming,  in  a  large 
measure  at  least,  the  educational  difficulties  appears  from  the  report  of  Dr. 
James  H.  Van  Sickle,  printed  herewith — a  careful  reading  of  which  is  recom¬ 
mended  to  parents  and  tax-payers.  And  for  this  achievement  much  credit 
is  due  to  the  able  and  well-poised  leadership  of  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Howes,  who 
since  January,  1921  has  been  our  Superintendent,  and  to  the  loyalty  and 
cooperation  of  principals  and  teachers  serving  under  him.  Dr.  Van  Sickle 
(at  the  request  of  Mr.  Charles  J.  Prescott,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission,  and  at  his  personal  expense)  made  his  first  survey  in  the  latter 
part  of  1920.  Because  the  following  excerpt  from  his  recent  report  (made 
three  years  after  the  first  survey)  sounds  a  note  of  special  interest  to  tax¬ 
payers,  it  is  quoted: 

“Norwood  has  developed  an  exceptionally  good  system  of  schools.  The 
things  now  lacking  are  chiefly:  1.  The  completion  of  the  building  program 
including  the  purchase  of  two  new  sites  and  the  enlargement  of  two  others. 
2.  Removing  the  Junior  High  School  from  the  High  School  building  and 
organizing  it  as  a  complete  unit  of  the  school  system  in  its  own  building.” 

II.  OVERCOMING  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SHORTAGE 

The  first  subject  for  immediate  consideration  mentioned  in  Dr.  Van 
Sickle’s  report  is  that  to  which  the  School  Committee’s  last  year’s  report 
was  addressed — the  "existing  school  building  shortage.”  Three  years  ago 
this  shortage  was  estimated  in  dollars  to  be  from  $200,000  to  $400,000. 
It  appears  now  that  the  latter  figure  more  nearly  states  the  brute  fact 
to  be  reckoned  with — having  in  mind  the  continued  high  cost  in  construc¬ 
tion.  To  this,  the  existing  shortage,  must  be  added  the  annual  increase 
in  the  school  building  demand  due  to  continuing  growth  in  the  school 
population — to  meet  which  it  is  estimated  we  must  add  from  $50,000  to 
$60,000  per  year,  the  facts  supporting  which  conclusion  are  given  below 
(pp.  195  and  197).  That  we  have  been  gradually  overcoming  this  shortage 
appears  from  the  following:  In  1921,  $75,000  was  appropriated  to  com¬ 
plete  and  furnish  the  west  wing  of  the  present  high  school  building;  in 
1922  an  appropriation  of  $80,000  was  made  to  add  eight  rooms  to  the 
Balch  elementary  school;  in  1923  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made 
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MAP  I. — Showing  Location  of  New  Senior  High  School  with  Street  Approaches  and  Distances 
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to  begin  on  the  new  senior  high  school— the  understanding  being  that 
$200,000  more  would  be  recommended  by  the  Finance  Commission  for 
appropriation  in  1924  to  complete  a  structure  for  such  use.  Before  the 
Town  shall  have  completely  overcome  its  school  building  shortage,  how¬ 
ever,  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  an  East  Norwood  elementary  school. 

The  following  table  reflects  the  extent  to  which  the  estimated  shortage 
will  have  been  overcome  when  the  new  high  school  is  completed:

Assuming  that  the  anticipated  additional  appropriation  of  $200,000  for 
the  new  senior  high  school  building  will  be  made  at  the  approaching  March 
Town  Meeting  and  that  a  further  appropriation  of  $220,000  is  made  next 
year  or  the  year  following  for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  construction  of 
an  East  Norwood  elementary  school,  it  is  thought  that  the  normal  growth 
in  school  building  demand  will  be  met  and  the  shortage  incurred  during 
the  years  1916  to  1921  will  have  been  completely  overcome;  the  Town  may 
then,  in  its  further  construction,  drop  down  to  an  annual  average  outlay 
for  new  buildings  (approximately  $60,000  per  year)  to  cover  population 
increases  estimated  on  the  basis  of  the  rate  of  growth  of  the  last  ten  years. 
(See  Table  II.) 

The  Acquisition  of  Building  Sites  . 

During  the  year  1923,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School  Committee, 
supported  by  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Town  has  purchased  additions 
to  the  grounds  of  the  Shattuck  School  and  the  Winslow  School;  and  on 
like  representation  of  the  need  of  further  grounds  for  future  extension  of 
the  Balch  School,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Sumner  Bird  made  a  present  of 
6§  adjoining  acres.  The  School  Committee  recommends  that  this  gift  be 
memorialized  by  giving  to  the  tract  the  name  “  Bird  Park.”  The  above 
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MAP  n. — Showing  the  Possible  Building  Expansion  Without  Encroach¬

named  purchases  and  gift  provide  for  such  building  extensions  as  may 
be  needed  in  the  Shattuck,  Winslow  and  Balch  districts  for  an  indefinite 
future — besides  which  South  Norwood  has  adequate  grounds  for  a  public 
park  in  the  center  of  the  district,  extending  from  the  reservation  for  Balch 
School  grounds  to  the  Neponset  River. 

Norwood  has  also  been  especially  fortunate  in  acquiring  grounds  ade¬ 
quate  for  the  new  senior  high  school  development  without  cost.  The 
generosity  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Association  was  prevailed  upon  to 


198 


obtaining  a  price  on  10.55  acres  of  land,  optioned  for  such  use  before  the 
January  Town  Meeting — the  price  at  which  it  was  offered  being  $12,902.31. 
Following  a  vote  to  purchase  at  this  price,  Hon.  Frank  G.  Allen  offered 
to  contribute  the  amount  to  the  town  treasury,  which  offer  was  accepted  by 
appropriate  resolution.  On  representation  of  the  School  Committee  that 
the  amount  of  ground  should  be  increased  to  13  acres,  land  was  contributed 
by  Mr.  George  F.  Willett,  which,  when  surveyed,  enlarged  the  tract  to 
13.82  acres.  That  this  gives  to  the  Town  an  unusually  well  located  site 
for  the  new  Senior  High  school  with  ample  grounds  for  future  expansion 
and  for  the  development  of  a  physical  training  program,  may  be  seen  from 
the  accompanying  maps  (pages  195  and  197).  From  the  first,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  site  chosen  is  almost  exactly  at  the  geographical  center  of  the  Town, 
when  approached  from  the  east,  south  and  west;  the  second  shows  the  pro¬ 
posed  lay-out  and  possibilities  of  building  extension  without  encroachment 
on  the  field.  These  several  acquisitions  referred  to  above  have  provided 
the  community  with  all  the  school  grounds  which  it  will  probably  need 
for  an  indefinite  future — except  in  East  Norwood  where  a  site  should  be 
arranged  for  as  soon  as  possible  before  land  adapted  to  an  elementary 
school  use  is  built  upon.

The  Increasing  School  Attendance 

The  measure  of  school  building  needs  is  the  school  population  to  be 
served.  The  problem  of  the  immediate  future  can  best  be  stated  in  terms 
of  the  increasing  demands  registered  in  attendance  and  the  fair  deductions 
to  be  drawn  therefrom  with  respect  to  the  future. 

Supplementing  the  information  contained  in  the  Annual  School  Report 
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prepared  as  of  December  31,  1922,  the  School  Committee  submits  the 
following  information.  This  is  done  to  get  before  the  Town  the  fullest 
information  available  as  the  basis  for  considering  what  the  requirements 
are  for  bringing  the  school  building  equipment  up  to  the  present  and  im¬ 
mediate  future  demands.  Table  I  as  it  appeared  in  the  last  report  gives 
the  average  school  membership  each  year  since  1912.  This  with  added 
data  appears  on  page  198  as  Table  II. 

Average  Attendance  by  Grades 

In  planning  for  school  buildings,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  know  the 
character  of  structure,  having  in  mind  the  different  grades  of  school  work 
to  be  carried  on.  The  basis  for  such  calculation  is  found  in  Table  III  which 
follows.  The  only  addition  made  to  the  table  shown  in  the  last  annual 
report  is  the  insertion  of  1922-1923  statistics  together  with  the  actual 
membership  on  the  closing  day  of  school  before  the  Christmas  vacation.

Using  the  foregoing  figures  as  the  basis  of  calculation  it  is  clear  that 
Norwood  must  look  forward  to  providing  each  year  in  the  immediate  future 
about  170  additional  seats.  On  the  basis  of  past  experience,  in  losses  each 
year  going  from  grade  to  grade,  the  estimated  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  requirements  will  be  as  follows:

The  method  used  in  making  the  above  calculation  is  to  take  the  regis¬ 
tration  as  of  September  17  (the  date  as  of  which  the  last  grade  analysis 
was  made)  and  to  deduct  from  the  numbers  of  registrants  accumulated 
losses  in  passing  from  year  to  year  as  shown  by  table.  In  taking  these 
figures  as  our  base,  these  facts  should  be  taken  into  account:  (1)  That 
the  registration  for  September  17t,h  is  smaller  than  in  December.  (2)  That 
during  the  years  1916  to  1919  labor  demands  and  high  wages  offered  un¬ 
usual  inducement  to  boys  and  girls  of  high  school  age  to  remain  in  indus¬ 
try.  Therefore,  the  estimate  shown  above  would  not  seem  to  be  an  over¬ 
statement  or  probabilities — the  totals  indicated  being  below  the  estimate 
made  by  Mr.  Leonard  W.  Grant,  Principal  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

HI.  INCREASE  IN  THE  COST  OF  PUBLIC  EDUCATION 

Coming  now  to  the  financial  aspect  of  the  school  problem:  We  may 
begin  with  a  statement  of  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  the  existing  buildings 
and  grounds;  these  represent  an  investment  by  the  tax-payers  amounting 
to  $713,145.39,  as  shown  in  Table  V,  on  the  following  page. 

The  old  Everett  building  and  grounds  have  been  left  out  of  the  table 
for  the  reason  that  the  building  has  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  use,  and 
the  grounds  have  been  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  as  a  reservation  for  park  purposes.  Dividing  the  total  amount 
invested  in  Elementary  schools  ($310,010.28)  by  the  actual  membership 
in  grades  1  to  6  (1957)  this  gives  a  capital  cost  to  the  Town  for  each  pupil 
in  these  grades  of  $158.41;  dividing  the  present  High  School  cost  ($403,- 
135.11)  by  the  seating  capacity  wrhen  it  shall  have  been  converted  to  Junior 
High  School  use  (780)  this  gives  a  capital  cost  for  each  pupil  in  grades  7 
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to  9  of  $516.84.  The  total  and  pupil  cost  of  Senior  High  computation 
must  be  left  for  future  determination,  for  the  obvious  reason  that  the 
Senior  High  School  Building  Committee  was  not  appointed  until  Decem¬ 
ber  28  ult.,  and  has  not  yet  advanced  its  work  to  the  point  of  receiving 
estimates.

While  the  cost  of  school  buildings  in  recent  years  has  been  increasing, 
due  to  change  in  type  and  advancing  prices,  by  far  the  largest  item  in 
Town  finance  is  the  current  expenses  for  the  operation  and  upkeep.  During 
the  last  ten  years  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  gone  up  “by  leaps  and 
bounds” — to  such  an  extent,  in  fact,  that  some  of  our  publicists  have  ques¬ 
tioned  whether  local  communities  can  afford  to  put  so  much  of  their  income 
into  public  education — claiming  too  that  much  of  the  increase  has  been  due 
to  added  features  which  may  be  properly  designated  as  “fads  and  frills,” 
detracting  from  rather  than  enhancing  the  value  of  the  educational  system. 
This  is  a  challenge  which  calls  for  the  exercise  of  judgment  based  on  knowl¬ 
edge  of  facts.  Before  the  citizens  of  Norwood  are  asked  to  support  recom¬ 
mendations  for  a  further  increase  in  school  appropriations  they  are  en¬ 
titled  to  know:  (1)  what  the  increases  in  cost  of  education  have  been; 
(2)  what  have  been  the  causes  of  these  increases;  (3)  how  and  to  what 
extent,  if  at  all,  further  increase  may  affect  adversely  the  prosperity  of 
the  community;  (4)  what  relation  the  total  cost  of  education  bears  to  total 
income;  (5)  to  what  extent  the  community  is  becoming  encumbered  and 
will  become  further  encumbered  by  carrying  out  the  educational  program 
recommended  by  the  School  Committee;  and  (6)  how  the  indebtedness 
incurred  and  recommended  will  affect  the  tax  rate.  Tables  VI  to  XII, 
which  appear  in  the  text  that  follows,  have  been  prepared  with  a  view  to 
furnishing  the  community  with  concrete  information  on  these  several 
points. 
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What  the  Increase  in  Cost  of  Education  Has  Been 

Since  1912  (the  year  indicated  in  the  Town  Planning  Report  as  one  of 
marked  change  in  the  growth  and  financial  policy  of  the  Community) 
the  amount  appropriated  for  school  purposes  increased  $177,209.42 — i.  e., 
from  $59,907.76  to  $237,117.18.  The  cost  per  pupil  has  increased  from 
$34.76  in  1912  $85.02  in  1923.  The  progressive  increases  are  shown  in 
Table  VI  below.  The  budget  estimate  for  1924  is  approximately  $250,000 
and  the  membership  about  3000.

Considering  the  fact  thp,t  Norwood  supplies  schooling  to  certain  persons 
outside  of  the  Town  it  is  of  interest  to  know  the  present  cost  per  pupil  as 
made  up  of  appropriations,  plus  interest  on  the  cost  of  plant — divided 
as  between  elementary  and  high  schools  and  carrying  to  each  class  a  due 
proportion  of  the  “overhead.”  This  information  will  be  found  in  Table 
VII  on  the  following  page. 

What  Have  Been  the  Reasons  for  this  Increase  in  Cost 

For  the  purpose  of  considering  the  reasons  for  this  increase  a  two-year 
period  is  taken — the  years  being  especially  significant  will  appear  in  further 
discussion.  From  Table  VI  above  is  to  be  noted  that  the  amount  of 
appropriation  for  schools  increased  from  $56,104.91  in  1912  to  $186,551.17 
in  1921 — the  increase  being  $130,446.26  or  233%  of  the  amount  expended 
at  the  beginning  of  the  period  under  review.  If  we  are  to  think  on  the 
reasons  for  this  and  the  subsequent  increase  we  must  take  into  considera-

tion  the  following  factors:  (1)  The  decrease  in  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  dollar;  (2)  the  increase  in  school  membership,  as  well  as  (3)  changes 
in  curriculum,  the  “fads  and  frills”  or  whatever  we  may  call  this  third  or 
remaining  factor.  An  analysis  of  increased  cost  of  these  lines  is  shown  in 

Table  VIII.

Increased  Cost  Due  to  the  Decreased  Purchasing  Power  of  the  Dollar 

In  assigning  the  decrease  in  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  as  a  cause 
of  increase  in  the  cost  of  education,  we  are  following  the  common  practice. 
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What  the  depreciation  of  the  dollar  has  been  may  be  a  subject  of  contro¬ 
versy;  but  that  it  should  be  taken  into  account  is  beyond  question.  For 
the  factor  of  depreciation  applied  to  this  particular  period  we  are  without 
an  accepted  guide  in  the  published  school  reports  so  far  as  they  have  come 
to  the  attention  of  this  Committee.  In  the  report  of  the  Educational 
Finance  Inquiry  Commission,  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
Council  on  Education,  recently  published,  covering  the  period  of  1910  to 
1920,  the  factor  of  51%  depreciation  is  used.  In  other  words  their  cal¬ 
culations  are  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  dollar  in  1920  would  buy 
only  49%  of  the  amount  which  it  would  buy  in  the  year  1910.  Using  the 
index  numbers  compiled  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Com¬ 
merce  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Washington  (the  prices  of  404 
standard  commodities  in  1913  being  taken  by  them  as  100 — the  new  basis 
for  index  numbers)  in  the  index  numbers  for  the  years  1912  to  1921  inclu¬ 
sive,  are  as  shown  in  Table  IX — to  which  has  also  been  added  the  index 
numbers  in  whosesale  prices,  as  published  by  the  Department  of  Labor. 
The  dates  1912  to  1921,  inclusive,  are  taken  for  two  reasons:  (1)  because 
1921  is  the  last  date  for  which  the  “statistical  abstract”  of  the  Bureau  of 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  is  available;  (2)  because  these  numbers 
give  us  the  data  for  a  five-year  average  before  we  went  into  the  War,  and 
five  years  after — an  average  of  five  years  being  taken  for  our  factors  as  a 
safer  guide  for  measuring  the  increased  cost  of  living  than  the  prices  of  a 
single  year;  and  it  is  upon  this  basis  that  salary  increases  are  justified.

Increased  Cost  Due  to  Growth  of  School  Membership 

From  Table  VI  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  school  membership  in  1912 
was  1614;  in  1921  the  total  membership  was  2629;  the  increase  for  the  ten- 
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year  period  being  1015  or  62.9%.  The  Elementary  membership  in  1912 
was  1436;  in  1921  it  was  2260;  the  increase  for  the  ten-year  period  being 
824  or  57.3%.  The  High  School  membership  in  1912  was  178;  in  1921 
it  was  369;  the  increase  for  the  ten-year  period  being  191  or  107.3%. 
Using  the  percentage  of  increase  of  membership  in  all  grades  as  a  factor 
in  accounting  for  the  added  cost,  this  would  amount  to  $50,352.26  as  shown 
in  Table  VlII.  The  population  of  the  Town  in  1910  was  8,014;  in  1920 
it  was  12,627;  the  population  increase  for  that  period  was  4,613  or  57.5%. 
From  this  reckoning  it  will  be  seen  that  increase  in  school  membership  in 
grades  1  to  8  was  about  the  same  as  the  population  increase;  the  increase 
in  grades  9  to  12  inclusive,  however,  (the  old  four  year  high  school  period) 
exceeded  the  population  increase  by  50%.  That  this  experience  is  not  pe¬ 
culiar  to  Norwood  appears  from  the  available  statistics  of  Massachusetts 
and  other  states.  The  report  recently  published  showing  comparative 
results  for  the  ten-year  period  1910  to  1920  in  New  York  City  and  State, 
for  example,  indicates  that,  whereas  the  population  increase  was  15%,  the 
elementary  school  membership  increased  19%,  and  the  high  school  mem¬ 
bership  increased  72%. 

Increased  Cost  Due  to  Raising  Educational  Standard 
From  one  view-point,  the  high  percentage  of  increase  in  school  member¬ 
ship  as  compared  with  population,  as  well  as  the  longer  average  attendance 
of  pupils  characterizing  the  last  ten  years,  may  be  said  to  be  due  to  raising 
the  educational  standard.  The  compulsory  education  law  has  had  its 
effect  in  giving  opportunity  to  children  whose  parents  were  unfriendly  to 
education  and  desired  to  exploit  them  as  wage  earners;  the  breaking  down 
of  class  lines  and  the  outreaching  of  wage-earning  parents  for  training  for 
their  children  which  would  enable  them  to  rise  above  the  restrictions  of 
ignorance;  the  increasing  breadth  given  to  the  school  curriculum  adapting 
it  in  the  higher  grades  to  the  interests  of  all,  instead  of  limiting  it  to  the 
needs  of  pupils  who  intended  to  go  to  college;  all  these  and  other  influences 
have  served  to  increase  the  membership  of  the  public  schools.  But  the 
subject  which  has  led  to  much  criticism  of  late  is  suggested  by  the  invidious 
phrase  “fads  and  frills.”  It  has  been  to  the  so-called  “enrichment”  of  the 
curriculum  that  a  considerable  part  of  the  increased  cost  has  been  ascribed. 
On  this  point,  Table  VIII  is  informing.  These  and  similar  data  which 
have  been  collected  from  other  places  show  conclusively  that  this  type  of 
reasoning  about  the  public  schools  is  not  well  founded.  After  taking  into 
account  the  depreciation  of  the  dollar  and  increased  membership,  a  very 
small  part  of  the  increase  in  cost  of  education,  only  16.4%  is  assignable  to 
all  other  causes.  And  Norwood  is  not  an  isolated  case  in  this  respect.  A 
like  result  is  shown  by  the  report  to  which  reference  is  made  above  covering 
the  experience  of  New  York  City  and  State  with  a  combined  school  mem¬ 
bership  of  over  two  million  pupils.  And  the  same  conclusion  may  be 
arrived  at  by  a  priori  reasoning.  For  what  the  change  in  curriculum  has 
done  has  been  to  offer  new  or  different  courses  of  study  without  increasing 
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cost  except  the  small  margin  of  increase  in  courses  in  the  sciences  and  man¬ 
ual  training,  etc.  The  largest  element  of  cost  is  salaries  and  wages,  and 
in  this  respect  it  costs  as  much  to  teach  Latin,  or  English,  or  History  as  it 
does  to  teach  dressmaking,  or  typewriting,  or  woodworking. 

How  and  to  What  Extent  the  Further  Increase  May  Affect  the  Prosperity 

of  the  Community 

Norwood  is  a  self-supporting  town.  For  its  prosperity  and  development 
as  a  community  it  depends  on  its  industries — from  which  the  incomes  of 
most  of  the  parents  and  tax-payers  are  derived.  In  considering  whether 
Norwood  has  been  or  will  be  put  to  an  economic  disadvantage  by  reason 
of  the  increasing  cost  of  education,  it  is  necessary  to  ascertain  whether, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  laying  on  its  business  undertakings  greater  burdens 
than  are  its  competitors  in  Massachusetts  and  other  states.  For  our  in¬ 
formation  with  respect  to  other  Massachusetts  towns  our  first  authority 
is  the  report  of  the  State  Department  of  Education.  From  this  we  find 
that  the  cost  of  education  here  is  not  disproportionately  high.  Comparing 
the  cost  of  education  in  Massachusetts  with  other  states,  we  find  the  facts 
to  be  that  this  State  stands  almost  at  the  bottom  of  the  list.  For  purposes 
of  comparison,  the  following  table  has  been  prepared:

In  cost  per  capita,  both  New  York  and  Rhode  Island  paid  more  for  educa¬ 
tion  in  1920,  the  year  as  of  which  we  have  comparative  data,  than  Massa¬ 
chusetts;  New  York’s  per  capita  being  $58.66;  Rhode  Island’s  per  capita 
being  $53.12;  and  Massachusetts’  per  capita  being  $51.66. 

Relation  of  Total  Expenditures  for  Schools  to  Total  Income 

Another  basis  for  considering  whether  we  are  paying  out  too  much 
for  education  is  to  be  found  in  comparison  of  this  item  of  expenditure  with 
incomes.  We  cannot  give  the  figures  for  Norwood  because  we  have  not 
the  income  statistics,  but  we  have  them  for  the  State  compared  with  other 
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states.  In  1920  Massachusetts  ranked  7th  in  income  per  capita,  and  15th 
in  school  expenditures  per  capita — the  proportion  of  income  paid  out  for 
this  purpose  being  1.2%.  On  this  basis  Massachusetts  stands  below  all 
other  New  England  States,  and  far  below  all  the  Middle  and  far  Western 
States, — being  on  a  par  with  the  average  of  all  the  Southern  States.  From 
these  and  other  data  which  might  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  question  of 
comparative  cost  it  appears  that  Norwood  is  not  being  put  to  an  economic 
disadvantage  by  reason  of  either  the  past  or  prospective  educational  ex¬ 
penditures. 

Extent  to  Which  Town  Will  Become  Encumbered  with  Debt  in  Carrying 

Out  Recommended  Program 

Assuming  that  the  recommended  steps  are  taken  with  a  view  to  over¬ 
coming  the  remaining  building  shortage  and  meeting  the  present  educa¬ 
tional  demand  (by  an  additional  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $200,000 
for  a  new  Senior  High  School  at  the  next  Town  Meeting,  and  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $220,000  for  an  East  Norwood  Elementary  school  and  grounds 
the  year  following  with  $60,000  a  year  thereafter) — and  assuming  that  the 
money  needed  for  these  uses  were  borrowed  on  20-year  bonds  except  the 
$200,000  authorization  noted  below — Table  XI  shows  how  this  would 
affect  the  school  debt.

(a)  This  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  Legislature  will  require  $20,000  to  be  added 
to  the  tax  requirements  for  1924  as  a  condition  attached  to  the  authorization  of  a  further 
$200,000  loan  to  complete  the  Senior  High  School  Building,  and  that  $13,000  will  be  the 
automatic  retirement  thereafter.

Another  subject  of  financial  concern  is  the  estimated  annual  increase 
in  the  tax  rate  due  to  the  added  interest  charges,  and  debt  retirements,  in 
case  the  recommended  building  program  is  carried  through  on  the  dates 
and  in  the  manner  proposed.

For  this  purpose  the  interest  is  figured  at  4|%;  the  retirement  increases 
5%  in  the  new  issues;  the  annual  increased  valuation  $600,000 — this 
being  only  $100,000  more  than  the  value  of  new  buildings  constructed  in 
1922  and  $165,000  more  than  the  new  buildings  constructed  in  1923 — 
which  having  in  mind  the  continued  shortage  in  dwellings  and  the  increas¬ 
ing  value  of  real  estate  would  seem  to  be  conservative.  In  other  words 
the  increase  in  taxes  for  a  person  who  owns  a  residence  valued  at  $5,000 
would  be  $4.55  the  first  year;  from  this  it  would  first  fall  off  to  $3.75, 
then  rise  to  a  maximum  of  about  $10.00,  after  which  the  annual  charge 
would  be  reduced. 

IV.  OTHER  FACTORS  TO  BE  TAKEN  INTO  ACCOUNT 

There  are  other  factors  which  should  be  taken  into  account  in  making 
our  plans  for  the  future.  The  first  of  these  is  a  condition  present,  the 
result  of  inadequate  housing.  It  is  commonly  assumed  that,  when  a 
child  becomes  six  years  of  age,  he  should  be  accorded  the  privileges  of 
education  at  public  expense.  Many  communities,  in  fact,  provide  for 
kindergartens  below  this  age  so  that  all  children,  whatever  their  home 
and  playgroup  environment,  may  come  under  cultural  guidance.  This 
has  been  thought  to  be  of  special  value  to  children  who  later  in  life  and 
before  they  reach  maturity,  may  have  to  share  the  burdens  of  contributing 
to  the  family  income.  Norwood  not  only  has  not  provided  kindergarten 
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facilities,  but  due  to  building  shortage  it  has  advanced  the  minimum  age 
of  admittance  so  that  no  child  may  enter  who  becomes  six  years  old  after 
December  31,  of  the  school  year.  This  means  that  a  child  becoming  six 
years  of  age  on  January  1  and  after  must  wait  until  the  next  September  to 
get  into  the  system — he  may  have  to  remain  out  of  school  until  he  is  six 
years  and  eight  months  old. 

Another  probable  situation  must  be  faced.  For  some  years  there  has 
been  a  strong  movement  to  carry  the  public  education  system  four  years 
beyond  the  High  School  at  State  expense.  This  has  been  known  as  the 
agitation  for  a  State  University.  Last  year  the  legislature  provided  for 
the  appointment  of  a  commission  by  the  Governor  on  which  the  varying 
interests  would  be  represented.  A  report  was  recently  submitted  in  which 
it  was  recommended  that  any  town  which  wished  to  have  two  years  added 
to  the  High  School  instruction  upon  providing  for  40%  of  the  building 
cost,  should  receive  State  aid  of  60%  for  buildings  and  have  the  added 
courses  organized  and  financed  as  a  Junior  College — under  management  of 
the  local  board  subject,  however,  to  State  prescription  or  approval  of  the 
curriculum  and  educational  requirements.  In  planning  the  new  High 
School  grounds  ample  room  has  been  provided  for  such  building  extension 
if  desired. 

A  third  possible  development  in  educational  policy  is  to  provide  for  “all 
day  and  all  the  year  round”  schools.  While  such  an  arrangement  would 
leave  the  students  and  parents  the  option  of  a  three  months’  summer  vaca¬ 
tion,  it  would  give  opportunity  to  all  others  to  complete  the  12  grades  in 
9  years.  Beginning  at  6,  a  pupil  could  finish  High  School  at  15,  take  the 
Junior  College  course  and  still  be  one  year  younger  than  the  present  age 
of  High  School  graduates;  he  could  complete  a  university  or  professional 
course  at  the  age  of  19.  An  added  benefit  to  the  community  would  be  to 
have  the  school  buildings  and  equipment  in  continuous  use — thereby 
reducing  the  overhead  cost  of  administration,  buildings  and  equipment; 
besides  it  would  add  little  to  the  fuel  cost  since  the  largest  added  use  would 
be  in  the  summer  time. 

V.  CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  the  School  Committee  desires  to  renew  its  comment  of 
last  year:  that  whether  the  citizen  of  Norwood  who  owns  or  pays  rent  on  a 
$5,000  dwelling  may  think  it  worth  while  to  add  to  his  taxes  from  $4.50 
to  $10.00  per  year  to  provide  facilities  such  that  the  schools  may  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  an  orderly  and  effective  manner  is  a  matter  of  civic  standard. 
And  in  this  relation  we  may  again  advert  to  this  very  interesting  fact: 
In  the  State  of  Massachusetts  there  has  been  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
property  owners  to  keep  the  school  taxes  down,  with  the  result  that  since 
1900  Massachusetts  has  fallen  from  first  place  among  the  American  States — 
standing  now  the  ninth  in  rank,  in  point  of  her  public  school  facilities. 
While  the  States  of  the  Middle  West  and  Far  West  have  been  going  ahead, 
New  England  has  been  relatively  unprogressive.  Connecticut  stands 
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11th,  Rhode  Island  26th,  New  Hampshire  30th,  Vermont  32nd  and  Maine 
35th.  This  is  from  the  report  prepared  for  the  Sage  foundation  by  Dr. 
Leonard  P.  Ayers,  an  outstanding  educational  expert.  Norwood  cannot 
correct  conditions  outside  her  own  town  limits,  but  we  as  a  citizen  group 
are  charged  with  responsibilities  for  doing  our  part.  And  in  this  relation 
we  have  some  very  concrete  things  to  think  about.  During  the  last  ten 
years  our  industries  have  brought  thousands  of  people  here  from  countries 
having  inadequate  public  schools;  and  many  of  these  have  not  yet  learned 
our  language.  According  to  the  1920  national  census  we  had  943  persons 
in  our  midst  above  10  years  of  age  who  could  neither  read  not  write  English 
— 9.7%  of  the  population  above  that  age,  and  according  to  our  town  census, 
which  was  not  as  complete  as  the  federal,  taken  in  1922,  we  had  909  (9.3%) 
— 231  of  whom  could  not  read  or  write  in  any  language.  That  is,  35%  of 
our  foreign  born  population  who  cannot  read  or  write  English  are  wholly 
illiterate  and  150  of  these  are  between  the  ages  of  10  and  21.  In  illiteracy 
we  have  the  fourth  place  among  355  cities  and  towns  in  the  State,  the  only 
places  which  have  higher  percentages  being  Fall  River  (11.9%),  New 
Bedofrd  (12.1%),  East  Hampton  (16.2%).  Against  our  9.7%  stands  the 
City  of  Boston  with  only  4%,  and  other  municipalities  running  down  as 
low  as  2-10  of  one  per  cent  in  Brookline.  May  we  repeat:  the  question 
before  us  after  all  is  one  of  standard.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1923,  with  the  hope  that 
it  may  convey  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood  some  idea  of  the  aims  and  ac¬ 
complishments  of  the  year. 

Housing  Situation 

The  new  eight-room  addition  to  the  Balch  School  was  completed  and 
occupied  in  April.  This  addition  made  it  possible  to  send  all  Balch  dis¬ 
trict  pupils  back  to  that  building,  thus  relieving  the  crowding  in  the  other 
elementary  schools.  Since  September  the  entire  20  rooms  at  the  Balch 
School  have  been  in  use,  19  for  regular  classes  and  1  for  a  special  class. 
The  average  membership  of  the  19  regular  classes  is  now  about  38  per  room. 
It  is  hoped,  however,  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  put  any  class  on 
shortened  time  there  lor  another  year. 

It  seems  to  the  writer  that  much  credit  is  due  the  Balch  School  Building 
Committee  for  securing  to  the  Town  such  a  splendid  addition  for  the 
amount  of  money  expended. 

The  new  High  School  Building  Committee  have  signified  their  intention 
,  of  getting  a  new  building  started  as  soon  as  possible.  It  will  probably  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  September,  1925. 

Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools 

The  necessity  of  operating  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  on  a'two- 
shift  plan  and  with  a  shortened  school  day  has  greatly  limited  the  work 
carried  on.  Some  essentials  of  a  good  school  program  have  been  omitted 
and  some  important  new  developments  are  held  in  abeyance  until  such 
time  as  these  two  schools  may  be  operated  on  full  time.  However,  the 
attempt  has  been  made  to  keep  as  many  features  of  the  program  as  possible 
but  devoting  less  time  to  each.  The  loss  will  be  more  apparent  after  an¬ 
other  full  year  of  the  same  kind  of  procedure. 

Teaching  Staff 

The  withdrawals  from  the  teaching  force  the  past  year  numbered  13 
from  a  total  of  105,  which  shows  an  unusually  small  loss  numerically. 
However,  the  loss  of  two  unusually  efficient  principals  among  that  number 
is  most  keenly  felt. 

Miss  Lou  M.  Buker,  Principal  of  the  Winslow  and  West  Schools,  re¬ 
signed  in  October  to  go  to  Augusta,  Maine,  as  primary  supervisor.  Al¬ 
though  she  had  served  only  a  little  more  than  a  year,  her  departure  was 
a  distinct  loss  to  the  system  and  cause  for  regret  to  those  with  whom  she 
had  come  in  contact. 

Miss  Julia  E.  Danahy,  Principal  of  the  Guild  and  East  Schools,  passed 
away  in  December  after  a  period  of  illness  lasting  nearly  a  year.  She  had 
served  Norwood  continuously  as  teacher  and  principal  since  her  graduation

from  Normal  School  in  1901,  and  was  known  and  beloved  by  the  entire 
community.  Too  great  a  tribute  to  her  service  for  Norwood  cannot  be 
paid.

American  Education  Week 

Special  effort  was  made  throughout  the  school  system  to  interest  parents 
in  American  Education  Week.  A  regular  session  of  the  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Schools  was  held  in  the  evening  and  all  parents  urged  to  attend; 
special  programs  were  carried  out  in  several  schools;  some  schools  had 
Parent  Association  meetings  during  that  week;  there  were  special  speakers 
in  most  of  the  schools — on  thrift,  safety,  patriotism,  health,  and  education; 
several  un-naturalized  adult  foreigners  were  helped  in  taking  out  naturaliza¬ 
tion  papers;  and,  in  general,  much  emphasis  was  placed  on  good  citizen¬ 
ship.  * 

About  five  hundred  parents  and  friends  attended  the  evening  session 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools.  A  large  percentage  of  the  parents 
of  pupils  in  the  other  schools  visited  the  schools  at  some  time  during  that 
week,  and  the  spirit  of  cooperation  manifested  was  very  gratifying. 


Tuition  Rates 

Norwood  has  several  pupils  in  school  whose  legal  residence  is  elsewhere. 
Tuition  is  paid  to  the  Town  for  such  pupils.  Rates  for  non-resident  pupils 
have  been  revised  during  the  year  and  are  now  as  follows: 

Senior  High  School .  $125.00  per  year 

Junior  High  School .  100.00  per  year 

Elementary  Schools .  70.00  per  year 
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Thrift  Education 

During  the  present  year,  the  Automatic  Receiving  Teller  system  for 
saving  has  been  installed  in  the  schools.  The  saving  machines  are  the 
property  of  the  Norwood  Trust  Company  who  have  cooperated  with  the 
school  authorities  in  the  matter  in  such  a  way  as  to  show  that  they  have  the 
best  interests  of  the  children  very  strongly  in  mind. 

About  February  1,  1923  one  machine  was  placed  in  the  Balch  School 
and  one  in  the  Guild  School.  Between  that  time  and  the  close  of  schools  in 
June  $2,486.44  was  collected  in  those  two  schools  alone. 

In  September  five  additional  machines  were  installed  in  the  Winslow, 
High,  Everett,  Beacon  and  Shattuck  Schools,  and  during  the  sixteen  weeks 
since,  an  aggregate  amount  of  $5,069.43  has  been  collected  in  the  seven 
machines.  This  is  an  average  of  approximately  $316.00  per  week. 

In  one  school  55.8%  of  the  total  members  are  depositors,  and  it  appears 
that  approximately  50%  of  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  are 
using  the  system. 

The  advantages  of  this  particular  system  appear  to  be  as  follows : 

1.  Makes  a  uniform  thrift  savings  plan  possible. 

2.  Enables  a  pupil  to  start  a  savings  business  direct  with  a  real  bank 
on  as  little  as  a  penny. 

3.  Relieves  the  teacher  of  detail  work  incident  thereto. 

4.  Practically  no  bookkeeping  or  detail  work  is  required  at  the  School. 

5.  Guards  against  errors  of  record  found  in  bookkeeping  systems. 

6.  There  is  no  appreciable  interference  with  regular  classroom  work. 

7.  Teaches  practical  banking  methods  conveniently. 

8.  Helps  the  pupil  depositor  visualize  the  steady  growth  of  his  ac¬ 
cumulating  savings. 

9.  No  expense  to  the  School  Department  is  incurred. 

10.  Teaches  the  pupils  the  responsibility  of  ownership. 

11.  Brings  the  depositor  in  direct  contact  with  the  local  bank. 

12.  Makes  banking  possible  every  day,  giving  thrift  an  even  chance 
with  waste. 

13.  Avoids  discrimination  against  the  small  depositor  and  affords  the 
privacy  of  adult  banking. 

14.  Makes  every  child  in  the  school  or  the  home  a  potential  saver. 

Financial 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  Norwood  received  from  the  State  into  the 
general  treasury  of  the  Town  $20,814.15  on  account  of  the  salaries  paid 
to  day  school  teachers  the  last  school  year,  and  $456.79  on  account  of  ap¬ 
proved  evening  school  work. 

Dr.  Van  Sickle’s  Survey 

A  little  more  than  three  years  ago  Dr.  James  H.  Van  Sickle,  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  Dr.  George  A.  Mirick,  of 
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the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education,  made  a  survey  of  the  school 
system  of  Norwood.  Last  May,  in  response  to  a  request  from  the  Finance 
Commission,  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Committee,  Dr.  Van  Sickle 
returned  to  Norwood  and  made  a  brief  study  of  the  school  system  as  he 
then  found  it. 

By  a  careful  study  of  his  report  it  will  be  seen  that  in  Dr.  Van  Sickle’s 
opinion,  what  Norwood  is  trying  to  do  educationally,  is  sound,  and  the 
expenditures  for  education  are  reasonable. 

Because  the  questions  addressed  to  Dr.  Van  Sickle  are  so  intensely 
practical  and  the  findings  of  such  importance  and  general  interest,  it  is 
thought  wise  to  incorporate  the  Survey  in  its  entirety  as  a  part  of  this 
report.  It  is  therefore  appended. 

Conclusion 

John  Dewey  has  said,  “What  the  best  and  wisest  parent  wants  for  his 
own  child,  that  must  the  Community  want  for  all  its  children.  Any  other 
ideal  for  our  schools  is  narrow  and  unlovely;  acted  upon,  it  destroys  our 
democracy.” 

The  education  of  its  youth  has  come  to  be  the  greatest  single  responsi¬ 
bility  of  a  community.  Norwood  has  already  demonstrated  an  inclination 
to  discharge  that  responsibility  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  Dr.  Dewey.

The  study  upon  which  this  report  is  based  has  been  made  in  response 
to  a  letter  from  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  which  I  include  here.

My  dear  Mr.  Van  Sickle: 

In  1920  you  assisted  us  in  our  school  problems  in  Norwood.  We  desire 
further  assistance  from  you  on  our  present  school  problems  which  will  be 
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much  appreciated  by  our  School  Committee,  Finance  Commission,  and  the 
town  generally. 

Some  of  the  problems  we  desire  to  discuss  with  you  are  as  follows: 

1.  Our  school  expenses  as  in  other  localities  are  continuing  to  mount 
until  now  more  than  one-half  of  our  Town  Budget  (excluding  County  and 
State  taxes)  is  voted  for  school  expenditures.  While  desiring  to  be  in  the 
front  ranks  in  furnishing  correct  educational  facilities,  we  still  at  the  same 
time  must  not  unduly  burden  our  taxpayers  with  too  large  a  budget. 

2.  Our  High  School  is  having  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
scholars.  We  desire  to  determine  whether  we  are  giving  courses  which 
might  possibly  be  unnecessary.  We  as  other  localities  have  broadened 
the  scope  of  High  School  work  so  that  50%  of  our  students  are  taking  a 
commercial  course  instead  of  confining  their  educational  program  to  courses 
for  college  preparation  as  in  the  past.  We  desire  your  report  on  other 
than  college  preparation  courses,  such  as,  cooking,  dressmaking,  art, 
typewriting,  stenographic  work,  printing,  and  to  have  your  critical  and 
constructive  recommendations  on  our  High  School  and  Junior  High  School 
programs. 

3.  What  studies  ought  Norwood  to  offer  in  its  evening  High  School  and 
what  ought  to  be  the  scope  of  this  work? 

4.  What  program  for  civic  education  along  the  lines  of  Americanization 
ought  Norwood  to  provide,  if  any? 

5.  Is  our  program  of  health  education  in  the  schools  sound  and  economi¬ 
cal? 

6.  Are  the  number  of  pupils  per  class  about  as  they  should  be  in  Senior 
High  School,  Junior  High  School  and  the  elementary  schools? 

7.  What  ought  we  to  do  in  regard  to  playgrounds  connected  with  our 
schools?  The  need  of  same,  general  policy  and  what  other  cities  and  large 
towns  are  doing. 

8.  Will  you  look  our  administrative  management  including  records  and 
accounting. 

9.  Are  our  general  school  program  and  expenditures  reasonable?  Have 
you  any  definite  suggestions  for  the  future  that  will  serve  our  school  popu¬ 
lation  as  they  should  be  served  and  still  bring  our  budget  within  a  reason¬ 
able  sum?

10.  What  is  your  recommendation  as  to  our  Senior  High  School  and 
Junior  High  School?  •  Should  they  be  centralized  in  one  building  or  two 
separate  buildings? 

11.  With  our  growth  it  is  evident  we  need  a  constructive  building 
program.  We  would  like  to  have  your  advice  along  this  line,  having 
particularly  in  mind  the  present  Guild  and  Everett  schools. 

12.  Regardless  of  large  expenditures  for  new  school  buildings  we  ap¬ 
parently  are  behind  the  needs  of  the  Town.  As  it  will  take  a  few  years 
to  catch  up  on  same  what  is  the  best  temporary  method  to  adopt  for  taking 
care  of  the  scholars?  Do  you  recommend  a  two  session  plan  or  any  other 
plan  in  our  schools? 
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13.  In  general  we  would  like  an  intelligent  survey  of  our  whole  school 
situation  both  for  the  present  and  for  the  future,  from  an  education  stand¬ 
point  and  also  from  the  financial  situation  and  the  interests  of  the  town. 

In  this  matter  the  School  Committee  and  Finance  Commission  are 
working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  desire  to  find  out  our  needs  and 
present  same  to  our  citizens  with  a  view  to  having  a  definite  constructive 
program  which  is  wise  educationally  and  sound  financially  that  we  may 
move  forward  on  these  plans  as  fast  as  financially  we  are  able  to  do  it.

In  taking  up  some  of  the  topics  listed  in  this  letter  it  will  be  convenient 
to  refer  to  the  findings  and  recommendations  contained  in  a  detailed  report 
of  survey  of  the  Norwood  schools  which  I  made  in  1920.  For  this  reason 
I  begin  this  report  by  a  brief  review  of  the  conditions  of  the  Norwood 
schools  three  years  ago. 

I.  In  General 

(1)  There  was  a  happy,  cheerful  atmosphere  in  the  school  rooms  and 
much  good  teaching  in  spite  of  many  hampering  conditions,  chief  of  which 
was  the  low  salary  schedule  resulting  in  a  rapidly  changing  teaching  force 
(66|-%  of  the  teachers  new  to  the  system  in  the  short  space  of  two  years.) 
(2)  The  school  buildings  and  grounds  were  well  cared  for.  (3)  Great 
inequalities  were  found  in  the  number  of  children  classified  to  a  teacher, 
due  in  part  to  inadequate  school  accommodations.  (4)  The  Helping 
Teacher  plan  was  disapproved  in  favor  of  a  reasonable  assignment  of  pupils 
per  teacher,  40  at  most,  preferably  35.  (5)  The  common  practice  above 

first  grade  of  treating  the  whole  room  as  one  class  was  criticized  as  a  large 
factor  in  the  excessive  non-promotion  found  to  exist.  (6)  The  lack  of  a 
course  of  study  was  noted  with  the  resulting  uncertainty  as  to  standards 
of  work  and  grade  requirements.  (7)  Books  were  lacking  for  upper  grade 
literature  and  there  was  need  of  supplies  of  acceptable  quality.  (8)  Physi¬ 
cal  conditions  at  the  Everett  and  Beacon  schools  were  found  unfavorable, 
especially  at  the  Everett.  (9)  Health  supervision  as  conducted  met  with 
approval.  (10)  The  Superintendent’s  office  was  totally  lacking  in  facilities 
for  clerical  work  and  an  adequate  system  of  records. 

II.  The  High  School 

(1)  The  High  School  was  found  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition,  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  high  average,  the  attitude  and  deportment  of  pupils  good,  the  courses 
of  study  adequate  and  modern.  (2)  The  laboratories  were  poorly  equipped 
and  the  library  was  in  need  of  more  books.  (3)  The  work  of  the  high  school 
office  had  outgrown  the  pupil  help  plan  then  almost  wholly  relied  upon. 
(4)  A  complete  system  of  pupil  records  was  lacking.  (5)  There  was  need 
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of  a  children’s  room  in  the  Public  Library.  (6)  There  was  need  of  better 
provision  for  physical  training.  (7)  There  were  helpful  interchanges  of 
service  between  the  schools  and  the  community. 

III.  The  Elementary  Schools 

(1)  School  building  had  not  kept  pace  with  growth  of  population, 
(2)  Unsuitable  small  rooms  were  used  as  class  rooms.  (3)  Part  time  classes 
and  over-large  classes,  in  addition  to  frequent  changes  of  teachers  were 
evident  as  causes  of  excessive  non-promotion.  (4)  A  study  should  be 
made  of  the  evening  school  problem  at  the  Balch  School. 

IV.  The  Junior  High  School 

(1)  The  beginnings  of  the  6-3-3  organization  were  approved.  (2)  It 
was  recommended  that  the  unfinished  wing  of  the  High  School  building  be 
completed  for  the  use  of  Grades  VIII  and  IX,  leaving  the  Everett  building 
for  Grade  VII.  (3)  It  was  recommended  that  the  High  Schodl  building 
be  extended  toward  the  rear  to  accommodate  Grade  VII.  (4)  The  de¬ 
partmental  plan  with  sections  of  20  to  25  pupils  was  recommended. 

V.  Building  Program 

(1)  The  Everett  School  to  be  abandoned  at  an  early  date.  (2)  The 
Guild  and  Beacon  to  be  superseded  next.  (3)  The  Balch  to  have  an  eight- 
room  extension  including  a  kindergarten  and  shops.  (4)  High  School 
auditorium  and  gymnasium  as  per  original  plans 

VI.  Specially  Supervised  Subjects 

(1)  Physical  education,  household  arts,  music,  manual  training,  as  far 
as  carried,  and  art,  all  under  competent  direction.  (2)  Recommended 
that  sewing  and  cooking  be  begun  in  sixth  grade  and,  if  possible,  in  the 
fifth.  (3)  That  manual  training  for  boys  run  parallel  with  household  arts 
for  girls.  (4)  That  general  pre-vocational  courses  be  organized  for  the 
Junior  High  School  grades.  (5)  That  mechanical  courses  for  boys  be 
not  carried  into  the  High  School.  (6)  The  work  of  the  school  nurses  was 
pronounced  good.  (7)  The  work  of  the  dental  clinic  was  found  satisfac¬ 
tory,  but  the  accounting  haphazard. 

VII.  The  Teacher  Situation 

(1)  Frequent  changes  due  to  low  salaries.  (2)  A  salary  schedule  was 
recommended  providing  for  definite  and  certain  annual  advance  to  a  fixed 
point  beyond  which  both  superior  skill  and  further  professional  prepara¬ 
tion  shall  count  toward  further  advances.  (3)  Statistical  proof  given  that 
Norwood  could  afford  the  additional  expense  both  of  proposed  salary 
schedulg  and  building  program. 

After  another  study  of  your  school  situation  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  record 
my  continued  approval  of  the  many  items  commended  in  my  former  re¬ 
port,  and  to  record  the  carrying  out  of  the  majority  of  the  recommendations 
therein  made. 
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Norwood  has  developed  an  exceptionally  good  system  of  schools.  The 
things  now  lacking  are  chiefly:  (1)  The  completion  of  the  building  program 
including  the  purchase  of  two  new  sites  and  the  enlargement  of  two  others. 
(2)  Removing  the  Junior  High  School  from  the  High  School  building  and 
organizing  it  as  a  complete  unit  of  the  school  system  in  its  own  building. 
The  rapid  increase  in  enrollment  in  both  Senior  and  Junior  High  School 
grades  makes  this  change  in  the  original  recommendations  necessary  as  will 
be  shown  later. 

I  now  take  up  in  order  the  problems  numbered  from  1  to  13  in  your  letter. 

(1)  Are  the  Taxpayers  Burdened  with  too  Large  a  Budget? 

The  following  tables  suggest  the  answer.

Table  I  shows  that  with  the  exception  of  the  years  1918  and  1919,  when 
expenditures  for  schools  were  reduced  to  a  point  which  resulted  in  the 
building  and  teacher  situation  described  in  the  survey  report  of  1920,  and 
the  year  1922,  when  the  Town  took  measures  to  regain  lost  ground,  the 
ratio  of  school  expenditures  to  total  departmental  expenditures  varies 
scarcely  1%  in  the  ten-year  period.  The  estimates  for  1923  show  a  ratio 
reduced  to  the  normal.  Evidently  the  larger  expenditure  in  1922  repre¬ 
sented  the  peak  and  an  expenditure  above  the  average  for  the  ten-year 
period  need  not  be  anticipated  in  future  years.

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The  expense  for  schools  has  mounted  higher  than  that  for  protection 
of  persons  and  property,  but  not  so  high  as  that  for  highwajrs.  A  study 
of  Tables  I  and  II  reveals  the  fact  that  Norwood’s  expenditures  for  schools 
are  not  out  of  proportion  to  other  expenditures;  and  that  not  withstanding 
slight  fluctuations  over  a  ten-year  period,  her  schools  are  not  becoming 
relatively  more  expensive  year  by  year. 

Can  Norwood  afford  the  present  scale  of  expenditures  for  schools? 

In  answering  this  question  in  1920  it  was  agreed  that  in  financial  ability 
Norwood  might  fairly  be  compared  with  Framingham,  Arlington,  Quincy, 
Attleboro,  Wakefield,  Braintree,  Malden  and  Natick.  It  was  shown  that 
Norwood  stands  first  in  per  capita  valuation  of  property  ($1,434  per  in¬ 
habitant)  and  lowest  in  tax  rate  of  that  year.  Norwood’s  tax  rate  in  this 
comparison  was  $18.00.  Framingham  was  next  lowest  with  a  tax  rate  of 
$24.00,  while  Natick  headed  the  list  with  a  rate  of  $30.00.  In  expenditures 
per  pupil  Norwood  stood  5th  in  the  list  of  nine  towns. 

Table  III  is  based  on  statistics  of  the  Public  Schools  for  the  school  year 
1921-1922,  the  latest  State  publication  available.

In  1920  Norwood  spent  $58.61  per  pupil  from  local  taxation  on  net 
average  membership.  In  1921-22,  $68.62,  thus  moving  up  from  fifth  place 
in  the  comparison  to  second  place. 

In  ability  to  support  schools  as  shown  by  valuation  per  pupil  Norwood 
occupies  third  place.  Norwood  is  still  highest  in  per  capita  wealth  and 
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on  that  basis  is  still  first  in  ability  to  finance  all  Town  enterprises.  In 
cost  of  schools  other  towns  are  relieved  by  the  existence  of  parochial 
schools,  while  in  Norwood  all  children  are  in  the  public  schools.  This  is 
a  condition  well  worth  paying  for.  Norwood’s  tax  rate,  lowest  in  the 
former  comparison  has  advanced  one  step  and  is  now  eighth  instead  of 
ninth. 

I  see  nothing  in  these  comparisons  to  indicate  extravagance  on  the  part 
of  Norwood  in  financing  the  school  department.  No  money  has  been 
spent  which  could  have  been  withheld  without  disregarding  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  children.  It  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  Town  that  it  has  gone 
far  toward  remedying  the  adverse  conditions  that  existed  three  years  ago 
without  making  expenditures  out  of  proportion  to  Town  expenditures  in 
general. 

(2)  The  Commercial  Department  and  the  Non-Academic  Subjects 

Norwood’s  experience  in  the  growth  of  enrollment  in  Commerical  classes 
is  in  line  with  that  of  other  communities.  In  Springfield,  for  instance,  out 
of  a  total  enrollment  of  2900  in  the  seven  courses  offered  in  the  three  high 
schools  only  1012  are  in  courses  leading  either  to  colleges  of  liberal  arts  or 
higher  technical  schools.  1 100  are  in  commercial  courses  and  492  in  general 
or  non-college  technical  courses.  The  High  Schools  of  today  are  appealing 
to  groups  of  pupils  who  were  not  attracted  by  the  old  classical  curriculum 
and  did  not  attend.  They  are  therefore,  doing  a  wider  service  than  they 
formerly  did.  Then,  too,  business  and  industry  are  calling  for  trained 
recruits,  and  the  high  schools  are  responding  by  offering  courses  which  fit 
pupils  directly  for  earning  a  livelihood.  Norwood’s  experience  in  respect 
to  non-college  courses  is  not  peculiar. 

The  courses  in  typewriting,  bookkeeping,  and  stenographic  work  offered 
in  Norwood  are  well  planned  and  are  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  well 
trained  and  skillful  teachers.  The  pupils  who  complete  these  courses  are 
able  to  do  work  of  a  quality  that  insures  ready  employment,  now  largely 
in  the  industries  of  their  home  town.  The  29  Seniors  are  already  placed. 

The  practical  application  made  of  what  the  pupils  have  learned  of  ac¬ 
counting  is  worthy  of  special  commendation.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
department  head  each  student  has  charge  of  the  accounts  connected  with 
one  school  activity,  as  the  athletic  account,  the  lunchroom  account,  etc. 

The  courses  in  home  economics  have  been  offered  earlier  than  formerly 
in  accordance  with  the  survey  recommendations  made  three  years  ago. 
They  are  strongly  emphasized  through  the  Junior  High  School  grades 
as  an  essential  part  of  the  education  of  every  girl,  on  the  assumption  that 
sooner  or  later  every  girl  will  be  responsible  for  the  management  of  a  home. 
Those  girls  who  develop  special  interest  in  this  department  may  pursue 
the  work  further  in  the  High  School  providing  classes  of  reasonable  size 
can  be  formed.  With  this  limitation  the  courses  will  not  be  unduly  ex¬ 
pensive.  Subject  to  this  limitation  encouragement  should  be  given  to  girls 
to  continue  their  work  in  this  department. 
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The  art  work  of  the  Norwood  schools,  though  limited,  received  the  com¬ 
mendation  of  the  survey  staff  in  1920.  It  still  merits  this  commendation. 
Effective  art  instruction  in  our  schools  should  bear  fruit  in  more  tasteful 
home  furnishing  and  decoration,  in  improved  taste  in  dress  and  in  wide 
spread  appreciation  of  artistic  surroundings  of  all  kinds. 

The  course  of  study  authorized  for  the  Junior  High  School  grades  con¬ 
forms  to  the  recommendations  made  by  the  State  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  except  for  the  pupils  of  Grade  VII,  who  are  housed  in  the  old  Everett 
school.  Here  facilities  are  lacking  to  carry  out  a  proper  Junior  High  School 
curriculum. 

The  Senior  High  School  courses  are  less  extensive  than  those  which  were 
offered  in  1920.  They  are  probably  as  varied  as  they  can  be  with  due  re¬ 
gard  to  economy  while  the  enrollment  in  the  school  is  below  600. 

The  only  serious  lack  seems  to  be  in  courses  for  boys  of  the  non-academic 
type.  These  boys  do  not  seem  to  be  attracted  by  the  commercial  courses 
and  their  number  is  not  great  enough  to  warrant  the  expense  of  equipment 
for  a  full  fledged  technical  or  industrial  course.  One  year  of  wood  work, 
one  of  auto  repairing,  and  two  of  mechanical  drawing  constitute  the  non- 
academic  opportunity  for  boys.  It  would  seem  that  in  a  printing  center 
like  Norwood  it  might  be  wise  to  continue  printing  one  year  beyond  the 
Junior  High  School. 

In  these  times  of  high  costs  there  is  a  tendency  to  scrutinize  courses  of 
study  to  discover  whether  it  may  not  be  possible  to  eliminate  this  or  that 
subject  and  thus  reduce  the  expense.  It  will  be  found,  however,  that  it  is 
not  the  variety  of  subjects  which  piles  up  the  expense,  but  small  classes. 
The  pupils  are  there  and  they  must  be  taught.  It  makes  no  difference 
from  the  expense  point  of  view  whether  20  pupils  study  Spanish  or  French. 
If  there  were  only  10  wanting  Spanish  and  10  wanting  French  the  problem 
would  be  different,  and  reasonable  economy  would  require  that  only  one 
of  the  two  languages  be  offered.  It  seems  probable  that  the  demand  for 
Spanish  in  the  Norwood  High  School  will  disappear.  I  understand  that 
only  one-half  as  many  pupils  are  asking  for  it  next  year  as  signed  up  for 
it  last  year.  However,  this  has  no  bearing  on  the  question  of  expense. 
It  costs  no  more  to  teach  Spanish  than  any  other  language.  Variety  is 
costly  only  when  it  splits  the  school  up  into  units  too  small  for  economical 
handling.  In  the  later  years  of  the  school,  particularly  in  the  college 
preparatory  classes,  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  having  some  small  units. 
The  larger  the  school  the  greater  the  variety  of  studies  it  is  possible  to  offer 
without  increasing  costs. 

(3)  Evening  Schools 

I  have  had  no  opportunity  to  see  these  schools  in  operation.  From  re¬ 
ports  it  would  seem  that  classes  in  English,  Citizenship,  Auto  Repair, 
Sewing,  Millinery,  and  Typewriting  were  carried  on  successfully  and  with 
an  attendance  large  enough  to  justify  their  continuance.  The  question 
what  studies  evening  schools  should  offer  is  generally  answered  by  trying 
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to  find  out  what  offerings  will  prove  attractive.  Woodworking  and 
Mechanical  Drawing  seem  to  have  been  two  of  doubtful  power.  The 
greater  part,  if  not  all,  of  the  work  in  English  and  Citizenship  should 
probably  be  done  at  the  Balch  school  where  so  many  of  the  foreign  born 
live.  It  may  be  that  there  will  be  little  demand  for  courses  in  these  sub¬ 
jects  at  the  High  School  building.  Auto  repair  and  Typewriting  would 
necessarily  be  offered  there  if  taught  at  all  on  account  of  the  equipment. 
Sewing  and  Millinery  might  be  found  desirable  at  the  Balch.  It  all  de¬ 
pends  upon  what  people  want  and  whether  the  Town  can  afford  to  give 
them  what  they  want.  By  accepting  State  cooperation  the  expense  to  the 
Town  of  nearly  all  of  the  work  might  be  cut  in  half.

It  seems  evident  that  there  is  specific  need  of  a  trained  employer  on  full 
time  to  work  out  a  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  foreign  population  of 
Norwood. 

These  foreign  born  should  be  taken  care  of  in  evening  school  classes, 
neighborhood  classes,  home  classes,  and  industrial  classes.  Much  time 
and  care  will  need  to  be  taken  in  recruiting  these  classes.  Special  attention 
should  be  paid  to  the  place  where  the  classes  are  to  be  held.  The  school 
room  of  the  upper  grades  is  usually  the  best  equipped  place  in  which  to 
hold  these  classes,  still  it  is  often  advisable  to  use  club  rooms,  parochial 
school  rooms,  or  in  fact,  any  room  that  may  be  available  in  the  midst  of  the 
foreign  group.  Care,  however,  should  be  taken  that  the  equipment  of  the 
room  is  suited  to  adults.  Suitable  equipment,  tables  and  chairs,  could 
be  used  to  advantage  in  the  rooms  of  the  Batch  School,  having  removable 
furniture.  The  small  attendance  at-classes  held  in  the  high  school  building 
may  indicate  that  distance  from  the  homes  is  an  important  element  in  the 
small  attendance  heretofore  secured. 

The  time  of  a  supervisor  may  be  spent  in  the  day  time  in  developing 
women’s  classes  and  industrial  classes,  making  contacts  with  racial  leaders 
and  with  organizations  and  individuals  dealing  with  foreign  born.  The 
greater  part  of  her  supervisory  work  will  be  done  in  the  evening. 

Should  the  school  budget  not  be  large  enough  to  warrant  a  supervisor 
giving  all  her  time  to  planning  and  supervising  this  work,  the  following 
suggestions  are  made  to  show  how  in  any  one  of  the  following  her  surplus 
time  may  be  profitably  used: 

(1)  Teaching  afternoon  classes  for  women  and  industrial  classes. 

(2)  Developing,  correlating,  and  supervising  a  course  in  citizenship  to 
be  taught  through  all  the  grades. 
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(3)  Supervising  work  with  illiterate  minors  in  the  evening  schools. 

(4)  Combining  with  one  or  two  towns  near  Norwood  where  there  may 
be  an  immigrant  problem. 

If  Norwood  accepts  the  proposition  made  by  the  state  to  reimburse  one- 
half  of  the  expense  of  the  Americanization  work,  the  amount  needed  to 
carry  on  this  work  should  not  very  greatly  increase  the  regular  school 
budget. 

Since  the  term  “Americanization”  has  been  somewhat  overworked  the 
official  designation  of  this  activity  might  be  “Evening  School  Extension.” 

(5)  Health 

f 

Two  nurses,  full  time,  and  two  physicians,  part  time,  cooperating  with 
two  full  time  employees  in  the  physical  training  department  constitute 
a  force  large  enough  to  meet  present  needs.  All  appear  to  be  competent 
and  to  be  doing  excellent  work.  The  Physical  Training  Department  uses 
the  individual  records  prepared  by  the  physicians  and  nurses  as  a  guide  in 
corrective  work. 

(6)  Number  of  Pupils  per  Class 

In  grades  one  to  six  inclusive,  omitting  two  special  classes,  there  are 
1896  pupils  and  54  teachers.  The  average  number  of  pupils  per  teacher 
is  35.  This  number  is  as  large  as  it  ought  to  be. 

In  the  survey  report  of  1920  the  following  statement  appears  in  con¬ 
nection  with  grades  one  to  six:  “No  more  than  forty  pupils  should  be  en¬ 
rolled  in  any  room.  An  enrollment  of  thirty-five  would  insure  greater 
efficiency,  and  the  lower  number  should  be  the  rule  rather  than  the  excep¬ 
tion.” 

The  average  number  of  pupils  per  teacher  in  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  counting  seventh  grades  in  the  Everett  School  is  twenty-six.  This 
is  above  the  number  recommended  in  the  survey  report.  The  classes  in 
the  Everett  are  too  large.  Including  only  the  grades  housed  in  the  High 
School,  the  estimate  for  next  September  is  twenty-three  pupils  per  teacher. 
This  number  is  conservative.  The  survey  report  made  the  standard  in 
these  classes  twenty  to  twenty-five. 

(7)  Play  Grounds 

Norwood  is  more  fortunate  than  many  towns  in  the  size  of  three  of  its 
play  grounds,  the  Winslow,  the  Shattuck,  and  the  Balch.  At  each  the 
play  ground  space  is  in  excess  of  the  standard  minimum  100  sq.  ft.  per 
pupil.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Winslow  and  the  Shattuck  be  enlarged 
ultimately  to  include  in  the  Winslow  the  pupils  of  the  West  School  and  in 
the  Shattuck  the  pupils  of  the  Beacon  School.  In  each  case  it  is  desirable 
that  the  school  lot  be  enlarged  before  it  is  encroached  upon  further  by 
buildings.  The  Balch  play  space  will  be  ample  even  after  eight  more 
rooms  are  added. 
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To  house  the  pupils  of  the  East  School  and  ultimately  the  pupils  of  the 
Guild,  acreage  should  be  secured  in  the  neighborhood  of  East  Cross  and 
Pleasant  Streets. 

(8)  Administration 

The  Administration  management  of  the  Norwood  Schools  has  been  revo¬ 
lutionized  since  my  visit  three  years  ago. 

The  Superintendent’s  office  facilities  have  been  made  adequate.  The 
larger  office  with  filing  cases,  two  full  time  clerks,  and  a  complete  record 
system  make  it  possible  to  have  at  hand  all  needed  information  at  a  mo¬ 
ment’s  notice.  The  following  records  are  kept: 

1.  Correspondence. 

2.  Admission,  discharge  and  promotion  cards. 

3.  Teachers’  and  janitors’  record  cards. 

4.  Attendance  Officer  information  cards. 

5.  Birth  certificates. 

6.  Newsboys’  licenses. 

7.  Receipt  cards. 

8.  Transportation  cards. 

9.  Schick  test  cards. 

10.  Fire  drills. 

11.  Telephone  calls. 

12.  Temperature  records. 

13.  Requisition  sheets. 

14.  Teachers’  applications. 

15.  Duplicate  book  bills. 

16.  Educational  and  employment  certificates. 

17.  Account  of  expenditures  of  the  School  Department  arranged  by 
buildings. 

(9)  Norwood’s  General  Program 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  preceeding  discussion  that  I  regard 'Norwood’s 
general  program  as  reasonable  and  the  expenditures  to  carry  out  that  pro¬ 
gram  conservative.  Since  salaries  form  the  greatest  single  item  in  mainte¬ 
nance  cost  it  seems  proper  at  this  point  to  discuss  the  present  salary 
schedule,  (a)  Is  it  adequate?  ( b )  Is  it  sound?  (c)  Is  it  economical? 

(a)  “Is  it  adequate?”  This  question  is  best  answered  from  Norwood’s 
experience  in  holding  teachers.  At  the  time  of  the  survey  31%  of  the 
teachers  then  in  service  had  been  in  Norwood  only  one  year.  34%  were 
new  to  the  system.  The  turn-over  in  two  years  was  65%.  This  was  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  due  to  the  low  salaries  paid.  The  loss  of  teachers  in  1921  was 
only  17%  as  compared  with  34%  in  1920,  and  only  15%  in  1922.  Since 
no  more  than  half  of  those  who  left  the  service  in  1921  did  so  not  on  account 
of  salary  but  because  of  their  marriage,  or  because  not  wanted  and  since 
in  1922  only  two  left  for  better  positions  it  would  appear  that  the  turn-over 
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is  only  normal.  In  view  of  the  experience  of  1921  and  1922  it  may  safely 
be  said  that  the  salary  schedule  is  adequate.  It  has  reasonable  holding 
power. 

(i b )  “Is  it  sound?”  It  is  sound  because  it  furnishes  incentives  toward 
professional  improvement  of  teachers  in  service.  These  incentives  apply 
to  principals  and  supervisors  as  well  as  to  teachers,  and  to  teachers  in  High 
School  as  well  as  those  in  the  grades. 

(c)  “Is  it  economical?”  It  is  economical  because  just  high  enough  to 
prevent  a  harmful  turn-over  yet  not  as  high  as  in  many  cities  and  towns 
with  a  higher  per  pupil  property  valuation,— for  example,  Newton,  Welles¬ 
ley,  Brookline,  Springfield.  In  other  words  the  Norwood  schedule  is  just 
high  enough  to  prevent  towns  of  its  size  and  class  from  luring  its  teachers 
away.  Table  IV  shows  the  essential  facts  in  the  teacher  situation  for  four 


years.

(10)  Housing  Situation 

The  growth  of  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  enrollment  since  the 
former  survey  presents  a  changed  situation  as  to  housing.  If  the  Junior 
High  School  pupils  were  taken  care  of  elsewhere  the  Senior  High  School 
would  shortly  require  all  the  space  in  the  building  and  ultimately  an  addi¬ 
tion.  The  ground  at  the  rear  of  the  school  should  be  reserved  for  such 
use.  Meanwhile  a  double  gymnasium  and  an  auditorium  should  be  added. 
The  assembly  at  the  Civic  seats  but  520  on  the  floor.  In  two  years  the 
High  School  enrollment  will  approach  700.

There  is  room  in  the  Civic  gymnasium  fo‘r  only  thirty-eight  pupils  at  a 
time.  This  is  not  space  enough  for  every  pupil  two  periods  a  week.  The 
time  element,  too,  is  a  serious  handicap  under  the  present  arrangement. 
In  inclement  weather  the  handicap  upon  gymnasium  and  auditorium  use 
is  especially  serious.  The  rental  which  the  Town  will  need  to  pay  next 
year, — not  less  than  $6500,  capitalized,  would  go  far  toward  financing  the 
gymnasium — auditorium  addition.  With  evidence  such  as  we  now  have 
of  the  rapid  growth  of  membership  in  the  six  upper  grades  a  separate  build¬ 
ing  for  the  Junior  High  School  is  plainly  indicated  as  the  wisest  solution 
of  the  High  School  housing  problem.  This  building  should  be  placed  on  a 
plot  of  ground  large  enough  for  use  as  an  athletic  field  for  both  schools. 
The  Everett  School  should  be  abandoned  and  the  entire  membership  of 
the  Junior  High  School,  now  over  600 — soon  1000 — brought  under  one 
roof.  It  we  could  imagine  the  two  schools  limited  forever  to  their  present 
enrollment  the  arguments  for  housing  them  in  a  single  building  would  have 
force,  but  even  now  joint  use  of  commercial  rooms  would  be  impossible. 
The  Senior  High  School  now  needs  every  foot  of  space  in  these  rooms  and 
additional  space  would  have  to  be  set  apart  for  commercial  work  of  the 
Junior  High  School.  This  is  equally  true  of  the  Science  rooms  and  equip¬ 
ment.  As  the  number  of  students  increases,  rooms  and  equipment  must 
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expand.  It  does  not  necessarily  increase  the  expense  to  put  the  additional 
rooms  and  the  additional  equipment  in  a  separate  building  when,  as  is 
plainly  evident,  the  number  of  students  is  adequate.  Furthermore  as  to 
equipment  it  would  not  be  duplication.  The  Junior  High  School  pupils 
require  only  the  simple  appliances  called  for  in  what  is  known  as  First  Year 
Science.  They  would  have  no  use  for  the  more  complicated  equipment 
needed  for  Senior  High  School  classes,  and  it  is  just  as  well  not  to  have 
these  more  expensive  things  within  their  reach. 

If  the  present  High  School  shops,  drawing  rooms,  and  home  economic 
rooms  were  not  suitable  for  any  other  school  activities  the  argument  for 
their  joint  use  by  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  pupils  would  have  force, 
but  a  room,  if  not  needed  for  drawing,  may  serve  for  mathematics  or  any 
other  academic  subject.  The  same  is  true  of  a  sewing  room  and  of  shop 
space.  An  auditorium  might  be  used  by  the  two  schools  in  common,  but 
a  double  gymnasium  as  proposed  in  the  1922  school  report  would  soon 
prove  inadequate.  These  considerations  together  with  those  suggested 
by  the  School  Committee  on  page  225  of  their  last  report  seem  to  me  to 
eliminate  from  the  case  the  alternative  proposition  of  enlarging  the  present 
High  School  building  to  accommodate  both  schools. 

(11)  Building  Program 

Norwood  should  work  toward  a  plan  which  would  house  its  school  pupils 
in  six  large  centers.  Four  for  Elementary  Grades  I  to  VI,  one  for  Junior 
High  School,  Grades  VII  to  IX,  and  one  for  Senior  High  School,  Grades  X 
to  XII.  The  larger  the  school  the  greater  economy  in  teaching  force,  in 
janitor  service,  in  fuel  and  in  maintenance  generally,  but  more  important 
still,  though  less  easily  demonstrated,  is  the  advantage  to  the  pupils.  The 
larger  the  number  under  the  same  roof  within  the  limit  of  say  thirty  rooms 
in  elementary  schools  and  forty  or  more  in  high  school,  the  more  exact  can 
the  classification  be  made,  the  more  homogeneous  the  grouping.  For  good 
educational  results  large  schools  are  best. 

(12)  Portables  Versus  Half-time  Classes 

It  will  require  several  years  to  complete  a  building  program  such  as  has 
been  suggested.  Meanwhile  provision  must  be  made  for  children  in  excess 
of  the  seating  capacity  of  existing  buildings.  The  Senior-Junior  High 
School  congestion  can  not  well  be  handled  except  by  an  afternoon  session 
for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  one  of  these  schools.  The  Junior  High  School 
pupils  are  the  ones  who  may  with  least  harm  be  subjected  to  this  disad¬ 
vantage.  At  best  it  is  a  makeshift.  The  pupils  come  to  the  school  lacking 
the  freshness  of  mind  which  they  have  in  the  morning  and  do  a  much  poorer 
grade  of  work  than  they  would  do  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  day.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  immediate  steps  will  be  taken  to  erect  a  separate  Junior  High 
School.  Until  this  building  is  ready  I  see  no  way  of  avoiding  a  duplicate 
session  plan  in  the  High  School  building. 
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If  fewer  pupils  were  to  be  accommodated  relief  through  the  purchase 
of  portable  school  rooms  might  be  recommended.  This  course  is  taken  in 
many  cities  and  towns  to  relieve  temporary  congestion  in  elementary 
schools  and  in  such  schools  it  is  preferable  to  part  time  sessions.  It  is  not 
a  workable  plan  for  High  School  pupils  whose  work  is  carried  on  under 
several  different  teachers  and  who  move  in  squads  from  room  to  room. 
The  time  will  soon  come  when  the  elementary  schools  of  Norwood  will  be 
again  congested.  In  that  event  it  will  be  wise  for  the  Town  to  own  one  or 
more  portable  schools.  As  soon  as  congestion  is  met  in  one  part  of  the 
Town  the  rooms  can  readily  be  moved  to  remedy  a  similar  condition  else¬ 
where.  School  building  seldom  catches  up  with  need  unless  a  town  is 
dead.  Portables  serve  a  useful  purpose  but  should  not  be  relied  upon  as 
permanent  relief. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  glad  to  report  that  I  find  conditions  much  improved 
since  I  saw  the  schools  three  years  ago.  There  is  evidence  of  progress  on 
every  hand.  As  one  begins  a  study  of  the  system  in  the  Superintendent’s 
office  and  extends  his  observation  to  include  the  entire  ground  traversed 
in  the  survey  of  1920,  steady  careful  management  is  in  evidence.  It 
seems  to  me  that  Norwood  is  well  on  the  way  toward  having  a  model  school 
system.  All  steps  so  far  taken  lead  in  the  right  direction.  The  building 
program  here  discussed  when  completed,  will  of  course  be  costly,  but  Nor¬ 
wood  is  not  alone  in  facing  such  a  program.  In  counting  the  number  of 
dollars  we  now  pay  for  school  accommodations  and  instruction  we  must 
not  think  of  the  dollar  of  1913.  That  dollar  would  buy  in  material  and 
service  one  and  three-quarters  times  what  the  dollar  of  1923  will  purchase. 
If  expenditures  for  school  maintenance  are  not  greatly  out  of  proportion 
to  other  maintenance  expenditures  the  people  of  Norwood  may  well  be 
satisfied  in  view  of  the  high  quality  of  service  their  schools  are  rendering.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  submit  herewith  my  third  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

Length  of  School  Day 

A  new  arrangement  was  planned  last  June  whereby  it  would  be  possible 
to  have  a  longer  school  day  for  High  School  pupils.  Under  the  previous 
plan  there  were  six  periods  of  forty  minutes  each  in  the  school  day  with  a 
recess  of  twelve  minutes  coming  between  the  fourth  and  fifth  periods. 
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Under  the  new  plan  a  school  day  of  seven  periods  was  arranged,  the  seventh 
period  to  be  thirty-five  minutes  in  length. 

The  chief  advantages  of  a  longer  school  day  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  better  opportunity  to  schedule  extra  classroom  activities  is 
offered. 

2.  A  better  opportunity  for  supervised  study  in  which  the  whole 
school  may  take  part  is  afforded. 

3.  All  pupils  may  work  out  at  least  a  part  of  their  home  assignments 
with  equal  advantages,  in  studying  them  in  school.  The  opportun¬ 
ity  for  study  at  home  varies  greatly. 

4.  A  greater  opportunity  for  school  assemblies  is  made  possible. 
While  this  is  an  extra  classroom  activity,  it  may  be  regarded  as 
one  large  class  in  which  the  entire  school  takes  part. 

The  only  possible  disadvantage  that  can  be  offered  in  having  a  longer 
school  day  is  the  fact  that  many  pupils  wish  to  work  during  the  afternoon 
and  with  a  lengthened  school  day,  they  are  unable  to  take  positions  which 
might  be  open  to  them. 

During  the  period  which  pupils  of  the  Everett  School  were  compelled 
to  attend  an  afternoon  session  in  the  high  school  building,  it  was  necessary 
to  suspend  the  holding  of  the  seventh  period.  Since  the  reopening  of  the 
Everett  building,  the  use  of  the  seventh  period  has  been  renewed. 

With  the  outlook  for  a  new  school  building,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
school  day  be  lengthened  even  more  than  at  present,  starting  possibly  at 
8.30  and  holding  session  until  2.30 — a  period  of  twenty  minutes  to  one-half 
hour  being  allowed  for  lunch  and  recess.  The  trend  country-wide  is 
favoring  a  longer  school  day. 


Faculty  Changes 

The  resignations  of  Louise  B.  McLane  and  Adele  Mathey  were  received 
in  June.  They  had  been  members  of  the  High  School  Faculty  for  six  and 
five  years,  respectively.  To  take  Miss  McLane’s  place  as  head  of  the 
Commercial  Department,  Miss  Grace  C.  McGonagle  was  named,  while  the 
vacancy  in  the  Commercial  Department  was  taken  by  Miss  Mary  Coughlin. 
The  vacancy  in  the  French  Department  was  taken  by  Miss  Lucile  Foster 
and  it  being  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  teachers  in  the  English 
Department,  Miss  Helen  Wilson  was  elected  for  that  position. 

New  Courses 

a.  A  course  in  Home  Nursing  has  been  formed,  twenty  girls  having 
elected  that  work.  This  course  meets  twice  a  week  and  follows  the  regular 
course  as  planned  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  It  is  given  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Helen  Gould. 

b.  A  class  in  Folk  Dancing  has  been  formed  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Erna  Kiley.  This  class  meets  once  each  week. 
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c.  To  properly  meet  college  requirements,  it  has  been  necessary  to  extend 
the  number  of  periods  offered  for  Junior  Mathematics  to  eight.  Five  of 
these  periods  are  used  for  Review  and  Advanced  Algebra,  while  the  remain¬ 
ing  three  are  used  for  Review  of  Plane  Geometry. 

Mental  Tests 

The  Terman  Group  Test  of  Mental  Ability  was  given  in  grades  9,  10  and 
11  with  results  which  were  of  much  benefit  in  arrangement  of  classes  for 
the  school  year  1923-24. 

In  the  matter  of  these  tests  certain  norms  have  been  established  which 
are  based  on  a  tabulation  of  over  40,000  scores  made  in  grades  7-12  through¬ 
out  sections  of  the  country  which  have  shown  relatively  good  schools. 
Norms  if  established  for  the  entire  country  would  probably  be  slightly 
lower,  and  doubtless  much  lower  for  states  which  have  relatively  poor 
schools  or  a  large  proportion  of  relatively  inferior  population  groups.  City 
schools  usually  make  a  better  showing  than  rural  or  village  schools,  and  in 
this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  norms  in  the  accompanying 
table,  under  the  country-wide  column,  represent  chiefly  city  schools.  The 
highest  possible  score  attainable  is  220.  The  “median”  represents  the 
score  of  the  pupil  just  half  way  in  the  standing.  The  “Lower  Quartile” 
one-fourth  from  the  lowest  grade  and  “Upper  Quartile”  one-fourth  from 
the  highest  grade.

For  the  school  year  1923-1924  the  grades  represented  in  the  table  as 
9-10-11  have  become  10-11-12,  or  the  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior 
Classes  respectively.  It  may  be  seen  from  the  Norwood  results  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  standards  that  in  two  classes  the  median  is  below  the 
country-wide  median,  while  in  the  remaining  class  the  median  is  much 
above  it. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  these  results  in  mental  tests  are,  in  these 
classes  practically  equivalent  to  the  scholarship  results  experienced  during 
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last  year  and  the  present  year  to  date.  There  follows  a  table  showing 
the  Honor  Roll  percentages  in  these  classes  for  the  first  two  terms  1923-24. 
While  this  speaks  only  for  the  upper  quartile  the  results  correspond  closely 
through  all  groups.  That  is,  for  example,  the  failure  group  in  Grades  10 
and  12  was  proportionately  larger  than  that  in  Grade  11.

Subject  Matter  Tests 

Subject  matter  tests  are  being  given  in  most  of  the  subjects  offered  and 
these  results  combined  with  the  mental  test  results  of  a  pupil  will  be  of 
much  service  in  determining  what  course  is  most  advisable  for  that  pupil 
to  follow. 

Example:  A  ninth  grade  pupil’s  mental  test  places  him  in  the  lower 
quartile.  His  subject  matter  tests  for  the  work  he  has  elected  that  year 
show  corresponding  results.  Certainly  it  would  be  poor  control  to  allow 
him  to  elect  a  College  Classical  Course  for  his  tenth  grade  work. 

Commercial  Department 

The  following  statistics  show  the  usefulness  of  this  department  in  the 
school  and  the  community  and  the  very  direct  benefit  resulting  to  those 
who  elect  it. 

In  the  graduating  class  of  1923,  there  were  thirty-five  Commercial 
students.  Of  this  number,  eleven  are  attending  college,  normal  or  secre¬ 
tarial  schools.  One  pupil  has  returned  for  post-graduate  work.  Nine 
of  the  graduates  who  are  now  studying  worked  in  offices  either  before 
graduation  or  during  vacation.  The  remaining  twenty-three  pupils  are 
employed  as  follows:

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It  is  the  purpose  of  members  of  the  faculty  in  their  capacity  as  advisors 
to  recommend  that  pupils  of  high  calibre  enter  the  Commercial  Depart¬ 
ment.  All  pupils  who  are  of  high  mental  ability  will  not  be  able  to  go  to 
college  and  it  is  believed  that  the  best  opening  for  many  of  these  pupils 
is  the  four  years’  course  offered  in  the  High  School  which  enables  them  to 
enter  business  offices  directly  after  graduating.  An  additional  advantage 
in  having  upper  quartile  pupils  enter  this  department  is  the  fact  that  there 
is  almost  equal  opportunity  for  them  to  obtain  higher  education  providing 
they  wish  to  do  so,  after  graduating  as  members  of  this  department  as  there 
arc  for  members  of  the  class  who  have  taken  College  Classical  or  College 
Technical  or  General  Courses. 


Library 

The  School  Library  now  contains  425  volumes.  The  organization  of  the 
library  has  been  carried  forward  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Dorothy 
Abbott,  aided  by  student  librarians. 

The  growth  of  the  library  has  been  made  possible  by  the  cooperation 
of  the  Directors  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  $300.00  having  been 
expended  for  each  of  the  past  two  years  for  library  books  for  use  at  the 
High  School. 

Through  a  Card  Catologue  System,  a  careful  record  is  being  kept  of  the 
uses  of  books  both  for  reference  purposes  and  general  usage,  and  with  in¬ 
crease  of  the  number  of  volumes,  records  show  much  increase  in  use  of 
books  placed  there.  The  dictionaries  which  have  been  in  use  since  1895  are 
this  year  being  replaced  with  new  ones  and  the  general  reference  library 
has  been  steadily  enlarged  throughout  the  past  three  years,  town  funds 
being  principally  used  for  this. 

Our  present  library  is  really  but  a  beginning  of  what  we  should  have  and 
an  excellent  opportunity  is  offered  for  individuals  who  desire  to  assist 
in  such  a  purpose.  The  assurance  has  been  given  by  Miss  Jane  Hewett  of 
the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  that  the  school  may  look  forward  for  con¬ 
tinued  assistance  from  that  source. 
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Gift  of  the  Class  of  1923 

The  Class  of  1923  gift  to  the  School  was  in  the  form  of  a  Scholarship 
Fund,  to  which  they  expressed  a- desire  should  be  added  funds  by  succeed¬ 
ing  classes.  Through  excellent  effort  in  their  class  activities,  particularly 
their  play,  the  Class  of  1923  was  able  to  make  a  gift  of  $400  for  this  fund. 

The  following  conditions  governing  the  fund  were  drawn  up : 

1.  This  fund  shall  be  known  as  the  Class  Gift  Scholarship  Fund  of  the 
Norwood  High  School  and  the  members  of  any  class  shall  be  eligible  to 
receive  assistance  from  this  fund  in  the  form  of  a  scholarship. 

2.  Two  scholarships  from  the  Class  of  1923  Scholarship  Gift  Fund  will 
be  awarded  to  the  classes  graduating  in  1924,  1925  and  1926,  and  one  to 
the  class  graduating  in  1927.  To  this  award  in  1925,  shall  be  added  two 
scholarships  from  the  class  of  1924  scholarship  fund  providing  this  class 
continues  to  contribute  to  the  General  Scholarship  Fund.  To  the  class 
of  1926,  six  scholarships  will  be  awarded  and  awards  will  continue  to  be 
made  in  this  way  as  long  as  the  fund  is  perpetuated  by  class  gifts. 

3.  Certificate  of  a  scholarship  award  will  be  presented  at  graduation  and 
the  money  applied  toward  the  payment  of  the  recipient’s  first  term  bill 
or  tuition  bill  in  whatever  higher  institution  he  may  continue  his  education. 

4.  The  annual  awarding  of  scholarships  may  be  withheld  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Governing  Board. 

5.  Scholarships  will  not  be  awarded  to  members  of  any  class  which  has 
not  contributed  to  the  Scholarship  Fund  a  minimum  sum  to  be  named 
by  the  Governing  Board  for  each  class. 

6.  Award  of  scholarships  shall  be  made  by  the  Governing  Board  con¬ 
sisting  of : 

1.  High  School  Principal. 

2.  Two  members  of  the  High  School  faculty. 

3.  A  member  of  each  graduating  class  which  has  contributed  to  the 
fund,  his  membership  to  continue  as  long  as  he  is  a  resident  of 
Norwood.

Since  its  organization  the  growth  of  the  Junior  High  School,  in  numbers, 
has  been  steady  and  regular  as  is  shown  here;  this  shows  the  number  of 
rooms  by  grades :

There  is  no  need  to  emphasize  the  meaning  of  this  constant  growth; 
but  there  is  this  that  should  be  kept  in  mind:  the  High  School  will,  in  June, 
graduate  a  class  of  about  70;  the  outgoing  class  from  the  Junior  High 
School,  which  will  be  the  next  year’s  Sophomore  class,  will  number  about 
160,  possibly  more;  next  year’s  ninth  grade  will  number  200,  possibly  more. 
In  the  two  schools  then  there  is  to  be  a  gain  of  considerably  over  a  hundred 
pupils,  and  since  these  two  divisions  are  in  session  at  the  same  time,  at 
least  three  and  possibly  four  additional  classrooms  will  be  needed  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  now  in  use.  The  Junior  School  at  the  present  time  numbers 
693;  in  September  1925  it  will  probably  number  750,  if  the  promotion 
from  grade  6,  which  contains  292  pupils,  remains  as  in  previous  years. 

Promotion  Plan 

Since  the  period  of  secondary  education  has  been  lengthened  by  the  in¬ 
clusion  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  it  seems  desirable,  and  along 
the  lines  of  reasonable  development,  to  increase  the  number  of  points  re¬ 
quired  for  graduation  from  High  School,  and  to  make  the  increase  obtain¬ 
able  in  these  two  grades.  The  ninth  grade  being  no  longer  considered  as  a 
High  School  unit,  and  promotion  therefrom  being  still  on  a  credit  basis, 
the  inauguration  of  such  a  plan  in  the  other  two  grades  of  the  Junior  School 
will  make  the  promotion  uniform  in  this  unit  as  it  is  in  other  units  of  the 
system. 

But  some  of  the  work  in  these  two  grades  not  being  on  a  par  in  im¬ 
portance  or  difficulty  with  that  of  the  following  years  should  not  be  given 
the  same  credit.  To  overcome  this  difficulty,  regard  the  school  as  being 
divided  into  two  units  instead  of  three — the  combined  seventh  and  eighth 
constituting  one,  the  ninth  the  other,  the  normal  number  of  points  to  be 
given  in  each  division  to  be  twenty  or  twenty-one,  with  an  additional  three 
in  the  eighth  year  for  the  modern  language.  This  would  mean  that  half 
the  total  number  of  points  given  in  the  lower  division  would  fall  into  each 
of  the  two  grades,  i.e.,  ten  or  eleven  in  each,  with  the  present  twenty  in 
the  ninth  to  make  up  the  total  in  the  Junior  School.  This  is  but  an  outline 
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of  the  idea;  the  details  would  have  to  be  worked  out  as  required.  But 
under  this  plan  the  manner  and  method  of  promotion  would  be  uniform 
from  entrance  to  the  seventh  grade  to  graduation  from  High  School. 

Changes  in  Curricula 

The  barrenness  of  the  course  of  study  in  the  ninth  grade  should  be  re¬ 
lieved.  At  present  the  ninth-grade  pupil  is  offered  ancient  history  and 
college  English — both  college  entrance  requirements;  and,  whether  he 
expects  ever  to  enter  college  or  not,  he  must  take  these  or  nothing.  For 
the  reading  prescribed  for  college  English  we  should  be  able  to  offer  a 
course  of  reading  in  modern  poetry,  fiction,  biography,  and  travel  without 
interfering  in  any  way  with  the  other  English  work  in  the  course. 

Beside  this  there  will  be  added  another  course  in  history  planned  along 
the  lines  of  the  “social  science”  courses  as  developed  in  the  Lincoln  School, 
the  experimental  Junior  High  School  of  Teachers’  College,  Columbia 
University. 

These  additions  to  the  course  of  study  of  the  ninth  grade  will  at  least 
give  the  pupil  who  has  no  intention  or  expectation  of  college,  a  course  in 
English  reading  that  will  possibly  rouse  a  greater  interest  than  does  the 
present  course. 

In  the  eighth  year,  mechanical  drawing  should  be  introduced  with  the 
shop  work,  instead  of  leaving  it,  as  at  present,  to  the  ninth  grade.  The 
two  are  closely  related,  and  our  present  method  makes  them  seem  two 
distinct,  unrelated  subjects.  A  mechanic  must  be  able  to  read  blue 
prints  and  plans,  and  this  would  seem  to  be  the  natural  place  to  teach  him 
to  do  it. 

Athletics 

Along  with  our  assembly,  we  have  been  compelled  to  abandon  our  inter¬ 
class  athletic  contests  except  in  the  ninth  grade.  The  eighth  grade  is 
barred  from  such  activities  because  it  is  in  session  when  the  other  grade  is 
free,  and  when  it  is  free  for  field  work  in  the  morning,  the  instructor’s  time 
is  so  fully  occupied  that  they  can  be  given  none  of  his  attention,  which  is 
an  essential.  The  number  of  boys  in  the  Junion  School  will  be  increased 
another  year,  too,  and  more  help  will  be  required  in  this  department. 

I  would  recommend  that  an  additional  man  instructor  be  employed  for 
the  school,  to  serve  as  assistant  in  these  two  departments,  physical  training 
and  practical  arts.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Education  for  Boys 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the  year  1923. 

The  work  in  physical  training  for  boys  was  carried  on  along  the  same 
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lines  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  two  years.  Each  boy  of  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Schools  continued  to  take  two  forty-five  minute  periods  of  gymna¬ 
sium  work  a  week.  Only  thirty  minutes  of  each  period  was  devoted  to 
actual  physical  development.  The  remaining  fifteen  minutes  was  con¬ 
sumed  in  passing  between  the  High  School  and  the  Civic  Association  and 
dressing  and  undressing. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  all  boys  of  the  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Schools  were  examined  by  the  school  physicians.  There  were  136 
boys  in  Senior  High  and  221  in  Junior  High.  Of  the  357,  four  were  de¬ 
clared  unable  to  take  physical  training.  Six  boys  were  put  in  “second 
class.”  The  requirements  for  boys  in  this  class  were  much  less  rigid  than 
those  for  boys  of  the  “first  class.” 

The  regular  class  work,  as  in  the  past  two  years,  consisted  of  drills, 
calisthenics,  apparatus  exercises  and  games.  The  ends  sought  in  all  class 
work  were  correct  posture,  proper  physical  development  and  coordination 
of  mind  and  body. 

Special  corrective  work  was  done  with  children  who  needed  individual 
attention.  This  is  a  very  important  phase  of  the  work  in  physical  educa¬ 
tion  and  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  boys  if  more  time 
could  be  devoted  to  it. 

The  Senior  High  School  basket  ball  squad  consisted  of  thirty-five  men; 
of  this  number  ten  were  considered  members  of  the  school  team. 

The  remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams  and  played  a  series  of 
games  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School.  The  school  team 
played  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games  with  outside  school  teams.  The 
season  ended  March  4,  1923,  with  Norwood  winning  fifteen  games  and 
losing  three. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  class  schedule  was  arranged  with  a  team 
representing  each  room — eleven  teams  in  all.  Toward  the  end  of  the 
season  an  All-Junior  High  team  played  the  Watertown  Junior  High  and 
also  played  a  series  of  three  games  with  the  winner  of  the  Senior  High  Class 
Series. 

In  April,  thirty-two  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Fifteen  made  the  first  team  and  the 
others  formed  the  nuclei  of  class  teams.  A  schedule  of  seventeen  games 
was  played  and  Norwood  was  victorious  in  twelve. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  class  league  was  formed  and  a  silver  loving 
cup  was  awarded  to  the  championship  room  team.  An  All-Junior  High 
team  played  a  final  game  with  the  Senior  High  School  team. 

The  football  team  representing  Norwood  High  School  played  a  schedule 
of  ten  games,  losing  one  game  to  Everett  High  School  by  the  score  of 
2-0.  Two  post-season  games  were  played,  one  with  the  Clifton  High 
School  of  New  Jersey,  the  other  with  the  Medford  High  School.  Clifton 
High  School  was  defeated,  but  Norwood  met  a  better  team  in  Medford 
and  the  better  team  conquered. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  speak  of  the  wonderful  spirit  that  was  mani- 
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fested  among  the  pupils  in  both  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools.  This 
spirit  has  been  an  important  factor  in  whatever  success  my  athletic  teams 
have  had  and,  I  believe,  can  be  attributed  directly  to  the  cooperation  of 
Mr.  Grant,  Mr.  Allen  and  the  entire  faculty. 

In  behalf  of  the  boys  and  myself,  I  thank  the  citizens  of  Norwood  for 
their  loyal  support  in  all  our  athletics.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  ap¬ 
preciation  to  the  Norwood  Board  of  Trade  for  the  reception  given  to  the 
members  of  the  Clifton  and  Norwood  football  teams  on  the  evening  of 
December  1  1923.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  Physical  Education  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1923. 

The  general  outline  of  the  work  assigned  to  the  primary  and  intermediate 
grades  remained  the  same  as  last  year.  In  the  primary  grades  where  the 
curriculum  consists  of  rhythmic  action  plays  and  games,  the  classrooms 
have  been  found  rather  crowded  for  the  work  so  the  playrooms  in  the 
different  buildings  have  been  used  as  much  as  possible.  The  more  formal 
gymnastic  work  of  the  intermediate  grades  which  consists  of  marching, 
calisthenics,  and  games  is  carried  on  in  the  classrooms. 

In  the  Junior  High  all  seventh  grade  work  is  conducted  in  the  classroom 
with  pupil  leadership.  The  girls  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  have  their 
physical  training  in  the  gymnasium.  Before  being  allowed  to  take  gym¬ 
nasium  work  all  pupils  are  required  to  undergo  a  physical  examination  by 
the  school  physicians.  It  has  been  found  that  only  seven  per  cent  of  the 
girls  were  not  physically  able  to  take  first  class  work.  These  were  put  into 
second  class  where  the  work  was  less  strenuous.  In  the  report  of  last 
year  it  was  mentioned  that  large  classes  caused  a  slight  handicap.  This 
year,  however,  since  both  Everett  Hall  and  the  gymnasium  were  used,  the 
number  of  pupils  in  each  class  was  greatly  decreased. 

The  Senior  High  classes  are  conducted  on  the  same  plan  as  last  year. 
It  was  noticeable  that  the  physical  condition  of  a  great  number  of  the  girls 
who  were  in  the  second  class  during  their  Junior  High  course  became  so 
much  improved  that  they  were  put  into  first  class  when  they  reached  Senior 
High.  In  addition  to  the  compulsory  program,  an  elective  course  in  folk 
dancing  was  organized  this  year  and  about  fifty  girls  have  joined  the  class. 

Both  the  ninth  grade  and  Senior  High  girls  participated  in  basket  ball. 
The  ninth  grade  girls  were  simply  schooled  in  the  rudiments  of  the  game. 
The  Senior  High  girls  played  a  schedule  of  eight  games  with  outside  teams. 
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The  girls  showed  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  track  last  spring  and  we 
expect  to  do  more  in  this  sport  this  year. 

More  time  should  be  allotted  in  the  physical  education  program  to 
special  corrective  classes.  I  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  form  special  posture 
classes  in  the  different  schools.  Thus  far,  however,  I  have  only  been  aide 
to  attend  to  a  few  of  the  individual  cases  which  demanded  immediate  at¬ 
tention.

The  Schick  test  for  diphtheria  has  been  given  in  all  the  schools  with  the 
exception  of  the  High  School. 

Of  the  930  children  who  have  had  the  test,  675  were  positive  and  255 
were  negative  cases. 

Of  the  34  pre-school  children  tested,  26  were  positive  and  8  negative 
cases. 

Of  the  81  children  Re-Schicked  to  date,  7  were  positive  and  74  negative. 

Every  child  who  has  had  a  positive  Schick  test  and  has  been  immunized 
should  also  have  a  second  Schick  test  in  order  to  know  whether  or  not  the 
three  doses  of  toxin-anti-toxin  were  enough  to  render  him  immune. 

Early  in  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  having  two  young  women  from 
the  New  England  Dairy  and  Food  Council,  who  gave  health  talks  to  all  the 
school  children  below  the  8th  grades.  We  know  that  the  children  enjoyed 
the  lantern  slides  and  the  fairies,  and  we  think  that  the  stories  helped  to 
make  health  popular. 

For  the  School  Milk  Fund  we  are  indebted  to  the  efforts  and  help  of  the 
Woman’s  Club  and  the  several  organizations  in  the  town  who  have  con¬ 
tributed  generously  to  this  good  cause.  This  fund  enables  us  to  give  milk 
to  the  10%  underweight  children  who  cannot  buy  it. 

Of  the  50  children  examined  by  Dr.  Schorer  of  the  State  Hospital  in 
Foxboro,  22  were  re-examinations  and  28  were  new  cases. 

Of  the  22,  19  were  recommended  to  continue  in  their  grades,  2  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  special  class  and  one  to  return  to  a  grade  from  the  special  class. 

Of  the  28  new  cases,  3  were  recommended  for  the  special  class,  24  were  to 
remain  in  their  grades,  2  were  not  retarded,  one  was  recommended  for  in¬ 
stitutional  care  and  9  were  to  be  examined  again. 

We  find  in  weighing  and  measuring  the  children,  that  very  many  are 
10%  or  more  underweight.  Therefore  we  very  much  advocate  nutrition 
work  for  these  cases  and  a  thorough  chest  examination,  if  possible,  by  the 
Norfolk  County  Public  Health  Association,  which  holds  similar  clinics  in 
towns  throughout  the  state. 

Also  we  would  like,  another  year,  to  have  our  1st  graders,  at  least,  have 
a  more  complete  physical  examination,  done  either  in  school  by  the  school 
doctors  with  mothers  present,  or  at  home  by  their  family  physicians. 
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The  inspections  of  the  children  show  a  deplorable  condition  of  teeth. 
We  estimate  that  fully  2,220  children  need  dental  attention.  Approxi¬ 
mately  385  children  were  treated  at  the  dental  clinic  during  the  past  year, 
leaving  perhaps  400,  only,  who  do  not  require  dental  treatment  at  all,  or 
who  are  receiving  it  elsewhere.  In  order  to  take  care  of  the  75%  who  need 
treatment,  Norwood  must  have  a  full-time  dentist  or  a  hygienist. 

Due  to  Dr.  Wing’s  foundation  in  the  dental  clinic,  we  feel  that  with  en¬ 
larged  facilities  Norwood  will  some  day  be  proud  of  its  children’s  teeth. 

In  the  eye  clinic  we  find  that  the  proportion  of  children  who  need  treat¬ 
ment  is  smaller  and  the  facilities  for  talcing  care  of  the  cases  are  adequate. 
Not  all  the  children  who  need  help  can  be  persuaded  to  accept  it,  however. 
We  very  much  appreciate  Dr.  Riemer’s  work  in  the  clinic. 

Again  we  extend  our  thanks  to  the  school  doctors  who  have  given  so 
generously  of  their  time  throughout  the  year. 

To  Mr.  Howes,  the  principals  and  teachers  and  to  many  others  who 
have  helped  us,  we  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  of  their  cooperation 
and  interest.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

The  first  year  activities  of  a  supervisor  in  any  school  system  must  be 
largely  a  series  of  adjustments.  He  must  acquaint  himself  with  his  ma¬ 
terial.  He  must  build  upon  foundations  which  he  did  not  lay.  He  must 
decide  how  well  these  will  support  the  structure  he  proposes  to  erect. 
When  and  where  to  alter  these  to  suit  his  plan.  He  must  familiarize 
himself  with  the  personalities  of  his  teaching  staff  and  learn  how  to  adapt 
their  varying  reactions  and  his  own  individuality  to  mutual  understanding 
and  effectiveness.  This  takes  time  and  he  must  be  patient  of  results. 

Although  readjustment  has  been  in  progress  for  only  five  months,  I 
think  I  can  see  tendencies  toward  the  realization  of  some  of  my  ideals 
which  are  most  encouraging.  I  find  an  enthusiasm  and  cordiality  from 
both  teachers  and  pupils  which  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge.  There 
is  readiness  to  look  at  old  problems  from  new  viewpoints;  to  replace  old 
methods  with  new  experiments;  to  venture  into  fields  never  before  at¬ 
tempted;  and  hearty  appreciation  of  results  gained. 
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I  have  introduced  the  phonograph  as  a  medium  for  teaching  the  rote 
song  in  the  first  and  second  grades,  and  ad.  lib.  in  the  third  grade.  The 
results  have  been  most  interesting,  and  in  some  cases  remarkable. 

Sight  singing  activities  have  been  started  in  the  second  grades.  In  the 
third  grades  the  song  material  is  being  developed  through  the  child’s 
power  to  read  music  from  the  printed  page.  The  progress  in  the  third 
and  fourth  grades  is  particularly  marked  and  satisfactory.  The  fifth  and 
sixth  grades  have  been  harder  to  adjust  to  more  advanced  technical  re¬ 
quirements  and  new  methods  of  procedure.  But  the  experiment  is  be¬ 
ginning  to  stabilize,  and  again,  in  particular  cases,  fine  results  are  forth¬ 
coming. 

The  work  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  has  been  handicapped 
by  the  congestion  of  program  which  can  only  be  relieved  by  the  new 
building.  The  Glee  Clubs  are  but  now  starting  practice.  The  orchestra 
has  been  under  way  for  a  month  and  a  half.  The  choruses  have  had 
weekly  practice  a  much  longer  time.  I  am  trying  to  arouse  a  genuine 
enthusiasm  for  singing  in  these  choruses,  and  am  using  the  community 
chorus  idea  to  do  this  rather  than  by  attempting  the  detailed  and  finished 
work  required  of  a  choral  scoiety.  I  hope  to  accomplish  something  in  the 
latter  line  with  the  Glee  Clubs.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  doing 
good  work  under  capable  instructors,  and  will  prove  an  asset  to  next  year’s 
chorus. 

Looking  ahead  a  bit,  there  should  be  in  the  High  School  a  military  band 
as  well  as  an  orchestra.  The  Junior  High  should  have  similar  organiza¬ 
tions.  Neither  orchestra  or  band  can  be  properly  developed  and  con¬ 
tinued  under  the  hit  or  miss  plan  of  recruiting  from  those  students  taking 
private  instrumental  instruction.  There  is  too  limited  a  choice  of  in¬ 
struments,  and  too  limited  a  number  studying.  Those  instruments  which 
are  not  rated  as  solo  instruments,  but  are  essential  to  the  ensemble  of 
orchestra  or  band,  are  expensive  to  buy,  and  are  seldom  chosen  because 
they  do  not  “play  the  tune.”  These  should  be  owned  by  the  school,  and 
loaned  to  the  pupil  upon  his  bond.  Instruction  should  be  available  in 
classes  at  a  minimum  of  expense  to  the  individual  student  ,  and  at  a  sufficient 
remuneration  to  the  instructor  to  attract  a  thoroughly  competent  one. 

I  intend  to  make  a  special  study  of  this  problem  at  the  Eastern  Super¬ 
visors’  Conference  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  where  instrumental  school  music 
has  been  developed  to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency.  Credit  should  be  offered 
by  the  High  School  for  outside  study  of  music  on  the  following  basis.  Re¬ 
quired  of  the  applicant:  Six  hours’  practice  and  one  lesson  of  an  instructor 
each  week  during  the  school  year,  certified  to  by  parent  and  instructor. 
Examination  twice  a  year  upon  material  studied,  the  required  standards 
being  outlined  to  the  instructor  by  the  examiner  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Credit,  the  same  as  for  a  six-hour  recitation  subject  taught  in 
school. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  all  High  School  music  should  be  elective,  with 
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credit  offered  on  the  basis  of  recitation.  Chorus  should  have  two  periods 
a  week.  Glee  Clubs  should  have  one  period  and  required  Chorus,  Or¬ 
chestra  and  Band  two  periods.  There  should  be  electives  in  voice  training, 
music  appreciation  and  harmony  (or  theory)  for  those  who  have  special 
ability  and  those  electing  Glee  Club,  Orchestra  or  Band.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Drawing  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1923. 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  Drawing  course  in  all  grades, 
the  teachers  following  typewritten  outlines  given  to  them  each  month. 
The  work  has  been  more  uniform  since  September,  since  the  supervisor 
has  visited  all  Grade  I-IV  rooms  and  the  assistant,  Miss  Leonora  Bradford, 
has  had  charge  of  the  Junior  High  grades.  She  has  supervised  in  Grade 
YII  and  taught  all  drawing  lessons  in  Grade  VIII. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  shown  in  the  Grade  VIII  work. 
All  the  drawing  has  been  done  in  one  room,  which  has  obviated  the  necessity 
of  carrying  materials  from  one  room  to  another,  as  formerly.  The  drawing 
was  correlated  for  several  weeks  with  the  geography  in  the  study  of  Japan 
and  this  proved  especially  interesting.  A  short  course  in  foush  or  tening 
and  perspective  is  soon  to  be  given. 

Poster  work  has  proved  to  be  a  practical  problem  in  many  grades.  A 
poster  serves  a  double  purpose.  It  attracts  the  attention  of  the  observer 
by  its  attractive  coloring  or  decoration  and  by  brief  slogans  or  statements 
impresses  certain  facts  upon  the  minds  of  the  observer  and  the  maker  of 
the  poster.  In  several  grades  these  took  the  form  of  Health  posters.  In 
Grade  VI  each  pupil  planned  his  own  slogan  and  picture,  a  few  planning 
the  best  being  allowed  to  make  large  ones  for  the  school  nurses,  to  be  hung 
in  their  offices  or  the  corridors  of  the  school.  In  Grades  VII  and  IX 
“Kindness  to  Animals”  posters  were  made,  several  of  them  being  shown  in 
the  Boston  Fublic  Library  last  April.  In  Grade  VII,  “Shop  Early” 
Christmas  posters  and  some  emphasizing  the  need  of  a  new  school  building 
were  made.  In  the  Senior  High,  the  posters  advertised  the  various  school 
activities  and  plays,  as  well  as  several  affairs  held  outside  the  school  for 
charitable  purposes. 

The  High  School  drawing  course  has  included  nature  work  in  pastel  and 
water  color,  the  designing  of  monograms,  Christmas  gifts  decorated  with 
enamel  paints,  curtain  pulls,  parchment  lamp  shades,  charcoal  light  and 
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shade,  pastel  and  wax  crayon  landscapes  on  canvas  resembling  oil  paint- 
ints,  etc.  A  very  convenient  cabinet,  with  locked  drawers  and  shelves 
and  spaces  for  each  pupil  to  keep  his  own  drawing  board  and  portfolio,  is 
being  constructed  by  the  Manual  Training  Department.  This  will  add 
much  to  the  efficiency  and  convenience  of  the  Drawing  Department  as  a 
whole.  Grade  VI  classes  this  year  are  better  able  to  measure  accurately 
and  quickly  than  before.  This  is  perhaps  due  to  the  cardboard  construction 
which  the  boys  received  last  year  while  the  girls  were  sewing.  Practically 
the  same  course  in  this  work  has  been  followed.  Objects  made  after  last 
year’s  report  was  written  included  memorandum  pads,  picture  puzzles  on 
cardboard,  with  a  case  in  which  to  keep  them  and  folding  checkerboards 
with  checkers  made  of  painted  wooden  button-molds. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  teachers,  principals  and  superintendent.

The  Evening  School  was  organized  October  8th.  Up  to  February  1st 
the  total  number  of  registrations  was  297 — an  increase  .of  nine  over  last 
year’s  registration,  distributed  as  follows:

The  School  has  employed  twelve  teachers.  The  heaviest  enrollment  was 
as  usual  in  the  English  Language  classes;  of  the  total  number  registered, 
seventy-six  were  minors,  an  unusually  large  percentage  of  the  whole. 

Up  to  the  Christmas  intermission  the  attendance  was  extremely 
good;  but  since  that  time  has  fallen  off  very  badly.  The  chief  reason 
seems  to  be  that  there  are  too  many  outside  attractions  that  members 
prefer.  The  typewriting  class,  which  at  the  end  of  October  had  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  thirty-two,  had  dwindled  by  this  time  to  eleven  faithful  ones 
who  took  it  seriously  enough  to  want  to  stay  and  make  something  of  it. 
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If  numbers  are  to  be  made  the  criterion  for  establishing  classes  and 
bearing  the  expense  of  keeping  them  in  existence,  some  of  these  courses 
should  never  be  offered.  For,  however  good  the  initial  enrollment,  there 
never  seems  to  be  interest  enough  to  keep  them  going  the  full  time,  and 
year  after  year  they  are  opened  only  to  be  discontinued  about  the  middle 
of  the  Evening  School  term. 

In  the  case  of  the  Mechanical  Drawing  class,  I  should  recommend  the 
idea  back  of  this  be  changed.  I  do  not  think  that  what  these  men  want  is 
to  learn  to  make  drawings,  but  to  learn  to  read  one  that  some  one  else  has 
made.  Many  of  them  are  mechanics  who  frequently  are  called  upon  to 
build  according  to  a  drawing  or  plan  which  is  put  into  their  hands.  And 
what  they  need  is  not  so  much  the  ability  to  make  a  drawing  as  the  ability 
to  work  from  such  a  drawing.  Change  the  course,  therefore,  to  reading 
blue  prints  and  plans,  rather  than  the  making  of  blue  prints  and  plans. 
The  State  has  such  a  course,  and  possibly  it  might  fit  the  needs  here  rather 
than  what  we  have. 

We  have  had  a  Cooking  class  this  winter  in  addition  to  the  other  practical 
arts  classes.  The  enrollment  in  this  class  has  been  twenty-four.  These 
three  groups.  Cooking,  Dressmaking  and  Millinery,  have  been  under  State 
supervision.  The  inspector  from  the  Department  has  visited  the  School, 
and  expressed  her  approval  of  conditions  as  she  found  them.  Aside  from 
the  work  in  the  English  Language  classes,  the  three  have  been  the  most 
successful  of  the  winter.

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  March  11,  A.  D. 
1924,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  H.  Eugene  Rice,  Eugene 
Endicott  and  Harold  W.  Baker,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service 
of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  William  J.  Barrett,  Constable  of 
Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  this  Warrant 
and  the  action  taken  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  alteration  of  Cottage 
Street,  an  existing  town  way,  as  made,  laid  out  and  reported  by  the  Select¬ 
men  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  meet  the  expense  thereof, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  full  power 
and  authority  to  alter  and  amend  from  time  to  time  existing  regulations 
of  the  Norwood  Water  Works,  so  called,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the 
matter. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize. 

Article  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Municipal 
Memorial  Building. 

Voted:  To  accept  the  following  report: 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood  in  Town  Meeting  assembled ,  March  20,  1924: 

Your  Committee  has  from  the  date  it  was  appointed  given  considerable 
time  and  thought  to  the  selecting  of  an  ideal  location  for  this  Municipal 
Memorial  Building.  It  was  unanimously  felt  by  the  Committee  that  if 
the  Town  could  secure  that  part  of  the  land  owned  by  the  Norwood  Hous¬ 
ing  Association  in  Norwood  Square  and  bounded  by  Washington  Street, 
Nahatan  Street,  Broadway  and  the  proposed  Cottage  Street  Extension 
and  use  it  all  for  this  purpose,  that  it  would  make  a  wonderful  develop¬ 
ment  for  the  civic  center  of  the  Town. 

The  plan  was  laid  before  the  previous  boards  of  Selectmen  and  Town 
Planning  Commissioners  some  time  ago,  and  the  Town  Manager  was 
directed  to  make  a  survey  and  prepare  a  map  of  the  same,  which  he  did 
and  which  met  with  the  approval  of  these  boards. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  the  needs  of  the  School  Department  became 
very  pressing  and  as  you  know  a  large  sum  of  money  is  now  about  to  be 
appropriated  for  a  new  high  school  building,  and  more  money  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  needed  in  a  few  years  to  extend  the  same  project,  as  well  as 
to  make  necessary  additions  to  some  of  the  other  school  buildings  in  various 
parts  of  the  Town. 

It  can,  therefore,  easily  be  understood  in  the  light  of  these  recent  devel¬ 
opments  that  the  Town  is  going  to  be  hard  pressed  for  money  for  several 
years  to  come.  Much  as  we  would  like  to  see  this  Municipal  Building 
built  on  the  land  just  referred  to,  nevertheless  we  fully  realize  that  it  is 
too  great  a  financial  burden  to  ask  the  citizens  to  bear  at  this  time,  es¬ 
pecially  as  the  Town  already  owns  a  town  lot  which  many  of  our  citizens 
feel  should  be  utilized  for  this  purpose.  Furthermore,  the  present  town 
office  building  has  never  been  considered  but  a  temporary  makeshift,  and 
not  only  is  it  entirely  inadequate  in  every  way  to  carry  on  the  Town's 
business  properly,  but  it  is  also  absolutely  dangerous  as  it  offers  no  protec¬ 
tion  against  fire  of  public  records  of  all  kinds  that  have  a  priceless  value. 

This  Committee,  therefore,  does  not  wish  to  be  responsible  in  any  way 
whatsoever  in  delaying  this  matter,  and  desires  at  this  time  to  urge  upon 
the  citizens  the  utmost  necessity  of  going  ahead  at  once  and  planning  for 
this  building  on  the  present  town  lot  as  soon  as  the  finances  of  the  Town 
will  permit.  We  are  not  going  to  ask  the  Town  to  appropriate  the  money 
for  this  building  tonight,  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  Town  has  no  money 
avialable,  but  we  are  going  to  ask  that  a  sum  be  appropriated  sufficient

to  allow  the  Committee  the  opportunity  of  having  plans  prepared  and 
estimates  obtained,  and  in  this  way  have  the  matter  well  laid  out  so  that 
if  the  Town  is  ready  next  year  to  provide  money  for  the  building,  every¬ 
thing  will  be  in  shape  to  start  on  the  same. 

The  Finance  Commission  will  we  understand  subsequently  offer  a  mo¬ 
tion  covering  the  foregoing  recommendation. 

If  this  Committee  is  delegated  by  the  Town  to  have  charge  of  this  work, 
then  of  course  the  responsibility  will  rest  with  them;  nevertheless,  in 
proceeding  with  this  undertaking,  your  Committee  propose  to  work  in 
close  cooperation  and  harmony  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance 
Commission,  so  that  in  planning  this  building  all  the  needs  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  Town  may  be  carefully  considered  and  provided  for 
and  the  plans  as  they  are  being  prepared  will  be  gone  over  carefully  from 
time  to  time  with  these  boards,  so  that  when  they  are  presented  to  the  Town 
for  final  action  and  approval,  they  will  already  have  had  the  thorough 
scrutiny  and  mature  consideration  of  all  three  commissions.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
October  20,  1924 

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  October  10, 
1924,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Harold 
W.  Baker,  H.  Eugene  Rice  and  Eugene  Endicott,  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 
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the  proper  service  of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  Thomas  C. 
Lydon,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  this  Warrant 
and  the  action  taken  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  what  sum  or  sums  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town  will 
vote  to  appropriate  from  revenues  of  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  De¬ 
partment  to  reimburse  the  Town  Treasury  for  funds  appropriated  by 
taxation  and  expended  by  said  department  in  previous  years. 

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  ($12,500)  dollars 
be  appropriated  from  the  surplus  cash  revenue  of  the  Municipal  Electric 
Light  Department  to  reimburse  to  that  extent  the  Town  Treasury  for 
funds  appropriated  by  taxation  and  expended  by  said  department  in 
previous  years  for  note  payments,  and  further  voted  that  said  sum  so 
appropriated  be  set  up  in  the  accounts  of  the  Municipal  Electric  Light 
Department  and  he  held  to  be  an  offset  to  liabilities  in  said  department  for 
funds  appropriated  by  taxation. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  allow  as  public 
ways  two  new  ways,  one  extending  from  Washington  Street  to  Broadway, 
shown  as  Cottage  Street,  East  and  the  other  extending  from  Nahatan  and 
Market  Streets  to  said  new  way  shown  as  Cottage  Street  East,  and  shown 
as  Proposed  Street,  or  either  of  them  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  to 
accept  and  allow  an  alteration  and  relocation  of  a  portion  of  Central 
Street  as  made,  laid  out,  altered  and  relocated  by  the  Selectmen  with  a 
discontinuance  of  a  certain  portion  of  said  Central  Street  because  of  said 
alteration  and  relocation,  and  to  accept  and  allow  an  alteration  by  widening 
of  a  portion  of  Nahatan  Street  extending  from  Broadway  to  said  new 
Proposed  Street,  so  called,  as  laid  out  and  altered  by  the  Selectmen,  each 
and  all  as  reported  by  the  Selectmen,  and  raise  and  borrow  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  or  sums  sufficient  to  meet  the  estimated  expense  of  laying 
out  and  constructing  said  new  ways  and  of  laying  out  and  relocating  said 
portion  of  Central  Street  and  of  altering  by  widening  said  portion  of  Na¬ 
hatan  Street,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  accept  and  allow,  under  the  provisions  of  law  authorizing 
the  assessment  of  betterments,  said  layouts,  alterations,  relocations  and 
discontinuance,  and  further  voted  to  appropriate  from  funds  in  the  Treas¬ 
ury  the  sum  of  $6,500.00  and  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of  $36,000.00  and 
to  direct  that  easements  be  taken  by  right  of  Eminent  Domain. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  alteration  by  widen¬ 
ing  of  a  portion  of  Market  Street  as  made,  laid  out  and  reported  by  the 
Selectmen,  and  raise  or  borrow  and  appropriate  money  to  meet  the  esti¬ 
mated  expense  of  the  same,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  accept  said  alteration  as  laid  out.  (No  appropriation.) 
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Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  certain  portion 
of  the  existing  Central  Street,  extending  from  Nahatan  Street  widened  as 
proposed  to  a  proposed  new  way  extending  from  Washington  Street  to 
Broadway  to  be  known  as  Cottage  Street  East  or  by  other  name  as  voted 
and  reported  by  the  Selectmen,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  discontinue  as  reported. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  allow  as  a  Public 
Park  a  certain  parcel  of  land  considered  desirable  therefor  as  located, 
laid  out  and  taken  in  fee  for  the  purpose  and  reported  by  the  Selectmen, 
and  to  raise  and  borrow  and  appropriate  sums  of  money  sufficient  for  the 
estimated  expense  thereof  and  of  the  improvement  of  said  park,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  accept  and  allow  and  direct  that  said  parcel  as  laid  out  be 
taken  in  fee,  the  sum  of  $(5,000  appropriated  from  general  funds  in  the 
treasury,  the  sum  of  $29,000  be  borrowed  and  appropriated  for  said  pur¬ 
pose.

Article  IV  of  the  articles  of  amendment  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Article  LVII  of  said  amendments 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “Change  of  name 
shall  render  the  commission  void,  but  shall  not  prevent  reappointment 
under  the  new  name,”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  words: 
Upon  the  change  of  name  of  any  woman,  she  shall  re-register  under  her 
new  name  and  shall  pay  such  fee  therefor  as  shall  be  established  by  the 
general  court. 

“Laws  submitted  upon  Referendum  and  after  passage.” 

Acceptance  of  Chapter  370,  Acts  of  1923,  entitled, 

“An  act  relative  to  intoxicating  liquors  and  certain  non-intoxicating 
beverages.”

“An  Act  to  ascertain  the  opinion  of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  to  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  empowering  the  Congress  to  limit,  regulate  and  prohibit 
the  labor  of  persons  under  eighteen  years  of  age.”

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  December  16, 
1924,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  H.  Eugene  Rice,  Eugene  Endi- 
cott  and  Harold  W.  Baker,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of 
which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  J.  Irving  Reid,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  this  Warrant 
and  the  action  taken  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Sec¬ 
tions  32  to  47  inclusive  ot  Chapter  147  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to 
licensed  boxing  matches. 

(On  petition  of  Charles  R.  Donnell,  50  Oak  Road  and  others.) 

Motion  offered  that  the  provisions  of  Section  32  to  47  inclusive  of  Chap¬ 
ter  147  of  the  General  Laws  be  accepted. 

Substitute  motion  offered  that  the  question  of  acceptance  of  said  sec¬ 
tions  be  submitted  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  January

Report  of  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the  ab¬ 
stracts  of  the  records  of  Town  Meetings,  together  with  the  records  of 
Vital  Statistics  reported  for  the  year  1924. 

Financial  Report — Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold  W. 
Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree 
with  the  Accountant’s  Books  and  Records  as  shown.  All  statements  of 
uncollected  accounts  have  been  verified  as  to  detail  items. 

I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand  December  31,  1924,  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as 
Treasurer  and  Collector  equals  an  amount  as  shown  in  the  Accountant’s 
statement  that  his  cash  balance  on  December  31,  1924,  was  $86,819.66. 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  each  month  the 
accounts  of  Frederick  S.  Barton  as  to  sales  and  collections  have  been  ex¬ 
amined  and  I  find  that  he  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all 
collections  shown  in  the  sales  account  of  this  department. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  collections  of  Harry  M.  King 
as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  have  been  examined,  and  he  has  de¬ 
posited  with  the  Treasurer  all  fees  which  appear  to  have  been  collected  by 
his  department. 

Morrill  Memorial  Library.  Alice  H.  Plimpton  Trust  Fund.  I  have 
examined  the  securities  in  the  possession  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  and  find  that  the  securities 
and  cash  on  hand  represent  the  amount  set  forth  in  this  report;  namely, 
$52,763.07.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 

January  1,  1925. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  General 
Manager  for  1924. 

A  resume  of  the  work  done  by  the  various  departments  under  my  direc¬ 
tion  follows: 

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley,  Superintendent 

Highway  Division 

With  the  yearly  increase  in  mileage  of  surfaced  streets,  and  the  greater 
number  of  automobiles  using  them,  the  task  and  cost  of  keeping  the  sur¬ 
faces  in  a  satisfactory  condition  becomes  correspondingly  greater.  Our 
macadam  streets  require  almost  continuous  patching,  and  even  the  granite 
block  paving  in  the  center  of  the  Town,  which  was  expected  to  last  fifty 
years,  with  little,  if  any,  expenditures  for  repairs,  is  beginning  to  break 
up  in  places  from  the  constant  pounding  of  heavy  trucks  passing  over  it. 
Either  large  sums  of  money  must  be  expended  for  more  suitable  streets 
or  the  speed  of  trucks  must  be  reduced  to  the  point  where  minimum  dam¬ 
age  will  result  from  the  hammering  effect  due  to  unevenness  of  the  surfaces. 

The  following  new  bituminous  macadam  construction  was  executed  by 
Town  forces  during  1924: 

Nahatan  Street  Washington  Street  to  Prospect  Street 
Phillips  Avenue  Walpole  Street  to  Winslow  Avenue 
Saunders  Road  Walpole  Street  to  Winslow  Avenue 
Marion  Avenue 
Charles  Street 


Street  Oiling 

Thirty-five  and  one-half  miles  of  streets  were  oiled  or  surface  treated. 
It  should  not  be  necessary  to  re-treat  many  of  the  streets  oiled  again  in 
1925.  Giavel  streets  treated  in  this  manner  furnish  a  very  satisfactory 
surface  for  light  vehicular  traffic  at  a  minimum  cost.  Sumner  and  Prospect 
Streets  are  examples  of  this  type  of  surfacing. 

Granolithic  Walks 

2174  sq.  yds.  of  cement  concrete  (granolithic)  sidewalks  w’ere  laid  by 
contract;  the  abutting  property  owners  paying  one-half  the  cost. 
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Snow  Removal 

To  expedite  the  opening  of  streets  after  snow  storms,  two  truck  snow 
plows  and  three  sidewalk  plows  were  added  to  our  equipment,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  were  completed  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  whereby 
we  secured  a  government  truck  with  plow  attached,  in  return  for  which 
we  are  expected  to  keep  the  State  Highways  open  before  using  the  truck 
on  the  other  streets  in  Town.  An  agreement  was  also  made  with  George 
H.  O’Brien  for  the  use  of  a  5-ton  tractor  with  plow  attached,  so  wre  feel 
confident  of  our  ability  to  open  streets  within  a  few  hours  after  storms. 

Collection  of  Ashes 

The  usual  custom  of  collecting  ashes  at  cost  to  our  residents  was  con¬ 
tinued. 

Crusher 

The  condition  of  the  Town  quarry  is  such  that  it  is  doubtful  if  it  would 
be  profitable  to  attempt  to  crush  all  of  the  stone  necessary  for  construc¬ 
tion  another  year.  It  is  probable  that  stone  can  be  purchased  from  some 
nearby  quarry  for  less  than  it  would  cost  to  crush,  but  it  would  be  difficult 
to  secure  stone  of  sizes  needed  and  as  required;  that  difficulty  can  be  over¬ 
come  by  crushing  enough  to  always  have  a  small  supply  on  hand  at  our 
own  quarry. 

Sewer  Division 

All  sewer  main  extensions  and  the  filter  bed  provided  for  in  the  annual 
budget  were  completed  within  the  year.  The  additional  filter  bed,  of 
approximately  one  acre  in  area,  gives  us  a  total  of  more  than  13  acres  now 
in  use. 

Ninety-seven  new  house  services  were  added  to  the  system,  making  the 
total  to  date  1507. 

The  entire  system  was  thoroughly  ceaned  and  the  beds  are  in  excellent 
condition,  but  should  be  brought  up  to  their  original  level  by  adding  sand 
during  the  coming  year.  Theoretically,  three  acres  more  are  required  to 
properly  treat  the  amount  of  sewage  being  discharged  by  the  Town  at  the 
present  time. 

Owing  to  the  extremely  low  level  of  the  Neponset  River  during  the  long 
dry  season  prior  to  September,  we  were  obliged  to  add  nitrate  of  soda  to 
the  effluent  in  order  to  maintain  the  oxygen  content  necessary  to  prevent 
putrefaction  in  the  river,  which  would  result  in  sending  off  offensive  odors. 
The  large  industries  on  the  river  showed  a  commendable  spirit  of  coopera¬ 
tion  by  joining  with  the  Town  in  treating  the  effluent  from  their  plants 
likewise. 

Overflowing  of  manholes  in  the  streets  on  several  occasions  during  severe 
rainstorms  probably  indicates  that  an  additional  main  will  have  to  be 
installed  between  Willow  Street  and  Dean  Street  in  the  near  future.  The 
work  done  on  this  line  in  the  past  two  years  has  greatly  relieved  the  con¬ 
dition,  but  not  entirely  as  was  expected. 
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The  pumping  station  has  been  maintained  in  first-class  condition.

Drains 


Street  drainage  has  been  much  improved  by  the  construction  of  a  20-in. 
pipe  line  in  Oolah  Avenue  which  carries  the  street  water  from  the  vicinity 
of  Chapel  Street,  Winslow  Avenue  and  Walpole  Street;  and  a  drain  in 
Vernon  Street  from  Beech  to  Washington  Streets,  doing  away  with  the 
continual  washing  away  of  the  gutters  in  summer  and  icy  condition  in 
winter.  Drainage  conditions  at  Washington  Street  and  Oolah  Avenue, 
Winslow  Avenue  and  Saunders  Road,  Washington  and  East  Hoyle  Streets, 
and  Mylod  Street  have  been  remedied  by  constructing  catch  basins  with 
suitable  outlets. 

All  open  drains  were  properly  cleaned  during  the  late  fall  and  should 
well  care  for  the  spring  floods. 

Catch  basins  were  cleaned  as  often  as  was  necessary. 


Water  Division 

The  past  year  was  the  driest  in  point  of  rainfall  in  the  history  of  the 
water  works;  the  average  rainfall  being  7\"  below  normal.  In  spite  of  the 
deficiency,  we  were  able  to  supply  the  demand  without  serious  concern 
by  operating  both  stations  when  the  water  was  low  or  demand  required. 
The  situation  is  such,  however,  that  we  have  started  further  investigations 
to  determine  if  an  additional  supply  can  be  secured  within  our  confines. 
Walpole  officials  have  assured  us  that  in  the  event  of  a  shortage  that  Town 
will  be  glad  to  supply  Norwood  with  water  up  to  2,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  entire  system  was  gone  over  carefully  to  locate  and  repair  leaks  in 
order  to  conserve  as  much  water  as  possible.  Eighteen  such  leaks  in  main 
joints  and  forty  service  leaks  were  discovered  and  repaired.  Until  the 
use  of  the  present  pumps  at  Westwood  is  discontinued,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  watch  closely  for  leaks,  due  to  the  pulsating  action  loosening  and  forcing 
out  the  lead  joints  in  the  mains. 

The  policy  of  cleaning  about  four  miles  of  mains  was  continued,  and 
from  the  comparatively  few  complaints  about  dirty  water,  we  feel  that 
through  a  continuance  of  this  practice  for  a  few  years  more  the  cause  of 
the  complaints  will  be  completely  removed.

A  thorough  examination  of  all  fire  hydrants  was  made  and  all  defective 
hydrants  found  were  repaired  or  replaced.  All  hydrants  were  painted, 
orange  cblor  being  used  for  the  tops  to  increase  their  visibility. 

Considerable  damage  was  caused  by  autos  colliding  with  hydrants,  but 
in  most  cases  the  persons  responsible  were  known  and  paid  the  cost  of 
repairs.  New  hydrants  were  installed  in  the  following  places: 

Douglass  Avenue — half  way  between  Washington  St.  and  Winslow  Ave. 

East  Hoyle  Street — corner  of  Broadway. 

Heaton  Avenue — corner  of  Pond  Avenue. 

Walpole  Street — end  of  Main  (Walpole  end).

Mountain  Avenue — about  250  feet  from  Willowwood  Street. 

Morse  Street — near  Neponset  River,  west  side. 

Oolah  Avenue — about  400  feet  from  Washington  Street. 

Pumps  were  operated  on  an  average  of  twenty  hours  daily  throughout 
the  year,  one-eighth  of  the  time  at  the  Westwood  Station.  The  average 
consumption  per  inhabitant  based  on  a  population  of  14,000  was  79 
gallons  per  day,  which  is  low  considering  the  amount  of  water  used  by  our 
industries,  and  indicates  absence  of  any  large  or  great  number  of  leaks. 

Considerable  trouble  has  been  encountered  with  the  pumping  machinery 
at  the  Ellis  Station,  due,  we  believe,  to  the  great  strain  on  the  pumps  by 
reason  of  low  condition  of  the  water  in  the  wells.  The  matter  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  manufacturers  of  the  pumps  in  an  endeavor  to  overcome 
the  trouble  if  possible. 

We  were  compelled  to  retube  one  of  the  boilers  at  the  Westwood  Station, 
and  will  soon  have  to  retube  the  other. 

We  again  urge  the  installation  of  electrically  driven  centrifugal  pumps 
at  Westwood.  The  change  will  result  in  a  saving  in  operating  cost,  a  large 
economic  saving  in  plumbing  fixtures,  meters  and  piping,  and  do  away  with 
the  pulsations  which  are  so  objectionable  in  many  parts  of  the  Town. 
Such  an  installation  can  be  made  without  removing  the  present  steam  plant, 
which  should  be  maintained  in  case  of  a  breakdown  in  the  electric  power 
service. 

New  gutters  and  downspouts  were  put  up  on  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station, 
and  all  broken  slates  on  the  roof  replaced. 

Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  Slattery  for  beautifying  the  grounds  by  setting 
out  young  evergieens,  shrubbery  and  flowering  plants,  which  have  added 
very  much  to  the  general  appearance  of  the  place. 

New  Method  of  Cleaning  Wells 

Compressed  air,  instead  of  steam  or  water,  was  used  for  cleaning  the 
wells  last  year  by  use  of  inserting  a  small  pipe  to  which  the  air  hose  is  at 
tached  into  the  strainers  and  fitting  the  well  with  an  air-tight  cap.  Air 
from  a  compressor  is  forced  into  the  well  to  dislodge  the  small  particles  of 
sand  that  accumulate  around  and  clog  the  strainers.  A  small  hand  pump 
is  then  attached  and  the  loosened  sand  pumped  out  with  the  water.  The 
operation  is  repeated  until  the  well  yields  freely.  This  method  is  new  and 
has  resulted  in  increasing  the  yield  of  the  wells  and  reducing  the  cost  of 
cleaning.  All  wells  were  cleaned  twice  during  the  year. 

PARKS 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  sentiment  in  Town  that  more  attention 
should  be  paid  to  the  development  of  public  parks  and  playgrounds  than 
has  been  done  heretofore.  Because  of  this  sentiment  a  few  of  our  public- 
spirited  citizens  organized  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  interest  in  that 
worthy  object,  and  to  assist  as  far  as  possible  by  contributing  time  and 
money  in  improving  some  tracts  of  land  already  owned  by  the  Town. 
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Bond  Street  Park 

Improvement  of  the  park  on  Bond  Street,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  High 
School,  is  a  notable  example  of  what  can  be  accomplished.  The  lot  has 
been  graded,  laid  out,  and  planted  in  accordance  with  a  predetermined 
plan  approved  by  a  well-known  landscape  architect  and  authority  on  parks 
and  playgrounds.  The  lot  was  purchased  about  eight  years  ago,  but 
nothing  had  been  done  to  improve  it  until  Dr.  Cleveland  took  hold  of  the 
proposition  to  demonstrate  what  could  be  done  in  various  parts  of  the  Town 
by  a  little  cooperation. 

Charles  W.  Eliot  Park 

A  survey  was  made  and  plan  prepared  by  the  Engineering  Department 
in  consultation  with  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Shurtleff,  Landscape  Architect,  for  the 
development  of  the  parcel  of  land  in  the  rear  of  the  Balch  School,  given 
to  the  Town  by  Honorable  Charles  Sumner  Bird.  The  plan  provides  for 
an  athletic  field  which  can  be  flooded  for  skating  in  the  winter,  wading 
pool,  playgrounds  and  field  house,  and  a  section  well  shaded  set  apart  as  a 
recreation  spot  for  women  and  small  children. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Bird  the  park  will  be  known  as  "Charles  W.  Eliot 
Park”  in  honor  of  Charles  W.  Eliot,  President  Emeritus  of  Harvard  Col¬ 
lege. 

Shattuck  Park 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  December  29,  1924,  Mrs.  Emma  L. 
Shattuck  presented  to  the  Town,  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  Edmund 
J.  Shattuck,  a  tract  of  approximately  ten  acres  at  the  head  of  Bond  Street 
to  be  used  for  park  purposes. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  G.  A.  Smith,  Engineer 

The  demand  for  engineering  services  by  the  various  Town  Departments 
and  Committees  continues  to  grow,  and  it  probably  will  not  be  long  before 
an  additional  assistant,  on  part  time  basis,  will  be  required  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mand. 

It  is  highly  important  that  all  construction  work  and  planning  be  done 
on  a  scientific  basis,  and  that  records  and  plans  of  work  be  made  and  kept 
available  at  all  times.  The  department  has  rendered  services  which  could 
not  be  duplicated  privately  for  many  times  the  cost,  and  is  available  for 
advice  to  all  Town  Officials  or  Departments  at  all  times.

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  F.  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

The  Town  Accountant’s  Report  shows  that  a  substantial  profit  was 
earned  by  the  Light  Department  in  1924. 

Due  to  business  conditions,  less  power  was  required  by  some  of  our 
industries  than  in  the  preceding  year.  New  business,  however,  nearly 
compensated  for  the  loss,  and  a  gradual  reduction  of  the  coal  clause  in  our 
contract  with  the  Edison  Company  resulted  in  a  saving  of  about  $8000.00 
in  the  purchase  of  power. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  new  customers  were  added  to  our  lines, 
and  eleven  new  street  lights  were  installed. 

One  hundred  and  one  new  poles  were  set,  replacing  small  or  decayed 
poles,  and  two  hundred  and  nine  cross-arms  attached. 

There  were  fourteen  interruptions  in  service  of  from  two  to  thirteen 
minutes  duration  during  the*year,  due  to  breaks  in  the  machinery  or  lines 
of  the  Edison  Company. 

One  of  our  large  voltage  regulators  was  burned  out  in  October  which 
necessitated  the  rewinding  of  the  regulator  and  a  set  of  new  coils.  The 
cost  of  repairs,  $1250.00,  was  paid  by  The  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspec¬ 
tion  and  Insurance  Company. 

We  continue  to  furnish  power  for  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street 
Railway  Company. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  William  C.  Kindelan,  Chief 

One  new  police  officer  was  added  to  the  force  in  April;  the  organization 
now  numbering  thirteen  men,  including  the  Chief  and  Sergeant. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-two,  or  seventy-eight  more  arrests  were  made 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  as  shown  below. 

The  liquor  situation  has  been  held  down  by  diligent  work,  and  less  in¬ 
toxication  is  evident  than  ever  before. 

The  Town  has  been  patrolled  as  extensively  as  the  number  of  officers 
would  permit;  the  outlying  sections  being  covered  by  the  motorcycle 
officer  when  weather  conditions  would  allow. 

Automobile  traffic  regulations  have  added  to  the  work  of  the  department, 
more  than  25%  of  the  total  arrests  being  for  violation  of  auto  laws. 

The  total  amount  of  fines  paid  was  $5,940.00,  of  which  $2,400.00  was 
for  liquor  cases.

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CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Geo.  A.  Smith,  Superintendent 

Very  little  work  in  the  way  of  new  development  was  undertaken  this 
year,  it  being  felt  that  we  were  far  enough  ahead  of  our  actual  needs  to 
warrant  a  curtailment  for  a  year. 

We  now  have  available  37  lots  and  73  single  graves  in  the  Protestant 
section,  and  26  lots  and  about  167  single  graves  in  the  Catholic  section. 

There  were  148  interments  during  the  year. 

A  hedge  of  Norway  spruce  was  set  out  along  the  main  drive  in  the  Old 
Parish  Cemetery  which  will  eventually  hide  the  back  yards  of  the  buildings 
along  Railroad  Avenue. 

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  W.  A.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

Nature  has  come  to  our  aid  in  suppressing  the  gypsy  moth,  the  so-called 
“Wilt”  disease  killing  them  in  large  numbers  during  the  past  season  so  that 
we  have  no  infestations  of  a  serious  character  at  the  present  time. 

There  are  still  a  few  small  areas  scattered  about  Town  where  there  are 
brown  tail  moths,  but  these  should  be  easily  cleaned  out. 

A  new  pest  (in  this  vicinity)  known  as  the  Satin  Moth,  so  called  from  its 
satin  like  appearance,  was  found  during  the  summer  wherever  there  were 
poplars  or  willows,  these  being  the  only  trees  on  which  it  was  found,  and 
apparently  confining  its  feeding  to  these  varieties.  The  nests,  or  egg 
clusters,  are  similar  to  those  of  the  gypsy  moth,  only  whiter  and  smaller. 
They  should  be  painted  with  creosote  when  found,  and  the  trees  sprayed 
with  arsenate  of  lead  just  as  soon  as  the  leaves  appear  in  the  spring.

One  hundred  were  purchased,  but  nine  were  stolen  during  the  time  they 
were  being  set  out. 

Town  Nursery 

One  thousand  each  of  White  and  Red  Pine,  Norway  Spruce,  Sugar 
Maples,  and  50  White  Birch  seedlings  were  set  out  for  future  use  on  our 
streets.  The  trees  set  out  in  previous  years  are  growing  nicely  and  should 
make  a  very  attractive  grove  in  a  few  years. 

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

Mr.  H.  W.  King,  Sealer 

At  the  request  of  the  officials  of  Westwood,  Mr.  King  was  permitted  to 
serve  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the  Town.  Subsequently,  the 
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State  Commissioner  of  Standards  combined  the  Towns  of  Norwood  and 
Westwood  ipto  district  D-l-24;  the  first  official  dual  district  to  be  es¬ 
tablished  under  the  law  in  the  State. 

Norwood  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  character  of  its  merchants, 
for  out  of  the  inspections  made,  numbering  571,  but  fourteen  were  found  to 
be  short  weight  and  those  only  slightly  so,  due  probably  to  evaporation  of 
moisture  in  the  contents;  while  on  the  other  hand,  forty-three  packages 
were  found  to  be  over  weight.  But  three  scales,  out  of  261  tested,  were 
found  to  be  weighing  incorrectly. 

INSURANCE 

At  our  request  a  survey  of  all  our  public  buildings  was  made  by  The 
New  England  Insurance  Exchange  with  a  view  of  securing  a  lower  rate  of 
insurance.  As  a  result  of  the  survey  several  recommendations  were  made 
by  the  Exchange,  which  when  carried  out  resulted  in  our  being  re-rated  on 
a  lower  basis.  We  subsequently  received  refunds  on  premiums  paid  to 
the  amount  of  $585.00.  The  new  rate  will  save  $310.00  annually  in 
premiums. 

Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  Frank  A.  Morrill  for  valuable  assistance  given  in 
securing  the  new  rating.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1924 

January  13  ,1925. 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1924. 

There  were  held  45  regular  meetings  and  four  special  meetings. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  January  21,  1924,  Mr.  Harold  W. 
Baker  and  Mr.  Eugene  Endicott  were  elected  Selectmen  in  succession  to 
Mr.  Frank  G.  Allen  and  Mr.  Walter  F.  Tilton,  retiring  members  who  de¬ 
clined  to  be  candidates  for  re-election.  We  wish  to  record  the  fact  that 
Lieutenant-Governor  Allen  served  as  Selectman  for  nine  consecutive  years, 
during  all  of  which  he  was  Chairman  by  the  unanimous  choice  of  the 
members,  and  that  Mr.  Tilton  completed  six  years  of  consecutive  service. 
Both  sesved  the  Town  with  great  fidelity  and  gave  to  its  affairs  the  benefit 
of  their  excellent  judgment  and  broad  business  experience.  Much  of  the 
success  which  has  attended  the  administration  of  the  new  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  is  attributable  to  their  devoted  and  conscientious  service. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  by  the  election  of  Thomas  B. 
Mulvehill  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Pender- 
gast  was  also  reappointed  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’  Benefits  Agent.

Transient  Vendors,  Bowling  Alleys,  Local  Peddling.  Action  by  way  of 
recommendation  was  taken  as  to  licenses  to  peddle  on  applications  by 
various  parties  to  Director  of  Standards. 

Permits  were  granted  for  street  openings,  awnings,  sidewalk  obstruction, 
street  business  signs,  street  sales  by  American  Legion  Post  No.  70,  open  air 
public  meetings  and  pole  removals. 

On  May  27,  1924  the  following  action  was  taken  as  to  future  carnivals  in 
view  of  facts  and  complaints  which  had  been  presented,  viz. :  “No  exhibition 
of  fireworks  shall  be  held  later  than  the  hour  of  10.30  o’clock  in  the  evening, 
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and  that  no  aerial  bombs  be  used  in  these  exhibitions,  and  that  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  be  requested  to  issue  permits  for  future 
exhibitions  only  in  accordance  with  this  vote.” 

Police  Department  Salaries 

On  June  16,  1924,  after  careful  study  of  the  matter  it  was  determined  that 
the  annual  salary  of  the  Chief  of  Police  should  be  increased  by  one  hundred 
dollars  to  the  sum  of  $2900  and  that  of  the  Sergeant  by  one  hundred  dollars 
to  the  sum  of  $2200  and  the  salaries  of  the  patrolmen  should  be  increased 
as  to  the  minimum  from  $1400  to  $1600  and  as  to  the  maximum  from  $1800 
to  $1900  and  that  future  increases  as  to  patrolmen  within  the  minimum 
and  maximum  limits  be  made  in  steps  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  said 
increases  to  be  effective  as  of  June  1,  1924.  It  was  then  voted  that  these 
salaries  be  recommended  to  the  Town  for  acceptance  at  the  next  special 
Town  Meeting  to  be  held  as  establishing  the  compensation  of  the  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  police  department. 

Park  Commissioners  Regulations 

The  following  regulations  were  established  with  respect  to  the  park  lot 
located  northerly  from  Bond  Street  and  easterly  from  Walpole  Street  and 
adjoining  the  Hartwell,  Folan  and  Bigelow  properties,  viz.,  that  said  park 
lot  shall  be  available  to  pupils  of  the  Washington  Street  High  School  of 
Senior  Grades  for  recreational  purposes  during  school  hours. 

Walpole  Sewerage  System  Legislation 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  plan  for  sewerage  disposal 
of  the  Town  of  Walpole  which  involved  use  of  land  in  Norwood  near  the 
Neponset  River  for  filter  beds  and  which  plan  is  embodied  in  a  Bill  referred 
to  the  legislature  of  1925  for  action. 

It  was  determined  after  conferences  with  Walpole  officials  that  direction 
be  obtained  from  the  voters  by  a  suitable  article  in  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  for  1925  as  to  their  attitude  towards  the  proposed  legislation. 

Norwood  Square  Development 

Intensive  study  over  a  considerable  period  was  given  to  the  problems  in¬ 
volved  in  the  development  of  Norwood  Square  and  various  conferences 
were  held  with  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Special 
Committee  appointed  to  deal  with  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc., 
relative  to  the  land  desired,  and  conferences  were  also  held  with  experts  and 
others.  When  a  decision  was  reached  as  to  the  extent  and  character  of  the 
scheme  of  development  in  the  light  of  the  expense  involved,  the  necessary 
plans,  hearings,  notices,  articles,  votes,  orders  of  taking,  awards  and  other 
legal  steps  were  taken  under  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel  whereby  a  portion 
of  Market  Street  was  altered  by  widening  and  a  portion  of  Nahatan  Street 
between  Market  Street  and  Broadway  was  altered  by  widening,  a  new  way 
known  as  Cottage  Street  East  was  laid  out  from  Washington  Street  to 
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Broadway  and  another  new  way  was  laid  out  from  Nahatan  Street  to  said 
Cottage  Street  East,  and  Central  Street  was  relocated  and  altered  in  part 
by  widening  and  a  substantial  area  extending  from  Market  Street  to  said 
last  mentioned  new  way  was  taken  and  located  as  a  public  park.  The 
street  layouts,  relocation  and  alterations  and  park  location  were  reported  to 
the  Town  for  acceptance  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  October  20,  1924, 
at  which  approval  of  the  program  was  given  and  the  layouts,  alterations 
and  locations  were  adopted.  Except  as  to  the  Market  Street  widening, 
action  was  taken  under  the  provision  of  law  authorizing  the  assessment  of 
betterments.  Much  consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of  probable 
benefits  and  estimates  were  prepared  and  filed  as  required  by  law. 

Following  favorable  action  by  the  Town,  entry  was  made  upon  the  parcels 
taken  and  the  sums  awarded  as  damages  were  accepted  and  paid  to  the 
Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  owner  of  the  most  of  the  parcels  of 
land  taken  and  releases  and  conveyances  of  title  were  given.  Myer  Dana 
another  land  owner,  also  accepted  and  was  paid  the  sum  awarded  to  him  as 
damages  and  gave  a  release  and  conveyance  of  title. 

This  matter  was  one  of  great  importance  as  to  the  future  of  the  business 
center  of  Norwood  for  many  years  to  come,  if  not  permanently,  and  its 
solution  through  the  friendly  cooperation  of  the  officials  of  the  Norwood 
Housing  Association,  Inc.,  and  through  the  valuable  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  Finance  Commission,  Planning  Board  and  Committee  on  Memorial 
Building  by  its  Chairman  Mr.  Francis  J.  Foley  in  a  manner  so  satisfactory 
to  the  voters  as  shown  by  the  unanimous  acceptance  of  the  program  at  the 
town  meeting  is  cause  of  deep  satisfaction. 

As  a  complete  report  with  detailed  explanatory  statements  was  made  to 
the  citizens  by  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Commission  and  as  the  principal 
papers  are  matters  of  record  no  further  detailed  statement  seems  necessary. 

Vehicle  Regulation 

The  parking  regulations  covering  the  use  of  vehicles  on  certain  streets  as 
established  on  December  15,  1919,  were  amended  by  action  taken  Septem¬ 
ber  14,  1924,  by  striking  out  Section  I  and  substituting  therefor  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  viz.: 

“Article  I.  No  person  shall  allow  a  vehicle  to  stand  on  Washington 
Street  between  Guild  Street  and  Railroad  Avenue,  between  the  hours  of 
three  o’clock  and  nine  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  for  a  period  longer  than  sixty 
minutes.” 

This  amendment  became  effective  upon  its  publication  in  the  Norwood 
Messenger  in  the  issue  of  Saturday,  September  20,  1924. 

MEMORIAL  TO  THE  LATE  ALFRED  N.  AMBROSE 

In  accordance  with  the  action  taken  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
October  20,  1924,  a  public  memorial  meeting  was  held  at  the  Premier 
Theatre  on  Sunday,  October  28,  1924,  at  which  appropriate  exercises  were 
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held  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The 
personnel  of  this  committee  was  as  follows:

W  e  mourn  the  loss  to  this  community  of  this  splendid  official  and  citizen 
who  was  such  a  potent  factor  for  the  progress  and  stability  of  our  Town 
in  the  important  field  which  as  publisher  and  editor  of  the  Norwood  Mes¬ 
senger,  our  local  newspaper,  and  as  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Ambrose 
Press,  Inc.,  he  occupied  so  creditably  for  a  long  time. 


Proposed  Zoning  By-Law 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Planning  Board  the  form  in  which  the  proposed 
zoning  by-law  should  be  submitted  to  the  Town  for  action  was  given  much 
attention  and  two  public  hearings  were  held  as  well  as  several  conferences 
with  officials  and  interested  parties  and  it  now  appears  that  a  draft  which 
will  have  general  approval  and  support  will  be  presented  as  an  early  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  1925. 

New  Water  Service  Regulations 

Under  Article  2  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on 
March  20,  1924,  the  Town  voted  to  give  the  Selectmen  full  power  and 
authority  to  alter  or  amend  from  time  to  time  existing  regulations  of  the 
Norwood  Water  Works  so-called.  Acting  under  this  authority  the  Select¬ 
men  on  March  25,  1924,  voted  to  repeal  all  such  regulations  now  in  effect 
as  of  May  1,  1924,  and  adopted  new  rules  and  regulations  effective  from 
said  date,  the  same  to  be  considered  a  part  of  the  agreement  with  every 
applicant  who  is  supplied  with  water.  The  new  regulations  have  been 
published  on  all  bills  and  do  not  require  further  publication  through  this 
report. 

Neponset  River  Expense  Apportionment 

This  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Counsel  who  has  reported  from 
time  to  time  on  the  progress  made.  Several  hearings  were  held  during  the 
year  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  but  engagements  of  counsel  and  attempts  to  settle  the  division  of 
the  expense  by  compromise  resulted  in  a  suspension  of  hearings  after  July. 
Satisfactory  progress  in  arriving  at  a  compromise  agreement  has  been  made 
and  we  feel  justified  in  stating  that  the  matter  will  undoubtedly  be  finally 
adjusted  during  the  year  1925  on  a  fair  basis  as  to  the  percentage  of  ex¬ 
pense  to  be  borne  by  each  community  involved  and  as  to  the  total  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  state.  We  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for 
further  details  of  this  matter. 
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Miscellaneous 

The  alteration  by  widening  of  that  portion  of  Cottage  Street  adjacent 
to  Washington  Street  involving  the  real  estate  of  John  W.  Welch  was 
carried  through  and  the  sum  awarded  as  damages  to  Mr.  Welch  was  ac¬ 
cepted  and  paid  and  a  release  and  title  conveyance  was  given  to  the  Town. 

Willowwood  Street  was  laid  out  as  a  public  way  and  accepted  by  the 
Town  subject  to  the  provisions  of  law  authorizing  the  assessment  of  better¬ 
ments.  The  necessary  order  of  taking  was  made  and  notices  were  given 
and  possession  taken  to  complete  the  taking  of  the  land  required  for  the 
purpose. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken  and  report  was  made  to  the  Town  Meeting 
as  to  layout  of  a  parkway  on  the  present  High  School  property  and  as  to 
adjusting  the  lines  of  abutting  owners  with  respect  to  such  way  and  the 
school  ground  parcel. 

Necessary  action  was  taken  with  respect  to  acquiring  title  to  land  pur¬ 
chased  from  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  for  a  site  for  the  new 
Senior  High  School  following  the  approval  by  the  Town  of  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  made  as  to  such  purchase  which  was  based  upon  due  consideration  of 
the  various  factors  involved  in  the  matter. 

The  thanks  of  the  Town  were  extended  to  Honorable  Charles  Sumner 
Bird  for  his  gift  through  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  follows  this  report. 

Various  claims  were  heard  and  considered  and  such  action  was  taken 
with  respect  to  them  as  was  deemed  desirable  or  necessary. 

All  property  under  the  control  of  the  Selectmen  was  inspected  in  company 
with  the  General  Manager. 

Warrants  for  the  Annual  and  for  Special  Town  Meetings  were  prepared, 
also  for  the  primary  and  state  elections  and  the  meetings  were  held  there¬ 
under. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  American  Legion  Post  No.  70  application  was 
made  for  trophies  of  the  World  War. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  to  the  matter  of  motor  bus  transporta¬ 
tion  with  particular  reference  to  applications  for  permits  by  concerns  oper¬ 
ating  through  the  Town  between  Boston  and  Providence  but  no  action  was 
taken  except  to  indicate  that  the  Selectmen  did  not  see  their  way  clear  to 
grant  the  requests  at  this  time. 

An  arrangement  was  entered  into  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
Division  of  Highways  of  the  Commonwealth  whereby  there  was  made 
available  for  use  by  the  Town  for  snow  removal  one  motor  truck  and  one 
plow,  this  equipment  to  be  maintained  by  the  Town  and  first  to  be  used 
for  removing  snow  on  state  highways  within  the  limits  ot  the  Town. 
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Consideration  was  given  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  present  Water 
Street  Bridge. 

Consideration  was  also  given  to  the  proposed  increase  in  rates  for  tele¬ 
phone  service  and  the  proceedings  before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
were  followed  without  any  definite  action  being  taken  in  view  of  the  an¬ 
nounced  intention  of  the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General  to  appoint 
a  special  assistant  attorney  general  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  public 
at  the  hearings  and  in  the  investigations  made. 

Numerous  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  law  on 
various  matters  presented  for  action.  Conferences  were  held  with  the 
Finance  Commission  and  with  the  Planning  Board  and  other  officials  as 
occasion  required  or  suggested  with  a  view  to  close  and  friendly  cooperation 
with  those  boards  and  officials  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town. 

Approval  of  various  note  issues  and  the  sale  of  notes  was  given,  also 
of  the  retirement  by  anticipation  of  notes  issued  for  construction  work  in 
the  Municipal  Light  Department.  Attention  was  given  to  State  Aid  and 
Military  Aid  matters.

The  foregoing  report  is  intended  to  cover  briefly  the  more  important 
matters  with  which  the  Selectmen  dealt  during  the  year  and  to  acquaint 
the  citizens  in  a  more  formal  way  with  the  duties  performed  which  become 
more  numerous,  important  and  varied  as  the  Town  increases  in  popula¬ 
tion  and  business  activity.

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1924. 


Organization 

Theodore  E.  Gavin  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  Assessor  for 
the  term  of  three  years  beginning  April  1,  1624;  his  appointment  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  Henry  M.  Long,  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation. 
The  present  Board  organized  as  follows: 

Patrick  J.  Lydon  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk. 

Assistant  Assessors 

Under  authority  of  the  vote  of  Town  Meeting  the  Board  of  Assessors 
appointed  George  L.  Banks,  James  T.  Connolly,  Patrick  J.  Curran,  Albert 
Rafuse,  Edmund  F.  Sullivan,  Frank  S.  Mahoney,  Nicholas  P.  Curran, 
Emery  V.  Forrest,  John  Stapletcn,  Joseph  Murphy,  John  J.  Tobin  and 
Martin  Foley  as  assistant  assessors  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  from 
April  1st  or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  determine. 

The  duties  of  the  Assistant  Assessors  were : 

To  secure  in  their  respective  districts  all  necessary  information  for  the 
Assessors  in  making  lists  of  persons  liable  to  be  assessed  for  poll  taxes  in 
such  districts,  and 

In  the  securing  of  the  information  required  under  Section  4  of  Chapter  51, 
General  Laws,  and 

To  make  return  of  the  amount  of  such  personal  property  in  the  Districts 
as  may  be  assigned  them,  and 

To  secure  information  with  respect  to  certain  children  below  the  school 
age  and  also  the  number  of  illiterate  persons  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  information  secured  with  respect  to  children  below  the  school  age 
and  the  number  of  illiterate  persons  in  the  Town  was  secured  for  the  use 
of  the  School  Committee.  The  duty  of  securing  this  information  is  not 
placed  by  law  upon  the  Board  of  Assessors,  but  it  was  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  this  work  could  properly  be  done  in  connection  with  other 
duties  of  the  Assistant  Assessors  and  at  a  saving  in  cost  to  the  Town. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1924 

The  table  of  comparison  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  ex¬ 
hibits  the  differences  as' to  the  years  1923  and  1624.  It  will  be  seen  that 
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the  appropriations  by  taxation  exceeded  by  approximately  $73,000.00 
the  amount  raised  in  1923.  For  similar  purposes  decrease  is  noted  in  the 
State  Tax  about  $6,900  and  some  slight  increases  in  estimated  revenue. 

The  rate  of  $26.70  per  thousand  was  determined  by  the  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  Town  for  the  year  1924. 

Examination  of  the  Accountant’s  report  of  revenues  indicates  that  a 
conservative  figure  was  set  up  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  the  estimated 
receipts  available. 

Property  Values 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  revise  certain  of  the 
property  values  with  respect  to  real  estate  during  the  coming  year  1925, 
it  being  apparent  that  many  of  the  values  used  are  in  need  of  revision. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  wish  again  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  who  may  be  unfamiliar  with  the  accommodations  at 
the  Town  Office  Building,  the  lack  of  adequate  and  convenient  quarters 
and  it  is  hoped  that  within  the  near  future  a  definite  step  will  be  taken  to 
improve  the  present  condition.

Diphtheria 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  table  that  the  reported  cases  of  diph¬ 
theria  over  the  past  three  years  are  fairly  uniform.  It  is  hoped  that  as 
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time  progresses  the  reported  infections  will  decrease  as  we  have  reasonable 
cause  to  expect  that  this  condition  will  follow  the  progress  of  the  Schick  Test 
and  the  Toxin-Antitoxin  Treatment. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Beginning  with  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  an  epidemic  of 
scarlet  fever  began,  and  in  the  investigation  of  the  early  reported  cases  it 
would  appear  that  the  epidemic  condition  prevailed  prior  to  the  opening 
of  the  schools  in  a  mild  and  unrecognized  form.  This  epidemic  first  ap¬ 
peared  in  serious  form  as  to  numbers  in  the  section  of  the  Town  where 
housing  conditions  are  such  that  three  or  more  families  occupy  the  same 
house.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health  that  the  spread  of  this 
infection  could  best  be  prevented  by  removing  these  cases  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  This  practice  was  followed  up  to  the  early  part  of  December  at 
which  time  there  had  been  hospitalized  some  seventy  cases.  At  this  time 
the  policy  was  adopted  of  removing  only  such  cases  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  of  Health  required  Institutional  Treatment  and  the  existence  of 
which,  investigations  constituted  a  serious  menace  to  the  health  of  the 
immediate  neighborhood. 

It  is  apparent  from  a  study  of  the  known  infections  that  the  probable 
source  of  infection  is  personal  contact  with  existing  and  probably  unrecog¬ 
nized  cases.  The  question  of  the  possibility  of  milk  or  other  common 
food  being  the  source  of  infection  has  been  disproved  with  regard  to  all 
reported  cases.  » 


Tuberculosis 

Reported  tuberculosis  cases  are  in  excess  of  those  for  the  year  1923  but 
not  equal  to  the  reported  cases  of  the  jrear  1920.  The  opportunities  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  maintained  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  the  Norwood 
Civic  Association  Building  each  Thursday  afternoon  at  5  o’clock  are  again 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

Dental  and  Eye  Clinic 

Report  of  the  physicians  in  charge  of  these  clinics  are  submitted  herewith 
together  with  the  report  of  the  Milk  Inspector. 

The  Board  of  Health  desire  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  of  the 
services  and  assistance  rendered  by  the  Public  Health  Nurses  and  District 
Nurses,  also  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Nurses  and  School  Physicians.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 

March  11,  1925. 

To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Norwood: 

Norwood,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924: 
Fifty-one  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  examined  and  without 
exception  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Four  samples  trom  dairies  supplying  milk  to  dealers  were  found  to  be 
under  standard.  One  of  the  dairies  was  discontinued  by  the  dealer;  the 
other  three  brought  their  milk  up  to  the  standard. 

All  samples  taken  from  dealers  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  hundred  sixty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  fat  and  solid 
content  and  for  bacteria  count. 

One  hundred  three  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  fat  and  solid 
content  alone.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  my  report  as  Cattle  Inspector  for  the  year  1924. 

I  have  just  finished  my  inspection,  have  visited  77  premises,  many  of 
them  several  times.  During  the  past  year  three  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
have  been  reported,  the  animals  killed  and  the  stables  disinfected. 

Number  of  mulch  cows  331,  young  cattle  36,  bulls  11,  swine  2S,  sheep 
7,  goats  35,  poultry  1500.  All  cattle  were  found  to  be  healthy  and  most 
stables  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

One  case  of  poultry  disease  was  found,  the  premises  posted,  quarantined 
and  notice  sent  to  the  Department  of  Conservation. 

It  would  be  wise  for  poultry  owners  to  watch  their  flocks  closely  as  this 
is  a  fatal  disease  and  very  little  is  known  about  it  as  yet.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  19,  1925,  Mr.  Frank  A. 
Fales  was  re-elected  a  member  of  the  Finance  Commission  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year  1925  was  organized  with  Mr. 
Charles  J.  Prescott,  Chairman,  Mr.  Fred  R.  Ellis,  Secretary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  continued  to  sit  almost  weekly 
throughout  the  whole  year  and  has  not  been  confined  purely  to  annual 
budget  meetings  between  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  January  and  the 
adjourned  Town  Meeting  in  March.  This  board  now  is  established  on 
the  basis  of  meeting  every  Friday  evening  throughout  the  year. 

The  growth  of  the  town  in  its  various  activities  has  increased  the  work 
of  the  various  boards  and  it  is  becoming  evident  that  several  of  the  boards 
require  an  executive  secretary  at  some  small  annual  compensation  to  carry 
the  detail  work.  Unless  this  is  put  into  execution  there  will  be  a  tendency 
for  the  boards  to  be  so  overloaded  that  public  spirited  citizens  will  not  be 
willing  to  serve  because  of  the  work  being  so  irksome  and  requiring  so 
much  time.  We  positively  require  our  leading  citizens  on  the  various 
boards  to  direct  the  policies  but  not  to  do  as  much  personal  detail  work. 
Any  movement  along  this  line  at  an  expense  of  $100  to  $200  tor  the  boards 
to  secure  the  right  executive  secretary  might  tend  to  more  efficient  and 
better  service. 

This  Commission  continues  the  policy  of  being  not  purely  a  criticising 
board  but  a  board  to  whom  the  various  departments  can  come  for  assist¬ 
ance  on  their  financial  programs,  not  only  for  the  present  but  for  the 
years  to  come. 

The  Finance  Commission  again  urges  a  “Pay  As  We  Go’'  program.  We 
hope  we  can  adopt  this  as  a  definite  basis  and  that  we  will  raise  by  annual 
tax  levy  entire  expenditures  except  for  new  buildings,  such  as  school- 
houses  or  town  hall.  To  show  our  progress  along  this  line  the  following 
figures  are  given  of  the  amount  that  was  put  into  our  annual  budget  for 
extraordinary  items  and  construction  items,  which  until  recently  we  have 
borrowed  for.

Both  as  a  Nation  and  as  a  State  we  are  proceeding  upon  a  program  of 
economy  which  will  tend  toward  a  reduction  of  Federal  and  State  taxes. 
In  municipal  life,  however,  there  is  not  any  immediate  hope  of  reduction 
in  taxes  due  to  a  change  in  local  demands,  such  as  improved  schools, 
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increased  length  of  time  children  are  in  our  public  schools,  improved  side- 
streets  as  well  as  thoroughfares  due  to  the  advent  of  automobiles,  further 
public  demands  for  sewers,  improved  water  conditions,  further  extension 
of  public  health  work  and  better  care  of  the  sick  and  needy,  further  public 
need  for  facilities  not  demanded  in  the  past,  such  as  play  grounds,  parks, 
open  spaces  and  general  beautification  of  our  home  town.  Much  of  this 
is  very  definite  progress  toward  our  higher  type  of  civilization  and,  while 
it  should  be  kept  within  bounds,  it  should  not  be  entirely  discouraged. 

All  of  these  changes  in  public  demands,  with  many  indications  of  their 
growing  rather  than  decreasing,  require  a  different  viewpoint  on  municipal 
expenditures. 

For  these  reasons  this  Commission  feels  that  we  should  cease  to  borrow 
money  with  the  entailing  interest  expense  and  force  upon  a  coming  genera¬ 
tion  interest  and  debt  requirements  which  are  made  by  the  present  genera¬ 
tion,  knowing  full  well  that  the  coming  generation  will  have  their  own 
problems  requiring  plenty  of  money  expenditure.  With  this  in  mind  we 
should  not  only  cease  borrowing  so  much  money  but  should  very  definitely 
work  toward  the  highest  standard  of  all,  of  no  public  debt,  even  if  the  load 
is  temporarily  heavy,  and  this  accomplishment  will  take  many  years  before 
fulfillment. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  earnest  co¬ 
operation  we  receive  from  every  department  and  the  town  officials  which 
helped  greatly  in  lightening  our  work.

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  sixteenth  annual  report  covering  in  brief  form  th(Tac- 
tivities  of  the  law  department  for  the  year  1924  is  submitted. 

The  services  were  largely  of  an  advisory  character,  but  included ’at- 
tendance  at  various  hearings  and  meetings,  the  preparation  of  numerous 
papers  and  opinions,  attention  to  an  extensive  correspondence,  and  par¬ 
ticipation  in  many  conferences  with-  town  officials  and  others.  Written 
opinions  were  rendered  to  the  following  departments  upon  matters  as  to 
which  opinions  were  requested,  viz.,  Selectmen,  Finance  Commission, 
General  Manager,  Board  of  Health,  School  Committee,  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant,  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Advice  was  given  when  required 
by  several  other  departments  such  as  the  Building  Inspector  and  Town 
Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes. 

Litigation 

Aside  from  certain  claims  which  were  relatively  small  no  matters  in¬ 
volving  litigation  against  the  Town  arose  during  the  year.  The  Neponset 
River  Expense  Apportionment  proceedings  are  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

As  to  the  claims  above  referred  to  settlement  or  other  disposition  with 
approval  of  the  Selectmen  was  made  in  all  but  two  instances.  In  one  of 
these  cases  compensation  by  a  Town  employee  for  alleged  injuries  arising 
out  of  the  employment  wras  sought.  In  this  case  a  hearing  was  given  by 
the  Industrial  Accident  Board  and  a  small  award  to  the  employee  was  made, 
accepted  and  satisfied.  As  to  the  other  case  an  award  of  weekly  compensa¬ 
tion  had  been  made  the  previous  year  and  the  Town  sought  to  terminate 
the  payments  on  the  ground  that  the  employee  had  recovered  from  the 
injury  for  which  compensation  was  awarded.  After  hearings  had  been 
held  the  member  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  wrho  conducted  the 
hearings  died  and  no  decision  has  been  rendered  and  new  hearings  are 
probably  necessary.  There  are  no  suits  pending  against  the  Town  and 
the  enviable  record  of  the  past  as  to  litigation  has  been  maintained. 

Neponset  River  Expense  Apportionment 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1923  it  was  stated  that  it  was  hoped 
•that  a  report  and  award  would  be  made  during  1924  by  the  Board  of  Com- 
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missioners  appointed  tp  apportion  one-half  the  cost  ol^the  improvement 
so-called  in  and  along  the  Neponset  River.  This  statement  was  based 
on  an  assumption  that  all  the  evidence  would  be  presented  during  the  year 
1924  and  the  hearings  closed.  While  certain  further  hearings  were  held 
during  the  year,  viz.,  in  April,  May  and  June,  yet  only  a  small  amount  of 
additional  evidence  was  heard  and  the  hearings  were  given  over  principally 
to  a  discussion  of  law  questions  and  proposed  action  upon  a  suggested 
compromise  of  the  issues  before  the  commissioners. 

In  April  the  Hitchcock  Bill,  so-called,  by  the  provisions  of  which  all  the 
communities  would  be  relieved  from  bearing  any  portion  of  the  expense 
through  its  assumption  by  the  State,  was  heard  by  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Legislature  and  was  given  leave  to  withdraw' 
by  the  recommendation  of  that  committee  and  the  attempt  to  dispose  of 
the  matter  thus  failed.  Thereafter  an  active  and  sincere  effort  was  made 
on  the  part  of  counsel  for  all  the  communities  involved  to  reach  a  compro¬ 
mise  agreement  among  themselves  for  a  division  of  the  expense  to  be  borne 
by  them  on  a  percentage  basis. 

The  working  out  of  a  definite  and  reasonable  plan  of  compromise  and 
negotiations  with  the  various  counsel  were  given  over  principally  to  my 
department  and  they  required  a  deep  study  of  the  figures  and  other  evi¬ 
dence  and  many  conferences  and  resulted  in  the  preparation  of  a  draft  of 
an  agreement  for  such  compromise  which  was  signed  with  the  approval  of 
their  respective  officials  by  the  counsel  of  all  the  communities  except  one. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  efforts  were  directed  with  much  certainty  of  success 
to  a  modified  form  of  the  original  draft  of  compromise  agreement  which 
had  been  suggested  as  the  way  out  of  the  difficulty  encountered  and  it  is 
now  safe  to  state  that  in  1925  the  new  compromise  agreement  will  be 
executed  in  behalf  of  all  the  communities  and  filed  with  the  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners. 

Another  and  independent  question  which  the  commissioners  must  decide 
is  the  total  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  and  this  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General  and  an  under¬ 
standing  was  reached  with  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  in  charge  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General  who  has  the  papers  under 
consideration.  It  appears  that  the  question  of  interest  has  been  raised 
and  that  the  Attorney  General  may  decide  that  the  Commonwealth  is 
entitled  to  interest,  in  which  event  further  hearings  may  be  necessary  on 
that  point  as  the  communities  affected  do  not  appear  to  agree  that  interest 
is  payable.  The  position  of  this  department  has  been  from  the  outset 
that  interest  was  not  a  part  of  the  cost  to  be  apportioned.  The  item  is 
substantial  and  it  is  probable  that  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  will  have  to 
decide  the  matter  if  the  Commonwealth  takes  and  maintains  the  position 
that  interest  is  chargeable. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  definite  and  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  case  during  the  year  without  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  any  considerable  portion  of  the  substantial  sum  which  was  appro- 
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priated  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  presentation  of  Norwood’s  case,  and  that 
final  disposition  may  be  expected  in  1925  upon  a  basis  which  will  be  fairly 
equitable. 


New  Senior  High  School 

Attention  was  given  to  the  various  steps  necessary  to  obtain  suitable 
land  for  the  site  for  the  proposed  new  Senior  High  School  including  an 
option  for  the  land  from  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  as  its 
owner  and  to  the  title  search  and  conveyance  and  to  certain  incidental 
papers.  Various  letters  were  prepared  and  loan  status  and  tax  levy 
questions  were  considered.  In  connection  with  the  building  program 
advice  was  given  to  the  special  committee  in  charge  including  that  relating 
to  the  agreement  for  architect’s  services  with  Mr.  William  G.  Upham. 

Norwood  Square  Improvement 

The  scope  and  character  of  the  Norwood  Square  development  program 
was  such  as  to  call  for  more  or  less  constant  attention  of  this  department 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Legal  questions  of  importance,  many 
of  which  were  technical  and  newr  to  the  Town,  required  and  received  care¬ 
ful  consideration.  They  related  not  only  to  the  engineering  details,  the 
layouts,  takings  and  betterment  determinations,  but  also  the  preliminary 
steps  found  necessary  to  such  a  sizeable  undertaking  and  its  approval  by 
the  Town  Meeting. 

It  is  outside  the  scope  of  this  report  to  detail  the  action  of  this  depart¬ 
ment,  much  of  which  was  by  wav  of  assistance  to  the  Selectmen  whose 
duties  in  the  matters  were  numerous  and  controlling. 

It  included  the  preparation  of  notices,  layouts,  locations,  articles  for 
warrants,  motions,  orders  of  taking  with  betterment  estimate  provisions, 
attention  to  title  searches  and  to  deeds,  and  mortgage  releases  and  to  plans, 
preparation  of  declaration  of  street  abandonments,  certificates  as  to  entry 
and  possession  taken,  releases  of  damages  and  conveyances,  also  attendance 
at  various  hearings  and  conferences  and  examination  of  law.  It  is  believed 
that  title  has  been  acquired  to  the  parcels  of  land  involved  and  that  such 
progress  has  been  made  as  was  expected  and  that  no  litigation  will  follow. 
It  is  certain  that  no  undertaking  of  the  Town  except  that  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  its  sewerage  system  called  for  more  earnest  effort  and  presented 
more  difficult  questions  for  decision  than  this  one  for  the  officials  imme¬ 
diately  concerned  in  formulating  a  satisfactory  program. 

The  citizens  should  know  as  this  department  can  state  from  intimate 
knowledge  that  all  concerned  in  the  effort,  particularly  the  Selectmen,  the 
Finance  Commission,  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Memorial  Building  Com¬ 
mittee,  worked  with  one  end  in  view  and  that  wras  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  as  a  whole  not  only  for  the  present  but  also  for  the  future,  and  the 
officials  just  mentioned  are  entitled  to  the  commendation  and  gratitude 
of  the  community  for  the  results  obtained.  It  was  an  exhibition  of  the 
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Norwood  spirit  of  fair  dealing  and  disinterested  cooperation  which  was 
most  creditable  and  deserves  this  encomium.

Proposed  Zoning  By-Law  questions  including  consideration  of  and 
making  changes  in  original  draft  of  by-laws  as  presented  to  the  citizens. 

Preparation  of  Warrants  for  and  motions  for  action  at  Annual  and 
Special  Town  Meetings. 

Preparation  of  order  of  taking  and  Welch  release,  Cottage  Street  Re 
widening. 

Advice  and  action  as  to  several  claims  against  the  Town  and  attention 
to  Union  claims  by  the  Town  against  certain  persons. 

Preparation  of  petition  and  bill  for  presentation  to  legislature  for 
authority  to  borrow  money  for  school  purposes  and  attendance  at  hearing. 

Title  searches  veere  made  as  to  the  various  parcels  of  land  taken  by  right 
of  eminent  domain  and  as  to  land  purchased  for  an  addition  to  the  Winslow 
School  grounds. 

Attention  to  Dana  award  and  payment  questions  and  release  papers  Re 
Washington  Street  widening. 

Preparation  of  order  of  taking  Re  Willowwood  Street  layoflt  and  atten¬ 
tion  to  betterment  assessment  questions.  Also  prepared  preliminary 
papers. 

Release  prepared  Re  Low  claim  settlement. 

Advice  as  to  Memorial  Building  situation. 

Advice  as  to  Washington  Street  school  land  and  adjacent  park  situation 
and  action  as  to  proposed  use  and  papers  prepared. 

Attention  to  claim  against  O’Hare  bankrupt  estate. 

Attention  to  Holman  particular  sewer  situation  on  Market  Street  and 
prepared  lease  and  permit  papers  relative  to  use  of  Town  land. 

Conclusion 

The  accomplishments  in  the  way  of  constructive  Town  program  and 
action  this  year  are  of  outstanding  character.  They  show  real  team  work 
first  by  the  officials  among  themselves  and  second  by  the  citizens  in  Town 
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Meeting  with  such  officials.  Norwood’s  progress  is  certain  under  such 
conditions.  In  the  work  of  this  department  with  respect  to  title  searches 
especially  as  to  land  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  the  gener¬ 
ous  assistance  rendered  gratuitously  by  Charles  E.  Houghton,  Esquire, 
Treasurer  of  this  corporation,  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  consideration  and  confidence  shown  by  all  the  Town  officials  with 
which  this  department  had  dealings  and  the  constant  effort  of  Mr.  James 
E.  Pendergast,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  to  furnish  papers  and  other 
information  and  to  aid  in  other  ways  are  also  most  sincerely  appreciated 
and  acknowledged.

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

During  the  past  year  the  circulation  of  books  at  the  Morrill  Memorial 
Library  has  been  73,212  volumes,  exceeding  last  year’s  circulation  by  about 
3000.  1  he  children’s  room  is  continuing  to  render  excellent  service  to  the 

children  and  about  70  per  cent  of  those  eligible  to  use  it  are  registered  as 
borrowers. 

Co-operative  work  with  the  schools  has  continued  and  books  are  also 
being  purchased  for  the  High  School  deposit  station  as  provided  for  in  our 
last  appropriation. 

A  place  has  been  prepared  at  the  back-line  of  the  lot  for  a  hedge  to  be 
set  out  in  the  spring.  This  will  add  to  the  looks  of  the  property  as  well  as 
be  a  protection  to  the  lawn. 

Numerous  gifts  of  books  have  been  received  by  the  Library.  The  col¬ 
lection  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music  which  was  started  some  time  ago 
has  been  of  considerable  service. 

Miss  Packard,  one  of  the  staff,  resigned  July  1,  and  was  replaced  by  Miss 
Eaton,  who  received  her  training  at  the  Westerly,  R.  I.,  Library.  Miss 
Shumaker  has  also  become  one  of  the  regular  staff. 

A  collection  of  pictures  drawn  by  children  below  the  eighth  grade  has 
been  sent  to  Japan  in  return  for  the  exhibit  which  was  made  at  the  Library 
last  year. 

At  the  present  time  the  amount  in  the  trust  fund  legacy  left  the  Library 
by  Mrs.  Alice  H.  Plimpton  stands  at  $52,763.07. 

We  report  with  pleasure  that  our  Librarian,  Miss  Jane  Hewett,  has  been 
asked  to  become  a  member  of  a  librarians’  book  review  club  which  has  as 
members  a  number  of  the  librarians  from  the  larger  towns  around  Boston. 
Her  membership  in  this  club  is  proving  of  great  service  to  the  Library. 

The  life  of  the  Library  the  past  year  has  been  normal,  without  any  es¬ 
pecially  distinctive  features  which  should  be  mentioned.

Gentlemen: 

We  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Engineers  for 
1924. 

Alarms  for  the  year  were  recorded  as  follows:

Much  annoyance  was  experienced  by  the  great  many  false  alarms 
sounded,  and  while  a  concerted  effort  by  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments 
failed  to  detect  the  culprits,  the  offering  of  a  $50.00  reward  has  had  a 
beneficial  effect. 

Because  of  the  great  difficulty  in  keeping  the  pumping  engine,  purchased 
in  1916,  in  proper  working  order,  and  of  the  expense  involved,  and  because 
we  believed  the  Town  had  reached  the  stage  where  a  larger  engine  was  not 
only  desirable  but  necessary,  we  recommended  the  purchase  of  a  new 
pumping  engine,  and  an  appropriation  of  $9,500.00  was  made  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  Bids  were  asked  for,  and  the  following  were  received:

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The  Maxim  Motor  Company  of  Middleboro  being  the  low  bidder  was 
awarded  the  contract  for  a  750  gallon  pumping  engine  of  the  latest  type. 
The  engine  was  tested  at  Middleboro  before  being  completed,  and  met  the 
approval  of  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Exchange.  The  machine  has 
been  in  service  since  July  24,  1924,  and  is  fully  up  to  specifications. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  competent 
drivers  for  our  apparatus,  and  we  believe  that  to  this  fact  is  due  most  of 
our  repair  bills.  We  recommend  that  the  salary  paid  permanent  drivers 
be  such  as  will  enable  us  to  secure  drivers  who  will  remain  in  the  service. 

The  end  of  the  year  finds  the  department  in  first-class  condition,  both  as 
to  morale  and  equipment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

In  the  two  preceding  annual  reports  of  the  School  Committee,  attention 
was  called  to  certain  unsatisfactory  aspects  of  the  school  situation  in  Nor¬ 
wood  following  the  Great  War.  Among  those  noted  were :  (1)  the  disordered 
condition  of  educational  program  and  (2)  the  shortage  in  building  and 
education  equipment.  Facing  squarely  this  situation,  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  has  felt  under  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Finance  Commission 
for  the  steps  taken  to  inform  itself  and  the  Town  about  school  affairs,  and 
especially  for  the  independent  surveys  and  reports  made  by  experts  at 
their  request.  These  reports  have  not  only  had  a  high  constructive  value, 
but  they  now  serve  to  confirm  the  opinion  of  the  School  Committee  that 
the  first  of  these  two  adverse  conditions  above  mentioned  has  been  cor¬ 
rected — so  far  as  may  be  reasonably  expected  while  the  building  shortage 
continues.  The  part  of  the  educational  program  which  now  suffers  most 
on  account  of  the  building  shortage  is  the  Junior  High  School.  Here  the 
administration  has  been  seriously  impaired;  the  Junior  High  instruction 
program  could  not  be  fully  installed;  and  discipline  has  been  affected  ad¬ 
versely — by  scattering  the  classes  in  three  different  buildings,  and  by  the 
necessity  of  working  on  double  shift.  The  Senior  High  School  has  also 
suffered  certain  curtailments,  in  order  to  make  room  for  Junior  High 
classes.  It  is  gratifying  to  the  School  Committee,  therefore,  to  be  told  by 
independent  experts  employed  by  the  Finance  Commission  that  the  dis¬ 
ordered  condition  of  the  educational  program  has  been  abated — so  far  as 
may  be  fairly  expected  having  in  mind  the  disadvantage  under  which  the 
school  administrative  authorities  have  been  compelled  to  work. 

Much  progress  has  also  been  made  by  the  Town  in  the  direction  of  over¬ 
coming  the  building  shortage — created  in  part  bv  the  enforced  postpone¬ 
ment  of  construction  during  the  War  and  in  part  by  a  rapid  increase  in 
population  during  a  time  that  construction  was  curtailed:  In  1921,  $75,000 
was  appropriated  to  complete  the  west  wing  of  the  High  School  on  which 
construction  had  been  postponed  during  the  War;  in  1922,  $80,000  was 
appropriated  to  build  an  eight-room  addition  to  the  Balch  School;  at  the 
Town  Meeting,  December  28,  1923,  $100,000  was  appropriated  to  start 
work  on  the  planning  and  construction  of  a  new  Senior  High  School,  and 
a  commission  was  appointed  to  prepare  plans  and  to  let  contracts;  during 
1924,  $300,000  was  added  to  this  original  appropriation  in  order  to  cover 
the  amount  of  the  main  contract  awarded  by  the  High  School  Building 
Commission,  it  being  understood  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  when  the  last 
appropriation  was  made  that  about  $100,000  more  would  be  required  for 
supplementary  contracts  to  cover  the  heating  and  ventilating  plant,  new 
equipment  and  grading.  This  project,  when  completed,  will  have  nearly 
overcome  the  present  building  shortage. 

Business  prudence,  however,  suggests  that  the  immediate  foreseeable 
future  needs  be  kept  before  the  citizens.  Two  years  ago  a  series  of  tables 
was  begun  containing  information  of  the  kind  presented  herewith.  At  the

time  the  earlier  statistics  were  published,  the  Schqpl  Committee  were 
thought  by  some  to  have  overdrawn  the  picture.  But  the  experience  of 
the  last  two  years  has  shown  that  the  statement  of  needs,  in  terms  of  esti¬ 
mated  requirements  and  building  costs,  were  in  fact  too  small.  In  pre¬ 
paring  the  estimates  of  needs  to  be  met,  covering  the  next  five  years,  the 
Committee  has  been  guided  by  this  experience.  The  tables  which  reflect 
present  conditions  and  past  results  (as  well  as  estimates)  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  in  such  form  that  little  need  be  said  by  way  of  comment  or  interpre¬ 
tation  other  than  to  make  clear  to  citizens:  (1)  what  the  present  and  im¬ 
mediate  building  needs  actually  are;  (2)  the  estimated  financial  require¬ 
ments  for  meeting  present  and  immediate  future  school  needs;  (3)  the 
increasing  cost  of  education  per  pupil  and  the  possibility  of  reduction  of 
this  cost;  and  (4)  the  possibility  of  maintaining  such  a  standard  as  is 
desired  by  the  community  without  increasing  the  school  tax  rate.  For 
the  Committee  has  assumed  that  what  the  community  wants,  rather  than 
what  some  individual  or  board  thinks  it  should  lUkve,  is  the  controlling 
fact — the  purpose  of  this  report  being  to  make  the  facts  known  which  are 
necessary  to  an  intelligent  consideration  of  the  problem  as  it  really  exists. 

Present  and  Immediate  Future  Building  Needs 

It  is  always  a  difficult  matter  for  a  growing  community  to  comprehend 
what  is  taking  place  that  affects  existing  institutions — especially  what 
growth  means  in  terms  of  new  demands.  The  first  fact  to  be  squarely 
faced  by  the  community,  therefore,  is  that  Norwood  for  fifteen  years  has 
been  and  now  is  a  fast  growing  community;  that  its  manufacturing  enter¬ 
prises  have  been  and  now  are  prospeious  and  growing — a  condition  which 
has  brought  to  the  community  its  largest  increments  of  population;  that 
not  only  has  its  manufacturing  equipment  increased,  but  its  local  com¬ 
mercial  establishments  have  been  expanding — making  Norwood  a  more 
attractive  local  trading  center;  that  its  suburban  home  population  has  also 
increased. 

It  is  a  matter  of  common  experience  that  an  increasing  population  or 
“congestion”  makes  it  necessary  (in  the  interest  of  public  safety  and  health 
as  well  as  public  convenience)  to  adopt  a  more  substantial  and  expensive 
kind  of  community  equipment.  This  applies  to  school  buildings  as  well 
as  to  other  forms  of  public  improvements;  even  if  the  community  did  not 
recognize  this  fact,  the  state  law  would  force  it  on  our  attention.  What 
the  effect  has  been  on  the  cost  of  school  buildings  was  shown  in  a  table 
published  in  last  year’s  report.  The  old  Everett  School  was  not  reported 
because  the  figures  were  too  old  to  have  value.  But  the  2-room  West 
building  cost  only  $4,868.99 — i.e.,  only  $2,434  per  unit;  the  Guild  10-room 
school  building  cost  $28,530.73,  or  $2,853  per  unit;  the  2-room  East  School 
building  cost  $8,023.09,  or  $4,011  per  unit;  the  Shattuck  8-room  school 
building  cost  $34,674.17,  or  $4,334  per  unit;  the  Winslow  8-room  school 
building  cost  $44,119.81,  or  $5,515  per  unit;  the  new  wing  on  the  Balch 
building  in  1923  cost  a  few  dollars  under  $10,000  per  unit.  This  last  figure 
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is  about  the  present-day  cost  of  elementary  school  units  of  second-class 
construction.  For  first-class  construction  (which  is  now  recommended  for 
large  school  buildings  as  a  matter  of  fire  protection)  the  present-day  cost 
is  about  $12,000  per  unit.  The  foregoing  shows  concretely,  as  a  matter 
of  experience,  how  it  is  and  why  it  is  that  the  cost  of  building  equipment 
has  increased;  it  also  shows  why  it  is  that,  having  incurred  a  large  building 
shortage,  the  Town  has  been  required  to  meet  this  shortage  at  a  higher 
unit  cost  than  if  the  needs  had  been  met  at  the  time  they  had  accrued. 
As  against  this  higher  cost,  however,  the  Town  has  assets  in  the  form  of 
better  buildings  and  equipment,  better  adapted  to  present-day  community 
requirements. 

Another  fact  to  be  taken  into  account  in  explaining  why  it  is  that  Nor¬ 
wood  has  cumulated  a  large  school-building  shortage — and  why  so  much 
of  this  shortage  still  exists  in  the  High  School — is  that  there  has  been  a  dis¬ 
position  on  the  part  of  pupils  to  remain  longer  in  the  schools,  in  other 
words,  the  percentage  of  loss  in  going  from  grade  to  grade,  especially  in 
the  High  School,  has  been  smaller. 

This  is  not  a  condition  peculiar  to  Norwood.  Reports  of  state  and  na¬ 
tional  agencies  show  that  the  country  over  children  now  remain  longer  in 
school.  The  local  experience  is  reflected  in  Tables  I  and  II.  In  1910  the 
population  of  Norwood  was  8,014.  This  means  that  there  has  been  an 
average  annual  increase  in  the  population  in  the  ten- year  period  from 
1910  to  1920  of  five  and  three-quarters  per  cent.  The  figures  are  not 
available  to  the  School  Committee  showing  the  actual  increase  in  the 
manufacturing  and  commercial  business  and  suburban  home  building  in 
Norwood  during  the  period  under  review  except  as  these  are  reflected  in 
increased  assessed  valuations.  Taking  these  for  comparison,  the  manu¬ 
facturing  properties  have  increased  146.2%  from  1912  to  1923,  the  business 
properties  52.6%,  and  home  properties  40.2%.  The  average  annual 
increase  in  assessed  valuation  has  been  3f  %.  The  basis  of  assessed  valua¬ 
tions  gives  a  somewhat  distorted  picture,  but  on  the  whole  it  may  be  said 
that  the  increase  in  population  has  represented  a  sound  economic  growth 
and  that  we  are  faced  with  a  continuing  increase  in  school  needs. 

The  increasing  demand  for  school  equipment  may  be  best  measured  by 
increases  in  actual  membership.  Table  I  analyzes  the  actual  average 
membership  so  as  to  show  the  needs  of  each  of  the  three  classes  of  schools— 
Elementary,  Junior  High,  and  Senior  High.  Since  1912,  the  membership 
of  the  Elementary  grades  has  increased  47.2%;  the  Junior  High,  161.3%, 
and  Senior  High,  195.2%.  In  1912  the  estimated  population  was  9,793;  in 
1924,  13,947.  The  increase  was  42%.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
increase  in  membership  of  the  elementary  grades  has  been  somewhat 
larger  than  the  population  increase — presumably  accounted  for  by  larger 
families  of  the  newer  population.  Since  1912  the  increase  in  both  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  grades,  however,  has  far  exceeded  the  population 
factor.  While  elementary  grades  increased  only  47.2%,  the  increase  in 
Junior  High  was  161.3%  and  the  Senior  High  was  195.2%.  These  figures 
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show  the  extent  to  which  the  common  disposition  of  children  to  remain 
longer  in  the  schools  must  be  taken  into  account.  And  while  it  has  been 
asserted  that  the  reason  children  remained  in  school  longer  is  because  they 
were  required  to  do  so  by  law,  this  inference  is  not  borne  out  by  the  facts. 
It  has  been  in  the  Senior  High  grades  beyond  the  reach  of  the  law  that 
the  increase  has  been  the  greatest.  The  compulsory  education  law  may 
have  accentuated  the  movement,  but  it  is  evident  that  the  disadvantages 
of  lack  of  education  are  coming  to  be  more  fully  appreciated  by  the  work¬ 
ing  classes.  Various  estimates  have  been  made  by  educators  as  to  what  the 
advantages  of  more  adequate  training  are.  Opinions  differ  as  to  the 
dollars  and  cents  value  to  the  individual  and  community;  but  all  agree 
that  it  amounts  to  many  times  the  cost  of  education.  Whatever  be  the 
reason,  the  fact  is  that  children  and  parents  both  demand  a  longer  period 
of  instruction  at  public  expense.  Table  II  tells  the  stmy  in  terms  of  the 
surprisingly  few  pupils  who  drop  out.

It  is  on  the  basis  of  these  recorded  facts — the  actual  experience  of  the 
last  few  years — that  estimates  of  the  present  and  immediate  future  building 
needs  are  based.  Tables  III  and  IV  show  that  before  the  8-room  addition 
to  the  Balch  School  was  built,  there  was  a  shortage  of  7  rooms.  This 
shortage  was  overcome  when  the  addition  was  finished  in  1923,  but  only 
for  a  year.  There  is  at  present  a  shortage  in  elementary  grades  of  2  rooms, 
so  that  next  year  we  must  again  begin  to  put  first  grade  pupils  on  half 
time.  Because  of  the  large  expense  entailed,  as  well  as  the  pressing  need 
for  relief  in  the  High  School  situation,  it  is  thought  that  citizens  will  be 
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glad  to  have  included  in  this  report  the  front  elevation  plan  of  the  new 
High  School  building  (see  page  225).  When  the  new  Senior  High  School 
building  is  completed  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  still  be  need  for  an 
addition  to  the  present  High  School  plant  to  accommodate  the  Junior 
High — thepresent  membership  of  which  is  763,  the  estimated  member¬ 
ship  for  1926  being  856  and  907  for  1928.  The  basis  for  the  estimate  of

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future  needs  is  found  in  the  actual  membership  of  the  classes  which  are 
coming  into  the  Junior  High  grades  together  with  experience  considered 
in  terms  of  average  percentages  of  losses,  repeaters,  and  new  accessions 
by  immigration,  etc. 

Table  V  has  been  prepared  to  get  before  citizens  a  condition  to  be 
remedied.  It  shows  the  present  need  for  school  buildings  on  the  south¬ 
east  side  of  the  Wrenthaip  Branch  of  the  New  Haven  Road  where  now  no 
school  building  exists  except  the  two-room  East  School.  From  this  it  will 
be  seen  that  there  are  now  358  children  attending  school  from  that  general 
district — all  but  68  of  whom  must  find  schooling  by  crossing  the  railroad 
and  traveling  long  distances.  The  worst  part  of  this  situation  is  that  there 
are  only  three  places  to  cross  the  tracks  in  the  stretch  of  a  mile  and  a  half — 
two  of  these  being  dangerous  under-ways,  congested  with  truck  and  auto¬ 
mobile  traffic,  and  the  other  being  a  dangerous  surface  crossing.  It  is  to 
be  noted  that  242  of  these  children  attend  the  Guild  School,  and  most  of 
them  have  to  go  through  under  the  railroad  on  Guild  Street  between 
buildings  of  the  Plimpton  Press.  This  is  one  of  the  most  dangerous  places, 
both  to  automobiles  and  foot-passengers,  in  the  Town.  At  certain  times 
in  the  day  it  is  crowded;  at  all  times  it  is  dangerous,  because  of  the  blind 
corners  which  children  and  autos  must  turn.  From  all  four  directions  the 
approaches  to  the  under-way  are  at  right  angles  so  that  there  is  no  vision 
as  to  what  one  may  meet  when  one  turns  into  or  out  of  the  tunnel.  During 
the  year  several  of  the  children  have  suffered  from  accidents.  One  of 
these  was  very  serious — a  girl  of  eight  having  been  run  down  and  very 
badly  mutilated  by  a  car.  Aside  from  the  danger  at  these  crossings,  there 
is  every  reason,  in  justice  to  the  large  number  of  residents  on  the  East  side, 
not  to  force  them  to  send  their  small  children  out  of  the  district  through 
congested  traffic  for  their  elementary  schooling.  Because  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  grades  the  children  are  small,  these  schools  should  be  located  near 
home.  At  the  Town  Meeting,  December  29,  a  site  was  purchased  near 
Pleasant  Street,  north  of  Railroad  Avenue  on  Fisher  Hill.  This  will 
provide  for  the  extreme  northeast  area,  but  it  will  not  serve  the  present 
and  future  needs  of  a  considerable  portion  of  those  who  now  go  through  the 
Guild  Street  under-way.  In  the  opinion  of  the  School  Committee  one  or 
more  other  sites  should  be  purchased  for  elementary  school  purposes  some¬ 
where  near  the  middle  of  the  large  and  growing  resident  district  located 
south  and  east  of  factories  where  adult  members  of  families  are  employed. 

Since  the  6-3-3  system  of  grading  has  been  adopted  in  public  schools 
throughout  the  country,  there  has  been  a  growing  tendency  to  provide 
for  the  education  of  small  children  in  relatively  small,  one-story  structures 
located  near  their  homes.  As  bearing  on  the  present  situation  discussed 
above,  the  School  Committee  has  had  the  advice  of  Dr.  Jesse  B.  Davis  and 
Dr.  Arthur  W.  Wilde— two  outstanding  experts  in  school  administration 
and  planning.  They  agree  that  the  Town  can  be  best  served  by  having 
its  immediate  needs  for  added  elementary  school  equipment  supplied  by 
construction  of  the  one-story,  small  building  type,  with  plenty  of  play- 
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ground  space  around  the  buildings.  Then  if  population  needs  require, 
several  of  these  one-storv  small  buildings  may  be  built  around  a  single 
large  playground.  (See  illustration,  page  227.)

*  From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  present  membership  of  the 
Junior  High  is  about  200  more  than  the  present  High  School  was  built  to 
accommodate — that  as  soon  as  the  new  Senior  High  is  completed  two  more 
bays  should  be  added  to  the  Washington  Street  structure  opposite  the 
Civic. 

Estimated  Financial  Requirements 

The  estimated  financial  requirements  present  two  aspects:  (1)  the 
amount  necessary  to  overcome  the  present  building  and  equipment  short¬ 
age,  and  (2)  the  added  amount  which  from  year  to  year  will  be  required 
to  meet  the  needs  that  grow  out  of  an  increasing  school  membership.  In 
recent  reports  the  Committee  have  sought  to  make  these  forecasts,  but, 
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as  has  been  already  suggested,  the  estimates  then  made  have  proved  to 
be  too  low.  The  facts  necessary  to  the  determination  of  the  amount  re¬ 
quired  to  overcome  the  existing  building  shortage  are  now  before  us. 
These  are  shown  by  Table  IX. 

The  main  contract  of  the  new  High  School  having  been  let,  there  re¬ 
mains  only  the  question  of  supplementary  contracts,  from  which  it  appears 
that  this  new  High  School  building,  when  completed,  will  require  about 
$565,000  (including  auditorium) — an  amount  about  equal  to  the  cost  of 
the  present  High  School  plus  the  amount  that  would  be  required  if  an 
auditorium  and  gymnasium  were  added  as  originally  planned.  Taking 
into  account  the  cost  of  the  added  rooms  required  to  accommodate  the 
present  Junior  High  membership  (part  of  which  is  now  housed  in  the 
Everett  and  Guild  Schools)  and  the  cost  of  two  elementary  rooms  at  present 
needed  to  overcome  the  shortage,  the  Town  must  provide  about  $220,000 
more  than  has  already  been  appropriated  before  the  future  can  be  faced 
on  the  basis  of  taking  care  of  normal  growth  of  the  schools. 

Assuming  that  the  present  building  shortage  was  entirely  overcome,  the 
financial  requirements  for  meeting  the  estimated  increase  in  school  mem¬ 
bership  may  be  reduced  to  simple  terms.  Past  experience  shows  that  it 
would  require  only  from  2  to  3  additional  rooms  a  year  to  accommodate 
the  growth  of  elementary  grades.  This  calculation  is  based  on  Tables 
IV  and  IX.  If  parochial  elementary  schools  are  established  in  Norwood, 
as  we  are  given  to  understand  is  contemplated,  the  lower  grade  require¬ 
ments  would  be  to  that  extent  reduced.  This  would  not,  however,  relieve 
the  Town  from  the  necessity  of  building  whatever  elementary  schools  are 
needed  in  that  large  district  southeast  of  the  railroad,  and  it  would  not 
relieve  the  Town  of  its  increasing  High  School  needs.  The  point  here 
made  is  that  after  schools  were  established  southeast  of  the  railroad,  the 
problem  of  keeping  up  with  construction  costs  will  not  be  great.  Carry¬ 
ing  out  the  policy  suggested  by  the  Finance  Commission  at  the  last  March 
Town  Meeting  (of  appropriating  $100,000  a  year  until  the  shortage  of 
buildings  is  overcome)  it  seems  probable  that  this  point  will  be  reached 
three  or  four  years  hence. 

Increasing  Cost  of  Education  per  Pupil 

Table  VII  shows  that  the  average  direct  cost  of  education  per  pupil  has 
increased  from  $33.14  in  1912  to  $80.49  in  1923.  This  increase  has  been 
largely  due  to  higher  salaries  paid  to  teachers,  in  order  to  meet  the  com¬ 
petition  of  other  towns,  and  the  other  chief  element,  already  commented 
on,  is  the  increase  in  building  costs — partly  due  to  higher  prices  of  materi¬ 
als,  but  more  largely  due  to  change  in  type  of  construction.  Table  V  III 
shows  that  the  present  average  per-pupil  cost,  including  interest  and  over¬ 
head,  is  $79.63  for  elementary  grades,  $100.49  for  Junior  High,  and  $158.61 
for  Senior  High.  Table  X  shows  that  when  the  new  High  School  shall 
have  been  completed,  and  the  other  shortages  shall  have  been  overcome, 
the  average  elementary  pupil  cost  will  be  $87.15,  the  Junior  High  pupil 
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cost  will  be  $113.64,  and  the  Senior  High  pupil  cost  will  be  $174.87.  In 
other  words,  the  present  per-pupil  cost  of  carrying  on  the  school  system 
as  now  operated  is  lower  than  it  should  be  because  of  the  present  inade¬ 
quacy  of  equipment.  The  figures  last  above  shown  may  be  thought  of 
therefore  as  the  “normal.”  This  present  “normal,”  it  is  thought  by  the 
School  Committee,  to  be  about  which  we  must  reckon  with  so  long  as  the 
present  basis  of  fixed  charges  and  operating  charges  is  maintained.  What 
is  said  below  about  the  possibility  of  reducing  the  per-pupil  cost  of  educa¬ 
tion  has  reference  to  questions  of  public  policy  which  if  answered  one  way 
or  another  would  affect  this  basis.

The  Possibility  of  Reducing  the  Per-Pupil  Cost  of  Education 

The  first  possibility  of  reducing  the  per-pupil  cost  of  education  lies  in  a 
change  of  policy  that  would  affect  fixed  charges.  When  the  new  High 
School  building  is  completed  the  total  interest  charges  on  the  school  debt 
will  amount  to  approximately  $62,916.54  per  year.  This  is  equal  to  $21.21 
per  pupil.  It  has  been  seriously  urged  that  the  Town  wipe  out  its  school 
debt  (that  which  has  been  and  is  about  to  be  incurred  to  overcome  shortage) 
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by  a  levy  of  a  special  $.005  tax  until  the  buildings  have  been  paid  for. 
This  would  yield  about  $100,000 — an  amount  which  would  soon  leave  the 
Town  school  debt  free.  So  far  the  proposition  has  not  been  looked  on 
with  favor. 

The  more  hopeful  prospect  would  seem  to  lie  in  reduction  of  per-pupil 
operating  expenses.  There  is  little  likelihood  that  the  salaries  of  teachers, 
janitors,  etc.,  will  be  reduced  in  the  near  future.  The  salaries  paid  here 
are  fairly  comparable  with  rates  paid  in  other  towns.  There  is  a  possi¬ 
bility  to  which  consideration  is  being  given  in  many  places  however— the 
possibility  of  making  a  more  intensive  use  of  school  equipment.  We  will 
soon  have  about  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  invested  in  school  properties; 
and  the  cost  of  operation  is  already  $248,612.78  a  year.  The  past  practice 
has  been  to  use  our  school  equipment  only  180  school  days  during  the 
year;  and  to  use  the  most  expensive  part  of  our  equipment  (the  High 
School)  on  a  half  day  basis — which  makes  it  equal  to  a  90-days-a  year  use. 
Such  a  situation  is  challenging.  One  possibility  suggested  is  the  adoption 
of  an  "all  day  and  all  the  year  around”  school  policy.  Such  a  policy  if 
adopted  would  require  many  changes — in  curriculum,  in  administration 
policy,  and  in  community  life  generally  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  schools. 
Unquestionably  the  immediate  effect  would  be  to  increase  the  annual 
per-pupil  cost,  because  there  would  be  more  teacher  time  to  be  paid  for. 
But  it  is  urged  by  advocates  of  the  “all  day  and  all  the  year  around”  plan 
that  the  ultimate  results  would  be  beneficial.  Among  the  advantages 
claimed  for  the  proposal  are  these:  (1)  It  would  be  necessary  to  arrange 
the  curriculum  so  that  pupils  could  enter  grades  at  half  year  or  quarter 
year  periods — giving  better  opportunity  for  promotions;  (2)  in  case  of 
individual  failure  in  promotion  a  whole  year  would  not  be  lost  by  the 
pupil;  (3)  pupils  who  elect  to  continue  in  school  throughout  the  year 
(and  the  families  of  only  a  small  percentage  of  pupils  leave  Town  for  the 
summer)  could  finish  the  elementary  grades  when  10§  years  old;  they 
might  complete  the  Junior  High  when  12J  years  old;  they  might  complete 
the  Senior  High  at  15  years  of  age  instead  of  being  required  to  attend 
until  18  as  is  the  present  plan.  This,  it  is  urged,  would  save  the  pupil 
and  parents  three  years,  and  would  release  one-fourth  of  the  seatings 
after  the  plan  was  in  full  operation.  One  of  the  objections  offered  to  such 
a  plan  is  the  increase  in  "nervous  strain.”  This,  it  is  urged,  could  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  development  of  more  extra  classroom  activities  of  educational 
value — “learning  by  doing”;  and  in  the  last  six  years  these  extra  class¬ 
room  activities  might  take  the  form  of  what  is  called  “the  platoon  system.” 

“The  platoon  system,”  however,  need  not  be  considered  as  a  part  of  an 
“all  day  and  all  the  year  around”  system;  it  may  be  considered  as  having 
advantages  of  its  own  as  applied  to  the  present  school  year  arrangement. 
The  platoon  system  is  a  plan  for  linking  up  the  curriculum  with  useful 
employment — a  system  that  is  being  tried  out  in  many  places  with  seeming 
success,  not  only  in  the  secondary  schools,  but  in  institutions  of  higher 
education  as  well.  In  its  operation  the  student  is  required  to  attend  the 
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school  only  one-half  the  time — the  other  half  being  so  used  that  it  counts 
toward  the  completion  of  a  required  course.  To  achieve  this  result,  the 
half  time  employed  outside  the  school  would  be  arranged  through  and 
supervised  by  the  school  authorities— thereby  assuring  such  a  routine 
and  progress  of  employments  as  to  entitle  a  student  to  credit  for  “making 
good  on  the  job.”  This  scheme,  as  it  is  worked  out,  entails  arrangements 
with  leaders  in  the  industrial  and  business  life  of  the  community — thereby 
making  it  possible  for  school  life,  home  life,  and  industrial  life  to  be  utilized 
for  education.  Where  the  platoon  system  is  used,  students  work  in  relays — 
as,  for  example,  a  week  on  and  a  week  off  of  duty — the  succession  being 
provided  for  and  arranged  between  the  employers  and  the  persons  in  the 
school  administration  responsible  for  the  vocational  guidance.  The 
success  of  a  plan  of  this  kind  depends  on  gradual  adaptation.  The  possible 
advantages  are  not  to  be  passed  over  lightly.  As  related  to  the  subject 
in  hand  there  is  a  possibility  of  cutting  the  per-pupil  cost  to  the  Town  of 
instruction  nearly  in  half.  Quite  as  important  is  the  possibility  of  a  much 
larger  reduction  of  cost  to  parents  incurred  while  maintaining  the  child  in 
school.  The  possibility  is  also  presented  of  making  the  child  self-support¬ 
ing,  to  a  considerable  extent  at  least.  It  is  claimed  also  that  it  serves  to 
develop  capacity  for  judgment  and  appreciation  of  continuing  educational 
opportunities.  Still  better  (it  is  said  by  advocates  of  “the  platoon  system” 
as  it  is  being  worked  out),  it  helps  the  individual  student  to  find  himself, 
so  to  speak,  and  to  get  the  right  attitude  toward  his  work  and  toward  his 
community.  Such  a  policy,  once  established,  would  seem  to  have  in  it  the 
possibility  of  serving  twice  as  many  students  in  the  High  Schools  as  can 
now  be  served  with  the  same  equipment.  • 

A  platoon  system  could  not  be  introduced  and  carried  out,  however, 
unless  and  until  a  full  completement  of  school  buildings  and  equipment 
have  been  provided.  Then,  it  is  a  question  of  how  the  standard  equipment 
can  be  made  use  of  to  the  highest  advantage.  While  it  seems  obvious 
that  (with  the  cost  of  education  so  high  that  it  constitutes  a  seiious  burden) 
something  should  be  done,  the  School  Committee  has  nothing  to  propose 
by  way  of  change  in  the  system  until  a  very  careful  study  has  been  made 
and  the  advice  of  the  best  educational  experts  is  obtained. 

The  Possibility  of  Maintaining  the  Standard  Desired  Without  Increasing 

the  Tax  Rate 

The  tax  rate  is  determined  by  the  rate  of  total  cost  of  education  charge¬ 
able  against  taxables,  divided  by  the  total  assessed  valuations.  The 
taxable  properties,  generally  speaking,  are  of  three  classes:  (1)  manufac¬ 
turing  establishments,  (2)  business  properties,  and  (3)  residences.  In  the 
past  it  has  been  assumed  that  the  best  way  to  keep  down  the  tax  rate  is  to 
bring  in  new  industries  or  to  enlarge  those  already  established.  This 
seemingly  axiomatic  proposition,  has  proved  to  be  a  false  premise  for 
reasoning.  The  tendency  in  business  is  to  introduce  machines  so  as  to 
make  possible  the  employment  of  lower  paid  labor.  Competition  of  this 
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kind  works  out  as  follows:  low  paid  labor  usually  has  the  effect  of  bringing 
into  the  community  property-less  men  who  have  large  families.  Norwood 
has  been  one  of  the  outstanding  places  in  Massachusetts  in  making  bids 
for  this  kind  of  labor.  Assuming  that  one  of  our  industrial  concerns  (em¬ 
ploying  such  labor)  by  adding  $500,000  to  the  plant  might  give  employ¬ 
ment  to  500  more  men:  on  the  assumption  stated  below,  the  result  would 
be  to  increase  the  tax  rate  for  schools  over  four  dollars  per  thousand.  The 
foregoing  calculation  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  each  new  employee 
would  have  on  the  average  two  children  of  school  age.  Of  course  some 
might  have  many  more  and  some  might  have  less — but  on  the  whole  it  is 
thought  that  this  is  a  conservative  estimate.  The  effect,  in  this  case, 
would  be  to  add  approximately  $100,000  a  year  to  the  cost  of  education  to 
the  Town.  The  assumed  added  capital  outlay  would  bring  in  not  more 
than  $15,000  a  year  in  taxes;  the  remaining  $85,000  would  have  to  be  added 
to  the  tax  burden  or  other  properties.  Without  question  the  added  pay¬ 
roll  would  tend  to  increase  business  of  the  town,  and  to  the  extent  that 
the  value  of  business  properties  were  increased  this  would  operate  as  an 
offset;  but  it  can  scarcely  be  imagined  that  the  value  of  business  properties 
would  be  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  overcome  the  large  debit  balance 
against  the  Town  budget  due  to  added  cost  of  education.  The  only  ef¬ 
fective  way  of  compensating  for  the  added  cost  of  education  in  a  New 
England  manufacturing  town,  due  to  the  growth  of  industry,  would  seem 
to  be  to  make  the  Town  attractive  to  suburban  residents.  To  make  this 
point  clear,  let  this  fact  be  noted:  that  to  raise  the  $85,000  mentioned  above 
on  a  $30  a  thousand  tax  basis,  would  require  an  increase  in  manufacturing 
or  business  properties  of  $2,833,000,  in  addition  to  $500,000  added  to  the 
industrial  plant  as  a  means  of  giving  employment  to  500  new  property¬ 
less  men. 

Such  an  increase  in  the  valuation  of  business  property  does  not  in  fact 
take  place.  On  the  other  hand,  if  an  equal  number  of  new  suburban 
residents  were  attracted  to  the  Town,  who  on  the  average  would  spend 
$10,000  each  in  home  building,  this  would  add  $5,000,000  to  taxables.  It 
is  a  notorious  fact  that  industrial  towns  are  the  slowest  to  respond  to  edu¬ 
cational  needs  because  of  the  burden  of  taxation  involved.  The  main¬ 
tenance  of  an  adequate  education  program,  without  increasing  the  tax 
rate,  would  seem  to  be  possible  only  in  a  town  which  is  made  attractive 
to  home  builders,  as  well  as  to  persons  engaged  in  profitable  enterprise. 
This  means  that  the  prosperity  of  the  Town,  as  well  as  its  educational  sys¬ 
tem,  in  a  very  practical  and  real  sense  depends  on  making  the  Town  an 
attractive  place  in  which  to  live. 

Zoning  and  Small  Park  Developments  as  Related  to  the  Educational 

Program 

From  the  foregoing  it  would  seem  that  the  steps  which  are  being  taken 
looking  toward  the  protection  of  home  investments  (zoning)  and  the 
efforts  that  are  being  put  forth  to  make  Norwood  home  life  attractive  by 
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the  development  of  small  parks  and  playgrounds,  is  very  definitely  related 
to  the  commendable  efforts  that  are  being  made  to  keep  down  the  tax- 
rate.  It  is  also  evident  that  these  efforts  all  have  a  very  direct  bearing 
on  the  development  and  administration  of  an  educational  and  recreational 
program.  All  these  things  go  together.  Norwood  has  been  especially 
forethoughtful  in  the  last  few  years  in  matters  of  Town  Planning;  it  has 
been  especially  fortunate  in  the  interest  of  persons  looked  to  for  official 
leadership;  also  in  the  interest  taken  by  non-official  groups  in  street  lay¬ 
outs,  in  zoning,  in  the  movement,  for  the  acquisition  of  vacant  spaces  for 
parks  and  playgrounds.  The  acquisition  of  lots  needed  for  schools,  ade¬ 
quate  in  size  for  recreational  purposes  (selected  in  advance  with  a  view  to 
giving  character  to  newly  developing  neighborhoods  and  to  making  them 
attractive  to  home -builders)  should  be  looked  upon  as  definitely  related 
to  the  interest  of  every  citizen  and  tax  payer.  There  would  seem  to  be  no 
reason  why,  with  a  relatively  small  expenditure  of  money  for  needed  open 
spaces,  the  home-building  industry  could  not  be  very  much  increased. 
Town  planning  with  a  view  to  making  the  community  attractive  to  home¬ 
builders  has  in  it  practical  possibilities,  because  thereby  the  increasing 
cost  of  education  due  to  increasing  population  may  be  more  than  offset 
by  increased  valuation. 

Unless  Norwood  is  made  attractive  to  suburban  home-builders  there 
would  seem  to  be  little  basis  for  hope  that  the  school  tax  rate  will  not  in¬ 
crease,  whatever  system  or  policy  may  be  adopted  that  is  consistent  with 
the  maintenance  of  a  good  educational  standard.  But  there  is  another 
even  more  cogent  reason  why  small  parks  and  playgrounds  should  be  ac¬ 
quired  at  points  conveniently  near  each  residence — especially  in  the  more 
congested  areas — while  tracts  held  as  private  property  are  still  unincum¬ 
bered  with  buildings.  There  is  no  opportunity  for  the  normal  wholesome 
activities  of  children  at  play  except  in  the  streets  or  as  trespassers  on  private 
property.  In  the  one  case  they  are  in  danger  of  being  run  down  by  motor 
vehicles;  and  in  both  cases  they  are  law-breakers.  Without  open  spaces 
provided  for  such  use,  the  children  are  brought  up  at  enmity  with  neigh¬ 
bors  and  the  police.  Juvenile  misdemeanors  are  rapidly  increasing.  The 
community  cannot  hope  to  bring  up  new  generations  of  self-respecting 
and  loyal  citizens  unless  it  provides  facilities  for  out-of-school  recreational 
activities.

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Several  years  ago,  Mr.  Henry  O.  Peabody,  a  resident  of  Norwood, 
on  his  death  left  a  large  fund  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
an  Industrial  School  for  Girls — indicating  in  his  will  a  desire  to  have  it 
located  here,  but  giving  to  trustees  the  power  to  decide.  In  1922,  the 
Carnegie  Corporation  published  a  report  (the  result  of  a  nation-wide 
study  of  secondary  school  needs,  made  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Henry 
S.  Pritchett)  in  which  attention  was  called  to  the  economy  and  educational 
advantage  of  making  trade-schools  a  part  of  a  town  building  program. 
In  1923,  a  commission,  appointed  by  Governor  Cox,  by  legislative  authority, 
recommended  the  adoption  of  a  policy  by  which  the  State  would  pay  half 
the  cost  of  construction  and  the  entire  cost  of  maintenance  of  Junior 
Colleges  in  towns  favorably  located.  The  sketch  on  the  opposite  page 
was  prepared  to  serve  the  double  purpose:  (1)  to  get  before  citizens  of  the 
town  the  elevation  of  the  new  high  school  now  under  construction  on  the 
north  side  of  Nichols  Street  extension;  (2)  to  get  before  the  Trustees  of 
the  Henry  O.  Peabody  fund,  and  the  Town,  the  advantages  of  having  not 
only  a  girls’  industrial  school,  but  a  boys’  trade  school  as  well  (and  possibly 
a  Junior  State  College,  if  the  recommended  policy  is  adopted)  located 
opposite  the  new  High  School  building.  These  would  be  located  south  of 
Nichols  Street  extension,  on  land  which  is  now  unencumbered,  and  which 
might  be  acquired  for  such  use. 
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Since  the  6-3-3  plan  of  elementary  and  secondary  school  organization 
has  been  adopted  throughout  the  country,  there  has  been  a  very  definite 
drift  in  opinion  away  from  the  large,  square  type  of  school  building,  and 
toward  the  narrow,  one-story  type.  The  reasons  for  this  movement,  es¬ 
pecially  in  providing  structures  for  the  small  children  in  elementary  grades 
are  set  forth  on  page  215  of  the  report.  Frequently,  the  buildings  are 
constructed  in  one,  two  and  four  room  cottage  structures  (or  in  six  and 
eight-room  longitudinal  structures)  arranged  around  a  hollow  square,  large 
enough  to  provide  ample  playground  facilities  for  all  of  the  buildings — - 
also  large  enough  to  make  an  effective  summer  playground  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  the  year  around.  The  cost  of  these  structures  runs  from  $2,000  per 
unit  up.  The  above  drawing  is  of  a  building  designed  for  one  of  the 
Boston  districts.  This  is  one  of  many  designs  adapted  to  building  along¬ 
side  of  a  large  playground.  Thus  the  buildings  might  completely  enclose 
the  playground  when  the  school  needs  of  the  neighborhood  would  demand 
it.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1924. 

The  conduct  of  the  school  system  is  the  Town’s  biggest  public  business  J 
looked  at  from  any  angle — from  the  standpoint  of  personnel,  cost,  or  in¬ 
fluence  on  the  life  of  the  community.  On  December  1,  1924,  there  were 
3137  pupils  in  the  schools  and  130  employees  on  the  regular  payroll  of  this 
department.  This  does  not  include  20  on  the  Evening  School  payroll  and 
7  on  the  Summer  School  payroll. 

More  than  one-third  of  the  entire  appropriation  of  the  Town  the  past 
year  was  expended  for  education,  yet  one  who  owns  and  pays  taxes  on 
$5,000  worth  of  property,  and  has  three  children  in  the  public  schools,  is 
getting  the  education  of  those  children  at  the  rate  of  8f  cents  per  day  per 
child.  Can  he  invest  his  money  in  any  other  way  and  receive  so  great  a 
return? 


Increase  in  School  Population  (See  Table  on  next  page) 

Facts  and  figures  to  which  the  report  of  this  department  has  called  at¬ 
tention  in  the  past  three  }^ears  show  that  there  has  been  a  substantial  and 
constant  increase  in  the  school  population.  It  will  be  noted  from  the 
foregoing  table  that  the  membership  has  doubled  in  the  last  fifteen  years 
and  that  the  increase  is  now  approximately  150  per  year,  enough  to  require 
four  or  five  additional  rooms.  The  increase  in  the  four  upper  grades  of 
the  system  has  more  than  tripled.  The  outlook  for  the  future  is  for  a 
steady  and  ever-growing  increase  in  the  total  school  membership,  with 
the  greatest  increase  for  the  next  few  years  at  least  in  the  upper  grades 
of  the  system  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 

This  year  the  pupils  of  the  Senior  High  School  and  the  ninth  year  of  the 
Junior  High  occupy  the  present  High  School  building  on  the  morning  shift, 
and  the  eighth  year  pupils  of  the  Junior  High  go  to  that  building  on  the 
afternoon  shift.  Next  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  put  both  the  eighth  and 
ninth  year  pupils  on  the  afternoon  shift,  as  the  enrollment  of  the  Senior 
High  will  probably  increase  more  than  100,  and  the  ninth  year  about  30, 
making  the  total  of  the  four  upper  grades  more  than  700.  The  total  of  all 
Senior  and  Junior  High  School  pupils  (Grades  7-12,  inclusive)  will  probably 
exceed  1260. 


Teaching  Staff 

•  Of  a  total  teaching  force  of  108,  only  11  or  approximately  10%,  with¬ 
drew  during  the  past  year.  This  fact  is  significant  in  that  it  shows  the 
lowest  percentage  of  teacher  turnover  for  many  years.  Only  4  of  those 
who  left  the  system  left  to  teach  elsewhere. 

Miss  Flora  B.  Reed,  Principal  of  the  Beacon  and  Shattuck  Schools, 
resigned  in  June.  She  had  served  Norwood  continuously  as  teacher  or

Professional  Study 

The  excellent  record  for  professional  improvement,  as  evidenced  by  the 
number  of  courses  taken  by  teachers  the  past  two  years,  has  been  main¬ 
tained  this  year  as  is  shown  by  the  following  record:

Arrangements  have  been  completed  for  the  conduct,  between  February 
and  June,  of  a  course  at  the  Norwood  High  on  the  Re-organization  of 
Secondary  Education.  This  is  one  of  the  Harvard-Boston  University 
Extension  Courses  and  may  be  counted  for  credit  toward  a  degree  in  either 
institution.  Professor  Jesse  B.  Davis  is  to  be  the  instructor.  Thirty-five 
have  already  registered  for  the  course. 
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State  Reimbursement 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  realized  throughout  the  community  that  there 
is  paid  annually,  in  November,  into,  the  Treasury  of  the  Town,  a  con¬ 
siderable  sum  of  money  from  the  Commonwealth  because  the  Town  in¬ 
sists  on  certain  qualifications  of  its  teachers.  From  this  source  Norwood 
received : 

In  1921— $17,301.70 
In  1922—  19,161.88 
In  1923—  20,814.15 
In  1924—  21,061.13 

There  are  also  other  reimbursements  into  the  Town  Treasury,  on  account 
of  the  schools,  to  the  amount  of  three  or  four  thousand  dollars  annually. 

N  American  Education  Week 

During  Education  Week  the  various  schools  of  the  Town  emphasized 
thrift,  safety,  patriotism,  health,  obedience  to  law  and  order,  the  use  of 
better  English,  and  good  citizenship.  At  the  Senior  and  Junior  High 
Schools  a  regular  session  of  school  was  conducted  in  the  evening,  that 
the  parents  and  friends  might  see  the  usual  program  in  operation,  and 
later  confer  with  instructors.  The  attendance  was  large  and  a  distinct 
gain  in  co-operation  between  the  parents  and  the  schools  is  in  evidence 
as  a  result. 

Mr.  Schrader’s  Report 

Last  May,  on  invitation  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  approval  of 
the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Carl  L.  Schrader,  State  Supervisor  of  Physical 
Education,  came  to  Norwood  and  surveyed  and  reported  on  the  physical 
education  program  and  athletics  as  they  are  being  conducted  in  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Schools.  His  report  is  very  complimentary  to  the  school  physical 
directors  in  both  the  classroom  and  athletic  activities.  He  says  in  part: 
“The  management  of  athletics  seems  to  be  properly  vested  in  the  school 
authorities  where  it  is  safe.  There  is  no  likelihood  of  further  post-season 
or  intersectional  games,  so  that  the  season  in  each  sport  may  be  limited  as 
to  number  of  games.  The  supervision  of  funds  also  is  sound,  and  as  long 
as  the  School  Committee  is  kept  informed  by  reports  from  the  Treasurer, 
the  expenditure  is  bound  to  be  legitimate.” 

He  makes  several  forward-looking  recommendations,  perhaps  the  most 
important  of  which  is  that  another  man  be  added  to  the  staff  as  an  assistant 
to  the  Director  of  Physical  Education  for  Boys.  In  making  this  recom¬ 
mendation  he  says:  “To  the  present  one  man  director  of  physical  education 
should  be  added  an  assistant  in  order  to  develop  and  carry  on  the  mass 
program  which  must  find  consideration.  It  is  physically  impossible  for 
one  man  to  concentrate  even  modestly  on  the  varsity  group  and  yet  hope 
for  participation  on  the  part  of  the  remainder  of  the  student  body.  With¬ 
out  definite  attention  neither  group  will  thrive,  hence  it  is  important  that 
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there  should  be  available  two  men.  This  condition  would  also  make 
possible  a  better  contact  with  the  individual  boy  in  the  field  of  physical 
examination  and  corrective  work,  now  impossible.” 

In  my  opinion  this  recommendation  is  sound  and  should  be  carried  out 
at  once.  It  would  probably  be  best  to  defer  action  on  some  of  the  other 
recommendations  in  Mr.  Schrader’s  report  until  £he  new  High  School 
plant  is  available. 

Vacation  School 

The  vacation  school  has  now  been  conducted  for  several  summers  and 
the  results  seem  to  justify  its  continuance. 

Last  summer  the  total  enrollment  was  125.  Of  this  number  40  gained  a 
year’s  promotion  to  which  they  would  not  otherwise  have  been  entitled, 
and  the  other  85  of  course  gained  much  by  their  attendance.  The  total 
expense  of  the  summer  school  was  $593.24,  or  a  cost  of  $4.75  per  pupil. 
In  the  school  year,  1922-23,  the  cost  per  pupil  in  Norwood  was  $70.99. 
At  that  rate  it  would  have  cost  the  Town  $2839.60  for  the  40  pupils  who 
gained  promotion  in  the  summer  school  if  they  had  repeated  the  work  the 
present  school  year. 

Thrift  Education 

The  school  laws  of  Massachusetts  now  require  the  teaching  of  thrift. 
The  practical  way  to  teach  it  is  by  making  it  habitual.  This  the  schools 
of  Norwood  are  attempting  to  do.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Trust  Company,  savings  machines  have  been  placed  in  all  the  large 
schools  and  pupils  are  now  depositing  their  savings  systematically  as 
shown  by  the  following  list  of  sums  for  1924:

Relation  of  Schools  and  Library 

The  Morrill  Memorial  Library  is  rendering  very  valuable  assistance  to 
the  schools  by  close  co-operation  in  the  matter  of  providing  and  placing 
at  the  disposal  of  the  schools,  special  volumes  which  are  needed  very  much 
for  reference. 

Some  books  should  be  permanently  added  to  the  High  School  library  and 
others — used  only  rarely  or  seasonally — borrowed  as  is  done  at  present 
from  the  Morrill  Library. 
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School  Attendance 

The  high  record  of  attendance  for  the  school  year  ending  last  June  is 
worthy  of  mention.  Of  355  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  Norwood  ranked 
sixteenth  from  the  highest  in  percentage  of  attendance,  with  a  yearly 
average  of  96.1%. 

Adult  Alien  Education 

For  several  years  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  School  Department  have 
contained  recommendations  for  the  conduct  of  Adult  Alien  Education  in 
Norwood.  Last  May  Miss  Wilda  L.  Vose  of  the  Junior  High  School  was 
appointed  as  Director  and  began  her  work  in  September.  A  careful  read¬ 
ing  of  her  special  report  which  occurs  later  in  this  School  Report,  will 
give  one  an  idea  of  the  great  need  in  this  direction  and  what  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  so  far.  The  results  so  far  evident  are  very  gratifying  and,  I 
believe,  warrant  a  continuance  and  enlargement  of  the  work  of  that  de¬ 
partment.  A  year  ago  the  number  of  illiterates  reached  by  the  schools 
was  46- — this  year  it  has  been  increased  to  250,  due  to  the  work  of  the 
Director.  It  is  hoped  that  the  number  reached  next  year  will  exceed  400. 

The  work  in  Adult  Alien  Education  is  the  only  really  new  phase  of  work 
attempted  this  year.  We  feel,  however,  that  steady  progress  has  gone  on 
in  the  work  already  established,  and  that  the  schools  are  rendering  to  the 
community  the  service  which  the  citizens  have  a  right  to  expect.  I  wish 
to  thank  those  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  success  of  this 
year’s  work.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  High 
School. 


Enrollment 

At  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  school,  1924-25,  the  total  enrollment  was 
358,  a  gain  of  seventy-two  over  the  June  enrollment.  The  graduating 
class  of  1924  numbered  seventy,  while  the  incoming  class  of  1927  registered 
142.  The  present  Senior  class  numbers  ninety-five  and  promises  to  be  the 
largest  graduating  class  in  the  history  of  the  Norwood  High  School. 
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Faculty 

There  are  fifteen  full-time  teachers  assigned  to  grades  10,  11  and  12  for 
1924-25,  the  same  number  as  assigned  for  1923-24.  But  one  resignation 
occurred,  that  of  Bessie  D.  James,  who  is  taking  a  year  away  from  teach¬ 
ing  for  study.  She  was  succeeded  by  Helen  J.  Estes,  a  graduate  of  Wheaton 
College. 

Curricula 

Some  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Social  Science  courses, 
and  the  following  order  of  study  established: 


Grade  9 . Ancient  History 

Grade  10 . European  Progress 

Grade  11 . Economics  and  Social  Problems 

Grade  12 . United  States  History 


The  changes  occur  principally  in  Grades  10  and  11.  A  course  in  In¬ 
dustrial  History  taking  the  first  half  of  the  year  has  been  dropped  from  the 
curriculum  and  a  course  in  European  Progress  substituted  which  begins 
where  Ancient  History  leaves  off,  and  takes  the  study  of  Europe  through 
the  Great  War.  The  course  in  Commerical  Geography  has  been  tftopped 
from  the  curriculum  owing  chiefly  to  the  lack  of  satisfactory  and  up-to- 
date  texts,  and  the  fact  that  all  necessary  time  is  spent  on  the  subject  in 
Grade  11. 

In  Grade  11,  the  course  formerly  termed  as  Study  of  the  Nations,  which 
was  really  the  second  half  of  European  History,  taking  through  the  Great 
War,  has  been  taken  from  Grade  11  and  placed  in  the  European  Progress 
course  of  Grade  10.  The  Social  Science  subjects  offered,  therefore,  in 
Grade  11  are,  for  the  first  half  year,  Economics,  and  for  the  second  half 
year,  Social  Problems.  Any  one  desiring  to  get  an  idea  of  the  contents  of 
the  Social  Problems  course  may  do  so  by  reading  over  the  index  of  “Ameri¬ 
can  Social  Problems”  by  Burch  and  Patterson. 

The  courses  of  the  Science  Department  have  shown  unusual  increase  in 
election,  with  more  than  one-third  of  the  pupils  enrolled  designating  either 
Biology,  Chemistry  or  Physics  on  their  elective  blanks.  It  was  necessary 
to  make  five  divisions  in  this  department  at  the  opening  of  school  last 
September,  and  there  were  but  three  divisions  during  the  years  1823-24. 
It  is  safe  in  anticipating  that  eight  or  nine  divisions  will  be  necessary  for 
these  subjects  in  162.5-26. 

There  is  a  demand  among  several  groups  of  pupils  for  instruction  in 
Dramatics’,  Debating  and  Public  Speaking.  Classes  in  these  subjects 
should  appear  on  the  elective  list  of  studies.  The  general  movement 
throughout  all  high  schools  shows  a  trend  toward  added  stress  and  emphasis 
on  these  subjects  and  it  is  my  recommendation  that  Norwood  fall  in  line. 
Work  in  these  courses  calls  for  the  expenditure  of  much  time  outside  of 
regular  class  work  and  at  the  beginning  would  require  at  least  half  of  the 
time  of  one  teacher. 
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Commercial  Department 

The  demand  made  upon  this  department  of  the  school  proves  that  the 
courses  are  genuinely  practical  throughout.  Pupils  who  have  taken  the 
courses  in  the  Commercial  curriculuha  for  their  three  years  of  High  School 
have  received  direct  benefit  by  means  of  obtaining  employment  during 
their  leisure  time  while  still  enrolled  at  school,  and  in  obtaining  permanent 
positions  after  graduation.  Seventy  pupils  were  graduated  in  the  class  of 
1924,  and  of  this  number,  twenty-four  completed  the  Commercial  courses. 
Of  this  number,  eighteen  had  received  permanent  positions  before  their 
graduation  in  June,  and  since  then,  five  of  the  remaining  six  have  obtained 
permanent  positions.  These  former  pupils  are  now  employed  as  follows:

A  pupil  who  completes  the  Commercial  course  in  High  School  is  eligible 
for  admission  to  the  State  Normal  Schools,  as  all  have  taken  the  two 
courses  required,  namely,  English  and  United  States  History.  These,  with 
eleven  other  units  of  studies  which  they  have  covered,  entitles  them  to 
admission  by  either  certificate  or  examination.  This  statement  is  made 
to  assist  in  correcting  the  impression  that  pupils  who  take  the  Commercial 
course  in  High  School  are  not  eligible  for  entrance  to  higher  educational 
institutions  other  than  Business  Colleges  and  Secretarial  Schools. 


Social  Program 

A  definitely  established  program  of  social  events  for  the  High  School 
has  been  approved  by  the  School  Board  for  each  of  the  past  four  years.

10.  Senior  Class  Banquet  and  Dance  (date  to  be  determined  later). 

11.  Graduation  (Dance  following),  June  12. 

In  addition  to  the  above  social  events,  there  is  permitted  during  the 
basket  ball  season,  a  short  period  of  dancing  following  Friday  evening 
basket  ball  games  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  Lenten  season. 


Looking  Forward 

The  enrollment  of  the  class  of  1925  numbers  ninety-five.  In  the  present 
ninth  grade,  which  will  become  the  class  of  1928,  there  are  215  pupils, 
and  of  this  number  about  200  will  be  promoted  to  the  tenth  grade.  A  clear 
gain,  therefore,  of  100  or  more  pupils  may  be  anticipated  in  the  enrollment 
of  the  High  School  for  1925-26.  This  increase  will  call  for  the  following 
requirements : 

1.  Three  additional  home  rooms. 

2.  Fifteen  to  eighteen  additional  divisions. 

3.  The  addition  of  three  or  four  full  time  teachers  for  Grades  10,  11  and 

12. 

The  anticipated  enrollment  for  Grades  10,  11  and  12  in  September,  1925, 
will  be  435,  a  fact  which  means  that  the  entire  High  School  building  now 
used  for  Grades  9,  10,  11  and  12  in  the  morning,  will  be  required  for  Grades 
10,  1 1  and  12.  Presumably,  Grade  9,  which  will  also  show  an  increase  by 
promotions  from  the  eighth  grade,  will  have  to  be  assigned  to  the  afternoon 
session. 

With  Grades  8  and  9  attending  in  the  afternoon,  and  their  session  be¬ 
ginning  at  12.35,  it  will  be  necessary  to  eliminate  the  seventh  period  of  the 
High  School  day  which  now  ends  at  1.12.  While  this  will  be  a  loss  keenly 
felt,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  erection  of  the  new  High  School  building 
will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  undergoing  such  a  loss  over  any  length  of 
time. 

Continuance  of  Education  After  Graduation 

There  were  seventy  graduates  in  the  class  of  1924.  Of  this  number’ 
twenty-four  were  students  of  the  Commercial  curriculum,  and  a  previous 
paragraph  explains  their  present  activities.  Of  the  remaining  forty-six 


who  were  students  in  either  the  College  or  General  curricula,  twenty-seven 
have  continued  their  education  as  follows:

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

Since  the  report  from  the  Junior  High  School  last  year,  the  numerical 
growth  of  the  school  has  exceeded  our  estimate.  On  January  1,  1924  the 
enrollment  was  693;  this  year  it  is  760,  a  gain  of  slightly  more  than  9%; 
on  January  1,  1926,  on  the  basis  of  numbers  now  in  school,  it  will  be  830,  a 
gain  of  slightly  more  than  9%.  These  will  be  so  distributed  among  the 
grades  as  to  require  eight  7th  grades,  eight  8th  grades,  and  seven  9th 
grades  as  against  eight  7ths,  seven  8ths,  and  six  9ths  of  the  present  school 
year — a  gain  of  two  full  rooms.  The  average  numbers  will  be  37  in  the 
seventh  grades,  35  in  the  eighth,  and  38  in  the  ninth. 

The  Junior  High  will  this  year  send  to  the  Senior  High  approximately 
200  pupils;  it  will  receive  from  the  elementary  schools  about  300,  or  enough 
to  make  a  net  gain  of  about  75  or  80.  This  net  increase  in  both  schools 
will  make  it  impossible  for  the  9th  grade  to  be  in  session  during  the  morn¬ 
ing  as  heretofore,  and  they  will  accordingly  go  onto  the  afternoon  session 
from  1  to  5  with  the  8th  grades.  It  means  also  a  shortening  of  recitation 
and  study  periods  for  the  9th  grade  when  they  really  should  be  lengthened 
— a  further  handicap. 
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It  seems  desirable  that  the  7th  grade  pupils  begin  regular  physical  work 
in  the  gymnasium.  There  are  eight  7th  grade  divisions,  which  will  require 
eight  gymnasium  periods  a  week.  These  with  eight  periods  for  the  8th 
and  at  least  six  for  the  9th  grades  make  a  total  of  twenty-two  for  the  entire 
school.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  another  instructor  will  be  necessary 
as  the  schedule  of  the  present  boys’  instructor  is  full  with  coaching  the 
High  School  teams,  mass  athletics  and  other  activities,  in  addition  to 
regular  gymnasium  work  in  the  High  School.  Even  without  sending  the 
7th  grades  to  the  gymnasium,  we  shall  have  to  abandon  the  mass  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  8th  grade  boys  as  there  is  no  one  who  has  the  time  to  care  for 
them.  I  therefore  recommend  the  employment  of  an  additional  man  for 
physical  work  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

Two  changes  were  made  in  the  9th  grade  curriculum  this  year.  Where 
Ancient  History  has  heretofore  been  offered,  we  have  added  a  course  in 
American  History  dealing  with  the  development  of  the  country  from  the 
social  and  industrial  standpoints  rather  than  the  political,  using  as  a  guide 
the  Columbia  Social  Science  pamphlets  worked  out  in  the  Lincoln  School, 
New  York.  The  tests  were  formulated  and  forwarded  from  Columbia. 

The  second  was  a  course  in  reading  which  might  be  substituted  for  the 
college  English  which  has  been  the  only  thing  offered  these  pupils.  It 
consisted  of  a  series  of  books  by  standard  English  and  American  authors 
which  we  thought  might  appeal  and  arouse  interest  more  than  the  pre¬ 
scribed  college  English.  The  choice  in  the  grade  has  been  about  three  to 
one  in  favor  of  the  newer  history  course,  and  two  to  one  for  the  English 
reading  course,  those  who  chose  the  college  English  being  those  who  were 
preparing  for  college.  Both  courses  have  proved  attractive  and  successful. 

It  has  been  impossible  this  year  to  carry  out  our  plans  in  the  practical 
and  household  arts  departments  because  of  lack  of  teacher  time,  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  curtail  the  time  given  for  quite  a  number  of  pupils  of 
the  8th  and  9th  grades  who  elected  it.  It  will  be  still  more  difficult  another 
year  because  of  lack  of  teacher  time  and  equipment.  As  equipped  now, 
the  printing  room  can  accommodate  a  class  of  eighteen,  the  shop  one  of 
twenty  or  twenty-two  at  the  outside.  And  these  numbers  represent  about 
the  maximum  that  a  teacher  can  handle  efficiently  in  the  subjects.  So  if 
this  department  is  to  expand  with  the  growth  of  the  school,  some  thought 
must  be  given  this  subject.  The  household  arts  rooms  are  sufficiently 
well  equipped  I  should  say. 

As  the  8th  and  9th  grades  are  to  be  in  session  at  the  same  time  another 
year,  promotion  in  these  two  grades  should  be  on  the  same  basis,  i.e.,  by 
subject  rather  than  by  grade.  The  9th  grade  has  always  been  promoted 
this  way,  while  the  8th  grade  has  been  and  is  promoted  as  are  the  pupils 
in  the  elementary  schools.  The  tendency  seems  to  be  to  put  all  Junior 
High  School  grades  on  the  same  basis  in  the  matter  of  promotion. 

The  conditions,  unavoidable,  under  which  the  school  has  worked  during 
the  past  two  years  have  been  a  handicap  to  both  teachers  and  pupils.  As 
the  9th  grade  is  now  to  be  put  on  an  afternoon  schedule  with  a  reduced  time 
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allowance,  we  can  but  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  un¬ 
happy  conditions  can  be  relieved.  These  pupils  come  to  us  after  a  morn¬ 
ing  of  more  or  less  strenuous  physical  activity,  and  by  the  middle  of  the 
afternoon  are  through  for  the  day.  Teachers  may  exhaust  themselves 
trying  to  maintain  a  high  level  of  effort,  but  from  3  to  5  p.  m.  pupils  have 
neither  the  physical  nor  mental  energy  to  do  a  very  high  grade  of  work. 

The  teachers  in  this  school  cannot  be  commended  too  highly  for  their 
continued  loyalty  and  unabating  effort  under  the  most  trying  conditions^

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Education  for  Boys 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  for  the  year  1924. 

The  work  in  physical  training  for  boys  was  carried  on,  as  nearly  as  pos¬ 
sible,  according  to  the  outline  suggested  by  the  State  Supervisor  of  Physical 
Education,  Carl  L.  Schrader,  wrho  paid  us  a  visit  last  May. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  all  boys  of  the  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Schools  were  examined  by  the  school  physicians.  There  were  152 
in  the  Senior  High  and  231  in  Junior  High.  Of  the  383,  three  were  de¬ 
clared  unable  to  take  physical  training.  Three  boys  were  put  into  “second 
class.”  The  requirements  for  boys  in  this  were  much  less  stringent  than 
those  for  boys  of  the  “first  class.” 

Each  boy  of  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  took  two  forty-five  minute 
periods  of  gymnasium  work  a  week.  Only  thirty  minutes  of  each  period 
was  devoted  to  actual  physical  development.  The  remaining  fifteen 
minutes  was  consumed  in  passing  between  the  High  School  and  the  Civic 
Association  and  dressing  and  undressing. 

During  the  year,  regular  class  work  consisted  of  drills,  calistherics, 
apparatus  exercises  and  games.  The  ends  sought  in  all  class  work  were 
correct  posture,  proper  physical  development  and  coordination  of  mind  and 
body. 

The  Senior  High  School  basket  ball  squad  consisted  of  forty-three  boys; 
of  this  number  ten  were  considered  members  of  the  school  team. 

The  remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams  and  played  a  series  of 
games  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School.  The  school  team 
played  a  regular  schedule  of  fourteen  games  with  outside  teams  and  two 
games  in  New  Jersey,  winning  twelve  and  losing  two.  Both  games  played 
in  New  Jersey  were  lost.  At  the  end  of  the  season  a  third  game  was  played 


with  Dedham  High  School  in  order  to  decide  the  series  between  the  two 
schools  and  this  game  was  won  by  Norwood. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  class  schedule  was  arranged  with  a  team  rep¬ 
resenting  each  room — -eleven  teams  in  all.  These  eleven  teams  played  a 
series  of  games,  the  winning  team  receiving  a  silver  loving  cup  which  re¬ 
mained  in  their  classroom  for  one  year.  An  All  Junior  High  Team  was 
selected  to  play  the  winner  of  the  class  competition  in  the  Senior  High 
School.  They  also  played  an  outside  game  with  the  Walpole  Freshman. 

In  April,  forty  boys  represented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the  Senior 
High  Baseball  Team.  Fifteen  made  the  first  team  and  the  others  formed 
the  nuclei  of  class  teams.  A  schedule  of  eighteen  games  was  arranged. 
Three  of  these  were  called  off  on  account  of  rain;  of  the  remainder,  Norwood 
won  eight  and  lost  seven.  A  class  league  was  organized  and  a  series  of 
games  played  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  league  was  formed  of  ninth  grade  room  teams. 
Both  their  games  and  the  class  games  of  the  Senior  High  School  were  in 
charge  of  the  players  on  the  regular  High  School  team,  two  being  assigned 
to  each  game,  whose  duties  consisted  of  umpiring,  scoring  and  handling  all 
details  of  the  game. 

An  eighth  grade  league  was  formed  including  a  team  from  the  seventh 
grade.  This  league  played  every  morning  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Farrow,  a  Junior  High  School  instructor. 

The  winner  of  the  eighth  grade  league  played  the  winner  of  the  ninth 
grade  league  for  the  championship  of  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  pos¬ 
session  of  a  silver  loving  cup  in  their  class  room  for  one  year. 

The  Junior  High  champion  then  played  the  Senior  High  champion  for 
the  championship  of  the  Norwood  Schools. 

The  All-Student,  track  meet  instituted  by  Mr.  Schrader  was  undertaken 
for  the  second  time  in  two  years.  In  this  meet  every  boy  100%  in  the 
two  upper  classes  of  the  Senior  High  School  competed  in  a  hundred  yard 
dash  for  time,  high  jump  and  broad  jump  and  was  awarded  points  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  performance  in  these  events.  The  records  were  then  sent  to 
Mr.  Schrader  and  the  School  was  awarded  a  certificate  for  its  efficiency  in 
“mass  athletics.”  Eight  boys  were  also  entered  in  the  Boston  College 
Interscholastic  Track  Meet. 

Sixty-three  boys  reported  for  football  in  the  fall  and  a  schedule  of  ten 
games  was  played,  Norwood  being  victors  in  seven. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  fifty-one  candidates  reported  for  the 
Senior  High  School  Basket  Ball  Team.  J  en  boys  are  to  be  chosen  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  Norwood  High  School  against  the  other  schools  on  the  schedule. 
A  schedule  of  seventeen  games  has  been  arranged  to  begin  on  January  2, 
1925.  An  interclass  series  of  games  is  also  being  arranged  for  both  Senior 
and  Junior  High  Schools. 

Special  corrective  work  was  done  with  boys  who  needed  individual 
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attention.  This  is  a  very  important  phase  of  Physical  Education,  and  a 
special  class  in  this  work  should  be  organized. 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  I  wish  to  speak  of  the  wonderful  spirit  and 
co-operation  that  has  been  manifested  among  the  pupils  and  teachers  in 
both  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Grant  and 
Mr.  Allen.  Five  hundred  new  seats  were  built  for  football  and  baseball  by 
the  boys  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Larson.  Various  schedules  were 
printed  by  the  boys  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wheeler.  Luncheons  were 
served  to  different  teams  by  the  Household  Arts  Department  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Bridges  and  Miss  Steele. 

In  behalf  of  the  boys  and  myself,  I  thank  the  citizens  of  Norwood  for 
their  loyal  support  in  all  our  athletics  for  the  year  1924.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  Physical  Education  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

The  work  in  physical  education  from  the  primary  grades  through  High 
School  follows  closely  the  program  as  made  out  by  Mr.  Carl  L.  Schrader, 
State  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education. 

In  a  survey  made  last  May  by  Mr.  Schrader,  he  strongly  recommended 
extra  school  activities  for  grammar  schools.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  a  full 
time  assistant,  Miss  Helen  B.  Follett,  has  been  added  to  my  department, 
this  suggestion  will  be  put  in  effect  this  spring. 

As  usual  the  seventh  grade  does  its  work  entirely  in  the  classroom  and 
the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  and  Senior  High  girls  use  the  Civic  gymnasium. 
Out  of  443  girls  only  seven  were  excused  from  gymnasium  work  by  phy¬ 
sicians. 

That  most  important  branch  of  Physical  Education,  corrective  work, 
is  being  given  as  much  attention  as  time  will  permit  and  classes  are  being 
formed  in  the  various  schools. 

I  n  the  way  of  sports,  a  state-wide,  all-student  track  meet  was  held  last 
Spring.  Junior  and  Senior  classes  only  of  High  Schools  were  allowed  to 
participate.  Norwood’s  entry  xtas  100%  and  the  High  School  received  a 
certificate  for  its  excellency  in  mass  athletics.  The  events  for  girls  were 
50-yard  dash,  basket  ball  throw  and  high  jump. 

Field  Hockey  was  resumed  this  fall  by  the  girls  of  Senior  High  School 
and  thirty-five  girls  participated  in  this  sport.  The  girls  of  the  eighth

grades  have  two  hours  of  mass  play  a  week  when  they  are  taught  organized 
games. 

As  regards  basket  ball,  102  girls  from  the  ninth  grades  and  Senior  High 
School  reported  for  practise.  Of  this  number  12  were  selected  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  High  School  in  its  outside  games,  a  schedule  of  eight  games  with 
other  schools  having  been  arranged.  .The  others  were  grouped  into  class 
teams  and  are  playing  inter-class  games. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  milk  lunches  which  are  served  every  morning  as  near  10  o’clock  as 
possible  in  the  grammar  grades,  are  served  for  two  purposes,  principally, 
first  to  educate  children  to  drink  milk,  and  second  to  supplement  a  hastily 
eaten  breakfast.  This  continues  to  be  very  important  in  a  child  health 
program  and  should  be  heartily  endorsed  and  advocated. 

Money  given  for  free  milk  for  an  under  weight  child  helps  to  make  that 
child  stronger  and  better  fitted  for  work. 

To  all  who  have  contributed  funds  for  free  milk  we  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  and  thanks. 

Dr.  Schorer  has  not  yet  come  to  Norwood  for  her  annual  examination 
of  the  mentally  retarded  children. 

In  June,  1924  we  held  our  first  clinic  for  the  10%  under  weight  children. 
Of  the  twenty  children  who  were  given  a  thorough  chest  examination  by 
Dr.  Roach  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital,  two  were  referred  for  X-Ray 
and  eighteen  were  found  to  be  cases  of  malnutrition.  Of  the  two  X-Ray 
cases,  only  one  was  reported  as  hilum  tuberculosis  and  summer  camp  ad¬ 
vised,  permission  for  which  was  later  revoked  by  parent. 

These  twenty  children  are  to  be  re-examined  this  year.  Eventually  it 
would  be  desirable  to  have  every  10%  under  weight  child  thoroughly  ex¬ 
amined  each  year,  in  order  to  forestall  any  trouble,  and  summer  camp  pro¬ 
vision  made  for  all  who  need  it. 

The  dental  service  is  still  inadequate  to  care  for  the  many  children 
awaiting  treatment.  Dr.  Wing,  at  the  clinic,  frequently  sees  12  cases  in 
one  morning,  but  there  are  at  least  50%  of  the  school  children,  urgent  cases, 
who  will  have  to  wait  another  year,  when  of  course,  the  conditions  will  be 
twice  as  bad  as  at  present. 

Our  e\’e  clinic,  in  Dr.  Riemer’s  care,  continues  to  be  a  highly  important 
work  each  year. 

The  Schick  clinics  for  diphtheria  will  be  resumed  in  all  the  schools  at 
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the  first  possible  opportunity  when  all  the  new  cases  of  last  year  will  be  Re- 
Schicked  and  any  new  children  added. 

Due  to  the  scarlet  fever  epidemic  which  began  shortly  after  school 
opened  in  the  fall,  the  routine  school  nursing  work  has  necessarily  been  re¬ 
placed  by  continual  inspection  of  children  and  by  greatly  increased  home 
visiting.  Since  November  17,  a  full  time  nurse,  Miss  Christine  Holmes 
of  Kingston,  has  been  helping  temporarily  in  the  supervision  of  the  chil¬ 
dren.  This  help  has  been  greatly  appreciated  as  has  also  been  Miss  King- 
man  and  her  automobile.  * 

We  hope  to  begin  our  regular  nursing  work  soon. 

We  wish,  at  this  time,  to  thank  all  those  who  helped  to  give  so  many 
children  a  happy  Christmas  and  we  hope  this  good  work  will  continue  and 
grow.

Dear  Mr.  Howes: 

My  second  report  as  Supervisor  of  Music  is  hereby  submitted. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  a  marked  advance  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
work  in  the  grades.  This  is  due  to  the  readjustment  of  pupil  and  teacher 
to  a  new  method  of  presenting  the  technical  problems  involved  in  sight 
singing.  With  a  growing  resource  of  reading  power  has  con: 3  increased 
interest  and  enthusiasm,  and  the  work  has  thereby  become  much  'vsie 
I  am  recommending  a  new  basic  text  for  the  grades  which  I  think  wii  •  >  ■  rk 
for  greater  progress  and  enjoyment,  and  will  more  readily  fit  into  th 
technical  development. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  progress  is  marked  by  exce^nt  chorus  wori 
in  the  eighth  grade  and  the  organizing  of  Glee  Clubs  which  promise  : 
broader  musical  interest.  An  orchestra  of  some  twenty  pieces  has  als< 
made  a  start  and  shows  much  promise. 

With  the  ninth  grade,  the  music  situation  meets  serious  drawback? 
Theoretically  music  is  a  major  subject  and  compulsory  in  the  upper  grade 
In  practice  it  has  no  independent  place  in  the  curriculum.  Itfunctioi 
therefore,  at  the  expense  of  other  studies.  This  more  or  less  paralyzes  m 
of  the  music  activities  of  the  upper  schools.  The  ninth  grade  stud 
has  chorus  practice  once  in  two  weeks,  and  this  at  the  loss  of  recital 
in  some  other  subject.  This  constitutes  his  preparation  for  senior  sc’  il 
chorus.  What  will  become  of  the  interest  and  ability  which  the  pres 
eighth  grade  shows,  if  it  must  filter  through  a  year  of  our  recitation  in  tv 
weeks  before  it  can  be  utilized  in  the  senior  school? 
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In  the  senior  school  there  is  chorus  practice  for  the  entire  school  once  each 
week.  This  practice  began  just  before  Thanksgiving.  There  is  no  chance 
for  intensive  study  with  so  large  a  chorus.  The  music  therefore,  cannot 
be  put  upon  a  basis  of  educational  progress,  but  must  be  cast  upon  very 
general  lines. 

The  only  chance  for  intensive  work  is  offered  by  the  Glee  Club.  The 
number  of  students  who  can  elect  Glee  Club  is  limited  by  conflicts  with 
other  studies.  Probably  seventy-five  will  find  it  practical  to  take  this 
work.  At  the  present  writing  there  has  been  one  recitation  by  the  Glee 
Club.  It  is  proposed  that  it  recite  once  a  week. 

The  orchestra  has  one  period  of  practice  during  school  hours.  The 
other  practice  is  held  in  the  evening.  While  this  arrangement  is  more 
convenient  to  some,  it  is  often  inconvenient  to  all,  and  therefore  requires 
personal  sacrifice  from  its  supporters. 

In  spite  of  the  limitations  I  have  mentioned,  the  ninth  grade  and  senior 
choruses  are  doing  better  work  compared  to  that  of  last  year.  The  or¬ 
chestra  is  improving.  The  Glee  Clubs  are  just  starting. 

I  trust  that  in  the  nea,r  future  the  various  music  activities  of  the  upper 
schools  can  be  put  upon  an  adequate  time  basis  and  can  function  from 
September  to  June  on  a  par  with  other  activities.  When  that  time  comes 
there  will  be  possible  a  continuous  growth.  Until  it  comes  the  results  must 
perforce  be  fragmentary.

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Drawing  in 
the  Norwoo>  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1224. 

The  super\  isqr  has  had  the  general  oversight  and  planning  of  the  whole 
art  course,  but  has  confined  her  actual  teaching  to  Grades  1-7,  visiting 
Grades  1,  2  and  3  once  in  three  weeks,  Grades  4,  5  and  6  once  in  two  weeks 
and  Grade  7  every  week.  With  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
electing  Freehand  Drawing  in  the  High  School,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
have  an  assistant  there  for  two  days,  Mrs.  Ethel  H.  Cook  filling  this  posi¬ 
tion.  The  Grade  8  Drawing  has  been  ably  carried  on  by  Miss  Bradford, 
as  last  year. 

For  a  synopsis  of  the  course  in  High  School,  I  would  refer  you  to  last 
year’s  report.  As  a  finish  of  the  year’s  work  last  spring,  “tied  and  dyed’’ 
scarfs  were  made  and  stencilled  cushions,  table-runners,  scarfs  and  cur¬ 
tains  were  designed  and  executed,  the  girls  buying  their  own  materials 
for  these.

As  in  other  years,  poster-making  has  continued  to  be  a  practical  and 
interesting  problem.  The  best  "Health”  posters  made  in  Grade  6  were 
shown  for  one  week  in  three  drug-store  windows.  At  the  end  of  that  time, 
a  number  of  the  best  were  sent  to  a  State  Health  poster  contest,  one  of 
them  receiving  a  second  prize.  In  Grade  7  “Kindness  of  Animal”  posters 
were  made  as  before,  also  “Shop  Early”  posters,  which  were  displayed  by 
Norwood  merchants  just  before  Christmas. 

In  September,  a  small  exhibition  of  drawing  from  Grades  1-8  was  on 
view  in  the  Public  Library  and  later  sent  to  Japan  as  a  slight  appreciation 
of  the  wonderful  drawings  made  by  Japanese  children  which  were  shown 
in  the  library  some  months  before. 

An  article  by  James  Parton  Haney  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  ex¬ 
presses  so  well  what  our  aims  in  our  Drawing  course  are,  that  I  will  quote 
a  few  words  from  it  in  closing.  “The  art  training  of  the  public  schools 
should  be  a  practical  training  touching  closely  the  needs  of  the  community; 
it  should  aim  to  cultivate  taste  and  apply  that  taste  to  the  homes,  the  dress 
and  the  business  of  those  it  trains.  -Art  is  not  for  “the  few.”  It  is  for  “the 
many,”  for  “the  many”  have  to  use  it.  It  is  not  held  that  the  training 
of  the  public  schools  will  produce  artists,  but  it  is  held  that  it  will  raise  the 
standard  of  taste  throughout  the  community.” 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cooperation 
and  interest  of  the  teachers,  principals  and  superintendent.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

The  High  School  division  of  the  Evening  School  was  organized  Octo¬ 
ber  14.  Up  to  the  evening  of  January  20  the  total  registration  had  been 
228,  a  loss  of  69  from  the  registration  of  last  year.  The  loss  in  the  English 
language  division  was  16,  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  organization  of  the 
school  in  the  Balch  district.  The  rest  of  the  loss  has  been  in  the  practical 
arts  classes,  woodworking,  mechanical  drawing,  and  civil  service,  which 
classes  were  not  organized  this  year.  The  registration  was  distributed  as 


follows: 

English  Language  1 12 

Practical  Arts: 

Dressmaking .  40 

Millinery .  29 

Cooking .  16 

Typewriting .  31 
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The  school  is  employing  ten  teachers — five  in  the  English  classes,  four 
in  practical  arts,  and  one  in  the  typewriting  and  bookkeeping. 

This  year  the  English  Language  classes  have  been  placed  under  state 
supervision,  the  average  number  per  class  being  24.  This  work  has  been 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Miss  Vose,  who  was  this  year  made 
Supervisor  of  Alien  Education  in  Norwood.  Under  the  state  supervision 
the  work  has  been  conducted  more  systematically  and  with  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  needs  of  these  people,  and  will  for  this  reason  show  better 
results. 

The  attendance  up  to  the  Christmas  holidays  was  excellent  in  all  de¬ 
partments,  but  is  showing  a  little  more  than  the  usual  falling  off  since  that 
time.  This  is  due  to  the  many  other  evening  attractions  in  town,  partly 
to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  pupils  enrolled  must  work  evenings  part  of  the 
time,  but  too  much  to  loss  of  interest  in  the  classes.  This  is  to  be  re¬ 
gretted,  because  pupils  are  losing  an  opportunity  for  efficient  instruction  in 
the  subjects  desired. 

Aside  from  the  English  classes,  where  the  attendance  is  to  some  extent 
compulsory,  it  would  seem  that  there  is  no  great  demand  in  town  for  these 
classes.  In  no  subjects  outside  practical  arts  and  typewriting  were  there 
a  sufficient  number  of  registrations  to  warrant  the  formation  of  a  class  and 
the  employment  of  a  teacher — two  or  three  in  Spanish,  one  in  Latin,  seven 
for  the  grammar  school  subjects,  one  or  two  in  algebra.  And  with  those 
who  did  register  and  enter  the  attendance  has  fallen  nearly  50%. 

The  English  Language  classes,  however,  are  well  worth  while.  The 
instruction  is  splendid,  interest  high,  and  the  pupils  eager  to  learn.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  began  my  work  as  Director  of  Adult  Alien  Education  on  September  9, 
1924.  The  work  has  been  organized  conforming  with  the  specifications 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  Department  of  Americanization. 

The  general  work  of  recruiting  classes  was  carried  on  by  means  of  posters, 
in  both  the  English  and  foreign  languages,  English  and  foreign  language 
press,  foreign  clubs,  the  clergy,  letters  to  foreign  parents  by  school  children 
and  by  personal  solicitation.  The  splendid  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
day  school  principals  has  been  a  great  assistance  in  this  work. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  recruiting,  a  questionnaire  was  sent 
through  the  school  children  to  the  parents  who  were  foreign  born.  To 
question,  “Would  you  attend  evening  school  if  one  were  opened  in  your 
district?”  we  received  answers  from  310  people  (187  men  and  123  women). 
Of  this  number  35%  of  the  men  and  31%  of  the  women  expressed  a  desire 
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to  attend  school.  We  find  by  actual  count  that  15%  of  the  men  and 
23%  of  the  women  have  enrolled  in  the  evening  school  classes. 

The  or  ganization  consists  of  a  director  and  ten  teachers.  The  member¬ 
ship  of  250  students  includes  nineteen  nationalities;  Finnish,  Lithuanian, 
Italian,  Russian,  Swedish,  Hebrew,  German,  Irish,  Argentine,  Portuguese, 
Syiian,  Danish,  British,  Greek,  Turkish,  Polish,  Roumanian,  Austrian, 
and  Norwegian.  Many  are  well  educated  in  their  native  tongue.  Very 
tew  are  illiterate  in  their  own  language.  There  are  many  illiterate  among 
the  foreign-born  in  Norwood,  but  we  have  not  yet  reached  them.  That 
is  one  of  our  great  problems  in  the  future. 

We  have  five  classes  for  the  adult  foreign  born  in  the  High  School  and 
five  in  the  Balch  School.  These  classes  meet  three  evenings  a  week.  The 
Balch  School  has  been  opened  for  the  first  time  this  year  to  the  adult 
population  of  that  district.  The  total  number  of  pupils  who  have  en¬ 
rolled  in  classes  at  the  High  School  is  116  and  at  the  Balch  School  114. 

There  are  three  Mothers’  Classes  all  in  the  Winslow  district.  Two 
of  these  classes  are  made  up  of  Finnish  women  and  the  third  ot  Jewish 
women.  The  total  number  of  women  in  these  classes  is  20.  They  meet 
twice  each  week  for  one  hour  a  day.  Two  of  the  classes  are  held  at  the 
Winslow  School  and  the  other  meets  at  12  Savin  avenue  at  the  home  of 
one  of  the  members.  These  classes  are  taught  by  the  director. 

When  the  classes  closed  for  the  Christmas  holiday  we  found  that  our 
membership  was  76%  of  the  total  enrollment.  The  largest  single  factor 
in  obtaining  good  attendance  is  good  teaching.  The  teachers  in  the 
classes  for  the  foreign  born  in  Norwood  are  doing  their  work  faithfully 
and  are  deeply  interested  in  this  kind  of  work.  Working  on  night  shifts 
has  prevented  many  of  the  men  from  attending  regularly. 

The  aim  of  education  for  the  foreign  born  is  primarily  to  provide  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  learn  to  speak,  read  and  write  English.  But  to  those  who  avail 
themselves  of  these  opportunities  it  has  a  wider  significance.  It  is  here 
that  they  may  gain  an  acquaintance  with  the  life,  customs  and  ideals  of 
the  American  people.  A  number  of  our  men  and  women  have  taken  out 
their  first  papers  signifying  their  desire  to  become  American  citizens. 

A  Teacher  Training  Course  in  Americanization  is  being  conducted  by 
the  Division  ot  FTniversity  Extension,  State  Board  of  Education.  This 
class  meets  each  Wednesday  at  the  High  School  with  Miss  Mary  L.  Guy¬ 
ton,  Assistant  Director  of  Adult  Alien  Education,  in  charge.  Thirty-nine 
of  the  Norwood  teachers  are  taking  this  course. 

Education  for  the  foreign  born  as  organized  in  Norwood  is  so  new  that 
it  is  natural  for  people  to  ask  what  it  is  all  about.  One  of  the  pleasant 
things  about  my  work  has  been  the  kindly  spirit  of  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  individuals  and  societies  as  soon  as  the  work  was  understood. 
Three  organizations  have  asked  that  the  work  be  explained  to  their  mem¬ 
bers. 

This  special  feature  of  adult  education  has  a  big  future  in  Norwood. 
We  have  a  large  foreign  population  and  the  work  that  has  been  begun  this 
year  is  a  mere  scratch  upon  the  surface.  It  is  no  easy  task  to  break  the 
wall  of  restraint  and  lack  of  understanding  which  keeps  a  community 


separated  by  language  barriers.  It  requires  tact  and  patience  to  make 
the  foreign  people  believe  that  Norwood  is  anxious  to  help  them  to  under¬ 
stand  our  language  and  ways.  We  welcome  the  sympathetic  support  and 
co-operation  of  the  whole  community — for  this  is  a  community  affair. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  of  the 
Americanization  classes  for  their  loyal  co-operation,  to  thank  the  princi¬ 
pals  of  the  day  schools  for  their  splendid  spirit  of  helpfulness  to  me  in 
this  work  and  to  thank  Mr.  Howes  for  his  support  and  helpful  advice

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  January  19,  1925,  and  adjournment  to  March  24,  1925. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen,  under  date  of  January  6, 
1925,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  H.  Eugene 
Rice,  Eugene  Endicott  and  Harold  W.  Baker,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the 
proper  service  of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  J.  Irving  Reid, 
Constable  of  Norwood.

Francis  J.  Foley,  submitted  a  report  of  progress  advising  the  voters  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Committee  as  preliminary  to  the  preparation  of  actual 
plans  and  further  informing  the  voters  by  stereopticon  views  which  were 
shown  at  this  meeting  of  the  tentative  plans  arrived  at  by  the  Committee. 
Views  were  exhibited  showing  a  ground  plan  of  a  proposed  building  on  the 
lot  bounded  by  Washington  Street,  Nahatan  Street,  Market  Street  and 
land  of  Singleton  and  Coyne;  a  drawing  of  the  proposed  building  showing 
general  view  from  Nahatan  Street  and  Washington  Street,  also  elevation 
view  from  Market  Street,  from  rear  of  building,  from  Washington  Street 
and  from  Nahatan  Street.  Chairman  Foley  stated  that  it  was  the  hope 
of  the  Committee  to  receive  suggestions  and  that  the  Committee  desired 
under  a  further  article  to  be  given  an  additional  appropriation  of  $5,000.00 
in  order  that  definite  plans  might  be  submitted,  that  actual  estimates  of  the 
cost  and  an  appropriation  sought  at  a  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1926, 
which  would  enable  the  Committee  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of 
the  building. 

* 

Voted:  To  accept  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  offered  by  Chairman 
Foley  as  a  report  of  progress,  and  on  motion  of  Martin  F.  Lydon  it  was 
voted  that  the  meeting  assembled  take  the  following  action;  namely, 

“That  we  thank  Chairman  Foley  and  the  Committee  for  the  work  which 
they  are  doing  for  the  Town.” 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  use  of  the  Municipal  Memorial  Building  Committee,  the  same  to 
be  in  addition  to  sums  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  purpose,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  By  transfer,  the  sum  of  $5,000.00. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  an  Inspector  of  Wires,  as  provided  by  Law. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  Selectmen. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building  By-laws 
by  adding  thereto  and  adopting  the  following  section;  namely, 

Section  31.  No  work  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of 
Wires  shall  be  approved  by  him  unless  said  work  conforms  to  the  re- 
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quirements  of  the  1925  National  Electrical  Code  so-called,  being  the 
“Regulations  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  for  Electric 
wiring  and  apparatus  as  recommended  by  the  National  Fire  Protection 
Association  American  Standard,  approved  July  3,  1925,  by  American  En¬ 
gineering  Standards  Committee.” 

V oted:  To  adopt  as  a  By-law. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  for  State  Armory 
purposes  land  suitable  therefor  and  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
such  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  Article  5  and  Article  6  be  considered  together. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
petition  the  General  Court  for  appropriate  legislation  to  permit  the  Town 
to  sell  and  convey  land  owned  and  land  to  be  acquired  by  it  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  for  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  thousand  ($10,000) 
dollars  in  order  to  provide  a  site  for  the  erection  by  said  Commonwealth 
of  a  State  Armory,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Printed  pamphlets  of  “Report  and  Recommendations  on  the  Armory 
Proposition”  were  distributed  to  the  voters  at  the  meeting.  The  state¬ 
ments  of  History,  Estimated  Cost,  Valuation  of  Property  in  1925,  De¬ 
sirability  of  Armory  and  Report  of  the  Selectmen  were  read  and  offered 
as  a  report  by  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill.  Chair¬ 
man  Charles  J.  Prescott  of  the  Finance  Commission  offered  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Commission  as  contained  in  the  printed  pamphlet  and 
Chairman  William  G.  Upham  of  the  Planning  Board  offered  the  report  of 
the  Planning  Board . 

Voted:  To  accept  the  various  reports  as  offered. 

Voted:  Motion  under  Article  5. 

That  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed  to  purr- 
chase  by  suitable  deeds  for  the  purpose  of  a  site  for  a  State  Armory  the 
following  described  parcels  of  land  from  the  owners  thereof;  viz.: 

Parcel  (A)  A  certain  tract  owned  by  Attilio  Balboni  fronting  on  Lyman 
Place  and  bounded  by  said  Lyman  Place  and  lands  of  Rachel  Holman, 
Town  of  Norwood,  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  and  by  a 
private  way  extending  from  said  Lyman  Place  to  Nahatan  Street, 
being  the  premises  purchased  by  said  Balboni  from  said  Norwood 
Housing  Association,  Inc.,  exclusive  however,  of  buildings  numbered 
11  and  15  on  said  Lyman  Place. 

Parcel  (B)  A  certain  tract  owned  by  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc., 
fronting  on  Nahatan  Street  and  bounded  by  said  street  and  bounded 
by  lands  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Attilio  Balboni  and  by  a  private 
way  extending  from  Nahatan  street  to  Lyman  Place,  exclusive,  how¬ 
ever,  of  the  building  thereon  numbered  161  Nahatan  Street. 

And  from  available  receipts  in  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $11,000.00 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  Parcel  A  and  the  sum  of 
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$10,000.00  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  Parcel  B ;  said 
structures  so  excluded  to  be  removed  from  said  parcels  at  such  time 
or  times  as  the  Selectmen  may  agree  with  said  owners.

That  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed  to  peti¬ 
tion  the  General  Court  for  appropriate  legislation  to  permit  the  Town  to 
sell  and  convey  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  a  sum  not 
less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  order  to  provide  a  site  for  the  erection 
by  said  Commonwealth  of  a  State  Armory,  the  following  described  lands 
owned  and  to  be  acquired  by  it;  viz: 

A  portion  of  a  certain  parcel  owned  by  the  Town  of  Norwood 
adjoining  the  parcels  hereinafter  described,  and  a  certain  parcel 
fronting  on  Nahatan  Street  now  owned  by  the  Norwood  Housing 
Association,  Inc.,  and  a  certain  parcel  fronting  on  Lyman  Place 
now  owned  by  Attilio  Balboni,  exclusive  of  buildings  on  said 
Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.  and  Balboni  parcels. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  allow  as  a  public 
park  a  parcel  of  land  adjoining  the  Balch  School  Lot,  now  held  by  the 
Town  by  gift  from  Hon.  Charles  S.  Bird,  as  taken  and  located  as  a  public 
park  and  reported  by  the  Selectmen,  and  to  call  the  same  “Charles  W. 
Eliot  Park,”  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Vc  ted:  To  accept  and  allow. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reconsider  the  action  taken 
under  Article  2  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  Decem¬ 
ber  29,  1924,  authorizing  the  purchase  by  the  Selectmen  of  certain  land 
near  Pleasant  Street  from  Emily  C.  Fisher  et  al,  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  purchase  a  parcel  of  greater  area  in  the  same  locality  from 
Emily  C.  Fisher  et  al,  and  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  said  purpose, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  the  action  taken  under  Article  2  of  the  Warrant  for  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  December  29,  1924,  authorizing  the  purchase 
by  the  Selectmen  of  certain  land  near  Pleasant  Street  from  Emily  C. 
Fisher  et  al  be  and  hereby  is  reconsidered  and  rescinded,  and  be  it  further 
voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed  to 
purchase  b}r  suitable  deed  from  Emily  C.  Fisher  of  Norwood,  Nettie  F. 
Day  of  Somerville  and  Albert  M.  Shattuck  of  Worcester,  or  their  succes¬ 
sors  in  title  for  school,  playground  and  Town  way  purposes,  certain  parcels 
of  land  substantially  as  described  as  follows,  viz.: 

(1)  A  tract  containing  about  1  acre,  34,648  square  feet,  and  located 
northeasterly  of  other  land  of  said  Town  of  Norwood,  and  being  Parcel  A 
shown  on  a  plan  entitled,  “Plan  of  land  of  Emily  C.  Fisher  et  al,  showing- 
parcels  included  in  option  given  to  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Geo.  A.  Smith, 
Town  Engineer,”  dated  “August  21,  1925.”

the  surplus  returned  to  the  Town  by  the  State  Treasurer  in  the  year  1924 
for  Soldiers’  Bonus,  so-called,  and  the  further  sum  of  $2,360.00  from  the 
available  receipts  in  the  Treasury. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  petition 
the  next  General  Court  for  legislation  in  the  form  of  a  resolve  or  otherwise 
to  permit  an  investigation  and  report  to  be  made  to  a  further  legislation 
as  to  necessity  and  desirability  of  the  extension  of  the  Metropolitan  Sewer¬ 
age  System  in  the  Neponset  River  Valley,  and  the  cost  thereof  and  recom¬ 
mendations  with  respect  thereto,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  petition  the  General  Court  for  appropriate  legislation  in  the  form  of  a 
resolve  or  otherwise  to  permit  an  investigation  and  report  to  be  made  to 
a  future  legislature  as  to  the  necessity  or  desirability  of  the  extension  of 
the  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  in  the  Neponset  River  Valley,  and  the 
cost  thereof,  and  with  recommendations  with  respect  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  sums  of  money,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  appropriate  from  surplus  revenues  of  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  De¬ 
partment. 

Voted:  The  sum  of  $25,000.00. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro¬ 
priate  from  available  funds  for  the  following  purposes,  or  any  of  them,  the 
same  to  be  in  addition  to  sums  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  purposes 
for  the  current  fiscal  year: 

General  Government,  incidentals  Police  Department,  incidentals 

Fire  Department,  salaries  Particular  Sewers 

Fire  Department,  incidentals  Soldiers’  Benefits 

Voted:  To  appropriate  from  the  surplus  funds  in  the  Treasury  for  the 
following  purposes,  the  respective  sums  as  set  forth,  the  same  to  be  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  sums  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  purpose  for  the  current  year: 


General  Government,  incidentals .  $  200.00 

Fire  Department,  salaries .  500.00 

Fire  Department,  incidentals .  2,500.00 

Police  Department,  incidentals .  500.00 

Particular  Sewers .  1,500.00 

Soldiers’  Benefits .  400.00

Report  of  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the  ab¬ 
stracts  of  the  records  of  Town  Meetings,  together  with  the  records  of  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  year  1925. 

Financial  Report — Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold 
W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree 
with  the  Accountant’s  Books  and  Records  as  shown.  All  statements  of 
uncollected  accounts  have  been  verified  as  to  detail  items. 

I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand  December  31,  1925,  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as 
Treasurer  and  Collector  equals  an  amount  as  shown  in  the  Accountant’s 
statement  that  his  cash  balance  on  December  31,  1925,  was  $149,458.25. 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  each  month  the 
accounts  of  Frederick  S.  Barton  as  to  sales  and  collections  have  been 
examined  and  I  find  that  he  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all 
collections  shown  in  the  sales  account  of  this  department. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  collections  of  Harry  M.  King  as 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  have  been  examined,  and  he  has  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  all  fees  which  appear  to  have  been  collected  by  his 
department. 

Morrill  Memorial  Library.  Alice  H.  Plimpton  Trust  Fund.  I  have 
examined  the  securities  in  the  possession  of  Harold  W.  Gay,  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  and  find  that  the  securities 
and  cash  on  hand  represent  the  amount  set  forth  in  this  report;  namely, 
$55,020.53.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Norwood,  Massachusetts. 


February  10,  1926. 


Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  General  Manager  for  the  year 
1925.  My  knowledge  of  the  year’s  work  consists  of  that  accomplished 
subsequent  to  my  appointment  on  April  9,  1925. 


Public  Works  Department 

On  August  1  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley  tendered  his  resignation  to  take 
effect  September  1.  Mr.  Conley  had  been  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  in  Norwood,  with  the  exception  of  about  two  years,  for  the  past 
ten  years.  He  was  a  faithful  official,  ready  at  all  tmes  to  render  such 
service  as  was  necessary,  and  in  his  going  the  Town  lost  the  services  of  a 
valuable  man. 

A  number  of  applications  for  the  position  were  received,  and  after  careful 
consideration  it  was  decided  to  engage  Mr.  John  E.  Colburn,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  in  the  city  of  Newburvport,  and  he  assumed  office  on 
September  1. 

Highway  Division 

The  work  under  this  division  consisted  of  the  usual  cleaning,  patching, 
oiling  and  general  care  of  the  streets,  construction  of  new  streets,  and  the 
placing  of  gravel  and  macadam  on  existing  streets. 

Construction 

Nichols  Street  Extension— from  Bond  Street  to  the  New  High  School. 
Grading  surface  and  placing  the  gravel  sub-filling. 

Elliot  Street  Extension — to  Nichols  Street  Extension.  Grading  surface 
and  placing  the  gravel  sub-filling. 

Lenox  Street — from  Willow  Street  north  to  Lenox  Avenue.  Con¬ 
structed  with  bituminous  macadam. 

Parkway — from  Hoyle  Street  to  Bond  Street.  Bituminous  gravel 
surface. 

Mountain  Avenue.  Gravel  surface. 

Pleasant  Street — from  Morse  Street  to  Walpole  Line,  Mylod  Street — 
from  Washington  Street  to  Walpole  Line,  Everett  Street — from  Washington 
Street  to  Westwood  Line  were  scarified,  gravel  placed  where  needed,  were 
thoroughly  rolled,  and  the  surface  treated  to  a  penetration  coat  of  oil. 
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Cottage  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Broadway. 

“Central  Street”  (so-called)  extended  from  Vernon  Street  Extension  to 
Market  Street  were  brought  to  sub-grade. 

Bridges 

It  was  necessary  to  replace  the  bridges  on  Morse  Street  and  Water 
Street.  At  the  Water  Street  bridge  the  masonry  in  the  west  abutment 
broke  away,  and  it  was  necessary  to  replace  a  considerable  part  of  it.  The 
Morse  Street  bridge  was  repaired  by  replacing  the  floor  timbers  and  re¬ 
planking. 

Street  Oiling 

17.58  miles  of  streets  were  oiled  and  the  surface  treated  and  left  in  satis¬ 
factory  condition. 

Sidewalks 

825  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalks  were  laid  by  contract.  This 
work  included  the  walk  on  the  south  side  of  Railroad  Avenue  from  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  tracks  at  the  Norwood  Station  to  Washington 
Street;  a  short  section  on  Washington  Street  fronting  property  of  Fred 
L.  Fisher  and  B.  Knezneck  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Nahatan  Street; 
Guild  Street  in  front  of  the  Guild  School,  and  a  short  section  on  the  south 
side  of  Folan  Avenue  fronting  property  of  Peter  Yakstis. 

Snow  Removal 

Four  new  sidewalk  plows  were  added  to  our  equipment. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  no  severe  storms  during  the  year  which 
would  materially  add  to  the  cost  of  snow  removal.  However,  arrange¬ 
ments  had  been  made  for  the  use  of  tractors,  trucks,  and  plows,  and  we 
weie  well  equipped  to  handle  any  situation.  About  $7,800.00  was  spent 
for  such  work  as  was  done  on  snow  and  ice. 

Collection  of  Ashes 

The  usual  custom  of  collecting  ashes  with  the  Town  teams  has  been 
continued.  This  work  is  done  at  a  loss  to  the  Town,  but  considering  the 
small  expense  of  collection  as  compared  with  methods  employed  by  other 
towns,  the  results  obtained  justify  the  loss. 

Crusher 

The  Town  quarry  is  now  in  such  shape  (due  to  the  fact  tfiat  practically 
all  of  the  stone  of  good  quality  has  been  removed)  that  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  secure  enough  stone  to  provide  for  the  construction  contemplated  for 
the  coming  year.  If  the  construction  now  outlined  is  carried  out,  about 
7,000  tons  of  stone  will  be  required.  This  can  be  purchased  delivered  by 
trucks  on  the  job, at  a  cost  less  than  it  could  be  crushed  at  the  Town  quarry. 
There  is  now  at  the  quarry  about  300  tons  of  stone  already  crushed,  and 
stone  blasted  from  the  quarry  to  allow  of  crushing  an  additional  500  tons. 
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It  would  be  policy  to  keep  the  equipment  in  running  order  and  a  small 
amount  of  the  various  sizes  on  hand  to  provide  stone  in  small  amounts 
from  the  Town  crusher,  so  that  there  would  be  no  delay  in  the  work  in 
case  of  failure  of  prompt  delivery  of  stone  purchased.

The  Walpole  Street  sewer  was  laid  in  anticipation  of  the  construction 
of  the  concrete  highway  which  is  to  be  built  the  coming  season,  and  cannot 
be  used  until  it  is  connected  with  the  sewer  in  Chapel  Street.  To  ac¬ 
complish  this  a  short  section  will  have  to  be  laid  in  Chapel  Street  between 
Walpole  Street  and  Winslow  Avenue,  which  should  be  done  this  year. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  domestic  sewage  from  Bird  &  Son’s  Floor 
Covering  Plant,  a  15"  field  line  was  laid  between  Pleasant  Street  and 
Morse  Street  at  Bird  &  Son’s  expense.  This  line  was  constructed  so  as  to 
become  a  permanent  part  of  the  Town’s  system  and  will  be  taken  over  by 
the  Town  this  year,  at  which  time  Bird  &  Son  will  be  reimbursed  the 
amount  paid  by  them. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-three  new  house  sewers  were  added  to  the  system, 
making  the  total  to  date  1640.  This  includes  twenty-four  connections  laid 
on  Walpole  Street  from  the  main  to  the  street  line. 

The  entire  piping  system  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  is  in  excellent 
condition. 
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Filter  Beds 

Number  6  filter  bed  was  resurfaced  with  sand.  The  other  beds  were 
given  the  usual  care  and  attention.  Owing  to  the  removal  of  sand  due  to 
cleaning,  two  of  the  beds  need  resurfacing.  This  should  be  done  the  coming 
season. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  beds  are  being  overworked,  particularly 
during  rainy  periods  when  large  amounts  of  surface  water  find  its  way  into 
the  sewers  and  which  is  eventually  discharged  onto  the  beds.  With  careful 
care  they  will  provide  for  the  present  dry  weather  flow,  but  any  material 
increase  over  the  dry  weather  flow  causes  them  to  become  flooded  and 
trouble  is  experienced. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  increase  in  sewage  due  to  the  normal  growth 
of  the  town,  it  will  be  necessary  to  construct  additional  beds.  At  least 
two  should  be  built  during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  dry  season  the  water  in  the  Neponset  River  became  very 
low,  and  in  order  to  improve  its  condition  and  prevent  putrefaction  resulting 
in  offensive  odors,  nitrate  of  soda  was  added  to  the  effluent  from  the  filter 
beds. 

Drains

Supply 

During  the  year  the  supply  has  held  up  remarkable  well.  Throughout 
the  winter  months  a  small  amount  was  pumped  from  the  Westwood 
Station,  but  apparently  this  was  not  due  to  any  shortage  at  the  Ellis  source. 
Beginning  February  27,  the  Westwood  plant  was  shut  down  and  all  of 
the  water  was  pumped  from  Ellis  until  March  23,  at  which  time  the  sup¬ 
ply  became  lowered  to  a  point  where  it  became  necessary  to  start  the 
Westwood  Station  again.  Both  stations  were  operated  throughout 
the  summer  and  until  October  3,  when  the  Westwood  Station  was  shut 
down,  remaining  so  throughout  the  balance  of  the  year.  With  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  water  pumped  during  the  winter  months,  all  of  the  water 
from  Westwood  has  been  filtered. 

Monthly  samples  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
and  the  results  of  the  analyses  show  the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 
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Filter  at  Buckmaster  Pond 

The  present  filter  was  constructed  in  1914.  It  is  of  the  slow  sand 
type,  having  an  area  of  13,000  square  feet,  with  a  filtering  capacity  of 
1,300,000  gallons  per  day,  which  amount  is  practically  the  capacity  of  the 
pumps.  In  operating,  the  filter  is  used  for  a  period  of  from  ten  to  twelve 
days.  The  surface  of  the  sand  then  becomes  clogged  with  sediment, 
and  it  is  necessary  to  draw  the  water  off  and  allow  the  sand  to  dry.  The 
sediment  is  then  removed  from  the  surface  of  the  sand  and  the  filter  put 
into  operation  again.  The  drying  and  cleaning  require  about  three  days; 
and  with  one  filter  it  is  necessary  to  either  pump  the  raw  pond  water  into 
the  sj^stem  or  take  the  entire  supply  from  the  Ellis  Station. 

During  an  extremely  dry  period  the  Ellis  source  has  not  been  sufficient 
to  allow  of  pumping  the  entire  supply;  consequently,  it  has  at  times  be¬ 
come  necessary  to  use  the  Westwood  supply  unfiltered.  In  order  to  over¬ 
come  this,  an  additional  filter  is  now  under  construction  and  is  practically 
completed.  It  is  the  same  area  and  capacity  as  the  original  filter  and 
constructed  in  the  same  manner.  When  the  Westwood  Station  is  put  in 
operation,  the  two  filters  will  be  used  and  all  the  water  will  pass  through 
them  before  it  enters  the  distributing  system.  At  present  the  filter  has 
cost  $25,671.26.  There  still  remains  some  fittings  to  be  installed,  some 
grading  to  be  done  around  the  outside,  and  some  other  incidental  work 
which  will  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  $1,500.00,  bringing  the  total  cost  to  about 
$27,175.00.  • 

Pumping  Machinery 

The  machinery  at  the  Ellis  Station  is  in  good  condition  and,  barring 
accident,  should  give  service  for  some  years  to  come. 

New  electrical-driven  pumps  are  now  being  installed  at  the  Westwood 
Station.  They  consist  of  a  1,500,000  centrifugal  pump  direct  connected 
to  a  100-H.  P.  motor  for  the  high  service  pump,  and  a  1,500,000  gallon 
centrifugal  pump  driven  by  a  15-H.P.  motor  which  will  be  used  for  pump¬ 
ing  the  water  from  the  pond  onto  the  filters. 

A  pole  line  has  been  extended  from  a  point  near  the  Norwood  line  on 
Winter  Street  through  private  property  to  a  point  near  the  pumping 
station,  and  the  electric  current  used  for  pumping  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Municipal  Light  Department. 

The  pumps  are  located  in  the  present  station  and  so  arranged  that  by 
opening  or  closing  certain  gates  the  original  steam  plant  can  be  put  in 
operation. 

Thus  far  there  has  been  expended  $3,525.00.  The  gates,  fittings,  etc.,  to¬ 
gether  with  labor  will  cost  $1,300.00;  making  the  total  cost  of  installation 
$4,825.00. 

Meter 

A  Venturi  Meter  has  been  purchased  and  will  be  installed  in  the  West- 
wood  Station.  The  meter  was  purchased  from  the  Builders’  Iron  Foundry 
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of  Providence,  R.  I.,  at  a  cost  of  $1,225.00,  which  cost  includes  installation. 

The  meter  will  measure  all  of  the  water  pumped  from  this  station,  which, 
with  the  Venturi  Meter  at  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station,  will  enable  us  to 
keep  accurate  records  of  the  amount  of  water  pumped  into  the  system. 

Water  Hammer 

There  has  been  considerable  annoyance  caused  by  water  hammer  when 
the  present  steam  pumps  are  running,  particularly  in  the  high  land  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  standpipe.  I  believe  this  will  be  overcome  to  a  large  extent, 
if  not  entirely,  by  the  use  of  the  centrifugal  pumps. 

Water  Investigation 

Early  in  the  summer  it  was  decided  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
in  order  to  determine  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  increase  the  under¬ 
ground  supply.  Consequently,  tests  were  made  by  means  of  driven  wells 
in  all  localities  where  it  was  thought  possible  that  water  might  be  secured. 
The  locations  tested  are  as  follows: 

1.  Foundry  or  Colburn  Brook  Valley  westerly  from  Pond  Street  in 
Westwood. 

2.  Germany  Brook:  Valley  in  Westwood. 

3.  Neponset  River  Valley  on  land  of  Gov.  Forbes  northerly  of  Everett 
Street. 

4.  Neponset  River  Valley  southerly  of  Everett  Street  on  land  of  Cathe¬ 
rine  Codman. 

5.  Neponset  River  Valley  northerly  of  Neponset  Street  on  land  of 
Edward  Talbot. 

Twelve  wells  were  driven  at  the  first  location.  The  test  demonstrated 
that  the  underground  condition  in  this  location  is  such  as  to  make  it  im¬ 
possible  to  obtain  a  large  quantity.  Taking  into  consideration  the  area  of 
the  water  shed  and  the  restricted  area  of  water-bearing  material,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  not  over  200,000  gallons  per  day  could  be  secured.  The 
analysis  shows  the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

At  the  second  location  the  surface  indications  were  not  favorable,  but 
in  order  to  make  the  examination  complete,  it  was  thought  best  to  test  it 
out.  Consequently  two  wells  were  driven,  both  of  which  were  failures. 

At  the  third  location,  or  on  land  of  Gov.  Forbes,  four  wells  were  driven, 
from  three  of  which  water  was  pumped  freely  and  in  large  quantity. 
Analysis  showed  the  water  to  be  somewhat  high  in  chlorine,  but  otherwise 
of  good  quality. 

Four  wells  were  driven  at  the  fourth  location  on  land  of  Catherine 
Codman.  Fine  impervious  material  was  encountered  at  each  well,  ore 
of  which  extended  to  a  depth  of  80  feet  below  the  surface.  None  of  the 
wells  would  yield  any  water  whatever. 
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On  the  fifth  location  one  well  was  driven  to  a  depth  of  ninety  feet,  but 
the  material  was  such  that  no  water  could  be  pumped  from  it. 

The  first  three  locations  are  in  the  Town  of  Westwood. 

Previous  tests,  and  those  made  during  the  past  summer,  demonstrate 
that  it  will  be  impossible  to  secure  any  material  increase  of  ground  water 
within  the  town  limits. 

If  permission  can  be  secured  to  locate  at  the  third  location  in  Westwood, 
it  would  be  possible  to  secure  an  additional  supply  of  from  300,000  to 
400,000  gallons  per  day.  The  location  is  within  one  mile  of  the  Ellis 
Pumping  Station,  and  the  supply  could  be  developed  in  such  manner  that 
the  water  could  be  pumped  into  the  present  piping  system.  It  would, 
however,  necessitate  constructing  a  small  auxiliary  station.  The  total  cost 
of  the  system  (not  including  land  damage)  would  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
$50,000.00. 

Should  the  consumption  in  Norwood  increase  to  any  material  extent, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  an  additional  supply  from  some  source.  If 
the  Town  is  to  develop  its  own  supply,  the  location  above  described  should 
be  considered  and  more  extensive  tests  made  in  order  to  determine  as  far 
as  possible  the  quantity  that  could  be  secured  and  its  quality.  This 
could  be  done  by  means  of  driving  about  ten  wells,  connecting  them  up, 
and  running  a  pumping  test. 


Town  Square  Development 

This  work  was  started  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  and  con¬ 
tinued  until  about  the  first  of  January,  at  which  time  it  became  necessary 
to  discontinue  work  on  account  of  cold  weather.

Concrete  culvert  in  Cottage  Street  from  east  side  of  Broadway  to  Central

together  with  the  necessary  inlets  and  catch  basins. 

The  curbing  for  these  streets  has  been  purchased,  and  will  be  set  during 
the  coming  year. 


ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Engineer 

The  Engineering  Department  covers  a  wide  range,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  important  departments  in  the  town. 

Plans  and  estimates  for  all  construction,  such  as  sewers,  water,  streets, 
drains,  parks,  etc.,  are  prepared  in  this  office,  and  all  necessary  engineering 
in  connection  with  the  actual  construction  furnished.  The  department 
also  prepares  the  Assessors’  maps,  and  makes  Assessors’  building  surveys. 

Engineering  services  were  rendered  the  different  departments  by  the 
Engineer  or  his  assistants  as  follows:

Owning  to  the  large  amount  of  construction  contemplated,  the  coming 
season  will  be  a  busy  one  for  the  department,  and  it  will  probably  become 
necessary  to  employ  an  extra  man  for  a  few  months. 

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  F.  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

The  Light  Department  has  had  a  most  satisfactory  year  from  the 
financial  standpoint  and  that  of  work  accomplished. 

Street  lighting  has  been  improved  by  adding  5-60  c.  p.,  12-250  c.  p., 
1-400  c.  p.,  10-600  c.  p.,  and  4-1500  c.  p.  lamps.  The  1500  c.  p.  lamps 
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were  installed  on  Bond  Street  and  the  High  School  grounds,  and  form  a 
very  attractive  piece  of  lighting.  One  more  lamp  should  be  installed  on 
the  High  School  grounds  opposite  Everett  Avenue  to  complete  this  sec¬ 
tion. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-four  meters  have  been  installed  during  the 
year,  more  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  the  department  is  now  about 
99%  metered. 

As  there  are  less  than  50  unwired  houses  in  town,  we  must  now  depend 
on  new  buildings,  and  cooking  and  refrigerating  appliances  for  our  future 
load  to  increase  our  income  and  earnings.  The  electric  range  and  refriger¬ 
ator  offer  a  great  field  to  work  in,  and  it  would  undoubtedly  be  policy  for 
the  Light  Department  to  further  the  use  of  these  appliances. 

There  are  two  things  which  the  department  should  undertake  this  year, 
and  as  soon  as  possible.  First:  the  installation  of  4  capacitators  at  the 
source  of  the  low  power  factor  on  different  lines.  The  total  cost  of  these 
is  estimated  at  $10,250.00,  and  the  saving  to  the  Town  as  a  result  of  this 
installation  is  estimated  at  $4,575.00  per  year.  Second:  the  installation 
of  4  circuit  regulators  to  replace  the  present  two  3-phase  regulators  which 
are  too  small  for  our  fast-growing  plant.  Regulation  at  100%  means 
higher  efficiency  on  our  lines  and  meters  and  giving  our  customers  100% 
light  for  their  money. 

Underground  conduits,  manholes  and  feeder  ducts  for  secondary  feed 
to  the  business  section  and  for  street  lighting  should  be  installed  on  Market, 
Cottage  and  Nahatan  Streets  in  the  section  of  the  new  park  development. 
A  new  line  should  also  be  set  through  Lyman  Place,  the  Town  Yard,  and 
along  Broadway  to  Day  Street  to  provide  for  the  present  feed  wires  now 
on  wooden  poles  along  Washington  Street.  This  will  cost  about  $10,- 
000.00,  and  will  eliminate  all  wooden  poles  in  the  center  of  the  Town  and 
on  Washington  Street  from  Railroad  Avenue  to  Guild  Street. 

A  Mead-Morrison  No.  901  Capstan  Winch  complete  with  mounting 
and  driving  parts  should  be  purchased.  The  amount  of  work  involved 
in  the  setting  of  heavy  poles,  some  60  feet  high,  the  hanging  of  transformers 
and  the  loading  of  heavy  weights  warrants  the  purchase  of  such  an  outfit. 
The  amount  of  hand  labor  saved  will  pay  for  the  outlay,  $449.00,  in  a  short 
time. 

The  cost  of  the  above  recommendations,  approximately  $31,000.00, 
could  well  be  taken  from  the  surplus  and  the  present  year’s  earnings. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

On  August  25,  Mr.  William  C.  Kindelan  submitted  his  resignation  as 
Chief  of  Police  to  take  effect  on  October  10.  Mr.  Kindelan  was  Chief  of 
the  department  for  four  years.  He  was  an  able  and  efficient  chief,  and 
the  department  has  lost  a  valuable  man. 

About  twenty-five  applications  for  the  position  were  received,  and 
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after  careful  consideration  Mr.  William  H.  Sullivan  of  Marshfield  was 
appointed.  Mr.  Sullivan  assumed  the  office  on  October  IS.

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Superintendent 

New  development  at  the  Highland  Cemetery  consisted  of  removing 
stone  and  digging  over  about  2,750  square  feet  in  Section  44,  and  ex¬ 
cavating  for  and  placing  stone  fill  in  120  linear  feet  of  avenue.  Stone  was 
removed  and  rough  grading  done  for  96  graces  in  Section  18.  Holy  Cross 
Avenue  was  given  a  coat  of  Tarvia. 

We  now  have  available  4  lots  and  58  single  graves  in  the  Protestant 
section,  and  10  lots  and  about  37  single  graves  in  the  Catholic  section. 

There  were  147  interments  during  the  year  and  6  removals. 


FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

The  work  of  this  department  consisted  of  spraying  all  shade  trees  bor¬ 
dering  the  streets,  and  a  large  amount  of  sprajdng  on  private  property. 
During  the  season  the  conditions,  due  to  rainy  weather,  made  it  impos¬ 
sible  to  perform  the  work  promptly,  consequently  there  was  some  delay; 
but,  considering  the  conditions  and  the  small  force,  the  results  were  very 
satisfactory. 

The  large  spraying  machine  was  thoroughly  repaired  and  is  in  good 
condition.  A  small  machine  was  purchased  to  replace  the  old  one,  and 
will  be  of  service  for  a  number  of  years. 

One  thousand  each  of  white  and  Scotch  pine  seedlings  were  set  out. 
A  portion  of  these  were  planted  at  the  sewer  pumping  station  on  Pleasant 
Street,  and  the  balance  on  Town  property  near  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station. 

No  new  shade  trees  were  set  out,  but  the  money  appropriated  for  this 
purpose  was  used  for  pruning,  trimming  and  caring  for  our  present  shade 
trees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1925 

January  13,  1926. 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925. 

There  were  held  forty-nine  regular  and  ten  special  meetings. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  January  19.  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill 
was  re-elected  Selectman. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  20,  by  the 
re-election  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast 
as  Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  also  reappointed  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’ 
Benefit  Agent. 

The  following  appointments  were  made  during  the  year: 

January  6.  Frank  W.  Talbot,  Forest  Fire  Warden,  reappointment,  for 
one-year  term  beginning  January  1,  1925.  Approval  by  the  State 
Forester  reported  January  13,  1925. 

William  P.  Hammersley,  Local  Moth  Superintendent,  reappointment, 
for  one  year  from  January  1,  1925.  Approval  by  the  State  Forester 
reported  January  13,  1925. 

Walter  H.  Hobson,  Town  Fish  and  Game  Warden,  reappointment, 
for  one  year  from  January  1,  1925.  Approved  by  Department  of  Con¬ 
servation,  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  January  27,  1925.

Walter  S.  Bagley  appointed  constable  for  term  of  one  year 
ending  May  1,  1926. 

June  23.  John  F.  Lee  appointed  permanent  patrolman  on  police  force, 
eligible  through  list  submitted  by  Department  of  Civil  Service  and 
Registration. 

June  30.  James  E.  Pendergast  appointed  Soldiers’  Burial  Agent. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial 
Library  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  filling  the  vacancy  in  said  board  of 
trustees  caused  by  the  death  of  M.  Agnes  Mahony.  By  unanimous  vote, 
Miss  Julia  McCarthy  was  chosen  as  said  trustee. 

Licenses  were  granted  to  various  persons  after  proper  investigations  and 
due  consideration  for  the  conduct  of  certain  lines  of  business  as  provided 
by  law  as  follows:  pool  room,  Sunday  sales,  common  victuallers,  Sunday 
evening  entertainment,  garage  licenses  classes  one, -two  and  three,  keeping 
and  storing  gasolene,  bowling,  junk  collectors,  private  garages,  second-hand 
motor  vehicles,  second-hand  furniture  and  household  furnishings,  peddling 
(local)  fruit  and  vegetables.  Action  by  way  of  recommendation  was 
taken  as  to  licenses  to  peddle  on  application  by  various  parties  to  the 
Director  of  Standards. 

Public  hearings  were  held  on  various  matters  as  required  by  law  in¬ 
cluding  the  following:  Maintenance  of  public  garages  and  repair  shops, 
American  Coach  Company  and  New  England  Transportation  Company 
petitions  re  motor  bus  transportation;  keeping  and  storage  of  gasolene, 
maintenance  of  third-class  garage  licenses,  extension  of  Mountain  Avenue 
as  proposed  by  property  owners,  Marvas  situation  to  Mr.  Hartshorn 
representing  the  merchants,  and  maintenance  of  garages  of  the  first  class. 

Orders  of  Taking 

On  January  27,  1925,  an  order  was  unanimously  adopted  under  the 
authority  and  direction  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  December  29, 
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1924,  by  action  taken  under  Article  II  of  the  Warrant;  taking  in  fee  by 
right  of  eminent  domain  for  public  school  purposes  a  parcel  of  land  con¬ 
sisting  of  five  acres  and  26,861  square  feet  from  Fred  L.  Fisher,  assumed 
owner,  to  whom  an  award  of  $5000.00  damages  was  made;  the  land  being 
that  shown  on  a  plan  made  by  Geo.  A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer,  dated 
December  24,  1924,  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Engineer,  and 
having  a  frontage  on  Pleasant  street.  Subsequently  Mr.  Fisher  accepted 
the  award  and  gave  a  release  and  conveyance  in  satisfactory  form  and 
was  paid  the  amount  of  the  damages  so  awarded. 

On  March  10,  1925,  an  order  was  adopted  for  the  taking  in  fee  by  right 
of  eminent  domain  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  park  of  certain  lands,  being 
a  portion  of  the  high  school  lot  fronting  on  Washington  Street,  so-called 
and  owned  by  the  Town,  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  “A  plan  of  land  be¬ 
tween  Bond  and  Hoyle  streets  for  a  proposed  parkway,”  made  by  Geo. 
A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer,  dated  June  30,  1924,  no  damages  being  awarded, 
and  the  assessable  area  benefited  being  determined  and  described  as  shown 
on  a  plan  entitled  "Town  of  Norwood,  Mass.  Plan  of  Area  Expected  to 
Receive  Benefits  from  Park  Improvement  under  order  of  taking  March 
31,  1925”  Geo.  A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer,  dated  March  31,  1925;  the 
layout  and  location  of  the  park  having  been  duly  accepted  and  allowed  as 
reported  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  Town  at  a  meeting  legally  called  for  the 
purpose  on  March  10  and  held  March  24. 

On  March  31,  1925,  three  orders  were  adopted  for  the  taking  by  right 
of  eminent  domain  of  a  public  assessment  for  all  purposes  of  Town  ways 
under  the  provisions  of  law  authorizing  the  assessment  of  betterments  in 
certain  lands  as  follows: 

(1)  Alteration  by  widening  of  a  portion  of  Nichols  Street,  said  portion 
being  shown  on  a  plan  made  by  Geo.  A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer, 
dated  February  28,  1925. 

(2)  Lay-out  of  a  new  way  shown  as  an  extension  of  Nichols  Street  on 
the  above  mentioned  plan,  being  entitled  “Plan  of  a  Widening  of  a 
portion  of  Nichols  Street  and  Plan  of  Extension  of  Nichols  and 
Elliot  Streets.” 

(3)  Lay-out  shown  as  an  extension  of  Elliot  Street  on  the  above  plan 
referred  to. 

Said  lay-outs  and  alterations  were  accepted  and  said  takings  were 
authorized  by  the  Town  at  a  meeting  held  March  24,  1925. 

With  respect  to  the  alteration  of  Nichols  Street,  $690.00  was  awarded 
to  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  assumed  owner  of  fee,  as  damages. 
Selectmen  adjudged  no  betterments  were  to  be  assessed  for  this  improve¬ 
ment. 

With  respect  to  the  extension  of  Nichols  Street,  damages  were  awarded 
to  assumed  owners  as  follows:  George  H.  Morrill,  $115.00;  Emma  L. 
Shattuck  et  al,  Trustees  under  the  will  of  Edmund  J.  Shattuck,  and 
Emma  L.  Shattuck,  Trustee  under  the  will  of  Louise  Shattuck  Adams 
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Wallace,  $1074.00;  Frank  G.  Allen,  $250.00;  Charles  E.  Houghton  et  al, 
Trustees,  no  damages. 

The  area  subject  to  assessment  for  betterments  is  shown  on  a  plan  and 
listed,  and  the  betterment  assessment  is  estimated  at  $15,342.50. 

As  to  Elliot  Street  extension,  no  damages  were  awarded  to  the  assumed 
owners  of  the  fee,  namely,  Charles  E.  Houghton  et  al,  Trustees.  The 
area  benefited  was  determined  and  listed  and  the  estimated  betterment 
assessment  is  shown  and  totals  $1,000.00. 

The  several  awards  of  damages  were  accepted  and  paid  and  releases 
obtained. 

On  April  21,  1925,  the  General  Manager  was  directed  to  make  entry 
on  lands  taken  under  these  three  orders  of  taking  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
structing  said  street  improvements. 

On  May  5,  1925,  an  order  was  adopted  taking  by  right  of  eminent  do¬ 
main  for  public  school  purposes,  pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  29,  under  Article  I  of  the  Warrant,  a 
parcel  of  land  containing  25,374  square  feet  as  shown  on  a  plan  of  land 
made  by  Geo.  A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer,  dated  April  16,  1925,  and  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00  as  damages  was  awarded  to  Alfred  L.  Atwood  as  the 
assumed  owner  of  said  land. 

Additional  Water  Supply 

The  Selectmen  were  informed  on  January  13,  1925,  through  letter  re¬ 
ceived  by  General  Manager  Hammersley  from  the  Supt.  of  the  Water 
Dept,  of  Walpole,  that  Walpole  had  a  surplus  supply  of  water  and  could 
furnish  Norwood  with  approximately  2,000,000  gals,  of  water  per  day 
without  further  additions  to  its  plant  equipment. 

With  respect  to  water  supply  situation,  conferences  were  held  with  the 
Finance  Commission  and  with  Engineer  Lewis  D.  Thorpe  as  expert  ad¬ 
visor.  A  committee  of  three  consisting  of  two  Selectmen  and  one  member 
of  the  Finance  Commission  was  formed  to  act  as  a  joint  committee  to 
consider  the  situation  and  make  recommendations.  Thomas  B.  Mulve- 
hill  and  Eugene  Endicott  of  the  Selectmen  and  Charles  J.  Prescott  repre¬ 
senting  the  Finance  Commission  constituted  this  committee,  which  was 
also  given  the  duty  of  considering  the  sewerage  situation. 

On  March  4  this  joint  committee  reported  recommending  that  Engineer 
Thorpe  be  requested  to  investigate  conditions  at  the  Buckmaster  Pump¬ 
ing  Station  and  make  recommendations  and  report  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  one  new  filter  bed  and  the  installation  of  new  pumping  machinery. 

Subsequently  the  joint  committee  recommended  that  the  General 
Manager  be  authorized  to  expend  not  more  than  $500.00  in  driving  new 
test  wells  for  the  purpose  of  locating  a  new  possible  source  of  supply  in 
the  Purgatory  Brook  district  and  the  Selectmen  approved  this  recommend¬ 
ation. 

On  May  26  the  General  Manager  reported  as  to  test  wells  located  in  the

Purgatory  Valley  section  and  suggested  a  test  at  certain  locations  in 
Westwood  in  the  Germany  Brook  section. 

On  June  9  a  report  was  received  from  the  special  committee  on  water 
supply  to  the  effect  that  there  appeared  to  be  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water  in  Buckmaster  Pond  to  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Town  and 
that  this  water  could  be  supplied  at  a  price  lower  than  that  submitted 
by  the  Dept,  of  Public  Works  of  Walpole.  Therefore,  the  committee 
recommended  that  steps  be  taken  by  the  Selectmen  to  install  pumping 
machinery  and  new  filters  at  the  pond  as  soon  as  the  State  Dept,  of  Health 
approved  of  such  installation.  This  approval  was  subsequently  ob¬ 
tained. 

In  connection  with  the  installation  of  the  new  pumping  machinery  which 
called  for  the  use  of  electrical  power,  the  General  Manager  was  instructed 
to  petition  the  Selectmen  of  Westwood  for  permission  to  maintain  over 
and  above  Clapboardtree  Street  wires  for  the  transmission  of  electricity 
from  Norwood  to  the  Pumping  Station  at  the  pond.  Thereafter  the  Select¬ 
men  of  Westwood  granted  the  permission  as  petitioned  for. 

On  July  7  the  General  Manager  was  instructed  to  proceed  to  secure  by 
agreement  the  right  from  owners  of  private  property  to  make  use  of  their 
premises  and  to  maintain  a  power  line  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting 
electricity  to  the  pumping  station  at  said  Buckmaster  Pond,  and  in  con¬ 
sideration  therefor  the  Town  of  Norwood  would  agree  to  furnish  said 
owners  without  charge  not  in  excess  of  5,000  cubic  feet  of  water  yearly 
during  such  period  as  the  Town  should  make  use  of  their  premises  for  said 
purpose.  These  rights  were  later  secured. 

On  December  29  the  following  schedule  of  water  rates  was  adopted 
effective  as  of  January  1,  1926,  namely: 

Minimum  charge  (quarterly)  $2.50 

Allowance  (quarterly)  1,000  cubic  feet 

Charges  for  Water  Used  each  Quarter 

First  10,000  cubic  feet  25  cents  per  100  cubic  feet 

Next  90,000  cubic  feet  18  cents  per  100  cubic  feet 

All  water  used  in  excess  of  100,000  cubic  feet  14  cents  per  100  cubic  feet 


Census  Return 


As  required  by  law  a  census  was  taken  and  on  May  19  a  return  was 
made  to  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  certifying 
as  the  result  of  such  census  that  the  total  number  of  inhabitants  of  the  town 
therein  on  March  31,  1925,  was  14,151. 


Proposed  Zoning  By-Law 

Various  conferences  were  held  with  the  Town  Planning  Board,  Inspector 
of  Buildings  and  other  officials  with  respect  to  the  proposed  Zoning  By- 
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Law  with  a  view  to  assist  the  advancing  of  the  matter  to  the  point  where 
action  could  be  taken. 

The  proposed  By-Law  in  the  form  finally  determined  upon  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Planning  Board  to  the  Town  for  its  consideration  and  action 
at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  but  the  By-Law  was  rejected. 

The  Planning  Board  was  directed,  however,  to  consider  and  report  on 
a  new  draft  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  at  a  later  meeting  which  would  not  con¬ 
tain  the  features  found  objectionable  in  the  rejected  draft. 

Motor  Bus  Transportation  and  Regulations 

In  June  petitions  were  filed  by  the  New  England  Transportation 
Company  and  by  the  American  Coach  Company,  respectively,  for 
licenses  to  operate  lines  of  motor  busses  for  the  transportation  of  passen¬ 
gers  for  hire  within  the  limits  of  the  town  under  General  Laws,  Chap. 
159,  Sect.  45. 

On  July  7,  1925,  public  hearings  were  held  on  these  petitions  to  which 
all  interested  citizens  were  invited  and  at  which  all  who  desired  were  heard. 

After  due  consideration  of  these  petitions  it  was  voted  on  August  4 
that  they  be  denied  without  prejudice. 

On  September  1,  1925,  an  application  was  received  from  the  Boston  and 
New  York  Coach  Company  for  a  license  to  operate  four  motor  coach 
busses  through  Norwood  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  between 
Boston  and  New  York  City. 

On  November  10,  1925,  a  petition  was  received  from  the  New  England 
Transportation  Company  for  a  license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  for  hire  over  such  streets  and  ways  of  the  town 
as  may  be  approved,  the  license  being  requested  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  operation  of  a  line  between  Hartford,  Connecticut  and  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  passing  through  Bellingham,  Franklin,  Norfolk,  Walpole, 
Norwood,  Westwood  and  Dedham  en  route  through  Massachusetts. 

Applications  were  also  made  by  the  Medfield-Dedham  Street  Railway 
Company  and  by  the  Foxborough-Mansfield  Bus  Company,  respectively, 
for  licenses  to  operate  motor  busses  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  for 
hire  over  certain  designated  routes.  Upon  consideration  of  these  appli¬ 
cations  after  hearings  held  on  December  29,  action  was  taken  to  the  effect 
and  petitioners  were  notified  that  the  Selectmen  were  prepared  to  take 
favorable  action  upon  the  respective  applications  at  such  time  as  said 
companies  submitted  proper  security  as  set  forth  in  the  regulations  now 
in  effect,  together  with  a  schedule  of  fares  and  service  which  the  respective 
petitioners  proposed  to  establish,  the  operation  as  to  the  Medfield-Dedham 
Street  Railway  Company  covering  the  following  route,  viz.:  from  the 
Westwood  line  along  Winter  Street  to  Prospect  Street,  thence  through 
Prospect  to  Nahatan  Street,  thence  through  Nahatan  Street  to  Broadway 
and  thence  through  Broadway  to  the  Norwood  Central  Station;  while 
the  route  as  to  the  Foxborough-Mansfield  Bus  Company  would  be  from 
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Norwood  to  the  Canton  line  through  the  following  streets,  viz.:  Neponset, 
East  Cross.  Pleasant,  Cross,  Lenox  and  Guild  to  Washington  and  thence 
to  Railroad  Avenue.  The  Selectmen  reserve  the  right  to  designate  on 
any  of  the  streets  or  ways  named  the  places  where  passengers  may  be 
received  and  discharged.  As  to  the  other  applications  for  licenses  above 
referred  to  consideration  is  being  given. 

On  December  22  the  following  amendment  to  regulations  covering  the 
operation  of  motor  vehicles  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  for 
hire  was  adopted;  namely,  Voted  to  amend  by  adding  to  Section  6  of  said 
regulations  as  follows:  “If  the  licensee  shall  file  with  the  Town  Treasurer 
an  insurance  policy  issued  by  a  company  authorized  to  issue  such  policy 
in  this  Commonwealth,  by  which  the  company  insures  the  licensee  against 
loss  from  liability  imposed  by  law  upon  the  assured  for  damages  on  ac¬ 
count  of  bodily  injuries,  including  death  resulting  therefrom,  accidentally 
suffered  by  any  person  or  persons,  caused  by  such  motor  vehicles,  the 
operation  thereof,  or  by  the  loading  or  unloading  of  merchandise  carried 
on  such  motor  vehicle,  to  the  extent  of  at  least  twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000)  total  liability  for  injury  or  death  in  any  one  accident,  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  such  liability  in  one  accident  to  the  extent  of  at  least  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000)  for  injury  or  death  of  one  person  and  against  loss  from  the 
liability  imposed  by  law  upon  the  assured  for  damages  (including  damages 
necessarily  resulting  from  loss  of  use)  to  property  of  every  description 
(property  of  the  assured  excepted)  resulting  from  any  accident  occurring 
within  the  term  of  the  policy,  directly  caused  by  or  due  to  the  ownership, 
maintenance  or  use  of  such  motor  vehicle  to  the  extent  of  at  least  $1000, 
then  security  in  the  sum  of  $500  only  shall  be  required  to  be  deposited  with 
the  Treasurer;  and  to  amend  Sec.  4  by  striking  out  the  words,  “or  who 
has  not  demonstrated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen  his  ability  to 
drive  the  vehicle  proposed  to  be  operated  by  him  and  his  familiarity  with 
the  motor  vehicle  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  herein  prescribed  and  with  the  street  traffic  regulations  of  the  Town,” 
and  adding  to  such  section  “The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  $1.00,” 
and  to  amend  Sec.  20  so  as  to  read  “A  Fee  of  $10.00  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Town  Clerk  for  each  license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  6.” 

Neponset  River  Expense  Apportionment 

The  progress  made  in  this  important  case  during  the  several  years  in 
which  it  has  been  pending  has  been  set  forth  in  the  earlier  reports. 

On  January  27,  1925,  a  report  was  received  from  the  Town  Counsel 
to  the  effect  that  a  compromise  agreement  had  been  reached  by  the  inter¬ 
ested  parties  for  the  apportionment  of  the  expense  incurred  under  the  so- 
called  Neponset  River  Improvement  Act. 

Later  and  after  considerable  negotiation  with  the  Dept,  of  the  Attorney 
General,  an  understanding  was  reached  with  the  Commonwealth  whereby 
the  question  of  whether  interest  should  be  charged,  which  was  raised  by 
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the  Commonwealth,  was  left  with  the  special  commissioners  for  final 
decision  after  argument.  Thereafter  the  commissioners  decided  that  no 
interest  was  chargeable  and  the  amount  admitted  to  be  due  by  the  muni¬ 
cipalities,  namely  $108,907.71,  was  made  the  basis  of  the  apportionment. 

The  compromise  agreement  was  formally  presented  to  the  special 
commissioners  and  in  accordance  therewith,  namely  on  June  30,  1925, 
they  reported  to  the  Court  that  they  had  determined  and  awarded  that 
the  expense  incurred  under  Chapter  655  of  the  Acts  of  1911  and  supple¬ 
mentary  acts,  being  the  improvement  act  above  referred  to,  should  be 
apportioned  among  the  communities  as  follows:  Stoughton  4%,  Sharon 
4 J %,  Walpole  4|%,  Westwood  5\%,  Dedham  9|%,  Milton  10^%, 
Canton  13g%,  Norwood  18%  and  Boston  31%. 

The  amount  found  to  be  due  from  Norwood  is  $19,603.57,  payable  in 
ten  annual  installments  by  way  of  addition  to  the  State  Tax. 

As  there  had  been  no  maintenance  expense  and  none  was  expected 
for  some  time  to  come,  the  commissioners  did  not  make  any  finding  as  to 
a  division  of  such  expense. 

On  September  29,  1925,  the  report  of  the  special  commissioners  was 
confirmed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  through  the  entry  of  a  final 
decree  which  bore  the  assent  of  counsel  representing  all  of  the  interested 
municipalities. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  total  sum  apportioned  excluded  all 
payments  made  by  the  Commonwealth  for  land  damages,  for  bridge  work 
and  for  the  expense  of  the  special  commission  which  totaled  over  $10,- 
000.00,  and  also  excluded  all  items  of  interest  which  involved  a  sum  ex¬ 
ceeding  $35,000.00. 

We  are  satisfied,  as  was  the  Finance  Commission,  that  the  share  which 
Norwood  bears  of  the  expense  in  question  is  fair  and  reasonable  under  all 
the  circumstances.  We  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for 
further  information  as  to  this  matter. 

Walpole  Sewerage  System  Legislation 

At  a  meeting  held  January  6,  1925,  it  was  voted  to  prepare  an  article 
to  be  inserted  in  tl>e  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  to  see  what  action 
the  Town  would  take  relative  to  the  bill  pending  before  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  on  the  petition  of  the  Town  of  Walpole  for  the  installation  and 
maintenance  of  a  sewerage  system  for  said  Town  with  particular  reference 
to  the  disposition  of  the  Town  towards  the  provisions  of  the  bill  relating 
to  the  location  of  disposal  works  for  said  sewerage  system  in  Norwood. 

On  February  18,  1925,  Eng.  Lewis  D.  Thorpe  reported  as  to  the  sewer¬ 
age  system  situation,  advising  against  permission  being  given  to  any  other 
Town  to  dispose  of  its  sewage  in  Norwood,  and  indicating  that  while  he 
did  not  know  at  what  future  date  the  Town  might  have  to  enter  the 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  System,  yet  he  felt  if  the  sewage  was  properly 
treated,  that  date  was  a  long  way  off. 

A  joint  committee  consisting  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  and  Eugene  Endi- 
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cott,  representing  the  Selectmen  and  Charles  J.  Prescott,  representing 
the  Finance  Commission  was  formed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  sewer¬ 
age  situation. 

As  to  the  Walpole  Sewerage  Bill,  action  by  the  Legislature  was  postponed 
by  agreement  and  the  bill  was  therefore  referred  to  the  next  Annual  Ses¬ 
sion  as  reported  by  the  Town  Counsel  on  April  7,  1925. 

The  joint  committee  conferred  from  time  to  time  with  the  Walpole 
officials  relative  to  the  sewerage  situation  and  reported  developments  to 
the  Selectmen.  On  December  8  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Walpole 
Committee  on  sewerage,  and  other  officials  of  that  town  and  their  adviser 
Sanitary  Eng.  Sampson,  without  definite  results. 

Bird  &  Son,  inc. 

Upon  the  application  of  Bird  &  Son,  inc.,  and  after  hearing  held,  per¬ 
mission  was  granted  to  this  corporation  to  erect  and  maintain  over  Water 
Street  at  the  railroad  bridge  near  Pleasant  Street,  an  8"  steam  pipe  line 
to  transmit  steam  from  its  Walpole  plant  to  its  Norwood  plant  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  a  plan  approved  by  the  General  Manager.  Later,  an  agreement 
with  indemnity  provisions  approved  by  the  Town  Counsel  was  prepared, 
executed  and  delivered  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  permis¬ 
sion  so  granted. 

On  August  21,  1925,  the  General  Manager  reported  a  proposal  by  Bird 
&  Son,  inc.,  with  respect  to  connecting  with  the  town  sewerage  system, 
to  finance  the  cost  of  a  trunk  line  from  Morse  Street  to  Pleasant  Street 
and  to  secure  from  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Co.  the  necessary  right  of  way 
through  its  property,  subject  to  the  condition  that  Bird  &  Son,  inc.  be 
reimbursed  for  the  expense  of  such  construction  and  easement.  The 
Selectmen  voted  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  trunk  line  sewer  to  be  installed 
in  accordance  with  specifications  approved  by  the  General  Manager  and 
to  recommend  that  the  Town  at  a  future  Town  Meeting  by  appropriate 
action  should  reimburse  Bird  &  Son,  inc.  for  the  expense  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  said  trunk  line  sewer  and  the  cost  of  such  easement.  They  further 
voted  that  a  charge  of  3.7  mills  per  square  foot  be  imposed  on  the  tract  of 
land  owned  by  Bird  &  Son,  inc.  and  situated  southerly  from  Morse  Street 
and  northerly  from  Water  Street,  said  area  comprising  twenty-eight  acres 
approximately,  said  charge  covering  the  permanent  privilege  for  that  part 
of  the  property  of  the  corporation  which  will  be  benefited.  The  grant  of 
the  easement  desired  from  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Co.  and  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Co.  was  secured  in  a  form  satisfactory 
to  the  General  Manager  and  Town  Counsel,  and  incident  to  such  grant 
the  Railroad  Company  waived  their  claim  that  Morse  Street  in  that  vicin¬ 
ity  was  a  private  way  and  not  a  public  street. 

Electric  Wiring  Inspection 

The  recommendation  of  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent  of  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Light  Plant,  with  respect  to  wire  inspection  to  the  effect  that  the 
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Town  adopt  a  by-law  along  the  lines  of  the  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Lynn 
relative  to  electric  wiring  was  approved. 

A  by-law  amending  the  existing  building  by-law  was  drafted  providing 
for  the  incorporation  by  reference  of  the  standard  code  as  to  electric  wiring 
requirements,  being  the  1925  National  Electrical  Code  so-called,  and  was 
presented  to  the  Town  and  adopted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
December  28,  1925,  and  on  December  31  was  approved  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Attorney  General.  At  the  same  Town  Meeting  favorable 
action  was  taken  to  permit  of  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  of  wires. 

Highland  Cemetery  Charges 

On  May  5,  1925,  it  was  voted  to  establish  the  following  charges  with 
respect  to  Highland  Cemetery,  effective  June  1,  1925,  namely:  price  of 
single  graves  $15.00,  price  of  burial  lots  sixty  (60)  cents  per  square  foot. 

Interments — infants  $4.00,  children  $8.00  and  adults  $10.00. 

The  foregoing  charges  to  be  maintained  during  the  period  of  the  year 
from  April  1  to  December  1. 

During  the  period  of  December  1  to  April  1,  an  additional  charge  to 
be  made  of  $2.00  for  each  class  of  interments. 

With  respect  to  burial  on  Saturday  afternoons,  Sundays  and  holidays, 
a  further  additional  charge  of  $2.00  to  be  made. 

As  to  second  burials,  an  additional  charge  of  $10.00  to  be  made  as  to 
any  grave  when,  in  order  to  execute  the  second  burial,  it  is  necessary  to 
remove  the  first  burial. 

As  to  charges  for  annual  care  during  the  year  1925,  bills  to  be  rendered 
in  the  month  of  May  for  care  during  the  year  1924.  On  November  1,  1925, 
bills  to  be  rendered  for  care  for  the  year  1925.  Care  bills  for  the  year 
1926  to  be  rendered  October  1,  1926. 

Charges  for  care  for  the  year  1926  are  established  on  the  following 
basis:  burial  plots  of  one  to  two  hundred  square  feet  in  area,  $2.00;  burial 
plots  with  an  area  between  two  hundred  one  square  feet  and  three  hundred 
square  feet,  $3.00;  and  burial  plots  with  an  area  between  three  hundred 
one  square  feet  and  four  hundred  square  feet,  $4.00. 

Perpetual  care  charges:  on  all  lots  under  two  hundred  square  feet,  a 
deposit  of  $100.00;  on  all  lots  having  an  area  between  two  hundred  and 
three  hundred  square  feet,  a  deposit  of  $125.00;  and  on  all  lots  having  an 
area  between  three  hundred  square  feet  and  four  hundred  square  feet,  a 
deposit  of  $150.00. 

Parking  Regulations 

On  May  26,  1925,  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  with  respect  to 
automobile  parking  on  Winter  Street  to  change  the  traffic  signs  so  that  the 
parking  of  automobiles  would  be  permissible  on  said  street  east  from  the 
entrance  to  the  Norwood  Civic  Association. 

At  a  meeting  held  June  23,  1925,  the  following  parking  regulation  was 
adopted: 
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“No  person  shall  allow  a  vehicle  to  stand  on  Cottage  Street  nearer  than 
fifty  feet  to  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines  of  Washington  Street  and 
Cottage  Street;  nor  on  Vernon  Street  nearer  than  fifty  feet  of  the  inter¬ 
section  of  the  curb  lines  of  Washington  Street  and  Vernon  Street;  nor  on 
Railroad  Avenue  easterly  from  Washington  Street  within  fifty  feet  of  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  curb  lines  of  Washington  Street  and  Railroad 
Avenue;  nor  on  Railroad  Avenue  westerly  from  Washington  Street  within 
fifty  feet  of  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  curb  lines  of  Washington  Street 
and  Railroad  Avenue;  nor  on  Day  Street  westerly  from  Washington  Street 
within  fifty  feet  of  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines  of  the  westerly  line  of 
Washington  Street  and  Day  Street;  nor  on  Day  Street  easterly  from 
Washington  Street  within  fifty  feet  of  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines 
of  the  easterly  side  of  Washington  Street  and  Day  Street;  and  that  notice 
of  the  adoption  of  this  regulation  be  published  in  the  Norwood  Messenger 
of  Saturday,  June  27,  1925.” 

Telephone  Rates 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  situation  arising  out  of  the  proposed 
increase  in  rates  in  accordance  with  schedules  filed  by  the  New  England 
Telephone  &  Telegraph  Co.  with  the  Dept,  of  Public  Utilities  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  with  particular  reference  to  the  effect  of  the  proposed  new 
rates  on  Norwood  patrons. 

The  Town  Counsel  reported  that  arrangements  had  been  made  by  a 
special  committee  representing  the  City  Solicitors  and  Town  Counsel  Club 
of  Massachusetts  with  the  Dept,  of  Public  Utilities  whereby  competent 
counsel  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  and  paid  out  of  funds  of  the 
Commonwealth  should  represent  the  Department  and  protect  the  public 
interest  in  the  matter. 

The  Committee  on  Telephone  of  the  Norwood  Board  of  Trade  and  other 
interested  persons  were  notified  that  no  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
officials  of  Norwood  at  the  present  time  with  respect  to  an  independent  or 
joint  representation  at  the  hearings  before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
inasmuch  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  the  interests  of  the  Norwood 
people  would  be  protected  by  the  special  counsel  appointed  as  above 
indicated. 

General  Manager  Hammersley 

On  January  13,  1925,  the  Selectmen  were  informed  by  General  Manager 
Hammersley  that,  he  had  accepted  a  position  of  Supt.  of  the  Dept,  of 
Public  Works  in  New  Bedford  and  requesting  the  Selectmen  to  accept  his 
resignation  as  General  Manager,  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Dept,  and  local  Moth 
Supt.,  effective  as  of  February  1,  1925. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  his  resignation  with  regret. 

By  letter  dated  February  5,  1925,  Mr.  Ham'mersley  offered  his  assist¬ 
ance  in  dealing  with  items  in  the  budget  for  1925,  expressing  his  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Town  Officials  for  the  support  and  consideration  given  to 
him  during  his  term  of  office  as  General  Manager. 
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Thereafter  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

“Whereas  Mr.  William  P.  Hammersley  has  served  us  for  the  past  seven 
years  as  Town  Manager  and  whereas  he  has  now  left  us  to  go  to  New 
Bedford.  We,  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  desire  to  express  our  very  great 
appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  which  he  has  given  the 
Town  of  Norwood. 

He  has  proved  the  value  of  his  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  build¬ 
ing  of  our  roads,  has  developed  and  improved  our  water  supply  and  has 
helped  in  carrying  forward  plans  for  the  development  and  beautifying  the 
Town.” 

General  Manager  Thorpe 

Following  the  acceptance  of  the  resignation  of  William  P.  Hammersley 
as  General  Manager,  consideration  was  given  to  the  appointment  of  his 
successor. 

From  the  list  of  applicants  the  selection  was  made  in  the  person  of  Lewis 
D.  Thorpe,  whose  appointment  followed  by  unanimous  vote  on  April  9, 
1925. 

Mr.  Thorpe  is  a  civil  engineer  of  long  experience  and  was  acting  at  the 
time  as  expert  advisor  to  the  Town  with  reference  to  its  water  supply. 
He  had  served  the  Town  in  the  past  in  an  advisory  capacity  with  respect 
to  its  water  problems  and  had  supervised  the  installation  of  the  sewerage 
system,  and  had,  therefore,  much  more  than  a  passing  acquaintance  with 
municipal  activities  of  the  Town  and  was  favorably  known  as  well  to  many 
of  the  officials. 

His  high  standing,  experience  and  general  temperament  seem  to  fit  him 
for  the  position  and  we  feel  the  choice  was  an  excellent  one  under  all  the 
circumstances,  and  that  Mr.  Thorpe  is  proving  and  will  continue  to  prove 
a  worthy  successor  to  General  Manager  Hammersley. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Works  Conley 

On  July  28,  1925,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  he  had  received 
the  resignation  of  Joseph  Enright  Conley  as  Supt.  of  Public  Works,  effec¬ 
tive  as  of  September  1,  1925.  Although  efforts  were  made  to  induce  Mr. 
Conley  to  withdraw  his  resignation  and  to  remain  with  the  Department, 
they  were  not  successful. 

On  Sept.  15,  1925,  the  following  action  was  taken  with  respect  to  his 
retirement  as  Supt.  of  Public  Works,  namely: 

“We,  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  do  on  this  occasion  express  our  regrets 
as  Officials  of  the  Town  and  as  the  representatives  of  the  Citizens,  that 
Joseph  Enright  Conley,  who  has  served  so  faithfully  the  Town  during  the 
past  seventeen  years,  has  vacated  the  position  of  Supt.  of  Public  Works 
which  he  has  so  ably  and  capably  filled. 

We  desire  to  further  express  for  ourselves  and  for  the  Citizens  earnest 
appreciation  of  the  sincere  efforts  and  the  efficient  and  thorough  work  done 
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and  for  the  definite  results  accomplished  by  him  in  the  departments  in  his 
control  and  under  his  direction. 

State  Armory  Site 

This  important  matter  required  and  received  careful  and  prompt  at¬ 
tention.  When  on  June  23  it  was  evident  that  action  should  be  taken, 
it  was  voted  to  create  a  special  committee  composed  of  Chairman  Prescott 
of  the  Finance  Commission,  Chairman  Upham  of  the  Planning  Board  and 
Selectmen  Mulvehill,  Dalton  and  Endicott,  to  consider  and  recommend 
one  or  more  possible  sites  for  the  location  of  an  Armory. 

Various  sites  were  considered  and  viewed  and  it  was  finally  determined 
that  a  parcel  of  land  fronting  on  Nahatan  Street,  easterly  from  Market 
Street,  owned  by  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  with  an  adjoin¬ 
ing  parcel  fronting  on  Lyman  Place  owned  by  Attilio  Balboni,  would  make 
a  lot  in  size  and  location  entirely  satisfactory  for  the  purpose.  The  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  site  by  the  military  authorities  of  the  State  was  tentatively 
secured.  Options  to  purchase  both  parcels  on  satisfactory  terms  were 
obtained.  On  December  15  it  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Town  to 
purchase  said  parcels  under  these  options. 

On  December  19  a  letter  was  received  from  Brig.  General  Jesse  F. 
Stevens,  Chairman  of  the  State  Armory  Commission,  advising  that  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Governor  and  Council  held  December  16,  it  was  voted  to 
authorize  the  purchase  by  the  Armory  Commission,  for  a  sum  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $10,000.00,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  containing  approximately  30,000 
square  feet  situated  on  Nahatan  Street  easterly  from  Market  Street  and  . 
bounded  on  two  sides  by  private  rights  of  way,  as  a  site  for  the  location 
of  an  Armory  in  Norwood.  The  site  referred  to  is  that  recommended  and 
comprises  the  parcels  covered  by  the  options  above  mentioned.  It  is  to 
be  remembered  that  the  General  Court  in  1924  provided  under  Chapter 
126,  Acts  of  that  year,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000.00  for  such  purpose. 

The  Selectmen  thereupon  voted  to  insert  an  appropriate  article  in  the 
Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  called  for  and  held  on  December 
28,  1925,  to  purchase  these  parcels  for  the  sum  of  $21,000.00,  which  was 
the  agreed  purchase  price.  They  also  voted  to  report  and  did  report  at 
said  meeting  their  reasons  for  favorable  action  in  the  following  form: 

(1)  “A  State  armory  will  provide  for  the  use  of  the  community  an  audi¬ 
torium  or  large  meeting  hall  for  which  there  is  great  need. 

(2)  The  contribution  which  it  is  recommended  that  the  Town  make 
towards  the  purchase  of  the  site  will  be  more  than  offset  by  the  bene¬ 
fits  which  the  Town  will  receive. 

(3)  The  site  recommended  provides  a  desirable  and  convenient  loca¬ 
tion;  it  aids  in  a  fitting  development  of  the  Town  Square,  being 
adjacent  to  ample  parking  space  which  will  be  necessary  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  many  public  uses  of  this  building.” 
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In  order  to  permit  the  Town  to  sell  the  property  to  the  Commonwealth 
for  $10,000.00,  thereby  making  a  contribution  to  the  plan  of  the  $11,000.00 
paid  for  the  land  in  excess  of  said  sum  of  $10,000.00,  legislation  was  found 
to  be  necessary.  Therefore  at  the  same  meeting  the  Selectmen  were  au¬ 
thorized  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  appropriate  legislation  to  permit 
the  sale  and  conveyance  as  above  outlined.  This  petition  was  prepared 
and  filed  in  January,  1926.  On  December  30,  1925,  title  was  taken  by 
the  Town  to  the  parcel  owned  by  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc., 
under  its  option  and  it  is  proposed  to  take  title  to  the  Balboni  parcel  early 
in  the  year  1926. 

Miscellaneous 

Claims  of  minor  character  presented  from  time  to  time  were  considered 
and  acted  upon  in  the  light  of  information  secured  through  the  General 
Manager  or  otherwise. 

Attention  was  given  to  various  State  aid  and  Military  aid  matters. 

Warrants  for  the  Annual  and  Special  Town  Meetings  containing  articles 
appropriate  to  the  matters  to  be  considered  were  prepared  and  the  meetings 
so  called  were  duly  held  thereunder. 

The  approval  and  delivery  of  deeds  for  lots  in  Highland  Cemetery  had 
attention  as  occasions  required. 

Use  and  occupancy  insurance  for  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  Plant  was 
authorized. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken  to  secure  the  acceptance  by  the  Town  of 
the  bequest  of  a  Mahogany  Hall  Clock  contained  in  the  Will  of  Rosa  H. 
Smith,  late  of  Norwood,  deceased,  as  notified  by  William  T.  Whedon, 
Executor,  the  clock  to  be  placed  in  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  terms  of  said  gift. 

Deeds  were  prepared,  executed  and  delivered  conveying  to  abutting 
owners  certain  small  parcels  in  the  so-called  Washington  Street  High 
School  land  in  accordance  with  action  taken  by  the  Town  authorizing  the 
sale  of  said  parcels  and  upon  the  terms  stated  in  said  action. 

A  return  was  made  to  the  Chief  Quartermaster  of  Massachusetts  of  the 
expenses  of  maintenance  of  the  Armory  for  1924  showing  a  total  of  $820.19, 
of  which  sum  $360.00  was  for  services  of  the  janitor  and  $271.67  was  for 
repairs. 

On  February  24  it  was  voted  that  the  rate  of  compensation  for  a  double 
team  and  driver  be  increased  to  $10.00  per  day,  and  that  compensation  for 
a  single  team  be  increased  by  a  proportionate  amount. 

On  June  30  resolutions  of  sympathy  were  adopted  with  respect  to  the 
deaths  of  John  F.  Callahan,  former  Water  Commissioner,  and  Aaron  L. 
Goodwin,  former  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 
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On  May  19  a  license  was  granted  to  H.  Warren  Butler,  manager  in  the 
store  of  A.  F.  Brown  &  Co.,  a  Massachusetts  corporation,  as  retaild  ruggist, 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical  and  chemical  pur¬ 
poses  only  under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  138. 

On  March  31  letters  of  appreciation  were  sent  the  fire  departments  of 
the  town  of  Dedham  and  Walpole  respectively  for  the  assistance  and  co¬ 
operation  furnished  on  the  occasion  of  the  fire  in  the  building  on  Washington 
Street  occupied  by  the  Norwood  Furniture  Company  which  occurred  on 
March  23.  Thanks  were  also  extended  to  the  employees  of  the  local  tele¬ 
phone  exchange  for  their  excellent  service. 

A  fire  occurred  on  March  24,  1925,  in  the  High  School  Building  located 
on  the  school  land  fronting  on  Washington  Street.  An  agreement  wras 
reached  with  the  insurers  whereby  the  necessary  repairs  were  to  be  made 
by  the  Insurance  Company  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  appraiser 
representing  the  Town,  and  that  the  expense  of  such  repairs  approximating 
$3,000.00  should  be  paid  direct  by  the  insurers.  The  repairs  were  made  as 
agreed  and  the  payment  being  made  for  such  repairs  by  the  insurers,  there 
is  no  record  in  the  Town  accounts  of  the  receipt  of  any  insurance  or  of  any 
expenditure  for  such  repairs. 

A  suit  was  brought  against  the  Town  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk 
County  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Oldham  by  a  writ  dated  August  21,  1925,  and 
entered  in  that  court  on  October  5,  1925.  The  damages  claimed  in  the 
writ  are  stated  to  be  $2,000.00  and  the  papers  filed  in  the  case  indicate 
that  her  claim  is  based  upon  the  alleged  discontinuance  of  electricity 
service  to  her  dwelling  house  on  August  23,  1923,  and  her  deprivation  of 
such  service  since  that  time.  The  matter  was  referred  for  proper  attention 
to  the  Town  Counsel,  whose  report  will  furnish  further  information  about 
the  case  from  the  legal  standpoint.  The  service  of  the  writ  was  the  first 
knowledge  given  the  Selectmen  that  money  damages  were  claimed. 

Shortly  after  the  w'rit  was  served  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Selectmen 
and  signed  by  Miss  Oldham  and  dated  September  2,  1925  was  received, 
as  a  result  of  which  there  was  correspondence  between  the  Selectmen  and 
herself  relative  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  claim. 

While  an  extended  statement  has  no  place  in  this  report,  yet  it  seems 
proper  to  point  out  as  Miss  Oldham  was  informed  that  the  Town  is  and 
has  been  ready  and  willing  to  furnish  electric  light  service  by  delivery  of 
electricity  at  the  street  line,  and  that  the  Selectmen  are  ready  to  cooperate 
to  give  service  in  this  manner  or  in  any  other  way  they  can  do  so  without 
entering  into  a  land  dispute  with  private  interests  in  which  the  Town  is 
not  concerned.  The  dispute  referred  to  relates  to  the  ownership  and 
rights  in  a  private  way  adjoining  the  premises  upon  which  the  dwelling 
house  of  Miss  Oldham  is  located. 

The  response  made  by  Miss  Oldham  to  this  proposal  by  the  Selectmen 
was  an  insistence  on  receiving  electric  light  service  by  delivery  of  electricity

through  wires  attached  to  a  tree  located  on  the  private  way.  The  refusal 
to  accept  other  methods  for  the  delivery  of  electric  light  service  proposed 
by  the  Selectmen  at  hearings  held  in  the  past  has  led  the  Selectmen  to 
conclude  that  no  other  method  than  the  one  demanded  by  Miss  Oldham 
will  be  accepted  by  her. 

We  know  of  no  duty  imposed  upon  us  to  furnish  service  in  any  other 
way  than  that  which  we  have  offered  and  are  confident  that  upon  all  the 
facts  it  will  appear  that  we  have  acted  fairly  in  our  past  efforts  to  deal  with 
the  situation. 

Consideration  was  given  and  action  taken  with  respect  to  the  following 
matters,  viz.: 

(а)  A  definite  program  each  year  as  to  permanent  sidewalks  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  General  Manager. 

(б)  Cemetery  improvement  on  suggestion  of  Mr.  George  F.  Willett. 

(c)  Approval  of  an  additional  arrangemsnt  with  the  New  England  Tele¬ 
phone  &  Telegraph  Co.  as  to  joint  ownership  with  the  Town  of 
poles. 

(d)  Adoption  of  recommendation  of  Finance  Commission  that  bonds 
of  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  be  in  the  form  of  a  single 
bond  covering  his  liability  in  both  capacities,  thereby  saving  the 
Town  from  $200.00  to  $300.00  yearly. 

( c )  Extension  of  water  main  in  Rock  Street,  in  Berwick  Road  and 
Chapel  Street.. 

( ) )  Equipment  for  Inspector  of  Standards. 

(g)  New  option  for  purchase  of  a  portion  of  the  Eaton  pasture  so-called 
obtained  from  Emily  E.  Fisher  and  other  co-owners  upon  satis¬ 
factory  terms  following  a  conference  with  said  parties.  This  option 
includes  not  only  the  parcel  covered  by  the  original  option,  but  also 
additional  land  found  to  be  desired  for  school  purposes.  Action  by 
the  Town  as  to  the  exercise  of  this  option  was  sought  through  an 
article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  Decem¬ 
ber  28,  1925,  at  which  the  purchase  of  the  land  under  the  terms  of 
the  option  was  authorized. 

(h)  Alteration  of  street  lines  at  junction  of  Washington  Street  and 
Walnut  Avenue. 

(?)  Fire  Department,  including  additional  fire  hose,  new  ladders  for 
hook  and  ladder  truck,  correcting  existing  condition  as  to  defective 
ladders,  rebuilding  ladder  truck  racks  to  permit  installation  of  new 
type  ladder,  additional  fire  alarm  boxes,  additional  full-time  driver 
and  call  men,  fire  alarm  boxes  in  school  buildings. 

(/’)  Cost  of  water  main  extension  on  Sumner  Street. 

( k )  Change  in  rate  of  assessment  ^or  sewer  construction. 
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(7)  Warrant  received  from  County  Commissioners  for  the  County  of 
Norfolk  apportioning  to  Norwood  the  sum  of  $5,621.51  as  its  as¬ 
sessable  share  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Norfolk  County 
Hospital.  ^ 

(to)  Reimbursement  of  Dr.  F  A.  Cleveland  for  part  of  expenses  in¬ 
curred  by  himself  and  others  in  imhroving  the  park  lands  in  the 
vicinity  of  Washington  Street  High  School.  On  recommendatio 
of  a  special  committee  composed  of  Finance  Commissioner  Ellis 
and  Selectmen  Rice  and  Baker  and  appointed  on  M^rch  4,  a  suit¬ 
able  article  was  inserted  in  the  Warrant  for  one  of  the  Special  Town 
Meetings  providing  for  such  reimbusement  and  at  said  meering 
such  reimbursement  was  authorized 

(n)  Pursuant  to  action  taken  on  August  4,  representative  of  such  or¬ 
ganizations  as  intended  to  conduct  public  amusements  in  the  way 
of  carnivals  in  the  near  future  met  with  the  Selectmen  on  noticb 
at  the  next  meeting  and  took  up  the  question  of  existing  regulations 
relative  to  the  display  of  fireworks  and  the  observance  of  same. 

(o)  On  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  following  a 
request  from  the  School  Committee  as  to  grading  Charles  W.  Eliot 
Park  for  use  as  a  playground  for  children  in  that  section,  an  informal 
committee  was  organized  composed  of  Mr.  Ellis  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  Selectmen  Baker,  Mr.  Upham  of  the  Town  Planning 
Board  and  General  Manager  Thorpe  to  report  on  a  definite  plan  of 
development  of  this  Park. 

(p)  On  recommendation  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  Conley, 
150  house  meters  of  the  Lambert  type  were  purchased  for  the  Water 
Department.  On  his  recommendation  a  rock  drill  and  an  air  com¬ 
pressor  were  also  purchased. 

(q)  Sewer  extension  work  in  Walpole  Street,  made  necessary  by  reason 
of  the  construction  of  a  permanent  new  surface  for  said  way  be¬ 
tween  Saunders  Road  and  the  end  of  the  old  state  highway,  was 
authorized. 

(r)  Approval  of  various  note  issues  and  the  sales  of  notes  was  given 
from  time  to  time  as  required. 

(s)  On  March  31  the  bond  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes,  with  the  American  Surety  Company  of  New 
York  as  surety,  covering  the  term  of  one  year  from  January  1,  1925, 
was  approved. 

Later,  as  the  result  of  inquiries  made  by  Chairman  Whedon  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  a  rider  was 
secured  whereby  the  liability  under  this  bond  attached  to  property 
which  the  Town  had  received  and  might  receive  by  way  of  gift  or 
bequest  for  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  and  with  respect  to  the 
income  thereof  received  and  accepted. 
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( t )  On  recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Necessaries  of 
Life  through  the  Emergency  Fuel  Administrator,  a  local  Fuel  Ad¬ 
ministrator  to  act  during  the  coal  emergency  period  was  appointed 
in  the  person  of  Joseph  F.  McManus. 

( u )  Grand  and  Traverse  jurors  were  drawn  upon  notice  as  required  by 
law. 

( v )  On  September  15  additional  insurance  on  the  new  Senior  High 
School  building  and  the  material  for  same  in  the  sum  of  $60,000.00 
was  authorized,  the  same  to  be  placed  through  the  various  agents 
doing  business  with  the  Town  in  the  proportion  of  the  insurance 
written  by  them  for  the  Town. 

(•«.’)  On  September  15  a  plan  prepared  by  Geo.  A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer, 
and  dated  August  21,  1924,  entitled  “Norwood  Square  Development 
Street  Profile”  and  showing  the  profiles  for  the  respective  streets  in 
said  development  as  shown  on  said  plan,  was  approved,  and  action 
taken  to  establish  profiles  for  said  streets  in  accordance  with  said 
plan. 

In  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  streets  involved  in  the 
Town  Square  Development,  action  was  taken  on  June  23  to  make 
Cottage  Street  east  seventy-five  feet  in  width  between  Washington 
Street  and  Central  Street  as  relocated,  and  Nahatan  Street  seventy- 
five  feet  in  width  between  Broadway  and  Market  Street,  and  the 
work  of  widening  Market  Street  between  Nahatan  Street  and 
Lyman  Place  was  ordered. 

( x )  Being  advised  that  the  structure  on  the  Hayden  land  on  Washington 
Street  and  occupied  by  Nicholas  Marvas  was  maintained  thereon 
in  violation  of  the  fire  limit  by-law,  action  was  taken  through  the 
General  Manager  and  with  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Hayden  whereby 
said  structure  was  vacated  following  court  proceedings  by  Mr. 
Hayden  and  the  structure  was  removed. 

(y)  Upon  it  appearing  that  the  wages  paid  in  the  Municipal  Light  De¬ 
partment  were  less  than  those  prevailing  in  other  plants  as  reported 
by  the  General  Manager  and  upon  his  recommendation,  such  wages 
were  increased. 

On  May  5  a  joint  committee  consisting  of  Charles  J.  Prescott. 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission,  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Selectmen,  and  Lewis  D.  Thorpe,  General  Manager, 
was  created  to  procure  the  services  of  a  consulting  engineer  to  in¬ 
vestigate  and  report  with  respegt  to  the  operating  cost  of  the 
Municipal  Light  plant;  also  with  respect  to  rates  for  electrical 
service  in  the  metropolitan  district. 

(; z )  By  way  of  cooperative  interest  and  at  the  request  of  Francis  J. 
Foley,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Municipal  Memorial 
Office  Building,  conferences  were  held  with  that  committee  and 


suggestions  offered  as  to  the  tentative  plans  for  said  building  and 
proceedings  relative  to  their  preparation. 

( aa )  Stone  crusher  plant  situation,  at  request  of  Finance  Commission. 

( bb )  Equipment  for  Director  of  Standards. 

(cc)  Collection  and  removal  of  ashes. 

(dd)  Repairs  of  Morse  Street  and  Water  Street  bridges  upon  report  of 
General  Manager. 

(ee)  The  orders  of  taking  with  respect  to  the  Town  Square  development 
required  all  existing  structures  on  the  parcels  of  land  so  taken  to  be 
removed  by  the  owners  on  or  before  May  1,  1925.  Several  struc¬ 
tures  owned  by  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  not  having 
been  removed  after  notice  given  subsequent  to  that  date  and  that 
corporation  having  indicated  that  said  structures  were  abandoned 
by  it,  the  Selectmen  caused  the  same  to  be  sold  at  public  auction 
and  to  be  thereafter  removed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
dealing  with  such  a  situation. 

Conclusion 

The  foregoing  report  deals  only  in  a  brief  way  with  matters  of  such 
importance  that  the  citizens  are  justified  in  seeking  this  record  as  to  the 
attention  given  to  them.  For  a  more  complete  statement  of  our  activities 
reference  is  made  to  records  of  our  meetings  from  which  it  will  readily 
appear  that  the  year  1925  was  an  extremely  busy  one  for  your  Selectmen, 
more  so,  perhaps,  than  preceding  years.  Certain  it  is  that  the  matters 
which  require  attention  and  action  are  steadily  increasing  in  number  and 
importance  consequent  in  a  large  measure  on  the  growth  in  population 
and  the  increased  activities  of  all  departments  and  the  larger  problems  to 
be  anticipated  and  solved.  We  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance  which  our  fellow-officials  have  extended.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  1925. 

Organization 

Kenneth  McKenzie  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  Assessor  for 
the  term  of  three  years  beginning  April  1,  1925;  his  appointment  was 
approved  by  Henry  M.  Long,  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxa¬ 
tion  under  the  date  of  March  28,  1925. 

The  Board  organized  as  follows: 

Patrick  J.  Lydon  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk. 

Assistant  Assessors 

Under  authority  of  the  vote  of  Town  Meeting  the  Board  of  Assessors 
appointed  George  L.  Banks,  Edward  A.  O’Brien,  Robert  B.  Oldham, 
Charles  B.  Paddleford,  Dennis  A.  Ryan,  Edmund  A.  Sullivan,  John  J. 
Tobin,  Edward  Duffey  and  John  F.  Lydon  as  Assistant  Assessors  for  the 
period  of  thirty  days  from  April  1st  or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of 
Assessors  may  determine. 

The  duties  of  the  Assistant  Assessors  were: 

To  secure  in  their  respective  districts  all  necessary  information  for 
Assessors  in  making  lists  of  persons  liable  to  be  assessed  for  poll  taxes  in 
such  districts,  and 

In  the  securing  of  the  information  required  under  Section  4  of  Chapter 
51,  General  Laws,  and 

To  make  return  of  the  amount  of  such  personal  property  in  the  districts 
as  may  be  assigned  them,  and 

To  secure  information  with  respect  to  certain  children  below  the  school 
age  and  also  the  number  of  illiterate  persons  in  their  respective  districts; 

To  secure  the  information  as  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  relative  to  the  State  Census  for  the  year  1925. 

Census  Enumeration 

The  Legislation  passed  by  the  General  Court  provided  that  the  work 
of  census  enumeration  in  towns  be  done  by  the  Board  of  Assessors.  This 
work  for  the  present  year  was  done  by  the  Assistant  Assessors.  The 
results  obtained  were  thus  directed  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  and 
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return  was  made  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  population  of  the  Town  as  being 
14,151. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1925 

The  table  of  comparisons  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  ex¬ 
hibits  the  differences  as  to  the  years  1924  and  1925.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  appropriations  by  taxation  exceeded  by  approximately  $50,000.00 
the  amount  appropriated  in  1924.  Increases  are  shown  in  the  require¬ 
ment  for  State  Tax  eleven  thousand  seven  hundred  ($11,700  dollars, 
and  in  the  requirement  for  County  Tax  three  thousand  one  hundred  ($3,1 00) 
dollars.  The  total  estimated  credits  for  the  year  available  in  determining 
the  tax  levy  were  estimated  as  approximately  ten  thousand  ($10,000) 
dollars  in  excess  of  the  sum  used  for  the  year  1924. 

A  rate  of  $26.50  per  thousand  was  determined  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  Town  for  the  year  1925. 

Property  Values 

Increases  were  made  in  property  values  in  1925  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
particularly  with  respect  to  value  in  real  estate.  Values  of  all  real  estate 
used  for  business  purposes  were  re  adjusted  and  also  readjustment  was 
made  of  values  with  respect  to  a  great  majority  of  residential  properties. 

The  tax  payers  of  the  Town  who  have  found  it  necessary  to  meet  the 
Board  of  Assessors  in  the  present  office  room  provided  for  them  by  the 
Town  have  been  impressed,  we  feel,  by  the  lack  of  adequate  and  con¬ 
venient  room  for  not  only  the  use  of  the  officials  but  also  the  accommoda¬ 
tions  of  the  public. 

It  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  that  the  plans  now  in 
preparation  for  the  new  municipal  memorial  and  office  building  will 
materialize  and  within  the  near  future  proper  and  adequate  quarters  will 
be  provided.

Organization 

Following  the  annual  election  the  Board  of  Health  met  and  organized  as 
follows: 

Chairman,  William  P.  Nickerson;  Health  Physician,  Dr.  Joseph  J. 
Hagerty;  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  John  A.  Shannon;  Clerk  and  Agent, 
James  E.  Pendergast;  Agent  and  Inspector  of  Milk,  Dr.  James  J.  Mulve- 
hill. 

The  following  table  shows  the  contagious  diseases  reported  for  the  year 
1925  in  comparison  with  that  of  previous  years: 
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Contagious  Diseases 

The  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  infections  as  shown  in  the  foregoing 
table  may  be  divided  into  two  groups;  one  group  representing  the  reported 
infections  of  the  earlier  period  of  the  year  and  being  apparently  part  of  the 
group  infection  covering  the  winter  period  1924-1925,  the  second  group 
being  that  of  the  later  months  of  the  year  1925  which  recurrence  was  not 
of  as  serious  a  nature  as  that  of  the  fall  months  of  1924  and  the  spring 
months  of  1925.  This  is  true  as  to  both  diseases. 

With  the  exception  of  some  cases  which  are  troublesome  all  of  the  re¬ 
ported  infections  were  light  infections. 

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  which  do  not  readily  clear  up 
by  reason  of  discharging  lesions  and  therefore  require  quarantine  are  very 
trying  both  to  the  patience  of  the  family  wherein  the  infection  exists  and 
also  to  the  officials  of  the  Board  of  Health.  It  must  be  remembered  in 
connection  with  these  cases  that  the  regulations  which  are  in  force  and 
approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  require  that  quarantine  and 
isolation  be  maintained  until  infective  discharges  from  the  nose,  throat, 
ear  or  abscesses  have  ceased. 


Milk  Inspection 

Regulations  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  covering  the  produc¬ 
tion  and  sale  of  milk,  in  particulat  with  reference  to  the  sale  of  pasteurized 
milk  or  milk  produced  from  accredited  herds. 

The  report  of  the  attendance  at  the  tuberculosis  clinic  and  the  report 
of  the  Inspector  of  Milk  are  submitted  herewith. 

The  Board  of  Health  desire  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  and  assistance  rendered  by  the  Public  Health  Nurses  and  District 
Nurses,  also  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Nurses  and  School  Physicians.

Gentlemen: 

149  samples  of  milk  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for  number  of 
bacteria  per  cc. 

97  samples  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  alone. 

4  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  under  the  Massachusetts  Standard 
and  in  each  case  was  traced  to  a  particular  dairy  and  corrected  by 
the  producer  disposing  of  animals  giving  milk  of  a  low  fat  content. 

In  accordance  with  a  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Health  all  of  the  milk  sold 
in  town  is  pasteurized,  or  produced  from  cows  that  are  under  State  and 
Federal  supervision,  in  process  of  accreditation  as  being  free  from  tuber¬ 
culosis  with  a  few  exceptions  where  the  owners  have  made  application  to 
the  State  but  ha\e  not  yet  been  reached  by  the  State  Inspector. 

Forty-nine  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  visited  and  a  few 
improvements  in  the  conditions  suggested.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  18,  1926,  Mr.  Charles 
J.  Prescott  was  re-elected  a  member  of  the  Finance  Commission  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year  1926  was  organized  with  Mr. 
Charles  J.  Prescott,  Chairman,  Mr.  Fred  R.  Ellis,  Secretary  and  Mr. 
Frank  A.  Fales  as  the  third  member.  Mrs.  Clarissa  G.  Maier  was  elected 
as  Executive  Secretary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  continued  to  sit  almost  every 
Friday  night  throughout  the  year.  The  work  of  this  Commission  is  not 
confined  purely  to  the  Annual  Budget  meetings  between  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  January  and  the  Adjourned  Town  Meeting  in  March,  hut  to 
the  many  financial  problems  connected  with  the  various  departments 
of  the  town,  which  are  increasing  with  the  growth  of  the  town. 

This  Commission  continues  the  policy  of  not  being  a  criticizing  board, 
but  are  desirous  that  the  various  departments  come  to  them  for  assistance, 
not  only  on  their  annual  town  budget,  but  also  on  their  many  financial 
problems  that  arise  during  the  year. 

We  again  urge  a  “Pay  As  We  Go”  program  and  we  have  adopted  as  a 
definite  standard  that  we  will  raise  by  annual  taxes  our  entire  expenditures 
except  for  new  buildings  such  as  schools  and  the  new  Town  Hall.  We 
have  made  very  definite  progress  along  this  line,  which  the  following 
figures  show,  where  we  put  into  our  budget  items  heretofore  borrowed  for.

While  both  Nation  and  State  may  show  a  tendency  toward  reduction 
in  taxes,  municipal  taxes,  in  our  opinion,  can  only  be  reduced  by  following 
a  “Pay  As  We  Go”  program  until  we  have  greatly  reduced  our  debt.  Our 
debt  and  interest  requirement  amounts  to  close  to  $5  of  the  tax  rate. 

In  municipal  life  we  are  continually  changing  our  standards  to  higher 
and  higher  ideals,  which  is  illustrated  by  the  demand  for  improved  schools, 
increased  length  of  time  children  are  in  our  public  schools,  improved  side 
streets  as  well  as  thoroughfares  due  to  the  advent  of  automobiles,  im¬ 
proved  sewerage  conditions,  better  water  conditions,  further  extension  of 
public  health  work  and  better  care  of  the  sick  and  needy. 
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It  is  evident  there  may  arise  in  the  future  a  very  pressing  demand  for 
new  facilities  such  as  playgrounds,  parks,  open  spaces,  and  a  general  beauti¬ 
fication  of  our  town.  While  all  of  this  is  definite  progress  toward  a 
higher  type  of  civilization,  it  must  positively  be  kept  within  bounds 
and  be  partly  done  by  private  as  well  as  public  purse. 

Necessarily  each  department  in  the  town  feels  that  their  particular  work 
should  receive  first  attention.  It  is  only  by  taking  a  long-range  view  of 
our  entire  problems  and  striking  a  proper  balance  and  by  all  being  pa¬ 
tient  until  we  can  gradually  acquiret  the  hings  needed,  that  we  can  success¬ 
fully  reach  the  desired  result. 

The  next  three  to  five  years  will  be  most  crucial  in  the  financial  condi* 
tion  of  our  town,  and  all  must  patiently  wait  and  not  attempt  to  secure 
everything  in  the  immediate  present. 

In  comparison  with  similar  cities  and  towns  in  this  state,  we  are  close  to 
the  top  in  the  percentage  of  our  debt  and  our  standard  must  be  to  look 
forward  to  the  time  when  we  will  cease  to  borrow  money  for  any  purpose 
and  reduce  our  debt  until  we  ha\e  taken  our  proper  place  as  a  town  with¬ 
out  debt. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  earnest 
cooperation  and  cordial  relations  which  we  have  had  with  every  department 
and  the  town  officials.

The  following  seventeenth  annual  report  covering  in  brief  form  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  law  department  for  the  year  1925  is  submitted. 

The  general  character  of  the  services  rendered  was  the  same  as  in  past 
years  being  largely  advisory,  but  including,  however,  attendance  at  various 
hearings  and  meetings,  the  preparation  of  numerous  opinions  and  other 
papers,  attention  to  considerable  correspondence  and  participation  from 
time  to  time  in  many  conferences  with  town  officials  and  others,  all  such 
services  being  fully  detailed  in  a  supplementary  report  submitted  herewith 
for  the  files  of  the  Selectmen. 

The  following  departments  were  advised  when  occasions  required  with 
respect  to  matters  under  consideration  by  them  and  in  a  number  of  in¬ 
stances  were  furnished  written  opinions  as  requested,  viz.:  Selectmen, 
Finance  Commission,  School  Committee,  Board  of  Health,  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Town  Planning  Board,  General  Manager,  Town 
Clerk  and  Accountant;  Building  Inspector,  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Me¬ 
morial  Library,  Town  Engineer,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  New  Senior 
High  School  Building  Committee,  Board  of  Relief,  Chief  of  Police  Kindelan 
and  Joint  Special  Committee  on  Water  and  Sewerage. 

Litigation 

Neponset  River  Expense  Apportionment  Case 

Following  the  developments  reported  last  year  and  through  holding 
the  advantage  gained  by  former  attempts  at  compromise,  Norwood  and 
the  other  municipalities  interested  in  the  proceedings  before  the  Special 
Commission  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  apportion  one- 
half  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  so-called  in  and  along  the  Neponset 
River  and  liable  to  be  assessed  for  such  expense  compromised  their  differ¬ 
ences  and  came  into  agreement  early  in  the  year  as  to  the  proportions  in 
which  they  should  respectively  share  this  burden  (as  their  counsel  believed 
it  to  be),  thus  bringing  to  a  successful  conclusion  negotiations  extending 
over  a  period  of  nearly  a  year. 

It  was  stated  in  the  report  for  1924  that  such  an  agreement  was  in  pros¬ 
pect.  This  compromise  agreement  in  written  form  was  submitted  to  the 
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.  Special  Commission  mentioned  above.  The  agreement,  however,  did  not 
and  could  not  deal  with  the  question  of  the  total  sum  to  be  apportioned 
as  representing  one-half  of  the  cost  because  that  was  a  matter  in  which  the 
Commonwealth  had  a  definite  interest  and  equal  voice.  Various  attempts 
were  made  to  reach  an  agreement  with  the  Commonwealth  through  the 
Department  of  the  Attorney  General  with  respect  to  such  total  sum  and 
except  for  the  important  item  of  interest  a  satisfactory  agreement  was 
brought  about  on  all  items  as  to  which  the  Commonwealth  and  the  muni¬ 
cipalities  respectively  differed  whereby  all  such  items  disputed  were  waived 
by  the  Attorney  General.  A  few  small  items,  however,  which  had  been 
questioned  by  your  counsel  in  behalf  of  all  the  municipalities  interested 
were  conceded  to  the  Commonwealth.  The  interest  item  if  allowed  would 
probably  exceed  $35,000.  Tt  was  finally  agreed  by  the  Attorney  General 
that  this  question  of  the  liability  of  the  municipalities  for  interest  should 
be  left  for  final  decision  to  the  special  commissioners  following  arguments 
to  be  presented  by  both  sides.  A  hearing  for  such  purpose  was  held  by 
the  Commissioners  and  a  prompt  decision  was  rendered  to  the  effect  that 
the  Commonwealth  had  not  as  a  fact  paid  out  any  sum  by  way  of  interest 
and  that  as  a  matter  of  law  it  was  not  entitled  to  any  interest.  This  was 
an  important  and  gratifying  result  to  Norwood  as  well  as  the  other  com¬ 
munities  as  it  permitted  an  amount  to  be  fixed  for  apportionment  which 
was  the  minimum  sum  that  could  fairly  be  charged  on  account  of  the  cost 
of  the  work  and  eliminated  an  item,  Norwood’s  share  of  which,  if  allowed, 
would  have  been  upwards  of  $6000.  Shortly  thereafter  the  report  of  the 
special  commissioners  was  prepared  and  a  hearing  on  it  was  given  at  which 
your  counsel  raised  the  question  of  apportionment  of  maintenance  expense. 
It  was  the  view  of  the  Commissioners  and  of  the  other  counsel  that  no 
maintenance  expense  having  been  incurred  and  no  maintenance  expense 
being  in  prospect  for  some  years  to  come,  there  should  be  no  attempt  to 
set  up  an  apportionment  for  possible  future  needs.  The  report  therefore 
was  filed  by  the  Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  as  to 
percentage  division  acceptable  to  the  municipalities  and  as  to  the  interest 
and  maintenance  matters  in  accordance  with  their  decisions.  Thereafter, 
namely  on  September  29,  1925,  by  consent  of  all  interested  parties,  a  final 
decree  was  entered  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  accepting  the  report 
of  the  Special  Commissioners  and  determining  as  provided  in  said  report 
the  amount  to  be  apportioned  to  be  $108, 90S. 71,  said  sum  being  one-half 
of  the  total  expense  found  to  be  incurred  and  apportionable,  and  further 
determining  that  the  just  and  equitable  proportion  of,  such  one-half  to 
be  paid  by  Norwood  was  $19,603.57  or  18%  of  said  total  sum.  The  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Commission  of  the  proportionate 
share  to  be  borne  by  Norwood  as  fixed  by  the  compromise  agreement 
was  obtained  before  the  agreement  was  executed  in  its  behalf,  and  it  seems 
proper  to  state  that  these  departments  shared  the  belief  of  the  Town 
Counsel  that  under  all  the  circumstances  it  was  a  desirable  and  equitable 
result.  The  most  important  and  most  protracted  litigation  in  which  the 
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town  has  been  involved  for  many  years,  if  not  the  most  important  in  its 
history,  was  thus  terminated. 

This  department  initiated,  participated  in,  and  carried  through  the 
various  steps  referred  to  above  and  in  earlier  reports. 

For  its  value  as  a  record  for  the  future  the  final  decree  of  the  court  as 
entered  is  subjoined. 

Oldham  Suit 

Miss  Mary  E.  Oldham  brought  an  action  of  tort  against  the  Town 
by  a  writ  dated  August  21,  1925,  and  entered  in  the  Superior  Court  for 
Norfolk  County  on  October  5,  1925,  which  suit  is  now  pending  in  said 
court.  The  amount  claimed  by  way  of  damages  in  the  writ  is  two  thousand 
dollars,  but  no  specifications  showing  how  this  sum  was  determined  have 
been  filed  or  furnished.  The  declaration  (being  the  paper  in  which  the 
plaintiff  sets  out  her  claim),  as  filed,  alleges  in  substance  that  the  town 
supplied  electricity  service  to  the  plaintiff’s  dwelling  house  of  which  she 
was  the  owner  prior  to  August  23,  1923,  but  that  on  or  about  that  date 
said  electricity  service  was  discontinued  without  proper  or  legal  cause 
and  that  she  has  been  deprived  of  such  service  since. 

The  town  contests  the  claim  thus  set  up  and  has  filed  an  answer  through 
this  department  denying  liability.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  plaintiff 
to  establish  her  claim  as  alleged  in  her  declaration  by  a  trial  at  some  future 
date  before  a  jury  in  said  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County. 

The  town  has  also  filed  a  demurrer  so-called  to  the  plaintiff’s  declaration 
whereby  it  claims  that  she  is  not  entitled  as  a  matter  of  law  to  maintain 
her  suit  even  if  she  should  succeed  in  establishing  at  the  trial  all  the  facts 
which  she  alleges  as  the  basis  of  her  case.  This  law  question  must  be 
decided  before  a  trial  can  be  had.  It  will  be  heard  by  the  court  during  the 
coming  months.  If  the  contention  of  the  town  is  correct  as  this  depart¬ 
ment  feels  justified  in  urging,  then  the  case  will  be  dismissed  without  a 
jury  trial. 

In  fairness  to  the  Selectmen  it  should  be  stated  that  this  department 
was  consulted  by  them  as  to  their  duty  and  course  of  action  when  the  situa¬ 
tion  as  to  future  electrical  service  was  before  them  through  hearings  in 
years  past  and  that  sincere  attempts  were  made  by  them  under  advice  to 
compose  differences  existing  without  involving  the  town  directly  in  a  dis¬ 
pute  about  land  rights. 

Other  Claims 

The  Lyons  compensation  case  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  as  pending 
before  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  on  the  petition  of  the  Town  that 
further  weekly  payments  be  ordered  discontinued  on  the  ground  that  the 
employee  had  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the  injury  for  which  compensa¬ 
tion  was  awarded  was  heard  anew  as  to  the  petition  mentioned  and  the 
petition  was  denied.  On  advice  of  this  department  no  appeal  from  this 
decision  was  taken  by  General  Manager  Thorpe  in  behalf  of  the  Town. 
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Some  small  claims  had  attention  without  independent  action  being 
required  of  this  department  and  were  handled  direct  by  the  Selectmen  and 
other  departments  interested. 

Miscellaneous 

The  following  matters  to  which  such  attention  as  seemed  necessary  or 
desirable  was  given  appear  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  ref¬ 
erence  in  the  form  stated. 

New  option  from  Emily  E.  Fisher  et  al,  Re  Eaton  pasture  land,  also 
title  search. 

Pasakarnias  Estate  taxes  claim. 

Bird  &  Son,  inc.,  right  of  way  easement  for  sewer  purposes;  revision  of 
agreement  with  railroad  companies;  status  of  Morse  Street  as  a  public 
way  as  an  incidental  matter. 

Motor  Bus  Transportation,  including  licensing  questions,  hearings,  prepa¬ 
ration  of  statements,  advice  to  Selectmen,  and  new  regulations  covering 
the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  transporting  passengers  for  hire.

FINAL  DECREE 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  report  of  the  Commissioners 
appointed  by  this  Court  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  655  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1911  to  apportion  among  certain  municipalities  named  in  that 
statute,  one-half  of  the  total  expenses,  exclusive  of  land  damages,  incurred 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  dredging  and  deepening,  under 
the  provisions  of  that  act  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto,  the  channel  of  the  Neponset  River  between  the  place  where  the 
river  is  crossed  by  Washington  Street  in  the  Town  of  Walpole  and  Tide 
water,  and  thereupon,  upon  consideration  thereof,  by  agreement  of  counsel, 
it  is  ORDERED,  ADJUDGED  and  DECREED  that  said  report  be 
and  hereby  is  accepted;  and  that  in  accordance  with  the  determination 
of  the  Commissioners,  it  is  determined  that  the  amount  to  be  thus  appor¬ 
tioned  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  655  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1911 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto  is  $108,908.71, 
being  one-half  of  the  total  expense  incurred  by  the  Commonwealth  under 
these  statutes  and  that  a  just  and  equitable  proportion  of  such  one-half 
of  the  expenses  incurred  as  aforesaid  to  be  paid  by  each  of  the  municipali¬ 
ties  mentioned  in  said  Chapter  655  is  as  follows: —

fifty-six  and  35/100  (4356.35)  dollars;

Town  of  Canton,  thirteen  and  two-thirds  per  centum,  or  fourteen  thous¬ 
and,  eight  hundred  eighty-four  and  19/100  (14,884.19)  dollars; 

Town  of  Walpole,  four  and  one-third  per  centum,  or  four  thousand, 
seven  hundred  nineteen  and  38/100  (4,719.38)  dollars; 

Town  of  Westwood,  five  and  one-sixth  per  centum,  or  five  thousand,  six 
hundred  twenty-six  and  95/100  (5626.95)  dollars; 
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Town  of  Milton,  ten  and  one-third  per  centum,  or  eleven  thousand, 
two  hundred  fifty-three  and  90/100  (11,253.90)  dollars; 

Town  of  Norwood,  eighteen  per  centum,  or  nineteen  thousand,  six 
hundred  three  and  57  /100  (19,603.57)  dollars; 

City  of  Boston,  (including  Hyde  Park)  thirty-one  per  centum,  or  thirty- 
three  thousand,  seven  hundred  sixty-one  and  70/ 100  (33,761.70)  dollars.

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  total  circulation  of  books  from  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for 
the  year  1925  was  75,233  volumes.  At  present  there  is  a  registration  of 
4,834,  of  whom  1,995  are  in  the  Children’s  Room.  This  is  an  increase  of 
872  for  the  year.  The  Children’s  Room  proves  the  wisdom  of  its  establish¬ 
ment  more  and  more.  On  alternate  Saturday  afternoons  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  stories  have  been  told  the  children  also. 

Mrs.  M.  Agnes  Mahony,  a  valued  member  of  the  Board  since  1922, 
passed  away  June  17.  At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  Miss  Julia  A.  McCarthy  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

An  exhibit  of  posters  by  school  children  was  held  to  commemorate 
Kindness  to  Animals  Week. 

The  stone  work  around  the  entrance  has  been  pointed  up  and  the  drain¬ 
age  system  repaired  by  putting  in  new  dry  wells. 

The  standing  of  our  Librarian  in  the  state  has  been  recognized  by  her 
election  as  Vice-President  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association. 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  been  the  recipient  of  numerous  gifts 
among  which  were: 

Mahogany  hall  clock  from  the  late  Mrs.  Rosa  H.  Smith  under  the 
terms  of  her  will. 

A  case  of  dolls  in  period  costumes  from  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club. 

A  desk  lamp  for  the  Reading  Room  from  the  League  of  Woman  Voters. 

A  plaque  representing  the  Landing  of  Columbus  from  Italian-American 
Lodge,  No.  1235,  Sons  of  Italy,  presented  on  October  12  by  the  society, 
which  was  present  in  a  body,  Judge  Zottoli  of  Boston  making  the  presen¬ 
tation  speech. 

A  barberry  hedge  on  the  back  line  of  the  Library  property  by  Miss  Maud 
A.  Shattuek. 

Other  gifts  of  books  and  magazines  are  specified  in  the  Librarian’s  re¬ 
port  appended. 
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There  is  an  opportunity  for  further  gifts  in  the  presentation  of  several 
life-sized  busts  which  would  fill  the  niches  in  the  Reading  Room  and  add 
to  its  appearance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  last  three  annual  reports  of  the  School  Committee  were  addressed 
to  the  subject  of  school  needs  and  what  we  were  doing  to  meet  them.  The 
method  of  presentation  in  these  former  reports  was  to  bring  before  citizens 
a  statement  of  fact,  setting  forth:  (1)  the  increasing  school  membership 
since  1912;  (2)  enrollment  by  grades  since  1921,  with  a  statement  showing 
losses  from  the  system  in  going  from  grade  to  grade;  (3)  the  present  and 
immediate  seating  shortage;  (4)  the  estimated  costs  of  overcoming  the 
shortage;  and  (5)  the  increasing  cost  of  operation.  These  tabular  state¬ 
ments  of  facts  have  been  accompanied  each  year  by  a  discussion  of  ques¬ 
tions  of  policy  bearing  on  educational  standard,  tax  rate,  etc.  In  this  re¬ 
port,  the  same  general  form  is  followed. 

Our  Increasing  School  Membership 

The  increasing  school  membership  is  shown  by  Table  I.  The  increase 
in  the  elementary  schools  is  to  be  accounted  for  almost  wholly  by  the  fact 
that  Norwood  is  a  growing  town.  In  1910  the  population  of  Norwood 
was  8,014.  For  1912,  the  estimated  population  was  9,198.  In  1925  the 
population  has  increased  to  14,151.  In  other  words,  from  1912  to  1925, 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  53%.  This  is  approximately  the  average 
increase  for  the  elementary  grades.

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The  growth  of  the  town,  however,  alone  does  not  account  for  the  in¬ 
crease  in  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  membership.  To  the  factor  of 
population  increase  must  be  added  the  disposition  of  pupils  to  remain 
longer  in  school.  Using  1912  as  a  basis  for  comparison,  although  the  in¬ 
crease  in  the  elementary  grades  is  only  48%,  the  increase  in  the  Junior 
High  School  grades  has  been  185.4%,  and  in  the  Senior  High  School  grades 
224.8%.  Averaging  this  over  the  entire  school  membership,  the  increase 
amounts  to  79.9%  as  against  approximately  53%  in  the  estimated  increase 
in  the  population  of  the  town  for  the  same  period. 

It  may  be  assumed  that  normally  the  elementary  school  membership 
and  the  population  increase  would  be  approximately  the  same.  The  fact 
that  the  population  increase  was  5%  larger  than  the  increase  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  school  grades  may  have  been  accounted  for  by  the  employment 
of  immigrants  in  the  factories — a  considerable  proportion  of  the  new  re¬ 
cruits  being  single  men  or  men  who  left  their  families  behind  them.  The 
significant  fact  is  that  the  increase  in  the  school  membership  as  a  whole 
increased  about  50%  faster  than  increases  of  the  elementary  membership 
alone  during  this  period. 

Enrollment  by  Grades 

In  years  gone  by,  the  losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade  were  very  much 
higher  than  at  present — especially  after  the  sixth  or  seventh  grades  had 
been  reached.  Pressure  was  brought  upon  the  child  to  become  a  wage 
earner  much  earlier  in  life.  Now  under  the  law,  all  children  who  are  not 
relieved  for  special  cause  are  required  to  remain  in  school  until  sixteen 
years  of  age.  It  has  been  assumed  that  if  it  were  not  for  this  law  parents 
whose  incomes  are  small  would  withdraw  their  children  after  the  fourteen- 
year  age  limit  was  reached.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  case  as  shown  by 
Table  II. 

While  this  statement  of  fact  presents  our  situation  as  it  has  been  over  a 
period  of  only  four  years,  it  is  significant.  Beginning  with  1921,  the  en¬ 
rollment  is  shown  for  each  grade  as  of  December  1.  In  making  com¬ 
parison  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  what  was  Grade  I  in  1921  became 
Grade  II  in  1922,  Grade  III  in  1923,  Grade  IV  in  1924,  and  Grade  V  in 
1925.  In  other  words,  each  grade  steps  up  from  year  to  year.'  Com¬ 
parison  on  this  basis  reveals  the  fact  that  in  this  stepping-up  process  there 
have  been  relatively  few  losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade.  Instead  of 
having  a  loss  in  the  elementary  schools  last  year,  there  was  a  gain  of  eleven. 
Looking  back  over  the  four  periods,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of 
losses  has  been  relatively  small.  In  1925,  with  an  elementary  school  en¬ 
rollment  of  2,059,  there  was  a  gain  of  thirty-eight  over  1924.  Comparing 
1924  with  1923,  we  find  that  the  net  loss  for  the  six  grades  was  only  six. 
This  means  that  the  losses  in  enrollment  occasioned  by  removal  of  families 
from  town  and  by  death  are  balanced  by  new  accessions  to  the  population. 
The  losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade  for  the  three  years  of  Junior  High 
School  have  been  decreasing  over  a  period  of  four  years.  The  total  Junior 
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High  School  enrollment  for  1924  was  763;  the  loss  in  going  from  grade  to 
grade  for  all  three  grades  was  only  twenty-four — an  average  of  eight  per 
grade;  in  1922  the  loss  for  all  three  grades  was  seventy-one — an  average 
of  24  per  grade.  Even  the  losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade  in  the  Senior

High  School  have  been  small — the  total  loss  for  the  three  grades  in  1924-25 
being  only  69  as  against  the  enrollment  of  409.  The  only  conclusion  that 
can  be  drawn  from  these  figures  is  the  one  already  reached — that  parents 
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are  disposed  to  keep  their  children  in  school.  The  total  school  membership 
for  1925  was  about  3,000;  the  losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade  for  that 
year,  including  all  the  twelve  school  grades,  were  only  80.  Going  back  to 
1922  the  loss  in  all  twelve  grades  was  151.  But  this  was  only  6%  of  the 
total  school  membership — of  which  5%  applied  against  high  school  grades 


Shortage  of  Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  outstanding  fact  that  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Town 
each  year  by  the  School  Committee  has  been  the  continuing  shortage  of 
school  buildings  and  euuipment.  This  was  a  condition  present  before  the 
war;  the  shortage  was  increased  by  the  pressure  brought  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  on  the  Town  to  refrain  from  public  expenditures  of  this  kind.  After 
the  war  was  over,  the  shortage  amounted  to  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  This  we  have  been  gradually  overcoming,  but  we  have  not  yet 
caught  up  with  our  increasing  demands.  In  1921,  875,000.00  was  ap¬ 
propriated  to  complete  the  west  wing  of  the  Washington  Street  High  School 
— now  Junior  High.  In  1922,  $80,000.00  was  appropriated  to  build  a  new 
eight-room  addition  to  the  Balch  School;  in  1923,  $100,000.00  was  ap¬ 
propriated  to  start  work  planning  and  constructing  the  new  Senior  High 
School,  and  during  1924,  $300,000.00  more  was  added  for  this  purpose — 
and  in  1925,  another  $50,000.00.  The  general  contract  for  the  New  High 
School  building  amounted  in  round  numbers  to  $389,200.00.  When  to 
this  was  added  the  cost  of  heating  and  lighting  plant,  architect’s  fee,  etc., 
the  total  cost  of  structure  and  mechanical  equipment  amounted  in  round 
numbers  to  $430,000.00.  The  estimated  cost  of  educational  equipment 
and  furnishings  is  approximately  $50,000.00.  In  addition  to  this,  there 
are  fourteen  acres  of  ground  to  be  graded,  a  double  athletic  field  to  be 
made,  walks  to  be  put  in,  etc.,  making  an  estimate  total  of  $530,000.00, 
$S0, 000.00  of  which  will  have  to  be  met  by  future  appropriation. 

A  statement  of  the  cost  of  the  new  Senior  High  School  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  High  School  Building  Committee.  When  the  new  Senior 
High  School  is  completed,  650  additional  seatings  will  be  added  for  High 
School  use — besides  equipment  for  administration,  library,  gymnasia, 
lunch  room,  heating  plant,  etc.,  adequate  to  accommodate  a  high  school  of 
from  1500  to  2000. 


Seating  and  Room  Shortage 

The  actual  situation  in  the  elementary  schools  from  1921  to  1925  is 
shown  in  terms  of  seating  shortage  by  Table  III. 

The  estimated  seating  and  room  shortage  in  the  elementary  schools  for 
the  succeeding  five-year  school  period  is  shown  by  Table  IV.  From  these 
tables  it  is  to  be  noted  that  not  only  do  we  have  an  actual  elementary 
seating  shortage,  but  that  this  will  probably  increase  from  two  to  three 
rooms  each  year — less  the  amount  that  this  shortage  may  be  reduced  by 
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the  establishment  of  a  parochial  elementary  school.  There  are  293  children 
required  to  walk  long  distances  and  to  cross  the  railroad  tracks  and  go 
through  dangerous  traffic.  To  relieve  this  situation,  the  Town  has  pur¬ 
chased  an  admirable  site  on  Pleasant  Street,  east  of  Railroad  Avenue — a 
piece  of  elevated  ground  known  as  Fisher  Hill.  This  will  provide  for  the

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extreme  northeast  area;  but  it  will  not  serve  the  needs  of  a  considerable 
portion  of  those  who  now  go  to  the  Guild  School  through  the  underway  at 
the  Plimpton  Press  where  children  are  always  exposed  to  danger.  There 
is  need  for  two  elementary  schools — one  on  Fisher  Hill  ground,  and  another 
somewhere  midway  between  that  and  the  Balch  School.

In  this  relation,  the  Committee  again  calls  attention  to  two  situations: 
(1)  No  provision  has  ever  been  made  for  kindergarten  instruction  in  the 
Town  at  public  expense.  Those  who  give  their  children  the  benefit  of 
kindergarten  instruction  are  the  better  to  do,  while  in  fact  those  who  need 
it  most  are  the  ones  who  do  not  have  it.  In  1918,  the  minimum  age  limit 
was  raised  because  of  lack  of  seatings.  The  present  ruling  is  that  a  child 
who  is  not  six  years  of  age  on  January  first  must  wait  until  the  next 
September.  This  means  that  approximately  100  pupils  are  forced  to  defer 
their  schooling  one  year.  This  means  that  parents  of  these  children  have 
an  added  expense  of  maintaining  them  one  year  longer  before  they  become 
wage  earners.  Eventually  this  means  a  loss  of  not  less  than  $50,000  a  year 
to  those  who  can  least,  afford  it.  A  real  difficulty  grows  out  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  no  intermediate  period  of  beginning  and  promotion.  Many 
of  the  towns  have  adopted  a  semi-annual  beginning  and  promotion  system. 
The  State  recommends  that  children  be  permitted  to  enter  the  first  grade 
as  soon  as  they  reach  the  mental  age  of  six  years,  without  respect  to  their 
chronological  age.  In  any  event,  whether  one  system  or  another  were 
used  to  make  instruction  available  as  soon  as  the  children  were  able  to 
receive  it,  probably  three  additional  rooms  would  be  required.  This 
would  be  an  added  cost  to  the  Town  as  against  what  we  may  estimate  as 
the  ultimate  loss  to  the  parents.  (2)  The  same  situation  exists  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Wrentham  Branch,  to  which  attention  was  directed  in 
last  year’s  report.  There  were  then  358  children  attending  elementary 
schools  whose  homes  were  in  that  part  of  the  town.  This  year  there  are 


364 — only  71  of  whom  can  be  accommodated  in  the  small,  two-room  East 
building. 

The  cumulated  shortage  in  elementary  school  seatings,  however,  does 
not  tell  the  whole  story.  After  the  Senior  High  School  is  completed,  we 
will  have  a  situation  in  the  Junior  High  School  that  will  demand  immediate 
attention.  The  Junior  High  School  building  (Washington  Street)  was 
constructed  to  accommodate  550.  Taking  out  the  Senior  High  equip¬ 
ment,  which  includes  laboratories,  etc.,  not  used  in  Junior  High  School 
work,  the  present  structure  will  accommodate  750.  The  present  Junior 
High  School  membership  is  856,  while  the  estimated  attendance  for  the 
immediate  future  is  870  for  1927,  934  for  1928,  990  for  1929  and  1024  for 
1930.  In  Table  VI  these  figures  are  shown,  and  against  them  the  state¬ 
ments  made  in  previous  reports — from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  all  previous 
estimates  have  been  exceeded  by  the  estimate  based  on  present  attendance 
and  past  experience.

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Estimated  Cost  of  Overcoming  Shortage  of  Buildings  and  Grounds 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  although  the  Town  has  ap¬ 
propriated  $655,000.00  during  the  last  five  years  to  overcome  the  school 
building  shortage,  it  must  continue  its  construction  program  for  some 
years  to  come.  The  requirements  as  indicated  on  the  basis  of  past  ex¬ 
perience  are  as  follows:  additional  appropriation  needed  to  equip  the  new 
Senior  High  building,  grade  the  grounds  and  equip  the  athletic  field, 
$80,000.00;  Senior  High  School  Auditorium,  $75,000.00;  twelve  rooms  to 
be  added  to  the  Junior  High  School,  $120,000.00;  two  elementary  units, 
six  rooms  each,  on  south  side  of  Wrentham  Branch,  $120,000.00;  cost  of 
additional  grounds,  $5,000.00;  total,  $400,000.00. 

On  the  basis  of  the  policy  announced  by  the  Finance  Commission  in  its 
1924  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  (that  $100,000.00  be  provided  for  school- 
house  construction  until  our  shortage  has  been  overcome),  it  will  require 
four  consecutive  annual  appropriations  to  meet  this  situation.  When  it  is 
met,  however,  there  would  seem  to  be  promise  of  relief  from  demand  for 
elementary  schools;  that  is,  if  the  proposed  parochial  school  is  built.  But 
the  Town  must  still  take  care  of  its  probable  increasing  High  School  needs. 
It  is  thought  by  experts  that  we  may  expect  that  the  average  period  pupils 
remain  in  school  may  be  still  further  increased  and  that  there  will  be  a 
disposition  for  boys  and  girls  to  remain  longer  in  High  School  until  such  a 
level  is  reached  as  will  not  be  exceeded;  that  is,  every  person  of  school  age 
who  desires  a  High  School  education  has  a  right  to  it  if  her  or  his  parents 
care  enough  to  make  the  sacrifice.  The  adult  population  of  the  com¬ 
munity  owes  this  much  to  each  oncoming  generation.  It  is  an  obligation 
to  be  squarely  faced — and  at  an  increasing  cost. 

Increasing  Cost  of  Operation 

Several  tables  have  been  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  in¬ 
creasing  cost  of  operation.  Table  VIII  gives  the  average  attendance,  the 
mount  expended,  the  population,  and  the  cost  per  capita  of  the  schools 
from  1912  to  1925  inclusive. 

Table  IX  adds  to  this  direct  cost  an  amount  for  overhead  and  fixed 
charges.  In  other  words,  this  table  not  only  shows  the  direct  cost  of  in¬ 
struction  in  total  and  per  pupil,  but  also  the  overhead  cost  and  the  weighted 
cost  per  pupil  in  all  the  schools. 

The  Increasing  Cost  of  Construction  and  Equipment 

The  amount  that  has  been  necessary  for  the  Town  to  appropriate  for 
buildings  has  increased  much  more  rapidly  per  unit  than  the  increase  of 
current  operation,  as  was  shown  by  statistics  in  last  year’s  report.  The 
cost  of  each  building  per  pupil,  assuming  35  pupils  per  room,  has  increased 
from  $69.54  West  School,  $81.51  Guild  School,  $114.60  East  School, 
$123.82  Shattuck  School,  $157.57  Winslow  School  to  $285.70  new  wing  on

Balch  School.  Assuming  $12,000.00  per  unit  for  High  School  construction, 
the  investment  which  the  Town  has  to  make  in  buildings  per  pupil  has 
risen  from  $64.00  to  $343.00,  an  increase  of  about  500%.  This  is  to  be 
accounted  for  partly  by  the  change  of  type  of  building,  and  partly  by  the 
increasing  cost  of  labor  and  materials.  The  Town  can  no  longer  put  up 
buildings  of  the  type  of  the  Beacon  which  at  one  time  were  considered

adequate  for  High  School.  But  even  if  it  could  put  up  buildings  of  such 
a  type,  they  would  probably  cost  double  the  amount  today.  For  every 
pupil  added  to  the  average  attendance,  the  Town  must  figure  on  investing 
from  a  minimum  of  $250.00  for  elementary  buildings  and  running  up  to 
$500.00  for  Senior  High,  beside  incurring  the  annual  expense  of  operation. 


Can  We  Afford  the  Increasing  Cost  of  Education? 

Can  we  afford  to  pay  the  increasing  cost?  This  is  a  question  that  is 
being  asked  in  many  places.  It  is  a  question  that  has  been  investigated 
by  State  Commissions,  the  Federal  Government  and  several  of  the  large 
educational  foundations.  Whether  we  can  afford  to  maintain  our  present 
standard,  if  need  be  to  raise  it  to  meet  the  increasing  demands— these  are 
questions  of  relative  judgment.  The  American  people  have  by  far  the 
largest  income  of  any  national  group,  yet  the  educational  standards  of 
America  are  not  higher  than  in  some  of  the  countries  having  a  very  much, 
lower  average  income.  Possibly  this  question  may  be  approached  and 
answered  with  better  perspective  and  judgment  when  we  take  into  account 
some  of  the  facts  that  have  been  developed  in  the  inquiries  referred  to 
above.  The  following  comparative  data  is  taken  from  summaries  of 
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national  educational  imports:  the  total  cost  of  education  for  1922  as  taken 
from  the  Federal  statistics  was  $1, 799, 3S3, 894.00.  From  statistics  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  the  following  facts  are  also  noted:  the  expenditure 
for  cigars,  cigarettes  and  tobacco  was  $1,847,000,000.00.  In  other  words, 
as  a  nation,  we  are  spending  more  for  tobacco  than  for  education.  Also 
it  is  shown  that  we  are  spending  nearly  as  much  for  soft  drinks,  candy  and 
chewing  gum  as  for  education.  We  are  spending  more  than  half  as  much 
for  the  movies  and  other  similar  forms  of  amusement  as  for  education. 
We  are  spending  twice  as  much  for  pleasure  automobiles  every  year  as  for 
education.  In  other  words,  according  to  these  reports,  during  the  years 
1920  to  1924,  the  cost  of  public  education  in  the  United  States  was  $8,727,- 
680,735.00,  whereas  the  retail  value  of  pleasure  automobiles  for  1920  to 
1924  inclusive  was  $17,077,000,000.00.  Comparison  of  the  school  building 
cost  and  school  operating  expenses  with  the  total  accumulated  wealth  of 
the  nation  and  the  average  yearly  income  of  the  United  States  is  also 
interesting.  This  is  shown  below:

Using  further  data  developed  in  these  inquiries  as  background  for  con¬ 
sidering  our  local  situation,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  are  not  extremists  in 
matters  of  educational  cost.  In  fact,  we  fall  somewhere  in  the  middle 
ground.  The  expenditures  per  capita  for  some  of  the  best  equipped 
Western  states  are  as  follows:  California,  $25.30;  Wyoming,  $24.49; 
South  Dakota,  $23.22;  Montana,  $23.55;  North  Dakota,  $23.19.  Going 
now  to  the  worst  equipped  states  of  the  South,  we  find  the  following  very 
low  per  capita:  South  Carolina,  $5.54;  Alabama,  $5.34;  Mississippi, 
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$5.24;  Arkansas,  $4.91,  and  Georgia  $4.55.  Our  per  capita  cost  is  $16.64. 
In  other  words,  Norwood  is  spending  only  69%  of  the  average  per  capita 
cost  of  the  Western  states  above  enumerated,  including  country  districts 
as  well  as  cities  and  towns.  When  the  comparison  is  limited  to  urban 
communities,  we  are  spending  less  than  half  the  amount  that  is  being  spent 
in  these  states.  Making  a  comparison  between  Norwood  and  other 
Massachusetts  towns  fairly  comparable  in  population  with  the  local  situa¬ 
tion,  facts  do  not  indicate  that  Norwood  is  making  a  disproportionate 
expenditure  for  education  as  will  be  shown  by  the  table  on  the  opposite  page. 

It  is  of  interest  to  us  to  know  whether  our  industries  are  being  put  at  a 
disadvantage  in  competition  because  of  the  burden  of  taxation  for  educa¬ 
tion.  This  question  may  be  answered  in  two  ways.  First,  by  showing  to 
what  extent  the  industries  of  Norwood  are  being  taxed;  and  second,  by 
showing  the  relative  burden  borne  by  industries  in  Massachusetts  as  com- 
pared  with  those  with  which  Massachusetts  and  local  industries  come  into 
competition.  An  analysis  shows  that  the  amount  of  the  burden  of  taxa¬ 
tion  for  1925  borne  by  the  Norwood  industries  and  business  enterprises, 
as  opposed  to  the  amount  borne  by  the  owners  of  residences  and  other 
properties,  is  not  large;  that  out  of  a  total  $24,089,870.00,  $4,952,620.00 
was  assessed  against  manufacturing,  $2,632,830.00  was  assessed  against 
business  and  $16,504,420.00  against  the  remaining  properties.  In  other 
words,  our  local  industries  are  paying  20.56%  of  the  direct  taxes;  our  local 
business  establishments  are  paying  10.93%  of  the  direct  taxes;  while  our 
owners  of  other  property  are  paying  68.51%.  The  industries  are  bearing 
about  one-fifth  of  the  burden,  businesses  about  one-ninth.  Together,  they 
are  bearing  31.49%  of  the  cost  of  education  as  well  as  other  public  expenses. 

Two  years  ago  we  published  in  our  annual  report  a  table  showing  the 
relative  position  of  Norwood  and  of  Massachusetts  as  reflecting  the  ad¬ 
vantages  and  disadvantages  under  which  the  industries  of  this  locality 
labor  due  to  the  cost  of  education.  Without  taking  the  trouble  to  bring 
this  table  up  to  date,  it  is  reproduced  on  page  228.  From  the  foregoing  it 
will  be  seen  that  our  industries  are  not  carrying  the  chief  burden  in  the  town; 
the  table  below  shows  that  in  comparison  with  other  parts  of  the  country, 
they  are  not  suffering  because  of  the  taxation  for  education. 

In  Norwood  there  were  2,203  dwelling  houses  assessed.  The  assess¬ 
ment  on  these  was  $14,184,670.00,  or  about  60%  of  the  total,  and  of 
these  only  7%  were  houses  valued  above  $10,000.00.  This  means  that 
more  than  one-half  of  the  direct  taxes  are  paid  by  the  owners  of  relatively 
inexpensive  houses. 

Need  for  Further  Expenditures  to  Improve  High  School  Grounds 

In  the  past,  high  school  buildings  have  been  constructed  with  little  or 
no  thought  being  given  to  the  grounds.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  has  been 
only  within  the  last  few  years  that  thought  has  been  given  to  procuring 
space  enough  to  provide  for  out-door  facilities  for  the  schools.  At  the 
Beacon  School,  only  a  building  site  was  purchased.  There  is  no  play-

ground.  The  Washington  Street  High  School  depends  on  the  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  for  its  out-of-door  gymnasium  service.  Fortunately,  however, 
there  was  enough  space  for  a  small  playground  in  the  rear  of  the  building 
and  in  the  adjoining  small  park.  These  have  been  graded  and  appropria¬ 
tions  are  being  asked  for  to  make  them  available  next  year.  A  chart  of 
the  playground  facilities  for  the  Junior  High  School  is  shown  on  opposite 
page.  The  new  Senior  High  School  has  fourteen  acres  of  ground  and  the 
School  Building  Committee  have  planned  to  have  adequate  facilities  for 
physical  training  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

How  the  Tax  Rate  Can  Be  Kept  Down 

In  last  year’s  report  some  thought  was  given  to  the  question  as  to 
whether  it  is  possible  to  maintain  the  educational  standard  desired  without 
increasing  the  tax  rate.  In  this  relation  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  cost 
incident  to  maintaining  our  present  educational  standard  is  such  that  it 
cannot  be  met  without  increasing  the  tax  rate  unless  the  community  is 
made  attractive  for  suburban  residence.  In  an  industrial  community 
such  as  we  have  here,  the  housing  facilities  for  families  having  a  relatively 
low  income  must  necessarily  be  in  keeping.  Taking  the  average  cost  per 
pupil  as  shown  in  the  comparative  statistics  (Table  XI)  as  a  basis — $83.80 
per  year  was  the  average  cost  per  pupil  in  Norwood  for  the  year  ending 
June,  1925.  Assuming  an  average  of  five  persons  per  family  in  Norwood 
(the  usual  assumption  in  estimating  families),  we  have  an  average  of  one 
and  one-tenth  pupils  per  family  in  the  schools.  This  means  that  it  costs 
the  Town  $92.18  per  family  for  school  operating  expenses,  without  taking 
into  consideration  interest  paid  in  bonds  and  other  general  overhead.  If 
this  latter  factor  is  taken  into  consideration,  the  cost  per  family  for  educa¬ 
tion  is  over  $100.00.  To  produce  $100.00  at  the  present  rate  of  taxation 
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would  require  that  each  family  own  property  which  would  be  assessed  at 
$3,750.00  without  taking  into  consideration  the  other  costs  of  government. 
The  educational  cost  is  about  40%  of  the  total  tax  bill.  On  the  basis  of 
our  past  costs,  it  would  require  an  assessed  valuation  of  $9,375.00  for  each 
family  to  meet  the  budget.  It  does  not  require  much  imagination  in  the 
present  situation  to  believe  that  the  cost  will  shortly  reach  such  a  point  as 
to  require  an  average  assessed  valuation  of  $10,000.00  per  family  if  the 
rate  remains  the  same.  There  are,  at  present,  only  158  residences  in 
Norwood  that  are  assessed  above  $10,000.00.  In  a  situation  such  as  ours 
in  which  only  31.49%  of  the  taxes  are  paid  by  the  industries  and  by  busi¬ 
nesses,  and  68.51%  by  residence  and  other  land  properties,  it  is  evident 
that  either  we  must  make  the  town  attractive  to  those  who  desire  to  build 
homes  that  will  cost  in  excess  of  $10,000.00  or  increase  the  burden  on  those 
who  have  cheaper  residence  property.  During  the  year  for  which  this 
report  is  submitted  a  proposition  came  before  the  voters  of  the  Town 
having  in  mind  giving  to  persons  who  desire  to  make  home  investments, 
protection  by  the  passage  of  a  zoning  ordinance.  At  the  same  time  a 
definite  program  was  launched  to  make  Norwood  a  more  attractive  Town 
for  home  building  by  the  development  of  small  parks  and  playgrounds. 
It  is  evident  that  on  the  success  of  a  plan  which  would  include  both  zoning 
and  small  parks  and  playgrounds,  the  future  development  of  Norwood 
largely  depends.  Norwood  has  been  specially  thoughtful  in  the  last  few 
years  in  matters  of  planning.  It  has  been  fortunate  in  the  interest  persons 
looked  to  for  official  leadership  have  shown,  and  also  the  interest  taken 
by  non-official  groups  in  street  lay-outs,  in  zoning,  and  in  the  movement 
for  the  acquisition  of  vacant  spaces  for  parks  and  playgrounds.  Unless 
much  is  made  of  the  present  opportunity,  it  is  clear  that  the  community 
must  choose  between  a  lower  standard  of  education  and  a  higher  tax  rate. 
Given,  however,  an  increase  in  the  more  expensive  types  of  residences,  it 
would  become  possible  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  education  and  at 
the  same  time  much  reduce  the  tax  rate.  That  such  is  the  fact  is  shown  by 
a  glance  at  the  comparative  table  prepared  by  the  State  setting  forth  the 
cost  of  education  (equipment  and  operating  expenses)  and  the  tax  rate 
in  the  towns  where  the  more  expensive  residences  have  been  constructed. 
For  example,  in  Wellesley,  the  annual  cost  per  pupil  for  education  is  nearly 
double  that  of  Norwood,  yet  the  tax  rate  is  only  $20.00  per  thousand  as 
against  our  $26.50  per  thousand.  Five  hundred  residences  at  $10,000.00 
apiece  would  add  more  to  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  Town  than  all  of 
the  manufacturing  plants  we  have  put  together.  When  we  add  to  our 
manufacturing  equipment  without  making  provision  of  the  kind  men¬ 
tioned  above,  we  are  adding  to  our  social  liabilities.  In  other  words, 
every  property-less  family  brought  into  the  Town  carries  a  cost  of  $200 
per  annum  that  must  be  met  by  taxes,  only  20%  of  which  is  paid  by  the 
manufacturers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

The  year  1925  has  been  a  period  of  particularly  marked  activity  in 
planning  for  the  necessary  re-adjustments  of  organization  and  adminis¬ 
tration  for  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the  coming  school  year. 
To  plan  this  organization  most  effectively,  it  was  thought  wisest  to  enlist 
the  corps  of  teachers  of  both  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  in  a  co¬ 
operative  study  of  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  organization.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  Professor  Jesse  B.  Davis,  Professor  of  Secondary  Education  at 
Boston  and  Harvard  Universities,  and  an  outstanding  authority  in  the 
field  of  high  school  education,  was  secured  to  conduct  the  course.  The 
class  met  in  the  present  High  School  building  for  a  series  of  fifteen  two- 
hour  lessons,  with  most  of  the  teachers  of  both  schools  in  attendance. 
Many  extra  conferences  were  held  by  groups  of  teachers  to  consider  re¬ 
vision  of  the  work  of  their  particular  fields.  The  fine  results  of  this  co¬ 
operative  and  constructive  piece  of  work  far  exceeded  the  expectations 
of  all,  and  the  new  plan  of  organization  contemplated  for  the  two  schools 
is  a  part  of  the  outgrowth. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  Senior  High  School  building  will  be  completed 
during  the  coming  summer.  Plans  are  accordingly  being  made  to  start 
the  next  school  year  with  the  Senior  High  School  in  that  building.  The 
Junior  High  School  will  then  occupy  the  present  High  School  building  and 
the  Everett  School. 

Previous  to  the  crowded  conditions  existing  in  both  these  high  schools, 
the  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  were  able  to  attend  school  on 
a  two-session  plan.  As  crowding  increased,  the  day  was  shortened  and  the 
eighth  year  pupils  placed  on  an  afternoon  shift,  attending  school  from  12.50 
to  5.00  o’clock. 

With  the  opening  of  the  New  High  School,  it  again  becomes  possible  to 
conduct  both  schools  on  the  basis  of  an  adequate  school  day.  It,  therefore, 
is  unquestionably  advisable  to  conduct  each  school  on  a  daily  time  schedule 
of  not  less  than  five  full  sixty-minute  periods  exclusive  of  the  time  con¬ 
sumed  in  filing.  The  time  schedules  now  before  the  Committee  for  con¬ 
sideration  are,  therefore,  made  up  on  such  a  basis. 

The  sixty-minute  period  makes  it  possible  to  do  three  things:  (1)  find 
out  whether  the  assignment  has  been  done;  (2)  properly  assign  the  ad¬ 
vance  work;  and  (3)  get  the  pupils  started  right  on  that  assignment  (that 
is,  devote  more  time  to  directed  study). 

A  recognized  function  of  the  Junior  High  School  of  today,  and  one  which 
seems  to  the  writer  to  be  particularly  valuable,  is  the  provision  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  studies  for  so-called  tryouts  for  all  Junior  High  School  pupils, 
during  the  seventh  and  eighth  school  years,  that  they  and  their  instructors 
may  better  discover  the  aptitudes,  interests,  and  abilities  of  the  individual 
pupiLs.  In  brief,  all  Junior  High  School  pupils  should  be  required  to  have 
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the  experience  of  a  few  weeks  of  tryout  along  four  or  five  different  lines  as 
a  direct  help  toward — first,  wise  selection  of  course  to  be  pursued  in  the 
Senior  High  School;  second,  as  an  aid  to  self  discovery;  and  third,  to 
give  breadth  of  understanding  and  appreciation  of  different  kinds  of  work. 

Teaching  Staff 

Of  a  total  teaching  staff  of  111,  eleven,  or  approximately  10%  withdrew 
during  the  past  year.  Marriage  was  the  reason  for  six  of  the  eleven  with¬ 
drawals.

Aims 

Some  of  the  essential  objectives  of  the  Norwood  School  Department 
should  be: 

a.  Provide  and  maintain  suitable  accommodations  and  equipment  for  a 
full  school  day  for  every  child  of  school  age. 

b.  Abandon  the  Everett  School  building  as  soon  as  the  seventh  year 
pupils  of  the  Junior  High  may  be  otherwise  adequately  housed. 

c.  Keep  the  enrollment  in  classes  down  to  a  standard  of  thirty-five 
pupils. 

d.  Provide  in  the  budget  of  each  year  for  actual  growth  in  membership. 

e.  Increase  the  scope  and  effectiveness  of  the  health  work. 

New  Senior  High  School 

Norwood  is  fortunate  in  having  an  unusually  able  Building  Committee 
for  its  New  Senior  High  School.  The  members  of  this  Committee  have 
given  unstintinglv  of  their  time  and  energy  to  get  for  the  citizens  of  Nor¬ 
wood  one  of  the  finest  Senior  High  School  buildings  of  its  size  in  the  coun¬ 
try.  How  well  they  have  succeeded  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  has  requested  a  photograph  and 
copies  of  plans  for  a  national  exhibit. 

The  probable  enrollment  in  the  Senior  High  School  next  September 
will  approximate  525.  The  number  of  rooms  now  being  provided  at  the 
New  Senior  High  School  will  accommodate  from  620  to  650  pupils.  The 
enrollment  a  year  from  next  September  will  approx  mate  622,  and  will  then 
fill  the  new  building  to  normal  capacity. 

The  probable  enrollment  of  the  Junior  High  School  next  September 
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will  approximate  856.  The  present  High  School  building  was  built  to 
accommodate  about  550,  but  when  the  Senior  High  School  is  removed  and 
the  laboratory  and  other  special  equipment  taken  out,  it  can  be  made 
to  accommodate  from  750  to  800.  This  means  that  a  few  of  the  Junior 
High  School  pupils  will  probably  be  forced  to  remain  in  the  Everett  School 
next  year.  A  fair  estimate  for  the  Junior  High  School  a  year  from  next 
September  would  seem  to  be  about  870. 

The  allotment  for  school  house  construction  next  year  should  be  used 
to  complete  the  assembly  hall  at  the  new  Senior  High  School.  The  next 
construction  should  be  an  addition  to  the  Junior  High  School  building. 
Before  that  will  have  become  completed,  a  large  number  of  classes  at  the 
Balch  School  will  again  be  on  half-time. 

Music 

Much  progress  has  been  made  the  past  year  in  musical  instruction. 
The  Supervisor  of  Music  recommends  in  his  Special  Report  that  better 
opportunity  be  afforded  for  the  instruction  of  the  Senior  High  School 
and  the  ninth  year  of  the  Junior  High  School.  Plans  are  being  made  to 
carry  out  these  recommendations  next  September  when  the  new  building 
is  available. 

Vacation  School 

The  vacation  school  was  again  conducted  in  the  Guild  School  building 
the  past  summer.  The  total  enrollment  was  114.  Of  this  number,  15 
gained  a  year’s  promotion.  The  other  99  gained  much  in  preparation  for 
the  work  of  the  grades  to  which  they  had  been  assigned  for  September. 

The  total  expense  of  maintaining  the  vacation  school  was  $693.00,  an 
average  of  $5.90  per  pupil.  The  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  grades 
in  Norwood  for  the  school  year  1924-25  was  $67.08,  at  which  rate  it  would 
have  cost  the  Town  $1,006.20  for  a  year’s  instruction  of  the  fifteen  pupils 
who  gained  a  year’s  promotion  in  the  vacation  school. 

Clinics 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Health  has  continued  its  policy  of  conducting 
the  Eye  and  Dental  Clinics  in  a  school  building,  under  the  direct  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  School  Department,  which  has  been  helpful  to  all  concerned. 
Both  clinics  are  conducted  by  able  specialists  and  are  functioning  very 
effectively.  The  difficulty  seems  to  be  that  there  are  so  many  worthy 
cases  which  cannot  receive  attention  because  of  the  limited  service  pro¬ 
vided.  Additional  service  should  be  secured. 

Adult  Alien  Education 

The  report  of  this  department  for  last  year  made  special  mention  of 
the  results  of  the  first  year’s  work  in  Adult  Alien  Education,  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  Miss  Vose.  This  work  has  been  extended  the  past 
year.  The  report  of  the  Special  Supervisor  printed  elsewhere  in  this 
report  covers  the  statistics  and  objectives  of  the  work. 
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Thrift 

Thrift  instruction  through  the  practice  of  systematic  saving  has  been 
continued  throughout  the  year.  The  report  of  the  Norwood  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  shows  the  following  list  of  deposits  for  1925:

Retrospection 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
for  the  School  year  1872-73  of  which  Committee  Mr.  F.  O.  Winslow  was 
Chairman,  are  found  the  following  interesting  statistics  with  respect  to 
the  schools: 


“Total  number  of  teachers .  9 

Average  membership .  364 

Total  appropriation .  $6,500” 


Also  these  exceedingly  interesting  comments  on  the  school  housing  situa¬ 
tion  : 


“Another  and  a  growing  difficulty,  seriously  affecting  the 
progress  and  usefulness  of  our  schools,  is  the  lack  of  room  for 
our  scholars. 

“The  present  proportion  of  school  children  to  our  town  popu¬ 
lation,  and  the  increasing  numbers  of  our  primary  scholars  would 
certainly  intimate  that  a  High  School  established  in  our  midst 
need  never  lack  its  annual  class  of  recruits.” 

Again  in  the  Report  of  the  School  Committee  for  1889-90  are  to  be  found 
the  following  statements: 

“Our  long  needed  and  long  looked  for  High  Schoolhouse  is 
built  and  ready  for  occupancy.  At  our  last  March  town  meeting 
an  appropriation  of  $14,000  was  voted  for  this  purpose,  and  a 
Building  Committee,  with  full  powers,  consisting  of  F.  O.  Wins- 
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low,  Tyler  Thayer,  E.  B.  Morse,  E.  J.  Shattuck  and  F.  J.  Casey, 
was  appointed  with  the  understanding  that  the  house  should  be 
finished  in  time  for  the  fall  term.  An  excellent  site  was  secured  on 
central  land  near  the  Congregational  Church,  but  long  and  un¬ 
expected  difficulty  in  the  selection  of  a  plan  delayed  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  work  until  the  last  of  October.  .  .  . 

“The  New  High  Schoolhouse  .  .  .  will  accommodate  seventy- 
five  pupils,  having  besides  main  classroom,  three  recitation  rooms 
and  laboratory.  .  .  .  How  long  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  High  School  will  depend  on  the  town’s  rate  of  growth. 

“Owing  to  the  close  quarters,  bad  ventilation  and  general  in¬ 
convenience  to  which  the  High  School  has  been  subjected  while 
waiting  for  the  new  building,  the  pupils  of  the  first  class  have  been 
allowed  to  study  their  lessons  at  home,  meeting  their  teachers 
only  at  recitation  hours.  .  .  . 

“The  establishment  of  the  school  in  the  new  building  will  in¬ 
crease  its  facilities  for  work,  and  be  like  a  birth  into  a  new  exist¬ 
ence. 

“The  High  School  now  has  forty  members.  These  in  two 
classes  represent  its  one-half  growth.  In  the  fall,  according  to 
present  indications,  another  class  of  twenty  will  enter,  making  a 
two-thirds  grown  High  School.  Whether,  when  the  fourth  class 
enters  in  September,  1891,  the  full-sized  school  will  crowd  the 
new  building  as  the  old  ones  have  been  crowded,  remains  to  be 
seen  when  the  time  comes.  .  .  . 

“Eight  scholars  are  studying  in  preparation  for  a  college  course.” 

The  above  excerpts  have  been  selected  for  insertion  into  this  report 
because  the  writer  believes  they  will  be  of  particular  interest  to  the  citizens 
of  Norwood  as  showing  how  history  repeats  itself  in  the  matter  of  school 
housing  needs  in  a  growing  community. 

Conclusion 

President  Coolidge  has  said:  “The  world  needs  education  in  order 
that  there  may  be  a  better  estimation  of  true  values.  It  is  not  easy  to 
assemble  facts.  It  is  not  easy  to  draw  deductions.  It  is  not  easy  to 
distinguish  between  the  accidental  and  the  essential.  In  the  complica¬ 
tions  of  modern  civilization,  these  are  becoming  more  and  more  difficult. 
If  world  problems  are  to  be  solved,  it  will  be  through  greater  application, 
through  more  education,  through  a  deeper  faith,  and  a  more  complete  re¬ 
liance  upon  moral  forces.  .  .  .” 

Facts  set  forth  in  a  recent  exhaustive  study  by  the  research  department 
of  the  National  Education  Association  seem  to  show  conclusively  that 
“mental  flexibility  is  a  characteristic  of  the  educated  man,”  and  that  no 
matter  what  may  be  the  shortcomings  of  our  present  educational  system, 
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earning  power,  intelligence,  and  skill  increase  with  education,  and  school 
costs  are  investments  which  pay  handsome  dividends. 

Intelligent,  and  sympathetic  co-operation  make  for  success  in  any  line 
of  endeavor.  Your  Superintendent  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation 
for  the  full  measure  of  such  co-operation  received  from  his  associates  and 
co-workers  throughout  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

T  submit  herewith  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood 
High  School. 

Enrollment 

The  opening  day  of  school  showed  an  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  ninety- 
two  over  the  June  enrollment.  The  total  enrollment  to  start  the  school 
year  of  1925-26  was  421.  This  gain  is  accounted  for  by  the  very  large 
entering  class  numbering  189.  In  the  twelfth  grade  of  this  year,  103  are 
enrolled,  and  again  all  records  for  graduation  are  expected  to  lie  broken 
as  to  the  number  receiving  diplomas. 

Housing  Facilities 

The  ninth  grade  still  attends  the  same  session  as  the  one  attended  by 
grades  10,  11  and  12,  making  a  total  of  nearly  700  pupils  housed  in  a 
building  originally  intended  for  550.  This  over-crowding  has  occasioned 
many  difficulties  of  administration,  particularly  in  reference  to  scheduling 
classes  and  arranging  study  room  for  pupils  who  are  not  scheduled  for 
recitations.  An  additional  burden  has  been  placed  on  the  lunch  counter 
facilities,  originally  intended  for  350  pupils,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  only  about  twelve  minutes  of  the  shortened  school  day  can  be 
allowed  for  recess. 

With  Physical  Training  classes  arranged  for  the  seventh  grade  at  the 
Norwood  Civic  Association,  facilities  there  are  now  in  use  by  over  1200 
pupils.  Both  Everett  Hall  and  the  gymnasium  are  in  use  constantly  from 
eight  o’clock  in  the  morning  until  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  This  use 
of  E\erett  Hall  for  gymnasium  classes  has  seriously  affected  the  possibility 
of  extra  class  room  work  by  High  School  organizations,  and  adequate  time 
cannot  lie  arranged  for  the  school  orchestra,  Glee  clubs,  dramatic  work, 
and  school  assembly  meetings. 
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Faculty 

The  increase  in  enrollment  over  the  previous  year  made  necessary  the 
addition  of  three  full-time  teachers,  making  a  total  of  seventeen  full-time 
teachers  for  grades  10,  11  and  12.  Three  resignations  were  received  in 
June,  those  of  Hazel  M.  Blaisdell,  head  of  the  English  Department;  Flor¬ 
ence  M.  Hayes,  head  of  the  Modern  Language  Department;  and  Helen 
E.  Johnson,  Teacher  of  Latin.  Lucille  M.  Foster  was  appointed  as  head 
of  the  Modern  Language  Department,  and  Bessie  D.  James,  a  former 
teacher  in  the  school,  was  appointed  head  of  the  English  Department. 
Elizabeth  H.  Upton,  a  graduate  of  Smith,  was  appointed  as  Latin  teacher, 
and  Elizabeth  Shirley,  a  graduate  of  Wellesley,  was  appointed  to  a  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  English  Department.  A  fourth  teacher  was  required  for  the 
commercial  work,  and  Marie  A.  Watson  was  selected  for  the  position. 
Other  new  teachers  appointed  were;  Jennie  C.  Beaulieu,  Modern  Language 
Department  ;  James  C.  Geer,  Teacher  of  Science. 


Class  Scholarship  Trophy 

Through  the  co-operation  and  generosity  of  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Trade,  a  class  scholarship  trophy  in  the  form  of  a  cup  has  been  arranged 
and  donated,  and  was  awarded  for  the  first  time  in  the  fall  of  1924.  This 
trophy  is  awarded  each  term  to  the  class  which  has  maintained  the  best 
record  of  scholarship.  The  cup  is  a  substantial  trophy,  and  on  the  metal 
base  there  is  room  enough  to  inscribe  the  numerals  of  the  winning  class 
for  a  long  term  of  years.  The  school  seal  appears  on  the  upper  part  of  the 
cup  with  the  school  motto  “Ad  summa  Contendimus.” 

For  the  five  terms  of  the  school  year  1924-25  the  cup  was  awarded  as 
follows:

The  awarding  of  this  cup  has  been  a  genuine  incentive  for  better  group 
scholarship  and,  therefore,  better  individual  results  in  many  cases.  It 
establishes  the  idea  of  competition  in  the  matter  of  scholarship. 
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Commercial  Department 

The  work  in  this  department  has  proven  itself  to  be  genuinely  practical 
throughout,  as  is  shown  by  the  many  calls  received  by  the  school  from 
employers.  Pupils  who  have  taken  this  work  for  their  three  years  of  high 
school  have  received  direct  benefit  by  obtaining  afternoon  and  Saturday 
morning  employment  in  local  offices,  and  by  obtaining  permanent  positions 
after  graduation.  Thirty-one  graduates,  or  about  33|%  of  the  class  of 
1925  completed  the  course.  Of  these,  thirteen  were  permanently  placed 
before  graduation,  and  all  but  two  of  the  remainder  were  temporarily 
employed.  The  demand  for  commercial-student  employment  was  so 
great  last  year  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  school  to  send  out  some  of  its 
best  Commercial  Juniors. 

The  school  tries  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  of  its  graduates,  and  the 
records  of  the  commercial  graduates  of  the  class  of  1925  show  that  they 
are  employed  as  follows:

The  department,  in  addition  to  sending  out  pupils  into  the  business 
world,  is  also  anxious  to  have  some  of  its  graduates  attend  higher  institu¬ 
tions  of  learning.  It  will  be  noted  that  one  member  of  this  class  is  study¬ 
ing  at  a  State  Normal  School.  Since  the  only  subjects  required  for  en¬ 
trance  are  United  States  History  and  English,  every  commercial  graduate 
is  eligible  for  admission.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  member  had  to  go  to 
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Boston  to  learn  the  operation  of  a  calculating  machine.  The  department 
is  now  increasing  its  office  machine  equipment,  and  within  a  year  it  hopes 
to  be  able  to  give  all  Commercial  Seniors  instruction  in  standard  office 
appliance  machines. 

Matriculation  for  the  Class  of  1925 

The  graduates  in  the  Class  of  1925  numbered  ninety-one.  Thirty- 
one  of  this  number  were  enrolled  in  the  Commercial  curriculum,  and  most 
of  them  obtained  positions  in  or  near  Norwood  as  the  paragraph  headed 
Commercial  Department  explains.  Of  the  other  graduates,  numbering 
sixty-one,  thirty-seven  have  continued  their  education  and  are  enrolled 
in  colleges,  normal  schools,  and  special  schools  as  follows:

This  number  constitutes  forty  per  cent  of  the  class  as  a  whole,  and  sixty 
per  cent  of  those  who  did  not  elect  the  commercial  curriculum.  While 
no  comparative  statistics  are  available  on  the  subject,  I  feel  safe  in  stating 
that  this  record  places  Norwood  High  among  the  first  ten  High  Schools 
in  the  state.  It  has  been  reported  that  five  members  of  the  Class  of  1924, 
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have,  after  saving  money,  been  able  to  give  up  their  employment  temporar¬ 
ily,  and  take  up  work  at  college. 

Graduation,  1925 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  on  Friday  evening,  June  12.  There 
were  ninety-two  members  of  the  class  who  received  diplomas.  This  is  the 
largest  graduation  in  the  history  of  the  Norwood  High  School.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

On  January  1,  1925,  the  Junior  High  School  enrollment  was:  Grade  7 
275;  Grade  8,  262;  Grade  9,  223;  a  total  of  760.  On  January  1,  1926,  it 
was:  Grade  7,  297;  Grade  8,  269;  Grade  9,  256;  total,  822,  an  increase 
of  8.1%  as  compared  with  an  increase  of  9.7%  last  year.  The  present 
6th  grade  numbers  335  pupils,  which  is  10%  more  than  were  in  last  year’s 
entering  class,  and  will  necessitate  an  additional  teacher  for  this  grade. 
By  promotion  to  the  high  school,  we  shall  lose  about  225;  so  that  the  total 
number  of  pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School  in  September  may  be  estimated 
as  about  900.  One  notable  feature  of  this  year’s  registration  has  been  the 
large  number  of  pupils  who  have  entered  this  school  from  other  towns, 
there  being  enrolled  now  31  who  are  in  Norwood  schools  this  year  for  the 
first  time,  and  it  is  further  to  be  noticed  that  the  largest  part  of  these  are 
in  the  9th  grade.  The  large  and  increasing  number  remaining  through  the 
9th  grade  seems  to  show  that  we  are  holding  pupils  better  and  longer 
through  the  Junior  High  school  than  by  the  old  arrangement  of  the  8-4 
plan. 

The  completion  of  the  new  High  School  building  and  the  removal  thence 
of  the  High  School  in  September,  will  enable  most  of  the  Junior  High  School 
to  be  housed  in  the  old  building,  as  there  are  to  be  available  by  a  few 
alterations  seating  accommodations  for  21  home  room  sections,  leaving 
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four  sections  of  the  7th  grade  in  the  old  Everett  building.  The  alterations 
needed  consist  mainly  of  the  building,  moving,  and  removal  of  two  or  three 
partitions,  and  the  addition  of  seating  facilities.  It  is  unfortunate  that  all 
cannot  be  brought  to  the  new  building,  but  with  the  present  building 
program,  this  will  doubtless  be  accomplished  within  a  few  years. 

In  this  connection  attention  should  be  called  to  the  entirely  inadequate 
dressing  room  and  toilet  facilities,  and  the  poor  lighting  in  rooms  and  corri¬ 
dors.  This  building  was  built  to  accommodate  about  550  pupils  of  high 
school  age.  There  are  in  it  six  dressing  rooms  and  six  toilets  available 
for  use  of  pupils.  There  will  be  at  a  moderate  estimate,  800  pupils  in  the 
building  in  September,  or  130  to  each  dressing  room  and  toilet — by  far 
too  many  for  orderly  or  sanitary  procedure.  This  over-crowded  condition 
as  far  as  coat  rooms  are  concerned,  can  be  corrected  by  the  installation  of 
lockers  in  the  corridors  which  are  of  sufficient  width  to  give  plenty  of  space 
for  such  an  arrangement  and  still  leave  room  for  the  use  of  pupils  in 
passing.  The  installation  of  lockers,  too,  would  reduce  to  the  vanishing 
point  practically  the  constant  losses  of  pupils  through  misappropriation 
by  others  of  clothing  and  other  articles  left  of  necessity  where  they  can  be 
easily  reached. 

The  lighting  of  the  building  is  entirely  inadequate,  and  the  school  nurses 
will  uphold  us  in  saying  that  at  present  it  is  positively  injurious  to  the  sight 
of  pupils  and  teachers  alike  to  work  under  these  lights  sometimes  for  an 
entire  session.  This  is  particularly  true  with  work  which  requires  close 
use  of  the  eyes,  like  that  in  printing  and  drawing. 

By  the  addition  of  Mr.  Ward  to  the  force  in  the  department  of  physical 
training,  we  have  been  able  to  give  the  prescribed  physical  training  to  all 
the  grades.  Mr.  Ward  has  also  had  charge  of  the  inter-class  and  mass 
athletics  in  this  school.  He  has  already  brought  to  a  successful  close  a 
soccer  series  in  Grade  8,  and  at  this  date  has  in  full  swing  a  basketball 
series  in  the  same  grade. 

For  the  first  time  a  team  representing  the  Junior  High  School  played 
baseball  with  other  schools  last  spring,  and  a  limited  schedule  has  been 
arranged  for  a  basketball  team  from  the  school  this  winter.  The  school 
is  handicapped  in  these  activities,  however,  by  lack  of  funds,  as  we  cannot 
charge  admission  to  games,  and  there  is  no  source  except  through  contri¬ 
butions  by  the  pupils  from  which  to  obtain  them.  We  are  indebted  to  the 
generosity  of  the  High  School  A.  A.  for  the  uniforms  for  the  basketball 
team. 

The  school  as  a  whole  appears  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The 
disciplinary  problems  are  not  excessive,  there  being  very  few  of  a  serious 
nature,  and  minor  infractions  of  necessary  school  regulations  being  very 
few  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils.  Most  of  the  latter  are  confined 
to  a  small  group  among  the  32%  of  over-age  pupils  in  Grade  8,  and  the 
39%  in  Grade  9. 

The  contemplated  changes  will  simplify  and  strengthen  the  curriculum, 
offering  in  the  middle  grade  a  real  opportunity  for  “tryout”  work,  and 
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enabling  teachers  to  better  advise  and  pupils  to  better  choose  and  elect 
their  work  for  their  future  school  life,  basing  their  choices  on  their  experi¬ 
ences  in  this  grade,  rather  than  on  mere  guesswork. 

As  is  always  the  case,  the  success  of  the  school  is  largely  due  to  the 
efforts  of  the  teaching  force,  which  is  entitled  to  all  the  credit  possible.

Dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Education  for  Boys 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the  year  1925. 

The  work  in  physical  training  for  boys  was  carried  on  according  to  the 
outline  suggested  by  the  State  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education,  Carl  L. 
Schrader. 

As  has  been  the  custom,  all  boys  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools 
were  examined  in  September  by  the  school  physicians.  There  were  188  in 
the  Senior  High  and  41 1  in  the  Junior  High.  Of  the  599  examined,  six  boys 
were  declared  unable  to  take  physical  training.  Fourteen  boys  were  put 
into  “second  class.”  The  requirements  for  boys  in  this  class  were  much 
less  stringent  than  those  for  boys  of  the  “first  class.” 

Each  boy  of  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  took  two  forty-five  minute 
periods  of  gymnasium  work  a  week. 

During  the  year,  regular  classwork  consisted  of  drills,  calisthenics, 
apparatus  exercises  and  games.  The  ends  sought  in  all  class  work  were 
correct  posture,  proper  physical  development  and  coordination  of  mind 
and  body. 

Special  corrective  work  was  given  by  Mr.  Ward  and  myself  to  boys  of 
both  schools  who  needed  individual  attention. 

The  Senior  High  School  basketball  squad  consisted  of  forty-eight  boys; 
of  this  number  ten  were  considered  members  of  the  school  team;  eight 
others  made  up  the  school  second  team. 

The  remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams  and  played  a  series  for 
the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School.  The  school  team  played 
a  regular  schedule  of  seventeen  games  with  outside  teams,  winning  nine 
and  losing  eight. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  class  schedule  was  arranged  with  a  team 
representing  each  room — eleven  teams  in  all.  These  eleven  teams  played 
a  series  of  games;  the  winning  team  received  a  silver  loving  cup  which 
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remained  in  their  classroom  for  one  year.  An  All  Junior  High  Team  was 
selected  to  play  the  winner  of  the  class  competition  in  the  Senior  High 
School.  This  team  also  played  six  games  with  outside  teams,  winning 
four  and  losing  two. 

In  April,  forty-five  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  Baseball  Team.  Fifteen  made  the  first  team  and  the  others 
formed  a  class  league  which  competed  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior 
High  School.  The  school  team  played  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games, 
winning  nine  and  losing  seven— two  were  called  off  on  account  of  rain. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  league  was  formed  of  ninth  and  eighth 
grade  room  teams.  The  winning  room  team  in  the  ninth  grade  played  the 
winning  room  team  in  the  eighth  grade  for  the  championship  of  the  two 
respective  leagues.  The  winner  of  this  series  played  an  all-seventh-grade 
team  for  the  championship  of  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  possession 
for  one  year  of  the  baseball  silver  loving  cup. 

All  class  games  in  both  Senior  High  and  Junior  High  were  in  charge  of 
the  players  on  the  regular  High  School  team,  two  being  assigned  to  each 
game.  Their  duties  consisted  of  umpiring,  scoring  and  handling  all  details 
of  the  game. 

The  All-Student  Track  Meet,  instituted  by  Mr.  Schrader,  was  under¬ 
taken  for  the  third  time  in  three  years.  In  this  meet  every  boy — 100% — 
in  the  two  upper  classes  of  the  Senior  High  School  competed  in  a  hundred- 
yard  dash  for  time,  high  jump  and  broad  jump.  The  participant  was 
awarded  points  according  to  his  performance  in  these  events.  The  records 
were  then  sent  to  Mr.  Schrader  and  the  school  was  awarded  a  certificate 
for  efficiency  in  “mass  athletics.” 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year,  Mr.  John  Ward,  a  graduate 
of  Springfield  College,  was  appointed  a  full-time  assistant  in  this  depart¬ 
ment.  He  has  been  given  charge  of  classes  in  Physical  Education  and 
athletics  for  boys  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

During  the  fall  season,  sixty-six  boys  reported  for  Senior  High  football 
and  a  schedule  of  ten  games  was  played  with  outside  schools.  The  result 
of  the  season  was:  six  victories,  three  defeats,  and  one  tie. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  soccer  league  was  formed  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Mr.  Ward  and  a  series  of  games  determined  the  champion  room 
team  of  the  Junior  High  School.  A  silver  loving  cup  was  also  the  symbol 
of  victory  in  this  sport. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  fifty-six  candidates  signified  their  inten¬ 
tion  of  participating  in  Senior  High  School  basketball.  A  schedule  of 
sixteen  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  schools  to  begin  on  January 
2,  1926. 

Over  fifty  candidates  have  reported  to  Mr.  Ward  for  Junior  High  School 
basketball.  A  schedule  of  eight  games  has  been  arranged  with  other 
Junior  High  Schools.  An  inter-class  and  inter-room  series  of  games  is 
also  being  planned  for  both  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools. 
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In  behalf  of  the  boys  and  myself,  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Norwood 
for  their  loyal  support  in  all  our  athletics  for  the  year  1925.

Dear  Mr.  Howes: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  Physical  Education  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  aim  of  all  physical  education  from  the  primary  grades  through 
Senior  High  School  is  correct  posture,  proper  physical  development  and 
coordination  of  mind  and  body.  These  are  obtained  through  simple 
posture  exercises,  apparatus  work  and  games.  The  teachers  cooperate 
in  every  way  they  can  to  correct  the  walking,  sitting  and  standing  posture 
of  the  child.  In  accordance  with  my  instruction  given  in  meetings  held 
with  all  teachers  of  the  first  seven  grades,  all  chairs  and  desks  were  ad¬ 
justed  as  far  as  possible  to  suit  the  individual  child. 

The  seventh  grade  of  Junior  High  School  now  comes  to  the  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  twice  a  week  for  gymnasium  work  as  do  also  the  eighth,  ninth 
and  Senior  High  School  students.  Girls  who  are  underweight  do  not  par¬ 
ticipate  in  games,  but  take  only  simple  posture  exercises.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  examination  held  in  September  by  the  school  physicians, 
a  very  small  percentage  of  the  girls  were  found  physically  unfit  for  all 
class  work  and  were  put  in  second  class. 

In  May,  a  sixth  grade  baseball  league  consisting  of  seven  teams  and 
also  a  seventh  grade  league  consisting  of  seven  teams  was  formed  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  Follett.  High  School  boys  acted  as  umpires  for 
these  games. 

The  state-wide,  all-student  track  meet  was  held  again  this  year.  Th 
two  upper  classes  of  Senior  High  School  only  are  allowed  to  compete,  and 
again  this  year  Norwood’s  entry  for  girls  was  100%.  The  High  School  re¬ 
ceived  a  certificate  for  its  excellency  in  mass  athletics.  The  events  for 
girls  were  50-yard  dash,  basket  ball  throw,  and  high  jump. 

Field  hockey  was  carried  on  this  fall  and  forty  girls  participated  in  this 
sport. 

Basketball  practise  was  started  in  December  and  100  girls  from  the 
ninth  grades  and  Senior  High  School  reported  for  practise.  Of  this  num¬ 
ber,  14  were  selected  to  represent  the  High  School  in  its  outside  games; 
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a  schedule  of  eight  games  has  been  arranged.  The  others  are  playing 
inter-class  games. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers 
for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

Of  the  52  children  examined  by  Dr.  Schorer,  the  State  Psychiatrist, 
last  spring,  13  were  found  to  be  three  or  more  years  mentally  retarded. 
Four  were  recommended  for  the  special  class;  19  were  to  be  examined 
again  in  another  year;  and  the  remaining  were  doubtful  cases.  Ten 
pupils  over  12  years  old  were  advised  training  in  a  special  class  for  older 
children.  This  would  mean  manual  work  of  some  kind,  for  at  least  an 
hour  a  day. 

The  problem  of  the  mentally  retarded  child  is  one  of  which  most  com¬ 
munities  in  general  are  not  aware.  Dr.  Schorer  advised  social  super¬ 
vision  and  protection  for  nearly  every  child  three  years  mentally  retarded, 
and  the  number  of  that  class  now  in  Norwood  is  quite  large. 

In  June  the  state  clinic  came  to  Norwood  to  give  a  careful  chest  examina¬ 
tion  to  all  the  10%  underweight  children  or  any  other  child  recommended. 

This  clinic  is  on  a  state-wide  campaign  over  a  ten-year  period  to  check 
up  on  underweight  children.  Four  specialists,  two  nurses,  two  clerical 
workers,  four  nutrition  workers  and  a  movable  X-Ray  machine  belonged 
to  this  interesting  clinic  and  two  long,  busy  days  were  needed  to  examine 
the  many  children.  The  Civic  very  kindly  gave  us  the  use  of  four  rooms 
which  were  much  appreciate^. 

We  feel  that  every  child  examined  there  had  a  splendid  opportunity, 
without  expense,  and  we  hope  that  the  advice  given  there  is  being  carried 
out  by  interested  parents.

The  Schick  tests  for  1st  graders  and  the  2nd  test  for  those  newly  done 
last  year  will  be  begun  in  several  schools  in  February. 

The  dental  clinic  is  still  inadequate. 

For  the  first  time  in  Norwood,  children  of  certain  grades  are  being  gi\ en 
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a  stripped  examination  by  the  school  doctors.  This  seems  to  be  a  better 
way  of  doing  the  school  examination  work. 

To  all  who  have  helped  the  children  in  any  way,  and  especially  the 
Questers  at  High  School,  and  to  Mr.  Howes,  teachers  and  principals,  we 
want  to  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation  at  this  time.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

When  I  began  my  work  as  Supervisor  of  Music  last  September,  I  sub¬ 
mitted  to  you  a  “General  Outline  of  Music”  calling  for  two-part  singing 
in  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Grades,  three-part  in  the  Sixth  and  Seventh 
Grades,  with  Elementary  Chorus  in  the  Eighth  Grade,  Intermediate 
Chorus  in  the  Ninth  and  Advance  Chorus  in  the  Tenth,  Eleventh  and 
Twelfth  Grades.  Four-part,  singing  is  thus  taken  care  of  in  the  High 
School. 

This  outline  was  prepared  with  a  view  of  not  only  having  singing  in  the 
schools  but  also  of  giving  the  pupils  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of 
Music  which  will  help  them  to  further  their  musical  education  if  they  so 
desire. 

Although  a  great  deal  of  time  had  to  be  given  in  all  grades  to  the  teaching 
of  the  simpler  theory  of  Music,  we  have  now  good  two  and  three-part 
singing  in  the  primary  grades. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades  come  to 
music  class  twice  a  week,  two  classes  to  a  group.  This  arrangement  is 
proving  successful.  In  the  Eighth  Grade,  with  the  introduction  of  the 
tenor  and  bass  parts  and  some  musical  biographies,  elementary  chorus 
work  has  begun. 

The  Senior  High  School  and  the  Ninth  Grade  have  chorus  practice  once 
a  week,  but  in  order  to  keep  music  upon  a  basis  of  educational  progress, 
it  would  be  advisable  to  have  those  pupils  come  to  music  class  in  groups 
of  sixty  or  seventy  and  this  in  a  room  where  proper  accommodation,  such 
as  given  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades  can  be  had.  At  present  there  is 
no  chance  for  intensive  study  or  satisfactory  results  and  all  the  efforts  and 
progress  made  from  the  First  to  the  Eighth  Grade  will  come  to  naught  if 
chorus  practice  is  to  be  continued  in  the  High  School  under  present  con¬ 
ditions. 
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An  orchestra  of  twenty-four  pieces  has  been  organized  and  is  making 
excellent  progress.  A  large  Glee  Club  has  also  been  organized  and  shows 
much  promise. 

Before  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  Principals  for 
their  cooperation  and  the  teachers  for  their  splendid  work  in  this  course.

Dear  Mr.  Howes: 

The  following  is  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Drawing  in  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

Very  few  changes  ha\e  been  made  in  the  Drawing  course  as  a  whole, 
the  same  fundamental  principles  being  taught  as  before,  but  some  new 
problems  being  worked  out  to  illustrate  them. 

The  Supervisor  has  visited  Grades  I— ITT  once  in  three  weeks  and  Grades 
1V-V1I  once  in  two  weeks  since  September,  besides  planning  and  super¬ 
vising  the  work  in  Grades  VIII,  IX  and  the  Senior  High  School,  also  the 
Manual  Training  in  Grade  V.  This  arrangement  seems  to  be  working  out 
very  satisfactorily. 

As  in  other  years,  the  art  training  of  the  first  six  years  was  brought  to  a 
climax  in  the  spring  in  the  working  out  of  two  projects — the  construction 
of  waste  baskets  large  enough  to  be  used  in  the  child’s  home  and  decorated 
with  original  colored  designs;  and  the  planning  of  large  health  posters, 
with  original  slogans  and  illustrations  drawn  to  fit  them.  A  number  of 
the  best  posters  were  sent  to  a  State  Contest,  and  a  girl  in  the  Guild  School 
received  an  honorable  mention. 

Better  finished  and  more  original  work  was  accomplished  last  year  in 
Grade  VII  classes,  this  being  best  shown  in  clipping-cases  decorated  with 
original  designs  and  in  “Kindness  to  Animals”  posters.  Several  of  these 
were  sent  to  the  annual  contest  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Society 
for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  and  three  bronze  medals  and  two 
school  subscriptions  to  “Our  Dumb  Animals”  were  the  result.  About 
sixty  of  the  posters  not  sent  to  Boston  were  on  exhibition  in  the  Norwood 
Public  Library  for  a  week  in  April. 

The  Grade  VIII  Drawing  course  has  been  practically  the  same  as  the 
last  two  years,  with  the  addition  of  a  short  course  in  “Picture  Study,” 
consisting  of  the  making  of  a  sewed  booklet  illustrated  with  printed  copies 
of  several  famous  paintings  in  colors,  with  short  descriptions  of  these. 
We  hope  to  correlate  the  Drawing  more  closely  with  the  Geography  in  the 
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spring  months.  The  cover  design  for  the  new  Junior  High  School  paper 
was  designed  by  a  Grade  VIII  girl,  all  pupils  in  that  grade  making  original 
designs  as  part  of  their  fall  drawing. 

An  exhibit  of  drawings  from  Grades  VII,  VIII  and  IX  was  held  in  the 
Junior  High  School  corridor  on  the  evening  in  November  when  the  school 
was  in  session  and  open  to  ■>  isitors. 

The  course  in  Freehand  Drawing  in  the  High  School  has  been  put  on  a 
much  more  systematic  basis  than  before,  typewritten  outlines  being  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  use  of  the  teacher  and  pupils,  similar  to  those  used  by  teachers 
in  the  grades.  Each  pupil  in  this  way  knows  exactly  the  amount  of  work 
expected  in  a  month  or  term  and  one  problem  must  be  finished  and  ac¬ 
cepted  before  a  new  one  is  started.  More  figure  drawing  leading  to  cos¬ 
tume  design,  some  linoleum  block  printing  and  more  pen  and  ink  drawing 
are  included  in  the  present  course. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  state  that  the  encouragement  and  cooperation  of 
teachers,  principals  and  superintendent  are  sincerely  appreciated.

Dear  Mr.  Howes: 

The  High  School  division  of  the  Evening  School  was  organized 
October  14.  To  date  the  total  registration  in  all  classes  has  been  238,  a 
gain  of  10  over  last  year’s  registration.  At  this  writing,  too,  the  attendance 
is  less  than  50%  of  the  total  registration,  the  average  being  about  110  each 
evening.

Twelve  teachers  were  employed  in  the  school — seven  in  the  English  and 
citizenship  classes,  and  five  in  the  practical  arts,  and  typewriting-book- 
keeping  classes. 
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The  attendance  this  year  was,  as  is  usual,  very  good  up  to  the  Christmas 
holidays,  after  which  it  fell  off  to  a  very  marked  degree,  and  did  not  re- 
cover.  This  has  occurred  every  year  for  the  past  three  years,  and  my 
recommendation  would  he  that  the  evening  school  be  organized  earlier  in 
the  fall,  say  about  the  20th  of  September  rather  than  the  middle  of  October, 
so  that  we  might  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  early-in-the-year  enthusiasm 
which  wears  away  later.  Such  an  early  beginning,  too,  would  result  in  a 
closing  at  about  the  time  of  the  February  holidays  rather  than  late  in 
March. 

Regulations  for  forcing  the  regular  attendance  of  minors  seem  to  fail 
somewhat  in  accomplishing  their  purpose.  Employers  hesitate  to  use  the 
ultimate  means,  and  for  this  they  cannot  be  blamed,  though  the  school 
appreciates  to  the  utmost  the  fine  cooperation  shown  in  this  matter  by  all 
the  employing  concerns  in  town. 

The  typewriting  and  bookkeeping  class  was  more  of  a  success  as  far  as 
sustained  attendance  is  concerned  than  any  of  the  evening  classes,  and  the 
is  unusual.  Of  a  total  registration  of  31 ,  twenty-two  are  still  in  very  regular 
attendance  in  the  middle  of  January.  Of  the  practical  arts  classes,  the 
millinery  group  is  smaller  than  usual.  This,  the  Head  of  the  Department 
explains,  is  due  to  the  winter’s  style  in  head  wear  for  women,  and  is  a  con¬ 
dition  that  prevails  in  all  the  evening  schools  of  the  State. 

The  growth  of  the  High  School  and  the  dressmaking  classes  has  made 
the  physical  condition  under  which  the  latter  works  inconvenient.  One 
of  the  rooms  used  is  used  by  the  high  school  during  the  day  as  a  recitation 
room,  and  it  is  crowded  with  furniture  and  inconvenient  for  the  use  to 
which  an  attempt  is  made  to  put  it  in  the  evening.  Another  year,  under 
different  conditions,  or  by  using  another  room  for  the  purpose,  a  better 
arrangement  can  be  made  for  those  classes. 

The  foods  class  lost  its  very  efficient  instructor,  Mrs.  Shinners,  early  in 
the  year,  but  was  fortunate  in  getting  so  able  a  substitute  in  Miss  Ethel 
Newhouse.  The  attendance  in  this  and  all  the  practical  arts  classes, 
though  not  large,  has  been  more  regular  than  in  the  English  language  classes. 

We  have  had  one  visit  from  a  State  Inspector,  Miss  Nourse,  who  ex¬ 
pressed  her  approval  of  what  she  saw  except  the  housing  conditions  in  the 
dressmaking  class.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien 
Education  in  Norwood  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 
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The  work  of  recruiting  classes  for  evening  school  was  carried  on  after 
the  same  manner  as  last  year  with  the  added  assistance  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Spano,  Secretary  of  the  North  American  Civic  League,  who  came  himself 
and  addressed  a  large  group  of  Italian  people  in  the  hall  at  the  Balch  School. 
Mr.  Spano  also  sent  a  Lithuanian  and  a  Polish  speaker  to  address  these 
people  in  their  respective'  church  halls.  I  feel  that  the  result  of  this  effort 
has  been  an  added  interest  in  our  evening  school.  I  have  been  pleased  to 
note  a  substantial  increase  in  the  numbers  of  Italian  and  Polish  people  in 
the  classes. 

T  should  like  to  mention  the  fact  that  this  year  nearly  all  of  the  printing 
in  connection  with  the  publicity  work  was  done  by  the  Printing  Department 
of  the  Norwood  High  School.  This  is  a  step  towards  the  kind  of  coopera¬ 
tion  that  there  should  be  in  all  of  the  departments  of  school  work. 

At  the  High  Schbol  there  are  six  Americanization  classes.  The  total 
enrollment  in  these  classes  is  111.  At  the  Balch  School  our  classes  number 
six  also,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  103  pupils.  All  of  these  classes  meet 
on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  from  seven  to  nine  o’clock. 
It  has  been  very  gratifying"  to  note  the  increase  in  the  number  of  women 
who  are  attending  our  evening  classes.  Of  the  214  people  who  have  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  Americanization  classes  this  year  58  have  been  women.  Al¬ 
though  this  number  is  still  small,  it  is  encouraging  to  see  even  a  small 
growth  when  one  realizes  how  the  women  who  have  come  from  foreign 
countries  are  held  back  by  racial  customs.

LTnder  the  new  law  restricting  immigration,  Norwood  is  receiving  very 
few  new  people  from  Europe.  The  reports  which  come  to  us  announcing 
the  new  arrivals  at  the  port  of  Boston  list  Irish  as  practically  the  only 
people  who  are  entering  our  midst  from  foreign  shores.  The  set-up  of  our 
classes  must  necessarily  change  as  time  goes  on  with  this  law  in  operation. 
For  instance,  this  year  we  notice  that  in  the  beginners’  classes  we  have  more 
older  people,  people  who  have  been  in  America  from  ten  to  fifteen  years, 
but  who  have  never  before  made  an  attempt  to  learn  English.  These  men 
have  suddenly  become  interested  to  take  out  their  first  papers,  and  to 
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speed  up  the  process  of  becoming  American  citizens.  This  is  better  under¬ 
stood  when  we  know  that  under  the  present  law  immigrant  relatives  of  a 
citizen  are  given  precedence  in  making  up  the  quota  for  those  who  may 
enter  the  country.  Therefore,  aliens  who  left  relatives  behind  and  wish 
to  get  them  here  are  anxious  to  become  citizens  as  early  as  possible. 

The  work  with  the  foreign  mothers  has  grown  this  year  although  we  are 
working  under  great  disadvantages.  In  October  we  organized  four  classes 
for  mothers  at  the  Balch  School.  Two  of  these  are  made  up  of  Italian 
women  and  two  of  Lithuanian  and  Polish  women.  These  classes  meet 
twice  a  week  in  the  class  rooms  of  the  Balch  School  and  are  taught  by 
teachers  of  that  school.  Because  of  this  fact,  the  hour  of  meeting  has  to 
be  at  3.45  p.  m.  This  is  a  bad  time  for  both  teacher  and  mother.  The 
former  is  tired  after  her  day’s  work  in  the  class  room,  and  the  latter  needs 
to  be  at  home  to  attend  to  her  household  duties.  Our  great  need  is  trained 
teachers  who  are  available  at  an  hour  in  the  afternoon  when  the  mothers 
can  best  leave  home. 

At  the  Winslow  School  we  have  three  mothers’  classes.  One  of  these 
classes  is  taught  by  the  Director  of  Americanization  and  meets  at  two 
o’clock  on  each  Monday  and  Thursday.  The  other  two  are  taught  by 
teachers  of  the  Winslow  School  meeting  at  3.45  p.  m.,  the  same  as  those  at 
the  Balch  School. 

At  the  Shattuck  School  a  class  has  been  held  for  mothers  who  wish  to 
take  a  course  in  citizenship.  This  class  meets  on  Friday  and  is  taught  by 
the  Director. 

The  total  number  of  women  who  have  been  brought  into  the  mothers’ 
classes  this  year  is  43.  (Last  year  we  reached  only  18  in  this  work.)  I 
feel  sure  that  with  better  hours  for  holding  these  classes  we  can  easily 
increase  this  number. 

During  last  year  we  saw  the  need  of  a  very  definite  course  of  study, 
especially  in  the  beginners’  classes.  A  definite  plan  for  each  of  the  sixty 
nights  of  evening  school  was  completed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  all 
teachers  of  beginners’  classes  in  the  fall  of  1925.  The  course  is  tentative 
and  subject  to  revision  the  coming  year.  Teachers  have  been  requested 
to  follow  the  course  carefully,  marking  the  course  where  suggestions  for 
revision  are  made.  In  this  way  we  hope  to  raise  the  standard  of  our  work. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  of  the  people  who  have  shown  an  interest 
in  the  work  and  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to  help.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club  and  the  Guild  of  the  Baptist 
Church  who  have  helped  us  so  many  times  this  year.  It  is  very  gratifying 
to  see  this  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  grow  as  the  work  increases. 

The  splendid  assistance  of  Miss  Helen  Gould,  School  Nurse,  and  Miss 
Marian  E.  Lynch,  Principal  of  the  Shattuck  School,  is  gratefully  ac¬ 
knowledged.  These  ladies  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  help  recruit  the 
mothers’  classes  in  their  respective  districts. 

Great  credit  is  due  the  teachers  for  their  faithful  and  earnest  work. 
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Their  influence  and  personalities  are  felt  far  beyond  the  walls  of  the  class 
room.  Upon  them  rests  the  ultimate  success  of  this  work. 

Learning  the  English  language  and  becoming  naturalized  does  not 
necessarily  make  good  American  citizens.  Our  task  is  much  broader  than 
mere  education  or  naturalization,  important  as  these  may  be.  Our  work 
will  not  be  done  until  we  have  Americanized  the  work,  the  play  and  the 
surroundings  of  all  of  our  foreign-born  neighbors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

COMMISSION 

While  it  has  not  been  customary  for  special  commissions  to  prepare  a 
statement  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Town  Report,  the  size  of  the 
undertaking  that  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Committee  would 
seem  not  only  to  warrant  but  to  call  for  an  account  of  stewardship. 

In  explanation  of  the  needs  for  the  total  of  $535,000.00,  the  following 
may  be  of  interest: 

This  is  the  third  High  School  that  the  Town  of  Norwood  has  built.  The 
first  was  the  Beacon  School.  At  the  time  it  was  planned  it  was  thought 
that  it  would  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  town  for  some  years  to  come. 
Two  years  after  its  completion,  the  Beacon  School  was  overcrowded  and 
the  town  had  to  face  the  problem  of  enlarging  its  High  School  facilities. 
Finally  the  Washington  Street  High  School  site  was  agreed  on  and  plan 
was  made  for  housing  there  both  the  Junior  and  Senior  High.  When  this 
plan  was  completed  it  was  thought  that  it  would  serve  the  needs  of  the 
town  for  ten  years.  Due  to  the  war  the  west  wing  was  not  completed 
until  1920.  At  that  time  it  was  so  overcrowded  that  one  year  of  the  Junior 
High  had  to  be  accommodated  outside.  With  this  experience  before  it, 
the  Building  Committee  chose  a  site  large  enough  not  only  for  immediate, 
but  for  future  use,  and  had  plans  prepared  for  a  building  that  was  capable 
of  taking  care  of  a  High  School  population  of  a  town  double  the  size  of 
Norwood.  This  plan  having  been  made,  the  committee  then  undertook 
to  get  out  specifications  for  a  building  to  be  immediately  contracted  for 
which  would  provide  facilities  for  650  pupils — 25%  more  than  the  esti¬ 
mated  High  School  membership  at  the  time  of  completion.  Thus,  while 
meeting  the  immediate  need,  the  structure  now  under  construction  is  such 
as  to  provide  for  indefinite  future  enlargement  without  tearing  down  or 
remodeling  any  part — it  being  only  a  matter  of  adding  units  as  needed. 

New  Building  and  General  Facilities 

The  pupil  capacity  of  the  new  Senior  High  School,  when  completed,  will 
be  18%  more  than  the  Senior  High  pupil  capacity  of  the  building  on 
Washington  Street.  The  general  facilities  that  have  been  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  are  adequate  for  a  school  of  from  1,600  to  2,000 — approximately 
three  (3)  times  the  pupil  capacity  of  the  building  now  under  construction; 
in  other  words,  in  adding  to  pupil  capacity  from  time  to  time,  as  needed, 
it  will  only  be  necessary  to  build  class  room  facilities;  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  add  to  the  boiler  room,  the  chimney,  coal  pockets,  fan  rooms,  lunch  room

and  kitchen,  storeroom,  vault,  administration  rooms,  gymnasia  and  sup¬ 
plementary  rooms,  or  library  and  conference  rooms — all  of  these  being 
adequate  for  future  needs  until  the  town  shall  have  a  population  of  between 
30,000  and  40,000. 

Cost  on  Basis  of  Facilities  Provided 

The  cost  of  the  new  building,  not  including  land,  furniture,  grading,  etc., 
is  $389,200.00.  Included  in  this  figure  are  the  following  facilities  beyond 
those  provided  in  the  present  High  School: 


Gymnasia  and  Supplementary  Rooms .  229,337  cu.  ft 

Vault .  1,409  ”  ” 

Clock  and  Tower .  4,848  ”  ” 


And  the  following  items  of  construction  much  larger  than  at  present  re¬ 
quired,  to  provide  for  subsequent  additions  as  needed — 


Double  capacity  Boiler  Room .  17,027  cu.  ft.

Making  a  total  additional  contents  of .  317,810  ”  ” 


Estimating  the  average  cost  of  the  foregoing  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
cost  of  the  building  (34.1  cents  per  cubic  foot)  gives  us  a  total  amounting 
to  $108,373.00,  which  if  not  included  in  the  contract  would  make  the  cost 
only  $280,827.00. 

On  Basis  of  Price  Index  of  1917  Compared  with  1925 

The  Committee  asked  Babson  Statistical  Organization  to  report  the 
price  index  factor  for  construction  cost  of  this  type  of  building  as  of  July, 
1917,  compared  with  January,  1925.  Taking  into  consideration  the  differ¬ 
ing  costs  of  material  (lumber,  cement,  structural  steel,  etc.)  and  wages, 
the  average  increase  was  estimated  at  58%. 

Economies  of  Construction  Due  to  the  Type  of  Design 

When  deciding  on  the  character  and  type  of  structure  the  Committee 
undertook  to  provide  the  Town  with  a  building  which  would  combine 
dignity  and  beauty  with  simplicity  of  construction,  thereby  making  possible 
the  maximum  of  fire  protection,  health  and  safety  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 
To  this  end  a  Colonial  type  of  architecture  was  decided  on. 
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Fire  Protection,  Health,  Safety  and  Operating  Cost 

1.  In  Relation  to  Fire  Hazard — All  lathing  is  galvanized  expanded  metal 
lath  instead  of  wood;  the  lift  shaft  is  fireproof,  instead  of  being  semi- 
fireproof;  the  corridors  are  divided  by  smoke  partitions  instead  of  not 
being  divided;  the  vent  ducts  are  fireproof  instead  of  being  semi-fireproof. 
The  attic  space  of  the  new  building  is  divided  into  twenty-two  (22)  com¬ 
partments  by  brick  walls  or  wood  partitions  encased  with  wire  lath  and 
plastering  instead  of  being  open  so  that  fire  could  sweep  the  entire  attic 
within  a  few  minutes;  the  exit  doors  have  illuminated  exit  signs  instead  of 
being  without  lights.  Not  only  is  the  attic  subdivided,  but  the  whole 
structure  is  again  divided  by  having  brick  partitions  run  from  the  founda¬ 
tion  to  the  roof  either  side  of  the  corridor,  and  the  spaces  thus  isolated  are 
again  cross-divided  by  brick  walls  similarly  constructed,  thereby  making 
it  relatively  easy  to  keep  a  fire  within  limits. 

2.  In  Relation  to  Health  and  Safety — All  pupils’  toilets  have  outside 
windows  instead  of  being  inside  rooms;  all  toilet  rooms  are  ventilated  by 
exhaust  fans  instead  of  by  gravity;  the  heating  unit  has  two  vacuum 
pumps,  so  that  in  case  the  machinery  goes  wrong  in  severe  weather  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  close  the  school  while  repairs  are  being  made. 

3.  In  Relatioyi  to  Operating  Economies  and  Efficiencies— The,  heating 
system  is  of  a  type  that  eliminates  the  necessity  of  injecting  cold  water 
into  the  return  before  it  goes  into  the  vacuum  pump,  thereby  reducing  the 
cost  of  water  used,  the  cost  of  coal  to  heat  the  water  used  and  decreasing 
the  rate  of  depreciation  of  boiler  tubes;  the  fan  room  is  provided  with  a 
by-pass  automatically  controlled,  so  that  fresh  air  may  be  brought  around 
the  heaters.  The  fresh  air  fan  in  this  building  will  operate  at  approximately 
one-half  the  cost  of  operation  of  older  types  now  in  use;  the  building  is 
equipped  with  electric  air  compressors,  which  are  much  more  efficient  than 
the  hydraulic  compressors. 

Date  of  Completion  of  Building 

When  the  contract  for  the  new  High  School  was  let,  the  understanding 
between  the  committee  and  the  contractor  was  that  the  structure  would 
be  completed  and  ready  for  installation  of  equipment  by  July  15,  1926. 
At  this  time  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  the  contractor  will  complete 
the  work  at  that  time. 

The  Opinions  of  Educational  Experts — From  time  to  time,  while  the  new 
High  School  plans  and  construction  have  been  under  way,  the  project  has 
been  gone  over  by  engineering  and  educational  experts.  The  expressed 
opinions  of  these  experts  have  been  such  as  to  cause  the  committee  to  feel 
confident  that  when  the  project  is  completed,  the  town  will  have  an  out¬ 
standing  equipment — not  only  in  the  beauty  and  dignity  of  its  architectural 
design,  but  also  in  the  adaptation  of  the  facilities  to  the  use  intended.  One 
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of  the  most  gratifying  results  has  been  that  the  United  States  Commissioner 
of  Education  has  asked  for  the  elevation  and  floor  plans  to  be  placed  in  a 
permanent  exhibit  in  Washington.  This  request  was  made  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  Commissioner  Payson  Smith  of  Massachusetts,  who  reported 
this  as  one  of  the  outstanding  High  School  projects  in  Massachusetts.

Monday,  January  18,  1926,  and  adjournment  to  Wednesday,  March  24,

2.  Main  drain  leading  through  Vernon  Street,  being  a  proposed  ex¬ 
tension  of  Vernon  Street  through  lands  of  Iva  P.  Gove  and  further  through 
land  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc.,  to  an  existing  main  drain.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
May  24,  1926 

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  May  11,  1926, 
and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Arthur  J.  Forrest 
and  Harold  W.  Baker,  Selectmen  cf  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of  which 
Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  J.  Irving  Reid,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  cf  the  requirement  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  Articles  contained  in  this  Warrant 
and  the  action  taken  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Memorial  Building,  so-called. 

A  pamphlet  entitled,  “Report  and  Recommendations  of  the  Memorial 
Municipal  Building  Proposition,”  which  pamphlet  contained  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Municipal  Memorial  Building  and  report  of  the  Finance 
Commission  and  a  report  of  the  Selectmen  together  with  an  endorsement 
and  recommendation  to  the  citizens  signed  by  the  various  town  officials. 
The  respective  reports  and  recommendations  were  read. 

Voted:  To  accept  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Municipal  Memorial 
Building. 
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Article  2.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  and 
borrow  and  appropriate  under  any  general  authority  that  the  Town  may 
have  with  reference  thereto,  for  the  erection  of  a  Municipal  Memorial 
Building  and  to  direct  by  whom  such  sum,  so  appropriated,  shall  be  ex¬ 
pended,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission  was  read  by  Finance 
Commissioner  Fred  R.  Ellis  and  took  the  following  form  which  was  offered 
as  a  motion  by  Finance  Commissioner  Ellis  and  was  duly  seconded: 

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  $265,100.00  be  appropriated  for  the  construction 
of  a  building  for  Municipal  Office  Purposes  and  as  a  Memorial  to  Soldiers, 
Sailors  and  Marines,  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  plans  presented 
by  the  Municipal  Memorial  Building  Committee  appointed  at  a  Town 
Meeting  held  on  March  20,  1924,  and  to  be  erected  on  land  owned  by  the 
Town  and  situated  on  the  northerly  side  of  Nahatan  Street  and  bounded 
by  Washington  Street  and  Market  Street,  of  which  sum  so  appropriated 
the  sum  of  $6,100.00  be  raised  by  taxation  and  as  to  the  balance  so  ap¬ 
propriated  that  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  as  Town 
Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen  the  sum  of  $259,000.00  on  notes  of  the  Town  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  of  which 
the  sum  of  $140,000.00  shall  be  borrowed  for  Municipal  Office  Purposes 
under  authority  of  Section  7  of  said  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and 
the  sum  of  $119,000.00  shall  be  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  the  Memorial 
to  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines  under  the  authority  of  Section  8  of  said 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  the  expenditures  of  said  sum  of  $265,100.00 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  said  committee  which  is  hereby  continued  for 
said  purpose. 

Rev.  Charles  Hastings  Brown,  William  T.  Whedon  and  Daniel  F. 
Slattery  were  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  sworn  by  him  as  tellers  to 
count  the  votes  at  this  meeting. 

Chairman  Foley,  at  this  time,  addressed  the  citizens  and  informed  them 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  committee  had  approached  question  of 
Municipal  Memorial  Building;  spoke  of  the  outstanding  reasons  why  the 
particular  type  of  building  recommended  was  selected  by  the  committee, 
citing  the  possibility  of  the  erection  by  the  State  of  an  armory  in  Norwood, 
possibility  of  the  erection  of  an  auditorium  in  connection  with  the  new 
high  school  and  the  fact  that  plans  are  under  way  for  the  erection  of  a 
large  new  theatre,  all  of  which  buildings  would  be  available  for  large  public 
gatherings. 

Chairman  Foley  then  had  stereopticon  views  exhibited  showing  types  of 
architecture  and  showing  the  location  and  pictures  of  the  proposed  structure 
as  recommended  by  the  committee.  He  stated  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
Memorial  Tower  and  Hall  as  about  $123,000.00  of  which  amount  the  esti¬ 
mated  cost  of  the  tower  would  be  about  $53,000.00  and  called  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  meeting  that  up  to  the  present  time  the  Town  has  not  ex- 
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pended  any  money  for  a  memorial  of  any  kind  and  stated  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  have  given  consideration  to  the  listing  so  that  the  same  may  be 
available  for  inscription  on  the  tablets  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  erected 
on  the  walls  of  the  lobby  entering  the  Memorial  Hall,  of  the  names  of  those 
who  have  gone  forth  from  Norwood  or  South  Dedham  to  the  call  of  the 
various  wars,  citing  that  the  records  showed  that  residents  of  Norwood 
participated  in  1740  in  the  Expedition  against  the  Spanish  West  Indies, 
in  the  French  and  Indian  War  of  1751,  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  in  the 
Civil  War,  the  Spanish  War  and  the  World  War,  reciting  how  Norwood 
alone  raised  $3,766,000.00  during  the  Liberty  Loan  Drive  and  that  the 
Town  wishes  now  to  honor  all  of  the  heroes  of  the  past  and  that  the  Me¬ 
morial  Building  as  planned  will  tell  for  all  time  the  story  of  love,  devotion 
and  sacrifice  of  those  who  went  forth  to  the  call  of  the  Country.  Chairman 
Foley  referred  to  the  financial  question  and  asked  the  voters  to  examine 
the  printed  list  submitted  in  the  report  of  the  committee  and  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  voters  that  since  1915  when  the  new  form  of  town  govern¬ 
ment  went  into  effect  large  sums  of  money  have  been  spent  for  various 
purposes,  schools,  paving  of  Washington  Street,  sewers,  water  works  and 
naturally  giving  rise  to  the  question  of  what  effect  the  new  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  judicious  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money  had  on  the 
valuation  of  the  Town,  submitting  as  an  answer  to  the  question  the  increase 
in  land  values  and  stating  that  it  is  safe  to  say  that  within  very  few  years 
the  improving  of  the  Norwood  Square  will  pay  back  to  the  Town  in  in¬ 
creased  taxes  all  the  money  expended  on  it. 

Chairman  Foley  showed  tax  rate  of  the  surrounding  towns  to  be  higher 
than  that  of  Norwood  and  none  of  these  towns  enjoy  a  considerable  number 
of  the  privileges  which  the  citizens  of  Norwood  participate  in,  asserting 
that  the  one  word  which  has  made  possible  successes  in  Norwood  is  the 
word  “co-operation.” 

Chairman  Foley  closed  with  the  following  expression  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee: 

“We  trust  that  when  a  little  later  in  the  evening  we  come  to  the  vote  on 
this  question,  that  everyone  here  will  be  glad  to  stand  up  and  be  counted 
for  it,  and  in  this  way  show  to  our  town,  our  state,  and  our  country,  that 
the  Town  of  Norwood  does  not  forget  the  brave  and  valiant  heroes  who 
almost  from  the  beginning  of  the  settlement  of  this  country  have  gone 
forth  in  vast  numbers,  and  suffered  untold  hardships  and  death  itself  in 
order  that  the  honor,  the  integrity  and  the  independence  of  this  land  of 
ours  might  be  preserved  and  made  the  greatest  and  the  noblest  on  the  face 
of  the  earth  for  all  time.” 

Mr.  Luther  Smith  asked  just  what  increase  this  building,  if  accepted, 
would  make  in  the  tax  rate.  Chairman  Foley  replied  that  if  the  new  build¬ 
ing  was  erected  it  would  only  mean  at  the  most  an  increase  of  $1.00  per 
thousand  on  the  tax  rate  for  the  first  year. 

Rising  vote  was  then  taken. 
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Voting  in  the  affirmative,  281  (two  hundred  eighty-one).  Voting  in  the 
negative,  none. 

Moderator  declared  the  vote  to  be  unanimous. 

Rev.  George  W.  Nead  spoke  very  enthusiastically  of  the  proposed  Me¬ 
morial  Building. 

Motion  was  offered  by  William  P.  Nickerson  that  the  thanks  of  the 
citizens  assembled  be  conferred  upon  the  committee  for  the  very  efficient 
work  and  the  excellent  way  in  which  it  had  been  handled  and  the  time  spent 
in  preparing  the  report  and  statistics  submitted. 

On  motion  of  Selectman  Eugene  Endicott,  duly  seconded,  it  was 

Voted:  This  meeting  stand  dissolved.

and  holden  for  that  purpose.

lectively  and  invidivually,  sympathetic  and  kindly,  of  the  so-called  Old 
School, — but  what  can  the  so-called  New  School  offer  to  equal  him,  Frank 
Aldrich  Fales. 

Chairman  William  P.  Nickerson  of  the  Board  of  Health  also  arose  in 
second  to  the  motion  of  the  Resolution  as  submitted. 

It  was  Voted  to  accept  the  Resolution.  The  assembled  meeting  thereon 
arose  and  remained  standing  in  silence  for  the  period  of  one  minute.

Mr.  Miller  stated  that  he  felt  that  the  meeting  assembled  should  request 
the  Selectmen  to  acknowledge  in  behalf  of  the  Town  the  generosity  of  the 
owners  of  the  parcel  of  land  which  this  Town  Meeting  has  voted  to  accept 
as  a  public  park.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT

I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  General  Manager  for  the  year  1926, 
which  report  covers  the  more  important  work  done  by  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  under  my  direction. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

John  E.  Colburn,  Superintendent  ’ 

Highway  Division 

This  division  may  be  considered  in  two  parts — the  maintenance  section 
and  the  construction  section. 

Maintenance  work  consisted  of  cleaning,  oiling,  patching,  sanding,  re¬ 
moving  snow,  and  other  incidental  work  in  connection  with  the  streets  and 
sidewalks. 

Due  to  the  large  snowfall  during  the  past  winter,  with  the  resulting  wear 
and  pounding  from  heavy  trucks,  many  of  the  streets,  and  particularly 
those  of  gravel  surface,  became  badly  rutted  and  the  surface  left  in  a  rough, 
uneven  condition.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  do  considerable  patch¬ 
ing,  which  in  itself  was  a  large  item  in  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  a  large  amount  of  brush  was  cut 
from  the  sides  of  the  roadways.  A  comparatively  small  amount  expended 
for  this  work  makes  a  very  good  showing  in  the  appearance  of  the  out¬ 
lying  streets,  and  eliminates  in  a  measure  obstructed  corners. 

Early  in  the  spring  all  the  streets  were  given  a  thorough  cleaning,  and 
as  occasion  demanded  certain  streets  were  cleaned  at  intervals  throughout 
the  year.  In  this  way  we  have  been  able  to  keep  the  streets  fairly  free 
from  rubbish  and  leaves. 

Construction 

The  following  construction  work  (with  the  exception  of  Walpole  Street, 
which  w’as  done  by  Contractors  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works)  was  executed  by  our  own  forces. 


Concrete  Construction 

Walpole  Street- — from  Washington  Street  to  Chapel  Street. 
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Bituminous  Macadam  Construction 

Broadway — East  Vernon  Street  to  Nahatan  Street. 

Central  Street — Day  Street  to  Lyman  Place. 

Cottage  Street — Washington.  Street  to  Broadway. 

Nahatan  Street — Washington  Street  to  Broadway. 

Lenox  Street — Rock  Street  northerly  to  end  of  45'  layout. 

Bituminous  Gravel  Construction 

Cypress  Street. 

Elm  Street — from  Lincoln  Street  to  northerly  end  of  layout.

(Above  all  in  the  Everett  Heights  Development.) 

Brookfield  Road. 

Completion  of  work  commenced  in  1925  of  Nichols  Street  and  Elliot 
Street  in  vicinity  of  Senior  High  School. 

Land  was  acquired  and  the  corners  improved  by  constructing  the  streets 
on  a  radius  at  the  following  locations: 

Northeasterly  corner  Winter  and  Bright  Streets. 

Southwesterly  corner  Walpole  and  Winter  Streets. 

Northwesterly  corner  Washington  Street  and  Walnut  Avenue.

Land  was  also  acquired  at  the  southwesterly  corner  of  Pleasant  Street 
and  Dean  Street.  Due  to  pressure  of  other  work  this  job  was  not  under¬ 
taken  during  1926,  but  will  be  the  coming  season. 

Granolithic  Sidewalks 

3252.36  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalk  were  laid  by  contract.  This 
work  included  sections  on: 

Washington  Street,  east  side,  between  Nahatan  Street  and  Railroad 
Avenue. 

Washington  Street,  east  side,  from  Nahatan  Street  to  Cottage  Street. 
Washington  Street,  east  side,  from  end  of  existing  granolithic  walk  at  Hose 
No.  2  to  Dean  Street. 

Walpole  Street,  east  side,  from  Walnut  Avenue  to  Chapel  Street. 

Phillips  Avenue,  north  side,  at  Walpole  Street. 

Central  Street,  east  side,  at  Fire  Station. 

Central  Street,  east  side,  from  Nahatan  Street  southerly. 

Nahatan  Street,  south  side,  from  Central  Street  easterly. 

Sturtevant  Avenue,  north  side,  from  Washington  Street  easterly. 

Cottage  Street,  south  side,  at  Norwood  Buick  Co. 

Street  Oiling 

22.5  miles  of  streets,  or  a  total  of  242,700  square  yards,  of  street  surface 
were  oiled,  sanded,  and  left  in  good  condition. 
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Snow  Removal 

The  snowfall  for  the  year  was  extremely  heavy.  During  the  early 
winter  months  two  storms,  within  a  week  of  each  other,  caused  a  large 
amount  of  work  and  expense  to  the  department.  During  these  two  storms, 
it  was  impossible  to  keep  the  sidewalks  cleared,  but  the  streets  were  thor¬ 
oughly  plowed  throughout  the  town. 

In  December  the  fall  from  two  storms  alone-amounted  to  nearly' two 
feet  in  depth,  all  of  which  was  plowed  from  both  streets  and  sidewalks. 

The  length  of  time  required  to  open  the  streets  during  and  after  a  storm, 
depends  upon  the  severity  of  the  storm  and  weather  conditions.  It  is  safe 
to  say,  however,  that  within  forty-eight  hours  after  a  storm  commences 
the  streets  throughout  the  entire  town  have  been  opened,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  a  possible  few,  such  as  dead  ends,  etc. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  mileage  of  streets  (about  50),  the  time 
required  for  plowing  after  a  heavy  storm,  about  two  days,  does  not  seem 
excessive.  If,  however,  there  is  a  demand  or  necessity  for  opening  them 
in  a  shorter  period,  more  equipment  must  be  furnished. 

At  present  our  equipment  for  this  work  consists  of  a  truck  with  plow 
attachment  which  is  loaned  to  the  Town  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  on  condition  that  it  be  used  for  clearing  the  State  Highways 
within  the  town  limits  first.  After  this  has  been  done,  the  truck  is  used 
on  other  streets.  The  expense  of  operating  the  truck  is  paid  by  the  Town. 
Arrangement  is  made  with  O’Brien  Bros,  for  the  use  of  their  tractor-plow 
and  for  a  truck  with  plow  attachment.  Another  truck  with  plow  is  also 
available  and  used. 


Ash  Removal 

The  custom  of  collecting  ashes  and  rubbish  from  householders  has  been 
continued  as  usual;  the  householders  paying  for  this  service  by  the  purchase 
of  tickets.  While  the  fee  paid  by  the  householders  does  not  cover  the  entire 
cost  of  the  work,  we  feel  the  service  rendered  justifies  the  small  loss.  That 
the  practice  is  of  appreciable  benefit,  and,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory  seems 
evident,  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  customers  increases  from  year  to  year. 

Crusher 

Practically  all  the  stone  of  good  quality  has  been  removed  from  the 
quarry,  and  no  attempt  wras  made  to  blast  any  during  the  year. 

The  crusher  wras  operated  a  short  period  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
summer  in  order  to  crush  a  small  amount  of  stone  which  had  been  blasted 
from  the  quarry  during  the  previous  year- — a  total  of  about  eight  hundred 
tons. 

Early  in  the  summer  proposals  wrere  received  for  furnishing  crushed 
stone,  same  to  be  delivered  on  the  job.  The  twro  lowest  bidders,  The  Newr 
England  Crushed  Stone  Co.,  and  The  West  Roxbury  Trap  Rock  Co.,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  same  price — $2.50  per  ton — and  the  contract  wras  divided  be- 
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tween  them.  They  furnished  stone  of  good  quality,  and  both  gave  ex¬ 
cellent  service.  The  stone  purchased  was  used  largely  in  connection  with 
the  Town  Square  development.

Main  sewers  were  constructed  during  the  year  as  follows:

Ninety-four  new  house  connections  were  added  to  the  system,  making 
the  total  1734.  This  includes  thirteen  laid  in  the  Town  Square  from  the 
mains  to  the  street  lines. 

The  entire  street  piping  system,  together  with  trunk  lines,  has  been 
thoroughly  cleaned,  and  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  cleaning  consists 
of  passing  a  brush  or  scraper  through  the  sewers  from  manhole  to  manhole 
and  flushing  the  pipes  with  water;  thus  removing  any  sediment  or  ob¬ 
struction. 

Filter  Beds 


The  beds  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  are  in  good  working  order. 

One  new  bed  was  constructed  during  the  year,  and  is  now  in  operation. 
There  are  now  fourteen  beds,  having  a  total  area  cf  fourteen  acres.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  beds  are  overworked.  They  will,  with  careful  watch¬ 
ing  and  care,  provide  for  the  dry  weather  flow,  but  during  rainy  periods 
they  become  overloaded,  and  it  is  necessary  to  allow  considerable  amounts 
of  raw  sewage  to  flow  directly  into  the  Neponset  River.  The  overloaded 
condition  is  brought  about  largely  by  the  practice  of  certain  property 
owners  draining  wet  cellars,  and,  in  many  cases,  turning  roof  water  di¬ 
rectly  into  the  sewers.  The  increased  flow  due  to  the  amount  of  water 
discharged  directly  into  the  mains  during  wet  periods  amounts  to  at  least 
100%  of  the  normal  flow.  The  sewers  are  not  of  sufficient  capacity,  nor 
were  they  designed,  to  receive  cellar  and  yard  drainage  or  roof  water.  As 
they  are  now  being  used,  the  main  intercepting  sewer  leading  to  the  filter 
beds  is  for  long  periods  during  wet  weather  overloaded,  and  the  filter  beds 
are  of  insufficient  capacity  to  filter  the  sewage.  If  this  practice  is  con¬ 
tinued,  it  will  be  necessary  to  lay  another  main  from  a  point  near  the 
junction  of  Willow  and  Lenox  Streets  through  Willow  Street  to  Pleasant 
Street,  and  in  Pleasant  Street  to  the  junction  of  Dean  Street  where  it  would 
be  connected  with  the  present  lines. 

In  connection  with  this,  I  wish  to  quote  from  the  original  report  of  the 
Consulting  Engineer  to  the  Committee  on  Sewage  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
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“System  of  Sewers” 

“The  sewers  are  designed  to  remove  the  sewage  from  all  buildings,  but 
no  roof,  yard,  cellar,  or  other  surface  or  ground  water.  It  is  economically 
important  where  sewage  is  treated  artificially  that  all  surface  water  (and 
ground  water  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so)  be  excluded.  The  use  of  the 
separate  system  of  sewers  in  all  but  the  largest  cities  is  now  so  unusual  and 
the  desirability  of  its  adoption  so  well  established  that  it  seems  unnecessary 
to  discuss  it  further.” 

Drains’  Division 

A  large  amount  of  construction  work  has  been  done  in  connection  with 

the  main  drains.  The  work  consisted  of  the  construction  of  new  culverts, 

•  •  • 

widening  and  deepening  open  drains,  laying  pipe  drains,  and  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  catch  basins. 

Beginning  at  the  westerly  line  of  Pleasant  Street,  a  taking  of  30  feet  in 
width  was  made  for  a  distance  of  142  feet  in  length,  or  to  the  junction  of 
the  two  main  open  water  courses,  then  in  a  southerly  and  westerly  direction 
following  the  course  of  the  southerly  water  course  to  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
R.R.  property,  the  latter  being  20  feet  in  width. 

The  street  culverts  were  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete,  one  being 
in  Pleasant  Street,  one  at  Hillside  Avenue,  and  one  at  Willow  Street. 
The  Pleasant  Street  culvert  is  5  feet  wide  by  5  feet  deep,  and  45  feet  in 
length.  The  Hillside  Avenue  culvert  is  3'6”  wide  by  3'  wide  and  50'  in 
length,  and  the  Willow  Street  culvert  3'  wide  by  2'8”  deep  and  172'6”  in 
length.  These  culverts  are  of  ample  size  to  provide  for  extreme  freshet 
flows. 

Beginning  at  Pleasant  Street  the  brook  was  widened  and  deepened  for 
its  entire  length  to  Willow  Street,  thus  providing  a  free  water  course.

Two  new  catch  basins  were  constructed:  one  on  Washington  Street  at 
the  Norwood  Press,  and  one  at  the  corner  of  Washington  Street  and 
Walnut  Avenue. 

All  catch  basins  throughout  the  town  were  kept  clean  and  in  good  re¬ 
pair.

The  supply  has  held  up  remarkably  well  throughout  the  year.  The  Ellis 
source  furnished  the  entire  supply  from  January  1  to  June  14,  at  which  time 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  take  a  portion  of  the  supply  from  the  West- 
wood  source.  Consequently,  the  pump  at  Westwood  was  started,  and  run 
a  portion  of  each  day  until  November  11  when  it  was  shut  down,  since 
which  time  the  supply  has  been  taken  from  the  Ellis  Station.  Starting 
the  Westwood  plant  early  in  the  summer  has  prevented  the  water  at  the 
Ellis  source  from  being  drawn  to  a  low  level  in  the  ground,  with  the  result 
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that  the  pump  has  been  run  at  full  capacity,  and  the  water  has  been  of 
better  quality  than  it  would  have  been  had  the  water  been  drawn  to  a 
greater  depth. 

The  new  filter  at  Westwood  was  put  in  operation  at  the  time  the  plant 
was  started  in  the  spring,  and  has  been  used  in  conjunction  with  the  old 
filter.  All  of  the  water  from  this  source  has  been  filtered,  and  with  satis¬ 
factory  results.  Monthly  samples  of  water  have  been  sent  to  the  State 
Department  of  Health  for  analysis,  and  they  report  the  water  to  be  of 
excellent  quality. 

Electric  Pump 

The  centrifugal  electric  driven  pumping  machinery  which  was  installed 
during  the  winter  was  put  in  operation  on  June  14,  and  all  the  water  taken 
from  this  source  during  the  past  summer  has  been  pumped  with  this  unit. 

The  machinery  is  simple  to  operate,  and  does  not  require  the  services  of 
a  licensed  Engineer. 

Previous  to  the  installation  of  the  electric  pumps  there  was  considerable 
complaint  when  the  steam  pumps  were  in  operation  regarding  water 
hammer  in  certain  sections  of  the  town.  Since  the  centrifugal  pump  has 
been  in  use  there  has  been  no  complaint  from  this  trouble.

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Painting  Standpipe 

During  the  fall  the  standpipe  was  cleaned  and  painted,  both  inside  and 
outside.  The  interior  walls  were  found  to  be  badly  rusted,  and  many  of 
the  side  plates  pitted  more  or  less.  The  walls  were  thoroughly  scraped 
and  brushed  with  wire  brushes,  and  the  rust  and  scale  as  far  as  possible 
removed.  It  was  then  painted  with  two  coats  of  red  lead  and  oil.  This 
paint  has  been  used  on  the  interior  of  standpipes  in  many  places,  and  as  far 
as  I  can  learn  has  given  good  results.  Considering  the  condition  of  the 
interior  of  the  standpipe,  I  should  advise  that  it  be  given  another  coat  of 
paint  within  a  period  of  three  years.  If  it  is  kept  well  painted,  rust  can  be 
prevented  and  the  life  of  the  tank  prolonged  many  years. 

Cleaning  Water  Mains 

In  September  the  10"  force  main  leading  from  the  Westwood  Pumping 
Station  to  Bellevue  Avenue  was  cleaned.  The  cleaning  consisted  of 
forcing  a  scraper  through  the  pipe.  The  work  was  extremely  satisfactory 
both  from  a  sanitary  standpoint  and  from  the  increased  carrying  capacity 
of  the  pipe  line. 

Before  the  main  was  cleaned  the  capacity  of  the  main  when  pumping 
against  95  pounds  pressure  was  1040  gallons  per  minute,  or  one  and  one- 
half  million  gallons  per  day.  After  the  main  was  cleaned,  the  carrying 
capacity  was  increased  to  1495  gallons  per  minute,  or  2,150,000  gallons  per 
day,  and  the  pressure  was  reduced  to  86  pounds.  This  means  a  material 
saving  in  power  and  expense. 


Cleaning  Wells 

In  order  to  prevent  the  strainers  or  points  of  the  wells  from  becoming 
clogged,  it  is  necessary  to  clean  them  out  at  least  once  each  year. 

This  work  is  done  during  the  winter  months.  The  method  of  cleaning 
now  used  is  to  force  compressed  air  into  the  well  through  a  small  pipe, 
which  pipe  extends  through  the  well  down  into  the  strainer.  The  air  re¬ 
moves  all  sediment  from  the  slots  of  the  strainer,  and  the  sand  which  has 
accumulated  in  the  well  is  forced  to  the  top  or  pumped  out  with  a  hand 
pump.  The  cleaning  reduces  the  suction  or  lift  on  the  main  pump,  and  the 
wells  yield  more  freely. 

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Superintendent 

During  the  year  the  department  has  done  its  usual  repair  work,  mowing, 
trimming,  and  setting  foundations. 

One  hundred  and  forty  interments  and  one  removal  were  made. 

There  are  now  available  17  lots  and  40  graves  in  the  Protestant  section, 
and  5  lots  and  109  graves  in  the  Catholic  section. 

Improvement  work  consisted  of  digging  over  15,730  square  feet  in 
Section  44,  surfacing  North  and  South  Highland  View  Avenues  with 
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crushed  stone  macadam,  and  oiling  1,410  linear  feet  of  avenue.  All  two- 
foot  walks  between  lots  were  filled  with  loam  and  seeded,  which  will  greatly 
improve  the  appearance  of  the  cemetery. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  William  H.  Sullivan,  Chief 

One  new  patrolman  was  added  to  the  department  dining  the  year;  the 
department  now  consisting  of  the  chief,  sergeant,  and  thirteen  patrolmen. 

Early  in  the  summer  a  combination  ambulance-patrol  wagon  was  pur¬ 
chased,  something  wrhich  has  been  needed  for  a  long  time.  The  wagon  is 
used  only  when  making  arrests,  or  in  case  of  emergency  or  accident.  It 
has  proved  itself  of  especial  value  when  responding  to  accidents,  and  seems 
to  be  well  adapted  for  its  work. 

Four  hundred  and  thirteen  arrests  were  made  during  the  year,  or  eleven 
less  than  in  1925.

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

The  work  of  this  department  has  consisted  of  the  usual  spraying  of  all 
shade  trees  bordering  the  streets,  also  a  large  amount  of  private  property. 
Considering  the  small  force  and  expense  of  the  department,  the  results 
of  the  spraying  were  very  satisfactory.  The  equipment  is  now  in  good 
repair  and  condition  for  use  during  the  coming  season. 

One  thousand  white  and  Scotch  pine  seedlings  Were  set  out  at  the  Ellis 
Pumping  Station.  No  new  shade  trees  were  set  out  during  the  year,  the 
money  appropriated  for  new  trees  being  used  for  pruning  and  care  of  the 
present  trees.  There  still  remains  a  large  amount  of  work  in  the  care  of 
trees  which  should  be  done  in  the  near  future.  The  coming  year  one 
hundred  new  shade  trees  will  be  set  out  in  various  parts  of  the  town.

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Engineer 

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  construction  work  done,  the  Engineering 
Department  has  had  a  very  busy  season.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  all  construction  work  be  done  on  sound  engineering  principles.  Careful 
thought  and  study  given  to  preparing  working  plans  will  often  save  ma¬ 
terially  in  the  cost  of  construction;  therefore,  plans  and  estimates  of  cost 
are  prepared,  and  the  actual  construction  work  laid  out  on  the  ground. 
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Records  and  locations  of  all  underground  and  construction  work  are 
made,  and  are  available  at  all  times. 

The  work  is  varied,  covering  a  wide  range,  and  considering  the  service 
rendered  the  cost  of  the  department  is  small.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  grading  of  the  Senior  High  School  grounds 
was  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineering  Department,  which  work 
required  183  days’  services. 

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

The  past  year  has  shown  a  very  healthy  growth  of  business  in  the  Light 
Department,  additions  to  the  load  being  more  than  for  some  time  past. 
Two  hundred  and  ninety-three  new  meters  were  installed,  of  which  more 
than  usual  were  the  larger  size  meters. 

A  reduction  of  power  and  lighting  rates  went  ii  to  effect  April  1,  making 
our  net  rate  now  $.07  per  Iv.  W.  H. 

During  the  summer  we  installed  individual  voltage  regulators  on  each 
out-going  line.  This  insures  even  pressure  which  thus  gives  more  perfect 
lighting.  Four  new  capacitators  were  also  installed  which  take  off  the 
wattless  hedt  current,  thus  bringing  up  the  power  factor  and  insuring  the 
best  of  service  to  our  motor  using  customers. 

In  the  Town  Square  Development,  11,775  feet  of  underground  ducts 
were  installed,  also  4,078  feet  of  one  and  three  wire  cables,  seven  manholes, 
seven  1000  candle  power,  and  five  1500  candle  power  ornamental  street 
lights. 

While  our  street  lighting  is  very  good,  a  step  towards  better  street  il¬ 
lumination  may  be  made  by  changing  the  present  60  candle  power  lamps  to 
100  candle  power  lamps,  and  doing  some  trimming  of  trees  where  lamps 
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now  are  doing  only  part  duty  because  of  the  constant  growth  of  tree  limbs 
cutting  off  light  from  streets  and  sidewalks. 

FIRE  ALARM  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

The  past  three  years  we  have  renewed  the  old  fire  alarm  boxes  on  the 
system  (ten  each  year).  There  now  remain  thirteen  of  the  old  type  boxes, 
which  should  be  replaced  in  1927.  The  usual  maintenance  and  repair 
work  was  done  on  the  lines  and  whistles,  and  the  system  is  in  good  con¬ 
dition. 

INSPECTION  OF  WIRES 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Inspector 

Early  in  the  year  the  Town  accepted  the  Act  providing  for  an  Inspector 
of  Wires.  On  June  14  our  first  permit  was  granted,  ard  during  the  balance 
of  the  year  107  permits  were  granted  to  eleven  contractors.  All  wiring 
was  done  with  B.X.  wire  except  for  some  pipe  which  was  used.  But  few 
changes  wrere  made  in  the  wiring  as  planned  by  the  Contractors,  most  of  it 
being  found  satisfactory  and  in  compliance  with  the  law. 

PARKS 

Mr.  John  E.  Colburn,  Superintendent 

Bond  Street  Park — During  the  early  summer  a  thin  layer  of  loam  was 
spread  and  the  surface  seeded  and  rolled.  The  grass  has  been  cut  and  the 
park  kept  in  good  shap>e. 

Eliot  Park — Considerable  work  has  been  done  by  means  of  filling.  About 
3500  cubic  yards  of  material  was  taken  from  the  site  of  the  filter  beds 
(during  the  construction  of  the  new  bed,  which  material  otherwise  wrould 
have  been  wasted).  In  addition  to  the  material  from  the  filter  bed,  surplus 
material  from  the  New  High  School  grading  amounting  to  about  6000  cubic 
yards  was  also  secured,  making  a  total  of  about  9500  cubic  yards.  This 
material  has  been  spread,  bringing  the  surface  to  subgrade  over  a  portion 
of  the  park.  In  addition  to  the  above,  in  order  to  bring  tie  surface  to 
finished  grade,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  about  5000  cubic  yards,  which 
amount,  together  with  material  on  the  ground,  which  must  be  rehandled, 
will  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  job. 

Town  Square  Park — The  Town  Square  Park  has  been  brought  to  grade 
and  about  3  /4  of  the  surface  given  a  coat  of  loam.  Loaming  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  early  spring,  and  the  entire  park  seeded  and  rolled. 
Gravel  walks  will  be  provided  for  the  present.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1926 

January  15,  1927. 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1926: 
There  were  held  forty-seven  regular  and  four  special  meetings. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  January  18,  1926,  Edmund  G.  Dalton 
and  Arthur  J.  Forrest  were  elected  Selectmen  for  the  ensuing  three  years; 
Mr.  Dalton  being  re-elected  and  Mr.  Forrest  succeeding  Mr.  H.  Eugene 
Rice. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  19  by  the  re- 
election  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as 
Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  also  reappointed  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’ 
Benefit  Agent. 

The  following  appointments  were  made  during  the  year:

The  foregoing  appointments  made  on  April  27,  1926,  are  for  terms  of  one 
year  respectively  from  May  1,  1926. 

There  were  appointed  from  time  to  time  various  sworn  weighers,  meas¬ 
urers  of  wood  and  bark,  measurers  of  leather  and  special  police  officers. 
Licenses  or  permits  were  granted  to  various  persons  upon  due  consideration 
for  the  conduct  of  certain  lines  of  business  as  approved  by  law  as  follows: 
common  victualers,  pool  room,  bowling  alley,  keeping,  storing  and  selling 
gasoline,  junk  collectors,  second-hand  furniture,  public  and  private  garages, 
storage  of  fuel  oil,  Sunday  sales,  public  amusement,  second-hand  motor 
vehicles,  classes  1,  2  and  3,  peddling  (local)  of  fruit  and  vegetables,  lodging 
house,  sacred  concerts  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  motor  bus  operation,  public 
amusements. 

Action  by  way  of  recommendation  to  the  Director  of  Standards  wras 
taken  as  to  licenses  to  peddle  in  other  localities  in  the  State  on  application 
by  various  parties. 

There  were  also  issued  permits  for  various  purposes  including  circus 
and  street  parades,  public  celebration  of  IndependenceDay  by  the  American 
Legion  Post  No.  70,  sale  of  fireworks,  carnival  features,  displays  of  fire¬ 
works,  street  obstruction  for  removing  buildings  and  for  building  opera¬ 
tions,  and  disturbance  of  street  surface  for  underground  work. 

Public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  on  various  matters  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law,  including  the  following:  maintaining  public  garages  and 
repair  shops,  keeping  and  storage  of  gasoline,  maintaining  of  private  garages, 
street  lay-outs. 


Legislation 

Petitions  with  appropriate  bills  were  prepared  and  filed  with  the  General 
Court  for  the  purpose  of  securing  necessary  legislation  as  follows: 

A.  To  permit  the  Town  to  incur  further  indebtedness  to  meet  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  completing  the  construction  of  the  new  senior  high  school  building. 
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B.  To  permit  the  Town  to  sell  to  the  State  for  an  armory  site  land  owned 
by  the  Town  and  fronting  on  Nahatan  Street  and  Lyman  Place. 

There  was  prepared  and  filed  also  a  petition  with  an  appropriate  resolve 
for  the  investigation  and  for  a  report  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  with  respect  to  the  necessity  or  advisability  of  the  extension  of  the 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  system  in  the  Neponset  Valley.  Such  action  was 
taken  in  accordance  with  the  direction  given  by  the  citizens  in  Town 
Meeting.  The  legislation  thus  sought  was  obtained  and  acted  upon. 

State  Armory  Site 

The  developments  in  this  important  matter  during  the  year  1925  were 
fully  set  forth  in  the  report  for  that  year. 

The  parcels  of  land  required  to  provide  the  site  acceptable  to  the  State 
Armory  Commission  were  owned  by  the  Norwood  Housing  Association, 
Inc.,  and  A.  Balboni.  These  parcels  were  purchased  as  authorized  by 
the  action  taken  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  in  December,  1925. 
Title  to  the  Nahatan  Street  parcel  owned  by  the  Norwood  Housing  As¬ 
sociation,  Inc.,  was  taken  in  December  of  1925  while  title  to  the  Lyman 
Place  parcel  owned  by  Balboni  was  secured  on  March'  6,  1926.  There¬ 
after,  appropriate  legislation  having  been  obtained  to  permit  a  sale  and 
conveyance  to  be  made  by  the  Town  to  the  Commonwealth  of  the  lot  of 
the  desired  size  as  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report,  an  agreement  was 
promptly  entered  into  with  the  Commonwealth  for  such  sale  and  con¬ 
veyance  and  thereby  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  State  for  this  purpose 
were  made  available  for  future  payment. 

Later,  namely  on  July  10,  the  transfer  of  title  to  the  Commonwealth 
was  made  by  a  deed  satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department  and  the  purchase 
price,  viz.  $10,000,  was  paid  to  the  Town. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  interest  taken  and  the  help  given  by  our 
distinguished  citizen,  Honorable  Frank  G.  Allen,  were  invaluable  to  the 
successful  outcome  of  this  undertaking  from  its  inception,  and  a  letter  of 
appreciation  was  sent  to  him  by  the  Selectmen  thanking  him  particularly 
for  his  earnest  and  effective  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Town  to  secure  th 
legislation  necessary  to  permit  the  Town  to  sell  the  land  to  the  Common 
wealth. 

Motor  Bus  Transportation 

The  importance  of  this  subject  justifies  this  rather  extended  statement  of 
our  activities. 

An  application  was  received  and  considered  on  January  19  from  the 
American  Coach  Company  for  permission  to  operate  motor  coaches  on  the 
main  highways  through  Norwood. 

On  January  26  a  representative  of  the  Rhode  Island  Coach  Company 
appeared  and  presented  its  petition  for  a  license  to  that  Company  to 
operate  its  motor  busses  through  Norwood.  No  action  was  taken  on  these 
applications  in  view  of  developments. 
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On  February  23  representatives  of  the  Medway  and  Dedham  Street 
Railway  Company  presented  a  statement  indicating  the  service  to  be 
given  and  fares  to  be  charged  and  route  proposed  to  be  used  with  respect 
to  its  petition  for  a  license  to  transport  passengers  for  hire  in  Norwood 
from  the  Westwood  line,  following  notice  from  the  Selectmen  that  such 
information  was  desired  if  its  petition  presented  in  1925  was  to  be  further 
considered. 

The  following  action  was  then  taken,  viz. :  Voted,  to  grant  to  the  Medway 
&  Dedham  Street  Railway  Company  a  license  under  regulations  now  in 
effect  to  transport  persons  for  hire  over  the  following  streets,  namely, 
Winter  Street  from  the  Westwood-Norwood  line  to  Prospect  Street,  Pros¬ 
pect  Street  to  Nahatan  Street,  Nahatan  Street  to  Washington  Street, 
Washington  Street  to  Guild  Street  and  Guild  Street  to  the  Norwood 
Central  Station,  hourly  service  to  be  maintained  and  the  rate  of  fare  not 
to  exceed  ten  cents  in  Norwood. 

By  action  taken  March  2  at  the  request  of  the  Medway  &  Dedham 
Street  Railway  Company,  the  license  granted  as  stated  above  was  amended 
to  permit  the  use  of  the  following  route  in  Norwood,  namely,  Clapboard- 
tree  Street  to  Nahatan  Street  and  Nahatan  Street  to  Washington  Street. 

On  March  2  the  Medway-Dedham  Bus  Line,  Inc.  petitioner,  for  a 
license  to  operate  motor  busses  into  Norwood  from  Westwood  over  Na¬ 
hatan  Street  was  given  leave  to  withdraw  its  petition. 

On  June  8  on  application  of  the  Pierce  Bus  Lines,  so-called,  it  was  voted 
to  grant  under  the  regulations  covering  the  transportation  of  passengers 
for  hire  to  Fred  W.  Pierce  of  Walpole,  a  license  to  operate  two  motor  busses 
from  the  Post  Office  Building,  Norwood,  to  the  Norwood- Walpole  line  on 
the  Walpole  Street  route  upon  the  expreess  condition  that  no  passengers 
were  to  be  transported  in  conflict  with  the  service  furnished  by  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company. 

On  December  21  a  license  was  granted  for  the  period  of  one  year  from 
January  1,  1927,  to  Fred  W.  Pierce  of  Walpole,  Mass.,  operating  the  Pierce 
Bus  Lines,  so-called,  to  operate  four  motor  coaches  over  the  following 
streets,  namely,  Walpole,  Washington,  Cottage,  Nahatan,  Central  and 
Railroad  Avenue. 

On  January  26  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  appeared 
though  its  representatives  and  requested  a  new  consideration  of  its  ap¬ 
plication  made  in  1925  for  a  license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  passengers  for  hire  through  Norwood  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
service  to  the  district  south  of  Walpole.  A  statement  of  the  service  with 
an  outline  of  the  present  situation  was  submitted. 

Upon  due  consideration,  it  was  voted  to  grant  to  the  New  England 
Transportation  Company  a  license  under  the  regulations  now  in  effect 
to  operate  four  motor  coaches  over  the  streets  of  Norwood  for  the  purpose 
of  transporting  passengers  through  Norwood  for  the  district  or  territory 
south  of  Walpole  and  the  district  or  territory  north  of  the  Norwood  - 
Westwood  line,  on  the  understanding  that  the  license  does  not  give  the 
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right  to  transport  passengers  from  Boston  to  Norwood  or  from  Norwood 
to  Boston. 

On  March  9  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  advised  the 
Selectmen  of  the  desire  of  the  Selectmen  of  Walpole  for  motor  bus  service 
from  East  Walpole  to  Boston,  and  indicated  its  willingness  to  operate 
over  such  a  route  if  it  could  be  done  agreeably  to  the  interests  of  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company,  and  without  objection 
on  the  part  of  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood. 

By  letter  received  on  August  3,  P.  R.  Allen,  Vice-President  of  Bird  & 
Son,  Inc.,  indicated  that  it  was  desirable  that  the  New  England  Trans¬ 
portation  Company  should  operate  on  hourly  runs  between  Boston  and 
Providence  by  way  of  East  Walpole  with  regular  stops  there  and  requesting 
the  Selectmen  to  join  with  the  Selectmen  of  Walpole  and  Bird  &  Son,  Inc., 
in  an  application  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  requiring  the 
Transportation  Company  to  make  a  stop  in  East  Walpole. 

Thereafter  a  further  request  was  received  from  Vice-President  Allen 
that  favorable  action  be  taken  by  the  Selectmen  with  respect  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  petition  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  approval  of  such 
motor  bus  service  through  Washington  Street  in  Norwood  from  East 
Walpole  to  accommodate  East  Walpole  patrons,  especially  those  connected 
with  F.  W.  Bird  &  Son,  Inc. 

The  Selectmen  indicated  on  August  19  by  letter  that  they  would  not  be 
justified  in  acting  as  petitioners  with  respect  to  this  matter,  but  would  give 
prompt  consideration  to  a  petition  for  a  license  for  such  an  additional 
route  if  the  same  should  be  presented  by  the  New  England  Transportation 
Company. 

On  September  21  it  was  voted  to  grant  to  the  New  England  Transporta¬ 
tion  Company  a  license  to  operate  one  additional  motor  coach  through  the 
streets  of  Norwood  upon  the  same  route  and  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
license  formerly  granted. 

On  September  23  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  held  a  public 
hearing  on  the  petition  filed  with  it  by  residents  of  Walpole  and  others 
seeking  an  order  requiring  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  by  the  New 
England  Transportation  Company  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire 
between  East  Walpole  and  Boston. 

The  Selectmen  were  represented  at  that  hearing  by  Clerk  Pendergast 
and  Town  Counsel  Halloran  and  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel, 
that  in  his  opinion  the  petition  in  question  could  not  be  legally  acted  upon 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  and  that,  therefore,  the  petition 
was  without  legal  standing  before  that  Department,  the  position  taken  by 
the  Selectmen  as  stated  at  that  hearing  was  in  substance  that  if  the  De¬ 
partment  ruled  that  it  was  without  jurisdiction  to  act,  the  Selectmen  were 
willing  to  give  consideration  to  and  to  act  upon  the  question  of  issuing  a 
license  to  permit  the  use  of  the  route  desired  in  Norwood  when  a  proper 
application  was'presented  by  the  New  England  Transportation  Company, 
but  if  the  Department  did  take  jurisdiction  and  heard  the  matter  on  its 
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merits,  the  position  of  the  Selectmen  was  that  they  were  opposed  to  the 
granting  of  the  license  until  they  were  fully  informed  as  to  its  effect  upon 
the  service  then  rendered  by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway 
Company. 

On  October  11  notice  was  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  stating  in  effect  that  it  appeared  to  the  Department  that  it  had  no 
authority  to  act  wth  respect  to  the  granting  of  a  license  on  the  petition 
above  referred  to  as  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  had  not 
joined  in  the  petition  and  therefore  the  petition  was  ordered  dismissed. 

On  November  15,  Henry  W.  Caldwell,  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  of 
Walpole,  appeared  and  informed  the  Selectmen  that  the  people  of  East 
Walpole  desired  the  motor  coach  service  to  Boston  which  could  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  and  stated  as  reason 
therefor  that  there  were  but  three  trains  a  day  operating  over  the  Wrentham 
Branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
which  were  available  for  East  Walpole  riders.  Thereafter  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  and  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  appeared  before  the  Selectmen 
and  discussed  the  situation  and  indicated  that  they  reached  an  agreement 
whereby  the  license  desired  might  be  granted  with  the  consent  of  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company,  provided  that  out  of 
each  fare  received  by  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  for  the 
carriage  of  passengers  between  Boston  and  East  Walpole  the  sum  of  18 
cents  should  be  paid  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany. 

The  representatives  of  the  New  England,  Transportation  Company 
further  stated  that  if  a  license  was  granted  the  Company  would  observe 
any  requirements  as  to  speed  which  the  Selectmen  might  see  fit  to  impose. 

On  November  23,  upon  proper  application  therefor,  it  was  voted  to  amend 
the  present  license  held  by  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  so 
as  to  read  as  follows,  namely: 

“The  New  England  Transportation  Company  is  licensed  under  the 
existing  regulations  to  operate  five  motor  coaches  through  the  Town  of 
Norwood  over  Washington  Street  from  the  Westwood-Norwood  line 
to  the  Walpole-Norwood  line  at  East  Walpole  or  by  the  alternative  route 
on  Walpole  Street  from  the  junction  of  Walpole  and  Washington  Streets 
in  Norwood  to  the  Norwood- Walpole  line;  such  license  being  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  passengers  from  the  district  or  territory  south  of 
Walpole  to  points  in  Norwood  and  from  Walpole  to  points  northerly 
from  Dedham  towards  Boston  and  of  transporting  passengers  over  the 
streets  of  the  Town  from  the  territory  north  of  Dedham  to  points  in 
Massachusetts  south  of  the  Norwood- Walpole  boundary  line;  it  being 
expressly  understood  that  this  license  does  not  give  to  the  New  England 
Transportation  Company  the  right  to  take  passengers  for  transporta¬ 
tion  in  Boston  and  discharge  said  passengers  at  Norwood,  nor  to  take 
passengers  in  Norwood  for  discharge  in  Boston.” 
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On  December  14  as  required  by  the  Selectmen  an  amended  application 
for  the  license  granted  was  presented  by  the  New  England  Transportation 
Company  in  which  it  was  stated  that  there  was  an  agreement  with  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  to  pay  to  said  Company 
the  sum  of  18  cents  for  each  passenger  carried  from  East  Walpole  to  Boston 
and  from  Boston  to  East  Walpole,  said  amount  to  be  revised  from  time  to 
time  by  agreement  between  the  respective  companies  as  circumstances  may 
warrant  of  which  revision  advice  should  be  given  to  the  Selectmen  of 
Norwood.  Thereupon  the  Clerk  was  authorized  to  issue  the  license  voted 
by  the  Selectmen  on  November  23. 

Fire  Department 

The  Selectmen,  being  of  opinion  after  due  consideration,  that  Norwood 
had  reached  a  position  in  size  and  as  to  valuation  of  property  that  made 
it  desirable  if  not  necessary  for  the  employment  of  a  permanent  fire  chief 
on  full  time  service,  presented  its  recommendation  to  the  Town  through 
an  appropriate  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
March  24,  1926,  that  the  Fire  Department  be  placed  under  the  control  of 
an  officer  to  be  known  as  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  through  the 
acceptance  of  Sections  42,  43  and  44  of  Chapter  48  of  the  General  Laws. 

Favorable  action  having  been  taken  on  its  recommendation  the  Fire 
Department  so  controlled  was  established  and  on  April  21  John  J.  Hannigan 
of  East  Milton,  Massachusetts,  was  appointed  as  Chief  of  the  Norwood 
Fire  Department,  effective  as  of  May  1,  1926.  Mr.  Hannigan  has  a  record 
of  twenty-two  years  of  service  in  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  having  retired  from  that  Department  with  a  rating  of  Lieutenant 
following  ten  years  of  service  in  that  capacity.  He  has  had  also  excep¬ 
tional  experience  in  fire  department  activities  elsewhere. 

Granolithic  Sidewalks 

Consideration  was  given  in  January  to  the  policy  to  be  followed  in  the 
future  with  respect  to  the  construction  of  granolithic  sidewalks  and  the 
method  of  payment,  and  it  was  determined  that  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  small  stretches  of  sidewalk  as  to  which  particular  work  should  be  done 
in  1926,  all  future  permanent  sidewalks  should  be  laid  on  the  basis  of  a 
deposit  or  of  an  assessment  of  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  which  per¬ 
centage  should  include  the  expense  of  installing  curbing,  and  the  period 
over  which  assessment  payments  could  be  apportioned  should  be  limited 
to  five  years. 

On  August  17  an  order  was  adopted  directing  the  General  Manager  to 
reconstruct,  with  material  of  a  more  permanent  character  than  the  original 
construction,  a  portion  of  the  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of  Washington 
Street  lying  between  the  property  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  Hose  No.  2 
and  the  existing  cement  sidewalk  on  Washington  Street  at  its  intersection 
with  Dean  Street  and  that  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk  as  reconstructed  should 
conform  to  a  plan  prepared  by  Town  Engineer  Smith  and  directing  that 
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notice  of  such  action  should  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  that 
notice  should  be  given  of  an  assessment  of  a  reasonable  amount  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one-half  of  the  cost  for  such  improvement  upon  the  abutting 
estates  owned  as  indicated. 

At  a  meeting  held  August  31  after  reconsideration  of  action  taken  at  an 
earlier  meeting  respecting  the  construction  of  the  granolithic  sidewalk 
hereafter  described,  an  order  was  adopted  directing  the  General  Manager 
to  reconstruct,  with  material  of  more  permanent  character  than  that  with 
which  it  was  originally  constructed,  that  portion  of  the  sidewalk  on  Walpole 
Street  on  the  easterly  side  lying  between  Walnut  Avenue  and  Chapel 
Street,  and  that  the  grade  of  such  sidewalk  as  reconstructed  should  con¬ 
form  to  the  plan  prepared  by  Town  Engineer  Smith  and  directing  that 
notice  of  such  action  should  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  for 
Norfolk  County,  and  that  the  same  should  set  forth  that  the  Selectmen 
would  assess  a  reasonable  amount  not  exceeding  one-half  the  cost  of  such 
improvement  upon  each  of  the  abutting  estates  owned  as  indicated. 

Street  and  Main-Drain  Layouts  and  Takings 

After  views  taken  and  hearings  held,  layouts  were  made  and  filed  with 
respect  to  various  new  ways  and  alterations  of  existing  ways,  and  layouts 
were  made  and  filed  with  respect  to  certain  main  drains,  all  as  detailed 
below.  Reports  to  the  Towm  were  made  and  acceptances  were  voted  with 
such  appropriations  as  were  requested.  Thereafter,  viz.,  May  11,  1926, 
orders  of  taking  were  adopted  and  betterments  for  improvements  were 
estimated  wrhere  the  same  were  to  be  assessed,  and  awards  for  damages 
were  fixed  as  stated  in  the  orders  of  taking,  and  the  orders  were  filed  and 
recorded  as  required  by  law.  These  layouts  and  takings  are  briefly  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows,  viz. : 

Streets 

Elm  Street,  new  way,  being  an  extension  of  existing  Elm  Street. 

Cypress  Street,  new  way. 

Sycamore  Street,  new  way. 

Lincoln  Street,  new  wray,  being  an  extension  of  existing  Lincoln  Street. 

Cleveland  Street,  new  wray. 

Brookfield  Road,  new  w'ay. 

CottageStreet,  alteration  by  widening  in  part. 

Winter  and  Bright  Streets,  alteration  by  widening  in  part. 

Washington  Street  and  Walnut  Avenue,  alteration  by  widening  in  part. 

Walpole  and  Winter  Streets,  alteration  by  widening  in  part. 

Dean  and  Pleasant  Streets,  alteration  by  widening  in  part. 

Drains 

(1)  Leading  from  Chapel  Street  northerly  through  lands  of  William  P. 
Nickerson  and  John  Q.  Peterson. 

(2)  Leading  through  proposed  extension  of  Vernon  Street  and  lands  of 
Iva  P.  Gove  and  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Tnc.

(3)  Leading  from  Pleasant  Street  to  Willow  Street  at  junction  of  Lenox 
Street,  thence  to  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
Midland  Division  location. 

There  was  also  laid  out  and  located  at  the  same  time  as  a  public  park  a 
parcel  of  land  adjoining  the  parcel  taken  for  the  alteration  by  widening  of 
Washington  Street  and  Walnut  Avenue.  This  layout  and  location  was 
reported  to  and  accepted  by  the  Town  following  which  an  order  of  taking 
was  adopted,  and  damages  were  awarded  and  the  order  was  filed  and 
recorded. 

Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York — Filling  Station  License 

On  June  22  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York  applied  through 
Mr.  James  M.  Folan  for  a  license  to  keep,  store  and  sell  gasoline  in  total 
quantity  of  three  thousand  gallons,  also  kerosene  and  motor  oil  in  certain 
smaller  quantities  on  the  premises  at  the  northeasterly  corner  of  Washington 
Street  and  Railroad  Avenue.  A  plan  was  presented  showing  the  location 
of  proposed  structures  to  be  erected  on  the  premises  in  place  of  the  existing 
structure.  ' 

A  public  hearing  was  ordered  on  this  application  and  it  was  held  on 
July  13.  Following  this  hearing  it  was  voted,  Selectmen  Mulvehill,  Dalton 
and  Forrest  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  Selectmen  Baker  and  Endicott 
in  the  negative,  to  grant  a  license  subject  to  certain  conditions  stated  and 
further  conditions  to  be  fixed  later. 

On  request  of  objectors  made  on  July  20  a  re-hearing  of  the  petition  was 
ordered  and  a  largely  attended  public  hearing  was  given  on  August  3,  at 
which  all  interested  parties  were  fully  heard,  and  particularly  those  in 
opposition  to  the  granting  of  the  license. 

On  further  consideration  of  the  matter  at  the  close  of  the  hearing  it  was 
voted  that  the  action  taken  at  the  meeting  held  July  13  be  confirmed, 
Selectmen  Mulvehill,  Dalton  and  Forrest  voting  in  the  affirmative  and 
Selectmen  Baker  and  Endicott  voting  in  the  negative. 

It  was  also  voted  that  the  Company  be  notified  that  the  Selectmen 
desired  a  new  plan  of  the  premises  showing  the  arrangement  proposed  with 
respect  to  approaches  from  the  street  to  the  property  and  information  as 
to  the  type  of  building  and  the  location  of  structures  to  be  erected  above 
the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  suggesting  that  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
establishment  of  a  new  line  for  Washington  Street  the  plan  should  be  pre¬ 
pared  on  the  basis  of  a  possible  widening  of  Washington  Street  by  twenty 
feet. 

On  August  17  representatives  of  this  Company  were  further  heard 
relative  to  the  conditions  of  the  license  and  the  following  action  was  then 
taken,  viz.:  Voted  to  reconsider  the  previous  action  taken  with  respect 
to  the  limitations  placed  on  structures  to  be  maintained  above  the  surface 
of  the  ground  within  a  distance  of  fifty  feet  from  the  line  of  Washington 
Street  as  to  standards  or  equipment  used  in  the  sale  of  motor  oil  or  gasoline 
as  set  forth  in  the  vote  of  July  13  as  reaffirmed  by  action  taken  on  August  3 
relative  to  license  granted,  and  further  voted  to  grant  to  the  Standard  Oil 
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Company  of  New  York  a  license  to  keep,  store  and  sell  volatile  inflammable 
fluid  on  the  premises  at  Washington  Street  and  Railroad  Avenue  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  petition  of  said  company  dated  June  2,  1926,  for  the 
storage  of  3000  gallons  of  gasoline  in  two  1500-gallon  tanks,  also  300  gallons 
of  motor  oil  to  be  stored  in  60-gallon  containers  and  60  gallons  of  kerosene 
to  be  stored  in  one  container,  on  the  condition  that  the  structures  used  in 
the  sale  of  gasoline  and  motor  oil  be  constructed  and  maintained  only  as 
shown  on  a  plan  marked  (A)  M  10,  Norwood,  Mass.,  Washington  Street 
and  Railroad  Avenue,  August  16,  1926,  and  signed  Standard  Oil  Company 
of  New  York,  New  England  Department,  C.  B.  Jones,  Manager,  by  H.  R.  M. 
Morse,  Engineer  and  by  Rewis  D.  Thorpe,  General  Manager,  Town  of 
Norwood;  also  on  condition  that  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York 
agrees  to  remove  and  reset  at  its  expense  the  existing  poles  and  wires  of 
the  Town  of  Norwood  at  this  location  at  such  places  and  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  directed  in  writing  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood;  that  the  present  sidewalk  to  said  filling  station  be  removed  and 
new  walks  and  the  necessary  approaches  as  shown  on  the  plan  be  con¬ 
structed  at  the  expense  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York  and 
in  accordance  with  specifications  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  that  existing  trees  in  Washington 
Street  in  front  of  this  property  be  removed  also  at  the  expense  of  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York.  It  is  also  understood  as  agreed  by 
the  Selectmen  and  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York  that  on  or  before  the 
license  shall  become  effective  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York  will 
tender  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  a  deed  of  gift  conveying  (as  provided  by 
later  arrangement)  an  easement  or  right  of  way  in  said  premises  to  such 
extent  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  alteration  of  Washington  Street  by  a 
widening  at  this  location. 

On  September  7  notice  was  received  from  State  Fire  Marshal  Neal  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  that  an  appeal  from  the  action  taken  by 
the  Selectmen  in  granting  the  license  above  mentioned  had  been  taken 
through  a  petition  filed  by  Francis  J.  Foley  and  other  objectors  and  that  a 
public  hearing  would  be  held  by  him  on  this  request  on  September  9,  1926. 
This  hearing  was  held  and  the  objections  presented  at  the  hearing  were 
taken  under  consideration  and  the  matter  is  still  pending  before  Fire 
Marshal  Neal  for  decision. 


Stone  Crusher  Plant 

It  was  determined  on  January  13  after  consideration  of  the  matter  by 
the  Finance  Commission  and  upon  its  recommendation  following  a  study 
of  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  stone  crusher  plant  that  this  plant  should  be 
operated  for  a  limited  period  during  the  year  1926,  and  to  the  extent  only 
of  providing  a  supply  for  emergency  purposes,  and  that  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  existing  location  should  be  kept  as  low  as  possible. 

It  was  directed  also  that  crushed  stone  needed  for  general  construction 
work  should  be  purchased.

Parking  Regulations 

On  April  21  regulations  were  adopted  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Manager  requiring  vehicle  parking  on  the  westerly  side  of  Washing¬ 
ton  Street  from  Railroad  Avenue  to  Walpole  Street  to  be  at  an  angle  of 
approximately  45°  to  the  curbing  and  vehicle  parking  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Washington  Street  to  be  parallel  with  the  curbing. 

It  was  voted  on  October  26  following  the  report  by  the  Town  Manager 
regarding  the  parking  situation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Norwood  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  that  no  parking  of  vehicles  be  permitted  after  6.00  p.  m.  on 
Winter  Street  from  Linden  Street  to  Washington  Street. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

The  suit  brought  against  the  Town  in  1925  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Oldham 
growing  out  of  the  discontinuance  of  electricity  service  to  her  dwelling 
house  has  been  disposed  of  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  both  parties.  An 
agreement  was  filed  in  court  which  had  the  effect  of  dismissing  the  case 
without  expense  to  the  Town  upon  the  restoration  of  the  electricity  service 
through  use  of  the  right  of  way  premises,  the  title  to  which  had  been  in 
'  dispute  as  inchoated  in  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  for  1925.  The  amicable 
adjustment  of  the  differences  between  Miss  Oldham  and  the  town  officials 
as  to  what  should  be  done  in  the  situatior  was  made  possible  by  the  action 
of  Miss  Oldham  in  obtaining  title  to  the  fee  in  the  right  of  way  premises. 
There  was  no  admission  at  any  time  that  the  Town  was  not  justified  in  the 
course  that  it  took  or  that  the  Town  was  liable  in  damages  for  what  was 
done.  In  closing  the  correspondence  as  to  this  matter  the  Selectmen 
stated  that  they  had  been  willing  at  all  times  to  give  to  Miss  Oldham  the 
service  desired  provided  they  could  do  so  in  a  way  which  would  not  involve 
the  Town  in  any  difficulty  with  others  as  they  were  advised  was  then 
possible. 

Alfred  L.  Atwood,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  amount,  viz.:  $1500 
awarded  to  him  as  owner  for  damages  for  the  taking  by  right  of  eminent 
domain  for  public  school  purposes  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land  fronting  on  a 
proposed  street  shown  as  Cleveland  Street,  filed  his  petition  in  the  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  April  27,  1926,  for  a  jury  to  assess  his  damages. 

The  Town  Counsel  was  directed  to  represent  the  Town  in  this  litigation 
which  is  still  pending.  The  award  made  appears  to  the  Selectmen  to  be 
adequate,  but  it  is  now  for  a  jury  to  decide  what  amount  should  be  paid 
to  Mr.  Atwood. 

Various  claims  against  the  Town  had  consideration  and  investigations 
and  reports  by  the  General  Manager  as  to  them  were  required  and  re¬ 
ceived.  Action  was  taken  in  all  cases  with  the  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel 
and  his  Department  was  directed  to  handle  such  matters  in  such  manner 
as  would  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town.  In  certain  instances  such  as 
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the  Keohane  land  damage  claim  where  the  award  was  increased,  and  the 
Maguire  claims  for  personal  injury  and  property  damage,  compromise 
settlement^  were  approved  and  made  where  it  appeared  that  it  was  proper 
and  just  to  take  such  action. 

For  more  detail  as  to  these  matters  than  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report, 
reference  is  made  to  the  report  for  1926  of  the  Town  Counsel. 

Rates  for  Electricity 

By  action  taken  at  a  meeting  held  on  March  16  the  following  prices  for 
electricity  were  established,  namely: 

“A”  Rate 

First  500  kilowatt  hours  each  month,  9  cents  per  kilowatt  hour. 

On  all  bills  in  excess  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar  per  month  paid  within  fifteen 
days  of  date  of  bill,  a  disco unt  of  2  cents  per  kilowatt  hour. 

Next  additional  kilowatt  hours  in  excess  of  500  each  month,  5  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour  (with  no  discount). 

“B”  Rale 

Demand  hours — 15  cents  per  kilowatt  hour. 

Excess  hours — 4  cents  per  kilowatt  hour. 

Demand  to  be  figured  on  a  basis  of  360  delnand  hours  per  year  and  at  a 
uniform  monthly  demand  of  30  demand  horn's  per  month. 

All  services  furnished  on  “B”  rate  must  be  paid  within  fifteen  days  from 
the  date  of  bill.  Failure  to  do  so  will  be  deemed  a  cause  for  terminating 
the  existing  contract  in  which  case  the  “A”  rate  will  be  substituted  therefor. 

Power  Service 

All  existing  rates  an,d  contracts  to  continue  except  that  on  all  bills  for 
energy  furnished  after  April  1,  1926,  the  surcharge  of  ten  per  cent  on 
demand  and  energy  charges  is  discontinued,  discount  provision  of  five 
per  cent  on  total  bill  also  to  be  discontinued  on  all  bills  for  electric  energy 
furnished  after  April  1,  1926. 

Honorable  Frank  Aldrich  Fales 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  on  December  28  upon  the  receipt 
of  official  notice  from  the  Finance  Commission  of  the  death  of  their  fellow 
member. 

Whereas,  Honorable  Frank  Aldrich  Fales,  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Commission  for  the  past  eleven  years,  a  former  Selectman  for  over  twenty 
years,  who  had  also  served  the  Town  in  several  other  official  capacities, 
departed  this  life  on  Friday,  December  24,  1926,  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight 
years: 

Now,  Therefore,  be  it  Resolved  that  the  Town  of  Norwood  has  lost  an 
eminent  public  servant  whose  efficient  and  faithful  service  for  upwards  of 
forty  years  has  materially  aided  in  the  development  and  progress  of  the 
town,  an  official  whose  interest  in  its  affairs  was  remarkablein  its  constancy 
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and  vigor,  a  man  of  marked  political  and  business  ability  who  was  always 
ready  to  answer  to  the  call  for  service  and  whose  personality  has  left  an 
impress  on  its  activities  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  excell.  It  was  fortunate 
that  he  was  given  an  abundance  of  such  useful  years.  His  death  is  mourned 
by  his  fellow-officials  and  by  the  citizens  generally. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  this  testimonial  to  his  high  standing  and  pro¬ 
nounced  worth  be  extended  on  the  records  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  his. 
widow,  Mrs.  Jennie  F.  Fales. 


Miscellaneous 

After  conference  on  March  9  with  representatives  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  Planning  Board,  Women’s  Community  Committee  and  South 
Norwood  Business  Men’s  Association  relative  to  additional  land  for  Charles 
W.  Eliot  Park,  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Finance  Commission  on  the  question  of  the  desirability 
of  securing  additional  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Park,  and  as  to  whether 
the  proposed  appropriation  of  $2500  in  the  budget  for  1926  should  be  ex¬ 
pended  for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  or  for  the  improvement  of  the 
land  already  owned.  The  following  were  appointed  to  membership  in 
said  Committee,  viz. :  Fred  R.  Ellis,  Harold  W.  Baker,  Eli  D.  Chamberlain, 
Frederick  A.  Cleveland  and  Lucile  W.  Riemer. 

On  June  15  this  committee  reported  recommending  that  the  budget 
allotment  of  $2500  for  the  improvement  of  the  park  should  be  used  to  meet 
the  expense  of  carting  fill  from  the  new  filter  beds  and  of  spreading  the 
same.  The  committee  also  recommended  that  an  option  on  a  parcel  of 
land  adjoining  the  park  be  secured,  provided  the  land  could  be  purchased 
at  a  reasonable  figure. 

After  conference  with  the  Finance  Commission  it  was  agreed  with  respect 
to  the  Police  Department  that  the  maximum  salary  to  be  paid  to  patrol¬ 
men  should  be  increased  to  $2000,  but  the  minimum  should  remain  at 
$1600. 

Applications  were  made  on  March  23  for  licenses  for  motion  picture 
theatres  to  be  located  on  land  fronting  on  Memorial  Park,  so-called,  and 
on  land  fronting  on  Washington  Street  respectively.  As  to  the  application 
relating  to  the  Memorial  Park  frontage  location  it  was  indicated  that  the 
Selectmen  looked  with  favor  on  granting  a  license  and  that,  on  completion 
of  the  proposed  building,  favorable  consideration  would  be  given  to  a  formal 
application. 

Following  a  report  from  Engineer  Thorpe  on  October  11  with  respect 
to  the  surfacing  of  proposed  streets  and  upon  his  suggestion  that  it  was 
desirable  that  it  be  required  as  a  condition  of  acceptance  of  new  streets 
which  had  been  constructed  by  the  owners  of  the  property  through  which 
such  streets  passed,  that  water  mains  shall  be  installed  prior  to  the  placing 
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of  finished  surfacing,  it  was  Voted  that  in  all  cases  of  the  development  of 
private  property  by  the  owners  thereof  and  the  laying  out  of  private  ways 
for  public  use  wherever  it  appears  upon  the  construction  of  such  private 
ways  that  the  Town  will  be  called  upon  to  accept  such  private  ways  as 
public  streets,  a  condition  be  imposed  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  land 
through  which  such  private  ways  pass  shall  install  at  their  own  expense 
water  mains  of  a  suitable  size  before  surfacing  of  such  proposed  streets  is 
completed. 

A  communication  was  received  on  November  9  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Selectmen  of  Westwood  stating  that  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen  of 
Westwood  had  been  called  to  the  pond  in  Westwood  from  which  Norwood 
was  taking  its  water,  because  the  wells  of  all  the  owners  of  property  around 
the  pond  had  gone  dry. 

The  letter  also  contained  the  following  question:  “Do  your  rights  allow 
you  to  make  this  condition  possible  and  whether  or  not  the  Water  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Norwood  are  willing  to  stop  pumping  until  water  can  be  had 
in  these  wells?” 

It  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  of  Westwood  be  informed  that  the 
Town  of  Norwood  was  entirely  within  its  rights  in  taking  water  from 
Buckmaster  Pond  as  it  had  been  doing,  but  the  Selectmen  do  not,  how¬ 
ever,  undertake  to  pass  upon  the  condition  of  the  wells  referred  to,  and 
that  they  be  further  informed  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Selectmen 
to  stop  pumping  from  Buckmaster  Pond  as  soon  as  the  work  of  painting 
the  standpipe  was  completed,  the  exact  date  being  somewhat  dependent 
upon  the  weather. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  November  30  consideration  was  given  to  plans 
for  the  proposed  development  of  the  Chandler  lot  on  Pleasant  Street  and 
it  was  determined  that  Miss  Chandler,  the  owner  of  the  property  should 
be  notified  that  the  Selectmen  were  agreeable  to  recommending  to  the 
Town  that  action  be  taken  which  would  result  in  locating  the  exterior 
lines  of  a  proposed  private  way  for  public  use,  which  would  be  an  extension 
of  the  proposed  Garfield  Avenue  as  now  shown  on  plan  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  land  owned  by  Alfred  L.  Atwood,  and  that  she  should  be  notified 
also  of  the  amount  that  the  Selectmen  were  of  the  opinion  would  represent 
a  fair  and  just  compensation  to  her  for  a  release  to  the  Town  of  all  damages 
on  account  of  the  easement  which  the  Town  would  acquire  for  highway 
purposes  and  laying  out  and  constructing  of  such  extension  of  said  pro¬ 
posed  Garfield  Avenue  and  for  the  fee  title  in  a  triangular  plot  of  land 
containing  about  4,176  square  feet  and  owned  by  her  lying  northerly  of 
said  proposed  Garfield  Avenue,  easterly  of  a  proposed  extension  of  Cleve¬ 
land  Street  and  southerly  of  land  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

A  notice  was  received  on  November  9  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works,  Division  of  Highways,  that  it  had  assigned  to  the  Town 


F.  W.  D.  Truck  No.  223  for  the  work  of  snow  removal  on  certain  of  the 
main  highways  between  Westwood  and  Walpole,  the  same  to  be  called 
for  on  November  26.  The  General  Manager  was  instructed  to  receive 
this  equipment. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Finance  Commission  by  letter  received  on 
November  23  a  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners  to  widen  Washington 
Street  by  relocating  the  lines  of  this  highway  between  Railroad  Avenue 
and  Prospect  Street  was  prepared  and  presented.  The  County  Com¬ 
missioners  pursuant  to  law  ordered  a  hearing  to  be  held  on  this  petition  on, 
January  11,  1927. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  desirability  of  assuring  to  the  Town 
for  the  next  five  years  at  least  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and  an  in¬ 
vestigation  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the 
supply  available  in  certain  districts  was  ordered  by  action  taken  on  No¬ 
vember  23. 

Following  an  investigation  made  by  the  General  Manager,  as  instructed 
he  reported  on  August  17  that  in  his  opinion  the  overflow  from  certain 
manholes  connected  with  the  sewerage  system  was  due  to  the  fact  that  a 
large  number  of  cellars  were  so  arranged  that  the  ground  water  was  con¬ 
veyed  directly  into  the  sewerage  system,  and  he  requested  the  support  of 
the  Selectmen  in  enforcing  the  regulations  relating  to  sewers  wrhich  pro¬ 
vide  that  no  ground  or  roof  w'ater  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  sewer  mains. 

It  wTas  voted  upon  consideration  of  this  report  that  the  General  Manager 
be  authorized  to  use  any  funds  appropriated  for  sewer  maintenance  to 
remedy  the  conditions  complained  of  and  be  directed  to  enforce  the  existing 
regulations  relating  to  the  situation. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  August  31  on  the  application  of  Herbert 
Singleton  and  Coleman  J.  Coyne  for  a  license  to  conduct  and  maintain  a 
garage  to  keep,  store  and  sell  gasoline  on  the  premises  numbered  94  Market 
(now  Central)  Street.  The  petitioners  stated  that  they  intended  to  erect 
a  building  of  cement  block  construction  about  twelve  feet  in  height  with 
pitched  roof  at  a  distance  of  about  three  feet  from  the  Town  property  line 
and  to  house  thirty-five  automobiles.  On  September  27  a  special  meeting 
was  held  at  which  the  view's  of  town  officials  who  would  make  use  of  the 
Municipal  Memorial  Building  soon  to  be  erected  were  obtained,  and  w'hich 
views  were  unfavorable  to  the  use  proposed  for  this  adjoining  property. 
Upon  further  consideration  of  the  matter  on  September  28  it  was  voted 
not  to  grant  the  license  sought. 

On  September  15  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  layout  for  the  development  of 
Memorial  Park  as  show'n  on  a  plan  submitted  by  the  General  Manager  and 
prepared  by  Landscape  Engineer  Shurtliff. 
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On  September  28  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Planning  Board  as  to 
the  new  draft  of  the  proposed  zoning  by-law. 

On  October  19  on  report  of  the  General  Manager  it  was  voted  that 
permission  be  given  to  install  for  demonstration  purposes  certain  traffic 
control  signals  on  Washington  Street,  the  property  of  Crouse-Hines  Com¬ 
pany  and  that  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  state  to  that  Com¬ 
pany  that  if  on  a  fair  test  the  signals  proved  to  be  satisfactory  the  Select¬ 
men  would  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  sufficiently  adequate 
to  purchase  such  equipment. 

William  P.  Nickerson  presented  claims  for  water  damages  to  the  cellar 
portion  of  his  apartment  property  on  Chapel  Street  which  he  stated  were 
due  to  the  flooding  of  Elks  Park  for  skating  purposes.  The  claims  were 
for  the  cost  of  repairing  the  heating  apparatus  in  1924  amounting  to 
$126.56  and  for  damages  amounting  to  $50  during  the  winter  of  1925-26. 

Without  admitting  liability  for  the  conditions  mentioned,  a  satisfactory 
adjustment  of  these  claims  was  made  through  an  understanding  with  Mr. 
Nickerson  that  a  main  drain  would  be  laid  out  and  constructed  through 
his  premises,  and  that  his  claims  were  to  be  released. 

On  July  13  sewer  assessment  levies  were  approved  and  ordered  to  be 
committed  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  collection. 

Because  of  general  complaint  on  account  of  the  nature  of  the  firework 
exhibition  at  the  Carnival  held  on  Saturday,  July  17,  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  made  known  to  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  namely: 

“All  permits  issued  after  July  21,  1926,  for  the  exhibition  of  fireworks 

shall  contain  the  express  condition  that  no  loud  noise-producing  fireworks 

shall  be  exhibited  in  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  all  exhibitions  of  fire¬ 
works  shall  begin  not  later  than  11.00  P.  M.  legal  time.” 

It  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  should  see  to  it  that  the  spirit 
as  well  as  the  letter  of  this  resolution  should  be  observed  and  that  in  case  of 
violation  of  the  conditions  of  any  permit  issued  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  an  exhibition  of  fireworks,  demand  be  made  for  the  sur¬ 
render  of  the  permit  and  the  exhibition  be  stopped  forthwith. 

The  sale  of  pop-corn  and  refreshments  on  town  property  at  band  con¬ 
certs  during  the  summer  season  of  1926  by  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary 
to  Norwood  Post  No.  70  was  authorized. 

A  license  of  the  third  class  was  granted  on  February  16  to  Gerald  L. 
Hawkins  as  a  retail  druggist  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  138,  General 
Laws,  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical  and  chemical 
purposes  only,  and  to  such  persons  only  as  shall  certify  in  writing  the  use 
for  which  it  is  required. 
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On  June  15  it  was  voted  that  signs  be  posted  on  the  parkway  between 
Bond  Street  and  Hoyle  Street  giving  notice  that  trucking  was  prohibited 
in  the  parkway  as  it  was  to  be  used  exclusively  by  pleasure  vehicles. 

On  June  29  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  cause  the  present 
wooden  poles  to  be  removed  and  underground  cables  to  be  installed  on 
Nichols  Street  from  Elliot  Street  to  provide  electricity  for  the  new  Senior 
High  School  building. 

On  July  6  it  was  voted  that  the  Boston  Post  cane  be  tendered  by  the 
Chairman  to  Mr.  Michael  Folan  of  126  Cottage  Street  as  the  oldest  living 
resident. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  March  30,  1926,  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  future 
extensions  of  water  mains,  that  a  guarantee  be  required  of  a  payment  of 
ten  per  cent  yearly  of  the  estimated  cost. 

On  June  22  it  was  voted  that  a  contract  be  made  with  the  Norwood  Band 
for  a  series  of  eight  concerts  to  be  given  at  the  bandstand  during  the  usual 
summer  period,  and  that  the  Band  be  given  permission  to  sell  tags. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  April  6  consideration  was  given  to  the  matter 
of  the  proposed  development  of  the  district  south  of  Winter  Street  and 
Avest  of  Nichols  Street  at  the  request  of  Mr.  George  F.  Willett.  On 
April  21  the  Selectmen  sitting  as  the  Board  of  Survey  conferred  with  the 
Planning  Board  and  considered  plans  submitted  by  the  Norwood  Housing 
Association,  Inc.,  as  to  this  district. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  Norwood  Post  70,  American  Legion  as  to  the 
disposition  of  German  war  trophies,  two  of  the  smaller  pieces  of  the  group 
were  placed  at  Highland  Cemetery  near  the  memorial. 

With  respect  to  the  reconstruction  of  that  portion  of  Walpole  Street 
between  Chapel  Street  and  Washington  Street  by  resurfacing  with  cement 
concrete,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  the  Town  with  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works,  Division  of  Highways  on  May  18. 

In  furtherance  of  this  project  an  appropriate  petition  was  presented  to 
the  County  Commissioners  to  relocate  that  portion  of  the  street  for  such 
reconstruction  vrork. 

On  June  8  it  Avas  voted  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  that  portion 
of  Market  Street  betAA'een  Washington  Street  and  Nahatan  Street  wras  no 
longer  required  for  a  town  Avay,  and  that  the  ToAvn  be  requested  to  take 
action  to  discontinue  the  same,  but  for  the  purpose,  however,  of  locating 
such  portion  as  a  public  park.  The  ToAvn  having  voted  to  discontinue 
such  portion  of  the  street  in  order  to  permit  the  same  to  be  laid  out  as  a 
public  park,  the  Selectmen  adopted  on  June  15  an  order  of  layout  and  lo¬ 
cation  of  said  portion  for  a  public  park  and  caused  the  same  to  be  filed  and 
recorded. 
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On  August  31  it  was  decided  that  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  dumping 
of  garbage  in  the  future  at  the  town  dump  location  on  Lenox  Street  that 
the  hours  when  the  dump  could  be  used  for  proper  purposes  by  the  public 
should  be  regulated  and  that  an  attendant  should  be  in  charge  to  supervise 
such  use. 

Upon  information  furnished  by  Mr.  James  J.  Drummey  that  he  had 
available  from  2000  to  3000  cubic  yards  of  fill  by  reason  of  the  grading  of 
the  new  Senior  High  School  building  on  Nichols  Street,  which  he  offered  to 
the  Town  for  delivery  at  the  Charles  W.  Eliot  Park  at  60c  a  yard,  it  was 
voted  on  August  31  that  Mr.  Drummey  be  authorized  to  deliver  to  said 
Park  premises  2000  cubic  yards  of  fill  at  the  price  named  as  it  appeared 
that  the  matter  had  been  taken  up  with  the  Finance  Commission  and  that 
it  favored  the  same. 

The  purchase  by  the  Town  from  Emily  C.  Fisher  et  als.  of  certain  land 
for  school,  highway  and  playground  purposes  as  authorized  and  directed 
by  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  held  December  28,  1925,  and  in  exercise 
of  the  option  given  by  said  owners,  was  completed  in  June,  1926,  by  the 
delivery  of  a  duly  executed  deed  which  was  recorded  in  the  Norfolk  Registry 
of  Deeds.  As  a  condition  of  such  conveyance  an  agreement  was  entered 
into  by  the  Selectmen  in  behalf  of  the  Town  with  Troop  I  (Somerville, 
Massachusetts)  Boy  Scouts  of  America  with  respect  to  the  temporary 
occupation  of  a  portion  of  the  premises  by  said  Troop  with  its  camp  build¬ 
ing  and  the  removal  therefrom  of  the  building  owned  by  the  Troop  or  its 
purchase  by  the  Town  under  certain  conditions  set  forth  in  the  agreement. 

Approval  and  delivery  of  deeds  for  lots  in  Highland  Cemetery  had  at¬ 
tention  as  the  occasion  required. 

Warrants  for  the  payment  of  bills  were  regularly  approved. 

Budget  requirements  for  the  various  departments  under  the  control  of 
the  Selectmen  were  considered  and  determined. 

Approval  of  various  note  issues  and  of  sales  of  notes  was  given  from  time 
to  time  as  required  by  law. 

Grand  and  traverse  jurors  were  drawn  from  time  to  time  upon  notice 
as  required  by  law. 

Soldiers’  relief  payments  were  authorized. 

Warrants  for  the  Annual  and  for  Special  Town  Meetings  containing 
articles  with  respect  to  matters  to  be  considered  were  prepared  and  the 
meetings  so  called  were  duly  held  thereunder. 

List  of  citizens  qualified  for  jury  service  was  prepared. 
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Election  officers  were  appointed  for  service  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
and  at  the  State  Primary  and  State  elections. 

Relocations  were  granted  with  respect  to  poles,  wires  and  equipment 
of  the  New  England  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  and  Eastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Street  Railway  Company  upon  their  applications  for. 

Written  objection  was  submitted  to  the  Division  of  Highways,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  with  respect  to  applications  for  permits  to  maintain 
illuminating  advertising  signs  on  roofs  of  buildings  located  on  Washington 
Street. 

Various  water  main  extensions  were  granted. 

Certain  licenses  which  had  been  granted  were  revoked,  including  a  Sun¬ 
day  sales  license  and  a  junk  collector’s  license. 

Transfer  of  certain  licenses  were  approved. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  valuation  of  town  property  with  respect  to 
the  insurance  situation. 

Fred  H.  Hartshorn  being  disabled  and  past  the  age  of  65  years  and  having 
been  in  the  employ  of  the  Town  for  more  than  35  years,  was  upon  his  re¬ 
quest  retired  on  pension,  as  permitted  by  law,  by  action  taken  February  1 6. 

The  bond  of  Harold  W.  Gay,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes 
with  the  American  Surety  Company  of  New  York  as  surety  in  the  sum  of 
$50,000  covering  his  liability  as  Treasurer  and  as  Collector  of  Taxes  was 
approved  on  June  2,  the  same  being  acceptable  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Corporations  and  Taxation,  and  the  Board  of  Assessors  were  duly  notified. 

Consideration  was  given  at  the  request  of  Mr.  George  F.  Willett  to  the 
question  of  placing  wires  of  the  electric  light  system  in  underground  con¬ 
duits.  An  investigation  and  a  report  by  experts  was  obtained  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  expense  involved,  with  the  result  that  such  change 
was  deemed  inadvisable  at  the  present  time,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
large  expense  involved. 

Various  conferences  were  held  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year 
with  the  Finance  Commission,  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health,  School 
Committee,  the  Municipal  Memorial  Building  Committee  and  other  town 
officials. 


Conclusion 

It  is  hoped  that  the  foregoing  resume  of  the  activities  of  the  Selectmen 
for  the  year  1926  not  only  will  acquaint  the  citizens  in  a  fairly  compre¬ 
hensive  way  with  all  important  matters  which  called  for  attention,  but  also 
will  bring  a  general  appreciation  of  the  varied  and  extensive  character  of 
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the  Town’s  business  that  the  Selectmen  in  the  various  capacities  in  which 
they  act  are  called  upon  to  supervise  and  carry  on. 

It  is  certain  that  the  problems  of  the  Town  with  which  the  Selectmen 
must  deal  are  steadily  increasing  in  number  and  importance,  and  your 
Selectmen  ask  the  support,  confidence  and  cooperation  of  all  citizens  in 
the  consideration  and  solution  of  these  problems  in  such  a  manner  as  will 
serve  the  best  interests  of  Norwood 

Advantage  is  taken  of  this  opportunity  to  express  appreciation  of  the 
fine  spirit  of  association  and  helpfulness  shown  by  our  fellow-officials.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  the  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1926. 


Organization 

The  Board  organized  on  March  26,  1926;  Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  elected 
as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk. 

Assistant  Assessors 

Under  authority  of  vote  of  Town  Meeting  the  Board  appointed  George 
L.  Banks,  Stephen  J.  Cavanaugh,  Timothy  M.  Connolly,  Edward  J. 
Duffey,  Eugene  L.  Murphy,  Robert  B.  Oldham,  Howard  L.  Johnson, 
Albert  N.  Refuse,  Edmund  Sullivan  and  Charles  Sullivan,  for  the  period 
of  thirty  days  or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  deter¬ 
mine. 


Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1926 

The  table  of  comparisons  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith 
exhibits  the  differences  as  to  the  years  1925  and  1926.  On  September  3, 
1926,  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1926  be  determined  as 
$28.20  per  thousand. 


Neponset  Valley  Improvement 

In  the  year  1926  Norwood  was  called  upon  by  warrant  from  the  State 
Treasurer  to  pay  to  the  Commonwealth  $1,960.36  as  the  first  installment  of 
ten  annual  payments  of  a  total  sum  of  $19,603.60,  winch  was  the  amount 
determined  as  the  sum  apportioned  and  assessed  against  Norwood  as  its 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  as  authorized  in  Chapter  655  of  the 
Acts  of  1911. 

Section  7  of  said  Act  provided  that  when  the  Town  was  called  upon  for 
such  payment  “The  Assessors  annually  divide  and  apportion  the  sum  which 
the  respective  municipalities  are  required  to  pay  upon  the  land  benefited 
in  proportion  to  the  benefit  received,  but  no  apportionment  shall  be  made 
that  exceeds  the  special  benefit  received  by  the  estate  assessed.” 

Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  General  Court  the  State  Department 
of  Health  in  the  year  1921  submitted  its  report  of  an  estimate  of  the  agri¬ 
cultural  benefits  accruing  to  lands  in  Norwood  by  reason  of  the  work  of  the 
improvement. 
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Since  that  date  the  question  of  agricultural  benefits  to  lands  in  Norwood 
has  been  given  consideration  by  this  Board,  the  areas  in  question  have  been 
viewed  by  the  Board,  interviews  have  been  had  with  a  considerable  number 
of  persons  familiar  with  conditions  not  only  as  they  exist  at  the  present 
time  but  also  as  they  existed  prior  to  the  work  of  the  improvement.  Care¬ 
ful  attention  was  given  to  the  efforts  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  lands 
in  their  endeavor  to  make  use  of  certain  lands  within  the  area  supposed  to 
have  been  benefited  for  agricultural  purposes  and  so  far  as  can  be  learned 
after  diligent  enquiry  no  satisfactory  results  have  followed  from  such 
efforts  and  the  lands  cultivated  are  reverting  to  a  common  condition  of 
meadow  grass-  lands. 

Having  in  mind  that  the  intention  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
at  the  time  that  the  work  of  improvement  was  first  considered,  was  that 
lateral  drainage  systems  should  be  installed  in  the  entire  valley  and  that  the 
plans  showed  several  of  such  proposed  lateral  drains  in  the  Norwood  area 
and  that  no  such  drainage  has  been  undertaken  and  that  the  General 
Court  has  refused  though  requested  to  appropriate  further  funds  for  this 
project,  it  is  apparent  that  the  areas  in  Norwood  are  not  receiving  the 
benefit  which  was  originally  contemplated. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  appreciate  that  if  the  assessment  levied  upon 
the  Town  is  not  passed  on  to  the  owners  of  the  several  parcels  in  the  Valley 
Area,  the  entire  burden  of  cost  will  fall  upon  all  property  within  the  Town 
through  the  general  tax  levy. 

But  it  is  also  true  that  before  an  assessment  is  levied  for  alleged  special 
benefits  accruing  from  the  improvement  the  Assessing  Board  must  be  con¬ 
vinced  and  find  that  the  benefit  which  is  assessed  is  then  apparent  and  of 
such  a  nature  that  it  can  be  immediately  realized  upon  by  the  present 
owner  of  the  property  and  that  it  must  be  a  special  benefit  that  can  be 
defended  and  sustained. 

Therefore,  after  a  careful  review  of  all  of  the  information  that  has  come 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  no  assessment  should 
be  levied  in  the  year  1927  as  a  Special  Assessment  against  individual  parcels 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expense  which  the  Town  has  been  called 
upon  to  pay,  because  no  special  benefit  can  be  found  to  exist.

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Contagious  Diseases 

Regulations 

New  Regulations  and  Rules  covering  isolation  and  quarantine  were 
adopted  by  the  Board  and  were  published  as  required  by  law  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1926,  and  are  now  in  effect. 

These  regulantios  have  to  a  considerable  extent  modified  the  quarantine 
and  isolation  conditions  with  respect  to  chicken-pox,  mumps  and  whooping- 
cough. 

It  is  also  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  permit  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria  to  be  treated  at  home  rather  than  oblige  patients  to  be  removed 
to  isolation  hospitals. 


Plumbing  Regulations 

New  plumbing  regulations  were  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  effective 
February  1,  1927. 

The  reports  of  the  patients  at  the  tuberculosis  clinic,  as  in  the  report  of 
the  Public  Health  Nurse,  are  submitted  herewith,  as  is  also  the  report  of 
the  Inspector  of  Milk.

To  the  Board  of  Health, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

115  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for  number 
of  bacteria  per  cc. 

91  Samples  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  alone  and 
43  samples  for  number  of  bacteria  per  cc.  alone. 

No  sample  was  found  to  be  below  the  State  standard  of  fat  and  solid 
content,  and  only  a  few  abnormally  high  bacteria  counts  were  obtained. 

Seventy-two  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  inspected  and  with 
a  few  exceptions  where  suggestions  of  improvement  of  certain  conditions 
were  accepted,  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  few  herds  supplying  milk  to  the  town  where  tuberculosis  testing  had 
been  delayed  are  now  being  tested  by  the  State  and  Federal  inspectors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  17,  1927,  Mr.  Fred  R. 
Ellis  was  re-elected  a  member  of  the  Finance  Commission  for  the  ensuing 
three  years,  and  Mr.  Theodore  E.  Gavin  was  elected  for  one  year  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the  .Hon.  Frank  A.  Fales. 

The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year  1927  was  organized  with  Mr. 
Charles  J.  Prescott  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Fred  R.  Ellis  as  Clerk.  Mrs. 
Clarissa  G.  Maier  was  elected  as  Executive  Secretary. 

The  Finance  Commission  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  its 
very  sincere  regret  at  the  passing  of  our  late  member,  Mr.  Frank  Aldrich 
Fales, — a  man  who  had,  for  many  years,  served  his  State  and  Town  in 
many  capacities  as  a  conscientious  and  efficient  official,  and  in  his  own 
unassuming  manner  had  promoted  the  personal  welfare  of  many  of  his 
fellow  citizens  in  Town.  The  Finance  Commission  at  all  times  most 
highly  respected  his  judgment  on  Town  matters  and  were  constantly 
seeking  his  advice  in  the  many  perplexing  problems  necessitating  our  at¬ 
tention,  and  we  are  fully  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  we  have  not  only  been 
deprived  of  the  services  of  a  capable  and  faithful  official,  but  have  lost  a 
true  and  loyal  friend. 

During  the  past  year  the  Finance  Commission  has  held  regular  meetings 
on  nearly  every  Friday  night.  We  have  not  confined  ourselves  strictly  to 
the  performance  of  our  duties  as  specified  by  the  Town  Charter,  but  have 
considered  our  responsibilities  from  a  broader  viewpoint  as  to  how  we 
might  function  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town,  and  have  given  our 
consideration  to  many  matters  which  ordinarily  we  were  not  required  to  do, 
but  were  very  appreciative  of  the  opportunity  of  being  of  service  to  our 
fellow  Boards  and  Committees. 

We  still  urge  that  the  citizens  follow  the  policy  of  “Pay  as  We  Go”  and 
would  respectfully  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  in  the  budget  to  be 
presented  for  1927  nothing  is  to  be  borrowed.  The  progress  made  in  this 
policy  is  very  evidently  shown  by  the  following  figures  where  we  put  into 
our  budget  items  heretofore  largely  borrowed  for  construction  “other 
permanent  improvements.”

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January,  1927,  the  Town  adopted  the  Play¬ 
ground  Act  by  a  great  majority,  which  is  very  evident  that  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  citizens  that  something  progressive  be  accomplished  along  this 
line.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  for  the  first  year,  and  until  we  are  certain 
as  to  just  what  should  be  done,  that  a  conservative  policy  be  adopted  and 
with  this  in  mind,  we  have  recommended  a  nominal  appropriation  for  the 
ensuing  year.  We  believe  that  very  beneficial  results  can  be  obtained  for 
the  younger  generation  by  the  operation  of  supervised  playgrounds  and 
that  this  should  be  encouraged  not  only  by  appropriation  of  monies  by  the 
Town,  but  by  the  continuance  of  private  contributions  as  in  previous  years. 

We  would  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  the  very  definite  progress 
made  during  the  past  few  years  in  the  permanent  development  of  the 
Town,  which  has  been  possible  only  by  their  most  constant  cooperation 
and  desire  to  make  Norwood  a  better  Town,  and  to  the  official  Boards  and 
Committees,  we  recommend  that  they  prepare  a  definite  program  for 
their  departments  covering  a  period  of  the  next  five  years,  not  only  as  a 
possible  goal  of  accomplishment,  but  so  as  to  be  able  to  adopt  a  conserva¬ 
tive  policy  of  making  necessary  improvements  over  a  period  of  years, 
thereby  eliminating  the  possibility  of  an  unnecessary  increase  in  the  tax 
rate  in  any  one  year. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  earnest  co¬ 
operation  which  we  have  received  from  every  Town  Official  and  Board, 
and  from  the  citizens  at  large.

APPORTIONMENT  OF  TAX  RATE 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

January  15,  1927.

Dear  Sirs: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  as  the  eighteenth  annual  report  covering  in 
brief  form  the  activities  of  the  law  department  for  the  year  1926. 

A  supplementary  report  detailing  all  services  rendered  is  submitted 
herewith  for  the  files  of  the  Selectmen. 

While  various  hearings  were  attended  and  court  matters  had  attention 
from  time  to  time,  yet  the  principal  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  char¬ 
acter  and  dealt  with  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  required  opinions  to  be 
given  fairly  constantly  throughout  the  year. 

The  following  departments  and  officials  received  such  advice  and  such 
other  assistance  as  was  requested  of  the  law  department  on  matters  sub¬ 
mitted,  viz.:  Selectmen,  School  Committee,  Finance  Commission,  Board 
of  Health,  Planning  Board,  Tax  Collector,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk 
and  Accountant,  Town  Engineer,  Board  of  Relief,  Municipal  Memorial 
Building  Committee,  New  Senior  High  School  Building  Committee,  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools. 

Litigation 

The  action  of  tort  brought  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Oldham  against  the  Town 
wherein  damages  in  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  ($2000)  Dollars  were  claimed 
for  deprivation  of  electricity  service  at  her  dwelling  house  was  disposed  of 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  both  parties  by  written  agreement  of  counsel 
filed  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  which  in  effect  was  a  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  suit  without  right  to  bring  another  action  for  the  same  cause 
and  which  was  without  expense  to  the  Town. 

While  the  position  of  the  Town  was  that  this  suit  was  without  merit  and 
the  action  could  not  be  sustained  as  a  matter  of  law,  yet  it  was  felt  that  an 
amicable  adjustment  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  claim  should  be  made 
without  regard  to  the  pendency  of  this  action. 

This  department  after  dealing  through  their  counsel  with  both  parties 
to  the  land  dispute  which  created  the  situation  on  account  of  which  the 
electricity  service  was  discontinued  and  had  not  been  resumed,  became 
satisfied  that  Miss  Oldham  had  secured  title  to  the  fee  in  the  land  in  which 
the  right  of  way  was  located  through  which  electricity  service  to  her 
dwelling  house  had  formerly  been  supplied,  and  advised  the  Selectmen  to 
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make  the  settlement  which  was  proposed  because  the  reason  for  with¬ 
holding  service  through  use  of  the  right  of  way  area  ceased  when  she  ob¬ 
tained  such  fee  title.  Accordingly  the  Selectmen  ordered  the  resumption 
of  the  service  as  formerly  furnished.  This  service  was  promptly  provided 
and  the  claim  was  disposed  of  as  above  stated. 

A  water  hydrant  on  Mylod  Street  was  struck  and  broken  off  through  the 
improper  operation  by  its  driver  of  a  motor  truck  owned  by  Paul  Babel. 

A  claim  was  presented  for  the  damage  which  resulted.  Payment  was 
refused  and  suit  was  brought.  When  the  case  was  ready  for  trial  a  com¬ 
promise  settlement  was  made  and  in  accordance  with  its  terms  a  payment 
was  made  which  nearly  equalled  the  amount  of  the  claim. 

Alfred  L.  Atwood  filed  a  petition  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk 
County  on  April  27,  1926,  for  a  jury  to  assess  the  amount  of  his  damages 
resulting  from  the  taking  by  the  Town  by  right  of  eminent  domain  of  a 
parcel  of  land  of  which  he  is  the  assumed  owner  for  school  purposes.  Said 
parcel  adjoins  land  taken  from  Fred  L.  Fisher  for  school  purposes  and  land 
then  owned  by  Emily  C.  Fisher  and  others  and  is  bounded  northwesterly 
by  a  proposed  street  shown  as  Cleveland  Street  on  a  plan  made  by  the 
Town  Engineer,  dated  April  16,  1925,  and  contains  about  25,374  square 
feet  of  land. 

The  amount  awarded  to  him  and  which  he  claims  is  inadequate  was 
$1500.00.  This  suit  is  pending  and  should  be  disposed  of  by  trial  or  other- 
vise  during  the  year  1927. 


Claims 

On  April  9,  1926,  an  electric  fight  pole  on  Washington  Street  near  Wal¬ 
pole  Street  was  broken  off  through  the  improper  operation  of  a  motor 
truck  owned  by  the  Joseph  P.  Henry  Company  and  other  damage  incidental 
to  the  damage  to  the  pole  resulted. 

A  claim  was  presented  in  behalf  of  the  Town  and  thereafter  when  suit 
was  about  to  be  brought  a  settlement  was  made  by  the  insurance  company 
representing  the  owner  for  $178.07,  being  the  full  amount  of  the  claim. 

The  claim  against  the  Estate  of  Joseph  Pasakarnis  for  taxes  assessed  on 
personal  property  during  the  life-time  of  the  decedent  in  1921  was  settled 
after  lengthy  negotiation  for  the  amount  due  with  interest.  While  the 
amount  involved  was  small,  the  Finance  Commission  requested  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  on  principle  to  secure  payment,  with  the  satisfactory 
result  above  indicated. 

The  claims  of  John  Maguire  and  Margaret  Maguire  his  wife  for  injuries 
received  and  property  damaged  through  an  automobile  accident  on  Dean 
Street  were  thoroughly  investigated  and  considered  and  on  advice  of  this 
department  wrere  satisfactorily  settled  for  an  amount  which  represented 
the  expense  to  these  parties  due  to  the  accident.

Notices  of  certain  claims  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage 
resulting  from  an  automobile  accident  in  October,  1926,  on  Dean  Street, 
alleged  to  be  due  to  defective  street  conditions  have  been  served.  In¬ 
vestigation  of  these  claims  indicates  that  the  Town  is  not  liable  for  the 
accident  and  its  results. 

A  notice  of  a  claim  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  for  an 
alleged  defective  condition  of  Pleasant  Street  has  been  served,  but  it  does 
not  appear  on  investigation  that  the  accident  was  one  for  which  the  Town 
was  responsible. 

Other  claims  of  minor  importance  were  dealt  with  and  disposed  of. 

Legislation 

As  directed  by  the  Town,  petitions  with  accompanying  bills  were  pre¬ 
pared  and  presented  to  the  General  Court  at  the  1926  session  with  respect 
to  the  following  matters  as  to  which  legislation  hearings  were  attended  and 
such  further  action  was  taken  as  developments  appeared  to  warrant.  The 
legislation  sought  was  obtained  in  each  instance. 

Chapter  73,  Acts  of  1926 — New  Senior  High  School  Loan 

By  this  act  authority  was  given  to  the  Town  to  borrow  from  time  to 
time  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  passage,  viz.,  March  3,  1926,  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  880,000  by  an 
issue  of  bonds  or  notes  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  new  senior  high 
school  building,  including  the  cost  of  originally  equipping  and  furnishing 
the  same.  Loans  made  under  this  act  must  be  paid  within  fifteen  years  of 
their  dates. 

This  authority  was  required  to  permit  the  Town  to  obtain  the  additional 
funds  necessary  to  complete  the  work  of  providing  this  new  school  building 
and  premises. 

Chapter  123,  Acts  of  1926 — Armory  Site  Conveyance 

By  this  act  authority  was  given  to  the  Town  to  sell  and  convey  to  the 
Commonwealth  for  armory  purposes  the  whole  or  a  part  of  certain  land  on 
Nahatan  Street  and  Lyman  Place  purchased  by  the  Town  for  municipal 
purposes  and  not  then  needed  therefor. 

This  authority  was  required  to  permit  the  Town  to  sell  and  convey  to 
the  Commonwealth  land  for  the  proposed  armory  site  at  a  price  sub¬ 
stantially  less  than  the  price  paid  for  it  by  the  Town  and  substantially  less 
than  its  actual  value. 

Chapter  Ifi,  Resolves  of  1926 — Investigation  Relative  to  the  Extension  of 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  in  thd  Neponset  River  Valley 

By  this  resolve  the  Department  of  Public  Health  was  authorized  and 
directed  to  investigate  as  to  the  necessity  or  desirability  of  the  extension 
of  the  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  in  the  Neponset  Valley  and  as  to  the 
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cost  of  such  extension  and  to  report  to  the  General  Court  its  findings  and 
recommendations,  if  any,  together  with  drafts  of  legislation  necessary  to 
effect  the  same.  The  expense  of  this  investigation,  which  was  not  to  exceed 
$7500  and  actually  amounted  to  $4420.91,  is  assessed  upon  the  Towns  of 
Canton,  Norwood,  Sharon,  Stoughton,  Walpole  and  Westwood  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  their  respective  valuations.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRIL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1926 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  circulation  for  the  past  year  was  82,382  volumes,  an  increase  of 
7,139  volumes  over  the  previous  year.  Complete  statistical  details  are 
contained  in  the  Librarian’s  annual  report. 

The  work  commenced  at  the  Balch  School  has  been  continued  and  there 
are  now  396  volumes  located  there.  Books  were  placed  at  the  Winslow 
School  in  January,  1926,  to  the  number  of  69  and  there  are  now  136  at 
that  branch.  At  the  Shattuck  School  work  was  started  last  October  with 
74  volumes,  Miss  Lynch  being  in  charge.  The  Library  work  at  the  High 
School  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Hubbard,  the  study-hall  teacher.  The  teachers 
at  all  these  schools  have  shown  much  interest  in  these  branch  libraries. 

All  these  branch  libraries  are  carried  on  with  no  expense  to  the  Town. 

Beginning  last  March  the  Library  hours  were  made  from  10  A.  M.  to 
9  P.  M.,  or  eleven  hours  daily.  The  Children’s  Room  has  also  opened  half 
an  hour  earlier,  from  12.30  to  6  P.  M. 

A  fifth  member  was  added  to  the  staff  a  year  ago  through  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Miss  Ada  Tucker  as  cataloguer.  An  apprentice,  Miss  Greig,  has 
been  at  the  Library  since  November  1,  to  gain  information  in  library 
routine  and  to  do  substitute  work. 

Story-telling  has  been  carried  on  every  Saturday  afternoon  except  during 
the  summer  months. 

A  question  box  has  been  instituted  and  some  valuable  suggestions  have 
been  made.  One  result  is  a  better  system  of  lighting  the  stacks. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  additions  to  the  Library  was  that  of  the 
photostat  copy  of  the  Diary  of  David  Moree,  so-called,  covering  the  years 
from  1818  to  1883  in  Norwood. 

The  addition  to  the  Library  through  the  bequest  of  Mrs.  Alice  H. 
Plimpton  is  under  consideration  and  some  action  may  be  taken  this  coming 
year.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  my  report  as  Cattle  Inspector  for  the  year  1926. 

During  the  months  of  February  and  March  I  made  my  animal  inspection. 
I  visited  70  premises  and  found  cattle  and  other  animals  in  healthy  con¬ 
dition.  Some  premises  were  not  just  as  they  should  be  in  regard  to  light 
and  cleanliness,  but  owners  were  willing  to  comply  with  any  suggestions 
about  same  and  have  done  so  in  most  cases.  Owing  to  the  Federal  and 
State  Test  which  has  been  going  on  the  last  year  or  two,  the  milch  cows 
are  in  good  condition  and  much  healthier  than  in  past  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  GAME  WARDEN 

February  8,  1927.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Town  Game  Warden. 

Attention  has  been  given  the  enforcement  of  the  Statutes  relating  to 
Fish  and  Game  during  the  past  year.  I  have  been  out  upon  the  fishing 
streams  and  ponds  and  the  lands  frequented  by  game  one  hundred  and 
fifty-one  days.  I  have  found  it  necessary  on  four  occasions  to  ask  for  com¬ 
plaints  against  persons  for  violation  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Laws.  These 
complaints  were  brought  before  the  District  Court  of  Northern  Norfolk 
and  were  disposed  of  as  follows:  two  placed  on  file  and  two  fined.  These 
complaints  'were  for  violation  of  the  Law  with  regard  to  taking  of  fish. 

Following  four  of  the  severe  storms  during  the  past  season  I  found  it 
necessary  to  furnish  feed  for  game. 

There  appears  to  have  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pheasants.  It 
is  estimated  that  there  are  in  the  neighborhood  of  one  hundred  quail  at  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  season  of  1926,  which  appears  to  be  an  increase  of 
about  thirty- three  per  cent  in  comparison  with  conditions  in  1925.  There 
is  an  apparent  decrease  in  the  number  of  partridges,  being  a  smaller  number 
this  past  year  than  during  any  year  since  1922. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  between  the  State  Department  of  Con¬ 
servation  with  the  Proprietors  of  the  New  Pond  whereby  a  five-year  agree¬ 
ment  or  lease  has  been  entered  into  which  continues  the  condition  that 
persons  fishing  in  the  New  Pond  must  have  a  State  License  or  conform  to 
the  other  provisions  of  the  law. 

It  is  expected  that  New  Pond  will  be  stocked  by  the  State  Department 
of  conservation  in  the  spring  of  1927  with  white  perch.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  hereon  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1926.  Figures  as  to  value  of  buildings  and  con¬ 
tents,  damage  to  buildings  and  contents,  in  fires  which  occurred  prior  to 
May  1,  1926,  are  not  available.  The  total  number  of  alarms  responded  to 
during  the  year  are  on  record  here  however.

Assuming  command  of  the  Department  on  May  1,  1926,  I  at  once  made 
an  inspection  of  apparatus,  appliances,  tools,  quarters,  etc.  One  thousand 
(1,000)  feet  of  double  jacketed  hose,  variaus  tools  and  appliances  were 
bought  and  one  additional  man  was  placed  on  the  permanent  force.  In¬ 
spections  of  buildings,  cellars  and  attics  were  made  throughout  the  Town, 
and  merchants  were  directed  to  clean  up  all  rubbish;  in  many  cases  this 
was  complied  with  and  it  has  aided  considerably  in  keeping  down  the 
number  of  fires.  Engine  and  Hook  and  Ladder  were  overhauled  and  put  in 
best  of  shape. 

A  new  indicator  system  and  a  take-up  reel  for  fire  alarm  tape  were  pur¬ 
chased  and  installed  and  are  working  very  satisfactarily.  Some  of  the 


225 


antiquated  fire  alarm  boxes  were  replaced  by  up-to-date  non-interfering 
boxes;  alarms  from  street  boxes  are  now  received  with  greater  assurance 
that  two  or  more  boxes  are  not  interfering  if  pulled  at  the  same  time,  if 
on  the  same  circuit. 

One  member  of  the  Department  lost  his  life  while  responding  to  an  alarm 
for  fire  from  Box  No.  28.  No  lives  were  lost  at  any  fire,  nor  were  any 
animals  burned  to  death.  All  vacancies  created  by  resignations  have  been 
filled  in  the  call  department  and  it  is  now  up  to  its  capacity.  Drills  and 
instructions  were  held  weekly  during  the  summer  months  and  until  cold 
weather  interfered;  they  are  to  be  resumed  as  soon  as  weather  permits. 
The  morale  of  both  the  paid  and  call  members  of  the  Department  is  on  a 
par  with  that  of  any  other  fire  department  throughout  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  fourth  annual  report  in  which  the  School  Committee  has 
presented  an  analysis  of  statistical  information — the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  enable  the  Finance  Commission  and  the  citizens  to  think  of  school 
problems  in  terms  of  historic  perspective.  To  this  end  accumulated  data 
has  been  presented,  showing  each  year  comparatively:  (1)  population  since 
1912;  (2)  school  membership  since  1912;  (3)  enrollment  by  grades  since 
1921,  with  a  statement  of  losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade;  and  (4)  in¬ 
creasing  per  capita  and  per  pupil  cost  of  education,  etc.  These  tabular 
statements  of  facts  have  been  accompanied  by  interpretation  and  dis¬ 
cussion  of  questions  of  policy  bearing  on  educational  standard,  tax  rate 
and  other  matters  of  public  interest.  In  this  report  the  same  general  form 
is  followed  as  in  the  three  previous  reports;  and  in  addition,  certain  new 
questions  are  raised  for  consideration. 

Increasing  Population  and  School  Membership 

Increasing  population  and  school  membership  is  shown  by  Table  I. 
The  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  elementary  school  grades  is  to  be

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almost  wholly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  Norwood  is  a  growing  town. 
In  1910  the  population  of  Norwood  was  8,014;  for  1912  the  estimated 
population  was  9,198;  in  1925  the  population  was  14,151;  and  for  1926 
it  is  estimated  at  14,456.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  population 
increase  since  1912  has  been  57.2%,  whereas  the  increase  in  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  elementary  school  grades  has  been  only  53.8%.  The  fact  that 
there  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  percentage  of  increase  of  attendance 
in  the  first  six  grades  as  compared  with  population  is  presumably  accounted 
for  by  the  operation  of  the  laws  restricting  immigration — the  effect  of 
which  has  been  to  make  it  impossible  for  a  considerable  number  of  men  to 
bring  their  families  with  them.  Presumably  this  restrictive  legislation 
would  have  had  the  same  effect  on  the  increase  in  attendance  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Schools  notwithstanding  the  restriction;  however,  from 
Table  I  it  will  be  seen  that  in  both  these  cases  the  increases  in  membership 
have  far  out-run  the  increase  in  population.  The  Junior  High  School  in¬ 
crease  has  been  207.3%;  the  Senior  High  School  increase  in  membership 
has  been  275.2%  as  compared  with  the  population.  As  compared  with 
the  elementary  grade  increase,  however,  the  increasing  disposition  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  is  even  more  marked.  The 
increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Junior  High  School  during  this  period 
has  been  3.85  times  as  great  as  the  increase  in  the  elementary  grades;  the 
increase  in  the  Senior  High  School  has  been  5.11  times  the  increase  in  the 
elementary  schools. 

Enrollment  by  Grades 

As  shown  by  Table  II,  the  losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade  in  the 
elementary  schools  have  been  negligible.  During  the  last  two  years  the 
increases  and  decreases  have  almost  exactly  balanced.  This  is,  of  course, 
to  be  expected  in  a  compulsory  school  system.  The  unexpected  result  is 
to  be  found  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  As  the  law  stands, 
the  compulsory  feature  does  not  apply  arbitrarily  in  Norwood  after  the 
pupil  has  arrived  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  Following  the  experience  of  years 
gone  by,  it  would  be  expected  that  there  would  be  large  losses  in  passing 
from  the  elementary  to  the  High  School  grades  and  in  going  from  grade 
to  grade  through  the  high  school.  This  expectation,  however,  is  not 
borne  out  in  experience  since  1921 — the  period  covered  by  our  statistics. 
Taking  all  Junior  High  grades  together,  the  losses  in  passing  through  the 
three  years  averaged  over  a  period  of  the  last  five  years  are  only  7.4%— an 
average  loss  of  2.4%  per  year.  Taking  the  Senior  High  grades  together, 
the  losses  in  passing  through  averaged  (for  the  period  of  five  years)  only 
20.9%,  or  an  annual  loss  of  6.9%.  In  other  words,  92.6%  of  the  number  of 
pupils  who  entered  the  seventh  grade  in  the  Junior  High  School  passed  on 
through  that  school;  and  79.1%  of  the  number  of  pupils  who  entered  the 
tenth  grade  in  the  Senior  High  School  continued  for  three  years — whether 
they  graduated  or  not.  The  large  increase  of  losses  in  going  from  grade 
to  grade  in  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  during  1926  is  explained

From  Table  III 
it  will  be  seen  that  133  withdrew  to  go  to  work  in  addition  to  the  29  who 
moved  away  from  town,  which  separations  were  also  partly  due  to  lack  of 
parental  employment.  All  together  there  were  196  withdrawals  for  1926, 
as  against  91  for  1925. 

Shortage  of  Buildings  and  Equipment 

It  may  seem  quite  unnecessary  to  recount  the  historic  fact  of  the  large 
shortage  of  school  buildings  and  equipment  in  Norwood  at  the  end  of  the 
war.  However,  because  we  have  not  entirely  overcome  this  shortage, 
we  may  keep  the  facts  before  us. 

In  1921,  $75,000  was  appropriated  to  complete  the  west  wing  of  the 
Washington  Street  High  School — now  the  Junior  High.  In  1922,  $80,000 
was  appropriated  to  build  a  new  eight-room  addition  to  the  Balch  School. 
For  the  new  Senior  High  School,  various  appropriations  have  been  made. 
In  1923,  $100,000  to  start  work;  during  1924,  $300,000  more  to  meet  the 
general  contract;  in  1925,  $50,000  on  the  basis  of  estimates  for  equipment; 
and  in  1926,  a  still  further  sum  to  complete  plant,  furnishings,  grounds, 
athletic  field  enclosure,  etc.  These  several  amounts  will  total  something 
over  $560,000. 

There  is  still  a  school  building  shortage  in  the  town  as  is  evidenced  by 
statistics  set  forth  under  the  titles  which  follow.  How  much  it  will  cost 
to  overcome  this  shortage  is  more  or  less  uncertain  because  of  the  con¬ 
tinuing  increase  in  school  demand.  We  may  say,  however,  that  we  have 
entirely  overcome  the  shortage  for  the  Senior  High  School.  We  still  lack 
on  the  basis  of  present  school  attendance  about  150  seats  for  the  Junior 
High  School,  and  there  is  obviously  need  for  elementary  school  building 
equipment  in  that  large  area  of  Norwood  which  lies  south  of  the  Wrentham 
Branch  of  the  railroad.

Need  for  Elementary  School  Buildings  South  of  the  Wrentham  Branch 

Geographically,  the  area  which  lies  south  of  the  Wrentham  Branch 
constitutes  about  one-half  of  the  area  of  the  Town  of  Norwood.  As  a 
matter  of  development,  this  has  been  slow  in  providing  housing  facilities, 
and  therefore  there  has  been  a  delayed  demand  for  school  facilities.  How¬ 
ever,  during  the  last  few  years  house  building  has  increased  in  that  area  to 
such  an  extent  that  there  are  now  383  children  on  that  side  going  to  school. 
For  them  no  provision  whatever  is  made  except  in  the  little  old,  two-room 
East  School,  where  provision  is  made  for  taking  care  of  some  of  the  nearby 
small  children.  The  other  318  are  required  to  cross  the  tracks  and  find 
seatings  in  the  Guild,  Beacon  and  Balch  buildings.  The  facts  as  they 
present  themselves  are  shown  by  Table  IV. 

In  order  to  meet  the  situation  of  a  fast-growing  population  in  the  area 
above  described,  Fisher  Hill  on  Neponset  Street,  east  of  Railroad  Avenue 
has  been  purchased  (about  eight  acres — with  a  conditional  arrangement 
for  two  more  acres  if  approved).  This  is  not  only  destined  to  be  the  center 
of  a  large  population,  if  Norwood  continues  to  grow,  but  Fisher  Hill  is  one 
of  the  most  sightly  and  best  adapted  pieces  of  real  estate  in  Norwood,  both 
for  school  use  and  for  neighborhood  playground  purposes.  The  grounds 
were  obtained  at  a  very  low  figure  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Fisher  heirs  were 
interested  in  having  this  part  of  the  family  property  dedicated  to  a  public 
use.  There  is,  however,  a  long  stretch  between  Fisher  Hill  and  areas  that 
are  filling  up  between  East  Cross  Street  and  the  Neponset  River  shown 
by  chart  on  p.  241.  The  School  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  some 
provision  should  also  be  made  for  acquisition  of  adequate  acreage  centrally 
located  within  this  broad  area  while  the  land  is  unencumbered  by  develop¬ 
ment.

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Need  for  Junior  High  School  Addition 

In  order  that  we  may  face  the  future  needs  for  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  building  and  equipment  on  the  basis  of  past  experience,  a  forecast 
of  probable  attendance  has  been  prepared  for  the  next  five  years.  This  is 
presented  as  Table  V. 

Since  the  Washington  Street  High  School  has  been  re-adapted  to  fit 
it  for  Junior  High  School  work,  its  normal  seating  capacity  is  about  750. 
The  estimated  need  for  Junior  High  School  seating  is  shown  in  the  first 
column  of  the  table  above  referred  to.  In  planning  and  purchasing  the 
grounds,  it  was  contemplated  that  the  original  structure  might  be  added 
to  from  time  to  time  as  wings  or  bays  in  the  rear.  While  the  Junior  High 
School  attendance  may  be  accommodated  as  in  the  past  by  continuing  to 
use  the  old  Everett  School  building  (and  this  may  be  supplemented  by 
use  of  rooms  in  the  Guild  School),  it  goes  without  saying  that  this  arrange¬ 
ment  is  unfortunate;  it  detracts  from  educational  results  by  having  the 
classes  broken  up  and  the  Junior  High  School  program  limited  by  temporary 
housing. 

Senior  High  School  Situation 

The  Senior  High  School  situation  is  this:  The  new  Senior  High  School 
has  been  planned  so  that  ultimately  it  can  accommodate  a  membership  of 
from  2000  to  2500.  All  of  the  general  facilities  are  based  on  this  calcula¬ 
tion.  The  coal  pocket,  the  boiler  room,  the  chimney,  the  ventilation 
and  heating  systems,  the  water  distribution,  the  fan  room,  the  lunch  room 
and  kitchen,  the  library,  the  double  gymnasium,  the  double  athletic  field 
have  all  been  constructed  with  a  view  to  accommodating  the  Senior  High 
School  population  of  a  town  of  from  30,000  to  35,000  people.  The  added 
building  cost  to  achieve  this  end,  over  and  above  what  would  have  been 
necessary  for  the  classroom  equipment  of  what  was  erected,  was  $108,000. 
The  added  cost  of  field  and  grounds  and  facilities  for  out-of-door  sports 
will  be  when  completed  approximately  $32,000.  In  other  words,  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  High  School  with  its  varying  equipment  there  was 
put  into  the  cost  about  $140,000  which  would  not  have  been  necessary  if 
these  auxiliaries  had  been  of  such  size  only  as  would  have  been  needed  for 
the  school  membership  accommodated  by  the  classrooms.  The  classroom 
accommodation  is  about  650  pupils.  The  average  high  school  attendance 
for  1926  was  444.  It  is  estimated,  however,  that  the  present  classroom 
capacity  will  be  reached  in  the  year  1930,  so  that  if  some  further  provision 
is  not  made  to  meet  the  situation,  the  Senior  High  School  will  have  an  at¬ 
tendance  in  1932  of  approximately  100  more  than  the  existing  classrooms 
of  the  new  school  will  accommodate.  A  possible  relief  from  this  situation 
is  discussed  below  under  the  title  “The  Henry  O.  Peabody  Fund.” 

Increasing  Cost  of  Construction 

When  accounting  for  the  increase  in  the  financial  burden  upon  the  tax¬ 
payers  by  reason  of  the  steps  taken  to  meet  the  educational  demand  of  the

town,  it  is  necessary  to  take  note  of  the  fact  that  the  average  price  level 
was  much  higher  during  the  years  when  our  most  extensive  and  expensive 
equipment  was  being  provided.  Furthermore,  there  was  also  a  change  in 
type  of  building  made  necessary  because  of  the  increased  population — with 
a  corresponding  increase  in  fire  risk,  requiring  the  use  of  brick  or  stone. 
What  this  increased  burden  has  been  has  been  shown  in  previous  reports, 
but  we  may  well  keep  the  facts  before  us.  The  cost  of  each  building  per 
pupil,  assuming  thirty-five  pupils  per  room,  has  increased  as  follows: 
$69.54  for  the  West  School;  $81.51  for  the  Guild  School;  $114.60  for  the 
East  School;  $123.82  for  the  Shattuck  School;  $157.57  for  the  Winslow 
School;  $285.70  for  the  new  wing  on  the  Balch  School.  In  high  school 
construction  the  cost  cannot  be  figured  on  a  per  room  basis  for  the  reason 
that  there  are  so  many  general  or  common  facilities.  Taking  advantage 
of  the  increase  in  the  number  which  can  be  accommodated  in  the  Washing¬ 
ton  Street  High  School  since  it  has  been  adapted  to  Junior  High  School 
use,  the  cost  per  pupil  is  about  $533.  Subtracting  the  cost  of  construction 
for  future  enlargement,  as  chargeable  against  future  construction,  the 
cost  per  pupil  in  the  new  Senior  High  School,  including  gymnasium, 
grounds,  etc.,  is  $646  per  pupil.  When,  however,  the  plant  is  developed 
to  capacity  by  the  addition  of  auditorium  and  further  classroom  facilities, 
the  cost  of  the  entire  plant  per  pupil  (on  basis  of  present  prices)  will  be  ap¬ 
proximately  $450.  The  economies  that  were  conserved  in  the  new  structure 
were  those  which  were  made  possible  by  the  utilization  of  the  gymnasium, 
auditorium  and  out-of-door  facilities  to  relieve  classrooms,  and  by  pro¬ 
viding  facilities  for  care  of  the  belongings  of  students  in  lockers  and  dressing 
rooms,  thereby  doing  away  with  home  room  requirements.

Increasing  Cost  of  Operation 

What  the  increasing  cost  in  operation  has  been  is  shown  by  Table  V. 
This  is  the  direct  cost — largely  due  to  increase  in  the  salaries  of  teachers, 
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necessary  to  meet  competition  from  other  towns  and  from  other  employ¬ 
ments  than  teaching.  The  increase  in  the  average  salaries  to  teachers  is 
shown  by  Table  VI.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  salary 
reached  its  maximum  about  1923 — since  which  time  the  average  of  salaries 
has  been  practically  at  a  standstill.  Provision  has  been  made  for  higher 
maximums.  The  average,  however,  actually  decreased  from  1923  to  1925 
inclusive — from  $1587  to  $1548.  This  was  made  possible  by  bringing 
into  the  system  teachers  of  less  experience  but  of  high  educational  standard 
— the  theory  being  that  a  certain  percentage  of  younger  teachers  should  be 
taken  in  each  year.  It  is  probable  that  the  increased  maximum  will  carry 
the  average  salary  up  to  and  maintain  it  at  $1600  a  year  or  above.  To  the 
direct  cost  we  may  add  the  interest  and  overhead  charges.  What  would  be 
the  average  cost  per  pupil  in  such  event  is  shown  by  Table  VIII.

Cost  of  Education  Compared  with  Other  Town  Expenses 

There  has  been  much  discussion  of  the  cost  of  education  compared  with 
other  town  expenses.  To  give  concrete  information  on  this  subject 
Table  IX  has  been  prepared.  From  Table  VII  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
total  expenses  against  school  appropriations  for  the  calendar  year  1926 
were  $296,207,  against  which  the  Town  received  $31,343.41  from  state 
funds.  Without  taking  credit  for  this  for  the  schools,  but  apportioning 
the  rebate  pro  rata  over  all  town  activities  by  credit  to  the  general  fund, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  ratio  of  school  expense  has  increased  during  the 
last  ten  years  from  30.0%  to  37.2%,  without  considering  interest  on  the 
bonds  issued  for  school  construction.  However,  it  is  a  question  of  financial 
policy  as  to  whether  the  town  will  borrow  for  one  kind  of  an  outlay  or 
another.  That  the  Town  authorities  take  money  out  of  tax  funds  for  one 
kind  of  construction  and  borrow  money  for  another  kind  of  construction  is 
no  reason  for  taxing  interest  and  debt  retirements  against  one  or  another 
activity.  Assuming  that  the  borrowings  and  direct  charges  against  tax 
funds  were  prorated  (for  street  construction,  sewers,  Town  hall,  schools, 
and  other  improvements  for  which  bonds  could  have  been  issued),  the  re¬ 
sulting  distribution  would  be  as  shown  in  Table  X.  Distributing  interest 
and  debt-retirment  payments  pro  rata  the  percentage  of  school  cost  for 
1926  is  45.80%  of  the  total  for  the  Town.

Increasing  Tax  Rate 

The  increasing  cost  of  education  is  necessarily  reflected  in  the  tax  rate — 
as  is  also  the  increasing  cost  of  other  departments  of  government — as  is 
shown  by  Table  IX.  It  has  already  been  noted,  however,  that  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate  chargeable  to  the  schools  has  not 
been  disproportionate  to  other  branches  of  public  service  in  Norwood. 
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Nor  has  it  been  disproportionate  to  the  cost  of  education  in  the  whole 
state  nor  in  the  United  States.  What  the  situation  is  from  the  viewpoint 
of  other  towns  is  brought  out  in  Table  XI.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  average  direct  cost  per  pupil  in  Norwood  for  1926  (taking  the  whole 
system  together)  was  $82.32;  that  the  average  cost  per  elementary  pupil 
was  $69.58;  and  that  the  average  high  school  cost  was  $116.61.  These 
data  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  in 
making  up  which  they  are  following  the  old  system  of  considering  the  first 
eight  grades  as  elementary  and  the  last  four  grades  as  high  school.  In 
other  words,  it  is  necessary  to  draw  a  line  in  making  our  report  to  the  State 
between  the  first  eight  grades  and  the  last  four  instead  of  following  our 
system  of  calling  the  first  six  grades  elementary,  the  next  three'Junior  High 
and  the  last  three  Senior  High.  This  is  done  by  the  State  in  order  that  the 
figures  of  the  towns  may  be  comparable.

On  the  basis  of  this  comparison  it  will  be  seen  that  Norwood  stands 
thirty-sixth  in  the  State  in  order  of  cost  per  pupil.  Wellesley  stands  first, 
having  an  average  cost  per  pupil  of  $133.73,  an  average  cost  for  elementary 
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of  $122.37  and  high  $171.70.  In  other  words,  the  direct  cost  per  pupil  in 
Wellesley  is  about  50%  more  than  in  Norwood.  The  cost  per  pupil  in 
Framingham  for  all  grades  is  $80.77.  The  reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact 
that  the  elementary  schools  are  on  a  lower  standard  than  Norwood,  the 
average  cost  being  $66.00  whereas  the  high  school  cost  is  above  that  of 
Norwood,  but  the  proportion  of  pupils  going  to  the  high  school  in  Fram¬ 
ingham  is  smaller  than  that  in  Norwood.

Average  expenditure  per  pupil  for  the  whole  state  is  $88.91. 


A  comparison  may  also  be  made  with  Walpole  and  Dedham.  Dedham 
stands  a  little  below  in  the  average  pupil  cost  while  Walpole  stands  a  little 
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above — the  chief  item  of  higher  cost  in  Walpole  being  found  in  its  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  and  the  chief  item  of  lower  cost  in  Dedham  being  found 
in  its  high  school.  However,  the  differences  in  cost  in  these  nearby  towns 
and  in  Wakefield,  which  is  perhaps  quite  comparable  in  its  community 
setting,  is  very  little.  Wakefield’s  elementary  cost  is  lower,  but  its  high 
school  cost  is  higher.  This  further  fact  is  to  be  noted,  that  whereas  the 
average  pupil  cost  in  Norwood  is  $82.32,  the  average  for  the  whole  state  is 
$88.91. 

How  the  Tax  Rate  May  be  Reduced 

Much  thinking  is  being  done  by  the  Finance  Commission  and  by  citizens 
as  to  how  the  tax  rate  may  be  reduced.  Of  course,  the  quickest  and  easiest 
answer  would  be  to  say  to  cut  down  your  expenses.  That  is  the  answer 
which  has  been  given  by  some  of  our  outstanding  public  authorities  and  not 
infrequently  has  this  done  very  great  damage  to  public  service.  In  other 
words,  the  cuts  have  been  made  without  respect  to  the  standards  to  be 
maintained  or  whether  or  not  the  service  is  injured.  In  considering  this 
matter,  the  School  Committee  has  assumed  that  the  citizens  of  Norwood 
having  gone  to  so  great  a  cost  and  to  so  great  trouble  to  build  up  their 
educational  standards  would  desire  to  have  them  maintained  if  not  raised 
to  a  higher  level.  It  would  seem  best,  therefore,  to  turn  the  thought  of  the 
community  to  consideration  of  the  question  as  to  whether  the  present  or 
even  higher  community  service  standards  can  be  maintained  and  at  the 
same  time  reduce  the  tax  rate.  Desirable  as  it  may  be  to  bring  in  new 
industries,  it  is  obvious  that  this  will  not  reduce  taxation  per  capita  or  per 
$1,000  Valuation.  Some  encouragement  is  given  from  further  considera¬ 
tion  of  Table  XI,  above  referred  to  and  commented  on.  From  this  Table 
it  will  be  seen  that  whereas  the  average  cost  per  pupil  is  higher  in  Wellesley 
than  in  any  other  town  in  the  State,  the  average  amount  of  taxable  property 
per  pupil  is  higher  in  Wellesley  than  in  any  other  town  except  Brookline. 
The  average  valuation  per  pupil  in  Wellesley  is  about  double  that  of  Nor¬ 
wood  so  that  although  the  cost  per  pupil  for  education  in  Wellesley  is  50% 
higher  than  it  is  in  Norwood,  the  tax  rate  is  about  30%  lower. 

The  foregoing  suggests  a  possible  way  out  of  our  difficulty  not  by  lower¬ 
ing  our  standards,  but  by  directing  attention  to  improvements  which 
will  make  the  town  more  attractive  to  home  builders  as  well  as  to  in¬ 
dustries — i.e.,  to  persons  who  desire  to  spend  more  money  on  their  homes 
than  is  the  average  expenditure  at  present  in  the  town.  In  other  words, 
the  more  usual  reason  given  why  persons  go  to  Wellesley  or  to  Brookline 
or  to  Winchester,  or  to  some  other  place  instead  of  to  Norwood  to  live  is 
that  they  are  attracted  by  a  low  tax  rate.  Upon  analysis  of  the  social 
facts,  however,  it  seems  more  probable  that  they  go  there  because  they 
have  better  facilities,  higher  standards,  a  better  community  environment 
in  which  to  live  and  bring  up  their  children;  and  finding  things  thus,  those 
who  are  able  to  build  better  homes  locate  in  such  towns  and  thereby  help 
bring  down  the  tax  rate  to  a  still  lower  level.  Any  improvement,  there- 
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fore,  which  may  operate  to  make  Norwood  more  attractive  to  the  home 
builders  may  have  the  effect  of  reducing  taxation.  This  point  has  already 
been  commented  upon  in  previous  reports. 

An  outstanding  fact  is  that  at  present  there  are  only  about  160  out  of 
more  than  2200  residences  in  Norwood  assessed  at  above  $10,000.  If  we 
had  no  factories  here  at  all,  it  would  require  an  assessed  valuation  of  about 
$10,000  per  family  to  support  our  present  standards — at  the  present  tax 
rate.  Deducting  the  value  of  our  factories  and  business  properties  amount¬ 
ing  to  about  30  %  of  the  entire  valuation,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  now  requires 
an  average  valuation  per  family  of  about  $6200.  Every  family,  therefore, 
who  can  be  brought  into  Norwood  who  will  erect  a  home  assessed  at  more 
than  $6200  will  contribute  to  reducing  the  tax  rate;  and  every  family 
brought  to  Norwood  which  cannot  invest  or  pay  rent  on  that  much  of  an 
investment  (assuming  that  the  business  or  manufacturing  properties  were 
not  proportionately  increased),  must  add  to  the  town’s  burden.  The 
answer  to  the  question  as  to  how  taxes  may  be  reduced  would  seem  to  be — 
by  capitalizing  improvements  which  will  make  the  town  more  attractive 
and  thus  obtaining  dividends  on  the  investment  through  getting  enough 
people  to  come  here  to  build  hones  that  would  be  valued  at  above  $6200 
to  balance  the  increasing  manufacturing  population  which  do  not  pay 
rent  enough  to  warrant  such  an  investment.  Five  hundred  new  dwellings 
in  Norwood  assessed  at  $10,000  or  more  would  add  as  much  more  to  the 
tax  roll  as  an  increase  of  100%  in  the  manufacturing  and  business  equip¬ 
ment  without  carrying  any  of  the  liabilities  incident  to  the  employment  of 
property-less  workers.  This  is  said  without  any  thought  to  decry  or  dis¬ 
courage  an  increase  in  business  or  industrial  development.  The  purpose 
is  to  emphasize  the  need  for  a  community  program  by  means  of  which  the 
industrial  development  can  be  balanced  by  high  grade  home  building. 
The  situation  is  one  which  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Rotary  Club 
and  other  civic  bodies,  and  the  Town  Planning  Commission  might  well 
consider. 

The  Henry  O.  Peabody  Fund 

In  this  relation,  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fund  left  by  Henry  O. 
Peabody  (a  former  resident  of  Norwood),  by  will,  to  be  used  for  construc¬ 
tion  and  endowment  of  a  vocational  school  for  girls.  This  fund  is  in  excess 
of  half  a  million  dollars.  It  is  in  the  hands  of  trustees,  one  of  whom  was 
the  late  Francis  O.  Winslow — whose  successor  is  the  Honorable  Frank  G. 
Allen.  Having  in  mind  the  manifest  interest  in  the  development  of  the 
high  school  program  as  indicated  by  the  device  of  studies  made  by  pupils, 
it  is  obvious  that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  school  system  to  have 
increased  facilities  for  voca  ional  education.  The  question  is  before  a 
committee  of  citizens  who  represent  the  interests  of  the  town  in  getting 
before  the  trustees  of  this  fund  such  facts  as  would  cause  them  to  look 
with  favor  on  the  use  of  this  endowment  to  add  to  our  educational  equip¬ 
ment  as  a  community.  Whatever  might  be  the  contribution,  it  would  to 
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that  extent  relieve  the  town  because  the  pupil  for  whose  benefit  the  fund 
was  employed  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  public  money  until  she  had 
reached  the  age  of  twenty-one.  Furthermore,  if  a  program  of  education 
can  be  worked  out  which  will  be  adopted  and  approved  by  the  state, 
provision  is  made  under  state  law  whereby  the  state  will  contribute  50% 
of  the  cost  of  such  instruction.  On  this  basis  also,  assuming  that  the  fund 
mentioned  might  be  availed  of,  and  a  similar  curriculum  might  be  made  for 
vocational  training  for  boys  that  would  be  approved  by  the  state,  thereby 
enabling  the  town  to  avail  itself  of  the  cooperation  of  the  state  by  way  of 
contribution  to  the  cost  of  the  whole  pre vocational  training  program. 
Thereby  it  would  seem  possible  to  add  to  our  educational  equipment,  set  a 
higher  standard  than  the  one  which  we  now  have,  and  at  the  same  time 
reduce  the  cost  of  operation  to  the  town.  This  subject  is  here  commented 
on  in  general  terms  only  as  it  is  under  consideration  and  is  receiving  the 
attention  of  experts.  What  the  outcome  of  the  efforts  of  the  committee 
may  be  must  be  left  for  the  future  to  determine.  It  is  obvious  that  if  the 
amount  now  reimbursed  from  state  funds  ($31,343)  could  be  increased  to 
perhaps  double  that  amount  it  would  effect  a  reduction  of  several  points 
in  the  tax  rate — assuming  that  the  Peabody  fund  is  adequate  to  meet  the 
overhead  of  specialized  instruction.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

Progress  demands  that  each  generation  be  better  educated  than  the 
preceding. 

Education  in  earlier  times  was  a  privilege  held  by  the  few.  It  is  now  a 
right  claimed  by  all.  More  individuals,  adults  and  children  are,  attending 
school  today  and  for  longer  periods  of  time  than  ever  before. 

Education  has  the  double  function  of  holding  on  to  the  best  of  that  which 
has  become  a  part  of  the  history  of  humanity  and  of  reaching  ahead  to 
make  the  world  a  better  place  in  which  to  live. 

The  forward  steps  taken  by  Norwood  educationally  in  the  year  just 
closed  bear  tangible  evidence  that  this  community  is  alive  to  the  truth  of 
the  statements  just  made. 

The  High  Schools 

The  year  1926  has  been  a  period  of  marked  change  and  re-adjustment 
for  both  the  Senior  and  the  Junior  High  Schools.  The  new  Senior  High 
School  was  ready  for  occupancy  for  opening  of  school  in  September  and 
great  appreciation  and  thanks  is  due  those  public-spirited  citizens  who 
have  given  so  freely  of  themselves  the  past  two  years  to  make  the  building 
the  outstandingly  excellent  one  that  it  is. 

The  fitness  of  the  building  and  equipment  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  modern 
high  school  is  evidenced  by  the  enthusiastic  statements  made  by  the  large 
number  of  educators  with  similar  housing  problems  demanding  solution 
who  weekly  visit  the  school.  Among  the  written  comments  received  are 
the  following  from  officials  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education, 
and  from  Professor  Davis  of  Boston  University:

We  are  herewith  submitting  a  brief  report  of  our  visit  to  the  Norwood 
High  School  building. 

We  were  very  greatly  pleased  with  the  new  quarters  which  your  town  has 
provided  for  its  high  school.  In  our  judgment,  it  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
high  school  plants  in  this  State  and  probably  in  New  England.  Even  a 
casual  visitor,  if  at  all  acquainted  with  high  school  buildings  and  adminis¬ 
tration,  would  appreciate  its  many  excellent  features.  The  style  of  archi¬ 
tecture  is  both  appropriate  and  beautiful  for  a  building  of  its  size  and  char¬ 
acter.  The  spacious  lot  will  provide,  when  fully  developed,  facilities  for 
athletic  play  and  games  hardly  equalled  in  the  Commonwealth. 


We  shall  not  attempt  to  comment  in  detail  with  regard  to  the  building. 
There  were  certain  things,  however,  which  especially  attracted  our  atten¬ 
tion  as  we  made  our  trip  of  inspection.  The  first  of  these  is  the  excellent 
administrative  quarters  for  the  principal  and  his  secretary.  In  our  judg¬ 
ment,  it  is  of  great  importance  and  value  in  the  school  to  have  dignified  and 
adequate  administrative  accommodations.  We  noted  the  interesting  dis¬ 
position  of  the  lockers  in  alcoves  off  the  corridors.  This  is  an  unusual  ar¬ 
rangement,  but  seemed  to  us  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The  composite 
manual  training  room  is  an  interesting,  if  somewhat  unusual,  feature  in 
high  schools.  The  school  has  a  very  fine  gymnasium.  In  connection  with 
the  gymnasium,  the  arrangement  for  the  girls’  showers  is  a  particularly 
good  one.  We  were  very  glad  indeed  to  notice  the  splendid  library  with 
which  the  school  is  provided.  When  the  shelves  in  this  room  are  filled  with 
suitable  reference  books  in  charge  of  a  well-trained  librarian,  no  school  in 
the  Commonwealth  will  have  better  library  facilities.  The  girls’  clubroom 
and  conference  room  in  connection  with  the  library  are  attractive  and  valu¬ 
able  features.  We  feel  that  the  town  of  Norwood  may  very  well  be  proud 
of  the  high  school  plant  which  it  has  provided.  It  is,  in  our  judgment, 
splendidly  fitted  to  bi‘  the  home  of  a  modern  comprehensive  high  school. 

We  do  not  feel  that  we  ought  to  close  this  brief  report  of  our  visit  without 
mentioning  one  necessary  feature  in  the  plan  of  every  well-equipped  high 
school  which  we  did  not  find  in  your  building.  We  might  confidently  ex¬ 
pect  in  a  building  of  this  character  to  find  an  excellent  auditorium.  We 
trust  that  the  town  at  an  early  time  will  complete  the  work  which  has  been 
so  well  carried  out  thus  far  by  the  addition  to  the  building  of  an  auditorium 
adequate  in  size  and  appropriate  in  structure  and  fittings  to  the  rest  of  the 
building.  No  high  school  can  be  considered  to  have  adequate  provision 
made  for  its  work  and  manifold  activities  unless  it  has  a  suitable  auditorium. 
We  desire  to  express  to  you  and  through  you  to  Principal  Grant  our  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  courtesies  shown  us  during  our  visit.

Dear  Mr.  Howes: 

In  this  letter  I  wish  to  briefly  state  my  impressions  of  a  visit  to  the  new 
Norwood  High  School  some  few  weeks  ago. 

The  first  impression,  which  is  that  of  the  exterior,  is  one  which  suggests 
both  dignity  and  solidity,  as  well  as  excellent  taste,  so  that  the  high  school 
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building  may  justly  be  the  pride  of  Norwood.  I  would  also  like  to  add  that 
the  appearance  of  the  building  suggests  a  far  greater  outlay  of  money  than 
in  reality  was  devoted  to  the  construction  of  it. 

I  want  to  confine  my  special  comment  to  the  equipment  for  the  physical 
education  department,  in  which  I  naturally  am  most  interested.  The 
Town  of  Norwood  has  given  to  its  youth  a  laboratory  for  health  and  char¬ 
acter  education  that  in  due  time  will  net  wonderful  results.  The  floor 
space  is  ample  and  the  light  and  ventilation  are  excellent.  The  provision 
made  for  dividing  the  large  gymnasium  into  two  small  ones  is  one  distinctly 
modern  and  makes  provision  for  the  now  prominent  mass  program,  par¬ 
ticularly  after  school. 

All  the  other  necessary  appointments  such  as  shower  baths  and  dressing 
rooms  are  up  to  date  from  the  standpoint  of  administration  as  well  as  sani¬ 
tation. 

I  point  with  great  pride  to  Norwood  in  indicating  the  progress  that 
physical  education  has  made  and  is  making  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
which  manifests  itself  in  no  better  way  than  in  the  belief  in  this  type  of 
education  expressed  by  committees  in  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of 
money.

Gentlemen: 

After  visiting  the  Senior  High  School  while  in  operation  in  the  new  build¬ 
ing,  I  am  prepared  to  make  the  following  statement: 

You  will  recall  that  in  my  preliminary  study  for  the  purpose  of  determin¬ 
ing  the  schedule  of  rooms  for  the  architect,  a  thoroughly  modern  program 
of  studies  and  a  progressive  administrative  policy  were  first  agreed  upon 
as  the  fundamental  basis  of  procedure.  I  am  now  pleased  to  report  that 
this  forward  looking  policy  has  been  most  satisfactorily  applied  to  the 
new  building.  A  brief  statement  of  these  steps  is  called  to  your  attention. 

The  reorganization  of  the  program  of  studies  to  carry  out  the  modern 
aims  of  high  school  education  has  been  undertaken  in  so  far  as  the  new  build¬ 
ing  without  the  auditorium  will  permit.  It  is,  hoped  that  this  feature  may 
soon  be  added  in  order  that  a  balanced  curriculum  may  be  open  to  all 
pupils.  The  frequent  and  regular  assembly  of  the  whole  school  under 
favorable  conditions  is  vital  to  the  life  and  morale  of  the  school.  Work 
in  music,  public  speaking,  dramatics  and  pupil  group  activities  cannot  be 
carried  properly  until  this  portion  of  the  building  plan  is  completed. 

Very  definite  progress  has  been  made  along  several  lines  worthy  of  special 
mention.  A  health  program  providing  two  periods  in  the  gymnasium  for 
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every  pupil  has  been  provided.  Home  economics  for  the  girls  and  shop 
work  with  mechanical  drawing  for  the  boys  have  met  a  greater  demand 
than  was  anticipated.  The  library  has  made  it  possible  to  give  the  pupils 
some  training  in  the  use  of  books.  This  work  should  be  expanded  to  give 
systematic  training  in  the  use  of  the  library  through  the  three  years  of  the 
senior  high  school. 

To  make  this  reorganization  of  the  curriculum  more  complete  and  more 
effective,  the  teaching  staff  has  been  organized  on  a  departmental  basis. 
Under  the  leadership  and  supervision  of  a  head  for  each  department  more 
efficient  teaching  is  secured.  This  is  a  very  important  step  in  advance  for 
the  administrative  organization  of  the  school. 

The  new  schedule  of  hours  with  a  new  classroom  procedure  is  undoubtedly 
the  most  progressive  step  which  has  been  taken  in  the  new  building.  It  will 
take  a  year  or  more  to  perfect  the  technique  of  this  plan.  However,  the 
results  already  in  evidence  by  way  of  improved  scholarship  have  proved  the 
value  of  the  forward  step.  This  plan  calls  for  greater  ability  and  harder 
work  upon  the  part  of  the  teachers.  The  principal  and  staff  are  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  upon  the  spirit  with  which  they  have  taken  hold  upon  this  very 
difficult  problem. 

The  new  building  has  proved  to  be  an  inspiration  and  an  incentive  to 
all  concerned.  The  achievement  of  the  few  months  under  these  improved 
surroundings  has  been  remarkable.  The  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
stands  out  among  the  schools  of  New  England  as  a  model  of  modern  school 
architecture  and  progressive  school  administration.

Simultaneously  with  the  re-adjustment  in  housing  and  other  physical 
equipment,  distinctly  new  and  progressive  administrative  and  teaching 
plans  were  put  into  operation.  The  most  noteworthy  of  these  are  the 
directed  and  supervised  study  plan,  and  the  assignment  and  accomplish¬ 
ment  plan,  both  of  which  are  described  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  High 
School  Principal  which  will  be  found  printed  elsewhere  in  this  school  report. 

To  carry  out  these  plans,  and  to  meet  the  changed  housing  conditions, 
the  time  of  the  school  day  has  been  changed  in  both  the  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Schools.  These  changes  in  school  sessions  went  into  effect  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  Before  they  were  settled  upon,  however,  four  meetings  were  held  in 
different  sections  of  the  town  in  order  to  get  the  sentiments  and  suggestion 
of  parents  with  respect  to  the  proposed  changes. 

The  incorporation  of  a  real  school  library  in  the  new  High  School  build¬ 
ing,  with  a  teacher-librarian  in  charge  and  responsible  for  all  the  books  of 
the  school,  is  already  proving  of  distinct  advantage  not  only  as  an  aid  to 
better  teaching,  but  also  as  a  means  of  economy  in  the  care  of  books. 

A  distinctly  new  departure  in  the  commercial  work  of  the  High  School 
was  the  introduction  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  of  a 
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simple  course  in  the  use  of  office  appliances.  This  came  about  through  the 
requests  of  local  business  concerns  and  through  a  careful  study  of  the  real 
office  needs  of  those  concerns. 

A  full  and  complete  list  of  curricula  changes  and  requirements  will  be 
found  in  this  report. 

This  has  been  a  year  requiring  much  extra  work  and  planning  to  per¬ 
fect  the  changed  organization,  and  Mr.  Grant,  the  Senior  High  School 
Principal,  has  willingly  given  of  himself  and  his  time  far  beyond  what 
would  normally  or  reasonably  be  expected.  Much  credit  is  due  him  for 
his  part  in  planning  and  putting  into  execution  the  present  organiza¬ 
tion. 

The  removal  of  the  Senior'  High  School  from  the  building  previously 
occupied  by  both  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  has  made  it  possible 
to  make  a  number  of  forward  looking  changes  in  the  Junior  High  organi¬ 
zation.  Notable  among  these  are  the  chance  for  the  first  time  in  several 
years  to  give  all  pupils  a  full  school  day.  The  Junior  High  School  session 
is  now  approximately  from  8.30  to  11.45  and  from  1.15  to  3.15. 

Because  of  the  longer  school  day,  Mr.  Allen,  the  Junior  High  School 
Principal,  has  had,  and  has  used,  the  opportunity  of  putting  into  the  school 
a  number  of  so-called  extra-curricula  activities  that  are  doing  much  to 
strengthen  the  right  sort  of  a  school  spirit.  The  school  is  still  handicapped 
in  this  respect,  however,  because  four  of  the  seventh  year  classes  are  still 
housed  in  the  old  Everett  School  through  lack  of  room  in  the  newer  build¬ 
ing. 

The  program  of  studies  for  the  Junior  High  School  has  been  considerably 
revised.  The  list  of  subjects  now  offered  is  shown  on  the  following 
page. 

A  careful  study  of  this  program  will  show  (1)  that  the  change  from  ele¬ 
mentary  to  high  school  subjects  is  gradual;  (2)  that  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  classes  move  as  groups  and  that  their  work  is  prescribed;  (3)  that 
four  distinct  “tryout”  courses  are  offered  eighth  year  pupils;  and  (4)  that 
the  work  of  the  ninth  year  permits  opportunity  for  electives  which  point 
toward  some  one  of  the  Senior  High  School  courses. 

On  the  whole  it  seems  to  us  a  conservative  and  sane  yet  progressive 
program,  imperfect  doubtless,  yet  in  the  main  satisfactory  in  the  light  of 
present  knowledge  and  understandings. 

Teaching  Staff 

The  total  number  of  teachers  in  the  system  is  now  129.  During  the 
year  1926  there  was  a  loss  of  only  eight  from  the  service.  This  is  ap¬ 
proximately  six  per  cent,  which  is,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain,  the 
lowest  percentage  of  teacher  turnover  ever  experienced  by  the  schools  of 
Norwood.  The  reasons  are  not  hard  to  find.  They  are,  primarily  (1)  a 
just  and  equitable  salary  schedule;  (2)  a  feeling  of  confidence  in  the 
backing  of  the  School  Committee,  and  a  certainty  that  their  work  is  ap- 
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predated  by  that  Committee;  (3)  the  knowledge  that  they  are  recognized 
collectively  and  individually  as  being  able  and  expected  to  contribute 
much  to  the  carrying  out  of  constructive,  progressive  policies  in  the  schools; 
and  (4),  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  because  of  the  fact  that  Norwood,  as 
a  place  in  which  to  live,  ranks  among  the  best.

Curriculum  Revision 

The  course  of  study  of  any  progressive  school  system  is  never  considered 
complete  and  satisfactory,  but  is  constantly  undergoing  revision.  In  Nor¬ 
wood,  the  whole  elementary  staff  are  at  work  each  year  on  revision  of  some 
part  of  the  course.  The  work  this  year  is  on  English,  and  is  being  carried 
on  by  the  various  Grade  Association  groups  under  the  guidance  of  the 
elementary  school  principals  acting  as  a  steering  committee,  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Superintendent.  The  plan  is  in  accord  with  what 
is  now  generally  considered  the  best  practice  and  the  response  of  the  entire 
staff  has  been  most  hearty  and  enthusiastic. 

Health 

Norwood  affirms  its  belief  in  health  education  through  the  maintenance 
of  an  adequate  staff  for  the  purpose. 

In  September  Miss  Vera  H. Brooks,  formerly  a  school  nurse  in  Norwood, 
and  recently  in  charge  of  School  Nursing  for  the  entire  Commonwealth, 
returned  to  Norwood  as  Director  of  Health  and  Dean  of  Girls  in  the  Senior 
High  School.  Her  report  elsewhere  in  these  pages  gives  indications  of 
the  positive  and  constructive  health  program  being  carried  on. 

We  all  very  much  regret  the  loss  of  Miss  Helen  W.  Gould,  who  has 
recently  resigned  to  accept  a  more  attractive  position  in  New  York  City. 
Miss  Gould  has  served  Norwood  faithfully  and  well  the  past  six  years  and 
will  be  geatly  missed.  Miss  Mary  A.  Canning  of  Dedham  has  been 
selected  to  take  the  place  left  vacant  by  Miss  Gould’s  resignation. 

Physical  Education 

The  lengthening  of  the  periods  for  class  instruction  has  materially  en¬ 
larged  and  improved  the  opportunities  for  physical  education,  particularly 
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in  the  Junior  High  School.  This  is  shown  in  the  reports  of  Miss  Kiley  and 
Mr.  Murray,  the  physical  directors,  who  have  been  ably  assisted  in  their 
work  by  Miss  Follett  and  Mr.  Ward.  Comparison  of  the  program  here 
with  the  physical  education  carried  on  in  surrounding  communities  should 
afford  us  a  considerable  satisfaction. 


Admission  to  First  Grade 

The  opening  of  the  new  parochial  school  last  September  considerably 
diminished  the  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  first  grade.  As 
a  consequence,  the  rule  for  admission  has  been  revised  to  read  as  follows: 


“Children  who  have  never  attended  school  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  first  grade  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  fall  term, 
but  no  child  shall  be  admitted  who  will  not  have  reached  the  age 
of  five  and  one-half  years  on  or  before  August  thirty-first  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  opening  of  schools  in  September,  and 
who  does  not  present  an  approved  certificate  of  birth  and  who 
not  complied  with  the  law  governing  vaccination.” 

It  is  expected  that  this  revised  rule  will  now  stand  unchanged  for  some 
time  to  come. 

Use  of  No-School  Signal 

One  of  the  most  hopeless  tasks  of  a  school  superintendent  is  that  of  at¬ 
tempting  to  satisfy  everyone  in  the  use  of  the  no-school  signal.  “To  fore¬ 
cast  New  England  weather  accurately  is  much  more  difficult  than  to  criti¬ 
cize  the  forecast  afterwards.” 

Several  months  past  the  School  Committee  felt  it  might  be  well  to 
abandon  the  use  of  a  no-school  signal  and  place  the  entire  responsibility 
for  sending,  or  not  sending,  the  children  to  school  on  the  parents.  There 
have,  however,  been  so  many  protests  against  this  action  that  the  signal 
has  been  restored  in  the  following  form :

Thrift 

The  teaching  of  thrift  is  now  an  established  and  recognized  function 
of  a  school  system.  The  report  of  the  Norwood  Trust  Company  on  School 
Savings  for  1926  shows  the  following  deposits:

Vacation  School 

The  enrollment  in  the  Summer  School  conducted  at  the  Guild  School 
last  summer  was  106.  Eighteen  of  this  number  thereby  gained  a  year’s 
promotion.  The  other  eighty-eight  were  materially  strengthened  in  their 
preparation  for  the  work  of  the  grades  to  which  they  had  been  assigned  for 
September. 

The  total  expense  of  maintaining  the  vacation  school  was  $384.57,  an 
average  of  $3.63  per  pupil.  The  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  grades  • 
of  Norwood  for  the  school  year  1925-1926  was  $69.58,  at  which  rate  it 
would  have  cost  the  Town  $1252.44  for  a  year’s  instruction  of  the  eighteen 
pupils  who  gained  a  year’s  promotion  through  summer  school  attendance. 


Adult  Alien  Education 

There  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  membership  of  the  Americaniza¬ 
tion  classes  this  year.  Though  the  number  of  registrants  diminished 
slightly,  the  standard  of  the  work  has  been  higher  than  ever  before.  The 
scope  of  the  work  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Special  Supervisor,  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  pamphlet. 

Practical  Arts 

For  some  time  past  the  work  in  Practical  Arts  for  girls  has  been  well 
organized  under  Miss  Bridges  as  Supervisor. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  High  School,  under  the  new  plan  of  ad¬ 
ministration,  increased  opportunities  for  Practical  Arts  became  available 
in  both  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools. 

Until  the  present  school  year,  the  work  in  Practical  Arts  for  boys  had 
not  been  as  extensive  nor  as  well  organized  as  we  should  like  to  have  had 
it,  but  in  September  Mr.  Clifford  H.  Wheeler,  an  instructor  in  the  depart¬ 
ment,  was  made  Supervisor,  and  since  he  assumed  the  duties  of  that 
position  the  work  of  the  department  has  gone  forward  in  a  well  organized 
fashion.  A  careful  reading  of  the  reports  of  each  of  the  above-mentioned 
Practical  Arts  Supervisors  tells  the  story  of  the  growth  and  success  of  those 
two  departments.  How  to  adequately  provide  for  boys’  shop  work  for 
next  year  will  be  a  serious  problem. 

Home  and  School  Associations 

During  the  past  year  live  and  flourishing  Home  and  School  Associations 
have  done  much  to  bring  parents  and  teachers  together  with  a  common 
aim — the  welfare  of  the  children  of  Norwood. 


Both  parents  and  teachers  are  discovering  that  their  tasks  are  easier  and 
results  much  greater  when  there  is  full  cooperation  between  home  and 
school. 

“Teachers  should  understand  more  of  the  ambitions  parents  have  for 
their  children,  and  it  is  equally  essential  that  parents  know  what  the 
schools  are  attempting  to  do.” 

Scientific  Movement  in  Education 

More  and  more  education  is  coming  to  be  scientific  in  its  workings. 
No  longer  will  tradition  alone  suffice  to  keep  specific  items  of  subject 
matter  in  the  list  of  those  things  worthy  to  be  taught.  More  and  more 
is  the  searchlight  of  scientific  investigation  being  turned  on  all  our  work, 
to  reveal  whether  or  not  it  is  justifiable  and  adequate,  and  more  and  more 
must  we  measure  up  to  accepted  standards. 

This  is  indeed  an  exceedingly  healthy  condition  which  promises  much 
for  the  wise  development  of  our  youth. 

Conclusion 

“Education  has  come  to  be  nearer  to  the  hearts  of  fhe  American  people 
than  has  any  other  single  interest.” 

There  is  evidence  on  every  hand  that  a  spirit  of  cooperative  effort  now 
pervades  the  whole  educational  system  of  Norwood  to  an  unusual  degree. 
This  condition  within  the  teaching  force  cannot  but  react  to  the  good  of 
the  children  of  our  schools.  To  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  the 
welfare  of  the  school  children  of  Norwood,  your  Superintendent  extends 
thanks.

I  submit  herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood 
High  School. 


School  Opening 

Greatly  to  the  credit  of  all  those  connected  with  the  project  of  the  new 
high  school,  the  date  of  opening  was  not  delayed,  and  on  September  8, 
nearly  500  pupils  filed  into  the  magnificent  structure  prepared  for  them 
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by  the  Town  of  Norwood.  While  many  workmen  were  still  employed  about 
the  building  the  organization  for  the  school  year  went  forward  without 
interruption  and  without  any  serious  inconvenience.  Within  three  days 
after  the  opening  the  organization  for  class  room  work  was  completed  and 
pupils  were  attending  a  complete  schedule  of  recitations. 

The  only  modification  necessary  in  the  original  plans  was  that  of  operat¬ 
ing  on  the  forty-minute  period  plan  for  the  first  five  weeks,  in  order  that 
work  could  be  completed  in  the  lunch  room,  and  everything  made  ready 
for  the  starting  of  the  longer  school  day.  After  a  week  or  two,  pupils  and 
teachers  were  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  new  plant  and  all  were  loud 
in  their  praise  of  the  building  in  general  and  the  special  features  such  as 
the  school  library,  the  gymnasium  and  the  manual  and  household  arts 
departments.  * 

The  growth  of  the  school,  in  enrollment,  over  that  of  last  year  was  such 
that  every  seat  of  the  regular  class  rooms  was  taken,  and  going  into  another 
school  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  place  pupils  for  home  room  assignments 
in  the  special  departmental  rooms. 

After  having  spent  two  months  in  the  new  building,  pupils  through  the 
English  Department  were  requested  to  prepare  a  composition  entitled 
“Two  Months  in  the  New  High  School.”  Several  of  these  were  published 
in  the  Norwood  Messenger. 


Enrollment 

The  enrollment  on  the  opening  day  was  466,  a  gain  of  60  over  the  en¬ 
rollment  for  the  opening  day  of  the  previous  year.  This  gain  was  mainly 
due  to  the  number  received  by  way  of  promotion  from  the  ninth  grade,  212 
in  all  being  advanced.  The  graduating  class  of  1926  totaled  95,  so  that  the 
school  gained  in  numbers  a  difference  between  95  added  to  52,  the  number 
of  pupils  who  left  school  from  the  tenth  and  eleventh  grades,  and  212 
pupils  from  the  ninth  grade.  The  enrollment  in  the  twelfth  grade  for  this 
year  is  110, which  means  that  again  the  records  for  graduation  will  be  broken 
and  much  difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  conducting  graduation  exercises 
with  the  limited  facilities  of  Everett  hall. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  faculty  enrollment.  All  teachers  of  the 
year  1925-26  returned  for  the  school  year  of  1926-27.  Additional  teach¬ 
ers,  however,  had  to  be  procured  to  take  care  of  the  increase  in  curricula 
offerings  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled.  The  following 
teachers  were  transferred  from  the  Junior  High  School  to  the  Senior  High 
School:  Miss  Irene  Doyle,  Commercial  Department;  Mr.  Gustave  Larson, 
Practical  Arts  Department;  and  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  Household  Arts  De¬ 
partment.  Other  teachers  engaged  for  the  new  school  year  were:  Mr. 
Robert  Woodbury,  Science  Department;  Miss  Mary  Hubbard,  School 
Librarian;  and  Miss  Mary  Mackedon,  Modern  Languages.  Miss  Vera 
Brooks  returned  to  the  Norwood  school  system  as  Dean  of  Girls  at  the 
high  school  and  Supervisor  of  the  health  program  in  the  public  schools. 
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Miss  Grace  C.  McGonagle,  former  Dean  of  Girls,  was  appointed  Principal’s 
Assistant. 

Plan  of  Administration 

During  the  past  two  years  plans  have  been  under  way  for  new  methods  of 
administration  for  the  high  school — methods  which  are  only  possible  under 
a  longer  school  day  than  that  available  in  the  past  Senior-Junior  High 
School  plan.  The  hours  of  the  school  day  have  been  changed  so  that 
pupils  now  attend  school  from  eight  o’clock  until  two  fifteen — an  actual 
increase  of  one  hour  and  a  half  over  the  school  day  previously  in  use. 
This  increase  has  made  possible  the  lengthening  of  periods,  and  now  all 
periods  are  sixty  minutes  in  length  exclusive  of  time  between  periods  and 
recess  allowances.  A  rest  period  of  four  minutes  is  allowed  between  peri¬ 
ods,  and  a  lunch  period  of  one-half  hour  is  allowed  daily.  Pupils  who  live 
within  five  minutes’  walk  of  the  school  are  permitted  to  go  homef  or  lunch; 
others  are  required  to  remain  at  the  school,  patronizing  the  lunch  counter 
or  bringing  their  lunches  from  home. 

With  the  arrangement  for  the  hour  period  has  come  the  very  important 
adoption  of  supervised  study  for  all  classes.  Supervised  study  as  applied 
to  Norwood  High  School  means  that  a  certain  percentage  of  the  hour 
period,  not  less  than  one-third  in  fact,  is  to  be  devoted  by  teachers  to 
supervision  of  the  study  of  lesson  assignments  in  their  division,  and  the 
proper  guidance  of  pupils  in  methods  of  study.  It  is  desirable  for  teachers 
to  allow  as  much  time  as  possible  for  this  supervision,  and  teachers  are 
trying  to  conduct  their  class  room  work,  give  out  their  assignments,  dis¬ 
cuss  problems  which  have  arisen  from  the  preceding  day’s  work,  and  yet 
allow  one-half  hour  for  assisting  pupils  to  properly  organize  and  carry 
forward  their  advanced  work.  A  false  impression  has  been  obtained  in 
some  homes  and  possibly  in  the  minds  of  some  pupils  to  the  effect  that  they 
are  able  to  accomplish  all  of  their  assignment  work  in  this  period  of  super¬ 
vision.  The  true  purpose  of  this  period  of  supervision  is  to  show  the  pupils 
proper  organization  and  get  them  started  correctly  on  their  next  day’s 
work.  It  is  hardly  possible  for  any  pupil  to  complete  all  of  his  assignment 
in  this  period.  All  pupils  should  have  not  less  than  an  hour’s  work  to  do 
at  home  daily  and  college  preparatory  pupils  should  have  at  least  two 
hours’  preparation  outside  of  school  to  accomplish. 

In  a  questionnaire  submitted  to  all  pupils  in  which  the  question  was 
asked  “Do  you  favor  the  plan  of  supervised  study?”  there  were  only  ten 
negative  answers  out  of  the  entire  enrollment.  Much  comment  was  made 
that  more  time  in  some  classes  could  readily  be  allowed  and  other  remarks 
appeared  in  connection  with  the  questions  relating  to  supervised  study, 
nearly  all  of  which  were  helpful  to  teachers.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  high 
school  faculty  that  supervised  study  has  definitely  improved  scholarship 
and  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  procuring  uniformity  of  methods  and 
organization  of  work. 

A  second  feature  in  connection  with  class  room  administration  has  been 
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the  adoption  of  the  Accomplishment  Plan.  A  certain  amount  of  work  is 
outlined  by  a  teacher  which  is  known  as  the  minimum  amount  to  be  done 
in  a  particular  class.  Pupils  know  this  as  the  minimum  accomplishment, 
and  know  when  they  have  completed  this  amount,  they  have  qualified 
for  one  of  the  minimum  grades,  either  low  C,  C,  or  high  C.,  according  to  the 
quality  of  their  work.  To  obtain  the  higher  grades  of  B,  high  B,  A  and 
High  A,  additional  assignments  of  work  have  to  be  completed  and  these  are 
known  as  B  assignments  and  A  assignments. 

While  the  adoption  of  this  plan  has  been  experimental,  it  is  probable 
that  it  will  be  permanently  adopted  after  having  been  worked  upon  and  im¬ 
proved  over  a  period  of  a  year.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  it  means  a  great 
deal  more  work  for  both  teachers  and  pupils,  and  through  the  experimental 
stage  a  few  hardships  may  be  incurred  or  possible  misunderstandings 
through  the  overgauging  of  pupil  ability.  The  problem  in  the  plan  for 
teachers  is  that  of  studying  their  respective  classes’  average  group  ability 
and  making  assignments  accordingly. 

The  plan  seems  to  present  a  definite  means  of  encouragement  to  most 
pupils  and,  combined  with  the  supervised  study,  has  been  a  strong  influence 
in  improving  the  general  scholarship  of  the  school.  While  the  honor  roll 
percentage  has  not  been  quite  as  high  as  previous  years  for  the  first  two 
terms,  the  percentage  of  failure  has  been  decidedly  lower.  All  pupils  have  a 
definite  goal  and  they  know  with  accomplishment  of  the  minimum  as¬ 
signment  they  at  leait  will  receive  a  passing  grade.  Pupils  who  are  plan¬ 
ning  for  college  know  that  they  must  get  A  and  B  and  do  the  additional 
work  that  goes  with  such  grades  in  order  to  receive  certifying  records. 
Beside  most  of  the  failures  for  the  first  two  terms  could  be  written,  “Not 
adapted  to  the  subject,”  meaning  that  the  pupils  have  made  unwise  selec¬ 
tions  in  their  electives  and  are  taking  work  which  they  are  unable  to  carry 
successfully.  It  is  hoped  that  much  of  this  will  be  eliminated  in  the  ex¬ 
perimental  eighth  grade  year. 

Information  procured  on  the  questionnaires  relating  to  the  topic  of  the 
Accomplishment  Plan  contained  considerable  opposition  expressed  on  the 
part  of  pupils.  Nearly  thirty  per  cent  stated  their  dislike  for  the  plan 
giving  as  reasons  the  fact  that  they  had  to  do  more  work  to  procure  the 
higher  grades,  or  that  they  had  to  do  more  work  than  in  previous  years  to 
maintain  good  standing.  This  would  seem  rather  an  asset,  as  it  puts  a 
definite  premium  on  ability  and  in  the  problem  of  treating  individual  dif¬ 
ferences  it  has,  for  a  long  time,  been  acknowledged  that  we  are  paying  too 
much  attention  to  the  lower  quartile  of  a  group  of  pupils,  but  an  equal,  if 
not  a  greater,  amount  of  time  should  be  given  to  the  upper  quartile.  I  feel 
that  with  the  perfection  of  the  present  plan  of  class  administration  the 
only  acceptable  reason  for  failure  in  class  room  work  will  be  that  of  lack 
of  adaptability.  Failures  due  to  laziness,  lack  of  preparation,  etc.,  will 
always  occur  in  some  measure,  but  the  plan  should  take  care  of  most  of 
these. 
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Changes  in  Curricula  of  Study 

The  school  week  is  divided  into  twenty-five  one-hour  periods  rather 
than  the  thirty-five  short  periods  in  use  during  previous  years.  Each 
school  day  contains  five  one-hour  periods,  with  one  hour  allowed  in  all  for 
recess  periods  and  opening  exercises.  All  major  studies  are  offered  four 
periods  per  week  with  the  exception  of  English  and  the  Sciences,  which 
are  offered  five  periods  weekly.  Five  periods  are  required  for  Sciences 
in  order  that  a  special  laboratory  period  may  be  arranged. 

The  following  new  courses  have  been  arranged:  For  Senior  business 
curriculum  pupils  a  course  in  Business  Administration  and  Salesmanship  is 
offered  as  an  elective,  thirty-two  elected  the  course  for  1926;  Biology  has 
been  made  an  elective  for  all  curricula,  and  the  popularity  of  the  work  in 
the  scientific  subjects  brought  about  the  largest  increase  in  elections  of 
any  group  of  subjects.  Practical  Arts  and  Household  Arts  work  is  offered 
to  all  three  classes  under  the  General  and  Practical  Arts  courses.  The 
following  information  relative  to  administration  is  new  for  the  school  year 
1926-1927: 

Required  for  all  Pupils 

1.  Four  Major  Subjects. — (A  major  subject  is  one  which  meets  at  least 
four  periods  per  week  throughout  the  year,  and  counts  one  point  per  period.) 

2.  Physical  Training. — Two  periods  per  week.  Credit  one  point 

3.  Library  Instruction. — About  twenty  periods  per  year.  Credit  § 
point. 

4.  Assembly. — One  period  per  week. 

5.  Music. — One  period  per  week.  Credit  |  point.  Administrative 
requirements  may  eliminate  some  pupils  from  this  work  depending  upon 
the  electives  presented. 


Electives  for  all  Pupils 

1.  Freehand  Drawing. — Two  periods  per  week.  Credit  one  point. 

2.  Orchestra  Practice. — Two  periods  per  week.  Credit  one  point. 

3.  Glee  Club. — One  period  per  week.  Credit  5  point. 

Elective  for  Girls 

1.  Home  Nursing. — Two  periods  per  week.  Girls  of  the  tenth  grade 
only.  Credit  one  point. 

2.  Folk  Dancing. — One  period  per  week.  Credit  §  point. 

Limitation  on  Elections 

A  pupil  may  not  elect  a  study  beyond  his  grade. 

Only  pupils  who  are  repeating  work  will  be  allowed  to  elect  studies 
below  their  grade. 
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Out-of-course  elections  are  not  generally  permitted.  Faculty  advisors 
may  recommend  such  permission,  and  it  will  be  given  if  administration 
permits. 

Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  elect  five  major  studies  unless  their  previous 
record  has  been  excellent,  and  their  plans  for  higher  education  require  such 
extra  work. 

Specific  Subject  Requirements  and  Explanations 

Practical  Arts. — Under  the  general  curriculum  a  boy  or  girl  may  elect 
Practical  Arts  work  four  periods  per  week  in  grades  ten  and  eleven.  This 
work  will  be  taken  in  addition  to  four  major  subjects  and  credit  of  three 
points  will  be  allowed.  All  other  pupils  in  grades  ten  and  eleven  may  elect 
Practical  Arts  two  periods  per  week  in  addition  to  their  major  subjects. 

English. — English  is  required  of  all  pupils  throughout  the  high  school 
course.  For  all  pupils  except  those  enrolled  in  the  Practical  Arts  groups 
in  grades  ten  and  eleven,  five  periods  of  English  per  week  are  required. 
Pupils  enrolled  in  the  Practical  Arts  group  will  be  assigned  to  English 
classes  meeting  four  periods  per  week. 

Typewriting. — In  addition  to  the  work  offered  in  the  Business  Curricu¬ 
lum,  College  Course  seniors  may  elect  Typewriting  in  addition  to  their 
four  major  subjects  if  recommended  by  their  advisors. 

Sciences. — All  sciences  have  been  assigned  five  periods  per  week.  One 
of  these  periods  will  be  used  for  laborarory  work,  and  will  count  for  one 
half  point.  A  total  credit  of  four  and  one-half  points  will  be  allowed  for  all 
sciences. 

Beginning  with  the  school  year  1926-1927  a  new  scale  of  point  require¬ 
ments  becomes  effective  for  grades  seven  to  twelve,  inclusive.  Of  the 
points  required  for  completing  the  Junior  High  School  (grades  seven,  eight 
and  nine)  fifteen  must  be  made  in  the  ninth  grade  for  promotion  to  the 
high  school  (grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve). 

A  candidate  for  a  high  school  diploma  must  accumulate  a  total  of  51 
points  for  his  work  in  grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve.  Ninth  grade  work 
will  no  longer  be  taken  into  consideration  for  graudation. 

Advancement  Requirements 

Entrance  to  grade  10. — Fifteen  ninth  grade  points. 

Advancement  to  grade  11. — Credit  of  14  points. 

Advancement  to  grade  12. — Credit  of  31  points. 

For  graduation. — Total  credit  of  51  points. 

Graduation  1926 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  June  11,  1926.  Ninety-five  pupils 
completed  the  high  school  course  and  received  their*diplomas.  *  This  is  the 
largest  graduating  class  in  the  history  of  the  school.

Matriculation  for  the  Class  of  1926 

Out  of  the  ninety-five  graduates  of  the  class  of  1926  forty-one  have 
already  definitely  continued  their  education  and  ten  others  will  do  so 
starting  with  the  fall  of  1927.  This  is  a  very  high  percentage,  particularly 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  graduates  of  this  class  were  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  curricula  and  selected  employment  rather  than  continuance  of  educa¬ 
tion  in  school.  The  following  list  ecplains  the  selection  of  a  large  number 
of  the  graduates  and  shows  an  ever  increasing  trend  toward  the  selection 
of  vocational  education:

Commercial  Department 

The  past  year’s  growth  and  progress  in  this  department  are  worthy  of 
consideration.  In  1925  there  were  150  pupils  enrolled  in  this  curriculum 
which  represented  35%  of  the  school.  The  registration  of  1926  shows  a 
total  of  200  pupils  in  the  department  taking  technical  commercial  work. 
In  addition  there  are  twelve  seniors  in  the  college  curriculum  who  are 
studying  Typewriting  for  personal,  or  vocational,  use  at  college.  That 
this  course  is  worth  while  is  more  than  evidenced  by  the  enthusiasm  shown 
and  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  class. 

Educators  feel  that  Commerical  Education  should  not  be  confined  to 
the  Study  of  shorthand,  typewriting  and  bookkeeping,  but  should  be  broad¬ 
ened  and  enlarged.  With  this  idea  in  mind,  the  department  planned  to 
offer  more  technical  and  related  subjects  which  was  impossible  to  do  in 
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the  former  school.  Hence  the  opening  of  the  new  school  was  anticipated 
with  pleasure,  for  it  was  felt  that  there  would  be  sufficient  space, equipment 
and  teacher  time  to  carry  out  the  project.  One  of  the  courses  is  already 
under  way  and  is  known  as  Business  Administration.  Its  aim  is  to  give 
the  pupils  a  broader  knowledge  of  business  problems  and  relationships 
legally,  economically,  financially  and  internally.  Twenty-five  pupils  are 
taking  this  work.  The  third  new  course  planned,  Office  Appliances,  could 
not  be  offered  as  separate  class  for  two  reasons: 

1.  No  laboratory  for  instruction. 

2.  Inadequate  number  and  kinds  of  machines. 

4 

Five  new  pieces  of  office  appliance  machines  have  been  added — a  Comp¬ 
tometer,  a  Wales  Listing,  a  Burroughs  Calculating,  a  Monroe  Adding,  and 
a  Remington  Bookkeeping  machine.  In  addition  the  department  has 
been  equipped  with  twenty-five  individual  filing  sets.  Instruction  in  their 
uses  will  be  given  in  conjunction  with  the  work  in  bookkeeping  and  type¬ 
writing.  This  is  not  the  best  arrangement  because  cf  additional  work  that 
each  of  these  classes  is  doing.  The  instruction  time  in  bookkeeping  has 
been  cut  down  fifteen  minutes  a  day  in  order  to  replace  penmanship  in  the 
curriculum,  and  the  typewriting  instruction  period  is  shortened  consider¬ 
ably  by  a  large  amount  of  school  “special  work.”  Consequently,  it  is  the 
firm  belief  of  the  department  that  Office  Appliances  should  lx?  a  separate 
course  not  only  for  the  above  reasons  but  also  because  it  is  justified  economi¬ 
cally  and  educationally.  The  commercial  department  should  give  such 
training  as  will  fit  a  pupil  who  leaves  or  graduates  to  do  clerical  work.  It 
should  not  be  necessary  for  pupils  to  go  to  Boston  to  study  the  operation 
of  standard  office  appliance  machines.  Moreover,  such  a  course  w'ould 
allow  for  specialization,  and  w'ould  very  effectively  solve  the  problem  of 
individual  differences. 

The  school  is  endeavoring  to  cooperate  in  every  way  with  local  business 
houses.  That  this  effort  is  reciprocated  is  evidenced  by  the  very  fine 
response  made  by  fifteen  local  concerns  to  a  questionnaire  sent  out  during 
the  year  regarding  the  kind  of  office  machines  in  use  and  the  number  of 
o]>erators.  The  Senior  class  visited  various  business  offices  and  was  very 
cordially  received.  It  is  planned  to  increase  this  spirit  of  cooperation 
by  having  business  men  visit  the  school  and  give  practical,  helpful  talks 
to  the  pupils. 

Insofar  as  possible,  the  school  tries  to  keep  in  touch  with  its  graduates. 
The  records  thus  obtained  show  the  graduates  of  the  Class  of  1926  employed 
as  follows:

School  Library 

For  some  time  there  has  been  a  need  in  the  Norwood  High  School  for  a 
school  library  which  could  cooperate  with  the  town  library  in  providing  the 
pupils  with  books  to  be  used  in  connection  with  their  work  in  school.  With 
the  opening  of  the  new  High  School  this  facility  has  been  provided. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  of'  the  valuable  coopera¬ 
tion  which  the  Town  Librarian  and  her  assistants  have  given  the  High 
School. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  new  High  School  there  is  a  large  room,  well 
ventilated,  and  furnished  with  the  most  modern  of  library  conveniences. 
This  is  the  Norwood  High  School  Library.  Its  equipment  includes  a 
librarian’s  desk  with  a  circulation  file,  a  magazine  and  newspaper  rack,  an 
encyclopedia  stand,  a  vertical  file,  and  a  card  catalog.  The  shelf  capacity 
of  the  library  is  5000  volumes,  although  at  present  there  are  only  850. 
These  do  not  include,  of  course,  the  reference  books,  such  as  dictionaries 
or  encyclopedias,  of  which  we  have  three  sets.  The  circulation  of  these 
books  has  been  most  gratifying.  At  first  the  number  was  low,  but  there 
has  been  a  marked  increase  from  month  to  month,  and  now  our  circulation 
totals  approximately  800  books.  This  seems  to  indicate  that  the  pupils 
regard  the  library  as  essentially  their  own,  and  use  it  for  practically  all 
reference  work.  Besides  strictly  reference  books  there  are  the  textbooks 
used  in  the  various  courses.  These  are  given  out  according  to  need  and  the 
extra  ones  kept  in  the  library.  The  book  receipts,  which  are  made  out  by 
the  individual  pupils,  are  filed  in  the  library ;  thus  keeping  all  books  under 
the  supervision  of  the  library  system.  Several  of  the  books  used  for  out¬ 
side  reading  or  reference  are  loaned  to  us  by  the  town  library  for  use  by  the 
pupils  directly  from  the  school  rather  than  indirectly  from  the  town 
library. 

The  library  will  also  accommodate  sixty  pupils  for  class  work,  making 
a  course  in  Books  and  Library  possible.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
acquaint  the  pupils  with  library  procedure  and  to  guide  them  in  the  use  of 
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books.  This  course  averages  twenty  lessors,  and  is  required  of  all  pupils 
in  the  High  School.  As  an  example  of  what  we  are  doing  in  this  course  I 
shall  quote  a  few  of  the  topics  which  we  have  taken  up.  These  are: 

1.  Introductory  lesson  on  use  of  libraries  anti  purpose  of  course. 

2.  The  system  of  classifying  the  books.  (This  is  the  one  employed  in  the 
majority  of  libraries  and  is  called  the  Dewey  Decimal  System.) 

3.  The  use  of  the  encyclopedia  and  other  reference  books. 

4.  The  value  of  periodicals. 

5.  The  make-up  of  a  book  and  the  use  of  such  details  as  the  index,  notes 
etc. 

In  conjunction  with  this  course  we  are  working  out  a  Library  Council 
which  will  encourage  student  interest  and  participation  in  the  functioning 
of  the  school  library.  This  council  is  to  consist  of  various  committees 
which  will  care  for  the  many  phases  of  library  procedure.  The  chairmen 
of  these  sub-committees  make  up  the  executive  committee,  which  is  the 
head  of  all  activities,  and  is  supervised  directly  by  the  librarian.  Ex¬ 
amples  of  these  committees  are  the  ones  in  charge  of  circulation,  of  filing 
and  recording  periodicals,  etc. 

The  student  response  to  the  call  for  volunteers  to  serve  on  the  Library 
Council  was  most  enthusiastic,  and  we  hope  that  many  of  these  students 
will  be  sufficiently  interested  to  pursue  their  study  of  library  after  gradu¬ 
ating  in  view  of  fitting  themselves  for  the  rapidly  expanding  field  of  library 
work.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

The  enrollment  in  the  Junior  High  School,  on  Januan’  1,  1927,  was: 
Grade  7,  331;  Grade  8,  266;  Grade  9,  227;  a  total  of  824;  an  increase  of 
six  pupils  over  January  1,  1926,  and  sixty-four  pupils  over  January  1,  1925. 
The  present  sixth  grade  numbers  298,  which  will  give  thirty-seven  fewer 
(one  section)  in  next  year’s  seventh  grade  than  we  have  this  year.  The 
total  number  of  teachers  in  all  branches  in  the  Junior  High  School  is 
thirty-two. 

Next  year  the  congestion  will  be  lowered  in  the  lower  grades,  but  in¬ 
creased  in  the  upper  grades.  Ninth  grade  classes  this  year,  or  many  of 
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them,  are  too  large  for  the  best  results,  some  of  them  running  as  high  as 
thirty-five. 

Up  to  January  1,  1927,  thirty  pupils  have  withdrawn  from  the  school 
for  various  reasons,  many  of  them  moving  from  the  town.  The  attendance 
record  so  far  this  year  has  been  extremely  bad,  there  having  been  2146 
absences  in  the  morning,  and  2292  in  the  afternoon.  There  have  been 
205  tardinesses  in  the  morning,  and  75  in  the  afternoon.  Most  of  the  tardi¬ 
nesses,  especially,  seem  inexcusable,  the  reason  most  commonly  given  being 
failure  to  get  up  on  time,  or  kept  at  home  to  do  an  errand. 

Increased  Accommodation  Needed 

The  school  cannot  be  a  complete  organization  until  it  can  house  all  its 
pupils  under  one  roof.  The  present  arrangement,  with  four  sections  in  the 
Everett  building,  makes  it  a  highly  disjointed  affair,  especially  in  the 
lower  grades,  where,  because  of  this  spearation,  there  is  little  coordination. 
In  addition,  a  great  deal  of  time  is  lost  in  passing  back  and  forth  between 
the  Everett  and  Junior  High  School  for  practical  arts  work,  and  between 
both  the  Everett  and  Junior  High  School  and  the  Civic  establishment  for 
physical  training  and  assembly.  This  condition  will  be  made  worse  next 
year  because  the  natural  increase  in  the  number  of  upper  grade  sections 
will  force  one  or  two  of  the  seventh  grades  back  into  the  Everett  building. 
Everett  Hall  is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  school,  and  barely 
large  enough  for  two  grades  at  a  time  in  assembly,  which  necessitates  hold¬ 
ing  two  assemblies  instead  of  one. 

Under  the  new  curricula  more  and  more  pupils  are  going  into  the  Practi¬ 
cal  Arts  Department  on  whole  or  part  time.  Last  year  there  were  621 
pupils  in  the  Practical  Arts  classes.  This  year  there  are  770,  and  this 
without  increase  in  the  teaching  force  or  additional  shop  room.  As  a 
result,  many  of  the  classes,  especially  the  boys’  classes,  are  too  large  for 
efficiency,  as  this  work  requires  individual  instruction  and  close  super¬ 
vision.  The  Household  Mechanics  Division  of  the  ship  is  proving  attrac¬ 
tive  and  as  it  develops  will  prove  useful  and  inviting. 

To  relieve  congestion  we  are  using  a  grade  teacher  for  this  work,  which 
takes  time  she  should  devote  to  her  specialty  in  the  grades.  The  depart¬ 
ment  of  Practical  Arts  needs  another  man. 

Special  Classes 

I  should  recommend  also  a  shop  apart  from  the  others  for  a  group  of 
pupils  who  are  either  unable  to  accomplish  or  are  indifferent  to  the  Aca- 
demic  Curricula  of  the  school.  There  are  some  such — over  age — from  one 
to  three  years  retarded — over-size — who  seem  to  fit  nowhere  or  in  any  way 
into  the  work  of  prescribed  school  life.  These  pupils  should  be  segregated 
and  given  plenty  of  hand  work  if  not  that  entirely.  At  present  there  is  no 
class  for  such  pupils  of  Junior  High  School  age,  and  no  teacher  available  who 
can  give  his  time  to  them,  and  they  need  special  attention. 
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The  New  Curriculum 

The  re-organized  curriculum  has  worked  fairly  well  in  the  lower  grades, 
where  the  full  daily  program  in  conjunction  with  lengthened  periods  has 
greatly  lessened  the  amount  of  work  outside  of  school  hours.  Every 
teacher  in  the  school  approves  of  the  one-hour  periods.  In  the  ninth  grade, 
however,  both  teachers  and  pupils,  especially  those  in  the  College  Prepara¬ 
tory  Work,  find  that  the  one-hour  period  divided  between  instruction  reci¬ 
tation,  practice  and  study  does  not  give  sufficient  time  for  preparation  of 
work  prescribed.  As  a  consequence  the  amount  and  extent  of  heme  work 
assignments  has  not  been  greatly  lessened  for  this  grade.  All  except  about 
forty  pupils  in  the  ninth  grade  have  a  full  program  with  no  study  periods 
whatever,  which  necessitates  most  of  the  study  work  being  done  at  home. 

The  Try-out  course  in  the  eighth  grade  seems  to  be  a  promise  of  useful¬ 
ness  though  there  has  been  no  opportunity,  nor  will  there  be  before  next 
year,  of  judging  as  to  how  it  will  work  out  in  helping  to  determine  what  the 
pupils  elect  for  a  high  school  course,  nor  of  proving  the  wisdom  of  the  choice 
after  it  has  been  made.  It  seems,  however,  to  be  a  step  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion  and  should  eliminate  to  a  large  extent  waste,  both  in  time  and  energy, 
resulting  from  the  system  heretofore  in  use  where  pupils  have  been  allowed 
to  choose  their  own  courses  without  check  and  without  knowing  whether 
they  were  in  any  way  fit  or  able  to  do  the  work  chosen. 

The  two-session  plan  for  the  Junior  High  School  has  necessitated  estab¬ 
lishing  a  lunch  room  for  those  pupils  who  live  so  far  away  that  it  did  not 
seem  advisable  for  them  to  go  home  for  lunch  at  noon.  This  privilege  of 
remaining  in  the  building  at  noon  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher  or 
teachers  is  extended  to  those  who  live  a  mile  or  mere  from  the  building, 
and  at  present  about  eighty  pupils  of  all  grades  are  availing  themselves  of 
it.  A  hot  soup  or  a  hot  chocolate  is  .served  to  such  pujrils  as  desire  it  for  a 
nominal  fee. 

Extra  Curricular 

The  extra-curricular  activities  are  carried  on.  through  club  organization , 
each  pupils  being  allowed  to  choose  any  club  he  desires;  those  wrho  do  not 
want  any  of  them  have  the  privilege  of  using  the  time  as  a  study  period. 
At  present  eighteen  clubs  are  organized  and  are  in  a  flourishing  condit'on, 
They  meet  every  two  weeks.  The  intervening  wreek  is  used  for  assemblies 
held  in  Everett  Hall,  at  wffiich  talks,  interesting,  entertaining  and  instruc¬ 
tive,  are  given  by  people  drafted  from  outside.  Musical  organizatior  s 
and  pupils  take  part  in  the  program. 

Orchestra  and  Glee  Olub 

The  school  has  an  orchestra  of  twenty-four  pieces  from  the  three  grades 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Dethier.  and  a  Glee  Club  of  eighty-five 
voices  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Brown,  both  of  which  organizations  are 
not  only  taking  part  in  the  public  assemblies,  but  are  doing  considerable 
extra  wTork  in  the  building. 
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Physical  Activities 

In  addition  to  the  prescribed  physical  activities  of  the  school,  the  boys 
are  organized  under  Mr.  Ward  in  seasonable  mass  activities.  Last  spring 
the  school  was  represented  by  a  very  creditable  baseball  team  which  won 
seven  out  of  eight  games  played  with  outside  teams.  The  school  basket 
ball  team  this  winter  has  a  schedule  of  eight  games,  two  of  which  are  played 
out  of  town.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  were  organized  into  seven¬ 
teen  soccer  teams  this  fall  which  played  a  series  of  interclass  games  ending 
December  20.  There  are  at  present  twenty-four  basket  ball  teams,  play¬ 
ing  two  games  a  day  in  a  series  which  will  end  in  March,  and  again  this 
spring  we  expect  to  have  the  boys  organized  into  baseball  teams.  Trophies 
are  offered  in  these  contests  which  remain  with  the  winning  teams  through 
the  year,  and  until  some  other  room  teams  win  them. 

Altogether  there  were  140  boys  in  the  soccer  teams,  240  in  the  baseball 
and  200  are  taking  active  part  in  the  basket  ball  series.  It  is  an  invari¬ 
able  rule  of  the  school  that  a  boy  who  is  deficient  in  his  academic  work  may 
not  take  part  in  any  scheduled  match  game. 

Library 

Another  great  need  of  the  school  is  a  library — both  the  room  and  the 
books  to  make  it  a  real  library.  The  public  library  cooperates  with  the 
school  in  every  way,  but  we  need  the  material,  especially  reference  books 
at  hand  where  they  may  be  referred  to  at  once.  With  the  appropriation 
made  for  this  purpose  last  year,  we  have  purchased  two  or  three  sets  of 
good  books  besides  single  volumes.  These  books  are  in  daily  use. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  fine  support  given 
me  by  the  school  committee  and  superintendent,  and  the  splendid  coopera¬ 
tion  shown  by  the  teachers  and  the  parents  of  the  pupils  in  my  charge.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

f  I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Education  for  Boys 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the  year  1926. 

In  January,  1926,  the  Senior  High  School  gymnasium  classes  were  still 
making  use  of  the  Civic  Association  facilities  for  their  work.  The  Junior 
High  School  carried  on  their  program  in  that  center  for  the  entire  year. 
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Each  boy  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  took  two  forty-five- 
minute  periods  of  gymnasium  work  per  week.  During  the  interval  from 
January  first  to  the  close  of  school  in  June,  regular  class  work  for  both 
Senior  and  Junior  High  School  boys  consisted  of  drill,  calisthenics,  appara¬ 
tus  exercises,  and  games. 

The  ends  sought  in  all  class  work  were: 

(a)  Correct  posture. 

C b )  Proper  physical  development. 

(c)  Proper  coordination  of  mind  and  body. 

The  Junior  High  School  classes  were  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr. 
Ward.  Special  corrective  work  was  given  by  Mr.  Ward  and  myself  to 
the  boys  of  both  schools  who  needed  individual  attention. 

In  regard  to  sports  at  this  time:  Basket  ball  was  taught  to  both  Senior 
and  Junior  High  School  boys,  and  a  schedule  of  fifteen  games  was  played 
by  the  Senior  High  School  with  outside  teams — winning  twelve  games  and 
losing  three.  The  Senior  High  School  basket  ball  squad  consisted  of  fifty- 
one  boys.  Of  this  number,  ten  were  considered  members  of  the  school 
team;  eight  others  made  up  the  school  second  team.  The  remaining  can¬ 
didates  formed  class  teams  and  played  a  series  for  the  championship  of  the 
Senior  High  School. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  class  schedule  was  arranged  in  both  eighth 
and  ninth  grades,  and  a  series  of  eighty-nine  interclass  games  was  played. 
An  All-Junior  High  School  Team  was  selected  to  play  the  winner  of  the 
class  competition  in  the  Senior  High  School.  This  team  also  played  nine 
games  with  outside  teams,  winning  five  and  losing  four. 

In  April,  forty-five  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Sixteen  made  the  first  team  and  the 
others  formed  a  class  league  which  competed  for  the  championship  of  the 
Senior  High  School.  The  school  team  played  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games, 
winning  thirteen  and  losing  five. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  a  league  was  formed  of  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grade  room  teams  and  a  series  of  interclass  games,  ninety-six  in  all, 
was  played.  From  these  class  games  an  All-Junior  High  School  team  was 
selected,  which  played  eight  outside  games,  winning  seven  and  losing  one. 

All  class  games  in  the  Senior  High  School  and  most  of  the  Junior  High 
School  were  in  charge  of  the  players  on  the  regular  High  School  team — 
two  being  assigned  to  each  game.  Their  duties  consisted  of  umpiring, 
scoring  and  handling  all  details  of  the  game. 

The  All-Student  Track  Meet,  instituted  by  the  State  Supervisor  of 
Physical  Education,  Mr.  Carl  Schrader,  was  undertaken  for  the  fourth 
time  in  four  years.  In  this  meet,  every  boy — 100% — of  the  twro  upper 
classes  of  the  Senior  High  School  competed  in  the  Hundred-Yard  Dash 
(for  time),  Broad  Jump,  and  High  Jump.  The  participant  was  awrarded 
points  according  to  the  performance  in  these  events.  The  records  were 
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then  sent  to  Mr.  Schrader  and  the  school  was  awarded  a  certificate  of 
proficiency  for  performance  in  mass  athletics. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  the  Senior  High  School  moved 
to  its  new  building  with  its  own  gymnasium,  shower  baths  and  locker 
rooms.  The  Junior  High  School  still  continued  to  use  the  facilities  at  the 
Civic  Association.  The  periods  were  extended  to  one  hour  which  allowed 
every  boy  in  the  Senior  High  School  to  have  a  shower  bath  after  his  class 
work.  In  the  new  school,  we  find  a  gymnasium  of  the  most  modern  type 
with  all  the  physical  equipment  needed  to  carry  out  our  program. 

During  the  fall  season,  seventy-two  Senior  High  School  boys  reported  for 
football  and  a  schedule  of  nine  games  was  played  with  outside  teams. 
The  result  of  the  season  was  an  undefeated  team.  One  game  was  played 
by  the  second  team  with  an  outside  school  and  another  game  by  the  third 
team  with  an  opponent  from  an  outside  school. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  soccer  league  was  formed  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  and  an  interclass  series  of  nineteen  games  played.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  Christmas  vacation  fifty-two  candidates  signified  their  intention 
of  participating  in  Senior  High  basket  ball.  A  schedule  of  twelve  games 
has  been  arranged  with  other  schools  and  the  opening  game  of  the  season 
is  to  be  played  January  8,  1927. 

All  games  this  year  will  be  played  in  the  afternoon  and  Norwood  has 
joined  a  league  known  as  the  “Neighborhood  Town  League.”  Over  fifty 
candidates  have  reported  for  Junior  High  basket  ball  and  a  schedule  of 
eight  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  Junior  High  basket  ball  teams. 
An  interclass  and  interroom  series  of  games  has  been  planned  for  the  Junior 
High  School.  All  Junior  High  School  activities  were  carried  on  under  the 
capable  direction  of  Mr.  John  Ward.  An  organization  known  as  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Junior  High  School  Athletic  Association  has  been  started  this  past 
year  by  Mr.  Ward,  and  the  paying  members  to  date  number  about  750. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  the  boys  and  myself 
to  thank  the  citizens  of  Norwood  for  their  very  loyal  support  in  all  our 
athletics  for  the  year  1926,  and  the  banquet  tendered  by  them  to  the  foot¬ 
ball  team  of  the  past  season.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  Physical  Education  for  the 
elementary  schools  and  for  the  girls  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

The  work  in  physical  education  as  in  previous  years  has  been  carried  on 
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according  to  the  outlines  suggested  by  Mr.  Carl  L.  Schrader,  State  Super¬ 
visor  of  Physical  Education.  At  meetings  held  with  the  teachers  of  the 
first  six  grades,  posture  was  stressed  and  instruction  was  given  regarding 
the  adjustment  of  the  chairs  and  desks  which  must  be  adjusted  in  the  fall 
and  spring  according  to  the  child’s  growth. 

In  the  seventh  grade  of  the  Junior  High  School  a  more  thorough  physical 
examination  was  given  to  the  girls  than  in  former  years.  The  consent  of 
the  parents  was  given  for  this  examination  and  it  was  made  by  either  the 
family  physician  or  the  school  physician.  Out  of  the  164  girls  examined, 
only  four  per  cent  were  put  in  second  class,  which  means  that  they  took  the 
less  strenuous  f  orms  of  exercise.  The  periods  for  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  have  been  lengthened  to  one-hour  periods  so  that  each  girl 
now  has  two  one-hour  periods  of  gymnasium  work  a  week.  The  added 
fifteen  minutes  is  a  great  aid  to  the  physical  department  especially  since 
it  is  necessary  for  the  Junior  High  to  come  to  the  Civic  for  physical  educa¬ 
tion. 

In  September  when  we  entered  the  new  Senior  High  School  building, 
the  periods  were  also  lengthened  to  one  hour  and  here,  too,  the  benefits 
derived  from  the  addition  of  an  extra  fifteen  minutes  per  period  are  of  vast 
importance  in  the  physical  education  work.  Now  there  is  ample  time  for 
a  complete  lesson  and  a  shower  at  the  conclusion  of  the  lesson.  A  very 
important,  progressive  step  was  made  this  year  in  the  listing  of  girls’ 
gymnasium  classes  according  to  classes  in  school  (Sophomore,  Junior 
Senior).  The  girls  are  certainly  enjoying  their  new  gjrmnasium.  The 
partition  enables  us  to  enjo3r  a  gymnasium  of  our  own  and  yet  if  necessary 
the  entire  floor  space  is  available  for  games,  etc.,  in  a  minimum  of  time, 
Because  of  the  splendid  equipment  in  our  shower  and  locker  rooms,  the 
work  of  organizing  our  classes  is  much  less  difficult.  Each  girl  row  has  an 
'individual  locker  for  her  gvmnasium  apparel.  The  individual  shower  and 
dressing  room  minimizes  the  time  needed  for  showering  and  dressing. 

In  May,  a  sixth  grade  baseball  schedule  was  arranged  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Miss  Follett.  High  School  and  ninth  grade  boys  acted  as  um¬ 
pires  for  these  games  and  proved  excellent  officials. 

The  eighth  and  ninth  grade  girls  carried  on  a  program  of  organized 
games  as  an  extra  school  activity.  The  seventh  grades  could  net  partici¬ 
pate  on  account  of  difference  in  programs,  but  this  year  all  three  grades  will 
participate. 

Last  spring,  Norwood  again  entered  the  state-wide,  all-student  track 
meet.  The  two  upper  classes  of  Senior  High  School  competed  and  our 
girls’  entry  was  100%.  The  events  for  girls  were  50-yard  dash,  basket 
ball  throw,  and  high  jump.  The  High  School  received  a  certificate  for 
its  excellency  in  mass  athletics  and  Alice  Kelliher,  a  Senior,  received  a 
certificate  from  the  Commissioner  of  Education  for  having  won  eighth 
place  in  a  competition  which  was  state-wide. 

About  125  girls  from  the  nmth  grades  and  Senior  High  School  reported 
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for  basket  ball  practice.  They  are  playing  inter-class  games  and  later 
a  team  will  be  picked  to  represent  the  High  School  in  its  outside  games. 
A  schedule  of  six  games  w7ill  be  arranged. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers 
for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Health  Supervisor  for  the  Public 
Schools  of  Norwood.  As  I  have  been  acting  in  this  capacity  only  since 
September,  this  report  will  obviously  consist  largely  of  work  accomplished 
by  Miss  Helen  W.  Gould  and  Miss  Sadie  E.  Downs,  the  school  nurses. 

The  Health  Department  of  the  schools  suffered  a  decided  loss  when  Miss 
Goulel  resigned  in  December.  She  has  given  six  years  of  valuable  and 
untiring  service  to  the  people  of  this  town  and  will  be  keenly  missed  by  all 
w'ho  came  in  contact  with  her  and  her  work. 

The  following  statistical  report  gives  some  idea  of  routine  work  covered 
and  the  prevalence  of  communicable  diseases  in  our  schools.

Pupils  in  Grades  I,  IV,  VII  and  all  pupils  participating  in  competitive 
sports  received  a  “stripped  to  the  waist”  examination  by  the  school  physi¬ 
cians.  In  addition  to  tills  group,  any  child  recommended  by  parent- 
teacher  or  nurse  may  be  examined;  thus  a  child  receives  a  thorough  physi¬ 
cal  examination  at  least  three  times  during  his  school  life.  This  year  the 
parents  were  invited  to  be  present  at  the  examinations  of  their  children 
and  a  large  number  responded.  When  the  parents  attend  this  examina¬ 
tion,  three  important  points  are  covered: 

1.  The  parent  sees  for  herself  the  nature  of  the  examination  and  the 
conditions  under  -which  it  is  given. 

2.  The  parent  has  an  opportunity  to  discuss  with  the  school  physician 
the  physical  condition  of  her  child. 

3.  The  health  program  of  the  school  os  more  closely  linked  up  writh  the 
health  program  of  the  home. 

I  believe  those  who  attended  the  examination  of  their  children  last 
October  felt  more  than  repaid  for  their  time  and  effort  by  the  consideration 
and  helpful  interest  extended  to  them  and  their  children  by  the  school 
physicians.  We  hope  even  more  wrill  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
another  year. 

Dr.  Schorer,  State  Psychiatrist,  made  her  annual  visit  to  Norwood  in 
April  and  examined  seventy-seven  pupils  who  were  retarded  in  their 
work.  Of  this  number  thirty-four  were  found  to  lie  three  or  more  years 
retarded;  fourteen  were  recommended  to  attend  a  special  class  for  retarded 
children;  ten  were  recommended  to  attend  a  special  class  for  older  retarded 
children;  twenty-six  were  recommended  for  re-examination  in  one  year. 
In  1925  Dr.  Schorer  advised  ten  pupils  examined  by  her  to  attend  a  special 
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class  for  older  children  and  in  1926  an  additional  ten  for  this  same  class. 
The  majority  of  these  twenty  pupils  are  boys.  If  such  a  class  for  boys 
could  be  organized  and  located  in  the  Junior  High  School  where  they  could 
have  the  advantage  of  working  in  the  shops,  this  group  of  boys  could 
probably  be  interested  in  work  which  they  would  enjoy  and  it  would  prove 
the  means  of  giving  many  of  them  the  start  in  the  trade  whereby  they  later 
may  earn  their  living  as  useful  citizens.  It  would  also  relieve  the  two 
special  classes  now  in  operation  of  the  older  boys  and  so  make  room  for  the 
younger  children  who  would  profit  by  the  individual  attention  they  need 
and  would  receive  in  such  a  class.  * 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  held  its  second  clinic  for  under¬ 
weight  children  in  Norwood  in  April.  Only  those  recommended  for  re¬ 
examination  at  the  clinic  the  previous  year  were  examined.  The  following 
is  the  report  of  the  clinic:

A  poorly  balanced  diet  is  by  no  means  the  only  chance  of  underweight; 
physical  defects,  irregular  habits,  lack  of  sleep  and  rest  are  quite  as  im- 
portan  t  contributing  factors.  The  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  home  are 
necessary  in  each  case  to  enable  the  child  to  make  satisfactorj'  gain. 

In  September  a  new  dental  program  was  adopted  for  use  in  the  public 
schools.  This  program  consists  of  caring  for  the  permanent  teeth  as  soon 
as  possible  after  they  erupt.  The  permanent  molars  appear  approximately 
at  the  ages  of  six,  nine  and  twelve  years  and  those  children  are  found  in 
Grades  I,  III  and  VI.  All  children  in  these  grades  are  examined  by  Dr, 
Wing,  the  school  dentist,  and  notices  of  defects  found  are  sent  to  the  parents 
by  him.  All  parents  are  urged  to  take  their  children  to  their  own  family 
dentist,  but  in  cases  where  this  is  impossible  children  may  be  cared  for  at 
the  clinic.  To  date  the  first  grades  have  been  examined  and  all  who 
wished  to  have  work  done  at  the  clinic  have  been  cared  for;  313  were 
examined  and  212  needed  dental  attention,  ninety-two  of  them  being  cared 
for  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  and  of  this  number  fifty-seven  had  to  have  fillings 
in  the  first  permanent  tooth  to  appear,  the  sixth  year  molar.  This  would 
seem  to  prove  the  importance  of  caring  for  these  teeth  while  the  cavity  is 
very  small  and  so  prevent  further  decay  ard  more  elaborate  dentistry.  In 
Grade  III,  310  have  been  examined  and  267  were  found  to  be  in  need  of 
attention.  These  children  are  being  cared  for  at  present.  This  program

is  endorsed  by  the  Forsythe  Denatl  Infirmary,  Boston,  and  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to 
the  superintendent,  supervisors,  principals  and  teachers  for  their  splendid 
support,  cooperation  and  helpful  advice. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  moral  and  material  support  given  to 
the  health  work  by  many  and  are  glad  at  this  time  to  make  special  mention 
of  the  Quest  Club  at  the  Senior  High  School,  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club 
and  the  Norwood  Mother’s  Club.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Music  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1926.. 

The  work  in  Music  was  carried  on  according  to  the  “General  Outline  of 
Music”  with  no  changes  in  the  course  apart  from  the  introduction  in  the 
sixth  and  the  eighth  grades  of  a  new  music  reader  more  in  keeping  with  the 
work  to  be  done. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  the  results  obtained  by  using  Room  200 
exclusively  for  music  have  been  very  satisfactory  and  besides  keeping  music 
upon  a  basis  of  educational  progress  in  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades, 
proves  the  need  of  a  similar  arrangement  in  the  Senior  High  School  where  at 
present  one  of  the  two  sections  of  the  gymnasium  is  used  for  music. 

This  arrangement  is  far  from  satisfactory,  and  while  some  progress  has 
been  made  in  chorus  singing,  conditions  are  such  as  to  make  any  intensive 
w'ork  most  difficult. 

Owing  to  the  poor  acoustics  of  the  gymnasium,  it  is  impossible  for  one 
section  of  the  chorus  to  hear  the  other  sections. 

The  noise  from  the  gymnasium  classes  interferes  with  the  music.  Writ- 
en  vrork  is  impossible  and  owfing  to  the  formation  of  the  chorus  (seventeen 
pupils  to  a  rowr,  five  or  six  rows  deep)  no  attention  can  be  given  to  the  in¬ 
dividual. 

A  Junior  Glee  Club  and  a  Senior  Glee  Club  have  been  organized  and  are 
progressing  nicely. 

The  Senior  Orchestra  has  made  several  public  appearances  and  has  been 
very  wrell  received. 
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A  Junior  Orchestra  of  twenty-five  pieces  has  been  organized  and  so  far 
has  played  on  three  different  occasions  with  great  success. 

In  clisong,  I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Drawing  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

When  a  supervisor  has  been  in  a  town  several  years,  the  course  has  been 
worked  over  and  adapted  to  suit  the  needs  and  characteristics  of  a  certain 
locality  and  the  main  motives  and  aims  do  not  change  much  from  year  to 
year.  Certain  definite  things  are  taught  in  the  elementary  grades  and  a 
certain  amount  of  ability  expected  in  the  majority  of  children  at  the  end 
of  each  grade.  However,  there  have  to  be  changes  in.the  methods  of  pre¬ 
senting  some  subjects. 

In  accordance  with  the  modern  trend  of  education,  we  have  tried  to 
allow  the  pupils  more  choice,  to  help  them  to  be  more  self-reliant  and  to 
express  themselves  more  in  their  drawings,  rather  than  to  copy  what  the 
teacher  thinks  a  certain  subject  looks  like.  More  has  been  done  in  memory 
training,  through  drawing  than  before,  and  we  hope  to  do  still  more  along 
this  line  this  year. 

The  present  arrangement  of  supervision  is  a  visit,  usually  with  a  teach¬ 
ing  lesson,  every  three  weeks  to  each.  Grade  I,  II  and  III  room  and  the 
same  once  in  two  weeks  to  each  Grade  IY,  V  and  VI  room,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  Balch  School,  where  the  three  week  schedule  has  to  be  followed 
in  all  grades. 

With  the  adoption  of  departmental  work  in  all  subjects  in  Grade  VII, 
the  teaching  of  the  drawing  has  been  done  by  Mrs.  Everett  at  the  Everett 
School  and  Mrs.  Elvira  Cook  at  the  Junior  High  building,  with  occasional 
lessons  on  special  or  new  subjects  by  the  supervisor.  Grade  VIII  drawing 
is  carried  on  by  Miss  Hazel  Frazer  under  direct  supervision,  while  Mrs. 
Ethel  Cook  is  responsible  for  Grade  IX  and  Senior  High  drawing,  both  of 
which  are  elective. 

As  usual,  considerable  time  has  been  spent  on  the  making  of  posters. 
Very  simple  Health  posters  were  made  in  the  lower  grades,  where  illustra¬ 
tions  drawn  or  cut  by  the  children  were  combined  with  printed  slogans 
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furnished  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  best  Health 
posters  from  Grade  VI  classes  in  all  schools  were  collected  and  exhibited 
in  every  drug  store  window  in  town  during  the  first  week  of  June.  About 
ten  of  those  were  sent  to  the  annual  state  contest  of  the  Mass.  Tuberculosis 
Society.  A  number  of  “Kindness  to  Animals”  posters  made  by  Grade  VII 
were  sent  to  the  annual  contest  of  the  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Animals  and  several  of  these  were  exhibited  at  the  Boston  Public  Library 
during  “Be  Kind  to  Animals  Week”  in  April.  During  the  same  week  a 
large  number  were  also  shown  in  our  own  library,  through  the  interest  and 
courtesy  of  Miss  Hewitt  and  the  trustees.  In  Grade  VIII  patriotic  post¬ 
ers  with  original  slogans  were  designed  at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  while 
in  High  School  “Toyland”  and  other  posters  suitable  for  commercial  pur¬ 
poses  and  those  advertising  various  school  and  Teachers’  Club  affairs  were 
the  result  of  this  part  of  the  drawing  course. 

The  Junior  High  drawing  is  improving  considerably  under  present  con¬ 
ditions,  the  longer  period  being  a  considerable  factor  in  this  progress. 
The  idea  of  an  art  club  for  one  of  the  “activities”  proved  popular,  more 
than  two  hundred  signing  up  for  this.  However,  only  two  classes  could  be 
accommodated.  Mrs.  Cook  has  charge  of  a  Handwork  Club  in  Grade  VII, 
where  the  first  principles  of  reed  basketry  are  being  taught.  Miss  Fraser 
has  a  large  class  calling  themselves  the  Industrial  Art  Club.  Being  more 
advanced  pupils,  they  have  already  made  a  number  of  reed  articles,  several 
of  the  pupils  selling  their  products  and  receiving  orders  for  more. 

The  well-equipped  Art  Room  in  the  New  High  School  is  much  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  teacher  and  pupils.  The  course  which  was  worked  out  last 
year  is  being  followed  again,  with  a  few  changes.  Many  hand-decorated 
articles  were  made  by  the  drawing  classes  before  Christmas,  such  as 
painted  scarfs,  ties  and  handkerchiefs,  painted  and  tooled  articles  of  leather, 
and  metal  and  glass  objects  decorated  with  enamel  and  lacquer  paint. 
Many  of  these  were  sold  and  others  used  for  Christmas  gifts. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  superintendent  and  principals  for  their 
unfailing  interest  and  cooperation,  also  the  grade  teachers  and  teachers  of 
drawing  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  for  the  able  and  conscientious 
way  in  which  they  carried  on  the  work  during  my  recent  leave  of  absence.

Dear  Mr.  Howes: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Household  Arts  Department  for  the 
3'car  ending  December  31,  1927. 
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Instruction  in  Household  Arts  is  now  being  offered  in  all  grades  from  the 
fifth  through  the  High  School.  The  general  aim  of  this  branch  of  education 
is  to  train  for  better  and  more  efficient  home-making.  All  courses  are 
planned  with  a  view  to  introducing  the  girl  each  year  to  home  activities 
and  ideals  suited  to  her  age.  The  Junior  High  School  is  well  equipped  to 
teach  a  number  of  these  home  activities  such  as  sewing  and  cooking  and 
related  subjects,  home  care  of  the  sick,  child  care,  laundry  and  housekeep¬ 
ing.  Since  the  laundry  has  been  completed  many  interesting  problems 
are  worked  out  there.  In  High  School  more  advanced  work  along  these 
lines  is  offered  and  in  addition  we  attempt  to  give  the  girl  help  in  problems 
of  hygiene,  health,  etiquette,  entertainingand  character  building, empahsiz- 
ing  the  social  and  civic  aspects  of  home  life.  A  special  project  worked  out 
in  Grades  IX  and  X  was  the  completion  of  a  set  of  bed  jackets  for  the  chil¬ 
dren’s  ward  of  the  Norwood  Hospital.  The  materials  were  contributed 
and  the  girls  cheerfully  volunteered  their  work.  A  letter  from  the  hospital 
superintendent  expressed  much  gratitude  and  appreciation. 

Outstanding  features  of  the  past  year  are: 

1.  The  changes  in  curricula  which  permitted  a  wider  election  of  House¬ 
hold  Arts  in  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  School.  We  have  this  year  an 
increase  of  from  400  to  500%  in  our  enrollment  in  both  schools.  This 
increased  enrollment  is  most  gratifying  as  it  is  an  indication  of  the  desire 
for  practical  training  leading  to  home-making. 

2.  The  addition  of  another  teacher.  Five  teachers  are  now  employed 
in  this  department. 

3.  The  introduction  of  instruction  in  cookery  into  the  seventh  grade. 

4.  The  organization  of  a  “tr>-out”  course  in  Household  Arts  in  the 
eighth  grade. 

5.  The  organization  of  short  courses  in  Household  Arts  in  the  ninthgrade 
and  high  school  for  the  benefit  of  pupils  in  other  courses  who  cannot  elect 
the  major  course  in  Household  Arts  but  wish  some  of  this  type  of  instruc¬ 
tion. 

6.  The  adoption  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  of  the  one-hour 
period  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  School.  This  plan  has  meant  shortened 
time  for  Household  Arts  instruction  and  hence  a  readjustment  cf  all 
courses.  The  results  so  far  under  this  plan  are  commensurate  with  the 
time  allowed  for  instruction. 

7.  The  organization  of  classes  in  the  new  High  School  with  modern 
equipment.  The  unit  kitchen  plan  of  arrangement  of  cooking  laboratory 
allows  the  girls  to  carry  on  their  lessons  under  more  home-like  conditions 
than  with  the  laboratory  plan.  The  kitchens  are  both  attractive  and 
convenient  and  the  girls  are  finding  pleasure  in  work  which  may  not  have 
heretofore  appealed  to  them. 

8.  The  opening  of  the  new  High  School  cafeteria.  “The  proof  of  the 
pudding  is  in  the  eating”  and  those  who  patronize  the  counter  can  judge 
of  the  quality  of  food  served.  Believing  that  the  school  cafeteria  has  an 
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educational  mission  to  perform,  we  are  striving  to  teach  right  eating  and 
standards  of  cleanliness  and  serving.  We  endeavor  to  teach  proper  food 
selection  through  our  menus  which  we  aim  to  keep  well-balanced,  nourish¬ 
ing,  varied  and  appealing,  and  at  the  same  time  inexpensive.  Only  food 
of  the  best  quality  is  served.  Four  women,  prepare  the  meal  under  the 
direction  of  the  Household  Arts  Department.  Lunch  preparation  has 
been  removed  from  the  classes,  a  desirable  feature  because  of  the  necessary 
repetition  of  processes.  The  continuing  and  increasing  patronage  of  the 
cafeteria  justifies  the  belief  that  it  is  meeting  a  need. 

The  past  year  has  shown  much  growth.  More  and  more  pupils  are 
realizing  and  appreciating  the  fact  that  instruction  in  Household  Arts  is  a 
fundamental  part  of  every  girl’s  education  for  life  and  not  a  subject  to  be 
reserved  for  a  chosen  few. 

If  Household  Arts  education  is  helping  Norwood  girls  to  be  better  fitted 
for  their  life  work,  more  useful  to  themselves,  more  helpful  in  their  homes- 
and  truly  a  power  for  good  in  the  community  in  which  they  live,  we  shall 
feel  repaid  for  the  service  wre  are  attempting  to  render. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  earnest  appreciation  of  the  untiring 
and  helpfvd  efforts  of  Mr.  Howes,  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  the 
teachers  in  this  department  and  of  the  interest  shewn  by  those  who  have 
helped  the  growth  of  this  department  in  any  vrav.

Dear  Mr.  Howies: 

I  submit  herewith  my  first,  report  as  Supervisor  of  the  Practical  Arts 
Department  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

The  Practical  Arts  Department  has  developed  into  one  of  the  most  prac¬ 
tical  and  interesting  departments  that  the  public  schools  have.  Great 
enthusiasm  has  been  showm  by  the  large  number  of  boys  choosing  the  sub¬ 
ject.  Practical  Arts  combines  labor  and  education.  It  is  a  place  to  culti¬ 
vate  accuracy,  reliability,  initiative  and  good  judgment,  and  where  boys 
can  work  out  their  ideas  together,  share  each  other’s  problems,  and  learn 
to  be  alert  and  skillful  in  adjusting  themselves  to  industrial  conditions. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  the  enrollment  of  boys  in  this 
department  totaled  about  537 — 353  of  these  being  in  the  Junior  High  grades 
and  184  Senior  High  students. 

The  demands  for  this  form  of  instruction  in  Practical  Arts  is  shown  by 
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the  large  number  of  boys  enrolled.  An  approximate  number  enrolled  in 
each  of  the  shops  will  show  the  value  of  the  department  to  the  town.  The 
High  School  General  Shop  has  ninety-eight;  High  School  Drafting,  eighty- 
six;  Junior  High  School  Printing,  fifty-three;  Elementary  Drafting,  fifty- 
seven;  Woodworking,  one  hundred  sixty-six;  and  Home  Mechanics, 
seventy-six. 

The  opening  of  the  Senior  High  School  this  fall  added  two  more  shops 
to  the  department,  and  also  two  more  instructors  were  added  to  the  staff, 
making  four  instructors  in  all.  At  this  time  it  was  deemed  necessary  to 
bring  this  department  to  a  head  and  at  the  same  time  re-organize.  In 
October  a  Supervisor  was  appointed  and  it  is  his  duty  to  be  responsible 
for  the  proper  working  of  the  department. 

The  makeup  of  this  department  is  as  follows:  Work  commences  in  the 
sixth  grades,  with  work  of  a  simplified  nature  in  handicraft.  The  seventh 
grades  receive  instruction  in  Woodworking  and  Home  Mechanics;  eighth 
and  ninth  grades  having  Printing,  Drafting,  Woodworking  and  Home 
Mechanics;  Senior  High  students  receive  instruction  in  Drafting  and 
General  Shop.  Both  shops  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  have 
adequate  equipment  and  meet  every  need  of  the  boys. 

The  sixth  grade  has  a  period  of  one  hour  per  week,  its  work  being  given 
in  as  simplified  form  as  possible,  yet  in  a  practical  way.  A  course  is  now 
in  the  making  and  will  be  more  beneficial  to  the  boys  than  in  the  past.  A 
set  of  blue  prints  will  be  given  each  school,  and  these  prints  will  give  and 
show  in  detail  the  actual  steps  of  construction  taken  in  each  project.  With 
each  set  of  prints  a  finished  model  will  be  attached  and  it  is  hoped  by  so 
doing  that  an  intense  interest  will  be  instilled  in  the  boys  to  produce  with 
equal  skill  and  accuracy  a  project  of  Iris  own  that  will  compare  favorably 
with  the  model. 

In  the  seventh  grade  the  work  is  more  advanced,  and  various  articles  are 
made  for  home  use.  The  aims  of  instruction  here  should  be  to  develop 
efficiency,  inventiveness,  self-reliance,  honesty  and  co-operation—- stre ss 
being  based  on  quality  and  not  quantity  of  work.  Two  forms  of  shop  work 
are  offered — Woodworking  and  Home  Mechanics. 

Woodworking  has  be<n  carried  on  this  fall  along  the  individual  project 
method,  the  boys  making  things  for  themselves.  A  good  course  is  needed 
here  to  give  the  boys  the  right  start  and  maintain  their  interest  for  future 
years. 

Boys  of  the  ninth  grade  are  given  instruction  in  the  use  and  care  of  the 
various  machines,  and  practice  in  wood  finishing.  A  few  of  the  projects 
already  completed  are — a  bulletin  board,  book  rack,  picture  frames,  win¬ 
dow  boxes,  costumer  and  foot  stool. 

The  Home  Mechanics  Shop  was  introduced  this  fall  and  boys  of  the 
seventh  grade  are  enrolled.  The  aim  of  this  shop  is  the  “handy  man” 
in  other  words,  so  training  the  boy  that  he  will  be  handy  with  his  hands  in 
many  ways,  and  may  make  and  repair  things  in  the  home.  Some  of  the 
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instruction  includes:  elementary  electrical  work,  bell  wiring,  wire  splicing, 
sheet  metal  work,  soldering  and  glazing.  An  interesting  form  of  work  was 
introduced  just  shortly  in  the  form  of  “Tin  Can  Projects.”  The  work  has 
produced  wonderful  results  judging  by  the  tin  cans  the  boys  have  brought 
in.  Many  unique  projects  have  already  been  made,  such  as  cookie  cutters, 
toys,  ash  trays,  match  boxes,  etc. 

Printing  is  given  only  to  boys  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  years,  and  this, 
it  seems,  is  unjust  to  carry  a  boy  through  two  years  of  this  work  and  just 
at  the  point  of  actual  accomplishment  on  the  boy’s  part,  he  is  forced  to 
leave  it.  This  in  the  past  year  hurt  a  lot  of  boys,  for  they  wanted  to  follow 
this  up  as  their  future  vocation.  I  think  it  would  be  a  wonderful  asset  to 
the  town  to  place  a  print  shop  in  its  present  Senior  High  School  and  let 
these  boys  go  on  with  the  work  they  like.  A  small  shop  would  pay  for  itself 
in  a  short  while. 

Printing  is  the  most  important  and  valuable  shop  in  the  department. 
Practically  all  school  work  is  undertaken  and  printed  here,  and  by  so  doing 
a  big  saving  is  made  by  the  Town. 

Last  year  and  again  this  fall  a  Junior  High  School  paper  has  been  pub¬ 
lished — “The  Argue-a-Lot.”  In  printing  a  project  of  this  sort  it  stimulates 
untold  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  a  boy  and  when  it  is  put  out  among  his 
classmates  he  can  point  with  pride  to  some  vital  part  of  the  magazine  that 
he  had  to  do.  Considerable  credit  is  cast  on  this  department  and  the  in¬ 
structor  in  charge. 

High  School  Drafting  has  had  a  well  laid  out  course,  and  is  essential 
to  any  boy  if  he  wishes  to  make  a  success  in  the  industrial  world.  The 
plates  of  each  boy  are  worked  out  from  a  blue  print,  beginning  as  a  group 
and  gradually  spreading  out  as  boys  more  adapted  to  the  work  proceed 
faster.  All  instruction  is  individual,  the  instructor  spending  all  his  time 
among  the  boys.  The  department  this  year  has  a  splendid  group  of 
draughtsmen  in  the  making. 

Part  of  the  advanced  work  for  Senior  grade  students  has  been  taken  up 
with  correlating  some  of  the  drawing  with  the  General  Shop.  Already  a 
great  many  drawings  have  been  completed  and  blue  printed  for  use  of  boys 
in  the  shop  adjacent.  By  correlation  interest  goes  on  through  both  de¬ 
partments  as  the  boy  works  out  his  ideas  in  drawing,  and  then  he  sees 
another  boy  working  from  his  drawing,  following  his  ideas.  More  corre¬ 
lation  work  is  needed  in  the  other  shops. 

The  General  Shop  is  a  very  important  factor  to  the  department,  and  is 
becoming  a  vlauable  asset  to  the  school.  With  its  four  types  of  shop  work, 
activities  are  being  carried  on  in  woodworking,  sheet  metal  work,  electrical 
work  and  machine  shop  practice.  The  first  year’s  work  is  laid  out  to  give 
the  boy  an  understanding  of  the  different  activities  and  practice  in  the  use 
of  the  various  hand  tools  and  machine  equipment.  Classes  are  divided 
into  four  groups.  Each  group  remains  in  a  unit  a  period  of  approximately 
ten  weeks.  In  the  course  of  the  school  year  they  cover  each  trade  activity. 
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A  few  cases  have  developed  where  it  has  been  practical  to  combine  the 
efforts  of  the  groups  in  completing  some  projects. 

In  woodworking  some  of  the  projects  for  the  first  ten  weeks  have  con¬ 
sisted  of  the  construction  of  tool  room  shel  ving,  tool  boards,  and  cabinets, 
thereby  organizing  the  work  for  each  unit.  Woodturning  has  proven  a 
very  popular  form  of  shop  work  and  articles  of  interest  have  been  turned 
out  such  as  candlesticks,  bud  vases,  table  lamps,  wheels  of  all  kinds,  mallets, 
screw  driver  and  chisel  handles  for  the  shop,  legs  for  sewing  cabinets  and 
other  pieces  of  furniture. 

In  sheet  metal  work,  the  unit  is  preparing  patterns  and  models  of  sheet 
metal  objects  for  future  use.  They  consist  of  a  body  for  a  small  wheel¬ 
barrow,  funnels,  tool  box,  dust  pans,  and  other  projects  of  importance. 

The  electrical  unit  has  indulged  mostly  in  practice  work,  wiring  up  bells 
and  buzzers,  fitting  up  fixtures,  using  batteries,  and  study  of  telephone, 
electric  light  and  power  plants. 

Machine  Shop  practice  is  carried  on  in  a  way  to  give  the  boy  the  right 
use  and  care  of  machine  and  tool  equipment,  a  study  of  metals,  and  prac¬ 
tice  on  the  following  machines  that  make  up  the  unit:  drilling  on  a  drill 
press,  lathe  work,  such  as  screw  cutting  and  turning,  use  of  shaper  in 
planing,  etc.,  cutting  off  stock  on  power  hack  saw,  and  grinding  and  polish¬ 
ing.  A  few  of  the  projects  are  a  small  hammer  head,  screw  drivers  and 
plumb  bobs.  Patterns  are  being  made  for  a  bridge  lamp,  frames  for 
wheelbarrows  and  metal  work  for  cart  and  scooter. 

The  shop  is  in  need  of  a  woodfinishing  room,  where  filling,  staining,  oiling, 
shellacing  and  varnishing  can  be  undertaken.  This  is  very  essential  for 
any  boy  who  wishes  to  complete  a  project  for  the  home. 

I  am  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you  and  the  principals  my 
appreciation  for  all  the  help  given  me.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  grade 
teachers  for  their  interest  and  co-operation.

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

The  High  School  division  of  the  Evening  School  was  organized  October 
4.  The  total  registration,  up  to  January  3,  has  been  215,  distributed  as 


follows: 

Americanization  Classes .  59 

Dressmaking .  46 

Millinery .  18 
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Foods . 24 

Civil  Service .  23 

Bookkeeping .  24 

Home  Nursing . 21 

Eleven  teachers  were  employed — foiu-  of  them  in  the  English  classes. 
The  remarkable  thing  in  the  registration  figures  is  the  falling  off  in  the 
registration  in  the  Americanization  classes,  the  numbers  there  falling  from 
111  to  74  this  year.  This  may  be  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  effect  of 
the  new  immigration  law  in  effect  now  for  two  years,  which  has  greatly 
reduced  the  number  of  non-English  speaking  people  we  are  receiving.  At 
the  end  of  December,  the  attendance  was  131,  but  slightly  over  50%  of 
the  October  registration.  The  school  had  an  unusually  large  number  of 
registrants  from  out  of  town,  but  these  withdrew,  largely  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  travel. 

The  attendance  of  the  minors  has  been  exceptionally  good,  the  reflection, 
doubtless,  of  the  efforts  made  by  employers  to  keep  them  in  school.  Too 
much  cannot  be  said  in  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  received  from  this 
direction . 

The  Home  Nursing  Course  was  new  this  year  and  had  a  registration  of 
twenty-one.  The  course  was  a  short  one,  but  evidently  interesting  and 
profitable,  as  the  class  had  lost  but  four  members  when  it  closed  in  Decem¬ 
ber.

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien 
Education  in  Norwood  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

The  total  enrollment  in  our  evening  school  classes  this  year  is  183.  Of 
this  number,  111  are  in  the  Balch  School.  Although  the  number  enrolled 
this  year  is  a  little  smaller  than  last  year,  the  attendance  has  kept  up  much 
better.  The  people  who  entered  the  school  this  year  seem  to  have  very 
definite  reasons  for  being  there  and  have  shown  a  strong  desire  to  get 
ahead  in  their  work. 

In  September  the  leaders  of  the  various  nationalities  were  asked  to  help 
in  the  recruiting  of  classes  for  the  evening  school.  These  people  did  much 
good  work  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  their  people.  I  should 
like  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  help  and  interest  shown  by  Mr.  Anthony 
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Sghanga,  Secretary  of  the  Sons  of  Italy,  and  a  graduate  of  our  citizenship 
class  of  last  year,  who  has  been  most  helpful  in  showing  the  members  of 
his  society  the  advantages  of  learning  English  in  our  schools.  Another 
who  has  taken  keen  interest  for  his  people  is  Rev.  Elias  Hawy,  the  new 
priest  in  the  Syrian  Church  in  South  Norwood.  Heretofore  the  largest 
number  of  Syrian  people  in  our  schools  in  any  one  year  was  five.  This 
year  we  have  a  registration  of  twenty. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  change  in  motive  which  seems  to  actuate 
the  man  and  women  in  their  school  work.  Three  years  ago  comparatively 
few  seemed  interested  in  citizenship.  Today  nearly  every  person  in  our 
school  has  taken  steps  to  become  an  American  citizen.  The  Citizenship 
classes  in  both  the  Balch  and  Junior  High  School  have  the  largest  member¬ 
ships  of  any  classes  in  the  school. 

A  few  years  ago  nearly  all  the  people  who  attended  our  evening  school 
were  young  men  and  women.  Today  the  older  person  in  our  classes  is 
the  rule  rather  than  the  exception.  In  our  school  this  year  twenty-three 
are  minors  and  are  required  by  law  to  attend;  eighty-seven  are  between 
the  ages  of  21  and  35;  forty-seven  are  between  35  and  40;  while  twenty- 
six  are  over  forty  years  old.  One  class  in  the  Balch  School  has  two  men 
who  are  over  sixty  years  of  age.

One  of  the  signs  of  healthy  growth  in  the  work  is  the  fact  that  such  a 
large  number  of  women  who  attended  Mothers’  Classes  last  year  in  the 
afternoon  are  in  the  evening  school  this  year.  This,  although  it  decreases 
the  membership  of  the  afternoon  classes,  is  encouraged  because  the  women 
get  longer  hours  for  study  and  more  days  in  school.  One  group  of  four 
mothers  who  attended  afternoon  classes  last  year  is  attending  evening 
school  this  year,  each  with  her  husband. 

There  are  four  afternoon  classes  this  year  with  a  total  membership  of 
eighteen.  Two  of  these  classes  meet  in  the  homes  of  the  women  in  the 
Balch  district  and  two  meet  in  the  Winslow  School.  Three  of  these 
classes  are  taught  by  the  Supervisor  and  the  fourth  by  Miss  Helen  J. 
Estes  of  the  High  School  faculty.  The  crying  need  in  the  work  with  the 
afternoon  classes  is  for  American  women  who  will  train  themselves  to 
teach  the  foreign  mother  in  the  home. 
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During  the  past  year  a  course  of  study  has  been  planned  for  the  teachers 
in  the  Intermediate  classes.  This  course  is  now  being  used  by  all  of  the 
teachers  who  have  pupils  that  have  attended  our  school  one  year.  The 
Citizenship  course  has  also  been  revised  and  enlarged. 

In  March,  1926,  we  held  our  first  public  evening  school  graduation  in 
Everett  Hall.  All  the  classes  from  both  the  Balch  and  High  Schools 
united  in  a  programme  of  music  and  essays.  Our  speaker  of  the  evening 
was  Mr.  E.  Everett  Clarke,  Assistant  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien  Education 
for  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  Members  of  all  the  classes  were  awarded 
certificates  of  promotion  and  a  group  of  eleven  in  the  Citizenship  Class 
received  diplomas  showing  that  they  had  completed  the  work  of  the  school. 
An  exhibit  of  the  work  done  in  the  different  classes  during  the  year  was 
examined  by  many  of  the  people  of  the  town  who  seemed  much  interested 
in  knowing  what  is  being  done  in  the  school. 

Thanks  is  extended  to  all,  both  individuals  and  organizations,  who  have 
in  any  way  helped  in  the  work.  Special  thanks  is  due  to  the  ladies  of  the 
Music  Department  of  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club  who  have  so  willingly 
come  to  our  Christmas  parties  and  given  us  good  music.  Again  to  the 
Community  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Club  who  made  possible  a  day’s 
outing  at  Plymouth  for  a  large  group  of  Finnish  women. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  quote  what  I  think  is  one  of  the  best  definitions  of 
Americanism  that  I  have  ever  seen:  “Americanism  stands  for  world- wide 
freedom  and  democracy.  It  is  akin  to  that  age-old,  universal  yearning  to 
be  free  from  tyranny  and  oppression,  and  it  is  not  a  product  of  America 
so  much  as  America  is  a  product  of  it.  Indeed  its  universality  is  its 
cardinal  principle  and  insures  the  abundant  life  of  all  humanity.  Wherever 
a  people,  tolerant  and  forbearing,  scornful  of  haughtiness  and  bigotry, 
stand  together  mutually  striving  to  make  free  to  all  an  equal  opportunity 
to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  there  is  Americanism  pure 
and  undefiled.  Americanism  is  applied  Christianity.”

The  Senior  High  School  Building  Committee  report  that  the  school  was 
ready  for  occupancy  in  September,  1926  as  planned.  It  has  housed  a 
maximum  of  478  pupils.  On  the  estimated  school  attendance  its  general 
facilities  should  adequately  house  the  High  School  for  several  years  and  its 
present  classrooms  were  designed  to  provide  facilities  for  up  to  650  pupils. 

The  Town  has  appropriated  $542,000  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of 
the  building,  the  grading  of  the  lot  and  the  construction  of  the  athletic 
field  and  playgrounds.  At  the  close  of  the  calendar  year  there  had  been 
expended  $499,075.31.  The  grading  and  seeding  of  the  school  lot  and  the 
athletic  field  were  carried  over  till  Spring  in  order  that  the  rough  grading 
might  settle  during  the  winter  months.  This  is  the  only  item  of  importance 
for  the  committee  to  complete  before  rendering  its  final  report. 

Recreation  and  playgrounds  are  now  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  school 
equipment.  Included  in  the  report  is  a  cut  shoving  the  athletic  and 
playgrounds  the  school  lot  is  planned  to  provide,  and  the  extensions  which 
may  be  added  to  the  building.  The  Town  is  now  familiar  with  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  building.  A  cut  is  also  given  to  show  the  appearance  of 
the  building  when  additions  and  the  second  wing  are  built. 

Attached  are  letters  from  some  who  have  been  in  a  position  to  see  the 
plant  in  operation  and  judge  its  adequacy  as  a  school  home.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  recently  made  a  complete  inspection  of  the  new  high  school  build¬ 
ing  while  in  operation  and  herewith  submit  the  following  statement: 

You  will  recall  that  the  original  plan  for  the  building  was  based  upon  a 
definite  program  of  studies  for  the  Senior  High  School.  This  program 
aimed  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  modern  education  in  a  practical 
manner.  The  plan  called  for  a  well  balanced  curriculum  and  a  schedule 
of  administration  which  was  thoroughly  progressive  and  forward  looking. 
This  ideal  has  been  carried  out  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  The 
building  is  unique  in  design  and  stands  out  in  a  class  of  its  own  in  com¬ 
parison  with  other  school  buildings.  The  citizens  of  Norwood  have 
reason  to  be  proud  of  this  achievement. 

May  I  take  this  occasion  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
present  building  is  not  complete  according  to  the  original  plan  of  a  bal¬ 
anced  program  of  studies.  By  this  statement  I  mean  that  the  completed 
plan  calls  for  an  auditorium  and  music  department.  Until  the  complete 
plans  are  carried  out  there  will  be  some  loss  of  educational  opportunities 
and  some  difficulties  in  the  administration  of  the  school. 
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An  auditorium  in  which  the  regular  assembly  of  the  entire  school  may 
be  held  is  the  very  heart  of  the  school.  It  is  here  that  the  development  of 
right  school  spirit  and  morale  is  centered.  It  is  here  also  that  the  regular 
work  in  public  speaking,  dramatics,  music,  and  pupil  activities  can  best  be 
carried  on. 

At  present  the  gymnasium  is  used  for  these  several  purposes  in  a  very 
limited  and  unsatisfactory  manner.  The  gymnasium  does  not  adapt 
itself  to  these  activities  and  it  also  interferes  with  the  full  and  proper  use 
of  the  equipment. 

At  the  earliest  possible  moment  these  facilities  should  be  provided. 
Then  the  ideals  upon  which  the  present  building  plans  were  made  will  be 
fully  realized. 

As  the  building  now  stands  it  is  well  equipped,  splendidly  administered 
and  very  satisfactorily  serves  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  built.  I  am 
certain  that  the  futre  will  prove  the  wisdom  with  which  you  have  planned 
and  built.

Dear  Mr.  Coolidge: 

I  am  pleased  to  reply  to  your  letter  of  March  3  relative  to  the  question* 
of  how  the  new  high  school  building  meets  requirements. 

We  feel  that  practically  every  school  need  has  been  met,  and  admirably 
so  in  our  new  building.  When  I  say  we,  I  refer  not  only  to  those  connected 
with  my  office,  but  to  all  teachers  and  pupils  who  have  had  the  pleasure 
and  privilege  of  working  and  studying  here.  If  I  should  take  space  to  go 
in  detail  through  the  list  of  things  which  we  so  greatly  appreciate,  I  would 
require  more  space  in  your  report  than  you  would  care  to  give  me.  One 
thing  in  particular  which  I  would  mention  above  all  others  is  the  general 
plan  of  the  building  in  making  allowances  for  the  academic  studies  to  be 
grouped  in  one  section  and  the  activities  which  may  include  noise,  or  work 
of  special  departmental  features  in  another  practically  separate  plant. 
The  advantage  of  this  plan  at  once  asserted  itself,  and  I  find  that  it  is  the 
first  tiling  commented  favorably  upon  by  our  visitors  who  are  experienced 
in  educational  lines. 

The  splendid  features  such  as  the  individual  lockers  for  the  boys  and 
girls,  the  school  library,  the  gymnasia  with  their  dressing  room  equip¬ 
ment  and  shower  baths,  the  spacious  lunch  room  and  the  fine  equipment 
for  the  special  departments  are  a  few,  only,  of  the  things  which  have  so 
adequately  given  Norwood  a  real  high  school  building,  and  one  which  is 
rightly  marveled  at  by  men  in  educational  work  who  come  here  from  other 
towns  to  see  .what  we  have  done. 
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I  have  found  that  the  plan  which  we  decided  upon  for  administration 
can  be  almost  completely  worked  out  with  the  exception  of  the  assembly 
features  and  facilities  for  work  in  music.  These,  of  course,  will  come,  and 
in  the  meantime,  we  are  doing  the  best  possible  with  our  gymnasia  for  such 
purposes.  We  are  operating  a  twenty-five  period  week,  all  periods  being 
sixty  minutes  in  length  with  the  plan  of  direct  learning  and  accomplish¬ 
ment  work  as  a  basis  for  measure  of  ability  and  student  endeavor. 

I  will  be  glad  to  welcome  members  of  the  building  committee  at  any 
time  for  the  purpose  of  looking  into  the  administration  of  the  building 
and  assure  you  that  we  are  trying  to  make  the  best  possible  use  of  the 
plant  and  the  facilities  installed.

Chairman  Francis  J.  Foley  of  the  Memorial  Municipal  Building 
Committee  read  to  the  meeting  a  statement  explaining  the  nature 
of  the  gift  as  tendered  by  Mr.  Tilton  together  with  the  story  of  the 
history  of  this  gift  which  statement  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

Care  of  Francis  J.  Foley,  Chairman, 

Memorial  Municipal  Building  Committee. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  tender  to  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
by  way  of  gift,  a  carillon  of  fifty  bells  in  complete  form,  installed 
ready  for  use  in  the  tower  of  the  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal 
Building  now  under  construction  and  for  which  I  am  informed  the 
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tower  will  be  admirably  adapted.  In  the  event  of  acceptance  it  is 
my  purpose  and  expectation  that  the  carillon  will  be  available  for 
use  when  the  building  is  ready  for  dedication. 

It  is  my  desire  that  the  gift  be  subject  to  a  single  condition  only, 
which  its  acceptance  will  impose  upon  the  town,  viz.:  that  the  super¬ 
vision  and  operation  of  the  carillon  shall  be  committed  to  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  citizens  appointed  for  the  term  of  three  years  begin¬ 
ning  March  1st,  1928,  and  each  and  every  third  year  thereafter,  on 
or  before  March  1st,  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Town  so  long  as 
Norwood  remains  a  Town,  and  thereafter  in  such  manner  as  its 
citizens  by  appropriate  action  may  determine. 

It  is  my  wish  that  this  carillon  may  for  all  time  serve  as  a 
memorial  to  and  a  reminder  of  the  patriotic  service  and  devotion  of 
all  Citizens  of  Norwood  who  have  given  of  their  lives,  their  health, 
their  strength,  their  thought,  their  comfort  and  means  that  this 
nation  might  live.  It  is  my  wish  that  these  bells  may  keep  fresh  the 
memory  of  that  sacrifice  and  service,  and  by  such  reminder,  ever 
sound  the  call  of  Good  Citizenship. 

The  excellent  services  which  Mr.  Francis  J.  Foley  and  his  asso¬ 
ciates  on  the  Memorial  Municipal  Building  Committee  have  rendered 
the  Town  in  the  conception  and  planning  of  the  important  municipal 
enterprise  which  this  combined  memorial  and  office  building  repre¬ 
sents,  have  excited  my  admiration  and  prompted  my  desire  that  the 
impressive  features  of  the  memorial  tower  be  completed  by  the 
installation  of  a  carillon.

(Article  submitted  by  Trustees  of  Morrill  Memorial 
Library.) 

Voted:  To  receive  and  accept  said  gift.  ($50,000.00). 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  receive  and  accept 
from  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York,  an  easement  or  right 
of  way  for  all  street  and  highway  purposes  in,  along,  and  over  a 
certain  parcel  of  land  containing  1,393  square  feet  situated  at  the 
easterly  corner  of  Washington  Street  and  Railroad  Avenue  as  con¬ 
tained  in  an  instrument  of  conveyance  thereof,  dated  September  30, 
1927,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  Committee 
of  five,  said  committee  to  be  made  up  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  Chairman  of  the  Town  Planning  Board,  and  Chairman  of  the 
School  Committee,  together  with  two  citizens  to  be  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  and  report  with  recommendations  to  the  Town  with  respect 
to  the  acquiring  of  additional  land  for  the  extension  of  the  athletic 
field  at  the  Senior  High  School,  the  use  for  public  garden  purposes 
of  a  part  of  a  parcel  of  land  purchased  by  the  Town  for  Cemetery 
purposes  and  the  acquiring  of  land  southerly  and  westerly  of  the 
Cemetery  for  winter  playground  purposes.

appointed  by  the  Moderator.

Gay,  as  Treasurer  and  Collector,  equals  an  amount  as  shown  in 
the  Accountant’s  statement,  that  his  cash  balance  on  December  31, 
1927,  was  $167,155.12. 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  each  month 
accounts  of  Frederick  S.  Barton  as  to  sales  and  collections  have 
been  examined  and  I  find  that  he  has  deposited  with  the  Town 
Treasurer  all  collections  shown  in  the  sales  account  of  this  de¬ 
partment. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  collections  of  Harry  M.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 


February  20,  1928. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 


I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1927,  which  report 
covers  the  more  important  work  done  by  the  various  departments 
under  my  direction. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
John  E.  Colburn,  Superintendent 

The  department  has  had  a  busy  season.  Briefly,  the  Highways, 
Sidewalks,  Drains,  Water  and  Sewer  systems,  Removal  of  Ashes 
and  care  of  Public  Dumps,  etc.,  come  directly  under  this  depart¬ 
ment.  All  of  the  maintenance  and  repair  work  in  connection  with 
the  above  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  granolithic  sidewalks,  all 
of  the  construction  work  has  been  done  on  a  day  basis.  Beginning 
early  in  April  and  continuing  through  the  summer  and  fall  from 
100  to  150  men  have  been  employed  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
work.  With  few  exceptions,  the  men  employed  are  residents  of 
Norwood. 

In  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March 
19,  1927,  all  employees  of  the  Public  Works  Department  who 
worked  for  the  town  for  32  weeks  in  the  aggregate  during  the 
preceding  year  were  granted  a  two  weeks’  vacation  without  loss 
of  pay. 

At  the  time  the  1927  budget  was  prepared  the  above  act  had  not 
been  passed.  Consequently,  no  allowance  was  made  for  the  ex¬ 
pense  incurred  which  amounted  to  $3900.00.  In  order  to  meet  this 
extra  expense  and  still  keep  the  expenditures  within  the  budget  it 
has  been  necessary  to  curtail  in  every  way.  With  few  exceptions, 
however,  the  amount  of  money  expended  in  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  has  been  well  within  the  estimate. 


Highway  Division 

The  maintenance  work  has  consisted  of  the  usual  cleaning, 
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patching,  grading,  oiling,  sanding,  removal  of  snow  and  other 
work  incidental  to  the  care  of  streets  and  sidewalks.  In  the  early 
spring  all  of  the  streets  were  given  a  thorough  cleaning,  also  at 
other  intervals  during  the  year  as  became  necessary.  A  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  brush  and  small  growth  has  been  cut  and  removed 
from  the  sides  of  the  roadways  which  improves  the  appearance  of 
the  outlaying  streets  and  eliminates  obstructed  corners,  thus  add¬ 
ing  to  the  safety  of  travel.  In  the  maintenance  of  the  streets  it 
has  been  necessary  to  do  a  large  amount  of  patching  and  particu¬ 
larly  the  streets  having  gravel  surfaces. 

Street  Oiling 

Fifteen  miles  of  streets  having  an  area  of  132,500  square  yards 
of  surface  have  been  oiled  and  sanded.  By  smoothing,  patching 
and  applying  oil  the  surface  of  the  gravel  streets  can  be  kept  in 
good  condition  and  at  a  small  expense.

Snow  Removal 

The  snowfall  for  the  year  1927  was  heavy.  The  streets  have 
been  kept  plowed  out,  however,  and  the  snow  removed  throughout 
the  main  or  business  sections  within  a  short  period  after  it  fell. 
Our  equipment  for  handling  snow  is  not  large  but  the  results 
obtained  compare  very  favorably  with  other  towns  and  cities  both 
as  to  the  conditions  of  the  streets  and  the  cost  of  the  work.  In 
caring  for  snow  it  is  possible  to  spend  large  amounts  of  money 
which  must  be  paid  and  reflects  in  the  tax  bills  and  it  would  appear 
that  there  should  be  some  point  or  condition  when  the  work  could 
stop  without  endangering  travel  or  causing  hardships  to  the  cit¬ 
izens.  If  the  streets  are  to  be  kept  thoroughly  clean  of  snow  at 
all  times  it  will  require  a  far  larger  equipment  then  is  now  avail¬ 
able  and  the  expense  of  the  work  will  be  materially  increased  and 
which  expense  must  be  met  by  the  taxpayers. 
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Ash  Removal 

The  collecting  of  ashes  from  householders  has  been  continued 
on  the  basis  of  the  householders  paying  for  the  same  by  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  tickets.  The  amount  received  for  sale  of  tickets  does  not 
cover  the  entire  cost  of  the  work  and  the  difference  is  made  up 
through  an  appropriation  for  such  service. 

Crusher 

The  crusher  was  operated  a  few  days  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  summer  in  order  that  a  small  amount  of  cobble  stone  which 
had  been  removed  from  the  Vernon  Street  and  Cottage  Street 
construction  be  crushed.  Following  the  custom  of  the  two  previous 
years,  crushed  stone  has  been  purchased  and  delivered  on  the.  job. 
Proposals  for  stone  were  received  from  the  New  England  Crushed 
Stone  Co.  and  the  West  Roxbury  Trap  Rock  Co.  Both  companies 
submitted  the  same  price  or  $2.50  per  ton  and  the  contract  was 
divided  between  them.  The  stone  purchased  was  of  good  quality 
and  both  companies  gave  excellent  service.  The  amount  delievered 
was  as  follows:

The  main  street  sewers  have  been  given  a  thorough  cleaning  and 
flushing  and  are  in  good  working  condition. 

Filter  Beds 

The  beds  have  been  thoi’oughly  cleaned  and  are  in  good  condi¬ 
tion.  As  stated  in  the  1926  report  they  will,  with  careful  watching 


and  care,  provide  for  the  dry  weather  flow.  During  the  wet  periods 
however,  they  become  overloaded  and  considerable  amounts  of 
raw  or  unfiltered  sewage  finds  its  way  directly  into  the  Neponset 
River.  The  overloaded  condition  is  to  a  certain  degree  caused 
by  infilteration  or  leakage  of  ground  water  into  the  sewers  and 
house  connections,  and  to  a  large  degree  by  the  custom  or  practice 
of  property  owners  allowing  cellar  drainage  to  enter  the  sewers. 
This  is  a  dangerous  practice  and  should  be  discontinued.  The 
sewers  are  constructed  and  the  disposal  works  designed  to  care 
for  sewage  only  and  any  roof  or  cellar  drainage  causes  an  addi¬ 
tional  burden  and  the  street  sewers  and  disposal  works  are  over¬ 
loaded  to  a  point  far  beyond  their  capacity. 

In  the  erection  of  sanitary  plumbing  inside  of  all  houses  and 
other  buildings,  every  care  is  taken  to  secure  absolutely  air  tight 
work  in  order  that  odor  or  sewer  gas  from  the  gas  street  mains 
be  excluded.  This  is  accomplished  by  trapping  independent  fix¬ 
tures  such  as  toilets,  set  tubs,  lavatories,  kitchen  sinks,  etc.,  and 
as  an  additional  precaution  these  traps  are  vented  in  order  to 
prevent  siphonage.  There  is  no  running  trap  on  the  main  four- 
inch  pipe  which  connects  the  cellar  or  building  to  the  main  street 
sewer  and  by  removing  the  cap  from  the  cleanout  (in  order  to 
drain  water  from  the  cellar)  a  clear  opening  leading  from  the 
street  sewer  directly  into  the  cellar  is  made  with  the  result  that 
sewer  odors  and  gasses  are  allowed  to  enter  the  cellar  and  from 
which  it  penetrates  the  entire  house.  From  the  health  standpoint 
alone  it  is  a  dangerous  practice  and  should  be  discontinued  for 
sanitary  reasons  if  for  no  other. 


Drains  Division 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  connection  with 
the  drainage  system.  The  work  has  consisted  of  repairs,  altera¬ 
tions  and  maintenance  of  the  existing  drains  and  the  construction 
of  new  drains  and  catch  basins.  The  construction  has  been  done 
in  accordance  with  a  plan  which,  if  adhered  to,  will  eventually 
provide  for  the  entire  drainage  system  of  the  town.

Water  Division 

Due  to  the  heavy  rainfall  during  the  summer  months  the  supply 
has  held  up  remarkably  well.  The  entire  supply  was  taken  from 
the  Ellis  source  from  January  1  to  June  14.  On  June  14  the  West- 
wood  pump  was  started  and  run  a  portion  of  each  day  until  Octo¬ 
ber  7,  at  which  time  the  Ellis  station  was  shut  down  and  the 
entire  supply  was  pumped  from  Westwood  until  December  9.  From 
December  9  to  December  12  the  Westwood  pump  was  run  a  portion 
of  each  day  and  the  balance  of  the  supply  was  taken  from  Ellis. 
On  December  13  the  Westwood  station  was  shut  down  for  the 
winter  and  the  entire  supply  was  taken  from  the  Ellis  station. 

Following  the  custom  of  preceding  years,  by  starting  the  West- 
wood  pump  early  in  the  season,  the  water  at  the  Ellis  source  has 
been  maintained  at  a  high  level  in  the  ground,  with  the  result  that 
it  has  been  possible  to  operate  the  pumps  at  Ellis  at  their  full 
capacity  and  the  water  has  been  of  good  quality. 

All  of  the  water  taken  from  the  Westwood  source  has  been 
filtered. 

As  usual,  monthly  samples  from  both  sources  have  been  sent 
to  the  State  Department  of  Health  for  analysis  and  they  report 
the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

The  pumping  machinery  at  both  stations  is  in  good  condition 
and,  barring  accident,  should  be  of  service  for  several  years  in  the 
future.

During  the  year  1927  the  department  has  done  its  usual  work 
such  as  burials,  maintenance,  construction  and  private  work.  131 
burials  and  4  removals  have  been  made.  Improvement  work  con¬ 
sisted  of  grading  and  seeding  11,340  square  feet  in  Section  44, 
digging  over  but  not  grading  11,200  square  feet  in  Section  21, 
excavating  2800  square  feet  of  avenue  in  Section  21.  The  follow¬ 
ing  avenues  were  rolled,  oiled  and  sanded:  North  and  South 
Highland  View,  Cypress,  Woodward,  Groveland,  Maplewood,  St. 
Catherine’s,  St.  James’,  St.  Paul,  St.  Mary’s,  St.  Cecelia’s,  St. 
Martin’s  and  Holy  Cross. 

For  the  year  1928  I  would  recommend  the  following:  that  the 
remaining  avenues,  Putnam,  Warren,  Mound,  Lincoln,  Myrtle,  160 
feet  in  St.  Joseph’s,  96  feet  in  St.  Cecelia’s,  Franklin  and  part  of 
the  four  foot  walks  be  oiled;  that  5520  square  feet  in  Section  10 
be  dug  over  and  graded;  that  Section  21  be  seeded,  walks  surfaced 
and  bounds  set;  that  grave  markers  be  set  in  Section  18;  that  in 
Section  28  four  plots  be  excavated  and  walks  surfaced;  and  that 
bounds  be  set  in  Section  44.

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

The  work  of  this  department  has,  as  usual,  consisted  of  spraying 
all  shade  trees  bordering  the  streets  and  a  large  amount  of  shrub¬ 
bery  and  trees  on  private  property. 

Considering  the  small  expense  of  the  department  the  results 
obtained  from  spraying  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  equipment  is  in  good  condition  for  use  during  the  coming 
season. 

Sixty  new  maple  trees  have  been  set  out,  some  taking  the  place 
of  those  destroyed  or  broken,  either  by  boys  or  trucks  backing  or 
running  into  them,  or  other  causes,  and  the  balance  in  streets 
where  no  trees  had  before  been  planted. 

During  the  past  season  considerable  work  has  been  done  in 
pruning  and  caring  for  the  older  trees,  also  the  removal  of  dead 
and  partially  dead  trees. 

The  shade  trees  along  the  streets  in  Norwood  are  one  of  its 
principal  attractions  and  more  care  should  be  given  them,  and, 
in  order  to  keep  them  in  good  condition,  a  larger  appropriation 
than  has  heretofore  been  available  should  be  made. 

One  thousand  white  and  one  thousand  Scotch  pine  seedlings 
were  set  out  on  the  town  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ellis 
pumping  station.

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 


The  past  year  shows  another  successful  business  year  for  the 
department.  The  load  was  very  much  increased.  Nearly  10% 
more  light  was  added  to  the  streets  by  placing  larger  lights  in  the 
business  section  and  where  traffic  sections  need  more  light.  This 
and  the  new  traffic  signals  placed  Norwood  first  in  its  class  in 
reducing  accidents. 

The  connected  load  increased  as  follows:  32  h.  p.  of  motors 
and  the  equivalent  to  6515,  40  watt  lamps. 

The  addition  to  the  Station  has  been  completed  and  most  of  the 
equipment  is  here  and  will  be  installed  and  put  into  service  from 
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time  to  time  without  interruption  to  service.  When  fully  com¬ 
pleted  Norwood  will  have  one  of  the  very  latest  type  of  equipment 
in  a  fire-proof  building.  This  will  insure  our  consumers  a  better 
service  than  it  was  possible  to  give  before  to  both  power  and 
lighting  users. 


FIRE  ALARM  DEPARTMENT

Last  year  the  old  type  of  fire  alarm  call  boxes  were  changed  to 
the  new  Standard  Non-interfering  and  Succession  type.  The  lines 
are  in  good  condition  and  very  little  trouble  has  been  encountered 
with  the  system. 


INSPECTION  OF  WIRES 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Inspector 

During  the  year  136  wiring  permits  were  issued.  This  is  not 
as  many  as  usual  due  to  the  decrease  in  building.  The  work  has 
been  done  in  a  first  class  manner  and  was  done  mostly  by  local 
contractors.  Only  a  few  minor  changes  had  to  be  made  upon 
inspection.  Pipe  and  B.  X.  wire  were  used  in  every  installation. 
12  of  the  136  permits  issued  were  for  unwired  dwellings.  This 
brings  Norwood’s  percentage  of  wired  dwellings  to  above  99%. 

PARKS 

Mr.  John  E.  Colburn,  Superintendent 

Early  in  the  spring  the  Town  Square  Park  was  graded,  seeded 
and  rolled.  Gravel  walks,  on  top  of  which  a  layer  of  stone  dust 
was  spread,  were  constructed.*  The  grass  has  been  cut  and  the 
park  kept  in  good  condition  throughout  the  summer. 

The  Bond  Street  Park  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  by  cut¬ 
ting  the  grass  and  trimming,  etc.,  and  it  has  had  a  neat,  attractive 
appearance. 

At  the  Eliot  Park  a  considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  by 
means  of  filling.  During  the  early  part  of  the  winter  2340  cubic 
yards  of  gravel  was  taken  from  a  pit  on  Neponset  Street  and  used 
for  grading  and  filling.  This  gravel  was  given  to  the  town  by 
Mr.  Charles  J.  Prescott,  the  cost  being  the  expense  of  loading, 
hauling,  depositing  and  spreading  it  at  the  park.  In  addition  to 
the  gravel  taken  from  the  above  pit  about  2500  cubic  yards  were 
taken  from  an  existing  bank  at  the  site  of  the  park  and  used  for 
filling. 

Before  the  park  can  be  used  as  a  playground  or  for  recreation 
purposes  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  a  large  amount  of  work  such 
as  filling,  leveling,  grading,  rolling,  surfacing,  etc.  Drainage  should 
be  provided  and  the  entire  area  smoothed  over. 
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In  order  to  bring  the  surface  to  the  finished  grade  it  will  be 
necessary  to  rehandle  a  considerable  amount  of  material  now  on 
the  ground.  If  the  surface  is  brought  to  a  sub  grade  and  leveled, 
smoothed  and  rolled  it  will  provide  an  area  of  five  acres  which 
can  be  used  for  playgrounds  or  other  purposes.  As  the  finished 
surface  of  the  park  is  about  eight  feet  lower  than  the  gi'ound 
located  at  the  rear  of  the  Balch  School  it  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  means  of  access  and  a  set  of  steps  should  be  constructed. 

The  Shattuck  Park  has  been  improved  by  the  removal  of  un¬ 
sightly  trees,  construction  of  walks,  etc.  This  work  has  been 
done  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Arthur  Shurtleff,  landscape 
architect,  of  Boston.  A  substantial  rustic  stone  wall  was  con¬ 
structed  around  the  Winter  Street  side  and  adds  to  the  general 
appearance.  The  expense  of  all  of  the  work  in  connection  with 
removing  of  trees,  construction  of  walks,  etc.,  was  paid  by  Mrs. 
Emma  L.  Shattuck.  The  wall  was  built  at  the  expense  of  the 
town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1927 

January  14,  1928. 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year 
1927. 

There  were  held  fifty  regular  and  nine  special  meetings. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  January  17,  1927,  Harold  W. 
Baker  and  Phillips  Dennett  were  elected  Selectmen  for  the  ensuing 
three  years;  Mr.  Baker  being  re-elected  and  Mr.  Dennett  succeed¬ 
ing  Eugene  Endicott  who  had  refused  re-nomination. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  18,  1927, 
by  the  unanimous  re-election  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  as  Chairman 
and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  also  ap¬ 
pointed  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’  Benefit  Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial 
Agent. 

The  following  appointments  were  made  during  the  year: 
January  4.  Lewis  G.  Thorpe,  local  moth  suppression  superintend¬ 
ent,  subject  to  approval  of  Division  of  Forrestry,  Department 
of  Conservation,  which  approval  was  given  January  11,  1927; 
reappointment  for  one  year  from  January  1,  1927. 

February  15.  Walter  J.  Hobson,  town  fish  and  game  warden; 
reappointment  for  one  year  from  March  1,  1927.  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Game,  which  was  given  February  21,  1927. 

February  15.  John  J.  Hannigan,  chief  of  fire  department,  ap¬ 
pointed  forest  fire  warden  subject  to  approval  of  Division  of 
Forestry,  Department  of  Conservation,  which  approval  was  given 
on  February  4,  1927,  for  term  of  one  year  beginning  January 
1,  1927. 

March  15.  Albert  Fales,  Inspector  of  animals,  reappointment,  term 
ending  March  31,  1928.  Subject  to  approval  of  Department  of 
Conservation,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  which  approval  was 
given  on  March  29,  1927. 

March  15.  Edward  A.  Flaherty,  assessor  for  term  of  three  years 
beginning  April  1,  1927,  subject  to  confirmation  by  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  which  approval  was  given  on 
March  18,  1927. 

April  26.  Jennie  F.  Fales,  John  R.  Parker  and  Mary  G.  Millott, 
board  of  relief,  reappointments. 

April  26.  William  H.  Sullivan,  pound  keeper  and  dog  officer. 
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William  J.  Barrett,  J.  Irving  Reid,  and  Thomas  C.  Lydon,  field 

drivers,  reappointments. 

Charles  O.  Littlefield,  Austin  L.  Maddox,  and  John  J.  Flaherty 

(34  Granite  Street)  fence  viewers,  reappointments. 

James  A.  Halloran,  town  counsel,  reappointment. 

Forrest  M.  Douglass,  inspector  of  buildings,  reappointment. 

George  A.  Smith,  acting  inspector  of  buildings  in  absence  of 

Inspector  Douglas,  reappointment.

The  foregoing  appointments  made  on  April  26,  1927,  are  for 
terms  of  one  year  respectively  from  May  1,  1927.

December  13.  William  J.  Barrett,  Peter  M.  Curran,  Charles  R. 

Donnell,  and  John  F.  Lee,  appointed  dog  officers  for  period  De¬ 
cember  15,  1927,  to  May  1,  1928. 

There  were  appointed  from  time  to  time  various  sworn  weighers, 
measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  surveyors  of  lumber  and  measurers 
of  leather,  and  special  police  officers. 

On  October  18,  1927,  Phillips  Dennett  gave  notice  of  his  resig¬ 
nation  to  the  Selectmen  due  to  his  removal  from  Norwood  and 
establishment  of  a  residence  in  Medfield.  The  Selectmen  were  not 
required  under  the  existing  law  to  take  action  to  fill  the  vacancy 
until  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  16,  1928. 

On  December  6,  1927,  Lewis  D.  Thorpe  presented  his  resignation 
as  General  Manager  to  take  effect  as  the  Selectmen  might  decide, 
but  not  later  than  February  1,  1928,  which  resignation  was  accepted. 

Licenses  or  permits  were  granted  from  time  to  time  to  various 
persons  upon  due  consideration  for  the  conduct  of  certain  lines  of 
business  in  the  manner  required  by  law  as  follows:  Common  vic- 
tualers;  lodging  house;  employment  office;  pool  and  billiard  room; 
bowling  alley;  second  hand  furniture;  junk  collectors;  public 
amusement;  local  peddling;  Sunday  sales;  motor  bus  transporta¬ 
tion;  purchase,  sale  and  exchange  of  second  hand  motor  vehicles — 
classes  1,  2  and  3;  Lord’s  Day  entertainment;  keeping,  storing  and 
selling  gasoline  and  motor  oil;  garage;  public  repair  shop;  oper¬ 
ator  of  motor  busses;  sale  of  refreshments  at  band  concerts  by 
American  Legion  Local  Auxiliary;  sale  of  flowers  on  streets  by 
Post  No.  70  American  Legion  for  Welfare  Fund;  rental,  sale  and 
lease  of  fire-arms  to  April  30,  1928,  by  Frank  W.  Fay,  Washington 
Street;  disturbance  of  street  surfaces  for  underground  work;  ob¬ 
struction  of  certain  sidewalks  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  adjoin- 
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ing  buildings;  erection  and  maintenance  of  goal  posts  for  soccer 
games  by  students  on  the  park  on  the  northerly  side  of  Bond 
Street  on  the  application  of  the  Junior  High  School  officials  as 
limited;  conduct  of  carnival  of  Elks  Park;  erection  and  maintenance 
of  sign  on  Shattuck  Park;  merry-go-round  by  Norwood  Lodge  of 
Elks;  Circus  (fee  $100);  tag-day  by  Salvation  Army  also  open 
air  meeting  at  band  stand  lot;  Norwood  Theatre  Building  marquee; 
parades  on  Sunday  and  other  days  to  specific  organizations;  public 
exhibition  by  Junior  High  School  students  for  hire  and  reward. 

Action  by  way  of  recommendation  to  the  State  Director  of 
Standards  was  taken  with  respect  to  various  applications  for 
licenses  to  peddle  in  other  localities  in  the  State  which  were  re¬ 
ferred  by  the  Director  for  consideration  and  report. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

The  case  of  Alfred  L.  Atwood  against  the  town  in  which  an 
assessment  of  damages  by  a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Nor¬ 
folk  County  was  claimed  for  land  fronting  on  a  proposed  street 
shown  as  Cleveland  Street  taken  in  fee  by  right  of  eminent  domain 
for  public  school  purposes  (as  the  sum  of  $1500  awarded  as 
damages  was  unsatisfactory)  was  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  As  the  time  of  trial  approached  negotiations  for  a  com¬ 
promise  settlement  were  had  and  a  settlement  mutually  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  Mr.  Atwood  and  the  Selectmen  was  reached  through  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  $2300  by  the  town  to  Mr.  Atwood  for  the 
parcel  of  land  in  question  and  for  an  adjoining  parcel  containing 
about  7500  feet  as  reported  to  and  accepted  by  the  town  at  the 
special  town  meeting  held  December  29,  1927.  In  addition  to  a 
release  of  damages  Mr.  Atwood  gave  to  the  town  a  conveyance  of 
both  parcels  by  a  quitclaim  deed. 

On  April  27,  1927,  actions  of  tort  were  brought  against  the  town 
by  George  W.  Pelham  and  Eva  H.  Pelham  of  Quincy  in  the  Su¬ 
perior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  to  recover  for  personal  injuries 
and  property  damage  alleged  to  have  resulted  on  October  24,  1926, 
from  the  defective  condition  of  Dean  Street.  These  cases  were 
referred  to  the  law  department  for  attention  and  the  action  taken 
by  that  department  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel. 

Certain  other  claims  against  the  town  had  consideration  and 
such  action  was  taken  following  investigations  and  report  by  the 
General  Manager  and  advice  from  the  law  department  as  appeared 
to  be  desirable  or  necessary  in  each  instance. 

It  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  these  claims  in  this 
report.  Perhaps  it  should  be  stated,  however,  that  the  compromise 
settlement  of  the  claims  of  John  H.  and  Mary  E.  Maguire  for  per¬ 
sonal  injury  and  property  damage  to  which  reference  was  made 
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in  our  report  for  1926,  was  completed  in  January,  1927,  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  sum  of  $1742.16  which  was  appropriated  by  the  town 
for  the  purpose.

Extension  of  Nichols  Street  northwesterly; 

New  street  southerly  from  Bellevue  Avenue; 

Extension  of  Bond  Street  also  of  Rosemary  Street  and  Chicker- 
ing  Road; 

Layout  of  new  street  connecting  the  extension  of  Rosemary 
Street  with  the  extension  of  Chickering  Road; 

Proposed  parkway  from  Walpole  Street  at  Bond  Street  to  Nichols 
Street,  also  as  to  establishment  of  exterior  lines  for  the  proposed 
way; 

Location  of  exterior  lines  of  proposed  Grant  Avenue,  Garfield 
Avenue  and  Monroe  Street; 

Lay  out  of  Hawthorn  Street  900  feet  northwesterly  from  Winter 
Street; 

Lay  out  of  Fairview  Street;

Orders  of  taking  by  right  of  eminent  domain  were  adopted  with 
respect  to  various  parcels  of  land  as  follows,  the  preliminary  action 
required  by  law  as  to  location,  lay  out  or  otherwise  having  been 
taken  in  each  instance:

Land  taken  as  Park  Commissioners  in  fee  for  a  public 
park  from  S.  Seveniauskas  and  located  on  River  Street  as  shown  on 
a  plan  made  by  George  A.  Smith,  Town  Engineer,  dated  March  23, 
1927.  Area  30,740  square  feet.  Award  to  owner,  $800.00. 

May  24.  Easement  for  alteration  by  widening  of  Central  Street 
from  Lyman  Place  northerly  in  Norwood  Housing  Association,  Inc., 
and  Winslow  Brothers  &  Smith  Company  lands. 

March  24.  Easement  for  a  main  drain  in  two  sections,  viz: 

Section  A — from  Bullard  Street  to  Beech  Street. 

Section  B — from  Beech  Street  to  Nichols  Street,  through  lands 
of  various  owners. 


Washington  Street  Widening 

The  widening  of  Washington  Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and 
Prospect  Street  as  to  which  a  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners 
was  filed  in  1926  had  considerable  attention  in  its  various  phases 
during  the  year  including  attendance  at  hearings  before  and  con¬ 
ference  with  the  County  Commissioners,  also  various  conferences 
with  the  Finance  Commission  and  Planning  Board  and  with  citizens 
interested  and  preparation  of  plans.  Consideration  was  given  to  the 
extent  and  character  of  the  proposed  widening  and  to  the  damages 
involved.  Substantial  progress  was  made  in  reaching  a  decision 
which  would  accomplish  the  end  sought  and  would  be  generally 
acceptable  and  which  would  be  put  into  effect  in  1928  by  a  decree 
of  the  County  Commissioners  directing  that  the  widening  be  made. 
It  is  understood  that  contributions  to  the  expense  of  the  widening 
will  be  made  by  the  State  and  County  in  the  sum  of  $8,000.00 
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Granolithic  and  Other  Sidewalks 

The  construction  of  granolithic  sidewalks  was  ordered  as  to 
Nahatan  Street  southerly  side  from  Washington  Street  to  Fulton 
Street,  thence  on  Fulton  Street  easterly  side  to  a  point  near  Pros¬ 
pect  Avenue  and  thence  on  Prospect  Avenue  northerly  side  to  Pros¬ 
pect  Street  subject  to  assessments. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  existing  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Walpole  Street  between  Endicott  Street  and  property  of  Francis 
W.  Plimpton  and  Harriet  W.  Lane  was  ordered  subject  to  assess¬ 
ments. 

The  construction  of  a  granolithic  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of 
Prospect  Street  between  Nichols  Street  and  Vernon  Street  was 
ordered  subject  to  assessments. 

The  installation  of  a  cement  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  new  senior 
high  school  premises  on  Nichols  Street  was  authorized. 

Assessments  were  levied  for  the  construction  of  a  granolithic 
sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of  Washington  Street  between  Nor¬ 
wood  Hose  No.  2  property  and  existing  cement  sidewalk  on  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  at  Dean  Street,  also  for  the  portion  of  sidewalk  on 
easterly  side  of  Walpole  Street  between  Walnut  Avenue  and  Chapel 
Street. 


Betterment  Assessments 

Action  in  accordance  with  law  was  taken  assessing  betterments 
for  public  improvements  which  had  been  completed  as  follows: 

May  17,  1927.  Elliot  Street  Extension. 

September  6,  1927.  Alteration  by  widening  of  a  portion  of 
Nahatan  Street;  alteration  and  relocation  of  a  portion  of  Central 
Street,  both  existing  town  ways,  and 

Lay-out  and  construction  of  two  new  ways  known  as  Cottage 
Street  East  and  a  proposed  street  so-called,  all  forming  a  single 
improvement. 

September  6,  1927.  A  Public  Park  known  as  Memorial  Park  as 
located  and  constructed. 

September  13,  1927.  Brookfield  Road,  a  new  way  as  laid  out  and 
constructed. 

October  11,  1927.  Cypress  Street,  Sycamore  Street  and  Lincoln 
Street  Extension  as  laid  out  and  constructed,  all  forming  a  single 
improvement. 

Petitions  were  filed  by  Myer  Dana  and  by  Charles  G.  and  Cath¬ 
erine  J.  Maguire  respectively  requesting  abatement  of  assessments 
levied  with  respect  to  the  Town  Square  Street  and  park  improve¬ 
ments  and  hearings  were  held.  The  requests  were  given  due  con¬ 
sideration  and  abatements  were  denied  as  no  abatements  were 
found  necessary. 
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Restraint  of  Dogs 

Upon  notice  from  the  State  Director  of  Animal  Industry  that 
there  was  grave  danger  of  an  outbreak  and  spread  of  rabies,  and 
that  dogs  should  be  restrained  from  running  at  large  which  would 
be  ordered  by  the  State,  if  not  ordered  by  the  local  authorities,  an 
order  was  adopted  on  December  6,  1927,  restraining  all  dogs  from 
running  at  large  in  Noi’wood  for  the  period  of  ninety  days  from 
December  15,  1927.  Due  notice  was  given  of  this  order  and  addi¬ 
tional  dog  officers  were  appointed  to  assist  in  its  enforcement. 

Motor  Bus  Transportation 

The  license  of  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  for  the 
operation  of  five  motor  busses  through  the  town  on  route  between 
Boston  and  Providence  was  renewed. 

The  license  of  the  Medway  and  Dedham  Street  Railway  to  operate 
motor  busses  between  Norwood  and  Westwood  was  renewed.  This 
company  failed  to  function  under  this  license  and  thereafter  a 
license  was  granted  to  the  Medway  &  Dedham  Bus  Line  Inc.  (known 
as  the  Johnson  Bus  Line)  to  operate  two  motor  coaches  for  one  year 
from  April  18,  1927  between  Norwood  and  Westwood  on  a  schedule 
calling  for  eight  trips  daily  with  a  rate  tariff  of  15  cents  between 
Norwood  and  Westwood  and  5  cents  between  Prospect  Street  and 
Norwood  Central  Station  in  Norwood  over  a  route  as  to  Norwood 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  viz:  Clapboardtree 
Street,  Nahatan  Street,  Prospect  Street  to  Winter  Street  and  re¬ 
turning  by  Prospect  Street  to  Nahatan  Street  thence  to  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  and  returning  by  Prospect  Street  to  Nahatan  Street 
thence  to  Washington  Street  to  Guild  Street  to  Norwood  Centi'al 
Station.  A  condition  of  the  license  was  that  it  should  become  void 
unless  there  was  continuous  operation  under  it  for  thirty  conse¬ 
cutive  days  from  April  26th  the  date  of  issue. 

Miscellaneous 

Extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  were  ordered  subject  to  the 
assessments  usual  in  such  cases  in  the  following  streets,  viz: 
Cypress,  Sycamore,  Lincoln,  Quincy  Avenue,  Day  and  Bullard. 

Extensions  of  the  water  system  mains  were  ordered  in  Cleveland 
Street  and  Grant  Avenue. 

The  purchase  from  Fred  L.  Fisher  for  school  purposes  of  the 
parcel  of  land  located  on  Pleasant  Street  as  authorized  by  action 
taken  at  the  special  town  meeting  held  March  23,  1927,  was  com¬ 
pleted  on  May  17,  1927,  through  the  receipt  from  Mr.  Fisher  of  a 
proper  deed  conveying  title  to  the  town  and  the  payment  of  the 
purchase  price. 
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Recommendation  was  made  to  the  town  in  agreement  with  the 
Finance  Commission  that  the  compensation  of  each  call  man  in  the 
Fire  Department  should  be  increased  $30  yearly  effective  as  of 
January  1,  1927,  and  that  the  balance  of  the  increase  petitioned  for 
be  provided  in  the  year  1928  effective  as  of  January  1,  1928. 

Recommendation  was  made  to  the  Town  in  agreement  with  the 
Finance  Commission  of  an  increase  in  salaries  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  from  $1,500.  to  $2,000  be  apportioned  as  follows:  Chair¬ 
man,  $1,000,  remaining  members,  $500  each. 

New  regulations  were  adopted  making  effective  a  schedule  of 
increased  charges  with  respect  to  Highland  Cemetery  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Finance  Commission. 

The  alteration  by  widening  of  Morse  Street  was  considered. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Selectmen  of  Sharon  for  the 
perambulation  of  the  Norwood-Sharon  boundary  line  at  a  later 
date. 

The  erection  of  a  flag  pole  and  flag  at  Highland  Cemetery  was 
ordered. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  Planning  Board  and  consideration 
and  approval  were  given  to  its  draft  of  the  proposed  zoning  by-law 
which  was  subsequently  submitted  to  the  citizens  and  adopted  at 
the  special  town  meeting  held  May  12,  1927. 

Authority  was  given  to  Chief  of  Police  Sullivan  to  grant  licenses 
to  persons  to  purchase,  rent  or  lease  pistols  and  revolvers. 

With  respect  to  Dean  Hall  and  Lithuanian  Hall  it  was  determined 
that  dance  permits  should  not  issue  for  such  entertainments  to  be 
held  on  Saturday  nights  and  that  as  to  other  week-day  nights  when 
permits  were  given  two  police  officers  should  be  in  attendance  at 
the  dances  so  authorized. 

Action  was  taken  with  respect  to  repairs  by  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  on  the  overhead  railroad 
bridge  at  Guild  Street. 

An  automatic  pedestal  traffic  signal  was  installed  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Walpole  and  Winter  Streets.  A  flashing  beacon  light  was 
installed  at  the  intersection  of  Nahatan  and  Prospect  Streets. 

The  deed  granting  to  the  town  an  easement  or  right  of  way  for 
all  town  and  highway  purposes  over  a  strip  of  land  fronting  on 
Washington  Street  and  extending  northerly  from  Railroad  Avenue 
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was  received  from  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York,  owner, 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  its  license  for  the  conduct 
of  an  oil  and  gasoline  station  on  its  land  adjoining  the  right  of  way. 
Upon  report  from  the  law  department  that  the  deed  was  in  order 
it  was  submitted  to  the  Town  for  acceptance  and  such  acceptance 
was  voted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  December  29,  1927. 

The  request  made  by  the  school  authorities  for  the  use  by  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  reservoir  premises  for  a  hockey  field  was  considered 
and  it  was  determined  that  such  use  involved  a  potential  health 
menace  as  regards  the  water  supply  and  that  it  would  not  be 
approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  the  request  was 
refused.  Appropriate  action  was  also  taken  to  safeguard  the 
premises. 

A  Christmas  tree  donated  by  Post  70,  American  Legion,  was 
erected  and  maintained  in  Memorial  Park  during  the  Christmas 
season. 

On  May  21st,  1927,  the  following  were  appointed  as  an  advisory 
committee  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Selectmen  with  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  changes  in  the  by-laws  relating  to  buildings  as 
regards  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  preservation  of  life,  viz: 
Forrest  M.  Douglas,  James  H.  Murphy,  Carroll  P.  Nead,  Eli  M. 
Chamberlain  and  James  E.  Pendergast. 

The  respective  rights  of  the  Town  and  the  land  owners  as  to  the 
existing  main  drain  southerly  from  Railroad  Avenue  through  Cur¬ 
ran  and  Fahey  lands,  being  a  1906  lay-out,  were  investigated  and 
advice  obtained  from  the  law  department. 

The  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Municipal  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  building  on  Central  Street  and  the  purchase  of  additional 
equipment  for  the  department  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $1,800  were 
approved. 

A  new  heating  plant  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  was  authorized 
through  use  of  available  funds. 

The  purchase  of  a  new  motor  cycle  for  the  Police  Department 
through  use  of  available  funds  was  authorized. 

The  fee  for  a  license  to  maintain  a  marquee  over  a  public  way 
was  fixed  at  $10. 

The  purchase  of  the  automatic  over  head  traffic  signals  as  main¬ 
tained  on  Washington  Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Guild 
Street  was  authorized. 
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St.  George  Avenue  was  re-numbered  to  accord  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  by-laws. 

The  interest  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  in  the  forty-four  steel  poles  on  Washington  Street  in  the 
business  sesction,  in  which  poles  the  Town  hold  equal  interest 
through  the  Municipal  Light  Department,  was  purchased  for  the 
Town  for  the  sum  of  $660  subject  to  certain  future  use  by  that 
company  after  considerable  negotiation  with  the  officials  as  to 
character  and  extent  of  the  use  by  the  town  and  now  defined  in 
the  agreement  of  sale. 

An  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  as  to  the  cost,  use  and  maintenance  of  a  new 
line  of  fourteen  .  poles  jointly  owned  with  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  of  the  Town  to  take  the  place  of  an  old  line  of  poles 
and  joint  and  identical  locations  in  place  of  the  old  locations  were 
granted  for  the  new  poles  and  wires  and  fixtures. 

At  the  request  of  the  Building  Inspector  we  joined  with  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Building  Inspector  in  hearings 
given  by  the  Building  Inspector  on  the  petition  of  Witton  Levis  for 
a  laundry  building  permit  on  premises  on  Cottage  Street  which 
Mr.  Levis  contemplated  purchasing  and  approved  the  refusal  by  the 
Building  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit. 

The  amount  apportioned  by  the  County  Commissioners  to  Nor¬ 
wood  for  the  care,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Norfolk  County 
Hospital  was  $6,386.07. 

Consideration  was  given  and  recommendation  was  made  to  the 
Town  as  to  the  purchase  from  Hon.  W.  Cameron  Forbes  of  19  acres 
of  land  located  on  the  westerly  side  of  Everett  Street  for  gravel  pit 
purposes  at  $700  an  acre.  Action  at  the  Town  Meeting  at  which 
the  matter  was  presented  was  adverse  to  the  purchase. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  establishment  of  a  building  line 
on  Washington  Street  from  East  Hoyle  Street  to  Lenox  Street  on 
the  easterly  side  making  a  set  back  as  proposed  of  4%  to  5  feet. 

On  April  5,  1927,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  the  Selectmen  with  respect  to  their  duties  as  park  com¬ 
missioners  in  the  matter  of  providing,  using  and  controlling  play¬ 
grounds  as  follows,  viz:  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Chairman  of  Select¬ 
men;  Frederick  A.  Cleveland,  Chairman  of  School  Committee;  Dr. 
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Harold  G.  Matters,  President  of  Board  of  Governors  of  Norwood 
Civic  Association;  Mrs.  Lucille  W.  Riemer  and  Miss  Maude  A. 
Shattuck.  This  committee  oi'ganized  by  choosing  Mrs.  Reimer  as 
Chairman  and  Miss  Shattuck  as  Secretary.  Playgrounds  were  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  Balch,  Shattuck  and  Winslow  Schools  and  at  the 
Fisher  lot. 

The  wage  scale  policy  adopted  as  a  five-year  program  for  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  calling  for  a  minimum  salary  of  $1,500. 
and  a  maximum  salary  of  $2,000.  for  permanent  men  other  than 
the  Chief  and  Sergeant  of  the  Police  Department  and  the  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Department  was  determined  to  be  worthy  of  continuance. 

The  purchase  of  a  squad  wagon  with  water  pump  attachment  and 
of  pumping  equipment  of  capacity  of  not  more  than  150  gallons  per 
minute  for  use  of  the  Fire  Department  was  approved. 

The  amount  fixed  by  the  Division  of  Local  Taxation,  State 
Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  for  which  the  surety 
bond  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  would  be 
approved  for  $46,660. 

From  time  to  time  as  occasion  required  deeds  for  lots  in  High¬ 
land  Cemetery  were  approved  and  ordered  to  be  delivered. 

Warrants  for  the  payment  of  all  expenses  of  the  conduct  of  the 
various  departments  under  our  charge  were  regularly  issued. 

Approval  of  various  note  issues  and  sales  of  notes  was  given  as 
provided  by  law. 

Soldiers’  relief  payments  were  authorized. 

A  list  of  citizens  qualified  for  jury  duty  was  prepared  and  is 
appended. 

Warrants  were  prepared  for  the  annual  and  for  special  town 
meetings  containing  articles  appropriate  for  action  as  to  matters 
to  be  considered  as  determined  by  us  or  as  petitioned  for  and  the 
meetings  so-called  were  duly  held  thereunder. 

Election  officers  were  appointed  for  service  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Grand  and  traverse  jurors  were  drawn  upon  notice  given  as 
required  by  law. 

Water  rates  were  abated  where  good  reasons  for  such  action 
were  shown. 
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Band  concerts  were  arranged  and  given  at  the  Elks’  Park  in 
accordance  with  the  appropriation  therefor. 

Joint  locations  were  granted  to  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  and  to  the  Municipal  Light  Department  for  35 
poles  on  Nahatan  Street  and  7  poles  on  Fulton  Street. 

The  following  citizens  were  appointed  an  advisory  committee  on 
public  safety,  viz:  Carl  A.  Johnson,  Robert  E.  Costello,  George  H. 
O’Brien,  Charles  J.  Rich,  William  LI.  Sullivan,  and  John  J.  Hannigan 
and  rendered  excellent  service. 

The  extension  of  Plimpton  Avenue  was  considered. 

On  October  20,  1927  the  boundary  line  between  Norwood  and 
Walpole  was  perambulated. 

Selectmen  Dalton  and  Baker  acted  as  a  committee  on  exercises 
in  the  matter  of  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Memorial 
Municipal  Building. 

On  July  12,  1927,  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted  for  the 
operation  of  carriages  and  other  vehicles  on  public  ways  effective 
on  July  19,  1927  at  9  a.m.  These  rules  and  regulations  were  as 
completely  notified  and  widely  published  as  was  proper  and  desir¬ 
able  to  acquaint  the  public  of  their  existence.  Angle  parking  on 
Washington  Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Guild  Street  was 
abolished  and  warning  signs  and  markings  permitting  parallel 
parking  only  were  placed  in  that  section. 

It  was  voted  not  to  proceed  with  the  claim  against  Albert  W. 
Lyon  as  to  injuries  received  by  Martin  King  while  engaged  as  a 
town  employee  as  Mr.  King  released  the  Town  from  all  claims  for 
compensation. 

Winter  employment  in  the  Public  Works  Department  had  con¬ 
sideration. 

Action  was  taken  in  the  interest  of  the  citizens  regulating  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  booths  for  the  display  and  sale  of  fire 
works  for  the  Fourth  of  July  holiday  and  the  period  of  sale. 

In  the  matter  of  a  levy  by  the  assessors  of  assessments  on 
meadow  land  in  the  Neponset  River  section  based  upon  alleged 
benefits  resulting  from  the  improvement  work  performed  by  the 
State  the  assessors  were  advised  that  there  appeared  to  be  no 
benefit  which  would  justify  an  assessment. 
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Quarters  were  provided  by  rental  for  the  local  company  of  the 
National  Guard  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  building. 

A  gravel  sidewalk  was  ordered  on  the  southerly  side  of  Winter 
Street  along  the  Shattuck  Park  frontage. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  by  the  Selectmen  acting  as  a 
board  of  survey  to  the  location  of  a  way  extending  through  private 
property  from  Walpole  Street  at  Bond  Street  to  Nichols  Street  also 
to  the  question  of  action  being  taken  by  the  town  looking  to  the 
establishment  of  the  exterior  lines  of  the  way  as  located  and  shown 
on  the  plan  prepared,  approved  and  filed  following  public  hearings 
held  as  provided  by  law.  It  was  determined  in  view  of  the  estimated 
expense  involved  that  further  action  in  the  matter  be  postponed. 

Street  widenings  were  considered  with  respect  to  the  intersection 
of  Prospect  Street  and  Upland  Road  and  Clapboardtree  Street  and 
Upland  Road. 

The  hearing  held  by  the  legislative  committee  on  the  bill  pre¬ 
sented  with  the  special  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
to  the  Legislature  relative  to  the  extension  of  the  Metropolitan 
Sewerage  System  in  the  valley  of  the  Neponset  River,  at  which 
the  case  for  Norwood  was  presented,  was  followed  by  a  report  and 
action  referring  the  matter  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature 
to  be  held  in  1928.  This  important  matter  will  have  the  attention 
of  the  town  officials  at  that  time. 

Conclusion 

The  activities  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  year  1927  were  constant 
and  as  varied  and  important  as  in  recent  past  years  as  may  be 
appreciated  to  some  extent  at  least  from  the  foregoing  resume. 
The  Selectmen  were  appreciative  of  the  support,  co-operation  and 
consideration  shown  by  their  fellow  officials  and  the  citizens  gene¬ 
rally  and  hope  to  merit  a  continuance  in  the  year  now  beginning.

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report 
together  with  the  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax 
levy  for  the  year  1927. 

Organization,  April  1,  1927 

Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  elected  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pender- 
gast  as  Clerk. 


Assistant  Assessors 

George  L.  Banks,  Benjamin  Paddleford,  Edmund  H.  Sullivan, 
Robert  B.  Oldham,  Eugene  L.  Murphy,  Albert  W.  Tafuse  and 
Michael  J.  Lydon  were  appointed  by  vote  of  the  Board  under  au¬ 
thority  of  Town  Meeting  to  serve  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  or 
such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  determine. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1927 

The  table  of  comparison  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith 
exhibits  the  differences  as  to  the  years  1926  and  1927. 

On  August  9,  1927  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year 
1927  be  determined  as  $29.00  per  thousand. 

It  was  also  voted  at  this  meeting  that  no  assessments  should  be 
levied  as  a  Special  Assessment  against  individual  parcels  of  land 
in  the  Neponset  Valley  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expense 
which  the  Town  has  been  called  upon  to  pay  because  no  special 
benefit  can  be  found  to  exist. 

Filing  of  Statements 

The  Board  of  Assessors  at  this  time  wish  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  all  taxpayers  the  responsibility  placed  upon  each  taxpayer  under 
the  Law  with  regard  to  the  filing  of  statements  of  property  taxable 
in  each  year. 

The  Law  directs  a  mandatory  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  the 
matter  of  abatements  of  taxes  where  application  is  made  by  the 
taxpayer  after  the  15th  day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  are  permitted  to  abate  only  as  the  Law  directs.  If  the 
taxpayer  would  file  an  early  statement  and  before  the  15th  day  of 
May  it  would  save,  in  all  cases  in  question,  the  requirement  of  the 
doomage  as  directed  by  Law.

Organization 

Following  the  annual  election  the  Board  of  Health  met  and 
organized  as  follows: 

Chairman,  William  P.  Nickerson;  Health  Physician,  Dr.  Joseph 
J.  Hagerty;  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  John  A.  Shannon;  Clerk  and 
Agent,  James  E.  Pendergast;  Agent  and  Inspector  of  Milk,  Dr. 
James  J.  Mulvehill. 

The  following  table  shows  the  contagious  diseases  reported  for 
the  year  1927  in  comparison  with  that  of  previous  years: 
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Contagious  Diseases 

The  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to 
isolation  and  quarantine  in  December  1926  appeared  to  have  pro¬ 
duced  very  favorable  results. 

Good  control  has  been  had  in  the  greater  number  of  the  qua¬ 
rantine  cases.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  both  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever  show  a  considerable  reduction  against  the  preceding  years; 
of  this  reduction  as  obtained,  even  though  the  practice  to  hospitalize 
cases  of  these  diseases  has  been  almost  wholly  discontinued. 

Garbage  Collections 

A  new  contract  was  entered  into  during  the  year  1927  covering 
the  period  of  three  years.  The  collections  have  been  more  satis¬ 
factory  under  the  new  contract.  Householders  who  have  reason  to 
complain  of  conditions  are  requested  to  bring  their  complaint  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  steps  will  be  taken  to 
correct  any  failure  to  collect  garbage. 

Tbe  reports  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk,  Public  Health  Nurse  and 
Eye  and  Dental  clinics  are  submitted  herewith.

89  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for 
number  of  bacteria  per  c.c. 

81  samples  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  alone. 

58  samples  for  number  of  bacteria  per  c.c.  alone. 

The  results  of  examination  show  the  milk  examined  to  be  of  a 
very  good  quality  averaging  considerably  above  the  standard  re¬ 
quired  by  the  State  and  in  a  clean,  wholesome  condition  with  a  very 
low  average  bacteria  count. 

Eighty-three  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  inspected 
and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  16,  1928,  Mr. 
John  J.  Coakley  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Finance  Commission 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year  1928  was  organized  with 
Mr.  Charles  J.  Prescott  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Fred  R.  Ellis  as 
Clerk.  Mr6.  Clarissa  G.  Maier  was  elected  as  Executive  Secretary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Finance  Commission  has  as  in  previous 
years,  held  regular  meetings  on  nearly  every  Friday  night  and  have 
endeavored  to  function  as  a  constructive  commission  in  a  co-opera¬ 
tive  manner  rather  than  as  a  Board  of  Critics. 

On  account  of  the  many  urgent  and  increased  demands  which 
are  being  made  from  all  parts  of  the  Town,  it  has  been  necessary 
for  this  commission  to  carefully  consider  all  requests  for  appro¬ 
priations  and  in  exercising  our  judgment  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  Town,  we  have  not  considered  it  advisable  to  recommend  some 
appropriations  as  originally  submitted.  We  are  still  unanimously 
of  the  opinion  that  the  citizens  should  follow  the  policy  of  “Pay 
as  we  go,”  as  defined  by  well  known  authorities  on  Taxation  and 
Budget  procedure.  The  progress  made  in  this  policy  is  clearly  set 
forth  by  the  following  figures,  showing  the  amounts  put  into  our 
budget  items,  which  heretofore  were  largely  borrowed  for.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  nineteenth  annual  report  of  the  law  department  covering  the 
year  1927  is  submitted  in  the  following  form. 

It  furnishes  information  in  a  summarized  way  as  to  the  more 
important  activities.  A  supplementary  report  detailing  in  chrono¬ 
logical  form  all  services  rendered  is  also  submitted  for  the  files. 

The  activities  of  the  department  included  advice  and  opinions  to 
various  officials,  attention  to  court  matters,  attendance  at  meetings 
and  hearings,  preparation  of  papers,  numerous  conferences  with 
town  officials  and  others,  extensive  correspondence,  study  of  docu¬ 
ments  and  papers,  title  searches,  views,  attention  to  law  questions 
and  problems  arising  during  the  course  of  the  year  in  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  the  Town  through  its  several  departments. 

Advice  and  such  other  assistance  as  was  requested  were  fur¬ 
nished  on  matters  submitted  by  the  following  departments  and 
officials,  viz:  Selectmen,  as  such  and  as  Park  Commissioners  and 
Board  of  Survey,  Finance  Commission,  School  Committee,  Planning 
Board,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Trustees  of  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library,  Board  of  Relief,  Registrars  of  Voters, 
Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Appeal,  General  Manager,  Town 
Clerk  and  Accountant,  Building  Inspector,  Senior  High  School 
Building  Committee,  Municipal  Memorial  Building  Committee  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 


Litigation 

Atwood  Suit 

The  petition  of  Alfi'ed  L.  Atwood  for  a  jury  to  assess  the  amount 
of  his  damages  as  owner  resulting  from  the  taking  for  the  Town 
for  school  purposes  of  a  parcel  of  his  land  bounded  northwesterly  by 
a  proposed  street  shown  as  Cleveland  Street  on  the  plan  of  the 
taking  was  pending  for  trial  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  the 
Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County.  Mr.  Atwood  claimed  that 
$1,500.  the  amount  awarded  was  inadequate.  A  compromise  settle¬ 
ment  was  reached  by  the  terms  of  which  an  adjoining  parcel  of 
land  was  deeded  to  the  town  together  with  the  parcel  of  land  in 
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question  and  Mr.  Atwood  was  paid  the  sum  of  $2,300.  This  settle¬ 
ment  which  was  developed  by  friendly  negotiations  between  the 
Selectmen  a!s  represented  by  their  Clerk,  Mr.  Pendergast,  and  Mr. 
Atwood  was  the  result  of  the  very  frank  and  fair  attitude  of  Mr. 
Atwood  to  compose  honest  differences  as  to  the  proper  amount  of 
damages  to  be  paid  and  had  the  approval  of  those  who  were 
assisting  the  Selectmen  and  law  department  in  preparing  the  case 
for  trial.  Action  by  the  Town  with  respect  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
additional  land  thus  obtained  was  sought  and  secured  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  December  29th,  1927. 

Pelham  Suits 

Eva  H.  Pelham  and  George  W.  Pelham,  her  husband,  of  Wollas¬ 
ton  District,  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  respectively  brought  actions 
of  tort  against  the  Town  on  April  27th,  1927,  in  the  Superior  Court 
for  Norfolk  County  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage 
stated  in  unwarrantable  large  sums  and  alleged  to  have  been  sus¬ 
tained  in  an  automobile  accident  in  October,  1926,  on  Dean  Street, 
due  to  a  defective  condition  created  by  oil  on  the  street. 

These  cases  were  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  should  be 
reached  for  jury  trial  during  the  year  1928.  The  Town  acting 
through  this  department  has  denied  liability  for  the  accident  based 
upon  an  extensive  investigation  of  the  facts. 

Claims 

Various  claims  against  the  Town  of  minor  character  had  con¬ 
sideration  and  upon  facts  developed  through  investigations  and 
reports  made  advice  was  given  and  followed  that  they  should  not 
be  recognized. 

The  claim  made  by  the  Town  against  one  B.  B.  Terrill  for  damage 
to  an  automobile  of  the  Town  through  collision  in  Walpole  on  May 
21st,  1927,  was  settled  by  this  department  by  compromise  with  the 
approval  of  the  General  Manager  for  the  sum  of  $65  through 
negotiation  with  the  Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Company  which 
insured  Mr.  Terrill  with  respect  to  his  legal  liability  for  damages 
of  the  character  in  question. 

A  claim  against  Michael  F.  Connors  of  Boston  for  automobile 
property  damage  in  a  small  amount  is  pending  and  this  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  directed  by  the  General  Manager  to  bring  suit  to 
enforce  collection  of  the  claim. 

Action  to  enforce  for  the  benefit  of  Martin  King,  a  town  em¬ 
ployee,  the  liability  of  Albert  W.  Lyon  for  personal  injuries  sus¬ 
tained  by  King  while  engaged  in  street  work  on  Washington  Street 
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on  April  9th,  1927,  when  struck  by  an  automobile  operated  by  Lyon 
was  directed,  but  upon  a  waiver  of  his  compensation  claim  against 
the  Town  and  a  suitable  release  suit  was  not  brought. 

Miscellaneous 

The  following  matters  which  received  attention  appear  to  be  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant  a  place  in  this  report  in  the  form 
stated  and  indicate  the  character  and  extent  of  the  activities  of  the 
law  department  which  of  necessity  are  largely  for  the  guidance  of 
the  officials  in  the  performance  of  their  extensive  and  varied  duties.

and  an  important  problem  was  satisfactorily  solved. 

As  to  the  wooden  pole  line  in  which  the  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany,  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and 
the  Town  through  its  Municipal  Light  Department  were  jointly 
interested  certain  new  poles  were  set  and  certain  other  poles  were 
relocated,  necessitating  changes  and  consideration  of  the  propor¬ 
tions  in  which  the  respective  parties  would  contribute  to  the  cost 
and  maintenance  of  the  poles.  After  extended  negotiations  a  new 
agreement  amending  the  existing  agreement  was  made  whereby 
the  proportions  should  be  the  same  as  before.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1927 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  report  for  some  years  past  an  increase 
in  circulation  over  each  preceding  year.  This  has  shown  a  mode¬ 
rate  but  steady  growth  in  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  to  all  parts 
of  the  community  but  the  astounding  increase  for  1927  over  1926 
of  7,784  volumes,  bringing  the  total  circulation  for  the  year  up  to 
90,166  volumes,  only  goes  to  show  that  the  establishment  by  the 
Trustees  of  branch  libraries  in  several  of  our  public  schools,  with¬ 
out  additional  cost  to  the  town,  together  with  the  work  which 
the  Library  is  doing  in  connection  with  the  higher  grades  in  our 
school  system,  was  exceedingly  wise  in  its  conception.  For  it  has 
made  our  Public  Library  not  only  a  source  of  pleasure  and  infor¬ 
mative  reading  for  the  general  public  but,  in  addition,  has  made  it 
a  workshop  auxiliary  to  our  educational  system,  and  thus  augurs 
for  increased  circulation  and  usefulness  in  the  years  to  come,  an 
end  to  which  your  Trustees  and  the  Library  staff  are  bending  their 
endeavors.  In  this  way  is  the  Library  becoming  better  known  and 
more  widely  used. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Library  received  the  Warren 
H.  Cudworth  Memorial  Collection,  consisting  of  a  splendid  library 
of  classical  authors  and  other  works,  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mr.  Cudworth.  It  also  received  the  sum  of  $500.  from  the  same 
source,  to  be  known  as  the  Cudworth  Fund  for  Encouraging  the 
Use  of  Pure  English,  the  income  of  this  fund  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  especially  connected  with  the  purpose  expressed 
in  the  title  of  the  fund. 

Beginning  in  the  early  summer,  the  Trustees  have  been  devoting 
much  attention  to  the  preparation  of  tentative  plans  and  estimates 
for  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Library,  for  the  erection  of  which 
the  necessary  funds  were  provided  through  the  bequest  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Alice  H.  Plimpton.  These  efforts  have  reached  their  fruition 
in  the  appointment  of  the  building  committee  authorized  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  December  28th,  1927,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  committee  will  be  able  to  complete  the  necessary  details  so  that 
the  work  may  commence  in  the  early  spring. 

Fortunately  the  mutilation  of  books  rarely  occurs.  When  it  does 
occur,  however,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  see  that  the 
offender  is  punished.  Lately  a  case  has  been  in  the  court  covering

the  mutilation  of  several  reference  books  by  a  boy  and  the  Court 
has  ordered  that  the  matter  be  settled  to  the  full  satisfaction  of 
the  Trustees.  In  addition  to  this  incident  another  case  occurred  in 
which  an  adult  mutilated  two  books  and  was  forced  to  make 
restitution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  GAME  WARDEN 

February  1,  1928. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 

Attention  of  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Town  Game  Warden. 

Attention  has  been  given  the  enforcement  of  the  Statutes  relating 
to  Fish  and  Game  during  the  past  year.  I  have  been  out  upon  the 
fishing  streams  and  ponds  and  lands  frequented  by  game  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-three  days. 

I  have  found  it  necessary  on  two  occasions  to  ask  for  complaints 
against  persons  for  violation  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Laws.  These 
complaints  were  brought  before  the  District  Court  of  Northern 
Norfolk  and  both  were  fined. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of 
pheasants.  There  appears  to  be  a  small  increase  in  quail,  about 
ten  per  cent  of  the  previous  year. 

There  has  been  a  five-year  lease  or  agreement  with  the  Proprie¬ 
tors  of  the  New  Pond  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  into 
which  continues  the  conditions  that  persons  fishing  in  the  New 
Pond  must  have  a  State  License  or  conform  to  the  other  provisions 
of  the  Law. 

The  Department  of  Conservation  have  placed  fourteen  hundred 
white  perch  in  the  New  Pond  on  April  5,  1927. 

The  Department  of  Conservation  have  re-stocked  the  following 
brooks: 

Germany  and  Ellis  Brooks,  with  trout,  on  April  9,  1927. 

There  seems  to  be  very  few  partridges  in  Norwood  being  a 
smaller  number  than  the  past  two  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


At  the  last  March  town  meeting  an  appropriation  of  $2500  was 
made  to  enable  the  School  Committee  to  employ  experts  to  inquire 
into  Junior  High  School  needs  and  submit  a  plan  to  relieve  the 
pressure  on  that  part  of  the  system.  When  this  matter  was  gone 
into,  however,  it  was  found  that  the  Junior  High  School  problem 
was  only  a  part  of  a  more  general  one.  Therefore  an  arrange¬ 
ment  was  made  for  the  employment  of  Dr.  Jesse  B.  Davis  with 
authority  to  employ  such  assistants  as  he  might  find  desirable  to 
make  a  study  of  the  whole  system — especially  as  bearing  on  the

question  of  building  shortage  and  the  adequacy  of  the  educational 
system  to  meet  the  local  community  needs.  The  first  two  sections 
of  Dr.  Davis’  report  are  included  herewith  for  the  information  of 
citizens. 

It  seemed  desirable  to  continue  the  statistical  data  that  has  been 
prepared  from  year  to  year  and  to  make  certain  comments  on 
matters  not  mentioned  in  the  reports  of  the  experts  and  in  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Department  Heads. 

Increased  Population  and  School  Membership:  It  is  necessary 
only  to  look  at  Table  I  to  understand  why  it  is  that  Norwood  High 
School  demands  have  run  so  far  ahead  of  all  expectations.  The 
fact  as  brought  out  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  is  that  the 
enrollment  in  the  Norwood  High  School  has  increased  375%,  and  in 
the  Junior  High  School  218%  as  against  a  population  increase  of 
50%  since  1912  has  already  been  commented  upon  in  other  reports. 
In  Dr.  Davis’  report  an  estimate  is  made  as  to  what  will  be  the 
future  increase.  It  is  obvious  that  this  higher  ratio  of  increase  in 
the  High  School  cannot  continue.  The  fact  is  that  not  only  in 
Norwood,  but  throughout  the  country,  little  attention  was  given 
to  the  secondary  educational  needs  of  others  than  those  who  were 
going  to  college.  The  rapid  increase  is  largely  due  to  the  inclu¬ 
sion  in  the  school  program  of  instruction  to  other  groups  with  the 
result  that  a  very  much  larger  percentage  of  pupils  enrolled  as 
elementary  pupils  continue  in  the  system  in  the  higher  grades  than 
heretofore.  Whether  or  not  this  curriculum  has  produced  educa¬ 
tional  results  that  warrant  the  expenditure  is  a  question  discussed 
later  in  this  report. 

Enrollment  by  Grades:  Statistics  of  enrollment  by  grades  are 
shown  as  Table  II  of  this  report;  this  table  also  shows  the  losses 
from  the  system  in  going  from  grade  to  grade.  From  this  state¬ 
ment  it  will  be  seen  that  the  losses  are  very  small.  A  further 
study  has  been  made  by  Professor  Blair,  as  shown  in  the  report  of 
experts  attached.  From  this  it  appears  that  the  percentage  of  the 
total  in  each  grade,  after  the  seventh  grade  has  been  reached,  is 
much  higher  in  Norwood  than  is  shown  by  the  reports  of  the 
National  Bureau  of  Education.  For  the  country  as  a  whole  the 
percentage  of  the  total  enrollment  in  grades  one  to  three  inclusive 
is  37.7%;  for  grades  four  to  six  inclusive  31.5%;  for  grades  seven 
to  nine  inclusive  21.8%;  and  for  grades  ten  to  twelve  inclusive 
9.1%.  In  the  Norwood  system,  the  percentage  in  the  three  lowest 
grades  is  27.7%  as  against  37.7%  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  This 
probably  is  accounted  for  by  the  introduction  of  the  parochial 
school  and  by  the  fact  of  the  larger  numbers  who  continue  in  the 
system  higher  up.  In  the  second  group  (grades  four  to  six)  the 
percentages  are  almost  exactly  the  same.  In  the  Junior  High

School,  however,  Norwood  has  4.6%  larger  attendance  than  for 
the  country  at  large,  and  in  the  Senior  High  School,  Norwood  has 
15.1%  as  compared  with  9.1% — a  difference  of  6%.  This  means 
that  we  have  180  more  pupils  in  the  Senior  High  than  would  be  if 
we  followed  the  average  for  the  systems  reporting.  It  seems 
probable  that  this  percentage  will  continue  to  increase  until  a 
normal  has  been  reached — having  in  mind  the  fact  that  we  have 
been  gradually  approaching  that  normal  over  a  period  of  years. 
After  that  normal  has  been  reached  it  is  not  to  be  assumed  that 
the  increase  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  will  be  any 
more  rapid  than  in  the  elementary  grades.  Therefore,  we  may 
assume  that  very  soon  we  will  strike  a  dead  level,  so  to  speak, 
in  the  secondary  schools — as  we  have  already  done  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school — where  the  percentage  of  increase  in  the  school  pop¬ 
ulation  is  almost  the  same  as  the  percentage  of  increase  in  pop¬ 
ulation. 

Reasons  for  Leaving  School:  Last  year  a  study  was  made  of 


losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade.  The  result  is  shown  in  Table 

III.

Analyses  of  records  were  not  made  this  year  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  demand  on  the  clerical  force  has  been  unusually  large  during  the 
last  three  months  for  the  preparation  of  the  special  material  called 
for  in  the  report  of  the  experts.  However,  from  Table  II  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  number  lost  from  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
was  much  smaller  than  the  year  before.  In  1926  the  loss  from  the 
Senior  High  School  was  119,  whereas  in  1927  it  was  only  56;  in  1926 
the  loss  from  the  Junior  High  School  was  77,  whereas  the  loss 
during  the  current  year  was  only  53.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  it  has  been  more  difficult  to  find  employment  and 
therefore  a  greater  inducement  to  remain  in  the  school  system. 

Estimated  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Requirements  for  the 

Next  Five  Years:  Estimate  requirements  must  necessarily  shift 
from  year  to  year  —  because  of  the  changing  conditions  as 
these  present  themselves  in  actual  situations  as  they  arise.  How¬ 
ever,  such  estimates  are  useful;  and  for  the  nearby  years  they  are 
absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  make  plans  for  teachers,  seatings 
and  the  adjustments  between  districts  and  between  the  several  parts 
of  the  system.  This  estimate  shows  that  from  all  of  the  facts  pre¬ 
sented  and  inquiries  made  the  class  coming  into  the  Senior  High 
School  will  be  larger  than  before  and  that  an  increase  of  about  100 
will  have  to  be  provided  for  there.  It  also  seems  obvious  that  an 
increase  of  about  50  will  have  to  be  arranged  for  in  the  Junior 
High  School. 

Increasing  Cost  of  Operation:  A  careful  study  has  been  made  of 


the  cost  of  operation,  both  direct  and  indirect.  These  analyses  are 
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shown  as  Tables  IV  to  VII  inclusive.  Comparisons  of  these  costs 
are  made  in  terms  of  percentages  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
experts.  From  the  tables  shown  below  it  will  be  seen  that  the  in¬ 
creases  in  salaries  have  been  very  large  when  extended  over  a 
period  of  15  years;  but  that  at  the  present  time  the  salary  schedules 
have  been  stabilized  at  a  point  found  necessary  in  order  to  protect 
the  system  against  too  great  a  loss  of  teachers  going  to  other 
places  where  higher  salaries  are  paid.  A  comparison  of  cost 
per  pupil  with  other  towns  having  about  the  some  population  is 
shown  in  Table  VIII.  The  comparisons  made  in  the  report  of  the 
experts  are  on  the  basis  of  valuation  per  pupil  instead  of  popula¬ 
tion.  Both  of  these  indicate  that  the  elementary  school  costs  are 
about  the  same  for  Norwood  as  in  other  towns  in  the  same  popula¬ 
tion  class  but  not  in  the  same  valuation  class. 

Since  the  new  Senior  High  School  was  built  the  cost  to  the  town 
has  increased.  The  increase  in  the  cost  to  the  town  per  pupil  has 
been  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  this  school  building  is  one  which 
provides  all  of  the  general  facilities  needed  for  a  much  larger 
school — in  fact,  adequate  for  a  school  of  1800  pupils,  or  a  town 
more  than  twice  the  size  of  Norwood.  As  classrooms  are  added 
to  the  structure,  this  overhead  cost  per  pupil  will  be  correspond¬ 
ingly  reduced. 

School  Building  Needs:  The  school  building  needs  are  fully  gone 
into  in  the  special  reports  mentioned.  The  estimates  heretofore 
made  have  been  based  on  a  five-year  perspective.  This  did  not  bring 
into  the  picture  all  of  the  elements  which  should  be  considered 
when  planning  a  program  that  would  finally  reach  every  part  of 
the  system.  Dr.  Davis  in  his  report  has  taken  a  fifteen  year  per¬ 
spective,  having  in  mind  establishing  an  average  outlay  from 
year  to  year  in  order  to  meet  the  present  and  prospective  require¬ 
ments  until  the  whole  system  would  be  developed  to  meet  the 
demands  of  every  section  of  the  town.  From  his  report  it  would 
seem  that  an  average  expenditure  of  about  $100,000  a  year  would 
be  required  in  order  to  fully  equip  Norwood  with  buildings  and 
educational  equipment — in  which  it  is  contemplated  that  ultimately 
the  antiquated  buildings  would  be  done  away  with  and  every  grade 
of  pupils  would  be  adequately  housed.  This  plan  carries  with  it  an 
assumption  of  growth,  viz. — that  at  the  end  of  fifteen  years  Nor¬ 
wood  would  be  a  community  of  22,000.  In  case  the  community 
grows  faster  than  is  estimated  it  is  obvious  that  the  building  needs 
would  be  correspondingly  enlarged.  It  appears,  however,  that  val¬ 
uations  have  increased  more  rapidly  than  has  the  population — 
although  it  has  not,  during  the  last  ten  years,  kept  up  with  the 
increase  in  school  registration  ^assuming  that  the  school  registra¬ 
tion  is  going  to  reach  a  point  at  which  increases  in  pupils  to  be

Questions  Raised  by  Citizens  About  Our  School  System  and  Its 
Operation:  Two  very  closely  related  questions  have  been  asked 
time  and  again  about  our  school  system  and  its  operation.  Although 
variously  phrased,  this  is  their  meaning:  (1)  Is  our  school  system 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  town?  (2)  Are  our  schools  being 
efficiently  managed  ?  An  answer  to  these  basic  questions  re- 
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quires  (a)  that  we  get  clearly  before  us  a  picture  of  the  kind  of 
community  our  schools  are  to  serve;  (b)  the  kind  of  school  system 
now  in  operation;  and  (c)  such  facts  as  will  enable  us  to  think 
about  educational  results. 

These  are  subjects  that  are  gone  into  in  the  special  reports  of 
Dr.  Davis  and  Professor  Blair  and  have  been  discussed  in  the 
local  press.  However,  there  is  one  aspect  of  the  question  of 
efficiency  that  has  not  been  discussed  by  them  which  seems  de¬ 
serving  of  mention,  namely:  The  question  as  to  whether  the  school 
system  is  keeping  boys  and  girls  in  the  High  School  who  could 
better  be  occupied  in  lucrative  vocations.  This  is  a  question  which 
has  been  seriously  raised  and  a  serious  attempt  has  been  made 
to  find  out  what  the  facts  are.  With  this  end  in  view,  an  analysis 
was  made  of  all  of  the  elements  entering  into  the  problem  as  it 
presents  itself  in  the  Senior  High  School.  Being  a  town  with  a 
mixed  population  in  which  there  are  many  elements,  having  dif¬ 
ferent  cultural  and  social  backgrounds,  it  seemed  desirable  in  the 
first  place  to  make  an  analysis  by  national  groups,  and  then  to 
apply  educational  tests  within  each  of  these  groups  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  school  system  is  reaching  each  group. 

Effectiveness  of  Instruction  as  Measured  by  Averages  in  the 
Study  of  English:  Applying  our  first  test  (what  of  the  results  of 
instruction  in  ilinglish  in  each  of  the  several  race  groups)  it  appears 
that  as  a  whole,  those  whose  parents  came  from  non-English 
speaking  countries  do  not  suffer  by  comparison.  On  the  whole 
their  averages  are  higher  in  English  than  are  the  averages  of  pupils 
of  English  speaking  groups — including  the  United  States,  Canada, 
England,  Ireland  and  Scotland.  For  example,  the  averages  for 
the  English  speaking  groups  in  English  studies  are  as  follows: 
United  States  77%,  Canada  77%,  England  76%,  Ireland  74%,  and 
Scotland  76%;  whereas  the  averages  in  English  study  for  North 
and  Central  European  groups  were  as  follows:  Austria  78%,  Fin¬ 
land  78%,  Germany  75%,  Hungary  84%,  Latvia  91%,  Lithuania 
76%,  Norway  78%,  Poland  78%,  Roumania  87%,  and  Russia  78%. 
The  lowest  averages  are  found  in  the  Italian  group. 

The  Test  of  Teaching  Methods  as  Measured  by  Results  in  Four 

Major  Studies:  Broadening  our  inquiry  to  extend  to  the  four  major 

subjects  of  the  student,  the  results  are  still  more  striking.  The 
general  averages  for  the  English  speaking  groups  are:  United 
States  77%,  Canada  77%,  England  79%,  Ireland  74%  and  Scotland 
79%;  whereas  for  the  North  and  Central  European  groups  the  gen¬ 
eral  averages  for  the  four  major  subjects  are:  Austria  79%, 
Finland  81%,  Germany  78%,  Hungary  87%,  Latvia  91%,  Lithuania 
80%,  Norway  80%,  Poland  79%,  Roumania  86%,  Russia  82%,  and 
Sweden  77%.  In  these  subjects  the  language  handicap  would  not 
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be  so  apparent.  It  would  seem  that  when  both  language  and  gen¬ 
eral  group  averages  in  the  non-English  speaking  national  and  race 
groups  are  equal  to  or  above  those  of  the  English  speaking  groups, 
it  would  seem  that  the  system  is  fairly  well  adapted  to  the  prob¬ 
lem  in  hand— from  the  elementary  grades  up  through  the  Junior 
High  School  as  well  as  in  the  Senior  High  School  itself. 

The  Test  of  the  Highest  Quartile:  Another  interesting  basis  of 
comparison  is  found  in  studentship  averages  and  the  proportion  of 
pupils  in  the  highest  fourth  in  each  group.  Using  the  same  basis 
for  comparison,  the  studentship  averages  for  the  highest  fourth  in 
the  English  speaking  group  are:  United  States  87%,  Canada  87%, 
England  85%,  Ireland  87%  and  Scotland  92%,  the  averages  of  the 
highest  quartile  in  the  North  and  Central  European  groups  men¬ 
tioned  above  are:  Austria  86%,  Germany  89%,  Hungary  91%,  Lata- 
via  91%,  Lithuania  86%,  Norway  85%,  Poland  85%,  Roumania 
86%,  Russia  87%  and  Sweden  87%.  While  the  studentship  aver¬ 
ages  do  not  differ  widely  in  the  highest  fourth,  as  is  shown,  there 
is  a  very  interesting  basis  of  comparison  when  we  take  the  per¬ 
centage  of  the  total  number  who  are  in  the  highest  fourth.  For 
the  United  States,  a  fraction  short  of  25%  are  in  the  highest 
fourth,  Canada  30%,  England  37%,  Ireland  14%.  The  average 
of  all  the  English  speaking  groups  in  the  highest  fourth  is  22%. 
The  average  of  all  the  North  and  Central  European  groups  in  the 
highest  quartile  is  40%. 

A  Challenge  Offered:  In  the  South  European  group,  Italy  is  out¬ 
standing  as  having  no  one  in  the  highest  quartile.  This  fact  clearly 
indicates  that  inquiry  should  be  made  to  determine  whether  this 
failure  has  been  due  to  the  system  (in  not  supplying  methods 
adapted  to  getting  hold  of  the  South  European  group)  or  that 
failure  is  due  to  inherited  defects  and  social  traditions. 

Other  Questions  Raised  About  the  School  System :  There  are  va¬ 
rious  other  questions  raised  about  the  school  system.  Some  of 
these  are  financial;  others  have  to  do  with  certain  aspects  of  the 
social  and  community  problems.  Questions  bearing  on  the  cost  of 
education,  the  recent  rapid  increase  in  this  cost,  how  our  cost  in 
education  compares  with  that  of  other  communities,  etc.,  will  be  left 
for  consideration  in  other  annual  reports. 

As  bearing  on  the  educational  and  community  problem,  how¬ 
ever,  brief  mention  may  here  be  made  of  three  more  pertinent  in¬ 
quiries:  (1)  are  we  giving  undue  prominence  to  athletics  and  other 
extra-curricula  activities;  (2)  should  we  spend  money  to  educate 
our  foreign  born  adults;  (3)  is  the  method  of  handling  the  back¬ 
ward  and  mentally  deficient  children  in  the  schools  one  which 
should  be  continued  or  should  the  method  be  changed.

Is  Undue  Prominence  Given  Athletics  and  Other  Extra-Curricula 
Activities?  In  adopting  a  “comprehensive  system”  for  public 
school  instruction,  the  School  Committee  has  followed  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  experts  as  to  what  is  best  adapted  to  achieve  the  social 
purpose  of  education.  Education  today  means  training  for  health, 
training  for  character,  training  in  cooperation  (leadership,  follow¬ 
ership  and  group  discipline),  training  in  judgment  as  well  as 
training  in  language,  history  and  mathematics  and  sciences.  No 
part  of  school  activities  contributes  more  to  health  habits,  char¬ 
acter  formation,  cooperation  and  judgment  and  the  development 
of  capacity  for  leadership  than  sports  and  other  extra-curricular 
activities — if  these  are  brought  under  adequate  supervision  and 
made  a  recognized  part  of  a  larger  cultural  program.  There  is 
always  grave  danger  that  the  public  interest  in  major  sports  may 
give  to  these  such  an  importance  as  to  make  the  educational  inter¬ 
est  subservient  to  a  sporting  element  or  local  betting  ring.  The 
School  Committee  has  sought  in  every  way  to  give  to  every  boy 
and  girl  in  Norwood  the  best  possible  training  opportunities  and 
to  make  each  part  of  the  system  complementary.  The  Athletic 
Association  was  retained,  but  every  feature  of  organized  sports  is 
subject  to  approval  of  the  school  authorities — including  supervision 
and  control  of  funds.  We  have  been  more  than  fortunate  in  having 
and  retaining  the  services  of  a  physical  training  director  who  has 
the  highest  of  ideals  and  a  capacity  for  inspiring  sportsmanlike 
conduct  as  well  as  fidelity  to  the  general  school  program.  The 
rules  laid  down  are  such  as  to  put  a  premium  on  scholarship 
as  well  as  “Character.”  The  School  Committee  has  laid  down 
higher  scholarship  requirements  even  than  those  recommended  by 
the  Massachusetts  Master’s  Association.  We  seek  to  encourage 
100%  participation  and  a  high  percentage  in  competition  for  places 
on  the  squads.  Results  speak  for  themselves.  Since  bringing  the 
sports  under  stricter  control,  increasing  numbers  have  participated 
in  “try-outs,”  and  the  average  scholarship  of  members  of  teams 
has  been  materially  raised.  Last  year  there  were  seven  honor  men 
on  the  football  and  baseball  squads.  At  the  same  time  the  school 
developed  an  unbeaten  football  team  and  a  championship  base¬ 
ball  team. 

The  conclusion  that  clean  sport  and  a  high  standard  of  scholar¬ 
ship  are  not  incompatible  with  success  in  athletics  has  back  of  it 
an  unusual  record.  The  football  team  has  not  been  beaten  since 
the  middle  of  the  season  in  1925.  Another  interesting  develop¬ 
ment  has  been  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  ice-hockey.  Sixty 
boys  have  indicated  a  desire  to  enter  this  sport  if  suitable  playing 
surface  can  be  found  for  the  game. 
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Should  We  Spend  Public  Money  to  Educate  Foreign  Born  Adults? 

The  fact  is  that  Norwood  (due  to  its  industrial  situation)  has  held 
out  inducements  to  large  groups  of  persons  born  abroad — many 
of  whom  were  wholly  without  educational  opportunities.  The 
industries  have  welcomed,  even  sought  for,  illiterate  persons  to 
come  here  and  settle.  Due  to  this  fact  Norwood  has  had  a  very 
high  factor  of  illiteracy.  This  does  not  mean  that  those  who  come 
here  in  such  circumstances  are  not  desirable;  nor  does  it  mean 
that  the  children  of  these  foreign  born  parents  from  whatever 
country  they  come,  will  not  make  good  citizens.  However,  the 
upbringing  of  children  and  the  making  of  citizens  is  a  matter  in 
which  parents  and  teachers  must  share.  It  is  an  interesting  fact 
that  the  teachers  of  Norwood,  and  especially  the  principals  of  the 
several  schools,  have  established  relations  of  mutual  confidence  and 
cooperation  between  the  parents  and  the  schools.  Our  district 
principals  have  become  important  factors  in  the  life  of  the  school 
districts — as  have  also  the  Director  of  Americanization,  the  school 
nurses  and  physicians  and  the  Superintendent.  Our  Parent-Teacher 
Associations  are  doing  splendid  work  in  each  of  the  districts.  The 
best  cooperation  can  come  about  only  when  the  parents  are  able 
to  speak  English;  and  the  ability  of  a  person  of  foreign  extraction 
to  get  along  and  establish  himself  in  the  community  depends  very 
largely  on  his  capacity  to  read  and  write  and  do  simple  problems 
of  arithmetic.  One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  our  own  school 
system  is  the  evening  school  for  adults.  We  now  have  an  attend¬ 
ance  of  276 — instruction  being  under  a  special  director — one-half 
of  the  cost  of  this  work  being  paid  by  the  State. 

Our  Method  of  Handling  the  Backward  and  Mentally  Deficient 
Pupils:  Perhaps  no  subject  has  caused  more  criticism  than  has 
this.  The  School  Committee,  however,  have  pursued  the  policy 
recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  In  Bulletin 
No.  7  of  the  current  year  the  following  recommendation  is  found: 

“Children  in  classes  for  retarded  will  become  in  adult  life  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  community.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Department  that 
they  should  associate  in  school  life  and  play  with  normal  children. 
They  should  attend  and  participate  in  general  assemblies,  athletic 
events  and  other  school  activities.” 

Members  of  the  School  Commitee  as  well  as  the  Superintendent 
have  made  careful  observations  of  the  playground  activities,  where 
such  classes  are  present;  and  this  is  the  unquestioned  conclusion 
reached — that  the  children  do  not  preserve  their  room  formations 
while  on  the  playground.  Children  at  undirected  play  naturally 
drift  into  friendly  and  neighborhood  groups,  so  that  the  backward 
and  mentally  deficient  join  brothers,  sisters  and  those  friendly  dis¬ 
posed.  It  it  the  joint  responsibility  of  teachers  and  parents  if 
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unfriendly  conduct  develops  and  harsh  comments  are  made  in  the 
social  bicker  of  children  in  districts  where  special  classes  are 
formed. 

As  the  matter  now  stands,  we  have  two  separate  classes  called 
“special” — one  located  in  the  Balch  School  and  the  other  in  the 
Beacon  School.  These  schools  were  selected  for  geographical 
reasons.  The  Balch  School  is  the  center  of  the  largest  population 
of  the  south  side;  the  Beacon  is  in  the  most  nearly  central  part 
of  the  north  side.  We  have  not  as  yet,  however,  found  adequate 
facilities  for  handling  the  same  problem  in  the  Junior  High 
School.  It  is  our  hope  that  when  the  system  is  better  supplied 
with  housing  “opportunity”  classes  can  be  formed  in  the  higher 
grades. 
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A  STUDY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITUATION  IN  THE 

TOWN  OF  NORWOOD 

Each  school  building  has  been  visited  and  inspected  as  to  its 
location,  condition,  adaptability  to  modern  education,  and  possible 
future  service.  Data  has  been  secured  with  respect  to  the  present 
enrollment,  expected  increase  in  attendance,  and  efficiency  of  ad¬ 
ministration  as  to  the  housing  of  the  pupils  and  provision  for 
instruction. 

Map  studies  have  been  prepared  showing  the  home  location  of 
all  pupils  now  enrolled  in  (1)  the  Senior  High  School,  (2)  the 
Junior  High  School  grades,  (3)  grades,  4,  5,  and  6,  and  (4)  grades 
1,  2,  and  3.  To  aid  in  diagnosing  the  situation  a  map  has  been 
prepared  showing  the  location  of  all  of  the  new  homes  built  during 
the  years  1925,  1926,  and  1927.  Also  to  give  some  indication  of  the 
future  needs  of  the  primary  schools  a  sixth  map  has  been  made 
showing  the  home  location  of  all  of  the  children  born  during  the 
past  five  years. 

From  the  reports  and  studies  already  made  by  the  superintendent 
and  principals,  all  essential  information  has  been  secured  to  show 
the  growth  and  demands  for  housing  during  the  past  fifteen  years 
and  the  immediate  future.  Every  possible  aid  has  been  rendered 
most  efficiently  by  the  superintendent  and  his  assistants.  The 
situation  with  respect  to  each  building  will  be  taken  up  in  the 
following  order:  the  Senior  High  School,  the  Junior  High  School, 
and  the  elementary  schools. 

The  Senior  High  School  Building 

At  present  this  building  is  very  naturally  the  pride  of  Norwood. 
Wherever  I  meet  a  group  of  educators  or  meet  with  a  building 
committee  to  consider  a  building  program,  I  always  hear  very 
complimentary  things  said  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School. 

Its  reputation  has  very  justly  spread  through  New  England.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  plan  for  the  auditorium  and  other  fea¬ 
tures  so  essential  to  a  complete  school  were  not  secured  with  the 
first  appropriation.  It  is  proverbially  true  that  when  this  is  not 
done,  the  plant  is  not  completed  until  all  other  local  demands  are 
met.  By  that  time  the  building  is  apt  to  become  old,  and  the  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  completing  it  has  been  lost.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
Norwood  will  not  repeat  this  procedure  and  permit  the  present 
situation  to  continue  long. 

The  Present  Situation:  The  program  of  studies  now  in  operation 
at  the  Senior  High  School  calls  for  the  daily  use  of  an  auditorium,

for  a  music  department  and  such  facilities  as  the  original  plans 
provided.  If  this  portion  of  the  building  were  completed,  it  would, 
at  the  same  time,  increase  the  capacity  of  the  building  while  offer¬ 
ing  a  balanced  educational  program. 

The  Senior  High  School  now  enrolls  499  pupils.  The  expected 
increase  for  next  year  is  practically  100  additional  pupils.  The 
capacity  of  the  building  will  then  be  taxed  to  the  limit  of  an  effi¬ 
cient  organization.  To  receive  these  pupils  will  mean  that  some 
teachers  wil  have  no  classrooms  of  their  own.  They  will  be  obliged 
to  go  about  each  period  to  hear  a  class  in  some  room  that  may 
be  vacant  for  that  hour.  With  a  present  eighth  grade  of  316 
pupils,  the  prospect  for  1930  is  a  very  critical  one  for  the  Senior 
High  School.  It  will  undoubtedly  force  the  administration  to  make 
adjustments  which  will  injure  the  efficiency  of  the  entire  school 
and  work  hardship  to  all  concerned. 

The  study  of  the  map  (see  map  on  page  205)  which  shows  the 
location  of  the  homes  of  pupils  attending  the  Senior  High  School 
is  remarkable.  One  cannot  imagine  a  more  evenly  distributed 
enrollment  from  all  parts  of  Norwood.  This  certainly  speaks  well 
for  the  general  intelligence  and  ambition  of  the  citizens  for  the 
education  of  their  children.  No  favoritism  or  sectionalism  is  in 
evidence.  It  might  be  thought  that  some  difference  would  be 
noticed  between  the  districts  at  the  south  and  east  portions  of  the 
town  in  comparison  with  the  district  west  of  the  railroad  and  near 
to  the  Senior  High  School  building,  but  this  is  not  to  be  found.  In 
the  South  district,  including  those  living  between  the  branches  of 
the  railroad,  are  156  pupils.  In  the  East  section  are  94  pupils, 
making  a  total  of  250.  Counting  those  living  in  the  region  West 
of  the  railroad  and  near  the  building  are  249.  No  one  can  say  that 
the  Senior  High  School  exists  for  the  well-to-do  or  for  the  poorer 
pupils.  It  is  an  opportunity  accepted  equally  by  all  the  children 
of  all  the  people. 

The  Problem  of  Increased  Enrollment.  The  building  is  now 
serving  practically  all  that  it  was  intended  to  accommodate  when 
it  was  built.  A  careful  study  has  been  made  of  the  assignment 
of  pupils  to  teachers  and  of  teachers  to  rooms.  Very  little  im¬ 
provement  is  possible  by  way  of  a  more  efficient  administration. 
This  possibility  will  be  taxed  to  the  limit  before  the  needed  addi¬ 
tions  can  be  built.  The  growth  of  the  Senior  High  School  has  been 
in  no  way  different  from  the  growth  of  high  schools  in  other  com¬ 
munities  and  throughout  the  country.

DISTRIBUTION  OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PUPILS 
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This  graph  shows  what  the  actual  increase  has  been  during  the 
past  fifteen  years  up  to  the  assured  enrollment  for  1928.  A  very 
conservative  estimate  of  a  continued  average  growth  is  projected 
by  the  dotted  line  for  the  next  fifteen  years.  This  would  indicate 
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an  enrollment  of  at  least  900  pupils.  The  percentage  of  increase 
during  the  past  fifteen  years  has  been  phenomenal.  If  this  per¬ 
centage  should  continue  for  the  next  fifteen  years,  the  enrollment 
would  amount  to  1871  pupils.  This  can  hardly  be  expected.  The 
phenomenal  growth  of  the  high  school  during  the  past  fifteen  years, 
has  been  due  to  many  factors  that  will  not  function  in  this  same 
way  during  the  coming  years.  We  may  well  assume  that  the 
future  growth  will  be  nearer  a  normal  rate.  If  we  draw  a  line 
some  where  between  these  two  possibilities  we  may  figure  a  fair 
estimate  of  the  number  we  must  expect  to  provide  for  during  the 
next  fifteen  years.  This  will  be  at  least  1200  pupils. 

Any  building  program  should  look  forward  for  at  least  ten  to 
fifteen  years.  The  present  building  has  been  designed  wisely  with 
this  prospect  in  view.  Therefore,  when  any  addition  is  made  to 
the  present  structure,  provision  should  be  made  to  meet  the  ex¬ 
pected  enrollment  of  at  least  ten  years  in  advance  of  the  time  of 
construction. 

The  Vocational  School  for  Girls 

Should  the  trustees  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  Fund  and  the 
Town  of  Norwood  cooperate  in  the  establishing  of  a  Vocational 
School  for  Girls,  as  proposed  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Wil- 
liston,  some  relief  will  undoubtedly  be  felt  in  the  Senior  High 
School.*  However,  before  this  could  possibly  become  operative, 
the  situation  is  bound  to  become  serious.  As  I  compare  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  all  parts  of  the  schools  of  Norwood,  I  find  that  the  most 
pressing  need  is  at  the  Senior  High  School.  Therefore,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the’  auditorium,  music  room,  and  additional  classrooms 
be  provided  at  once.  The  number  of  classrooms  needed  will  depend 
somewhat  upon  the  possible  cooperation  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Peabody  Fund.  Whatever  decision  may  be  reached  the  suggested 
auditorium,  music  department,  and  a  minimum  number  of  class¬ 
rooms  are  imperative  within  the  next  year. 

The  Junior  High  School 

This  building  was  erected  as  a  junior-senior  high  school  and  has 
now  been  turned  over  to  the  Junior  High  School  with  an  estimated 
seating  capacity  of  about  750  pupils.  The  present  enrollment  of 
the  Junior  High  School  grades  is  832  with  an  expected  annual  in¬ 
crease  of  about  80  pupils.  At  present  four  rooms  of  seventh-grade 
pupils  are  housed  in  the  old  Everett  building.  Those  pupils  are 
losing  much  of  the  benefit  of  the  Junior  High  School  organization, 
life,  and  spirit  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

The  use  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings  and  grounds  is,  at 
best,  an  administrative  make-shift.  Much  valuable  time  is  lost  in 
the  passing  of  classes  to  and  from  these  buildings.  At  best  these 


*A  separate  report  has  been  made  to  the  School  Committee  on  this  proposition. 
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facilities  are  not  satisfactory  nor  adequate,  and  their  use  should 
be  discontinued  as  soon  as  the  Junior  High  School  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  its  own  facilities. 

The  Present  Situation.  The  Junior  High  School  also  presents  a 
difficult  problem.  This  school  needs  an  auditorium  and  a  gym¬ 
nasium  of  its  own,  a  good  library,  more  adequate  space  for  prac¬ 
tical  arts  for  both  boys  and  girls,  and  some  adjustments  in  its 
administration  to  care  properly  for  the  pupils  now  enrolled.  With 
the  assurance  of  a  large  increase  in  numbers  next  year  and  the 
year  following,  it  is  evident  that  the  policy  for  the  solution  of 
the  future  Junior  High  School  problem  must  be  determined  now. 

Growth.  Two  lines  of  probable  future  enrollment  are  projected 
in  the  graph  shown  on  page  209.  If  only  the  average  increase 
in  enrollment  is  maintained  for  the  next  fifteen  years,  we  may 
expect  not  less  than  1400  pupils  in  the  junior  high  school  grades. 
This  is  a  very  conservative  estimate  and  does  not  take  all  factors 
into  consideration.  It  represents  the  lowest  possible  estimate.  The 
experience  of  the  past  shows  us  that  we  do  not  grow  in  enrollment 
in  accordance  with  an  average  increase.  The  increase  each  year 
exceeds  the  rate  of  previous  years.  If  the  schools  should  increase 
according  to  the  same  percentage  in  the  next  fifteen  years,  we 
would  have  over  2600  pupils  in  the  junior  high  school  grades. 
Therefore,  we  must  plan  with  a  very  conservative  estimate  that 
we  will  have  to  provide  for  approximately  1800  pupils. 

The  Solution  of  the  Problem.  In  attempting  to  solve  this  prob¬ 
lem  several  factoi’S  must  be  taken  into  consideration: 

1.  The  ultimate  size  of  the  Junior  High  School  unit  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  pupils. 

2.  The  most  efficient  administration. 

3.  The  adequacy  of  the  plant  for  all  educational  purposes. 

4.  The  location  of  the  school  building  with  respect  to  the  homes 
of  the  pupils. 

5.  The  special  service  which  such  a  building  can  render  to  the 
neighborhood  or  community. 

A  junior  high  school  ought  not  to  enroll  over  1000  pupils  if  the 
best  teaching  conditions  are  to  be  considered.  A  school  much 
larger  soon  loses  its  unity  of  purpose  and  ideals.  The  pupils  are 
in  the  early  adolescent  period  and  need  more  individual  attention 
than  can  be  given  in  too  large  a  school. 

A  school  of  1000  pupils  is  large  enough  to  be  administered 
economical^.  The  overhead  for  administration,  maintenance,  and 
instruction  works  out  most  satisfactorily  in  a  building  of  this 
size  when  well  organized.  Such  a  plant  can  afford  the  essentials 
of  an  auditorium,  gymnasium,  practical  arts,  and  full  curriculum 
offerings  at  a  minimum  cost. 
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A  junior  high  school  building  should  be  located  within  a  radius 
of  approximately  one  mile  and  a  half  of  the  homes  of  the  pupils. 
At  the  same  time  the  advantages  of  such  a  building  should  serve 
as  an  intellectual  and  recreational  center  for  the  community  which 
it  serves. 

The  map  shown  on  page  211  has  been  prepared  showing  the 
location  of  the  homes  of  all  Junior  High  School  pupils  now  enrolled. 

A  study  of  this  map  shows  a  fairly  even  distribution  of  pupils 
through  all  sections  of  the  town  with  the  most  evident  congestion 
between  the  branches  of  the  railroad.  There  are  some  pupils  who 
come  from  the  extreme  limits  of  the  town  in  all  directions.  While 
this  distance  is  not  excessive,  it  indicates  the  trends  of  population 
and  presents  a  factor  to  be  considered  in  the  location  of  any  pro¬ 
posed  schools. 

Taking  the  present  Junior  High  School  building  as  a  center  there 
are  now  355  pupils  living  toward  the  North  and  467  pupils  living 
South  of  this  central  line.  If  a  line  is  drawn  east  and  west  approx¬ 
imately  at  Walnut  Avenue,  the  Junior  High  School  population  is 
divided  into  two  practically  even  groups  of  416  pupils  each.  If  we 
take  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  as  a  dividing  line,  we  again  find 
a  remarkably  even  division  of  these  pupils.  East  of  the  railroad 
are  184  pupils,  and  between  the  two  branches  are  235  pupils, 
making  a  total  of  419  living  in  this  section  of  the  town.  To  the 
west  of  the  railroad  are  413  pupils.  These  facts,  together  with  the 
possibilities  of  future  growth  and  the  cost  of  future  buildings,  must 
be  kept  in  mind  as  we  attempt  to  solve  the  problem.  Three  pos¬ 
sible  solutions  are  presented  for  consideration. 

Suggested  Plans 

1.  A  large  central  Junior  High  School  located  on  the  present 
site,  or  on  the  Civic  Association  grounds,  to  be  expanded  from  time 
to  time  to  house  all  the  pupils  of  grades  7,  8,  and  9.  This  would 
mean  that  in  time  this  school  would  be  forced  to  house  over  2000 
pupils.  This  would  make  an  unwieldy  and  unsatisfactory  admin¬ 
istrative  school  unit. 

2.  Two  six-year  high  schools.  This  could  be  accomplished  by 
adding  to  the  present  Senior  High  School  to  accommodate  one 
half  of  the  expected  junior  high  school  enrollment.  Then  build 
a  second  plant  on  the  East  side  of  the  town  beyond  the  railroad, 
first  as  a  Junior  High  School,  and  then  to  be  expanded  into  a 
junior-senior  high  school  as  the  enrollment  increased.  The  present 
Junior  High  School  building  would  then  become  a  central  element¬ 
ary  school. 

This  proposition  has  several  features  in  its  favor.  The  six-year 
high  school  makes  a  unified  secondary  school  combining  all  six 
grades  under  one  administration.  The  junior  section  would  keep 
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its  own  social  organization,  but  it  also  would  become  an  integral 
part  of  a  single  and  united  administrative  unit.  It  prevents  the 
break  that  is  so  threatening  between  the  separate  junior  and 
senior  high  schools.  This  plan,  however,  would  prove  more  costly 
than  the  other  suggestions  and  for  a  town  of  the  size  of  Norwood 
may  not  be  the  best  solution  of  the  problem. 

3.  Two  separate  Junior  High  Schools.  The  present  enrollment 
in  the  Junior  High  School  has  been  shown  to  be  fairly  well  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  the  town.  As  the  population  is  now  distributed 
one  center  of  congestion  is  found  in  the  south  end  near  the  Balch 
School.  The  center  toward  the  north  end  of  the  town  would  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Washington  and  Howard  streets.  A  radius 
of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  would  cover  the  greater  portion  of  the 
available  land  in  this  direction  for  future  home  building.  The 
probability  of  securing  a  suitable  tract  of  land  in  this  north  section 
is  problematical.  Therefore,  considering  the  cost  of  new  sites  and 
the  fact  that  the  present  Junior  High  School  is  well  within  the 
radius  of  this  north  section,  it  is  suggested  that  this  present 
building  be  improved  to  serve  as  the  Junior  High  School  for  the 
North  and  West  sections  of  the  town.  It  would  then  be  necessary 
to  determine  how  and  where  the  second  Junior  High  School  would 
be  developed.  A  study  of  the  location  of  the  homes  of  the  pupils, 
the  probable  growth  of  population,  and  the  interests  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  suggests  a  location  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Balch  School, 
provided  a  site  of  sufficient  size  can  be  secured.  This  means  a 
lot  of  at  least  ten  acres. 

Present  Junior  High  School  Building  Needs 

A  study  has  been  made  of  the  administration  and  organization 
of  this  school  as  will  be  reported  fully  in  another  division  of  the 
survey.  However,  in  consideration  of  the  possible  reorganization 
of  the  school  along  more  efficient  lines,  assisted  by  some  further 
use  of  the  Civic  Association  property,  it  is  evident  that  the  Junior 
High  School  can,  as  a  temporary  arrangement,  provide  for  the 
increased  enrollment  for  at  least  two  more  years. 

The  Use  of  the  Civic  Association  Property.  The  suggestion  that 
the  Civic  Association  property  be  purchased  as  a  site  for  a  school 
is  not  recommended  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  It  would  mean  the  building  of  a  large  Junior  High  School  to 
serve  the  entire  town  and  eventually  housing  about  2,000 
pupils. 

2.  It  might  mean  the  building  of  a  large  elementary  school  for 
the  central  portion  of  the  town.  This  is  not  needed. 

3.  It  would  also  suggest  the  turning  over  of  the  present  Junior 
High  School  building  as  an  elementary  school,  which  is  not 
advisable  for  the  same  reason. 
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On  the  other  hand  it  is  a  very  desirable  piece  of  land  and  the 
athletic  field  is  a  temptation  to  any  school.  If  possible  this  field 
should  be  retained  as  a  central  playground  for  the  use  of  all  of 
the  schools.  The  Civic  Association  field  may  well  serve  as  the 
center  of  a  system  of  playgrounds  for  the  town.  As  a  part  of 
such  a  plan  each  school  building  should  have  about  it  a  large 
playground  to  serve  not  only  the  children  of  the  school  but  the 
immediate  neighborhood  as  a  recreation  center  for  all. 

Temporary  Uses  of  the  Civic  Building.  Whatever  building  plans 
may  be  adopted  the  Junior  High  School  must  continue  to  make 
temporary  use  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings.  Therefore,  as 
stated  above,  it  is  suggested  that  even  more  use  be  made  of  this 
space  than  at  present,  so  that  pupils  sent  across  to  this  building 
remain  there  for  two  or  more  periods  without  recrossing  the  street. 
One  suggestion  would  be  to  place  the  music  work  here.  This  would 
also  relieve  the  present  music  room  and  accommodate  two  extra 
teachers.  Such  devices  will  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  school  until  the  needed  buildings  can  be  provided. 

Recommendations  for  the  Junior  High  School 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  regai'ding  the  present 
Junior  High  School  situation: 

1.  That  an  addition  be  constructed  to  include  an  auditorium,  a 
gymnasium,  a  library,  and  that  some  readjustments  be  made 
for  the  teaching  of  practical  arts  for  boys  and  girls.  The 
total  accommodations  should  not  provide  for  more  than  1,000 
pupils. 

2.  That  during  the  period  necessary  to  secure  this  addition 
more  use  be  made  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings  and  that 
a  new  organization  of  the  school  be  employed  to  care  for 
more  pupils. 

3.  That  a  site  be  secured  for  the  location  of  a  second  Junior 
High  School  to  accommodate  the  pupils  living  in  the  East  and 
South  portions  of  the  town. 

The  Elementary  School  Buildings 

The  elementary  school  buildings  of  Norwood  also  present  a 
problem  calling  for  careful  planning  to  meet  present  and  future 
needs.  In  order  that  we  might  approach  this  situation  with  an 
understanding  of  the  present  conditions,  several  studies  have  been 
made.  Location  maps  have  been  prepared  to  show  the  homes  of 
pupils  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades,  and  also  in  grades 
one,  two,  and  three.  A  study  has  been  made  of  the  location  of 
the  new  homes  built  during  the  past  three  years,  and  also  of  the 
homes  of  children  born  during  the  past  five  years.  Each  of  the 
elementary  buildings  has  been  inspected  and  its  condition  noted. 
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The  Everett  School.  This  is  evidently  the  oldest  school  building 
in  town.  No  record  has  been  found  to  indicate  its  real  age.  A 
town  report  of  1883  refers  to  this  building  as  “the  old  Everett 
School”  being  in  need  of  repairs.  This  building  should  be  aban¬ 
doned  as  soon  as  possible.  The  lighting  is  very  bad.  Ceilings  are 
low  and  proper  ventilation  is  impossible  in  cold  weather.  The 
stairways  are  veritable  death  traps. 

The  Guild  Building.  This  building  is  of  wood  construction,  poorly 
planned  for  school  purposes.  The  lighting  is  very  bad  for  the  eyes 
of  the  chilren.  The  toilets  are  of  an  ancient  type,  ill-smelling,  and 
are  none  too  sanitary.  This  building  should  soon  be  discarded 
with  the  other  frame  structures. 

The  Beacon  Building.  This  building  is  the  third  frame  structure 
in  the  central  portion  of  the  town  which  should  be  abandoned  as 
soon  as  possible.  Lighting,  ventilation,  and  fire  risks  are  features 
which  cannot  be  ignored  by  a  town  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
the  children.  In  inspecting  these  old  buildings  one  is  impressed 
with  their  cleanliness  and  the  evidence  of  unusually  good  janitorial 
service.  The  organization  of  the  force  in  care  of  the  school  build¬ 
ings  is  to  be  commended. 

East  and  West  Schools.  There  are  two  more  frame  buildings 
used  for  the  primary  grades  which  are  not  safe  or  satisfactory. 
With  the  development  of  a  new  elementary  school  building  pro¬ 
gram  these  buildings  known  as  the  East  and  West  Schools  can 
be  abandoned. 

The  Winslow  School.  This  building  represents  a  little  later  type 
of  construction.  It  is  an  eight-room  school  with  a  small  extra  room 
accommodating  twenty  pupils.  It  was  built  in  the  days  of  poor 
lighting  and  ventilating.  The  stairways  are  of  wood,  creating  an 
extra  fire  risk.  However,  the  building  appears  to  be  in  very  good 
condition,  and  its  capacity  can  easily  be  increased  by  an  addition 
to  the  rear.  Some  immediate  relief  may  be  given  as  suggested 
later  in  this  report,  but  it  will  be  a  temporary  measure.  Extra 
land  adjoining  this  lot  has  been  secured. 

The  Shattuck  School.  This  is  a  more  modern  type  of  building 
and  will  prove  satisfactory  for  some  years  to  come.  It  should  have 
been  planned  so  that  it  could  be  added  to  more  easily.  The  lighting 
is  good  and  there  is  a  fair  sized  playground.  In  time  this  should 
be  made  into  an  eighteen-room  building. 

The  Balch  School.  This  large  school  of  twenty  regular  rooms 
and  one  small  special  room  houses  the  first  six  grades.  This  is 
a  good  building  and  has  many  possibilities  for  serving  its  par¬ 
ticular  neighborhood.  An  auditorium  and  a  gymnasium  connected

with  this  school  would  serve  a  real  need  in  the  community.  This 
building  ought  to  be  equipped  for  some  practical  arts  work  for 
both  boys  and  girls. 

The  special  room  for  the  “opportunity”  group  is  not  properly 
equipped.  In  each  building  where  there  is  such  a  group  there  should 
be  two  small  rooms,  one  for  class  work  and  the  other  for  individual 
hand  or  craft  work.  These  unfortunate  children  must  not  only  be 
removed  from  the  regular  classes,  but  must  be  trained  in  such 
hand  work  as  they  are  capable  of  doing.  This  is  their  only  pos¬ 
sible  means  of  acquiring  a  status  of  self-support. 

Enrollment  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
The  distribution  of  the  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades,  one  to 
six,  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

A  study  of  this  table  will  show  that  the  elementary  schools  are 
not  badly  crowded.  Only  in  the  Winslow  and  Balch  Schools  is 
there  any  congestion  according  to  the  present  distribution.  The 
other  schools  show  a  possible  total  relief  of  only  thirty-five  pupils 
or  the  equivalent  of  one  room.  The  present  assignment  of  pupils 
is  on  the  basis  of  thirty-five  pupils  to  the  teacher.  This  is  con¬ 
sidered  by  many  as  an  ideal  teaching  group  for  the  grades.  If, 
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as  a  temporary  measure  awaiting  the  erection  of  new  elementary 
schools,  this  average  assignment  were  raised  to  forty  pupils  to 
the  teacher,  the  elementary  schools  could  care  for  about  three 
hundred  twenty-five  more  pupils. 

Attention  is  called  to  that  column  in  the  chart  showing  the 
distribution  of  the  elementary  pupils  living  east  of  the  railroad. 
A  total  of  three  hundred  ninety-two  pupils  in  these  grades  live  in 
this  district.  Most  of  these  pupils  are  very  young  and  have  to  go 
a  long  distance  to  reach  school.  Two  hundred  sixty-seven  of  these 
pupils  are  attending  the  Guild  School.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  these  pupils  must  cross  the  railroad  through  a  dangerous 
underpass  and  in  the  way  of  heavy  traffic. 

The  Growth  of  the  Elementary  Grades.  The  increase  of  enroll¬ 
ment  in  the  elementary  grades  is  noticeably  smaller  than  in  either 
the  Junior  High  School  or  the  Senior  High  School.  The  percen¬ 
tage  of  increase  during  the  past  fifteen  years  has  been  in  the 
elementary  grades  50.3  per  cent,  in  the  Junior  High  School  218 
per  cent,  and  in  the  Senior  High  School  375  per  cent.  This  will 
be  more  clearly  seen  by  referring  to  the  charts  contained  in  this 
report.  The  chart  for  the  elementary  schools  is  on  page  217. 

This  chart  would  show  that  we  may  very  reasonably  expect  at 
least  2691  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades,  if  only  the  average 
number  of  new  pupils  enter  each  year  for  the  next  fifteen  years. 
It  also  shows  that  if  the  same  percentage  of  increase  should  con¬ 
tinue  we  may  have  to  provide  for  over  3,000  pupils. 

The  Future  Elementary  School  Policy 

Before  determining  the  future  policy  for  the  distribution  of  the 
children  in  the  elementary  grades  and  the  location  of  proposed 
buildings,  every  available  factor  entering  into  the  problem  should 
be  studied. 

Attention  is  first  called  to  the  location  of  the  homes  of  the 
children  now  in  the  primary  or  first  three  grades.  (See  map  on 
page  218.)  Considering  the  fact  that  these  little  ones  are  only 
six,  seven,  and  eight  years  old,  it  will  be  seen  at  once  that  many 
of  them  are  going  very  long  distances  to  reach  the  school.  ..While 
transportation  is  provided  for  the  ones  living  the  farthest  from 
the  school,  it  is  not  a  satisfactory  condition  for  children  of  primary 
age.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  evident  trend  of  school  pop¬ 
ulation  to  the  outside  districts,  rather  than  toward  the  central 
portion  of  the  town. 

The  location  of  the  homes  of  pupils  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth 
grades  is  very  similar  to  the  one  for  the  primary  grades  as  shown 
on  map,  page  219.  Also  the  numbers  to  be  found  in  these  groups 
is  very  evenly  distributed  through  the  districts  showing  no  peculiar 
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congestion  except  in  the  section  between  the  branches  of  the 
railroad. 

The  suggestion  that  some  small  primary  schools  be  placed  in 
certain  districts  does  not  seem  to  be  advisable  at  the  present  time 
nor  in  the  immediate  future.  Small  units  are  expensive  to  main¬ 
tain  and  the  distances  in  Norwood  do  not  warrant  the  system. 
Two  or  three  such  units  as  the  beginnings  of  larger  units  may  be 
needed  according  to  the  trend  of  the  future  population. 

The  Location  of  New  Homes,  1925-1927 


A  study  of  the  location  of  the  new  homes  built  during  the  past 
three  years  has  a  very  important  bearing  upon  the  problem  of  new 
school  building  centers.  (See  map  on  pages  222-23.)  The  great  mass 
of  these  houses  are  of  the  moderate  price  and  tenement  type  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  younger  families  with  children.  Within  the  several 
elementary  school  districts  the  development  is  as  follows: 

Shattuck  and  Beacon  districts  80  homes 

Winslow  district  45  homes 

Balch  district  42  homes 

Guild  district,  east  of  Railroad  68  homes 


Total  235  homes 

This  is  certainly  a  very  healthy  growth  and  promises  well  for  the 
future  of  the  town.  It  also  prophesies  a  very  definite  increase  in 
the  future  school  enrollment  in  all  school  districts. 

There  seem  to  be  no  peculiarly  favored  portions  of  the  town. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  these  homes  are  west  of  the  rail¬ 
road  and  one  hundred  and  ten  are  on  the  east  side.  Building  in 
the  past  has  followed  along  the  general  line  of  the  railroad  and 
the  main  thoroughfares.  While  there  is  still  some  available  building 
area  to  the  extreme  north  and  south  sections,  it  is  quite  evident 
that  the  burden  of  future  home  development  will  be  in  general 
toward  what  may  be  designated  as  the  east  and  south-west  sections. 
This  should  be  kept  in  mind  in  considering  the  future  location  of 
school  buildings. 

The  older  buildings,  the  Everett,  the  Guild,  and  the  Beacon,  were 
located  at  a  time  when  the  town  was  very  small  and  the  settlement 
was  quite  compact  about  the  business  center.  Today  the  population 
has  spread  out  in  all  directions  until  these  schools  are  no  longer 
in  the  center  of  their  districts.  Pupils  of  the  elementary  grades  in 
these  districts  are  obliged  to  go  long  distances  to  the  end  of  the 
district  rather  than  to  a  center.  Many  very  young  children  have 
to  cross  main  highways  and  even  railroad  tracks  to  reach  their 
respective  schools.  In  planning  for  the  future  this  sort  of  situa¬ 
tion  should  be  carefully  avoided.  New  centers  for  elementary 
schools  should  be  placed  within  a  half-mile  circle  of  the  possible 
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future  homes  within  the  proposed  district.  This  would  mean  that 
at  the  time  the  land  is  purchased  and  the  building  erected  it  should 
be  near  the  outer  edge  of  a  growing  population. 

The  Distribution  of  Births  in  1926-1927:  During  the  years  1926 
and  1927  there  were  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  births  recorded 
in  the  town  of  Norwood.  (See  map  on  page  226.)  It  is  of  interest 
to  note  the  general  distribution  of  these  births  in  all  parts  of  the 
town.  As  might  be  supposed  the  largest  proportion  is  found 
in  the  district  between  the  branches  of  the  railroad.  A  summary 
of  these  births  as  they  may  contribute  to  the  school  enrollment 
of  the  future  has  its  bearing  upon  the  location  of  additional 
buildings.

Expected  Increases.  Not  only  from  the  birth  rate  of  about  183 
children  each  year,  but  also  from  the  families  moving  into  the  town 
each  year,  must  we  calculate  the  probable  school  enrollment.  (See 
chart  on  page  227.) 

This  chart  shows  the  very  rapid  growth  of  Norwood  during  the 
past  twenty-five  years.  If  we  extend  the  line  of  possible  increase 
on  the  very  conservative  line  of  just  keeping  up  the  average  rate 
of  past  years,  we  may  expect  at  least  a  population  of  21,000  people 
by  1945.  However,  experience  proves  that  the  rate  of  increase 
does  not  remain  the  same,  but  jumps  up  from  year  to  year  with 
an  increasing  rate.  If  this  procedure  continues,  as  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe  it  will,  the  expected  population  by  1945  would  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  28,000. 

Increase  in  Total  School  Enrollment.  Let  us  now  consider  the 
increase  of  the  total  school  enrollment  for  the  past  fifteen  years. 
(See  chart  on  page  229.)  The  increase  fro  1912  to  1927  was 
from  1707  to  3347  pupils.  This  represents  a  percentage  of  about 
ninety  per  cent.  If  we  should  gain  to  the  extent  of  ninety  per  cent 
during  the  next  fifteen  years,  we  would  have  about  6359  pupils 
in  all  of  the  schools.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  gained  only  about 
110  pupils  on  the  average  each  year  during  the  period.  If,  then, 
this  average  should  continue  we  would  have  in  the  next  fifteen 
years  about  4,000  pupils  to  provide  for  in  all  the  schools.  So  far 
as  we  can  prophesy  at  this  time  the  increase  will  certainly  ap- 
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proach  the  larger  figure.  To  care  for  this  increase  definite  steps 
should  be  taken  in  the  interest  of  the  elementary  schools  as 
suggested  below. 

Program  for  Elementary  School  Building 

1.  The  first  elementary  school  building  should  be  erected  on  the 
Fisher  lot  to  care  for  the  first  six  grades  on  the  east  side  of 
the  railroad.  This  should  be  planned  as  a  twelve-to-eighteen- 
room  building.  This  building  will  relieve  the  Guild  School, 
which  in  turn  can  relieve  the  Winslow  by  the  transfer  of 
pupils. 

2.  A  second  school  should  be  built  on  the  east  side  of  the  rail¬ 
road  in  the  vicinity  of  Pleasant  Street,  midway  between  the 
Fisher  lot  and  the  Balch  School. 

3.  An  addition  should  be  made  to  the  Winslow  School  to  make 
it  an  eighteen-room  building  with  small  auditorium  and  gym¬ 
nasium. 

4.  The  Shattuck  should  be  eventually  an  eighteen-room  building 
with  small  auditorium  and  gymnasium. 

5.  A  primary  school  for  grades,  one,  two,  and  three,  will  be 
needed  in  the  future  as  the  beginning  of  a  larger  unit  to  the 
south  of  the  Balch  school.  The  size  of  this  school  would  be 
determined  by  the  future  growth  of  this  section.  A  similar 
primary  school  may  also  be  needed  south  of  the  Winslow 
school  and  its  location  should  be  determined  and  a  site  secured 
now.  Also  as  the  population  may  develop  another  primary 
school  may  be  needed  toward  the  western  boundary  midway 
between  the  Winslow  and  Shattuck  Schools. 

Summary  of  Program.  The  following  table  will  serve  to  show 
the  provisions  made  possible  by  the  suggested  program  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  elementary  schools  until  such  a  time  as  the  town 
reaches  a  population  of  28,000  to  30,000  people.

Each  of  the  six  large  elementary  schools  as  proposed  should  be 
equipped  with  a  small  auditorium  to  seat  about  two  hundred  pupils 
and  a  small  gymnasium  about  fifty  by  seventy  feet  for  a  health  and 
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reci'eation  program.  Also  space  should  be  provided  for  practical 
arts  for  both  boys  and  girls  beginning  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades. 
With  this  equipment  the  capacity  of  each  school  would  be  increased 
by  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent.  The  accompanying  map  will 
indicate  the  approximate  location  of  the  future  elementary  school 
buildings  as  recommended  in  this  report.  (See  map  on  page  230.) 
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A  STUDY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  FINANCES 
By  Herbert  Blair 
Increasing  Cost  of  Education: 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why  there  has  been  questioning 
in  Norwood  regarding  the  increased  cost  of  the  public  schools. 
During  the  last  five  years  (1922-23  to  1926-27  inclusive)  the  school 
population  in  average  daily  attendance  has  increased  from  2671 
to  3096  or  16%,  while  the  direct  expense  for  school  support  in¬ 
creased  from  $226,774  to  $315,408  or  39%.  The  tax  rate  increased 
for  this  same  period  from  $25.30  on  the  $1000  of  assessed  valuation 
to  $29.00  or  almost  15%  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the  assessed  val¬ 
uation  during  the  five  years  of  28%.  For  construction  items  also 
in  Norwood  during  these  last  five  years,  nearly  as  much  was  spent 
for  school  buildings  as  was  spent  during  the  preceding  50  years 
(1872-1922,  $722,992;  1923-1927,  $611,418).  The  number  of  pupils 
in  average  daily  attendance  in  1925-26  was  3099  or  three  more  than 
this  past  year  when  it  was  3096.  On  the  other  hand  the  direct 
expense  of  conducting  the  schools  increased  from  $265,877  for 
1925-26  to  $315,408  for  1926-27.  Certainly  the  taxpayer  is  entitled 
to  know  why  with  no  additional  pupils  the  expense  of  instruction 
increased  18.5%. 

Educational  Results  as  Basis  for  Comparision. 

It  is  not  a  simple  matter  to  analyze  school  costs.  The  expense 
of  giving  a  year’s  schooling  to  a  pupil  has  many  variables.  One 
may  consider  only  the  amount  of  money  spent  with  no  con¬ 
sideration  for  what  was  purchased.  On  the  other  hand  the  changes 
wrought  in  the  lives  of  the  pupils  might  be  considered,  using  as 
a  measure  the  achievement  of  the  pupils,  or  even  less  tangible 
than  this,  we  might  consider  the  benefits  to  society  in  later  years 
that  are  the  direct  outgrowth  of  the  education  given  to  the  children 
of  our  schools. 

We  have  one  objective  measure  of  the  achievement  of  the  pupils 
that  is  developed  sufficiently  to  be  considered  significant  but  it  is 
so  significant  that  it  scarcely  can  be  over  emphasized.  If  our 
school  organization,  curriculum  and  teaching  technique  were  so 
adjusted  as  to  give  a  complete  elementary  and  secondary  school 
education  in  twelve  years  time  to  “all  the  children  of  all  the 
people”  and  every  child  who  entered  the  elementary  school  at  six 
years  of  age  completed  the  senior  high  school  twelve  years  later, 
one  twelfth  of  the  total  number,  or  8  1-3%,  would  be  in  each  of 
the  twelve  grades  of  the  school  system.  Or  if  provision  were 
made  so  that  as  many  of  the  brighter  children  were  making  rapid 
progress  as  there  were  slow  children  retarded  in  their  progression 
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from  grade  to  grade,  there  would  also  be  8  1-3%  of  the  total 
enrollment  in  each  grade. 

Needless  to  say  no  school  system  has  so  adjusted  its  organization 
as  to  bring  about  this  result.  When,  if  ever,  it  is  so  adjusted  as  to 
give  a  complete  twelve  year  program  to  each  child  our  present 
school  costs  will  be  considered  very  low  in  comparison.  For  the 
cities  of  the  country  having  an  eight  year  elementary  school  and 
four  year  high  school,  which  does  not  include  most  of  the  cities 
of  the  south  since  these  have  seven  years  in  the  elementary  school, 
the  actual  reuslts  fall  far  short  of  this.  By  some  peculiar  coinci¬ 
dence,  the  total  enrollment  for  the  cities  reporting  to  the  Bureau 
of  Education  was  just  one  thousand  times  greater  than  the  total 
enrollment  in  Norwood  for  November  first,  1927,  so  that  the  figures 
as  well  as  the  percentages  can  be  compared  grade  by  grade. 

Enrollment — Percentage  in  Each  Grade: 

Enrollment  by  grades  in  cities  reporting  to  the  Bureau  of  Educa¬ 
tion  having  an  eight  year  elementary  school  and  four  years  high 
school  is  set  up  for  comparison  with  the  Norwood  enrollment.  This 
includes  those  having  the  six  year  elementary,  three  year  junior 
and  three  year  senior  high  school,  but  excludes  those  cities  of  the 
south  with  a  seven  year  elementary  school  and  those  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  with  nine  years  in  the  elementary  school.

Efficiency  of  System  Measured  by  Enrollment: 

It  can  readily  be  seen  that  Norwood’s  enrollment  in  the  first  four 
grades  closely  approaches  this  theoretical  standard  of  100%  effi¬ 
ciency  being  only  an  average  of  one  percent  above  this  standard 
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of  8  1-3%  in  each  grade.  Likewise  Norwood’s  enrollment  in  the 
last  four  grades  is  one-half  higher  than  for  all  cities  as  a  whole 
and  for  the  last  two  years  of  the  high  school  is  almost  twice 
as  satisfactory.  It  is  certainly  true  that  Norwood  for  its  greater 
expenditure  per  pupil  is  getting  greater  educational  results.  Be¬ 
cause  our  communities  have  not  yet  been  educated  to  the  point 
where  these  less  tangible  measures  are  fully  appreciated  or  be¬ 
cause  of  our  failure  to  develop  objective  measures  of  achievement 
of  pupils,  most  analyses  of  school  costs  confine  themselves  to  a 
consideration  of  the  money  spent. 

Cost  to  Norwood  Compared  with  Suburban  Towns: 

How  much  should  Norwood  spend  on  its  schools?  Not  having  a 
more  accurate  yard  stick  we  must  depend  upon  the  old  device  of  the 
table  of  comparative  cities.  Norwood  is  one  of  the  residential 
suburbs  of  Boston.  These  suburban  cities  of  the  second  class  have 
a  valuation  behind  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  ranging 
from  $14,000  and  more  for  Winchester,  Wellesley  and  Brookline  to 
less  than  $5,000  for  Natick.  The  middle  valuation  for  cities  of  this 
group  is  about  $8,000.  Norwood  with  $7,878  of  assessed  valuation 
behind  each  child  to  be  educated  is  in  moderate  circumstances, 
neither  so  poor  that  she  cannot  afford  to  give  a  good  education  to 
her  children  nor  so  wealthy  that  she  can  afford  to  see  any  of  her 
money  wasted.

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Table  one  lists  the  five  suburban  cities  just  above  Norwood 
in  wealth  per  pupil  and  the  five  just  below  with  some  figures  show¬ 
ing  how  well  each  city  is  meeting  its  educational  problem.  For  this 
year  of  1926-27  three  of  these  eleven  cities,  Concord,  Lexington  and 
Reading,  spent  more  per  pupil  on  those  in  the  elementary  school 
than  was  spent  in  Norwood  and  but  one,  Concord,  spent  more  on 
each  high  school  pupil.  Compared  then  to  these  ten  other  cities  of 
approximately  equal  wealth  and  social  need  Norwood  was  generous 
in  her  support  of  the  elementary  schools,  the  most  expensive  city 
spending  but  four  per  cent  more  and  the  least  expensive  city  spend¬ 
ing  25%  less.  For  High  School  instruction  the  most  expensive  city 
of  the  group  spent  but  one  and  a  quarter  per  cent  more  and  the 
least  expensive  city  providing  a  form  of  instruction  that  cost  24% 
less  than  that  furnished  in  Norwood. 

Since,  however,  the  expenditures  for  a  single  year  tell  a  very  in¬ 
complete  story  table  II  was  prepared  to  show  how  the  expenditures 
for  school  purposes  in  these  eleven  cities  compared  during  a  five- 
year  period.

It  will  be  seen  that  Norwood’s  rank  in  expenses  for  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  pupils  ranged  from  third  to  eighth  an  average  of 
between  fifth  and  sixth  place  for  the  five  years  with  a  steady 
decline  each  year  until  1927.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  per  pupil 
cost  for  high  school  instruction  in  Norwood  steadily  declined  from 
$134.25  in  1923  to  $116.61  in  1926,  but  jumped  to  $144.92  in  1927. 
More  imperative  than  ever  is  the  need  for  showing  why  1927  should 
have  been  so  expensive  compared  with  previous  years. 

While  it  is  necessary  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  moneys 
received  to  safeguard  both  those  responsible  for  the  distribution  of 
school  funds  as  well  as  the  funds  themselves  it  is  even  more  impor¬ 
tant  to  keep  these  financial  records  in  such  a  manner  that  they  may 
be  used  to  determine  policies  in  formulating  the  educational  pro¬ 
gram.  Because  of  the  very  complete  and  detailed  analyses  of  school 
costs  that  are  kept  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
supplementary  to  the  financial  records  that  are  kept  by  the  Town 
Clerk  it  is  possible  to  arrive  at  a  fairly  satisfactory  answer  to 
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the  question  as  to  the  reason  for  increased  costs.  These  records  dis¬ 
tribute  the  expense  for  schools  under  the  main  heads  of  (1)  General 
Control  which  includes  all  administration  costs;  (2)  Instructional 
Service  which  includes  the  salaries  of  supervisors,  principals  and 
teachers,  the  cost  of  textbooks  and  all  other  instruction  supplies; 
(3)  Operation  of  Plant  including  the  cost  of  janitors,  fuel,  water, 
light,  powers  and  janitors  supplies;  (4)  Maintenance  of  Plant, 
which  covers  the  costs  of  all  repairs  and  replacements  to  buildings 
and  equipment  and  (5)  Auxiliary  Agencies  or  the  expense  of 
Library,  Health,  Transportation,  Recreation  and  similar  school 
needs.  Since  the  reports  to  the  State  are  for  a  school  year  from 
September  1922  to  August  31,  1923,  for  example,  while  the  finan¬ 
cial  records  are  kept  for  the  town  fiscal  year,  from  January  1st, 
1923  to  December  31st,  1923,  the  figures  are  not  exactly  compar¬ 
able.  The  per  pupil  cost  as  given  in  the  table  is  slightly  higher 
than  was  actually  the  case  because  the  per  pupil  in  average  daily 
attendance  which  was  used  as  a  divisor  is  for  the  school  year  of 
1922-23  while  the  costs  were  for  the  fiscal  or  calendar  year  of  1923.

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For  the  three  years  given  in  the  table  there  was  but  a  slight 
increase  in  general  control.  The  additional  clerical  force  in  the 
superintendent’s  office  was  badly  needed  and  has  more  than  jus¬ 
tified  the  cost.  The  increase  of  the  expense  classified  as  auxiliary 
from  $2.16  per  pupil  in  1923  to  $3.22  in  1927  was  almost  entirely 
due  to  an  increase  in  the  health  service  rendered  by  the  school. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  increased  cost  during  the  five  years  was 
due  to  three  changes  in  the  school.  The  housing  of  the  senior  high 
school  pupils  in  a  separate  building  did  not  increase  the  per  pupil 
cost  for  instruction  but  it  did  double  the  per  pupil  cost  for  opera¬ 
tion  and  maintenance.  It  is  always  expensive  to  operate  and  main¬ 
tain  a  large  building  for  a  smaller  number  of  pupils  than  it  can 
accommodate.  And  further  because  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
senior  high  school  increased  over  50%  in  five  years  the  total  cost 
for  instruction  was  a  large  item  in  the  increased  total  cost. 

The  second  of  the  three  major  reasons  for  increased  cost  was  due 
to  a  40%  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  junior  high 
school  and  a  25%  increase  in  the  cost  of  instruction  for  each  of 
these  junior  high  school  pupils.  This  increased  per  pupil  cost  was 
due  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  pupils  taught  by  each  teacher 
and  an  increase  in  the  salary  schedule  for  the  teachers. 

The  third  reason  for  the  increase  is  due  to  the  expense  caused 
from  using  small  buildings.  During  the  five  years  there  was  no 
increase  for  instruction  in  the  large  Balch  School  and  the  building 
was  maintained  and  operated  at  a  very  low  per  pupil  cost.  On  the 
other  hand  the  per  pupil  cost  for  operation  for  the  East  and  West 
Schools  was  more  than  twice  as  high  as  for  the  Balch  and  main¬ 
tenance  costs  were  even  more  out  of  proportion.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  chief  difference  between  1923  and  1924  in  operating  costs 
was  due  to  the  very  high  cost  of  fuel  in  1923. 

Granted  that  the  tax  rate  is  higher  than  for  some  other  towns, 
granted  that  the  bonded  indebtedness  with  the  required  additional 
large  payments  for  principal  and  interest  have  increased  more  than 
for  the  other  suburban  cities  listed;  granted  that  the  per  pupil  cost 
for  instruction  has  increased  during  the  past  year,  are  the  tax¬ 
payers  of  Norwood  carrying  a  heavier  burden  than  is  just  and 
reasonable  ? 

Table  V  is  an  attempt  to  answer  this  question.  An  analysis  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  Norwood  shows  that  nearly 
70%  of  the  tax  burden  is  carried  by  residence  and  other  land 
properties.  That  means  that  the  home  owners  are  vitally  inter¬ 
ested  in  town  and  school  expense.  How  much  school  tax  does 
each  pay?

Few  of  the  homes  are  assessed  for  large  amounts,  half  of  them  being 
under  $5,000,  so  that  the  total  school  tax  paid  is  less  than  $75  each  for 
more  than  half  of  the  homes  in  Norwood.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  any 
considerable  number  of  these  home  owners  would  object  to  an  even  larger 
school  expense  if  they  fully  understood  how  small  a  sum  they  are  actually 
paying  for  the  large  value  they  are  receiving. 
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Recommendations 

1.  A  continuation  of  the  “pay  as  you  go  policy.”  For  a  growing 
community,  the  policy  of  issuing  bonds  to  pay  for  elementary 
schools  is  as  improvident  as  for  a  young  married  couple  to  attempt 
to  spread  over  a  term  of  years  the  payment  for  the  first  baby.  For 
high  school  buildings,  where  several  years  will  intervene  before 
another  building  is  needed,  it  may  be  advisable  to  spread  the  pay¬ 
ments  over  a  period  no  longer  than  until  another  high  school 
building  will  be  needed. 

2.  An  increase  in  the  standard  enrollment  per  teacher  in  ele¬ 
mentary  junior  and  senior  high  schools  alike. 

3.  An  analysis  of  the  per  pupil  per  hour  costs  of  instruction  in 
the  senior  high  school  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  total  high 
school  cost.  While  there  is  no  general  agreement  regarding  the 
relative  value  to  the  pupil  of  the  different  subjects  taught,  there 
has  been  general  agreement  throughout  the  country  that  instruc¬ 
tion  in  Greek,  for  example,  was  not  ten  times  as  valuable  as 
instruction  in  English,  and  Greek  has  disappeared  from  most  high 
school  curriculums.  Other  subjects  might  also  disappear  if  the 
tax-paying  public  once  realized  their  excessive  costs  due  to  the 
small  demand  for  instruction  in  these  subjects.

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A  PROPOSED  SCHEDULE  FOR  A  FUTURE 
SCHOOL  BUILDING  PROGRAM

As  a  result  of  the  foregoing  studies  of  the  conditions  found  to 
exist  in  the  schools,  their  evident  future  needs,  and  of  the  finances 
of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  a  schedule  for  the  erection  of  school 
buildings  has  been  prepared  to  extend  through  a  period  of  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  years. 

The  aim  has  been  to  meet  the  urgent  demands  of  the  present 
and  at  the  same  time  to  plan  with  a  view  to  the  future.  When  com¬ 
pleted  this  schedule  will  provide  the  Town  of  Norwod  with  com¬ 
plete  and  modern  school  buildings  for  all  of  the  children.  See 
Map,  page  230.  The  order  in  which  these  buildings  are  listed  has 
been  determined  by  the  apparent  needs  and  possibilities  for  adjust¬ 
ment  while  the  building  program  is  in  process. 

It  is  also  aimed  to  spread  the  financial  burden  as  evenly  as 
possible  through  the  years  with  an  average  of  not  to  exceed 
$100,000  per  year.  The  heavier  load  comes  in  the  earlier  years  to 
meet  the  immediate  needs,  but  is  evened  up  during  the  following 
years.  The  schedule  follows: 


SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSED  BUILDING  SCHEDULE 
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1.  Completion  of  the  Senior  High  School,  1928.  The  Senior  High 
School  has  little  opportunity  for  adjustments  to  serve  immediate 
relief.  It  must  have  an  auditorium,  a  music  department  and  as 
much  additional  classroom  space  as  can  be  secured  at  this  time. 
This  should  not  be  less  than  twelve  rooms.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
would  cost  about  $350,000. 

If  it  should  be  decided  to  co-operate  with  the  Peabody  Voca¬ 
tional  School  for  Girls  and  erect  a  building  to  house  the  project,  it 
would  be  a  logical  scheme  to  place  this  structure  at  the  east  of 
the  Senior  High  School  and  to  connect  it  by  a  corridor  as  a  counter¬ 
part  of  the  present  gymnasium  wing.  The  cost  of  this  building 
cannot  be  estimated  until  the  activities  to  be  carried  on  are  deter¬ 
mined  and  tentative  plans  drawn. 

Administrative  Adjustments:  While  the  addition  to  the  High 
School  is  being  built  the  Junior  High  School  will  have  to  make 
larger  use  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings  and  to  plan  a  more 
efficient  organization  of  the  teaching  program  in  order  to  care 
for  the  expected  increase  of  pupils. 

When  the  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  is  completed  a 
portion  of  the  ninth  grade  can  be  assigned  here  during  the  erection 
of  the  addition  to  the  Junior  High  School. 

Also,  in  the  elementary  schools  the  pupils  can  be  cared  for  by 
assigning  forty  pupils  to  a  room  instead  of  thirty-five  and  by  some 
shifting  of  the  districts  to  adjust  the  distribution  among  the 
schools. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  use  the  Everett  building  until  the  Junior 
High  School  is  permanently  relieved.  Then  this  building  should  be 
abandoned. 

2.  Addition  to  the  Junior  High  School,  1930:  The  needs  of  the 
Junior  High  School  are  an  auditorium,  a  gymnasium,  a  library 
and  an  adjustment  of  the  space  for  practical  arts  work.  The  total 
number  of  pupils  to  be  accommodated  should  not  exceed  1,000 
pupils.  It  is  estimated  that  this  project  will  cost  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  $200,000. 

3.  Elementary  School  on  the  Fisher  Lot,  1932:  This  building 
should  be  a  twelve-room  school  so  planned  that  it  can  readily  be 
increased  to  eighteen  rooms  when  the  population  demands.  This 
will  cost  about  $150,000. 

The  completion  of  this  building  will  relieve  the  Guild  School  of 
several  hundred  pupils.  The  East  School  can  then  be  abandoned. 

At  this  time  the  Guild  School  will  be  able  to  relieve  the  con¬ 
gestion  in  all  of  the  remaining  elementary  schools. 
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4.  The  Second  Junior  High  School  Begun,  1934:  During  this 
period  of  adjustment  the  Junior  High  School  will  suffer  the  great¬ 
est  inconvenience  of  all  the  schools.  The  complete  relief  will  not  be 
felt  until  a  second  Junior  High  School  is  at  least  partially  built 
to  meet  the  demand.  It  is  estimated  that  a  section  of  this  building 
will  have  to  be  built  at  this  time  costing  about  $300,000.  The  land 
for  this  site  should  be  secured  at  once. 

5.  The  South  East  Elementary  School,  1936:  Similar  to  the 
building  planned  for  the  Fisher  lot  should  be  another  structure  on 
the  East  side  to  relieve  the  Balch  and  Guild  Schools.  This  building 
should  be  a  twelve-room  structure  planned  so  that  it  may  be 
increased  to  eighteen  rooms  when  necessary.  An  estimate  of 
$150,000  is  suggested  for  this  building. 

6.  Addition  to  the  Winslow  School,  1938:  The  Winslow  School 
is  now  crowded,  but  the  shifting  of  pupils  and  the  building  of  the 
schools  on  the  East  side  will  give  the  temporary  relief.  This 
building  should  be  made  an  eighteen-room  building.  The  sale  of  the 
West  School  and  the  Beacon  building  should  reduce  the  cost  of  this 
addition  to  about  $100,000. 

7.  Addition  to  the  Shattuck  School,  1940:  This  building  should  be 
made  to  house  650  pupils  or  the  equivalent  of  an  eighteen-room 
building.  With  the  sale  of  the  Guild  property  this  addition  should 
be  secured  for  about  $100,000. 

8.  Completion  of  the  Second  Junior  High  School,  1942:  By  this 
date  it  undoubtedly  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  second  Junior 
High  School.  The  building  should  then  accommodate  1,000  pupils. 
The  cost  for  this  addition  should  not  exceed  $200,000. 

9.  Possible  Future  Building  Needs:  So  far  as  can  be  estimated 
the  future  growth  of  the  town  may  develop  a  need  for  relief  in 
three  localities — the  Balch  School  district,  West  of  the  Winslow 
School,  and  possibly  midway  between  the  Winslow  and  the  Shat¬ 
tuck.  These  schools  should  be  started  as  primary  schools  for  the 
first  three  grades  only.  It  will  be  from  fifteen  to  twenty  years 
before  this  need  will  be  felt.  However,  now  is  the  time  to  secure 
the  sites  for  these  schools. 

In  this  connection  the  problem  of  sites  for  all  new  buildings 
proposed  in  this  schedule  should  be  found  and  purchased  as  soon 
as  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

Every  prosperous  town  is  faced  with  very  definite  problems  pre¬ 
sented  by  Education.  It  may  be  assumed  that  these  problems  will 
increase  commensurately  with  the  growth  of  the  town  and  its 
achievements,  based  on  prosperity.  The  greatest  factor  which  has 
added  to  so-called  school  burdens  for  the  towns  has  been  the 
awakened  realization  over  the  past  ten  years,  or  let  us  say  the 
post-war  period,  of  the  importance  of  taking  advantage  of  free 
education  in  the  public  schools.  Norwood  is  an  outstanding  example 
in  this  respect.  Since  1912  the  town  has  increased  in  population 
about  509c.  The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  schools — grades  one 
through  six — where  the  attendance  is  compulsory  has  kept  fair 
pace  with  the  increase  in  population,  the  enrollment  showing  about 
50%  of  growth.  In  grades  seven  through  nine,  where  prior  to  1912 
we  had  the  commonest  “leaving  school”  period,  we  find  a  219% 
increase  in  enrollment.  Going  to  the  top  of  the  school  system, 
taking  grades  ten  through  twelve,  which  comprise  the  Senior  High 
School,  we  find  an  enrollment  increase  of  375%  since  1912.  An 
outstanding  example  of  the  manner  in  which  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Norwood  are  continuing  their  education  is  shown  in  the  enrollment 
of  the  tenth  grade  for  the  present  school  year.  In  this  grade  208 
selected  studies  as  ninth  grade  pupils  to  take  as  High  School  pupils. 
During  the  opening  week  of  High  School  202  registered,  showing 
a  withdrawal  of  only  six. 

This  is  the  most  significant  single  fact  which  may  be  cited  in 
relation  to  the  desire  of  all  Norwood  people  to  have  their  children 
complete  the  twelve  years  of  educational  advantages  offered  by 
the  Town. 

Financial  statistics  concerning  school  budget  and  school  expendi¬ 
tures  are  fully  treated  under  other  headings  of  the  School  Report. 

The  following  table  shows  the  way  in  which  the  school  dollar  is 
divided  in  expenditure: 
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English  Program  for  Grades  One  to  Six 

During  the  school  year  1926-27,  a  beginning  was  made  on  the 
organization  of  the  English  Program  for  Grades  1 — 6.  Organiza¬ 
tion  for  this  work  was  completed  with  the  start  of  the  present 
school  year  and  committees  have  been  formed  for  every  grade  to 
carry  on  this  work  to  completion.  The  guidance  of  the  work  is  in 
the  hands  of  a  Steering  Committee  composed  of  Elementary  School 
Principals,  Miss  Katherine  L.  Carbee  acting  as  Chairman.  Meetings 
have  been  held  weekly  and  general  objectives,  also  objectives  by 
grades,  have  been  carefully  prepared.  Following  this  work  comes 
the  general  outlines,  with  progression  until  final  recommendations 
are  made  for  adoption  of  textbooks  and  materials  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  courses  which  are  adopted. 

In  connection  with  this  work  the  School  Committee  has  engaged 
Miss  Florence  Piper  Tuttle  as  expert  advisor  to  review  the  work 
of  the  Committees  and  make  recommendations  for  changes  and 
additions  which  may  seem  necessary.  Miss  Tuttle  will  meet  seven 
times  with  all  elementary  teachers  and  not  only  pass  upon  the 
English  Program  but  give  special  instruction  in  silent  and  oral 
reading — a  field  in  which  she  has  won  much  distinction. 

Health  Program 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Vera  H.  Brooks,  a  comprehensive 
health  program  for  the  entire  system  is  being  arranged.  The 
teaching  staff  was  organized  for  this  work  in  October  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  entire  course  will  be  completed  and  ready  for 
publication  this  year.  It  is  the  present  purpose  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  to  publish  this  report  in  pamphlet  form  so  that  it  may  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  parents  and  other  townspeople  who  may 
be  interested. 

Norwood,  in  doing  this  work,  is  co-operating  with  the  State 
Department  of  Education  officials  in  a  drive  which  is  under  way  for 
a  revision  of  curricula  in  Health  and  Physical  Education  programs 
throughout  the  State,  in  order  that  greater  uniformity  may  be 
obtained  and  definite  objectives  sought  in  every  community. 

Norwood  has  also  entered  into  activities  recommended  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  for  the  observance  of  May  Day.  A 
health  program  and  health  drive  will  be  conducted  prior  to  May 
Day  with  the  elementary  schools  in  competition  for  awards  which 
are  to  be  in  the  form  of  banners  or  some  suitable  recognition.  The 
chief  points  upon  which  competition  will  be  waged  will  be: 

(1)  Posture. 

I  keep  my 
Head  erect 
Chin  in 
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Chest  Out 
Abdomen  in 

I  walk,  sit  and  stand  straight. 

(2)  Weight. 

Within  the  range  of  10%  below  average  and  20%  above 

average  of  each  individual. 

(3)  Teeth.

Clean  teeth 
Healthy  gums 

Received  dental  certificate  from  my  dentist.  (This  means 
that  all  necessary  dental  work  has  been  completed  at  the 
present  time.) 

When  a  pupil  has  qualified  under  each  of  the  main  headings,  he 
will  be  given  a  certificate.  The  awards  to  schools  will  be  based 
upon  the  number  of  certificates  obtained  by  pupils  in  respective 
schools,  prorated  as  to  percent  of  enrollment  and  possible  perfect 
scores. 


Geography  Program 

It  is  hoped  that  attempt  may  be  made  during  this  school  year  to 
make  adjustments  in  the  geography  and  social  science  studies 
programs  in  grades  3  to  6.  However,  this  major  project  may  have 
to  go  over  until  next  school  year  as  most  teachers  are  already 
giving  as  much  time  outside  of  classroom  work  as  should  be  re¬ 
quested  or  required. 

While  expenses  have  increased  in  printing  of  study  courses  and 
arrangements  for  conducting  subject  material,  the  returns  more 
than  justify  this  item  of  cost.  Parents  who  are  interested  in 
inquiring  as  to  what  is  taught  and  what  program  is  followed  find 
a  very  definite  answer  in  such  printed  material.  Teachers  through¬ 
out  the  school  system  are  working  on  a  basis  of  uniformity  and 
procedure  which  is  not  otherwise  obtained.  Another  benefit  accrues 
from  a  uniformly  prepared  course  of  study,  the  fact  that  a  pupil 
transferring  from  one  school  to  another  is  not  placed  at  a  dis¬ 
advantage  by  finding  himself  engaged  in  the  study  of  subject 
matter  which  he  has  already  had  or  which  is  far  in  advance  of  the 
ground  he  has  covered. 

In  grades  one  to  eight,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  in  Norwood 
in  proper  organization  of  courses  and  study  material.  In  grades 
9  to  12  a  large  percentage  of  the  work  and  courses  of  study,  there- 
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fore,  are  prescribed  by  college  entrance  and  normal  school  require¬ 
ments.  In  the  vocational  departments  of  these  grades,  the  courses 
of  study  are  in  good  form,  particularly  in  the  commercial  branches. 
An  outstanding  and  valuable  asset  in  this  curriculum  has  been  the 
establishment  of  a  fully  equipped  business  practice  course  for  11th 
and  12th  grade  girls.  In  this  department  all  of  the  commonest 
office  equipment  has  been  purchased  and  girls  are  given  actual 
experience  in  operating  office  machinery  such  as  they  are  to  find  in 
the  offices  of  the  local  industries  where  most  of  them  enter 
employment. 

Thrift 

That  the  schools  have  continued  the  good  record  started  by  the 
establishment  of  the  modern  plan  of  school  savings  is  shown  by  the 
following  figures  displaying  the  amounts  saved:

Through  this  plan  of  saving  it  is  certain  that  many  boys  and 
girls  desirous  of  continuing  their  education  will,  after  having  saved 
through  a  period  of  twelve  years,  have  sufficient  money  to  take 
them  through  at  least  one  year  of  advanced  education. 

Teaching  Force 

A  total  of  130  teachers  are  now  employed  in  the  Norwood  school 
system.  During  the  school  year  ending  June,  1927,  twenty  teachers 
left  the  service.  This  is  a  large  number,  in  fact,  three  and  one-half 
times  more  than  left  the  service  during  the  preceding  school  year. 
The  reasons  in  no  case  were  due  to  dissatisfaction  with  Norwood 
either  as  to  the  salary  schedule  or  any  lack  of  confidence  in  the 
School  Committee  or  officials.  Norwood  teachers  recognize  that 
they  are  working  in  a  town  which  is  highly  in  sympathy  with 
progressive  school  policies  and  a  town  which  is  interested  in  proper 
recognition  of  its  teachers.  Reasons  for  teachers  having  left  the 
system  are  as  follows:

It  will  be  noted  that  in  the  changes  listed  the  High  School  was 
most  affected.  For  four  years  previous  to  this  teacher  changes  in 
the  High  School  have  been  few.  In  several  of  the  changes  which 
were  made,  teachers  took  other  positions  as  a  means  of  financial  or 
professional  betterment.  It  is  not  expected  that  Norwood  will  pay 
the  highest  salaries,  and  where  a  teacher  qualifies  for  advance¬ 
ment,  and  successfully  candidates  for  a  position  elsewhere,  the 
usual  policy  has  been  to  advise  that  teacher  to  accept  such  an 
appointment.  Two  of  the  teachers  who  left  could  have  been  retained 
providing  a  year’s  leave  of  absence  was  granted.  However,  a  year’s 
leave  of  absence  had  already  been  granted  to  one  teacher  and  it  did 
not  seem  advisable  to  have  more  than  one  regular  teacher  on  leave 
for  any  one  year. 

Professional  Advancement 

That  Norwood  teachers  are  manifesting  a  great  interest  in  up- 
to-date  methods  in  education  is  shown  by  the  number  who  yearly 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  Boston  institutions 
for  professional  study  and  advancement.  Many  grade  and  Junior 
High  teachers  are  working  for  degrees,  while  several  High  School 
teachers  are  working  to  qualify  for  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts 
or  Master  of  Education.  The  total  number  of  teachers  taking 
courses  during  the  present  school  year  is  forty-six  and  a  number 
have  signified  their  intention  of  taking  courses  during  the  second 
semester  in  various  institutions.  During  the  fiscal  year  January  1, 
1927,  to  December  31,  1927,  eighty-six  courses  were  taken  by 
Norwood  teachers. 
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Vacation  School 

The  enrollment  for  the  vacation  school  conducted  at  the  Guild 
School  was  147.  Thirty-four  of  this  number  gained  a  year’s  promo¬ 
tion  by  attending  summer  school.  The  remainder  received  review 
work  and  preparation  for  their  ensuing  school  year’s  work  which 
decidedly  strengthened  them  as  pupils.  The  total  expense  of  main¬ 
taining  vacation  school  was  $489.37,  an  average  of  $3.33  per  pupil. 
The  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  grades  of  Norwood  for  the 
school  year  1926-1927  was  $83.98,  at  which  rate  it  would  have  cost 
the  Town  $2,855.32  for  a  year’s  instruction  of  the  thirty-four  pupils 
who  gained  a  year’s  promotion  through  summer  school  attendance. 

High  School  Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  new  Norwood  High  School  has  been  a  source  of  investigation 
for  educators  from  other  towns  and  cities  all  through  the  year. 
Many  delegations  consisting  of  school  committee  members,  select¬ 
men,  mayors,  etc.,  have  been  entertained  and  shown  the  magnificent 
layout  which  the  citizens  of  Norwood  have  so  generously  provided 
for  their  high  school  pupils.  The  comment  from  these  visitors  has 
been  in  terms  of  highest  praise,  both  for  the  vision  of  those  who 
were  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  the  school  in  its  present 
location  and  for  the  work  of  the  Building  Committee  in  carrying 
out  the  splendid  projects  which  the  school  includes. 

The  athletic  field  with  a  few  minor  exceptions  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  properly  fenced  in.  Six  tennis  courts  have  been  pro¬ 
vided;  three  single  courts  and  three  double  courts,  and  it  will  be 
recommended  that  a  program  may  be  arranged  so  that  these 
facilities  may  be  open  to  the  public  under  proper  direction  during 
the  summer  months.  With  the  completion  of  the  five-lap  track, 
track  sports  will  be  adopted  during  the  ensuing  spring,  a  field  which 
will  make  it  possible  for  another  large  stride  toward  100%  general 
participation  in  some  form  of  athletic  endeavor.  While  a  beginning 
was  made  in  track  sports  two  years  ago,  interest  has  not  been 
great,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  boys  and  girls  who  were  re¬ 
quired  to  make  use  of  the  Civic  field  and  the  impossibility  to  make 
clear  use  of  the  Civic  track.  It  is  Mr.  Murray’s  present  purpose  to 
initiate  the  track  program  with  a  spring  meet  which  will  include 
Needham,  Dedham  and  Walpole  and  other  neighboring  towns. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  general  future  plans  for  the  High 
School  may  be  carried  out,  such  as  the  addition  of  an  auditorium 
and  the  establishment  of  an  East  wing  for  extended  vocational 
opportunities. 

Vocational 

There  is  a  definite  demand  among  boys  and  girls  of  the  Norwood 
school  system  for  vocational  study.  At  the  present  time  our  school 
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system  offers  studies  in  the  following  lines  of  work: 

High  School:  For  boys,  woodworking,  mechanical  drawing,  sheet 
metal  work,  elementary  machine  shop  practice,  elementary  elec¬ 
trical  work,  commercial  studies;  for  girls,  cooking,  sewing,  mecha¬ 
nical  drawing,  freehand  drawing  and  designing  and  commercial 
studies. 

Junior  High:  For  boys,  woodworking,  printing,  mechanical  draw¬ 
ing,  elementary  mechanics;  for  girls,  cooking,  sewing,  freehand 
drawing. 

Grades  five  and  six:  For  boys,  elementary  woodworking;  for 
girls,  sewing. 

Throughout  the  entire  school  system  the  courses  offered  have 
been  in  such  demand  that  many  who  have  desired  them  have  had 
to  be  eliminated  and  requested  to  elect  substitute  studies.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  say  to  boys  particularly,  “You  may  not  take 
printing  in  the  Junior  High  School  or  manual  arts  work  in  the  High 
School  unless  you  are  to  definitely  follow  vocational  work  through¬ 
out  your  course.”  This  should  not  be  the  case,  for  facilities  should 
be  such  that  every  boy  and  girl  should  be  permitted  to  take,  with 
his  academic  studies,  a  certain  amount  of  vocational  study  and 
training. 

In  High  School  eighty-eight  boys  are  engaged  in  full-course  study 
of  manual  arts,  taking,  as  a  program,  ten  out  of  twenty-five  hours 
in  this  work.  The  demand  was  greater  and  many  boys  desired  to 
have  at  least  two  periods  of  this  work  per  week,  but  the  work  could 
not  be  given  them  as  only  one  room  has  been  made  available. 

With  the  continuance  of  the  building  program  in  Norwood, 
opportunities  for  vocational  expansion  should  probably  be  given 
first  consideration.  It  is  well  known  that  many  characterize  such 
features  in  a  school  system  as  frills  and  fancies,  but  when  analyzed, 
these  frills  are  really  means  of  getting  away  from  the  impractical 
and  abstract  and  for  making  school  experience  a  definite  means  to 
a  definite  end.  To  some  degree  boys  and  girls  will  be  turned  out  of 
the  schools  who  have  had  training  to  fit  them  for  positions  in  which 
they  will  become  wage-earners  and  desirable  citizens. 

The  field  of  choosing  of  good  and  evil,  has  shown  tremendous 
increase.  Life  in  itself  is  continuing  to  grow  more  and  more  com¬ 
plex.  Education  has  been  attempting  to  meet  these  complexities 
and  changes  and  make  proper  adaptations.  It  is  certain  that  one  of 
the  chief  ways  of  making  such  adaptations  is  by  means  of  keeping 
apace  in  the  field  of  vocational  opportunities  to  be  offered  bo3rs 
and  girls. 
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Repairs  and  Maintenance  of  Buildings 

Under  the  supervision  of  John  P.  Oldham,  a  definite  saving  has 
been  rendered  the  Town  in  the  matter  of  care  and  supervision  of 
school  buildings.  Under  the  old  plan,  work  was  yearly  requisitioned 
for  each  building,  each  janitor  taking  charge  of  needed  improve¬ 
ments  in  his  own  plant.  Under  the  present  plan,  much  of  the  work 
which  was  done  by  outside  employment,  is  now  done  by  the  corps 
of  janitors  throughout  the  summer.  Mr.  Oldham,  as  the  super¬ 
visor,  takes  janitors  from  one  building  and  puts  them  to  work  at 
projects  which  require  attention  in  any  other  school  plant.  On  the 
janitorial  force  are  several  specialists  who  are  able  to  do  work 
which  formerly  was  taken  care  of  under  outside  contracts. 

The  result  has  been  money  saved  and  a  better  condition  of  school 
buildings  in  general  than  in  any  other  school  year.  The  main 
projects  of  the  ensuing  school  year  will  be  attempted  at  the  Guild, 
Balch  and  Shattuck  Schools.  In  these  buildings  much  painting  has 
to  be  done  and  sashes  will  have  to  be  withdrawn  and  properly 
cared  for. 

At  the  Shattuck  School  a  cement  walk  has  been  laid  from  Fulton 
Street  to  the  front  entrance,  a  wall  laid  along  the  border  of  the 
school  grounds  on  Nahatan  Street  and  steps  taken  to  provide  a 
suitable  playground  for  girls  on  the  East  side  of  the  building.  This 
work  will  be  completed  during  the  spring. 

Tests  and  Measurements 

With  the  building  up  of  courses  of  studies  which  in  all  school 
systems  should  be  constantly  undergoing  revision  there  should  be  a 
definite  schedule  of  tests  and  measurements  of  the  work  done  both 
by  individual  pupils  and  groups  of  pupils  taken  by  grades  and 
schools.  Some  of  this  work  has  been  done  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools  and  a  small  amount  in  the  grades.  Additional  work 
in  this  line  will  be  done  before  the  school  year  ends. 

Conclusion 

The  question  has  been  asked  many  times,  “How  far  are  you  going 
in  education?”  The  same  questions  can  well  be  asked,  “How  far 
are  you  going  in  business,  or  aviation?”  or  in  any  of  the  common 
interests  of  life.  It  is  certain  that  prosperity  and  education  go 
hand  in  hand.  To  fail  to  render  support  properly  for  education 
would  be  a  means  of  removing  one  of  the  definite  props  of  pros¬ 
perity.  There  is  no  attempt  made  to  say  that  our  schools  are  per¬ 
fect,  but  we  say  justifiably  that  we  are  striving  for  the  best  and 
just  as  business  and  all  forms  of  commercial  enterprise  are  un¬ 
dergoing  changes,  so  must  the  schools  and  education  undergo 
changes. 

The  teachers  of  Norwood  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  we 
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recognize  in  our  town  the  proper  attitude  toward  the  best  essentials 
of  educational  progress;  that  we  have,  as  a  town,  one  which  is  not 
averse  to  rendering  proper  support  for  things  which  education 
truly  demands  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  soon  to  take  places  in 
the  business  of  the  town.  This  fine  attitude  and  the  resulting  spirit 
as  well  as  the  material  results  which  stand  by  themselves  as 
notable  achievements  will  surely  be  recognized  in  the  future  by  even 
the  most  skeptical. 

In  taking  over  the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  thor¬ 
oughly  realize  that  I  have  succeeded  a  man  who  has  done  much  for 
the  Town  through  faithful  and  devoted  attention  to  his  school 
duties.  In  current  activities  and  future  projects  which  may  be 
planned,  I  shall  give  of  my  best  to  maintain  his  well  earned 
standards.

Dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the  Norwood  Senior 
High  School. 

In  as  much  as  a  report  of  this  nature  is  expected  to  cover  the 
work  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927,  and  because  of  a 
limited  acquaintance  with  the  happenings  of  the  first  eight  months 
of  the  year,  it  may  be  readily  seen  that  a  large  portion  of  this 
report  necessarily  takes  the  form  of  a  statistical  summary;  it 
appearing  to  the  writer  presuming  for  a  Principal  of  four  months 
contact  with  any  school  system  to  offer  criticism  or  make  sug¬ 
gestions  and  recommendations  to  any  great  extent. 

Enrollment 

At  the  opening  of  school  on  September  9,  1927,  the  school  enroll¬ 
ment  totaled  512,  divided  as  follows:

This  shows  an  increase  of  46  pupils  over  the  enrollment  of  the 
opening  day  of  the  year  previous.  As  is  customary,  the  gain  is 
largely  due  to  the  increased  enrollment  of  the  incoming  class.  This 
year  our  senior  class  numbers  125  as  compared  with  106  graduates 
of  last  June. 
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Faculty 

Since  the  last  report  we  have  had  a  few  changes  in  our  high 
school  faculty.  Resignations  were  received  from  the  following 
teachers;  Lucile  Foster,  Head  of  the  Modern  Language  Depart¬ 
ment;  Jennie  Beaulieu,  Modern  Language  Department;  Helen  Estes, 
English  Department;  Helen  Wilson,  English  Department;  Elizabeth 
Shirley,  English  Department;  and  Carl  E.  Smith,  Head  of  the 
Science  Department.  Mary  R.  Mackedon  was  appointed  as  Head  of 
the  Modern  Language  Department;  J.  Clifford  Geer  was  appointed 
Head  of  the  Science  Department;  and  Dorothy  W.  Abbott  was 
appointed  temporary  Head  of  the  History  Department.  Marguerite 
Elliott  is  on  a  year’s  leave  of  absence.  The  following  teachers  filled 
the  positions  left  vacant  by  resignations:  Dorothy  Pollard,  a  grad¬ 
ate  of  Wheaton,  was  appointed  an  English  teacher  having  had  one 
year  teaching  experience  in  the  Groveland  High  School. 

Orrelle  Gray,  a  graduate  of  the  Emerson  College  of  Oratory, 
B.  L.  I.,  was  appointed  as  English  teacher,  having  had  experience 
in  the  Houlton  (Maine)  High  School  1920-25,  and  the  Augusta 
(Maine)  High  School,  1925-27. 

Laura  Gilmore,  a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire  State  College, 
B.A.,  was  appointed  a  teacher  of  Modern  Languages  having  had 
experience  in  the  North  Woodstock  (New  Hampshire)  High  School 
1924-27. 

George  Yantis,  a  graduate  of  Boston  College  A.  B.,  and  Harvard 
A.  M.,  with  two  years’  teaching  experience  as  an  instructor  at  Bos¬ 
ton  College  in  the  English  Department. 

Ruth  Johngren,  a  graduate  of  Radcliffe,  A.  B.,  was  appointed  as 
teacher  of  Modern  Languages  having  had  experience  in  the  Orleans 
High  School  from  1926-27. 

Dorothy  Norris,  a  graduate  of  Smith,  A.  B.,  was  appointed  as 
teacher  of  Modern  Languages,  having  had  experience  in  the  Ashby 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  from  1926-27. 

Lucy  Nordon,  a  graduate  of  Jackson,  B.S.,  was  appointed  as 
History  teacher,  having  had  experience  in  the  Chelmsford  High 
School,  1924-27. 

Rose  C.  Smith,  a  graduate  of  Salem  Normal  and  Chandler  Secre¬ 
tarial  Schools  was  appointed  as  Commercial  teacher,  having  had 
experience  in  the  Open  Air  School  in  Cambridge,  1911-18. 

Wallace  W.  Sawyer,  a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire  State,  B.  S., 
was  appointed  as  Science  teacher,  having  had  two  year’s  teaching 
experience  at  Deerfield  High  School. 

Prospects  of  Enrollment  for  1928-29 

With  the  graduating  class  of  125  leaving  and  incoming  class  of 
approximately  225,  it  is  readily  seen  that  we  have  an  increase  of 
enrollment  coming  to  about  600  pupils  totaled  for  the  coming 
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school  year.  This  will  necessitate  at  least  two  additional  members, 
possibly  three,  to  our  high  school  faculty.  We  are  already  using 
departmental  rooms  for  home  room  assignments  and  will  have  to 
utilize  practically  every  room  in  the  building  for  this  purpose  next 
year.  The  two  drawing  rooms,  sewing  room  and  typewriting  room, 
in  all  probability,  will  house  the  100  extra  pupils  next  year. 

Change  in  School  Program 

Owing  to  the  increased  enrollment  of  this  year  over  the  previous 
year  and  because  of  administrative  difficulties  it  was  necessary  to 
go  from  a  five-period  day  to  a  six-period  day.  We  are  now  having 
six  52  minute  periods  instead  of  five  hour  periods  in  each  day’s 
program.  The  time  for  passing  has  been  cut  from  four  minutes 
to  three  minutes.  Our  recess  remains  the  same — one-half  hour.  Our 
school  day  is  from  8:15  until  2:20.

Returns  from  these  thus  far  received  on  the  whole  are  very  satis¬ 
factory. 

Commercial  Department 

The  commercial  department  continues  in  its  maintenance  of  high 
standard  work  and  is  expanding  and  enlarging  its  scope  of  achieve¬ 
ments.  This  year  we  have  a  course  in  office  appliances  in  which 
students  of  the  commercial  department  are  now  receiving  instruc¬ 
tions  on  the  manipulation  of  modern  and  up-to-date  machines  that 
are  used  in  the  business  world  to-day.  We  hope  that  additional 
office  appliance  machines  will  be  forthcoming  so  that  the  work  will 
continue  in  its  development. 

Practical  Arts  Department 

It  is  earnestly  desired  that  another  year  will  show  increased 
possibility  for  the  development  of  this  phase  of  our  school  work. 
The  general  trend  of  domestic  arts  work  in  high  schools  is  toward 
a  more  general  distribution  of  the  work  over  the  entire  student  body 
and  we  hope  that  even  a  greater  number  of  girls  may  be  reached 
another  year.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for  increased  time,  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  cooking  periods,  so  that  double  periods  may  be  had 
for  the  girls  in  this  work. 


Extra  Curricula 

It  is  my  general  observation  that  the  high  standard  of  our  athle¬ 
tic  teams  is  still  in  evidence.  Our  football  team,  under  Mr.  Murray, 
has  had  one  more  undefeated  record;  but  of  far  greater  importance 
from  an  educational  point  of  view  is  the  possibility  of  offering  the 
work  to  a  squad  of  72  boys.  For  the  greater  part  of  the  football 
season  we  can  safely  say  that  Norwood  held  as  large  a  squad  of 
boys  in  their  interest  in  this  sport  as  any  school  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts;  and  very  few  of  the  city  schools  offered  the  train- 
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ing  to  a  greater  number  of  boys.  Norwood  is  looked  upon  as  a 
leader  in  mass  participation  in  athletic  events. 

Our  Quest  Club  is  unique  in  its  philanthropic  achievement  and 
splendid  work.  It  has  recently  very  credibly  concluded  its  activities 
for  the  year  in  its  most  successful  Christmas  party,  a  performance 
of  unusual  high  merit  and  of  its  kind,  in  the  writer’s  observation, 
unparalleled  for  a  piece  of  high  school  extra  curricula  work. 

Our  traffic  squad,  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Abbott  is  showing 
a  splendid  spirit  and  willingness  to  share  the  duties  of  school 
management,  at  the  same  time  developing  in  many  ways  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  and  duties  of  real  leadership  and  citizenship. 

Our  school  paper,  the  Arguenot,  and  the  dramatics  continue  on 
their  high  plane  of  work  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  year  will  see  an 
increased  interest  in  debating,  musical  club  organization  and  public 
speaking.  Our  orchestra,  laboring  under  many  handicaps,  is  pro¬ 
gressing  splendidly.  The  proper  development  of  the  last  four  men- 
toned  activities  is  seriously  handicapped  and  will  be,  with  the  ever- 
occurring  conflict  for  rehearsing  possibilities  experienced  in  our 
gymnasium-auditorium  combination.  We  trust  that  relief  may  be 
in  sight  at  some  not  too  distant  date. 

May  I  add  in  passing  that  Norwood’s  citizens  may  well  be  proud 
of  the  educational  opportunities  offered  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
Town.  Due  to  the  forward-looking  policies  and  persistent  labors  of 
your  educational  leaders,  Norwood  has,  by  the  constant  help  of  its 
citizens,  teachers  and  pupils,  one  of  the  finest  plants,  one  of  the 
most  up-to-date  comprehensive  high  school  organizations  to  be 
found  anywhere.  Fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  is  a  broad  state¬ 
ment,  and  that  this  situation  has  been  entirely  inherited  by  the 
present  Principal,  I  am  in  a  very  good  position  to  tell  the  towns¬ 
people  through  this  report  that  the  eyes  of  the  State,  education¬ 
ally,  are  centered  on  Norwood.  Our  school  is  being  presented  almost 
as  a  model  school.  Not  only  do  I  consider  it  a  rare  privilege  to  take 
up  the  administrative  work  of  the  Norwood  High  School  where  you 
left  it,  but  also  do  I  realize  that  in  my  position  here  there  is  the 
very  great  responsibility  of  keeping  the  standard  of  work  up  to 
the  high  plane  at  which  I  find  it  and  carrying  on  to  further  de¬ 
velopment. 

Our  accomplishment  plan,  with  accompanying  directed  or  super¬ 
vised  study,  so  carefully  outlined  in  your  report  of  1926,  has  been 
widely  discussed  by  classes  in  education  in  our  Graduate  Schools  at 
Harvard  and  Boston  University.  It  is  looked  upon  by  leaders  in 
education  as  one  of  the  outstanding  and  most  promising  effective 
methods  of  conducting  high  school  instruction  known  today.  By  it 
teachers  are  most  assuredly  enabled  to  better  meet  the  individual 
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needs  of  the  pupil.  Our  percentage  failure  for  the  entire  school  has 
been  very  materially  cut  down  when  compared  with  that  of  the 
former  method  of  instruction.  During  the  few  months  I  have  been 
here  our  school  has  been  visited  by  many  superintendents,  high 
school  principals,  other  school  officials  and  teachers,  all  of  whom 
have  left  very  favorable  comment  upon  our  organization  and  plan 
of  study;  and  many  have  gone  back  to  their  communities  with  a 
strong  desire  to  make  some  start  toward  getting  away  from  group 
instruction,  that  which  expects  all  students  to  assimilate  and  master 
the  same  load.  Norwood’s  plan  makes  allowance  for  the  varying 
abilities  in  students  and  the  plan  is  gaining  universal  recognition, 
is  becoming  more  and  more  widely  adopted,  and,  it  is  safe  to  pre¬ 
dict,  will  be  found  in  practically  all  our  secondary  schools  in  five  to 
ten  years  time.  I  firmly  believe  that  we  should  be  proud  to  be  one 
of  the  pioneers  in  this  field.  It  is  not  a  fad,  but  is  sound  pedago- 
gically. 

In  closing  this  brief  report  I  wish  to  say  that  I  will  indeed  go 
forward  enthusiastically  with  your  carefully  laid  plans  for  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  our  high  school,  co-operating  in  every  way  possible. 
I  earnestly  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to 
the  success  of  the  school  during  the  past  year  and  who  have  made 
my  first  few  months  in  Norwod  such  pleasant  ones.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

The  Junior  High  School  is  in  good  condition,  though  working 
under  difficulties.  At  the  end  of  December  the  enrollment  was  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows:  Grade  VII,  276,  Grade  VIII,  316,  Grade  IX,  232; 
total,  824 — a  number  somewhat  less  than  was  anticipated  for  this 
year.  Since  September,  however,  we  have  lost  twenty  pupils,  dis¬ 
tributed — gone  to  work,  8,  family  moved  from  town,  10,  home 
permits,  2.  But  for  this  loss,  the  number  would  have  been  prac¬ 
tically  what  it  was  estimated  that  it  would  be. 

So  far  this  year  the  record  has  been  very  poor  in  the  matter  of 
attendance.  There  are,  in  the  files  of  the  school,  400  excuses,  all 
of  which  are  for  inexcusable  or  unnecessary  absences,  and  all  of 
which  absences  have  occurred  since  September.  The  record  is  still 
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worse  in  the  matter  of  tardiness,  of  which  there  have  been  686 
cases  in  four  months.  The  excuses  most  frequently  given  are, 
“I  didn’t  get  up  in  time,”  or  “I  didn’t  start  in  time.”  In  this  matter 
it  seems  as  though  the  parents  are  not  cooperating  with  the  school, 
as  a  little  attention  at  home  would  correct  this  fault,  and  it  really 
is  not  the  school’s  business  to  get  the  pupils  in  on  time.  Irregular¬ 
ity  in  attendance  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  failure. 

I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  efforts  of  the  attendance  officer, 
Mr.  Lydon,  to  correct  this  fault.  He  is  always  ready  to  help  in 
visiting  the  homes  to  explain  to  parents,  and  gain  their  cooperation, 
and  in  very  many  cases  he  has  succeeded  well. 

There  are  389  pupils  in  the  present  sixth  grade.  Estimating  that 
370  of  these  will  be  promoted  at  the  end  of  the  year,  next  year’s 
seventh  grade  must  contain  ten  sections  of  about  37  each,  and  this 
does  not  include  those  of  this  year’s  class  who  may  not  be  pro¬ 
moted.  Thirty-seven  to  forty  is  too  large  a  unit  for  most  efficient 
work.  This  number  connotes  re-equipment  and  use  of  the  two  now 
vacant  rooms  in  the  Everett  School  building.  As  we  are  sending 
in  round  numbers  220  to  High  School  this  year,  and  receiving  prac¬ 
tically  370  from  the  sixth  grades,  the  school  next  year  should 
number  150  more  than  this  year,  or  a  total  of  970  pupils.  To 
organize  an  additional  ninth  grade  with  40  in  each  room,  and  two 
additional  seventh  grades,  will  require  at  least  two  extra  teachers 
for  the  academic  work. 

The  increased  enrollment  next  year  will  demand  an  increased 
number  of  class  sessions.  There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  this 
need — lengthen  the  school  day,  or  shorten  the  recitation  period. 
Since  we  have  an  hour  and  a  half  noon  recess,  to  lengthen  the 
school  hours  by  adding  an  additional  period  at  the  end  would  dis¬ 
miss  us  at  4:20  P.  M.  It  seems  best  to  use  the  other  method,  so 
by  shortening  the  period  from  60  to  50  minutes,  we  can  gain  five 
periods  a  week.  The  school  time  schedule  under  this  arrangement 
will  be  thirty  50  minute  periods,  instead  of  twenty-five  60  minute 
periods. 

The  whole  situation  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Training  is 
extremely  unsatisfactory,  and  the  facilities  for  carrying  on  the 
work  extremely  inadequate.  The  fact  that  the  gymnasia  are  in  the 
Civic  building  and  not  under  the  same  roof  as  the  rest  of  the  school 
is  in  itself  a  handicap.  We  lose  an  average  of  at  least  15  minutes 
from  the  time  of  every  group  that  goes  over,  consumed  in  going 
and  coming,  and  we  are  sending  over  twenty-three  groups  every 
week,  to  say  nothing  of  the  confusion  caused  by  this  constant  going 
out  and  coming  into  the  building  of  such  large  groups  numbering 
sometimes  as  high  as  ninety. 

The  dressing  rooms  are  mere  cellars,  without  adequate  con- 
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veniences;  there  are  no  lockers  which  necessitates  pupils  carrying 
their  gym  suits  with  them  to  and  from  gym  and  to  and  from  home, 
which  results  in  constant  loss  of  suits  and  constant  forgetting  of 
suits,  so  that  at  any  time  there  may  be  from  two  to  six,  eight  or 
ten  without  their  suits,  sitting  idle  on  the  side  lines  and  conse¬ 
quently  not  taking  part.  The  shower  facilities  are  not  sufficient 
so  that  pupils  may  bathe  after  their  exercises,  so  they  are  coming 
from  gym  to  the  classroom  without  this  formality,  and  in  some 
cases  perspiring  freely. 

Every  year  there  are  more  and  more  pupils  who  are  going  into 
the  Practical  Arts  Work,  and  here,  too,  our  equipment  is  inade¬ 
quate  for  the  numbers  we  already  have,  and  the  instructors  are 
handicapped.  More  especially  is  this  true  for  boys  in  Printing  and 
Household  Mechanics. 

Adolescent  children  differ  from  each  other  in  mental  capacity, 
specific  abilities,  health,  habits,  emotions,  ambitions  and  environ¬ 
ments.  All  men  may  have  been  created  equal,  but  they  were  not 
created  equal  in  these  particulars.  These  individual  differences  a 
Junior  High  School  should  take  into  consideration,  and  so  far  as 
possible  organize  itself  to  meet  them.  Comparatively  this  depart¬ 
ment  costs  more  than  any  other  in  the  school  because  each  instruc¬ 
tor  handles  only  about  half  as  many  pupils  at  a  time  as  those 
in  other  departments.  The  shops  should  be  enlarged  and  equipped 
for  larger  pupil  groups. 

In  subjects  requiring  primarily  mental  effort,  not  reason,  chil¬ 
dren  should  be  so  grouped  as  to  compete  with  those  of  similar 
ability.  It  is  unfair  and  unreasonable  from  both  standpoints  to 
require  a  child  of  slow  or  low  mentality  to  perform  the  same  tasks 
in  the  same  time  as  one  who  may  be  regarded,  as  far  as  his  mental 
ability  is  concerned,  as  being  in  the  genius  class;  nor  is  it  fair  to 
expect  the  geniuses  to  wait  for  and  drag  along  the  others.  Others 
are  merely  slow  in  development — those  whom  we  call  plodders,  and 
who  will  eventually  arrive,  but  who  should  not  hold  back  those 
who  can  go  ahead  more  rapidly,  and  who  should  not  themselves 
beforced.  As  our  school  is  now  organized  we  differentiate  in  no 
particular  between  these  two  groups. 

I  recommend  a  special  study  be  given  this  problem,  and  that  we 
begin  developing  some  system  to  meet  the  situation  by  grouping 
children  in  Grade  VIII  according  to  mental  ability,  as  determined 
by  well  established  tests  given  in  the  seventh  year,  conferred  by 
the  judgment  of  teachers  and  by  actual  accomplishment. 

There  is  need,  too,  for  a  special  room  and  a  special  teacher  for 
the  over-age  and  very  backward  pupils  who  fit  nowhere — a  room 
where  the  preponderance  of  the  school  activity  would  be  along  the 
lines  of  manual  rather  than  of  mental  work,  and  where  pupils  of 
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this  type  may  be  given  all  the  preparation  possible  for  leaving 
school.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  Director  of  Physical 
Education  for  boys  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the 
year  1927. 

In  September,  1926,  the  new  Senior  High  School  opened  and  we 
were  able  to  use  our  new  gymnasium,  shower  baths  and  locker 
rooms.  The  periods  were  extended  to  one  hour  which  allowed 
every  boy  in  the  Senior  High  School  to  have  a  shower  bath  after 
his  class  work.  In  the  new  school,  we  find  a  gymnasium  of  the 
most  modern  type  with  all  the  physical  equipment  needed  to  carry 
out  our  program. 

The  Junior  High  School  pupils  carried  on  their  program  in  the 
Civic  Association  Building,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  years  past. 
During  the  interval  from  January  first  to  the  close  of  the  school 
year  in  June,  regular  class  work  with  both  Senior  and  Junior  High 
school  boys  consisted  of  drill,  calisthenics,  apparatus  exercises 
and  games. 

In  this  work  we  have  striven  to  accomplish  our  aim — namely: 

(a)  Correct  Posture 

(b)  Proper  Physical  Development 

(c)  Proper  Coordination  of  Mind  and  Body 

The  Junior  High  School  classes  were  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Ward  until  the  end  of  school  in  June,  at  which  time  he  re¬ 
signed  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Physical  Education  Department 
of  the  Watertown  schools. 

In  September,  Mr.  Lewis,  a  graduate  of  Springfield  College  was 
engaged  to  take  over  the  position  left  vacant  by  Mr.  Ward. 

Special  corrective  work  has  always  been  given  by  all  physical 
instructors  of  both  schools  to  the  boys  who  needed  individual 
attention.  We  have  always  endeavored  to  carry  out  a  physical 
education  program  which  would  meet  the  approval  of  the  State 
Supervisor — Mr.  Carl  L.  Schrader. 

In  regard  to  Sports:  At  this  time  basketball  was  taught  to 
both  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  boys  and  a  schedule  of  eight 
league  games,  with  the  adition  of  two  games  with  Dedham  and 
two  games  with  Franklin,  was  played  by  the  Senior  High  School 
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with  outside  teams.  This  is  the  first  year  that  a  basketball  league 
was  formed  with  the  following  high  schools — Natick,  Framingham, 
Wellesley,  Needham  and  Norwood.  In  this  league,  Norwood  fin¬ 
ished  second  to  Natick.  In  the  standing  of  second  teams,  Norwood 
was  tied  with  Framingham  for  first  place. 

The  Senior  High  School  basketball  squad  consisted  of  fifty-two 
boys.  Of  this  number,  eight  were  considered  members  of  the 
school  team.  Ten  others  made  up  the  school  second  team.  The 
remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams  and  played  a  series  for 
the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  a  class  schedule  and  room  series  was 
played  throughout  the  winter.  A  series  of  102  class  games  was 
played  in  all.  An  All  Junior  High  School  team  was  selected  to 
play  the  winner  of  class  competition  in  the  Senior  High  School. 
This  team  also  played  eight  games  with  outside  teams.  A  second 
team  was  also  chosen  and  competed  against  the  same  schools. 

In  the  Senior  High  School,  for  the  first  time,  a  hockey  team 
was  formed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Woodbury,  who 
proffered  his  services,  and  twenty-five  boys  enjoyed  an  eight  game 
schedule — of  which  they  won  five  and  lost  three.  The  hockey  can¬ 
didates  had  the  privilege  of  practicing  on  the  Civic  Association  rink 
— the  use  of  which  was  kindly  donated  by  the  Norwood  Women’s 
Club  and  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Civic  Association. 

In  April  fifty-two  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for 
the  Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Thirteen  made  the  first 
team.  Fourteen  others  played  on  the  second  team. 

The  remainder  was  divided  into  class  teams  which  competed  for 
the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School.  The  school  team 
played  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games  with  other  high  school  teams 
and  lost  one  game.  A  series  of  three  games  was  then  arranged 
with  the  Cambridge  High  and  Latin  School  to  play  for  the  cham¬ 
pionship  of  the  State. 

The  first  game,  which  was  played  in  Cambridge,  was  a  victory 
for  Cambridge — the  second  game,  played  at  Norwood  was  a  victory 
for  Norwood;  the  third  game,  played  at  Boston  College  athletic 
field  at  University  Heights  resulted  in  a  victory  for  Norwood.  The 
proceeds  of  the  third  and  deciding  game  were  equally  divided  be¬ 
tween  the  Boston  Floating  Hospital  and  the  Boston  Post  Santa 
Claus  Fund. 

I  want  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  directors  of  Boston 
College  for  the  use  of  their  field. 

The  High  School  second  team  played  a  schedule  of  seven  games 
with  other  high  school  second  teams.  This  team  was  coached  by 
Mr.  J.  Clifford  Gear,  of  the  High  School  science  department. 

In  Junior  High  School  a  league  was  formed  of  the  Seventh, 
Eighth  and  Ninth  Grade  Room  Teams  and  a  series  of  interclass 
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frames  was  played.  An  All  Junior  High  School  team  was  formed 
which  played  eight  outside  games. 

The  All  Student  Track  Meet  had  to  be  suspended  for  this  year 
on  account  of  the  track  at  the  High  School  not  being  ready  for 
use  at  that  time. 

During  the  fall  season,  seventy-four  Senior  High  School  boys 
reported  for  football  and  a  schedule  of  nine  games  was  played 
with  outside  teams.  The  result  of  the  season  was  an  undefeated 
team. 

The  second  team  played  three  games  with  outside  schools  and 
a  third  and  fourth  team  played  two  games. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  soccer  league  was  formed  in  the 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grades  and  an  interclass  series  of  twenty 
seven  games  was  played. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation,  thirty-three  candidates  signified 
their  intention  of  participating  in  Senior  High  School  basketball. 
A  schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  schools 
and  the  opening  game  of  the  season  is  to  be  played  January 
11,  1928. 

A  hockey  schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  and  a 
call  has  been  issued  for  candidates.  At  the  present  time,  forty 
boys  have  signified  their  intention  of  participating  in  this  branch 
of  athletics.  A  hockey  rink  has  been  provided  in  the  rear  of  the 
school  through  the  kindness  of  the  town  officials.  The  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  have  generously  volunteered  their  services 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  rink. 

Over  fifty  candidates  have  reported  for  Junior  High  School  bas¬ 
ketball  and  a  schedule  of  eight  games  has  been  arranged  with  other 
Junior  High  School  teams. 

In  both  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  a  series  of  inter¬ 
class  games  will  be  carried  on  as  has  been  the  custom  in  other 
years. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  the  boys  and 
myself,  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Norwood  for  their  loyal  support 
in  all  our  athletics  in  the  year  1927.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  work  in  Physical  Education 
for  the  Elementary  Schools  and  for  the  girls  of  the  Junior  and 
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Senior  High  Schools  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

The  general  outline  of  work,  as  suggested  by  the  State  Super¬ 
visor,  is  the  same  as  last  year.  The  aim  of  all  physical  education 
is  for  correct  posture,  proper  physical  development  and  coordin¬ 
ation  of  mind  and  body.  In  the  grades  we  use  simple  postural 
exercises  and  games.  The  chairs  and  desks  are  adjusted  as  far  as 
possible  to  suit  the  individual  child  and  the  teachers  co-operate  in 
every  way  possible  to  correct  the  walking,  sitting  and  standing 
postures.  We  co-operate  with  the  school  nurses  in  the  care  of  the 
underweight  children  by  giving  special  corrective  exercises  to  those 
recommended  by  the  clinic. 

The  Junior  High  School  classes  are  held  in  the  Civic  Association 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Hope  Jewett.  The  regular  class  work 
consists  of  marching,  posture  exercises,  apparatus  exercises,  folk 
dancing  and  games.  Special  classes  for  girls  needing  corrective 
work  were  formed  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  All  girls 
of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades  who  wish,  join  an  activity 
period  where  they  have  organized  games.  This  is  exclusive  of  the 
regular  gymnasium  classes  which  are  held  twice  a  week.  Miss 
Jewett  reports  that  the  girls  enjoy  their  intramural  competition 
and  it  certainly  is  invaluable  for  teaching  responsibility,  good 
sportsmanship  and  fair  play. 

The  Senior  High  School  girls  have  two  one  hour  periods  a  week 
for  gymnasium  work,  and  with  our  excellent  equipment  a  complete 
lesson  may  be  given,  followed  by  a  shower  which  is  most  beneficial. 

In  May  a  sixth  grade  baseball  schedule  was  arranged  and  carried 
on,  the  ninth  grade  and  High  School  boys  acting  very  efficiently  as 
umpires. 

Our  girls  in  High  School  were  not  able  to  compete  last  spring  in 
the  state-wide  all-student  track  meet  because  the  athletic  field  was 
not  completed,  but  we  hope  to  have  our  usual  100%  competition 
this  spring. 

About  100  girls  from  the  ninth  grades  and  Senior  High  School 
reported  for  basketball  practise.  They  will  play  interclass  games 
and  later  a  team  will  be  picked  to  represent  the  High  School  in  a 
few  outside  games. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  principals  and 
teachers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  above  report  shows  we  have  been  unusually  free  this  year 
from  the  so-called  children’s  diseases. 

The  dental  program  as  introduced  a  year  ago  last  September  is 
being  continued  in  our  schools.  This  program  consists  of  caring  for 
the  permanent  teeth  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  erupt.  It  is 
known  today  that  a  very  large  per  cent  of  permanent  teeth  are 
defecitve  when  they  erupt.  Our  aim  is  to  detect  this  defect  and 
correct  it  as  soon  as  possible,  thus  preventing  further  decay  and 
more  extensive  and  expensive  dentistry. 

We  hope  and  believe  that  in  a  few  years  we  will  see  very  definite 
satisfactory  results  in  the  diminishing  of  dental  defect  in  the  upper 
grades  as  a  result  of  this  program  of  early  caring  for  slight  defects. 

Parents  are  urged  to  take  their  children  to  their  own  family  den¬ 
tist  even  though  those  children  are  in  grades  which  are  included  in 
our  present  program,  namely  grades  I,  II,  and  III. 

Dr.  Schorer,  State  Psychiatrist,  made  her  annual  visit  to  Norwood 
in  April  and  examined  seventy  pupils  who  were  retarded  in  their 
work. 

The  two  paragraphs  following  are  taken  from  Dr.  Schorer’s 
report. 

“Of  the  70  examinations  completed,  19  children  were  so  markedly 
retarded  that  they  could  not  be  expected  to  profit  by  regular  grade 
instruction  but  need  special  training.  Seven  of  these  are  about  15 
years  old  or  even  more,  and  therefore,  too  old  for  Special  Class 
training.  We  recommend  Manual  and  Industrial  Training  for  these. 
Of  the  others,  seven  could  best  be  cared  for  in  a  Special  Class  for 
older  children,  while  five  were  recommended  for  the  Special  Class 
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(three  of  these  children  are  now  in  the  Special  Class).  Sixteen 
pupils  were  recommended  for  re-examination;  some  of  these  are 
too  young  for  Special  Class  at  present,  and  in  others  the  findings 
were  somewhat  doubtful,  making  a  later  examination  desirable. 

“We  again  found  a  fairly  large  group  whose  mental  retardation 
is  not  marked  enough  to  make  them  suitable  for  Special  Class.  They 
will,  however,  experience  difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  their  classes, 
and  undoubtedly  will  have  to  repeat  grades,  some  of  them  repeat¬ 
edly.  These  children,  while  possibly  not  even  able  to  graduate,  will 
have  to  be  guided  later  along  practical  lines,  and  when  properly 
understood  and  guided,  should  make  good  later  in  life.” 

We  note  that  each  year  Dr.  Schorer  recommends  a  number  of 
children  for  Manual  and  Industrial  Training  and  a  number  for  a 
Special  Class  for  older  children. 

We  already  have  more  than  enough  children  so  recommended  to 
form  two  classes,  one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls.  Those  children  are 
at  present  found  in  grades  VI,  VII,  VIII  and  IX. 

Many  of  them  are  disciplinary  problems,  and  a  source  of  annoy¬ 
ance  and  disturbance  to  the  class  in  which  they  are  enrolled.  They 
make  little  headway  in  their  academic  work;  for  their  own  good 
and  the  good  of  the  classes  in  which  they  are  enrolled,  serious  con¬ 
sideration  should  be  given  to  means  of  giving  this  group  instruc¬ 
tion  suited  to  their  needs  and  capabilities. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  held  its  third  clinic  for 
underweight  children  in  Norwood  in  June.  The  following  report  has

We  regret  that  so  large  a  number  have  been  found  to  be  un¬ 
improved.  Perhaps  part  of  the  explanation,  at  least,  lies  in  the  fact 
that  in  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  parents  have  been  unwilling 
to  accept  recommendations  made  by  the  clinic  doctor  or  have  not 
taken  seriously  enough  the  advice  regarding  the  child’s  daily  pro¬ 
gram  of  diet,  sleep,  work  and  rest. 

Due  to  the  courtesy  and  generosity  of  the  Speech  Readers  Guild 
of  Boston,  we  were  able  to  test  the  hearing  of  a  large  number  of 
our  children  by  means  of  an  audiometer. 

We  have  long  known  that  our  old  method  of  testing  hearing  is 
so  inaccurate  as  to  be  largely  a  waste  of  time.  According  to  our 
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tests  we  had  very  few  children  with  defective  hearing.  We  hoped 
such  was  the  case  but  could  not  quite  believe  it,  and  the  audio¬ 
meter  tests  have  shown  we  had  grounds  for  our  belief. 

As  we  could  not  have  all  children  tested  we  chose  those  in  grades 
III,  V,  VII,  and  VIII  and  all  repeaters  in  grades  II,  IV,  and  VI, 
totaling  1500  tested.  The  first  test  showed  that  165  children  had 
9%  or  more  loss  of  hearing.  One  hundred  fifty-six  of  this  group 
(nine  being  absent)  were  given  a  second  test  with  the  result  that 
88  of  them  still  showed  9%  or  more  loss  of  hearing.  Of  those  88 
children,  35  have  repeated  a  grade  some  time  during  his  or  her 
school  life. 

Testing  by  means  of  an  audiometer  is  a  new  thing  and  has  only 
been  used  in  Massachusetts  schools  since  September.  This  demon¬ 
stration  given  by  the  Speech  Readers’  Guild  was  intended  to  prove 
to  us  as  it  has,  that  we  are  missing  the  hard-of-hearing  child,  and 
that  he  often  repeats  a  grade  not  because  he  is  dull  but  because 
he  does  not  hear  well.  Let  us  give  the  child  the  benefit  of  an  ac¬ 
curate  test  and  in  order  to  do  this,  we  need  an  audiometer  of  our 
own.  This  is  expensive,  yes,  but  it  is  also  expensive  to  have  a 
child  repeat  a  grade  and  be  considered  dull  when  he  really  has 
defective  hearing. 

This  year  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  work  out  a  Tentative 
Outline  of  a  Course  of  Study  in  Health  Education  for  each  grade 
in  the  Elementary  Schools  and  the  Junior  High  School. 

A  committee  from  each  grade  meets  regularly  with  the  Health 
Supervisor  to  work  on  the  course.  Teachers  are  giving  their  time 
and  effort  most  generously  and  willingly  and  all  the  work  is  being 
done  outside  of  school  hours. 

We  hope  eventually  to  be  able  to  place  in  the  hands  of  each 
teacher  a  practical  course  of  study  in  Health  Education  for  her 
particular  grade.  We  realize  there  is  a  great  need  for  such  an 
outline  as  teachers  have  been  greatly  handicapped  in  the  teaching 
of  Health  because  of  lack  of  material  and  reliable  information. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Norwood  High  School  Quest  Club 
and  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club  for  their  very  generous  support 
of  the  health  work.  Many  children  have  profited  because  of  this 
assistance.  The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their 
appreciation  to  the  Superintendent,  supervisors,  principals,  teachers 
and  Board  of  Health  for  their  splendid  support,  cooperation  and 
helpful  advice.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Music  Department 
for  the  year  1927. 

Although  having  the  supervision  and  the  planning  of  the  music 
for  the  whole  school  system,  nine  periods  a  week  are  given  to 
actual  teaching.  These  periods  are  divided  between  a  Glee  Club, 
four  choruses,  and  two  orchestras.  The  remaining  periods  are 
given  to  supervision,  and  teaching  lessons  in  various  grades. 

Several  teachers’  meetings  were  called  to  explain  the  outline 
of  music. 

There  is  a  great  improvement  in  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of 
the  work  done  in  the  Senior  High  School,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  gymnasium  is  wholly  inadequate  as  far  as  teaching  music  is 
concerned.  The  need  of  a  music  room,  where  chorus  and  orchestra 
could  meet  regularly  without  conflicting  with  other  activities,  is 
being  felt  more  and  more. 

The  Senior  Glee  Club  of  ninety  voices,  and  the  Senior  orchestra 
of  twenty-seven  members  are  working  on  a  program  which  will 
be  given  shortly.  During  the  past  year  the  Senior  Orchestra 
played  at  several  public  functions,  and  received  high  commendation. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  music  has  progressed  rapidly,  and  a 
course  in  Ear  Training,  introduced  in  November,  has  already  proven 
its  worth. 

A  feature  of  the  year  was  the  Graduation  Exercises  when  the 
Senior  chorus  and  orchestra  rendered,  for  the  first  time  in  Nor¬ 
wood,  “The  Song  of  Victory,”  by  Manney.  Another  feature  was  a 
concert  given  by  the  Junior  Orchestra  and  Chorus.  A  result  of 
these  features  was  to  give  a  greater  stimulus  to  music,  not  only  in 
the  High  School  but  also  in  the  grade  schools,  where  a  keen  interest 
is  being  shown  in  regard  to  this  kind  of  work. 

In  summing  up,  I  find  that  the  musical  interest  in  the  High 
Schools  has  increased  in  the  following  proportions: 

From  one  Glee  Club,  to  three;  from  one  combined  orchestra  of 
twenty-three  members,  to  two  orchestras  of  twenty-seven  and 
twenty-three  members,  respectively. 

In  all  grades  is  found  greater  reading  ability  and  better  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  fundamentals  of  music. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  to  you,  and  to  the  Principals  my 
appreciation  for  the  help  given  me.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Mrs.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Drawing  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  our  department  this  past  year. 
Practically  the  same  schedules  of  visits  to  elementary  rooms  have 
been  used,  except  that  Grade  IV  rooms  have  been  visited  once 
in  three  weeks  instead  of  two.  With  the  increase  of  grades  and 
larger  number  of  pupils  electing  Drawing  in  Grades  IX  to  XII, 
it  is  possible  that  Grades  V  and  VI  will  have  to  be  visited  once 
in  three,  also,  next  year.  However,  this  should  be  no  serious  draw¬ 
back,  as  there  are  many  teachers  in  our  schools  who  secure  excel¬ 
lent  results  and  understand  our  aims  and  methods  thoroughly, 
having  worked  with  the  present  supervisor  several  years.  When¬ 
ever  a  new  subject  or  project  is  commenced,  the  supervisor  always 
plans  to  give  a  demonstration  lesson  at  that  time. 

In  the  lower  grades  we  have  aimed  for  larger  drawings  than 
formerly,  with  more  chance  for  self-expression  and  more  free 
drawing  from  memory  or  imagination.  The  introduction  of  12- 
inch  by  18-inch  unprinted  newspaper,  which  is  very  inexpensive 
and  consequently  can  be  used  frequently  for  large,  free  drawings, 
has  proved  interesting  and  satisfactory  in  Grade  I.  In  a  few  classes 
free  painting  with  large  brushes  and  “Muresco”  paints  was  tried 
out.  The  results  were  interesting,  but  a  paint  which  is  more  easily 
mixed  and  with  better  keeping  qualities  will  have  to  be  located 
before  introducing  it  in  all  lower  grades. 

Some  of  the  new  projects  in  certain  grades  were  as  follows: 

Grade  III — Booklets  (9-inch  by  12-inch)  on  Holland,  with  many 
varieties  of  cut  and  drawn  illustrations  and  one  or  more  pages  of 
written  work,  correlating  with  the  study  of  this  country. 

Grade  V — Health  posters  made  for  the  first  time,  these  having 
before  been  made  only  in  Grade  VI.  Being  entirely  of  brightly 
colored  cut  papers,  these  were  very  effective  and  were  shown  in  all 
the  drug  store  windows  in  town  on  “Child  Health  Day”  and  the 
following  week. 

Grade  VI — Booklets  on  “Lumbering,”  the  illustrations  showing 
the  different  steps  from  the  trees  in  the  forest  to  the  lumber  being 
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shipped  to  manufacturing  centers  by  boat  or  otherwise.  Descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  pictures  were  written  in  language  classes. 

Grade  VII — “Kindness  to  Animals”  posters  were  the  big  things 
of  the  year,  as  for  several  years.  But  the  results  were  more 
satisfactory  than  usual,  better  workmanship  and  more  original 
slogans  and  illustrations  being  a  feature. 

Grade  IX — The  outstanding  project  in  this  grade  has  been  the 
planning  and  execution  of  stained  glass  effects  for  a  permanent 
decoration  in  one  window  of  the  Drawing  room.  Every  pupil 
electing  Drawing  did  something  or  several  things  on  the  windows. 
Being  in  bright  colors,  with  wide  black  ink  outlines  representing 
the  lead,  then  the  whole  thing  oiled,  a  very  realistic  effect  was 
secured  and  the  pupils  are  proud  of  the  results. 

Tests  at  the  end  of  each  term,  with  a  chance  to  make  drawings 
showing  several  subjects,  worked  on  during  the  term,  as  well  as 
original  pictures,  have  been  tried  out  this  year  in  grade  IX  and 
have  proved  very  satisfactory.  Similar  tests  have  also  been  given 
in  Grade  VIII. 

Since  Drawing  is  elective  in  Grade  IX  and  the  Senior  High 
School  it  has  been  gratifying  to  have  the  numbers  increase  as  they 
have  done  this  year.  Over  fifty  pupils  are  in  the  Grade  IX  art 
classes  and  over  seventy-five  in  Senior  High.  A  number  of  others 
in  each  case  would  like  to  take  up  this  line,  but  conflicts  with  reg¬ 
ular  subjects  prevent. 

All  pupils  in  the  Senior  High  art  classes  made  portfolios  of 
cardboard,  covered  with  painted  paper  and  vellum.  In  these  are 
kept  many  notes  on  various  art  subjects,  as  well  as  finished  draw¬ 
ings.  Before  Christmas  wooden  boxes  were  decorated  with  “Gesso,” 
painted  and  shellaced,  making  substantial  gifts.  Plans  and  designs 
are  being  made  for  tooled  leather  articles  and  linoleum  block 
printing.  The  one  big  handicap  in  these  classes  is  the  fact  that 
pupils  from  all  grades  have  to  take  Drawing  at  the  same  period, 
making  it  impossible  to  carry  out  a  definite  graded  course,  as 
should  be  done.  Senior  girls  planning  to  go  to  Normal  School  or 
Art  School  need  special  kinds  of  drawing  work,  which  they  cannot 
do  with  a  large  number  of  underclass  pupils  in  the  same  class.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  situation  may  be  remedied  next  year. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Principals, 
and  Teachers,  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Household  Arts  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

Household  Arts  Education  or  “Education  for  Home-Making” 
is  far  reaching  in  its  aims  and  ideal  and  we  are  continuously  striv¬ 
ing  to  improve  our  courses  and  equipment  in  order  that  we  may 
attain  and  maintain  the  highest  possible  standards  of  instruction 
for  our  pupils.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  National  Education  Association  to  study  Home 
Economics  Curricula  reported  that  the  present  tendency  is  wholly 
in  favor  of  a  general  course  embracing  many  new  units  of  instruc¬ 
tion.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  course  of  study  has  shown 
for  some  time  a  decided  departure  from  the  “sewing”  and  “cook¬ 
ing”  type  of  instruction.  Technical  instruction  in  these  subjects 
is  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  accomplished.  The  vast  amount 
of  valuable  material  which  is  offered  through  our  many  branches 
of  Home-Making  instruction  has  probably  been  less  recognized  as 
a  definite  part  of  the  work  of  this  department.  It  is  with  the 
broadest  aims  of  education  for  home-making  in  mind  that  many 
subjects  relating  to  activities  and  ideals  which  make  up  daily  home 
life  have  occupied  a  conspicuous  place  in  our  curriculum  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years. 

A  specific  project  which  we  hope  to  complete  this  year  is  a 
problem  in  furnishing  and  equipping  a  room  at  Junior  High  School 
as  a  bedroom  in  order  that  we  may  have  a  better  setting  for 
our  Child-Care,  Home-Care  of  Sick  and  Housewifery  lessons.  These 
lessons,  although  well  established,  would  prove  more  interesting 
if  taught  under  more  home-like  conditions.  We  hope  that  the 
girls  may  have  an  opportunity  to  freshen  some  old  furniture  and 
through  correlation  with  the  sewing  classes  make  necessary  linens, 
etc.  Information  brought  out  in  a  tangible  way  such  as  this  can 
be  applied  practically  in  their  homes.  Another  problem  for  the 
future  is  the  improvement  of  our  dining  room  at  Junior  High 
School.  Here  we  offer  courses  in  Home  Table  Service,  Etiquette, 
Entertaining,  etc.  Many  problems  of  Hygiene  of  Dress,  Personal 
Appearance,  Appropriate  Dress,  etc.,  are  interwoven  into  our 
Clothing  classes.  Opportunities  for  health  instruction  are  recog¬ 
nized  and  met.  Our  close  relationship  with  the  girls  over  a  period 
of  years  from  grade  V  through  High  School  offers  many  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  assist  them  with  friendly  advice.  Problems  of  Physical 
and  Mental  Health  often  find  a  setting  in  our  classes.  An  example 
of  our  attempt  to  create  worthy  ideals  is  illustrated  in  the  develop- 
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ment  of  the  spirit  of  thoughtfulness  for  others  through  cooperative 
giving.  Two  splendid  baskets  were  packed  wholly  through  pupils’ 
contributions  and  given  away  to  two  most  appreciative  families 
at  Thanksgiving  time. 

Numerous  opportunities  for  the  growth  of  this  department  would 
be  made  possible  by  equipping  as  a  living-room  and  clubroom  the 
room  designed  for  social  and  club  activities  at  the  High  School. 
We  trust  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  look  forward  to  this 
additional  space  and  equipment  in  order  that  we  may  continue  our 
table  service  and  entertaining  lessons  and  develop  other  social 
aspects  of  our  work. 

While  the  primary  aim  of  the  High  School  Cafeteria  appears 
to  be  to  furnish  a  nourishing  and  inexpensive  noon  meal  to  pupils, 
I  feel  that  a  larger  responsibility  rests  with  the  management  in 
making  it  an  educational  feature  of  the  school  and  a  credit  to  this 
department.  We  therefore  aim  for  an  atmosphere  of  refinement, 
a  display  of  good  manners  at  the  tables  and  in  line.  Through  our 
menus  we  are  teaching  the  student  body  to  select  well  balanced 
and  nutritious  meals. 

Since  the  type  of  instruction  covered  in  this  department  is  fun¬ 
damental  for  all  girls  and  the  measure  of  its  value  or  success  lies 
in  numbers  reached  and  helped  through  our  classes,  we  are  pleased 
to  note  the  continuous  growth  of  the  department  and  the  steadily 
increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  pupils. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
all  who  have  appreciated  and  helped  the  growth  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  in  any  way.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Adult  Alien  Education  in  Norwood  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1927. 

Our  evening  school  classes  for  adult  aliens  are  held  in  the  Balch 
School  and  in  the  Junior  High  School  as  in  the  three  preceding 
years.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year  the  classes  in  both  schools 
were  put  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  J.  Clifford  Geer  as  principal. 
This  has  tended  to  unify  the  work  in  the  two  buildings  and  has 
proved  a  very  good  arrangement. 

The  total  enrollment  in  our  evening  school  classes  this  year  is 
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173.  Of  this  number  58  are  women.  When  we  add  to  this  the  42 
women  who  are  attending  the  mothers’  classes  in  different  parts  of 
the  town  the  total  number  of  adult  foreign  women  in  school  this 
year  is  100. 

To  me  this  is  the  most  significant  part  of  this  report.  The 
mother  determines  the  kind  of  home  and  the  health  and  happiness 
of  the  family.  America  can  be  no  better  than  its  homes.  Many 
of  Norwood’s  foreign  born  women  are  beginning  to  be  interested 
in  becoming  citizens  and  exercising  their  right  to  vote.  I  believe 
that  the  work  with  the  mothers  in  home  classes  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  and  valuable  of  all  of  our  Americanization  teaching. 

It  is  physically  impossible  for  all  foreign  women  in  a  district 
to  attend  classes.  Small  babies  and  large  families,  which  are 
never  lacking  in  the  home  of  the  immigrant,  sickness  and  other 
insurmountable  difficulties  conspire  against  the  education  of  these 
mothers.  What  unlimited  opportunities  has  the  teacher  of  the 
mother’s  class!  Of  course  the  teaching  of  English  is  her  first  duty, 
but  there  are  so  many  ways  in  which  she  can  “help”  in  the  many 
homes  in  which  she  comes  in  contact.  She  has  so  many  ways  of 
proving  herself  a  true  friend. 

This  year  we  have  nine  mothers’  classess.  Seven  of  these  meet 
in  homes  in  different  parts  of  the  town  and  two  meet  at  the 
Winslow  School.  The  director  teaches  seven  of  these  classes. 
She  has  had  the  able  assistance  of  Mrs.  Agnes  Curtin  McDevitt  in 
the  teaching  of  two  home  classes.  All  of  these  classes  meet  twice 
a  week  for  a  period  of  one  hour  each  day. 

In  September,  when  we  sent  out  our  posters  which  told  of  the 
opening  of  evening  school,  we  advertised  an  advanced  class  for 
men  and  women  who  had  graduated  from  our  three  year  course, 
but  who  felt  a  need  for  further  study.  In  response  to  this  over 
thirty  men  and  women  expressed  a  desire  for  the  work. 

The  pupils  of  any  advanced  class  are  a  select  group.  They  are 
ambitious,  social-minded  and  possess  a  sense  of  values.  This  class 
generates  a  spirit  of  cooperative  effort  that  gives  purpose  and 
vitality  to  the  whole  school.  A  man  in  a  lower  class  asked  the 
question:  “Was  it  true  that  Mr.  S.,  who  already  spoke  English 
so  well,  found  it  worthwhile  to  come  to  school  for  further  study?” 
In  attendance  and  quality  of  work  done  this  class  ranks  high. 

It  is  a  wonderfully  inspiring  sight  to  see  a  group  of  aliens  work¬ 
ing  to  become  American  citizens.  What  a  challenge  it  ought  to  be 
to  us  who  have  always  been  American  citizens  to  make  this  country 
of  ours  what  their  teachers  have  taught  them  it  is!  A  fact  noted 
in  a  recent  copy  of  the  Norwood  Messenger  is  significant — “Of 
the  seventy-eight  people  who  have  registered  as  voters  in  Norwood 
during  the  last  period  of  registration  one-third  were  on  natural- 
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ization  papers.”  All  of  our  work  with  adult  aliens  should  lead 
easily  and  naturally  into  naturalization. 

Every  experienced  worker  with  the  foreign  born  realizes  that 
we  cannot  Americanize  immigrants  until  the  native  born  practice 
in  their  daily  lives,  those  principles  which  are  commonly  under¬ 
stood  to  be  the  distinguishing  marks  of  good  citizenship  in  the 
United  States.  Granting  this,  then  the  correction  of  every  un- 
American  condition  may  be  considered  “Americanization  work.” 

The  real  success  of  this  work  is  not  measured  by  numbers  but 
by  the  development  which  has  taken  place  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  the  students.  To  appreciate  the  actual  results  is  to  visit  the 
classes  and  to  catch  the  spirit  which  exists  there. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  an  honest  word  of 
appreciation  for  the  spirit  and  interest  which  has  been  shown  by 
the  principal  of  the  evening  school  and  by  the  loyal  corps  of 
teachers  who  have  actually  done  the  work.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Norwood  Evening  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  the  direction  of  the  entire  details 
of  all  evening  classes,  both  those  in  Practical  Arts  and  Amer¬ 
icanization,  was  centralized  under  one  head.  This  has  evidently 
worked  out  to  better  advantage  from  an  administrative  point 
of  view. 

The  report  on  Americanization  will  be  found  elsewhere,  this 
report  being  in  regard  to  the  vocational  classes  in  the  Junior  High 
School  building. 

Registration  was  held  on  October  10.  In  all  the  total  number 
of  pupils  has  been  140,  distributed  as  follows: 


Dressmaking  .  22 

Millinery  .  15 

Foods  .  40 

Mechanical  Drawing  .  24 

Bookkeeping  .  21 

Junior  High  School  Subjects  .  18 


Of  this  number  there  are  at  present  104  on  the  active  list,  or 
nearly  75%  of  the  total  registration.  This  figure  is  somewhat 
higher  than  that  shown  in  previous  years. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  a  class  in  mechanical  drawing 
has  been  successful,  due  largely  to  the  excellent  work  of  the 
instructor,  Clifford  H.  Wheeler,  Supervisor  of  Practical  Arts  of  the 
Norwood  Schools.  This  class  now  numbers  fifteen  interested 
young  men. 

The  number  enrolling  for  cooking  was  so  large  as  to  necessitate 
two  divisions,  one  meeting  Mondays  for  two  and  one-half  hours 
and  the  other  on  Thursdays  for  the  same  period  of  time.  There 
seemed  to  be  a  decided  interest  among  women  this  year  in  learning 
how  to  prepare  foods  with  a  corresponding  falling  off  in  interest  in 
knowledge  of  making  hats. 

Mrs.  Zillah  Fleming,  who  has  conducted  the  work  in  dressmaking 
for  many  years,  was  forced  to  give  up  the  work  on  December  31st, 
owing  to  ill  health,  and  Miss  Mary  Moynahan  of  Cambridge  was 
engaged  to  carry  on  the  work.  This  class  has  been  very  successful 
and  some  fine  products  turned  out  by  its  members. 

In  all,  eight  teachers  have  instructed  in  the  evening  work.  One 
difficulty  has  been  in  securing  teachers  who  are  qualified  for  this 
work  from  the  point  of  view  of  State  requirements.  In  some  cases 
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it  was  necessary  to  engage  local  instructors  who  had  not  completed 
State  requirements. 

I  wish  to  mention  here  the  fine  cooperation  received  from  the 
Bird  &  Son  organization  in  interesting  several  of  their  employees 
in  the  mechanical  drawing  course.  Some  of  these  pupils  have  come 
to  class  regularly  from  out  of  town  and  contributed  materially 
to  the  success  of  this  class. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  you  and  your  office 
force  for  the  fine  assistance  given  me  in  organizing  the  work 
for  the  year,  as  well  as  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  force 
of  instructors  for  their  untiring  effort  in  this  work,  which  ap¬ 
parently  is  very  much  worthwhile  in  satisfying  a  very  vital  need 
in  our  town.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Practical  Arts  in 
the  Norwood  Public  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

The  year  1927  has  been  a  period  of  activity  in  readjustment  and 
organization  in  the  department.  More  and  more  boys  are  taking 
this  course  and  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered 
in  the  various  shops  to  make  worthwhile  projects  for  the  home 
as  well  as  to  receive  a  liberal  education  along  industrial  lines.  A 
notable  feature  this  year  was  the  interest  taken  by  a  group  of  girls 
who  entered  the  department  of  advanced  mechanical  drawing. 

The  increasing  number  of  pupils  selecting  this  course  has  made 
a  difficult  problem  to  solve  as  some  of  the  shops  are  over  crowded. 
As  a  result  of  this  condition,  efficiency  is  lacking  as  a  great  deal 
of  instruction  requires  individual  attention.  The  enrollment  of 
pupils  in  the  shop  classes  has  increased  nearly  fifty  percent  in 
comparison  to  the  enrollment  of  last  year,  a  large  percentage 
being  in  the  Junior  High  School,  as  here  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  receive  their  instruction  in  the  four  shops. 

In  June  some  changes  were  made  in  the  personnel  of  the  de¬ 
partment.  Mr.  Natale  resigned  his  position  as  instructor  in  wood¬ 
work  at  the  Junior  High  and  Mr.  Bowler,  the  instructor  in  printing, 
was  transferred  to  that  shop.  Mr.  McAuliffe  was  engaged  to  teach 
printing  and  home  mechanics.  Recently  Mr.  Wynaught  was  added 
to  the  department  and  has  taken  over  his  duties  as  instructor 
of  woodwork  in  the  sixth  grades,  also  acting  as  part-time  teacher 
to  relieve  the  situation  in  the  Junior  High. 
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The  work  in  the  sixth  grade  was  carried  out  according  to  the 
course  outlined.  Plans  and  models  were  used  to  show  the  boys 
what  they  were  to  do  before  they  started  their  projects.  All  pro¬ 
jects  were  within  the  ability  of  the  boys  of  that  age,  and  of  a 
practical  nature.  The  model  airplane  proved  a  most  interesting 
and  worthwhile  project. 

The  grade  teachers  undertook  the  instruction  and  did  exception¬ 
ally  well,  considering  all  the  work  was  done  with  a  sloyd  knife. 
Material  for  this  work  had  to  be  cut  out  at  the  Junior  High  School 
wood  shop  which  placed  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  instructor  in 
charge.  With  the  new  year  it  seemed  advisable  to  place  a  man 
in  charge  of  this  work  and  reorganize  the  course  on  a  more  ad¬ 
vanced  basis  of  instruction.  Mr.  Wynaught  was  engaged  for  the 
work  and  many  difficulties  of  the  past  have  been  overcome. 

Boys  of  the  seventh  grade  had  twenty  weeks  in  each  of  two 
subjects,  namely,  woodworking  and  home  mechanics.  The  aim 
of  instruction  was  to  bring  the  boy  under  advanced  work  in  shop 
procedure  and  strove  for  quality  in  work.  Projects  completed 
were  essential  for  home  use,  including  bread  boards,  knife  and 
fork  boxes,  clothes  dryers,  lamps  and  book  racks. 

The  course  in  home  mechanics,  which  was  a  new  addition  to  the 
department,  proved  attractive  as  it  gave  the  boys  an  insight 
into  the  way  repairs  should  be  accomplished  in  the  home.  It  was 
comprised  of  four  units  which  were — bell  wiring,  wire  splicing, 
sheet  metal  work  and  glazing.  Many  cases  involved  other  work 
as  articles  from  home  were  brought  in  for  repair. 

Under  the  new  curriculum  the  eighth  grade  was  given  the  “Try- 
Out”  course  in  printing  and  mechanical  drawing.  This  plan  proved 
successful  as  the  boy’s  fitness  to  continue  with  the  work  could  be 
determined.  In  the  ten  weeks  spent  in  elementary  printing,  the 
boys  were  taught  composition,  stone  work,  make  ready  and  cutting 
of  stock. 

Mechanical  drawing  was  given  in  textbook  form,  which  covered 
the  principles,  processes,  problems  and  methods  for  beginners  in 
elementary  drafting.  During  the  ten  weeks  of  “Try-Out”  in  this 
subject  a  good  deal  of  the  work  was  covered. 

In  the  ninth  grade  the  practical  arts  class  was  formed  and  was 
given  four  periods  of  shop  work  in  either  of  the  three  shops,  con¬ 
sisting  of  printing,  mechanical  drawing,  and  woodwork.  The 
advanced  class  in  printing  did  all  of  the  school  jobs,  which  were 
numerous,  for  about  90,000  impressions  were  made.  Other  jobs 
were  set  and  printed  for  individual  needs  and  again  the  Junior 
High  School  paper  “The  Argue-a-lot”  was  put  out.  Cooperation 
in  this  department  with  the  other  school  departments  was  evident. 
Schedules  and  permit  blanks  were  printed  for  Mr.  Murray,  tickets 
for  class  socials,  servers  blanks  for  the  Household  Arts  Depart- 
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ment  and  special  work  for  the  Principals  and  Superintendent. 

Ninth  grade  classes  in  woodwork  are  exceptionally  large  and 
overcrowding  of  the  shops  is  detrimental  to  the  value  of  the  shop 
and  to  the  boys.  The  shop  is  arranged  and  equipped  to  handle 
twenty-four  boys,  but  the  classes  have  been  up  to  thirty  and  over. 
The  instructor  cannot  give  the  necessary  attention  to  each  boy’s 
individual  needs.  The  shop  needs  a  good  wooden  floor,  as  the 
cement  floor  is  harmful  to  the  boys’  feet  and  many  tools  are 
rendered  useless  by  falling  to  this  hard  surface.  A  good  iron  sink 
is  also  needed  with  hot  and  cold  water. 

There  is  no  regular  mechanical  drawing  teacher  in  the  ninth 
grade.  It  has  been  taught  by  one  of  the  grade  teachers.  This  of 
course  used  time  that  she  should  have  devoted  to  her  specific  work. 

Advanced  mechanical  drawing  in  the  High  School  correlated  a 
great  deal  of  its  work  with  the  general  shop.  In  this  way  a  great 
deal  of  enthusiasm  and  interest  was  had  among  the  boys  in  both 
shops. 

Drafting  has  been  entirely  individual,  as  all  the  classes  worked 
together  whether  they  were  first,  second  or  third  year.  A  desirable 
change  from  this  situation  would  be  to  have  each  class  taught 
separately.  In  this  respect  more  theoretical  instruction  could  be 
given,  and  more  of  the  subject  covered.  Architectural  drawing  was 
introduced  and  several  plans  for  garages  and  houses  were  drawn. 

For  the  first  time  girls  have  entered  into  the  work,  found  it 
interesting  and  have  been  very  successful.  It  is  hoped  that  more 
will  continue  with  the  subject  in  the  coming  year. 

Boys  entering  the  general  shop  for  their  first  year’s  work  were 
formed  into  four  distinct  groups  for  each  of  the  four  activities  by 
the  instructor.  A  term  of  ten  weeks  was  spent  in  each  unit  or 
activity  and  then  the  groups  changed,  so  that  every  boy  passed 
throught  each  unit,  unless  the  instructor  desired  to  divert  from 
this  plan  to  meet  some  individual  case.  To  boys  who  completed  the 
first  year  of  work  successfully,  the  opportunity  was  given  to  elect 
any  two  of  the  four  activities  and  continue  this  work  for  two  terms 
of  twenty  weeks. 

Practical  and  useful  articles  for  use  in  the  home  and  school  were 
constructed,  such  as  accounting  tables,  costumers,  telephone  tables, 
folding  screens  and  ship  models. 

In  wood  finishing  the  amount  and  grade  of  work  has  been  greatly 
handicapped  by  lack  of  space  and  suitable  conditions. 

Sheet-metal  work  brought  the  boys  into  contact  with  the  appli¬ 
cation  and  study  of  principles.  Projects  constructed  were  window 
boxes,  dust  pans,  cooky  cutters,  wastebaskets,  book  ends,  and  tool 
boxes. 

In  machine  shop  practice  both  bench  and  machine  work  was 
given.  Bench  work  consisted  of  lay-out  work,  filing,  hacksawing 
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and  reaming.  Machine  work  gave  the  boy  his  chance  to  operate 
a  machine  and  turn  out  any  small  projects  which  he  might  wish 
to  do.  Projects  completed  were  screw  drivers,  nail  sets,  center 
punches,  plumb  bobs  and  small  hammers. 

The  electrical  unit  dealt  with  the  theory  and  practice  of  electrical 
circuits,  principles  of  house  wiring  and  repair  of  electrical  appli¬ 
ances  from  the  boy’s  home. 

I  am  very  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you  my  sincere 
appreciation  for  all  the  assistance  given  to  me  and  to  the  principals 
for  their  hearty  cooperation  with  the  department.
